O W difficult a thing it is to produce Form out of Things 
fhapelef> and deformed, and to prefcribe Limits to Things confufed, 
there is none but may eafily perceive, if he fhall take bue a 
flight View of the Chaos-like Contemperation of Things, not 
only diverfe, but repugnant in Nature, hitherto concorpo- 
rated in the generous Profeffion of Heraldry: As the Forms of 
the pure Cele/tial Bodies, mix’d with grofs Terre/trials ; Earthly Animals, with Watery ; 
Savage Beafts, with Tame; Whole-footed Beafts, with Divided ; Reptiles, with Things 
Greffible; Fowls of Prey, with Home-bred; thefe again, with River-Fowls ; Airy In- 
feéta, with Earthly ; alfo Things Natural, with Artificial ; Arts Liberal, with Me- 
chanical; Military, with Ru/tical; and Rujtick with Gvil. Which confufed Mix- 
ture hath not a little difcouraged many Perfons ( otherwife well affected to the 
Study of Armory) and impaired the Eftimation of the Profeffion. For Redrefs 
whereof myfelf (tho’ unableft of many ) have done my Beft, in this my Di/- 
play of Heraldry, to diffolve this deformed Lump, diftributing and digefting each 
Particular thereof into his peculiar Rank; wherein, albeit the Iflue of my En- 
terprize be not anfwerable to the Height of my Defires, yet do I aflure my 
felf my Labour herein will not be altogether fruitlels; forafmuch as hereby 
1 have broken the Ice, and made Way to fome After-comers of greater Gifts 
and riper Judgment, that they may give a fairer Body to this my delineated 
rough Draught, or Shadow of a/new framed Method. For if Men of greateft 
Skill have failed to give abfolute Form to their Works, notwithf{tanding their 
beft Endeavours, with little Reafon may fuch Perfetion be expected from me, 
whofe Talent is fo fmall, as that I am forced to build wholly upon other Men's 
Foundations; and therefore may be thought to have undertaken an idle Task, 
in writing of Things formerly handled and publifhed by Perfons of more Suf- 
ficiency and greater Judgment. Notwithftanding, who knoweth nor, that asevery 
Man hath his proper Conceit and Invention, fo hath he his feveral Drift and 
Purpofe, fo as divers Men writing of one felf Argument, do handle the fame di- 
_verlly ? Which being fo, whar letteth chat every of us, writing ina diverfe kind, 
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may not without Offence to other, ufe our utmoft Endeavours to give unto 
this erft unfhapely and difproportionable Profeffion of Heraldry, a true Symme- 
tria and proportionable Correfpondence of each Part to other? Inafmuch (if I 
be not deceived ) both they and myfelf do all aim at one Mark, which is fo to 
adorn and beautify this Science, as that it being purged from her wonted Defor- 
mities, may become more plaufible to many, and be favourably entertained of 
all ; which could not be otherwife better effected, than by diffolving of this 
Chaos-like, or confufed Lump, and diflevering of each Particular thereof from 
other, and difpofing them under their peculiar Heads, which is the full Scope 
of thefe my Travails. Now to the End I might the better acccomplith this Tash, 
after I had carefully collected the chief Grounds, Principles, Rules, and Obfervations 
that Ger. Leigh, Bofwell, Ferne, Bara, Chaffaneus, and other bett approved Au- 
thors in their feveral Works have written touching the Rudiments and firft Principles 
of Armory, then did I ferioufly bechink myfelf for the orderly Diftribution of 
thofe their difperfed Notes and Objervations fo by me colleéted, and digefting of 
them into fome Form of Method, or atthe leaft into-fome Methodical- Refemblance, 
wherein, I hope, I have in fome Sort accomplifhed my Defire, and have, for 
thy better Underftanding and Apprehenfion ( Gentle Reader ) firft diftributed this 
Work into Seétions, and thofe into Chapters, briefly fhewing their feveral Subftances 
and orderly Connexions; and throughout the Whole I have begun with the 
Genus of each Kind, and fevered them into their Species, which alfo are fubdi- 
vided into Individua’s, annexing particular Rules to each feveral Sort. More- 
over, I have added Definitions, Divifions, and Etymologies of the Artificial Terms 
peculiarly pertaining to this Art, beftowed the chief Grounds, Principles, Rules, 
and Obfervations under their proper Heads, and manifefted their Ufe by Exam- 
ples of {pecial Choice, whereby they receive not only Warrant, but alfo lively 
Senfe and Vigour, in Default whereof they would become deftitute of all Force, 
according to that faying of Aretins, Precepta, quantumyis bona ¢ concinna, mortua 
funt, nifi ipfe Auditor varis exemplis ea reprefentat. . Finally, to the end that nothing 
fhould be wanting that might give thee full Contentment, I have prefix’d be- 
fore every Section an Analogical Table, briefly comprehending the Subftance of 
each fubfequent Seétion, and that with fuch Coherence, that each of the faid Ta- 
bles anfwereth in a Relative Refpect of the one of them to the other; fo as all 
of them do jump together in an univerlal Coherence, as by their particular Re- 
ferences doth manifeltly appear; whereby 1 have brought to pafs (though with 
long and difficult Labour) that in this my Dijflay of Heraldry, thou mayeft 
eafily find (beftowed according to Order ) whatloever thou defireft concerning 
the Principles of this Profefion: So that thou in fhort Time, and with much 
Eafe, mayeft reap not only a profitable Gleaning, but a plentiful Harve/t of 
this my long and painful Lucubrations. Farewel.

Shields, 
ec. and which Time and Ufe has transfer’d to 
the Accommodation and Glory of the Pofterities of 
thofe who firft receiv’d them. For though they 
have now invented other offenfive Wea pons, there- 
by rendring fuch Habiliments ufelefs, which cre- 
ated the prefent Difference betwixt In/ignia, and 
the Arma whereon they were placed; the firft be- 
ing now become the Figures on Seals, Rings, 
Walls, Monuments, and {uch other Concomitants 
of civil Society and Order 5 yet in Remembrance 
of their firft Ufe, do they give them the fame 
Names, viz. in Latin Arma, in Englifh Axis. 

“ Claudius Fauchet faith, That Arms have 
“ their Denomination, becaufe military Men 
“« bare their Devices, or Inventions, depicted up- 
“ on their Coat-Armours; and in and upon their 
“ Shields.

“. Aldrovandus believes that this Name Infignia 
“ might proceed of the Barrennefs of the Latin

“ men ex Lingua Latina videtur fluxiffe inopia, 
“ @& certe vix aliud vocabulum buic magis qua- 
“ drat, quod hac pracipue virtutis, & gentilita- 
“ tis five nota five funum fit > The Word Infis- 
“ nia feems to be made choice of, becaufe the ee 
“ tin Tongue would afford no better : For certain. 
“ ly there is not a fitter Term in that Language 
“ to exprefs the Enfigns of Nobility and Valour. 

By Infignia we are to underftand all Signs or 
Marks which diftinguifh Men one from another 
as they differin Merit or Defert: Nam Infignia 3 
Signo derivatur , quafi_ aliquo Signo ab aliis dif- 
cretus & feparatus, faith Feflus. And hence (as 
Waterboufe obferves) it is, that we read of every 
more than ordinary Thing, either good or evil, 
exprefled by Infigne. + Virgil tells us 
of fuperbum Infigne belli, and Tacitus, +8 Suid. 
of infignire annum Cladibus, and Oa 
* Tully of infigne flagitium, and infig- Bune, 
niter improbus, and Livy of dies infignis duplict 
Clade, and Quintilian of prodigiofa corpora & 
Monftris infignia. 

“ Of the Number of Enfigns, are thofe Notes, 
‘© Marks, and Shapes of Animals, that martial 
“© Men ufed to adorn the Crefts of their Helmets 
“*withal, to make themfelves more eminent in the 
* Field: And to the end there might be better 
“ notice taken of their valorous A@ions, when 

“ they 
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they encountered their Enemies in Battel, or 
“ fhould draw on their Forcés to fight; whereof 
* we fhall have caufe to {peak hereafter in place 
“¢ more convenient, when we {hall come to treat 
‘¢ of them particularly. 

‘¢ The Ufe of thefe was yet extended farther 
** than the adorning of Shields and Helmets on- 
‘¢ ly 5 for Ships alfo and other navigable Veffels, 
* were garnifhed and beautified in their Fore- 
Decks, yea, and that in very ancient time, for 
* the diftinguifhing of one Ship from another, as 
* we may fee, As 28.11. where St. Paul faith, 
“ he went ina Ship whofe Badge was Ca/for and 
“© Pollux ; alfo the Fore-deck of the Ship that 
carried away Europa, hadthe Form of a Bull 
painted thereon, which gave occafion to the Fa- 
“ ble, That a Bull bad ftoln ber away. Neither 
did the. Ancients only ufe this, but it hath 
been a receiv’d Cuftom in all Ages fithence, 
and yet continues with us unto this Day. 
Hereof it cometh that we give the Ships the 
« Names of the Things that are depicted upon 
*¢ them, as the Bull, Bear, Lyon, Tyger, gc. 
* ie Verbs Arms are alfo call’d Symbola, which 
ZSuupee.  Suidas * terms by Znpda, mar pee, ofoy 
oupdion Te Pbapaay avay + avOpcomoy weg Te Sovare, 
Gs NXpucervos garaves, making the Sepiment of Skin 
which Man is bounded, with a Symbol of his 
Mortality. Thefe Symbols were anciently (for 
that the World was a long time without the ufe of 
Letters, all Men, if any thing acquainted with 
Antiquity, know ) the only way of exprefling 
the Nature and Meaning of Things ; the Zgyp- 
tians, Chaldees, Greeks, and Latines, all us’d 
them and tranfmitted many brave Atchievements 
thereby to Pofterity for their Examples, as Lj- 
lius Giraldus out of * Famblicus, Plutarch, and 
* tihde Syms. Other Authors, hath largely obferv’d. 
Pythagre & Therefore what Plaurus and Pliny ex- 


a prefs by Teffera and Syngrapha ; el- 
Catal. gl. der times, as Waterhoufe obferves, did 
Mund. p. 58. 


by Symbola, which in refemblance 
are like Parables in Speech : For though Symbola 
is alfo apply’d as a Name or Denomination, yet 
it is more properly the Cypher that fets out the 
Nature of Arms, for the Arms or Device on 
the Shield is but an Idea of the Bearer, a Re- 
prefentation of fomething more excellent, which 
isconceal’d, and to which that is but the Fefcue 
or Finger. 

But thefe Arms (as Mackenzie ob- 
ferves) are diftinguifhed from thofe 
_ Hieroglyphicks, Symbols, Emblemis, 
and Devices of old which have given them Name, 
in that thofe require no fix’d Colours, as Arms 
do. The Emblem reprefents fome moral Leffon, 
but Arms are the Teftimony of fome noble A- 
ction; Arms are Hereditary, but thefe affum’d, 
and altered at Pleafure, 

Arms are called by the Germans, 
Wappen *, or Clenodia; by the Ita- 
lians Carmas , and by the French 
eros Armoiries. Mackenzie, cap.t.p.t. 
Places of Rendezvous, where Men affembled in Avs, 
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‘ Arms then, as they are here meant, accord- 
ing to their original and firft Ufe, may be 
thus defined : Arms are Tokens or Refem- 
blances, fignifying fome A@, or Quality of 
the Bearer. Thus Arms are, generally and 
according to their prefent Ufe, hereditable 
Marks or Signs of Honour, taken wisper’s cade 
or granted by Sovereign Princes, 9, p. © 
to reward and diftinguith Perfons, Families and 
Communities in War and Peace. 
“ Thefe Arms are fometimes compofed of Na- 
tural Things, as of fome Kinds of celeftial 
Bodies, viz. of the Sun, Moon, Stars, cc. 
Sometimes of four-footed Beafts, or of Birds, 
or of Serpents, or of Fifhes, or fome other 
Reptiles ; or elfe of fome kind of Vegetables, 
as Trees, Shrubs, Flowers, Fruits, Leaves, dvc. 
or of fome folid Things, as Caftles, Towers, 
Mountains, @e, or of Things pertaining ‘to 
Arts Liberal, or Trades Mechanical, gc. 
Sometimes again they are compact of none 
of thefe, but do confift only of the Variations 
of Simple Colours, counter-chang’d by occa- 
fion of Tranfverfe, Perpendicular, or what- 
foever other Line ufed in Coat-Armour, whe- 
“ ther the fame be Streight, Crooked, Bunch- 
ed, gc. whereby paffing throush the Efco- 
“ cheon, either Tranfverfe, Oblique, or Direét, 
the Colours become tranfmuted or Counter- 
 chang’d; of all which I fhall have Occafion 
« to {peak hereafter in their particular Place. 
© As touching the Antiquity of thefe Signs 
which we call Arms, Diodorus Siculus maketh 
mention, that Ofyris, furnamed Fupiter the 
Fult, Son to Cham the curfed Son of Noab, 
called of the Gentiles Fanus, being banithed 
from the bleffed Tents of Shem and Faphet ; 
by reafon of the Curfe fallen upon his Father, 
was conftrained to feck fome remote Place, 
wherein he might fettle himfelf, his Children, 
and People. For which purpofe he aflembled 
a great Army, and appointed Hercules his 
eldeft Son Captain ; and in this fo Ancient an 
Expedition of Wars, as well Ojyris himfelf as 
Hercules, Macedon and Anubis, his Sons and 
others, did paint certain Signs upon their 
¢ Shields, Bucklers, and other Weapons ; which 
© Signs were after called Arms ; as for Example, 
© Ofyris bare a Scepter Royal, infigned on the 
‘ Top with an Eye: Hercules a Lyon Rampant, 
* holding a Battle-Axe: Macedon a Wolf, and 
© Anubis a Dog. 

Now as their Inftitution you fee is not new, 
but ab initio Religionis, viz. from Ofpris and I/is 
more than four Hundred Years before the I/rae- 
lites departed out of Egypt; fo neither was their 
Ufe limited or reftrain’d toa few Nations, but 
general; which Argument Mr. Bolton makes ufe 
of to prove the Notion natural ; alledging that 
whatfoever is fo taken up as thatit is found practis’d 
by all Nations, muft certainly claim Foundation 
in Nature, or (whichis the fame) that whatever 
all Countries, civil or barbarous, agree to in the 
main (though differing perhaps in fome Circum- 
ftances) muft undoubtedly proceed from the 
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Didtates of natural Reafon : This being true (as* 


Nisbet obferves) ’tis more than pro- 
bable that Arms are founded uport 
Nature 5 for that Signs and Marks 
upon Shields, gc. have been conftantly made 
ufe of, both by the ancient and modern Inhabi- 
tants, not only of this, but likewife of the new 
dilcovered World of America, might be eafily 
made appear from many Paflages to be met with 
in fundry Hiftorians. “By which it feems proba- 
ble that Infignia were at firft the rude Productions 
of Nature, and not the Invention of any particu- 
lar Perfon, or SetofMen. And had it been other- 
wife, ’tis likely we fhou’d have had an Account 
tranfinitted to us by fome one or other of former 
Ages, at what particular Time, and by whom 
the Ufe of them was firft introduc’d ; for want 
of which it is {earce poffible to know perfectly the 
Progrefs of Arms, from their firft Beginning to 
their prefent Stite and Condition: Yet as Nisbet 
continues, if we confider the Figures in Heraldry, 
whether natural or proper, with the Tinures 
and Pieces, whether ancient or modern, whereof 
Arms are compofed, we may arrive at fome pro- 
bable Conjecture concerning their gradual Improve- 
ments; and we fhall thereby moft readily learn 
how that Arms, froma rude and fimple Begin- 
hing, have grown up to their prefent Perfection 
and Splendour; but of this anon. I will firft 
thew that the Ufe of Armorial Enfigns was gene- 
ral, by a fhort Catalogue of fuch Nations, and 
Perfons, as I find to have born them of high An- 
tiquity, viz.

adding that their Ufe was continued in Memory 
of Acampixtli the Affumer thereof, and firft King 
of Mexico, whofe Name in their Dialed fignifies 
the fame. 
“ Paulus Amilius faith, that anciently the 
“ French Kings did bear Argent three Diadems, 
* Gules: Others fay, they bare three Toads 
“ fable, ina Field Vert, alias Sinople. 
“ We find alfo in Homer and in Virgil, that 
the Heroes had their Signs or Marks, whereby 
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their Perfons were diftin@ly known, and dif- 
cerned in Battel, as well as their Kings and 
Commons had their publick Enfigns. 

“ Achilles had his Shield beautifully adorn’d 
with great Variety of Things celeftial ; as the 
Motion of the Sun, Moon, Stars, Planets, and 
other the celeftial Spheres; the Situation of 
the Earth, and the adjacent Iflands; the Seas, 
with the Ebbing and Flowing thereof, ec. 
whereof I fhall have better Occafion offered to 
{peak more at large hereafter ; alfo Amphia- 
raus (as Pindarus the Theban Poet affirmeth 
in his Expedition to Thebes, bare in his Shield 
a painted Dragon. Capaneus one of the feven 
Captains that befieg’d Thebes, bare the many- 
headed Hydra that Hercules fought withal, as 
Statius the Neapolitan Poet reporteth. 

“ Polynices a Sphinx. Agamemnon a Lyon, 
with a Greek Motto affix’d thereto, which 
tranflated is, Terror hie eff hominum, quique 
bunc gerit eft Agamemnon, and denotes that 
even then they were not ufed without Thought. 
Ubfes a Dolphin, and a Typhon breathing out 
Flames of Fire. Perfeus Medufa’s Head.  An- 
tiochus a Lyon, with a white Wand. Thefeus 
an Oxe, Seleucusa Bull. Augu/lus a Sphinx. 
And Aventine the Herculean Badge, or a Re- 
femblance of the Serpent Hydra, which was 
flain and aflum’d by his Progenitor, as Siliud 
Italicus remembers in’ thefe Words > Centum 
angues idem calatum infigne ferebat : A bundyed 
Snakes engraven on his Shield. And many Years 
before that, on the fame Occafion, the celebrated 
Poet Vergil had 

Chpeoque infigne Paternum 

Centum angues,cinctamg; gerit JSerpentibusHy dram. 
His Father's Coat into the Field he brings, 

An hundred Snakes, and Hydra arm’d with Stings. 
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Ingua was the Hereditary Name of the Kings 
of Peru, and their Gentilicial Arms a Rainbow 
and Two Snakes ; as Bolon in his Elements of 
Armory, p. 45. informs us out of Fofepbus Acofta. 
And thefe, I fuppofe, were the Paffages that in- 
duced Mr. Nisbet, Pag. 6. to call thofe ancient 
Affumptions Hereditable (not Hereditary ) di- 
ftinguifhing Marks ; and fuch as thefe have led 
fome into unwarrantable Conceits, 

I might to thofe aforegoing, add numerous 
other Inftances of the Antiquity of perfonal 
Bearings, not only in this politeft Part of the 
World, Europe ; but Afia, Africa, and America, 
collectable out of Modern Authors; as Leigh, 
Cambden, Bolton, Waterboufe, and others, who 
have fifted the beft. Authors of Antiquity : But 
I rather refer the Curious to their Writings, 
partly becaufe (having undertaken here’ to illu- 
{trate an Introduction, not frame a Treatife) I 
wou'’d be brief; and partly becaufe (according 
to my humble Opinion) all they have written, 
or that may be reafonably conjectur’d from their 
Works, can never prove our prefent commen- 
dable Ufe of Arms fo ancient as fome feem 
to infinuate. I very much reverence both Arms 
and their Admirers; yet I cannot agree with 

fome

fome Writers, concerning their Antiquity, no 
more than I cou’d believe that any commen- 
dable or profitable Invention is defpifeable, be- 
caufe unknown in the laft Century. 

The Ingenious Mr. Nisbet, in his Chapter up- 

on Cadency, thakes the Difference betwixt thofe 
ancient Affumptions and Arms, as now regulated 
and eftablifhed, no more than the Difference be- 
twixt an ancient Piece of Painting,or Building, aiid 
the Mafter-piece of a Modern Artift in.either Sci- 
ence 5 by which, I think, he wou’d inftru@ us, 
that Heraldry or Armory was then in being as a 
Science, only improv’d by fucceeding Ages, as moft 
Arts are, to a nearer Perfection : Which though 
I thall not contradié, I cannot agree to, becaufe, 
though the Notion of Enfignment, as Bolton 
has it, isnatural; or though Signs and Marks 
of Honour, State, and Condition are allow’d on 
all Hands to have been made ufe of by the An- 
cients, yet I never cou’d find that thofe Figures 
on their Shields, Targets or other Arma, are any 
where prov’d to be thofe Infignia or Marks of Di- 
ftindion, being at the beft but only conjectur’d fo, 
by fuch as cou’d not prove it; and I doubt not 
but the ordinary and common Men in thofe an- 
cient Times, as well as their Leaders, us’d them 
at their Pleafure. The Romans and others, did 
indeed ufe National Enfigns, that is, Military 
Standatds, and the like, juft as we do: They 
might alfo ufe Note or Infignia on their Sheilds, 
Bucklers, @c. for Emblems, perfonal DiftinGion, 
or Ornament; but not as the Rewards of Merit, 
Hereditary, or Family Diftin@ions. They had 
indeed their Images, and other Matters, which 
told as effectually what they were, and whom 
they came from, a3 our Arms of Families at this 
Day. 
But then the Methiods of knowing thefe were 
fo different from ours, according to their Repre- 
fentation by Budeus, Lipfius, and many others ; 
and asI have partly hinted, that I think them 
altogether out of the Verge of Armory, to which 
Lintend to keep, and of which the faid Budeus, 
when {peaking of their Relation to the fame End 
with thofe elder Ceremonies, writes thus, Pro 
zis, (ut opinor ) pofteriora Tempora Infignia 
Gentilitia habuerunt, que Arma vulgo vocantur, 
que ipfa quoq, primum ac fimile ‘eft veri, vi- 
tutis premia fuerunt, ac rerum praclaré gefta- 
rum decora. In the Room of thefe, I Suppofe, 
fucceeding Times ufed thofe diftinguifbing Marks 
of Families commonly called Arms which, as tis 
moft probable, were the Rewards of Valour, and 
the Ornaments of brave Exploits. 

Therefore I humbly conceive, that Arms can- 
not be faid to be founded upon Nature, becaufe 
thofe ancient Bearings were the Signs and Marks 
of Honour, State, and Condition, to thofe that 
cartied them; it being doubted whether they were 
or no, fo much as for the Reafons following, (vix.) 
Mankind in general being naturally wont, not 
only to imbellifh and adorn their Shields and 
other war-like Inftruments, but alfo to feek all 
Ways and Means of rendring themfelves terrible 
to their Enemies, did to that End (Hieroglyphicks 


being invented) paint or imbofs the Figures of 
Monfters and dreadful Beafts thereupon, intend- 
ing by the Courage and Strength of thofe Crea- 
tures, to teprefent the like in themfélves. And 
thus the Ule of Figures on Shields, Helmets, cc, 
became common among all Nations, Civil or Bar- 
barous, But that thefe ancient F igures in procefS 
of Time did become Arms, as we fay , that is 
Hereditary Rewards of Merit, and Family Diftin- 
ctions, I do not deny : But then this was in late 
Ages (with tefpectto thofe elder Times we have 
been talking of.) For Princes and Great Com. 
manders having defcern’d firft the Benefit which 
thereby accru’d in diftinguifhine the Perfons of 
fuch as by their Atmour wou’d otherwife have 
been obfcur’d ; And Secondly, the Refpeét which 
in general they began to find among their Bearers, 
who gloried in nothing more than to carry fome 
witty Emblems, notifying fuch glorious Actions 
as they had the good Fortune to atchieve, there- 
by proclaiming their Valour to both Friends and 
Enemies, {purring on the former to an Imitation, 
while the latter were daunted by thofe ViGoiies 
thereby manifefted, making Room for their fur- 
ther Procedure in Glory. Princes and great Com- 
manders having, I fay, took notice of thefe Things, 
did reftrain the frequent Ule undet certain Laws 
and Punifhments, which induced thofe who were 
fet apart to deal in Matters of Honour, to devife 
certain Rules to be obferv’d by fuch as fhou’d law- 
fully obtain them, in the Bearing them, that no 
one might injure another by affuming or ufing 
the Note of his Merit and Honour. So thus ag 
it were Pedetentim, was Heraldry form’d into, and 
and became a Science,. a8 I fhall endeavour to 
make appear with its gradual Progrefs, as clear as 
my {mall Study is capable, when I fhall have 
delivered one Paragraph more, concerning their 
firft being ufed, which is from Mackenzie, 

Some (faith he*) think that the . Sélunesof Hee 
giving of Arms, arofe fromthe Ex- rsld. p. 2. 
ample of Facob bleffing his Children, in which , 
he gave them Marks of Diftinétion, as Judah a 
Lyon, ec. And certain it is (adds he) that the 
‘Tribes did bear thefe upon their Enfigns, Others 
afctibe their Invention to the Germans, and fome 
to the Romans : Some think the Goths and Van- 
dals gave the firft Arms, to excite their Soldiers 
to noble Adions , upon their invading Italy. 
Others afcribe the Exa@nefS of this Invention to 
Charles the Great. Aldrovan. 1.1. Others to 
Henry J. in Anno 986. Hop. cap. 3. But then 
(adds he) by comparing all thefe Opinions, it is 
clear that the wearing thefe Marks of Diftintion 
is, a Fure Gentium, and a Part of the Law of 
Nations : For even the Barbarous Nations, fuch 
as the Cimbri, Teutones, &c. were obferv’d by 
Plutarch, In vita Mari, geffiffe in armis Pitlas 
ferarum imagines; to have born the Images of 
Wild Beafts painted upon their Armour. And 
Hopping afferts, That he hath feen a Shield from 
China, charged with a Panther in a Field Or; 
which Shield, I fuppofe, is that de- 
livered alfo by Bolton from Marcus an ba 
Velferus, a Learned .and Principal ~°’* *” 

Gentleman 
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Gentleman of Augspurgh ; who adds too, that a 
Helmet, Mantle, and Crelt, refembling our Man- 
ner in Europe, was affix’d thereto ; which is 
not a little ftrange, fecing America at that Time 
had no. fuch great Knowledge of thefe Parts of 
the World, as to imitate our Cuftoms : But be 
that as it will, certainly (adds Mackenzie) the 
digefting thefe Cuftoms into an Art, and the fub- 
jecting them to Rules, muft be afcrib’d to Char- 
lemaign and Frederick Barbarofja; for they did 
begin and grow with the Feudal Law, Paul Fou. 
& Mart. Cruf, Lib. II. Part IL Cap. ult. 

So that, as a late Editor of this Book remarks, 
their Opinion is not extravagantly wide, who hold 
that their Difcipline in the Reign (or rather) du- 
ring the Imperial Government of Theodofius, and 
in the Time of Charles the Great, was brought 
to great Increafe, and withal more generally pro- 
pagated and difperfed; according to that Saying of 
Abra. Fra. Carolo Potentiffimo Imperante hac & 
diftindtins explicata fuilfe, & frequentins ufur- 
pata elucefcit. Under the Empire of Charles the 
Great, it is certain, Arms were more dift incily ex- 

lained, and more frequently ufed. 

About the Reign of King Arthur, or a little 
before, viz. in the Days of Phara- 
mond, firft King of the Gauls, Anno 
Paris, lib.138. 4.20. there * began a Diftindtion be- 
tee twixt Metals and Colours, fomething 
after the modern Manner : For the Ancients did 
only Sketch, or rather Dead-colour thefe excellent 
Tokens, leaving Pofterity to give thofe Mafter- 
touches which (according to that Saying, Invenit 
antiquitas, Pofteri perfecerunt) Time having given 
them Opportunity to improve Invention, they 
have perform’d in their more general and orderly 
Ufe, after a gentilitial Manner, making them ap- 
propriate to Families, as Teftimonies of their Vir- 
tues and Loyal Defcent; which Cuftom is faid 
(and that, as Waterhoufe obferves, very probably 
too) to have come in Mode at the Irruption of the 
Saracens and rude Barbarians into Chriftendom ; 
becaufe againft them did great Numbers of Chri- 
ftians from all Parts unite themfelves, and in their 
Expeditions againft them, perform’d many me- 
morable Atchievments. For as Waterhoufe fur- 
ther obferves, thofe that were in Command in the 
Holy Wars, and did ufe Infignia or Arms on their 
Banners, Shields, or Surcoats, did upon their Re- 
turn from that Service, either aflume and take 
thofe Devices as their Due (for then it was per- 
mitted to every Manto take what Arms he wou’d, 
Rertholes deta 0 None bare them in his own Nation; 
feniis aris, Nam ficut nomina funt inventa ad 
Bats recognofcendum bomines, ita arma & 
infignia.) For as Names, fo Arms and Enfigns 

were invented to diftinguifh Men one 
Upton de Offcio from another) ox elfe, had Indul- 
Milit.1.1.¢.18. . Fs : 
Ah. gence from their Sovereign, or his 
Chieftains, to bear them. 

Thus as Religion at Stake is the greateft Spur 
to true Courage, fo thofe Arms which had been 
difplay’d in its Defence, became of moft Efteem 5 
infomuch, that not only their Affumers did con- 
tinue the Ufe of them during their Lives, but 
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their Iffues did the fame, glorying in nothing fo 
much as thofe open and plain Demonftrations of 
their Parents Piety and Virtue. Neither did the 
Refpect ceafe here; forall, even thofe of no Kin, 
paid them a Reverence as the Enfigns under which 
their Religion and Liberties had been preferv’d, 
and valued their Owners as the Prefervers. Hence 
it is that no one Nation can boaft themfelves the 
Authors of this commendable Improvement of * 
Arms, there being prefent at this War many from 
all Parts of Chriftendom, who by fuch their Ufe 
of Arms, inftructed their Country- 

men to do the fame, which Time and ™@#’s catal.te- 
Ufe has improv’d into a cuftomary, Saeed 
legal and rightful Appropriation to ieih 
their Iffues, and to their Defcendants, and to none 
other ia that Nation, without the deferv’d Cenfure 
of Ufurpation; for which an Action of Injury 
lies, and Tryal by Battail was allow’d, yea, 
fill is, as Waterboufé obferves, in fome Coun- 
tries. 

Having in the aforegoing Lines briefly fhew’d 
the Rife of Arms and Armory in General, it may 
not be amifs, though I fhou’d further digrefs, to 
fpeak fomething in particular concerning the An- 
tiquity of Gentilicial Arms in Britain 5 which I 
doubt will prove of far later Date than many of 
our Gentry wou’d willingly be thought to have 
born them. For if Confideration be had, that for 
fome hundred Years this Nation was under the 
Harrafs of War, in the Storm of Foreigners Af- 
faults, and after troubled with Civil Wars, there 
will be little Reafon to be over confident in Mat- 
ters of Pedigree and Arms much beyond 400 
Years. This is the Opinion of the 
Learned Sir Hen. Spelman, who 
adds too, Nefcio an ef prorfus anti- 
quitate. For though we might receive the Here- 
ditary ufe of Arms juft after the Holy War, (as 
is alfo Mr. Cambden’s Opinion, and what Peter 
Pitheu afferts of the French) it being in thofe 
Days accounted, as I have fhew’d, moft honou- 
rable to carry fuch Arms as had been difplay’d 
in the Holy Land againft the profefs’d Enemies 
of Chriftianity ; yet was not the faid Hereditary 
Ufe eftablifhed or made general, until the Time 
of K. H. III. for (faith Cambden* ) 
the laft Earls of Che/fer, the two 
Quincyes Karls of Winchefter, the 
two Lacyes Earls of Lincoln, &c. varied ftill the 
Son from the Father, as might be particularly 
prov'd. 

I do not find any mention in Mackenzie, or 
elfewhere, at what time this Gentilitial Ufe of 
Arms began in Scotland to be a general Cuftom. 
I have feen many ancient Inftances of Coat-armour 
among them, and cou’d produce as many among 
us; yet neither inferring a general Hereditary 
Ufe, I omit them ; not that 1 will fay they did 
not gain the Start of us in this Particular; becaufe 
they pretend (and for ought I know, with Ju- 
ftiée) to be much more particular in ancient De- 
fcents, as alfo do our Welfh Gentry. 

But to return. As the Rife of Arms in the 
prefent Manner in England, is reckon’d to com- 
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mence from the aforefaid Time : 
So Waterhoufe (though. for what 
Reafon I know not) will needs con- 
ceiye that the firft Ufers of them were fuch of 
the Britifh Nobility and Saxon Line, as kept their 
Honours, Fortunes and Seats, or fome of them 
in the Changes of Government; they being for- 
tunate and not frown’d upon by K. Wi4iam and 
his Sons, but ‘held their Stations, though his Nor- 
mans had both the Places in Court and Camp ; 
and as thefe grew more and more habituated to 
his Government, and he abated of his Rigour, 
and became by peaceable ruling more calm; fo 
they fhew’d themfelves more openly, owning 
their Rights with greater freedom. But however let 
that be as it will, it is certain that from thefe, and 
from the new Lords, fprang moft of the Families 
of our now ancient Gentry, being Iffues from them, 
Dependents on them, or preferred by them, yea, 
dignified with Badges of Truft and Honour, nearly 
ally’d to thofe Great Mens bearings: So true is 
that of Gzraldus Cambrenfis, where 
{peaking of the Great Men, he fays, 
Clientes hos fis quaft armis infiru- 
&os Armigeros fuos forte vocant, ¢ Militum 
Feoda cum armis fuis, fuis armigeris dediffe : ’Tis 
likely they call’d their followers Armigeri, or Ef- 
quires, as being furnifbed with their Arms; toge- 
ther with which they beftow'd Knights Fees upon 
them: For by this grateful Bounty of the then 
Great Men (whofe Brave Spirits took delight in 
remunerating fuch Servants as were fo faithful as 
to attend them and theirs with Love and Truft) 
have the Families of the lefler Nobility in a 
great Meafure been increafed. There is no one 
acquainted in this Hiftory, but knows that of 
Old moft of the great Eftates and Commands in 
England were in the Hands of fuch Families of 
the Conqueror, and his Iffue, as they granted 
them to, who by Tenure, in their Perfons, and 
with their Tenants, Servants, and Dependents, 
‘were tosattend their Sovereigns in their Wars: 
Thefe Great Men granted Parts of their Tenures 
to Perfons, either related to them by Match, Ser- 
vice, or Affection, upon fuch Terms as they 
themfelves either were obliged to the firft Granter 
of them, or elfe on other Conditions of Advan- 
tage to them ; giving them alfo Coat-Armour, 
which.were ufually Parts of their own, with 
fuch Differences as beft pleas’d them. Thus 
among others that bore Arms by this Boun- 
ty of Lords, ge. or according to 
Mr. Cambden’s * Expreffion, by 
borrowing from their Lord’s Arms, 
were many of the Principal Gen- 
try of Chefbire, whofe Houfes 
grew by theaforefaid Means, from 
the Earls of their County, who had 
Power to erect Baronies, and other 
Titles within their Limits ; which they did, and 
granted them ever to hold as freely of them, as 
they themfelves held of the Crown. Thefe, I fay, 
in Similation of the faid Earls Arms, which were 
Garbs or Wheat-fheaves, did many of them bear

Garbs, with Alterations.additional or fubftractive, 
or by diverfifying the Colours only : Thus alfo 
grew from the Houfes of Albany, 
Vere, Strange, and Ufford, many 
Noble Families in Norfolk: And thus whereas 
the old Earls of Warwick bare Cheguy, Or, and 
Azure, a Cheveron Ermine; man 

thereabouts bore Chequy and Er- C#m. Rem p. 9. 
mine. In Leicefterfbire, and the “ P*°% 
Country adjoining, divers bare Cinguefoiles, as 
Afiley, Moton, Martival, and others ; for that the 
ancient Earls of Leice/ter bare Gules, a Cinque- 
foile Ermine. In Cumberland and thereabouts, 
where the old Baron of Kendal bare Argent, 
two Barrs Gules, and a Lyon paffant Or, in a 
Canton of the fecond; many Gentlemen there- 
about took the fame in different Colours and 
Charges in the Canton. Vipount, an ancient Ba- 
ron in We/tmorland, bearing for his Coat fix An- 
nulets, 3. 2. 1. was imitated by the Mufgraves 
and Louthers, both eminent Barons Families, who 
each of them bare fix Annulets 3. 2. 1. aud by 
many others in and about the faid County. Hz- 
bert de Burgo,Earl of Kent, who bare Gules feven 
Lozenges vaire 3. 3. x. granted Lands to An- 
Jelme de Guife, in the Counties of Buckingham 
and Gloucefter ; Therefore the faid Anfelne bare 
the fame Coat with a Canton Or, charged with 
a Mullet of fix Points pierced Sable. Thus alfo 
the ancient Family of Hardrefs in Kent bears 
Gules, a Lyon rampant Ermine debruis’d by a 
Cheyron Or, denoting that they held their faid 
Mannor of Hardrefs by Knight’s Service of the 
Caftle of Tunbridge in Kent, which was the an- 
cient Seigniory of the Clares, Earls of Gloucefter, 
who bare Or, three Chevrons Gules ; with many 
others ( mention’d by Mr. Cambden, in his Re- 
mains) of this County of Kent; yea, I know na 
County, but upon diligent Search, might furnifh 
us with numerous Inftances of this Kind, efpe- 
cially fuch of their Gentry as haye receiv’d De- 
nomination from the Lands they held in Fee or 
by Tenure. 

Now touching the granting of Arms from fome 
great Earls, and pafling of Coats from one private 
Perfon to another, which alfo wasa Matter fome- 
times acted before the Reductions of the Heralds 
under one Regulation, the following Precedents, 
which I take from Learned Mr. Cambden, may 
not be impertinent.

The Family of Savage received Grant of arms 
a Grant of the fame Kind for Mar- i Ree 8 
garet, Daughter and Heir of Sir 
Thomas Daniers of Bradley in Appleton, com- 
monly call’d Daniel, having Iflue by her fecond 
Husband John Savage of Clifton (in her Right) 
a Son of the fame Name. She granted him 
and his Heirs the Liberty of Ufing and Bear- 
ing her Coat of Arms which defcended to her 
after the Death of her Father, The Arms were, 
Argent, a Pale fufilé Sable 5 and the Creft an 
Unicorn’s-Head erafed, Argent; and were both 
ufed for feveral Years, by vertue of that Grant 
or Deed, which as Sir Peter Leicefter, p.231. 
who faw the Original, tells us was written in 
French, bore Date 3 A. V. and was to be feen 
among the Evidences of Tho, Earl of Rivers, 
at Rock-Savage, Ann. 1669. 


Another Example of the like Grant of drm: from 
Nature you have in the Family Eaton re booty 
of Booth, from whence the Right Honourable the 
prefent Earl of Warrington is Defcended ; Their 
Arms were anciently, a Cheveron engrailed, and 
a Canton charg’d with a Mullet; as appears by a 
Charter of Thomas del Booth , bearing Date 43 
E. lll. But at prefent Argent three Boar’s Heads 
erafed and erected Sable ; Which Coat was the 
ancient Arms of the Bartons of Barton in Com? 
Lance’, and granted to Fobn the Son of Tho. 
Booth of Barton, per Cartam Thome Barton de 
Barton predi?. Ann. 5 H.W. 1404.

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And thus from the jaforefaid Cuftom of the 
sreater and leffer Nobility, very probably (as 
4 Waterboufe obferves) came in the 
_ Titles of Knight, Efq, Yeoman, 

which were at firft Badges of perfonal Service. 

For though Miles be acknowledg’d as a noble 
- Dignity, and is generally underftood to import 
a choice. Perfon, quafi ex millibus Eledus, the 
great Orders of Majefty in the World being thofe of 
Knighthood ; yet anciently was it a Name of Ser- 
vice, not only in order to Tenure ( the greateft 
Efftates of England being in Knights Service, to 
which Upton is thought to have an Kye in thofe 
Words, Miles eff quafi fervus Rei- 
: publice: A Soldier is as it were a 
Servant of the Common-wealth) but alfo in regard 
of Attendance on the Body of fome Lord, Peer, 
or great Perfon, on Horfeback 5 who from being 
his Armour-bearer was ftiled Knight, or in Saxon 
Cnicht,; of this Sort were Knights Bannerets. 
Thefe Knights are call’d by Braéfon Radcnichts : 
Gallants bound by Tenure and Service, to attend 
their Lords on, Horfeback, as Efquires did on 
Foot. Hence the Phrafe Efquires of the Body, 
an Office well known in the. Court, Uspote qui 
amiquitus militen a latere infe- 
quendo, arma ejus ut commilito fi- 
diffimus, tulerit : Becaufe antient- 
ly the Efquire marching by the Knight's Side, as a 
foithful Fellow-Soldier, bare his Arms for him, 
faith Mr. Mids. 
_ Therefore Gentlemen, or Efquires, which dif- 
fer little in Antiquity, are both call’d, Seutiferz 
Armigeri, and till Edward the aths 
Time, Lords (if not Knights) were 
but ftil'd Armigerz, bearers of the Arms of their 
Chiefs, and by them dignified to bear Arms in 
their own Right; it being ufual in elder Times 
for great Men, both of the Clergy and Laity, to 
give Dignities , not only that of Arms-bedring, but 
abe oF enise alfo Knighthood, asis noted by the 
p. 667,771. learned Selden; though of late it 
Upton lib. deof- be only reftrain’d by Law to So- 
miliv PT veveions and their Deputies; or to 
Supreams in their refpective Dominions. 
_ But to proceed; Though it was ufual for great 
Men, both of the Clergy and Laity, to give 
Arms and Titles, with Places of Dignity to infe- 
riour Gentry ; we muft not infer from hence, 
that all our ancient Gentry, o¢ leffer Nobility, who 
did acquire Arms at that Time, did gain them by 
: that Means: No, Mr. Cambdenin- 
eres. forms us, that in this and the fuc- 
*** ceeding Ages, at every Expedition, 
fuch as were Gentlemen of Blood, would repair 
tothe Earl-Marfhal, and -by his Authority take 
Coats of Arms, which were regiftred always by 
Officers of Arms, in the Rolls of Arms, made at 
every Service, whereof many yet remain (faith 
my Author) as that of the Seige of Czer laveroc, 
the Battel of Sterling, the Siege of Calice, and 
divers Tournaments, At this Time (continues 
he) there was a diftinétion of Gentlemen of Blood, 
and Gentlemen of Coat-Armour, aid the Third

from him that had firft Coat-Armour; was to all 


Purpofes held a Gentleman of Blood; 
‘In the firft affumption.of thefe Signs, every 


* Man did take to himfelf fomie fuch Beaft, Bird, 


‘ Fith, Serpent, or other Creature, as he thought 
* beft fitted his Eftate, or whofe Nature and in 
* Quality did in fome Meafure quadrate with his 
* own, or whereunto himfelf was.in fome refped 
* in Quality like, or wifhed to be refembled unto: 
* Ex its quibus quifque maxime dele@atur, gualis 
* etiam fit ipfe, cognofcitur. rene 

“ The Reafon is, for that no Man is-delichted 
“ but with Things that aie like himfelf : There- 


“ fore wherein any Man is {pecially delighted,” - 


“* himfelf alfo is found to be in Quality much 
“ like unto them. Zanchius de immortalitate 
“ Animarum, 133. 

There are divers afferted Occafions, of the 
Charges ot Figures found in Armorial Bear= 
ings, and of the Pieces which compofe them: 
Unlook’d for Accidents and Events, the fingula- 
rity of a County, the inclination to ceitain Exer- 
cifes and Things, Offices or Employs, Devotion; 
the Nature and Situation of the Fiefs, or Poffefti- 
on of the Nobility, a Conformity to the Arms of 
a Superiour, Adherencé to a Party, Pilgrimages, 
Tournaments, Defeent and Extraction of Blood, 
Filiation or the Adoption into other Families, 
Conceffions of Prices, new Difcoveries and In- 
ventions, Jefting and the Conformity to the Name 5 
are faid to be the principal Caufes: j ; 

The laft of which is not the leaft Confiderable, 
For the Names of Perfons and Families is the moft 
ufual; and if. many Families had not chang’d 
thofe Names they had at firft, for others, there 
wou’d be abundance more Arms implying their 
Bearers Names to the Beholders. For it is but 
Igtiorancé to fancy fuch allufive Bearings to be al- 
together novel, when we have reafon to think the 
Contrary ; the Bearers thereof believing their 
Names illuftrious enough without their affecting 
other Devices to notify themfelves. Yea we may 
averr, that there are not very many Families 
whofe Names fignify any thing, but originally 
they have had fome Pieces in their Bearing allud- 
ing thereto. Wherefore in Difpute when diffe- 
rent Perfons lay Claim to one and the fame Coat, 
alate Editor of this Book, rightly conjectures, 
that he whofe Appellation is agreeable’ therewith, 
is the moft interefted therein. 

But in allufive Arms we muft not expe€ all 
imaginable Exadtnefs ; for the Naturé of the Thing 
will not admit of it. It is fufficient to denomi- 
nate them fuch, when there is fome near Refem- 
blantce. ; : , 

Gajfparo Bombasct Cap. 9. Araldo. has collected 
the allufive Arms of the Boulognefe Families ; 
wherein we may fee all the Ways ; fuch may be 
metaphorical, fymbolical, enigmatical, and inre- 
bus ; but omitting his Divifion as too intricate, 
allufive Arms may be five fold. ae,

5. In reference to fome Patron, or more or lefs 
noted Perfon, which has relation to the Bearer 5 
as the Arms of Ireland, becaufe of David one of 
their Kings, wherein there is a fophiftical Tranf- 
lation of the Charge, which is fome way allufive 
to the prior Perfon, and not the confequent one. 
“As Alexander's Arms to the Devife of Alexander 
the Great, ee. And fometimes no way allufive 
to either Perfon, but only as the confequent Per- 
fon ftands in relation to a prior or antecedent one, 
whether by Family or by a bare Name. So Le 
Neve bear Fleur de Lys, becaufe that Vegetable 
was the Devife of one of their Anceftors. Elfred 
alludes to the Arms of Alvert, becatufe their Names 
are femblable; Walker and Walter, Clark and 
Clarkfon, are further Examples. t , 

_ So thus grew thé prefent Conformity betwixt 
Arms and Names: For fince Names given for 
diftin@ion were conform’d to the Nature of Crea- 
tures, and the Emergency of Accidents, as is evi- 
dent in holy and prophane Stories; and asis clear- 
ly made out by Sigonius amongft the Romans 
and is in'all Nations own’d, yea as in our Land 
the Stories of it appear : So ought and ever was 
the fame Rule obferv’d in Arms and Bearings 
of Honour; for it is a Maxim,

Here then is a fit Place to -inftance fome few 
noted Names with their Occafions, as alfo the 
Arms of fuch of them as are found referential or 

; conformable to the fame. Prince 
Gamb-Brit. 2229: teu» was a valiant Man, and 
from his Infancy’ perceived Cruel; therefore he 
had that Name, which fignifies an horrible 
Bear or Iron Mall : Briewre, fo call’d, becaufe 
born in a Heath, as the Norman Word imports. 

Henry Percy, call’d Hotfpur, Prop-

of bis AGivity, becaufe when others 
were afleep, be was vigilant againft his Enemies. 
Grafuenour or Grofvenour, {0 call’d from his great 
Skill in Hunting. Latimer fignifies a Truchman 
or Interpreter (poflibly faith Waterboufe ) from 
the Skill in Languages, which their Anceftor had. 
So likewife, as is fhewn in King Arthur, did 
many others receive Names from Beafts ( whofe 
natural Qualities feem’d to indicate the Difpofition 
or natural Temper of thofe fo named ) and they 
not only of the lefler Nobility, and of late Ages, 
as Cammel, who conformable thereto bare a Ca- 
mel, Moilea Mule, Urfone a Bear, Bernard a 
Bear, <c. but even of the firft Rank, both in 
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Honour and Antiquity, .as Hugh Lupus, firlt 
Earl of Chefter, who bare a Wolf’s Head; and 
others whofe Coats alfo were conferential to the 
fame.» Some alfo among us have, as we may fup- 
pofe, receiv’d Names from Birds. Thus the anci- 
ent Family of Arundel, who accordingly bare fix 
Swallows ; and fo Cockaine whofe Arms are three . 
Cocks; with Sheldon, whofe Coat is three Shell-, 
Drakes, ec. Others may be conceiv’d ‘to take 
Name from Fifhes, as the Family of Herring, 
who bare three Herrings; and Lucy who bare 
three Lucies ; with the Family of Sprat, whofe 
Arms are three Sprats, ec. Some alfo have 
taken their Names from Plants or Vegetables ; 
thus did Sheffeild, whofe Defcendant (riow Duke 
of Buckingham) from him bears three Wheat- 
Sheaves, or a Field of Sheaves ; as alfo the Family 
of Oak, whofe Arms are three Acorns flipp’d, cc. 
Some alfo from fuch Pofts or Places of Honour 
as they held: Thus did, znter alias, the Iluftrious 
Houfe of the Butlers, who in their Arms give 
three covered Cups : Some from their extraordi- 
nary Accomplifhments, as their Skill in commen- 
dable Science and fuch like: Thus among others ° 
may be fuppofed the Family of Sweeting, whofe 
Arms are three treble Violins: Others from In- 
ftruments Military, Civil, and Mechanical; thus 
did Chambers, who bears three Chambers, 7. e. 
Cannons or Culvering-pieces ; and Staple, whofe 
Arms are three Staples ; with many others too te- 
dious to infert. 

All which are referential to the Names to 
which they belong, though not dire@ly, and with- 
out fome Confideration, underftood. A Matter 
which, as I faid before, we are not in Affairs of 
this Nature to expeét. For the reference of Arms 
even to Names (which is but one of the five al- 
lufive Ways before mention’d) may be underftood 
fix Ways, as 

1. By fimple Cyphers, or the initial Letters of 
the Names ; as Thurland, Tofte Bette, Altham; 
in Germany, Aquin; in Dauphine, Kocks the City 
Menda in Spain, Bridlington Priory in Com. Ebor. 
The City of Sumo in Naples, Salucces in Pied- 
mont, aud others. 

2. By natural or artificial Things, which fim- 
ply exprefs the Name 5 of which Sort are Camell, 
Herring, Sheffield, Chambers, Sprat and Staple 
aforementioned ; as alfo Towers, Oufle, Cheverne, 
Boare, Sole, Salnon, Harrow, Bell, Trevet, and 
many others too tedious to infert. 

3. By Things which come near the Sound ; as 
Bernard and Cockaine before faid ; alfo Alcock, 
Keat, Elphyngfton, Tenton, Conesby, Pigot, and 
others. : 

4. By Things which have relation to the 
Name 3 as Carter, Cartwright, Forfler, Armitage, 
Archer, and others. 

5. By Things which in fome Dialect or Tongue 
bear reference to the Name; as Urfone, Hugh 
Lupus, and Arundell (from hirundo, or birun- 
dellus) aforefaid; alfo Florio, Sneyde, Penarthe, 
Roet, Clovell, and others. 


6. In 
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6. In Form of Rebus or Anigma 5 as Springat, 
Handcock, Leman, Trowbridge, Morewood, Nadal, 
Freebody, Dobell, and abundance more. 

And this Confideration of the conformity of 
Arms with Names it was, that occafion’d my Au- 
thor Mr. Guillim to infert, that as it was not law- 
ful for a Man (but upon great Occafion) to 
change his Name, Sic neque Arma (faith Caffan ) 
mutare licet, nifi magna & bonorifica aliqua caufa 
accefferit : So neither fhould he change bis Arms, 
except a weighty and honourable Reafon foal in- 
duce bim toit. And for that, as another faith, 
A nominibus ad Arma bonum deducitur Argumen- 
tum: A good Argument of a Man's Arms is drawn 
from his Name. j 

Some alfo, and that very many too, as I’m in- 
form’d by Mr. Cambden, and my own Obfervati- 
on, and as before was faid, have had Denomina- 
tion from the Lordfhips they have 
held; as Draycot, Wilefley, Bifbop- 
fheir, Malpas, Bermingham, and 
fuch like others; fome from Wa- 
ters, as the Lord Stourton from the 
River Stowre, Wallop from Wel- 
hope, or (a8 it is now written) Wallop, whofe 
Coats alfo feem referential to the fame 5 the firft 
bearing as part of his Arms fix Fountains, the 
other as his Coat a Bend Wavy ; fo likewife fome 
have been nam’d from bodily Remarks; as Blunt 
from their yellow Hair, Fairfax from their fair 
Buth of Hair: Others from corporal Defeéts, as 
Crevequer, quafi decrepido corde, of which Mr. 
Cambden every where in his Britannia makes 
mention, and to which I cou’d, from my own Ob- 
fervations, add many more of the like Nature, but 
I wou'd not clog my Difcourfe with impertinent 
Allegations; there being, as Waterhoufe hath 
noted, hardly any Name or Family, but what 
has, in fome Meafure, participated of this Pre- 
rogative of Time, to be and bear what the un- 
avoidable Viciffitudes of Life have produced. 

Sir Georgé Mackenzie in his Science of Heral- 
dry, agrees to what I have written on the various 
Occafions of Arms and their Bearings, and not 
only becaufe Cambden (whom he quotes) afferts 
it: For, fays he, thus mioft of the 
_ Surnames in Annandale, carry the 
Arms of the Bruce 5 in Murray, fome part of the 
Murray’s Arms, and in Tevidale the Dowglafs 
Arms, or fome part thereof, which he terms 
taking part of their Supetior or Over-lords Arms, 

He confeffes alfo, that Arms are fométimes de- 
rived from the Names of the Bearer; as Peacock 
bears a Peacock, Cockburne a Cock, @c. And 
thefe (faith he) are call’d Arma cantantia by the 
Latins ; dywaygine' by the Grecians 5 Des armoi- 
vies parlantes. by the French , and Rebus or cant- 
ing Arms by the Englifo. He takes notice alfo, 
that they are pref{um’d not to be noble Arms when 
fo elected, becaufe if the Bearer had done any 
great A@ions, he had had no Occafion to have 
agreed with his Name : But then this Fancy he 
immediately rejects ; adding, that the Rule holds 
not ftill true. Some Men, fays he, « get their 
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Lands as Rewards of great Ads, and Surnames 
came’not in the Mode with us, till the Reign of 
Malcolm Canmor, who gave Surnames to-all his 
Nobles, and then many took their Surnames from 
their Lands they poffeft, as the Cockburns and 
others, and fuited their Armis to their Names, to 
the end it might be known that they were Heri- 
tors of fuch Places. For which Caufe likewife 
we find, that Chiefs of Families are otdinarily of 
that IIk, that is (faith he) to fay with us, that 
their Names and Lands are the fame. Some alfo 
(adds he) derive their Names as well as Arms 
from fome confiderable AGion ; and thus a fecond 
Son of Struan Robertfon, for killing of a Wolf 
in Stocket Forreft by a Durk in the King’s Pre- 
fence, got the Name of Skein, which fignifies a 
Durk in Jri/h, and three Durk Points in Pale for 
his Arms. Some likewife (adds he) got Names 
from their Arms: For being Strangers, the Peo- 
ple amongft whom they came, not knowing their 
Names, gave them Names from the Symbols or 
Arms they did bare. Thus the Fowlis were 
call’d from the Leaves they carried: Monfieur 
Des Feules, and the Herrifes or Herrifons, with 
us, got their Names from the Porcupine, or Her- 
vifon in French, which was their Arms, as Bro- 
thers of the Houfe of Vendofm : And Hiftorians 
obferve, that the French were call’d Galli, ex eo 
quod gallos in conis galea, feu pro Criftis gerebants 
And therefore Limneus, cap. 6. num. 1. concludes, 
That Omnia arma que cantant, non funt infienia 
illiberalia, five vilium bominum : All Arms agreeing 
with the Name of the Bearer, are not ignoble. He 
reminds us alfo, that Places and honourable Em- 
ploys, have given Birth to Bearings in Scotlend as 
well as with us. Thus, faith he, the Earl of 
Southesk’s Ptedeceffors did bear a Cup in an 
Efcutcheon upon the Eagles Breaft, to thew 
that his Predeceffors were Cup-bearers to the 
King , Regi olim a Pateris, ut pralibaret Ge 
auro, ifta notis certis perbibent infignid gentis, 
And Wood of Largo two Ships, to fhew that 
his Predeceffors were Admirals. Thus Burnet 
carries a Hinting-horn in his Sheild, and a High- 
lander ina hunting Garb, and Greyhounds for his 
Supporters, to thew that he was his Majefty’s 
Forrefter in that Northern Forreft, as Forrefter 
of that Ik is in the South : For which he alfo car- 
ries three Hunting-horns. The Earl of Holderne/s, 
Ramfay, catried a Sword Paleways, to thew that 
he and his Succeffors had Right to carry the Sword 
of State, the Day of Gowrie’s Confpiracy, as 4 
Reward for killing Gowrie. ( : 
_ Arms, faith Mackenzie, ate ordinarily aflum’d 
by Kingdoms, and Towns, either to reprefent 
what they moft glory in, or moft abound in; as 
the Kingdom of Granade, a Pomegranate. The 
Earl of Buchan three Garbs, becaufe Buchan was 
more fertile in Corn than other Parts of Scotland, 
which werethen full of Woods, Sometimes they 
affume Arins from their Situation, @¢. of which 
he gives Examples in Pag. 5. After. which he 
concludes thus: I have feen (fays he) the Book 
of Arms in moft Nations, and I have in general 
Bo obferved, 
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obferved, that every Nation hath fhew’d their 
Humour. For the Arms of moft Families in 
Spain are given to fignify fome Undertaking for 
the Chriftian Religion againft its Enemies the 
Moors, Turks, or other Hereticks; and their 
Shields of late arefill’d with Ave Maria’s, I. H.S. 
and fuch other devout Characters. The Arms of 
the Italians are ordinarily Emblems and witty 
Hieroglyphicks. The German Atchievements 
confift of Multitudes of Coats, marfhall’d in one, 
to gratify the Humour of their Country ; who 
are vain of nothing fo much as their Pedigrees. 
Thofe of Poland and Denmark are as wild and 
monftrous, as the People who bear them. But 
the French who are great Artifts where-ever they 
fludy, do fuffer their natural volagenefs to be 
confined and fixed by Rules of Art. And the 
Scots to exprefs their Friendfhip to the French, 
have of old imitated them in their Heraldry, as 
much as we do the Engli/h fince we were happily 
united with them under one Monarchy. 

The Turks (faith he) take oftentimes Letters 
of the Alphabet as a Cognizance, becaufe their 
Religion difcharges them to ufe Images; and it is 
obfervable that the Spaniards ufe oftentimes Let- 
ters, in imitation of the Turkifh Moors (their 
Neighbours.) Or elfe thefe have been left with 
them ever fince the Moors pofleft their Country, 
or elfe (as I may add) they are horn in Honour 
of fuch Anceftors as had vanquifhed the prior 
Owners thereof. 

I am not ignorant of the wonderful Events and 
Accidents to which fome afcribe the Caufes of 
fome particular Bearings; but omit them as too 
often written already. ‘Though thus far I think 
iny felf oblig’d to fay concerning their Authority, 
that I take them to be, fome, a parcel of Fables 
defign’d by Monks or fuch like, to raife the San- 
Gity of fundry Grandees, or the Inclinations and 
Approbations of Men, to fome particular Enter- 
prifes, &c. by impofing on the implicit’ Creduli- 
ty of their Readers: Others, Fictions from Ro- 
mances made upon Tournaments, @c. wherein 
Things were reprefented for Diverfion only 5 as 

_ inchanted Caftles, Giants, and the like ; which 
late Ages (I will not, as fome, fay Heralds work- 
ing upon) were careful to invent for the Arms of 
Knights, whofe Anceftors had been in Tourna- 
ments, @c. of which I have feen Golut the French 
Herald tax’d for his relation of the Original of the 
Arms of Grammont. 

What comtical Origines have you in Cambden’s 
Remains, and other Places > As in particular that 
of Lorein’s Coat, which no Hiftorian of the Time 
makes mention of, and which, if true, is fo re- 
markable, as it cou’d never have efcaped them, as 
I believe you'll grant : The Story is this, There 
being three Allerions on David's Tower in Feru- 
falem, a certain Prophetick Perfon told Godfrey of 
Bulloigne, the famous General in thofe Wars, 
that if he cou’d at one Shoot kill them, he fhou’d 
take the City which he thereupon attempted, 
and accordingly perform’d, and for that Reafon 
ever after bore three Allerions on a Bend. 
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Now whether you will believe this, or give better 
Credit to what an ingenious Gentleman of my Ac- 
quaintance thinks was the whole Myftery, viz. 
Alerion being an Anagram to Loraine, I know 
not. And much fuch another Story was that of 
Vere’s Shooting-Star, which I fuppofe was only a 
diftinétion from the Arms of the Lord Say’s Fami- 
ly (a flourithing Houfe at that Time, and in the 
fame Service) which excepting that Star, did 
bear the fame Coat: And as I told you, two dif- 
ferent Families in one Nation could not bear one 
Coat. 

The Names of Families alfo have contributed 
very much to thefe Fables. It is written that the 
Padilla’sin Spain, bare for their Arms a Peal of 
an Oven, which in Spanifb is called Padilla, be- 
caufe a Knight of their Family defended a Caftle 
witha Peal, againft the Moors who Befieged it. 
Vargas laughs at this Original, and fays, aftet 
Argote de Molina, that we need not feek any other 
Myftery than the Conformity of the Name, for 
which he gives us an excellent Reafon, viz. That 
the firft Arms of Spain being only thofe of Cz- 
file and Leon, which were allufive Bearings, 
moft of their Nobility in imitation of their Prince, 
made their Arms allufive; and after that Time 
fince, other later Families. compos’d their Arms 
out of their famous Actions, during the faid Wars 
with the Moors, where they often received them 
from their Sovereign as the Rewards of their 
Prowefs: Thefe more ancient Families, feeing 
they had not fuch honourable Reafons for their 
Bearings, began to frame Romances and Fictions, 
to the End their Arms might not appear lef con- 
fiderable than thofe which were known to be the 
remunerations of Valour. 

If we were now to confider what Profit or Ad- 
vantage has enfued by thefe Impofitions, either to 
thofe Arms or Armory in general, I doubt we 
fhould find none; but on the contrary, a great 
deal of Hurt, efpecially to the latter ; fuch Sto- 
ries being what hath much leflen’d the Eftimati- 
on of Arms in many Mens Opinion : For Men of 
Senfe will not fuffer their Paffions to be moved 
in favour of any thing, before their Judgments 
are convine’d of, if not the reality, yet the rea- 
fonablenefs of it; which is what every one ought 
firft to aim at, if they defign to enforce a Re- 
{pect to the Pradtice of this or any other'commen- 
dable Cuftom. 

Cambden among his accidental Alterations of 
Arms in the Holy Land, remarks, that the Lord 
Barkeley’s, who. firft bare Gules a Cheveron Ar- 
gent, after one of them had taken upon him the 
Crofs (for that wasthen the Phrafe) to ferve in 
thofe Wars, inferted ten Croffes patee in his 
Shield, which are continued by his. Defcendants 
tothis very Day. Yea, I could inftance, befides, 
Beauchamp Earl of Warwick (who alfo added to 
his Arms, which before his Expedition to the 
Holy Land, were Gules a Fefs, Or fix Crofs-croflets 
of the fame) many more, but think them need- 
lefs, becaufe every one acquainted with Hiftory, 
knows the great Efteem in which thofe Services 
were 
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were held, being in Defence of the Chriftian Re- 
ligion, of which fuch Bearings were the moft 
propet Emblems, and excellent Marks of Diftin- 
Gion, fromthe Infidels their Enemies. And at 
this Port of Crufades and Pilgrimages, moft pro- 
bably came in Ufe thenumerous Forms of Crofles, 
which we find among the Arms of our ancient 
Nobility and Gentry. Nicholas Upton has fet 
down thirty, yet cannot promife them to be all. 
Fam ad Quaftionem prafiriptam redeo (fays he ») 
viZ. quot cruces inveniuntur in armis portate 2 
Ad quam quidem queftionem fub certo numero ipfas 
deferibendo vefpondere non audeo, quia Cruces 
innumerabiles in dies jam portantur. [return now 
to the Queftion propounded, viz. How many Crof- 
fes are found in our Coats of Arms 2 Which Que- 
fiion I dare not anfmer by determining any certain 
Number, becaufe Croffes are multiplied every Day 
without Number. 1 may fay there are above 
Sixty. 

Mackenzie inftances other Bear- 
ings befides thefe, occafion’d by 
Croifades; for, fays he, the Prin- 

gles and others bare Efcallops, to thew their de- 
- vout Pilgrimages : Of which thefe Shells were 
the Badges, and for which they were firft call’d 
Pilgrims, and thereafter by corruption Pringle. 
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For a like Reafon, adds he, doth the Family of 


Douglafs carry an Heart, in remembrance of their 
Pilgrimage to the Holy Land, with King Robert 
the Bruce’s Heart, which was to be, and ts buried 
there, at the f{pecial Command of that pious 
Prince, about Anno 1328. Befides all afore- 
faid, Mr. Nisbet . and Mackenzie tell us, that 
both Bezants and Martlets found their firft ufe 
there ; and probably by the Wars with France 
and the Turks, were introduced great Numbers 
of Fleurs de Lys, Crefcents and Letters, I fhall 
give but one late Inftance, which was Sir Cloudfly 
Shovel, who had granted to him a Cheveron be- 
tween two Fleurs de Lys in chief, anda Crefcent 
in bafe, indicating two great Vi&ories over the 
French, and one over the Turks, 

¢ The principal End for which thefe Signs were 
* firft taken up and put in Ufe, was, that they 
* might ferve for Notes and Marks to difting uifh 
* Tribes, Families, and particular Perfons each 
* from other ; but this was not their only Ufe, 
* for that they ferved alfo to notify to the inge- 
nious Beholder of them (after fome Sort) the 
natural Quality and Difpofition of their Bear- 
ers; and fo behooveful was this Invention 
thought to be, and their Ufe fo reafonable, as 
that they have been entertain’d of all fucceed- 
ing Pofterities, among all Nations, and continu- 
ed (even to this Day) without any Immutation 
or Alteration of their primary Inftitution. 
© Thefe Armorial Enfigns thus ingenioufly de- 
vifed, had a further Ufe; for they ferv’d alfo 
for the more commodious diftribution of Nati- 
ons, Tribes, and Families, into Regiments and 
* Bands : Asalfo for affembling, conduéting, and 
“ governing them in Martial Expedition, and di- 
‘ tinguifhing (as TI have thew’d) of particular 
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* Perfons in Wars, as well amoneft them. ‘elves as 
¢ from their Enemies ; becaufe it often falleth out 
* by reafon of the likenefs of Armour and \Wea- 
“pons, of Difcipline of War, and of Language 
and Voice (in default of {uch Signs) that. much 
Treachery is wrought, and many. Men after 
Battel or Skirmith, do make their Retreat to the 
Troops of the Enemy, to the Danger. of their 
Surprife, or Lofs ‘of Life: So then it. is 
clear, that this is one Ufe of thefe Notes, or 
Marks of Diftin@ion called Arms 5; that if a 
Man fhall meet or encounter us, we, do forth- 
with difcover by the Note or Mark that he 
beareth, whether he be Friend or Enemy: And 
for fome of thefe Ufes and Ends which. I have 
formerly fhewed, thefe Armorial Enfigns -have 
received Approbation in the higheft Degree, 
even from the Mouth of God himfelf,. who, 

when he prefcribed unto Mofes and Aaron a 
Form of ordering and conduéting the Ifraelites 
in their Paflage towards the Land of Promife, 
did exprefly Command the Ufe of Armorial 
Signs, faying, Filii Ifraelis quifque juxta Ver- 
illum fuum cum Signis fecundum domum Majo- 
rum fuorum Caftra habento : Every Man of the 
Children of Urael fhall pitch by his own Stana- 
ard, with the Enfign of their Fatbers Houfe, 
Num. it. 2. Which Order he required to be 
obferved,, not only in the Conduction of them 
in their Journey, but alfo in the pitching and 
raifing of their Camp. i 

« In which Precept we may obferve, that God 
maketh mention of two Sorts of Enfigns:;. the 
one General, the other Particular; and that 
thefe Latter were no Jefs needful than the For- 
mer, for the. orderly governing and condua- 
ing of fo huge and populous a Multitude as the 
Tfraelites were, ina Journey fo long, and with- 
al fubject to infinite Dangers. The firft Sort of 
thefe Enfigns, God calleth Vewilla, that is to 
fay, Standards or Banners, which ferved for the 
Conduction of their feveral Regiments; for the 
Tfraelites confilted of twelve Tribes, which were 
divided into four Regiments, that is to wit, 
three Tribes to each Regiment, of which every. 
one had a particular Standard, which as they 
differed in Colour one from another, fo did 
they doubtlefs comprehend in them feveral 
and diftint Forms, Er erant in illis vexillis 
pidlura notificantes Tribus que erant fub ills 
vexillis : And there were in thofe Standards Pi- 
Gures, denoting the Tribes which belonged to 
them. So Toftatus, 

‘ Here may arife a twofold Queftion, concern- 
ing thefe Standards before mentioned: The one, 
what Colour each of them were of: The other, 
what Forms and Shapes were depiGed on them. 
As to the Colour, Lyra uponthe fecond of Num- 
bers faith, Qualia funt ifta Vexilla in textu 
non babetur, fed dicunt aliqui Hebrai, quod 
Vexillum cujuflibet tribus, erat fimile colori la- 
pidis pofiti in vationali, in quo inferiptum erat 
nomen ipfius Reuben, & fic de aliis : What fore 
of Standards thefe were, the Text doth not ex-

exprefs, but fome 
of the fame ‘colour with the Stones on Aaron's 
Breaft-plate, wherein the Name of every Tribe 
was writen. 

And as to their feveral Forms, Martinus Bor- 
baus in his Commentary upon the’ fame Place, 
hath this Saying, Tradunt veteres in Reubenis 
vexillo mandragoram depittam fuilfe, quam ille 
in agro collectam matri Lia attulerat : in Febuda 
leonem, cui illum benedicendo pater ‘Facobus con- 
tulerat : In Epbraim vexillo, bovis {pecies : In Danis 
vexillo, ferpentis Imago, qui ferpenti & colubro 
4 Facobo comparatus erat, Fiat Dan coluber in 
viz, And in Conclufion he faith, Sit fides penes 
Authores. Ancient Authors tell us, that Reuben’s 
Standard bare the Mandrake which be gathered 
inthe Field, and brought to bis Mother Leah : 
Judah’s the Lion, Dan’s the Serpent, to which 
their Father Jacob bad compared them Ephra- 
im’s an Ox, &c. 

R. Abraham Aben Exra, though 
Defence of arms he will have their Banners charg’d 
ane Army P42 Set Tnfignitions of DiftinGion ; 
yet (as Waterhoufe relates of him) the Figures 
on them muft needs be thofe Four in Exec. ro. 
An Eagle, a Lion, a Bull, and a Man ; but that 
Conceit Toftatus rejects, and adds a good Reafon, 
Revelatio ila de quatuor animalibus nondum fuit 
foie, fuit enim fata poftea per milta tempora, 
cum Propheta effet apud fluvium Chebar. The 
Revelation of thofe four Beafts was not yet made, 
but along Time after, when the Prophet was by 
the River Chebar. 
¢ This fort of Enfign according to Calepine, 
is called Vextlum, quafi parvum velum, & ac- 
cipitur (faith he) pro figno quo in exercitu vel 
claffe imperatores utuntur. Vexillum és @ Di- 
minutive of Velum, and fignifies the Colours 
which Generals ufe at Land or Sea. ‘The ufe 
of thefe Standards doth confift herein, that 
they being born aloft upon a long Pole or Staff, 
apparent to every Man’s View, the Soldiers 
may be thereby direéted (upon all Occafions of 
Service) and by the Sight of them may be dif 
fevered and united at all times, as the Neceffity 
of the Service fhall require. Of this ule, Lyra 
upon the Second of Numbers, faith, Vexilla in 
perticis elevantur, ut ad eorum afpetium bel- 
latores dividantur & uniantur : Theje Colours 
are mounted upon Poles, that the Soldiers fee- 
ing them, may feparate or joyn, as there fhall 
be Occafion: For, like asa Ship is guided in 
the furging Seas by the Stern or Ruther, even 
¢ fo ate the Soldiers ordered in their Martial Ex- 
¢ ploits by their Standard or Enfign. 

¢ The other forts of Enfigns God calleth Signa 
© fecundum domum majorum fuorum, whereby 
js meant (if I be not deceiv’d) the particular 
© Enfigns or Tokens of Each particular Family ; 
© for fo do I underftand that Expofition of Lyra 
upon the fame Place; Signa propria funt in 
© veftibus Ge feutis, quibus bellatores miutuo fe 
© cognofcunt, & fugs ab adverfariis diflinguunt. 
©Thefe Enfigns are wrought in Garments and 
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of the Rabbins fay, they were |‘ Shields, by which the Soldiers know one another, 


« and diftinguifh their own Party from the Enemy. 
¢ And of this Opinion is * Lorinus, * In Locum. 

« But here we fhou’d put a Difference be- 
* tween thefe Words Arma c Infignia, and 
“ feparate thofe Things that are proper to Arms, 
« from fuch as pertain to Enfigns. 

“ Arms therefore being taken in the largeft 
“ Senfe, may be faid to be either Publick or 
s¢ Private, 

“ Such are faid to be Publick Arms, which 
“ have fome Sovereign Authority or Jurifdiétion 
“ annexed to them. r 

“ Of the Firft fort are fuch Arms as are born 
“ by Emperors, Kings, and abfolute Princes, 
« and Free Eftates, having Sovereign Authority 
“ and Power within their feveral Empires, King- 
«“ doms and Territories : Thefe in propriety of 
“ Speech cannot be aptly faid to be the Arms 
“ of their Stock ot Family, whereof they are 
“ Defcended ; but do rather reprefent the Nature 
of Enfigns, than of Arms, in regard of the 
“ Publick Authority to them annexed ; as alfo 
“ in refpe& that whofoever fhall fucceed them 
“ in thofe Supream Governments, fhall bear the 
« fame Arms, as the exprefs Notes and Tefti- 
« monies of fuch their feveral Jurifdictions, 
“ though they be extracted from Aliens or Fo- 
« reign Families; for fo neither is the Eagle the 
« peculiar Coat of the Honfe of Aufiria, nor 
« Lyons of the Family of Plantagenet, nor the 
“« Fleurs de Lys of the Houfe of Valois, but 
« born as the Sovereign Enfigns of fuch an Km- 
“ pire or Kingdom. And thefe Arms or Enfigns 
« may no Man elfe bear, or yet mark his Goods 
« withal, unlefs it be that in token of Loyalty, 
“ he will fet up the King’s Arms in his Houfe, 
“and place his own Arms underneath. There 
« are alfo certain Enfigns of Dignity and Office, 
« which every Man having the fame Dignity or 
“ Office, may lawfully bear, as the Enfigns of 
« aProconful, or a Bifhop; and thefe are peculiar 
«< to thofe only that have the Exercifing of fuch 
« Dignity or Office ; for if any other fhall ufurp 
« the bearing or ufe of them, he becometh Cri- 
«© minal for fo doing. Private Arms are fuch as 
“ are proper to private Houfes and Perfons, whe- 
« ther they be numbered in rank of the greater 
« Nobility, as Dukes, Marqueffes, Earls, Vif- 
“ counts and Barons, having no Sovereign or 
« Abfolute Power; or of the leffer Nobility or 
« Gentry, Knights, Efquires and Gentlemen; 
“ neither yet are they Enfigns of any ordinary 
« Dignity, but peculiar to their Family, and 
« may be infinitely transferred with proper Diffe- 
« rences to their Pofterity lawfully begotten. 

The Reafons which that learned Scorch Author, 
Sir George Mackenzy gives for the 
Invention of this Art, are cer- 
tainly good; being Firft, the great 
Defign that Men had to perpetuate their own 
great Adtions. Secondly, The defire that Gover- 
nours had to encourage others to great Things, 
by rewarding with a cheap kind of gas 
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what their deferving Subjects did. Thus, faith 
he, K. Robert the Bruce, gave the Houle of Win- 
toun a falling Crown fupported by a Sword; to 
fhew, that the Seatons had fupported the Crown 
when it was in a diftreffed Condition : Which 
Seaton of Barns yet bears, becaufe he got the 
Land-which was difpon’d by Adoption with the 
Arms: And to Veitch, a Bullock’s Head, to re- 
member Pofterity, that the Bearer had aflifted 
that King with Aliment in bringing fome Bul- 
locks in his great Diftrefs&. The Third and 
following Reafons are in effed the fame, 
which I have Jately mention’d as their prin. 
cipal End. And to this agrees Mr. Guillim: 
For, fays he, 


© After long Tra@ of Time, thefe Tokens, 
which we call Arms, became Retunerations 
for Service, and were beftowed by Empe- 
rors, Kings, and Princes, and their Generals 
* and chief Commanders in the Field, upon 
¢ Martial Men, whofe valorous Merits, even in 
© Juftice, required due Recompence of Honour, 
© anfwerable unto their worthy Adts, the Re- 
* membrance whereof could not better be pre- 
* ferv’d and deriv’d unto Pofterity, than by 
© ‘thefe Kinds of honourable Rewards. 
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For though Arms, in their firft Acceptation, 
were (as is {hewed) taken up at any Gentleman’s 
Pleafure, yet hath that Liberty for many Ages 
been deny’d; and they, by Regal Authority, 
made the Rewards and Enfigns of Merit, or the 
sracious Favours of Princes; no one being by 
the Law of Gentility in England allowed the 
bearing thereof, but thofe that either have them 
by Defcent, or Grant, or Purchafe from the Bo- 
dy or Badge of any Prifoner they in open and 
lawful War had taken. Therefore H. V. by Pro- 

. clamation did inhibit, * Quod nul- 
* Ann, Regni 5 
Memb. 15. dorfo Us cujufeunque flatus, pradus feu 
in Archiyis Tu- Conditionis fuerit, bujufmodi arma 
ra five tunicas Armorum in fe fumat, 
nifi ipfe jure antecefforio vel ex donatione ali- 
cujus ad hoc fufficientem poteftatem babentis, ea 
poffideat aut poffidere debeat, & quod ipfe arma 
five Tunicas illas ex cujus dono obtinet, demon- 
firationis [ux perfonis adhoc per nos affignatis 
seu affignandis manifefte demonfiret, exceptis il- 
lis qui nobifcum apud Bellum de Agen-court Ar- 
ma portabant, &c. That no Man of what Eftate, 
Degree, or Condition foever, fhall affume fuch 
Arms, or Coat of Arms, except be bold, or ought 
to bold them by Right of Inheritance, or by the 
Donation of fome Perfon, who hath fufficient Po- 
wer to give them and that he shall make it 
appear to Officers appointed by us for this Pur- 
pofe, by whofe Gift be enjoys them: Except 


thofe who bare Arms with us at the Battle of 


Agen-Court, @c. And Budeus, who fpeaking 
of our Arms, as I fhew’d you, p» hath) Vert 
virtutis premia fuerunt. They were the Re- 
wards of true Valour, 
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Yet fome Lawyers (though vers’d in Heral- 
dry) as * Mackenzie obferves, have 
been of Opinion, that every Man 
can affume Arms to himfelf at his 
Pleafure without Authority, provided he aflume 
them not (as the Civilians fay) in émudationent 
alterius, to the Prejudice of another: And of 
this Judgment were Bartol. trad. de Arm. num. 
5. and Panorm. c. dileétis, de excef. Pralat. be- 
caufe (faid they) every Man may chufe a Name 
for himfelf, feeing this is not forbidden in any 
written Law. But Tiraguel and others, have 
very juftly maintained, that none can affume 
Arms, but that all muft owe them to Authori- 
ty: For as Magiftrates of old only beftowed jus 
Imaginum, ita hodie tantum illi jus infignium vet 
armorum conferre poffunt : Ann. Rob. Lib, UT. 
Sunt enim Arma Teffere, G Symbola Dignitatis, 
& nemo pote/? dignitatem fibi arrogare fine Prin- 
cipis licentia, |. nemo f. de dignit. @ licet hoc 
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jure feripto, non fit interdi@um, eft tamen ratio- 


nabili confuetudine, & communi Gentium con- 


fenfu interdiium , & ideo obfervandum, per I. 


quod non ratione f. de legibus. The Right of I- 
mages, fo they only at this Day can beflow thé 
Right of Arms or Enfigns. For Arms are Badges 
and Symbols of Dignity , and no Man can arro- 


gate a Dignity to himfelf, without the Prince’s 


Leave. And though there be no written Law 
which forbids this, yet laudable Cuftom, and the 
common Confent of Nations forbid it. But to quiet 
all Debate in this Controverfy, moft Nations 
have difcharged the carrying of Arms to any, 
fave Gentlemen, or fuch who have a Special 
Warrant: Which, faith my faid Author, is alfo 
done in Scotland by the 127. AG. 12. Parl. Fa- 
cob. VI. The Words whereof you may read as 
follows, viz. 


Due Soveraign Low, and the elfates of 
his pretent Warliament, confinering the great 
Aoule that bas been amongt the Leinges of 
this Reatm, in thee bearing of Aving, ufuez 
pand to themleives fuch Arig as belong not 
to them, fo that tt cannot be dittinguifhen by 
theie Arms, who are Gentlemen of Wiood by 
thete Anteceflos, nor pet map be difcerned 
wnhat Gentlemen ave delcended of noble Stack 
and Linage: io. Remetd whereof his Dinh: 
nef; with Advice of the fain Eftates, has gi- 
Len and granted, and by this poefent Ac gives 
and grants fuil Power and Commiflion ta 
Lyon King of Arms, and Beethen-Devaids, 
to wifit the whole Arms of Meblemen, Barons 
and Gentlemen, home and uled within this 
Realm; and to diftinguith and difcern them 
With congruent Differences, and thereafter ta 
matriculat them in theic Woks and Regtiters ; 
and put Fnbibition to all common Sozt of IPea- 
ple, nought worthy dy the Law of Arins ta 


beat any Signs Acvmonriats, that none of them pre: 
fume to take upon Hand, to beac oz ule any 
Gens in Cime coming upon any theit Inflight 
and eens under Wait of eltbeating 


of 
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Of their Gows and Gear, fo oft ag the famine 
thall be fonnd graven oz painted, to our Sove- 
taigne Lows Ute 5 andiikewile wner the ait 
Of One Mundzen Pounds, to the Cle of the tata 
Lyon, and bis Brethen-Deralds , and failping 
Of Payment thereof, that they map be fucarce- 
tat in the neaveft Priton-houle, therein ta ve- 
main upon their own Charges, during the Plea- 
five of the fait Lyon. 


From which A@ Mackenzie draws thefe Con- 
clufions. 1. That only Gentlemen by Blood 
can carry Arms; which Opinion is alfo received 
now into the Law of Nations, Hopping, cap. 6. 
Par, X. But it was firft enacted by Frederick 
the Emperor, Lid. 2. feud. tit. 27. De pace te- 
nenda, 

adly, That the Lion cannot give Arms to 
fuch as are not Noble by Defcent : For the Rea- 
fon inductive of this Statute, is, That there may 
be a Difference betwixt fuch as are Noble, and 
fuch as are not ; but there would be none, if it 
were lawful to the Lion to give Arms even to 
fuch as are not Gentlemen by Birth. For as he 
cannot Nobilitate, fo neither can he beltow the 
Marks of Nobility. Likeas by that A&@ he is 
commanded, to inhibit all fuch as are not No- 
ble, to carry Arms: But yet the Prince may 
fill beftow Arms, without any Reftriction, tho’ 
he cannot properly make a Gentleman ; for that 
comes by Blood, and not by Patent. For of old, 


there was a Diftin@ion betwixt a Gentleman of 


Blood, and a Gentleman of Coat-Armour ; which 


Diftin@ion I have thew’d you already out of 


Camden. And albeit, faith Macken- 
sie, the Letter of that Law doth 
only forbid to. wear and ufe Arms 
without Authority, upon Infight, or Houfhold- 
gear, yet per paritatem rationis, they cannot 
ufe them upon Tombs, Seats in the Church, or 
elfewhere 5 @ de praxi, the Lion with us doth 
raze and deface all fuch Arms: But whether 
the Ufers of falfe Arms do incur the Penalties 
in fuch Cafes, may be doubted, feeing Pana 
funt reftringenda, and are not to be extended 
beyond the Letter of the Law. 

3dly, By that A@, The Lion is to diftinguifh 
and difcern Arms with congruent Differences ; 
from which Words it may be inferred, that not 
only Arms muft be originally given by the Lion, 
but that Marks and Differences amongft the Ca- 
dets, and Defcendants of the fame Family, fhould 
be given by the Lion; and that thefe Cadets 
cannot affume them. And this is (faith my Au- 
thor) fuitable to the Opinion of the Doors, 
who teach, that non folum poteftas conferendi 
nova infignia, fed poteftas augendi, mutandi, 
diminuend: G confirmandi infignia Vetera, eft 
Penes Principem & ejus Heraldos. Hopping, c. 8. 
membro 5. Not only the Power of giving new 
Arms, but the Power of enlarging, altering, lef: 
fening and confirming the Old ones, is in the 
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Prince and his Heralds. But it may be doubted, | 


if Prefcription of Arms by Predeceffors, be not 
{ufficient to infer a Right to the Bearing of Arms, 
and to defend againft the Penalties of this A@; 
as to which Points, the Doétors deliver thefe 
Conclufions. 

1, That no Man can prefcribe the Right of 
ufing Arms belonging to another Noble Family, 
without immemorial Pofleffion ;. but that they 
may prefcribe a Right to bear indefinitely, or to 
bear the Arms of any other private Perfon, per 
Spatium decem annorum inter prafentes, & vi- 
&intt annorum inter abfentes, vult. confil. 17. 
volum 3. For the Space of Ten Years betwixt 
Perfons prefent, and of Twenty betwixt Perfons 
abfent, But (faith Mackenzie) by our Law, 
where Prefcription is not allow’d, except in the 
Cafes wherein it is introduced by a fpecial and 
exprefs Statute, it is probable, that Prefcription 
might well have defended before that A@, 
Fac. VI. But fince that Time it fhould not, fee- 
ing that AG ordains all Arms to be matriculate 
in the Lion’s Books and Regifters, 

The Penalty appointed by this Scots A@ on 
Offenders is, That the Moveables and Furniture 
whereon thefe falfe Arms are painted, or en- 
graven, fhall be confifcated: Which Words 
muft (faith Mackenzie) be taken disjunctively, 
and not copulatively, notwithftanding of the 
Particle (and) ; for if the Arms be either en- 
graven or painted, they are to be efcheated: as 
alfo the Criminals are to pay One Hundred 
Pounds to the Lion and his Brethren-Heralds. 
But, by the Civil Law, He who bears and ufes 
another Man’s Arms, to his Prejudice, vel in 
gus fcandalum & ignominiam, or to bis Reproach, 
is to be punifhed arbitrarily, at the Difcretion 
of the Judge, 1. eorum f: de falfo; But he who 
ufurps his Prince’s Arms, lofes his Head, and 
his Goods are confifcated, 1. Sacri afflatus, C, de 
diverf. vefoript. 

Suitable to which, the Duke of Norfolk was 
executed by H, VIII. for no other Crime, faith 
Mackenzie, than bearing the Arms of England, 
though his Predeceflors had born them an Hun- 
dred Years, But Camden faith, That among o- 
ther Matters, he was attainted- for that alfo. 
Rem. p. 164. 

Now though in England, by the Proclama- 
tion of Henry Vth, aforefaid, ’tis inhibited that 
none fhould prefume to take upon him Arms, 
unlefs entituled thereto by Defcent, or a Grant 
from fuch as were’ fufficiently empowered to 
Grant by his Sovereign, excepting fuch as bore 
Arms at the War or Battle of Agencourt, By 
which it is plain, the voluntary Affumption of 
Arms is deny’d by the Kings of England, as well 
as held illegal by Tiraguel and other Civilians, 
whofe Opinion I mention’d before. Yet Preferi- 
tion of Arms by Predeceffors is not hereby for- 
bidden, but rather allow’d; the Words being 
nifi jure antecefforio, not unlefs he have them 
by Defcent from fuch as had them by Grant, or 
had left fomething elfe to prove their Right 

from 
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from his Anceftors ; For almoft every one knows, 
that at the Holy War, Gentlemen were either 
allow'd to chufe a Bearing for themfelves, fo it 
were different from others, or had but a verbal 
Authority at moft from their Prince, or his 
Chieftains, to bear fuch or fuch Arms; and that 
in after Days, when Arms became hereditary, 
and Heraldry a Science, that even then, by the 
eftablith’d Law of Arms in all Nations, thofe 
ancient Affumptions were allow’d the lawful 
Arms of the Ifues of thofe who affum’d them, 
And though other Nations, as Mackenzie {ays 
of the Scots, may have later Statutes or Laws 
to invalidate this Method of proving Right; yet 
I do not any where find that England has, Nor 
(as I conceive) is this Matter contrary to the 
Civil Law, which only makes an Affumption of 
Arms criminal ; becaufe Dignity, of which Arms 
are the Notes, is alfo affum’d therewith, where- 
by the Affumer breaks in upon the Prerogative 
of his Sovereign, who (as the Fons Honoris from 
whom all Honours fhould fpring) can alone no- 
bilitate. For the Arms thus difputed might pof- 
fibly be taken before Arms were made the Jn- 
Signia Nobilitatis in England, which then could 
be no Encroachinent on the aforefaid Prerogative, 
and fo confequently no Breach of a Law unmade; 
but, on the contrary, allow’d amongft the reft. 
Befides, a Coat might, with refpet to thisLaw, 
have been legally ufed, and the Authority loft, 
through Time, more efpecially when Accounts 
were fo indifferently taken, with refpec to thofe 
taken in later Days, and many of thofe, though 
fo indifferent, loft. 


© How great the Dignity and Eftimation of 
© Arms evet hath been, and yet is, we may ea- 
* fily conceive by this, that as they do delight 
© the Beholders, and greatly grace and beautify 
© Places wherein they are erected ; fo alfo they 
© do occafion their Spectators to make fetious 
© Inquifition, whofe they are, who: is the 
© Owner of the Houfe wherein they are fet up, 
© of what Family their Bearer is defcended, and 
¢ who were his next, and who his remote Pa- 
S rents or Anceftors. 


Lhe Eftimation of Arms may alfo be confi- 
dered in this : As Honours in their Donation are 
generally attended with Effates {uitable thereto, 
which are given to fupport the fame, if there 
was not a Sufficiency before; and thofe Eftates 
with thefe Honours being fettled by an Hntail 
on the Heirs Male, fo Arms enabled thofe Heirs 
to hold and continue in the fame. For, by the 
Practice and Ufe of Arms, Gentry are inftructed 
to keep often entering of their Pedigrees and De- 
{cents in the Heralds-Office; by which means, 
Cognifance is taken of what Houfe Gentlemen 
are, whether legitimate or illegitimate, and of 
what Branch of that Houfe; as how near ally’d 
to the main Honour and Eiftate, in cafe fuch a 
Queftion fhould be needful, as it very often hap- 
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pens. But how great the Benefit or timation 
of Arms, or how great the Satisfaction of Gen- 
try in this their Ufe is, I fhall leave to be de- 
fin’d by fuch of our Nobility and Gentry, who 
from being the [flues of younger Sons, are there- 
by become entituled to the Honours, Fortunes, 
and Eftates of the once elder Houfe, 

We may alfo find in what Efteem Arms were 
by this: ‘ There is, faith Mr. Guillim, between 


‘ thefe Arms and their Bearers, a kind of Sym-~ 


‘ pathy, or natural Participation of Qualities, 
* infomuch as whofo difhonourably or irreve- 
‘ rently ufeth the Arms of any Man, feemeth 
to have offered Indignity to the Perfon of their 
: Bearer, fo as (according to fome Authors) their 
© Owner fhall right himfelf againft fuch an Of- 
‘ fender or Wrong-doer, AGione Injuriarum, by an 
‘ Aion of Trefpafs.’ And Tryal by Battel was 
allow’d, of which we have Inftances among an- 
cient Writers. Yea, fo heinous has this Offence 
been held, that the injured have fought Revenge 
even on Majefty itfelf, as too well teftify’d the 
Imprifonment of King Richard I. together with 
an hundred thoufand Pounds, which was paid 
as his Ranfom, he being made Captive by the 
Duke of Auftria or Auffrich; for that (as was 
reported) he ordered the Banner of the faid Duke 
to be ftricken down (whereby it was trod on) 
to give Place for his own on the Wall at the 
Holy Land, into which the Duke firft wrought 
his Paffage. I could here, fince I have touched 
upon an Abufe to Armory, give fundry other 
Ways wherein thefe Tokens are abufed by our 
Moderns’; but for their Numbers rather refer 
you to Camden’s Remains, and Wyrley’s Ancient 
Ufage of Arms for fome, and to your own Ob- 
fervation for the reft; which, befides the pre- 
fent horrid Mifmanagement of Funerals, by Pain- 
ters, Undertakers, ec. are far too numerous to 
find Room in this Introduction. 

“Arms may be.farther confidered ufefalj: from 
the following Lines. 

Firft then, They often thew from what Coun- 
try, or Perfon, their Bearers did : 
defcend, and therefore (as Mac- Sdene of Heral- 
kenxie doth well obferve) they ors 
are call’d Tefera Gentilitie. ‘Thus the Max- 
wels and Ramfays (lays Mackenzie) bear the 
Eagle, to thew their Defcent from Germany: 
The Ruthwens the Arms of Portugal, from which 
King they are faid to be defcended: And the 
Name of Marjoribank bear.the Cufhion, to thew 
that they were Fobnffowns originally. Thus the 
Weems and Fyfe, are known to be Cadets of 
Mackduff , and the Colgukouns and M: Farlans, 
Cadets of the Family of Lennom; and thefe 
(faith Mackenzie) are furer Marks of Confan-

guinity than the Surname, as may be known 


by many Inftances; and among others, the Shaws 
in the North are known to be Af Intofbes by 

their Arms, : 
Secondly, They thew us the Alliance’ of their 
Bearets to other Families by the Heire(3 from 
C2 whom

whom they defcend, whofe Arms are quar- 
tered by the Defcendants; and by this Means 
the Memory of great Families, and even of 
Clans and Surnames in Scotland, faith Macken- 
sie, is only preferved. Thus Scotland (adds 
he) by bearing a double Treflure Flory Coun- 
ter Flory, is remembred of their League be- 
twixt France and them in the Reigns of Achaius 
and Charlemaign , and thus there are no Monu- 
ments (as he afferts of the. Scots, by Inftances, 
p- 3.) to preferve the Memory of many ancient 
and worthy Families in England, but the quar- 
tering their Arms by their Succeffors. 

Thirdly, Thefe Arms let us know, if the 
Bearers aré Noblemen or Gentlemen, and what 
their Dignity is ; that appearing by their Hel- 
mets, Coronets, cc. 

Fourthly, The Shield, and oftentimes the Sig- 
net, made the Bearers who were killed in the 
Crowd to be known, that they might be ho- 
nourably buried. 

Fifthly, They being appended inform us of 
the true Surnames of the Granters, which are be- 
come illegible ; and thus, by the Seals, I have 
(faith Mackenzie) found fome Charters to be 
granted by Menzies of Weems, when we could 
hardly read the Name; and have been (adds 
he) in Proceffes, wherein Charters were alleged 
to be falfe and forged, becaufe the Granter’s 
true Arms and Seal were not appended. For 
the Scots were very punctual in fealing with 
their Arms, being enjoin’d by Law and Statutes 
in that Particular. 

Sixtbly, By thefe Arms we are inftru&ed of 
the right Originations and Writings of Surnames 
And thus we know (fays Mackenzie) the Name 
of Tarbet to be wrong written, and thatit fhould 
be written Turbet, fecing they have three Tur- 
bets fretted for their Arms. He gives other In- 
ftances in p. 4. 

Seventhly, Thefe Arms fhew who have been 
Founders of Towns, Caftles, or Churches. Thus 
the Church of Durkam is known to be built by 
the King of Scotland, and the Town of Exfort 
is known to be built by the French King, be- 
caufe they bear their Arms. And 
thus moft of our publick Build- 
ings in England, fuch as our ancient Abbies, 
Churches, and our Colleges in both Univerfities, 
do, for the moft Part, expofe to publick View 
the Arms of their Founders, as well as the an- 
cient Seats of our Gentry do thofe of their Ow- 
ners. Wherefore one of the late Editors of: this 
Book did well obferve, that in cafe a Difpute 
fhould arife concerning the Right to any ruined 
building, orthe like, he whofe Arms are found 
affix’d thereto, is moft interefted therein. 

Eighthly, Thefe Arms infer a prefumptive 
Right of Superiority, Quando Arma in Portis, 
vel Curiis pinguntur, Bart. Tra. de infig. When 
they are painted in Gates and Courts. And thus 
when the Midaners did engage to be Vaffals to 
the Emperor Frederick the Firft, they undertook 
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to carry the Arms of the Empire upon the Stee- 
ple of their Chief Church, Limn. de jure publ. 
cap. 6. num 126, And when Orkney and Zet- 
land were fully refign’d to the Kings of Scot- 
land, it was agreed, that the Arms of Scotland 
fhould be affix’d in their publick Courts: And 
thus the Dukes of Venice are known not to have 
an abfolute Jurifdiction, becaufe they are not al- 
low’d to reprefent the Arms of their Family 
upon the Coin of the Publick, Albert, ad 1. Si 
qui C. de oper. publ. And one of their Dukes 
was feverely cenfured by the State, for having 
contravened this Rule in Heraldry, Teffaur. de- 
cif.270. Arms do prefume Propriety in Move- 
ables efpecially, to which Men have only Right 
by Pofleffion, and not by Writ, Hopping, c. 13. 
And this is an ordinary Prefumption in all Ju- 
dicatures, Narn ficut ex fignis fignatum, ita ex 
infigniis Domini rerum cognofcuntur,Tufk. Tom.1. 
Concluf..516. For as Signs declare the Thing fig- 
nified, fo Arms {hew the Owners of Goods. 

Ninthly, By thefe the Ships of Enemies are 
known, and are accordingly confifcated, if taken 
at Sea, which Lawyers extend fo far, that if 
a Ship carry the Flag of an Enemy, it will be 
declared Prize, though it belong to a Kingdom 
in Amity with the Seizer, Fafon, confil. 163. 
b. 19. 

Tentbly and Jafly, They are moft neceflary 
for figning Articles of Peace between Princes, 
Contracts and other Writs among private. Per- 
fons. 

Having briefly run through the Antiquity, 
Rife, Eminency, Ufe and Behoof of Arms, it 
might be worthy our Enquiry to know, who 
are the Perfons, that by the Law of Heraldry 
have Arms given them by the King of Arms, 
with or without a fpecial Commiffion from the 
Prince: But this, as it falls under the Power 
of the Heralds, as limited in their Patents, f 
fhall- refer to thofe Traés which I have fet a- 
part, for to thew their Adminiftration, @c. and 
proceed to offer fome few Confiderations, where- 
in Arms, though legally beftow’d, may be for- 
feited. 

Firft then (as Mackenzie ob- ‘tiencef Heral- 
ferves) they are forfeited by lead- “” ? 
ing a vitious and profligate Life, J. Si qua C. 
de fecund. nupt. where it is ordain’d, that ob 
Scelera & vite turpitudinem, hone(te nobilitatis 
decore privetur: For Crimes and Lewdnefs of 
Life, a Man (hall be degraded fiom a genteel or 
noble Rank. And the Reafon given for this is, 
Quia nulla fine boneftate eft Nobilitas > Becaufe 
there can be no true Nobility without Honefly. 
And Nobility thus forfeited, is not re-affuma- 
ble by their Children : But this, with many o- 
ther virtuous Laws is gone into Oblivion : For 
only Crimes and a Sentence do now take off the 
Sacred Character of Honour. And Caffaneus 
would have no Crime but Treafon exclude the 
Iffue of Criminals from bearing Arms. And with 
us (faith Mackenzie) upon reading the Sentence 

of 
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of Forfeiture, the Arms are torn, (which Cuftom 
hath been known among our Predeceffors alfo) 
and the Decree of Forfeiture, fays Mackenzie, 
bears an Order for this. But no other Sentence 
(adds he) for other Crimes difcharges the Bear- 
ing of Arms with us: Nor, as 1 may add, with 
us in England: Albeit, by the Civil Law, it 
feems, that all’ Crimes difcharge the Bearing of 
Arms, Statuas detrabendas feire debemus, l. 24, 
fide Pen. cap. 1.6. decis 130. Nor can fuch as 
are condemn’d for Capital Crimes get Arms, 
Treffer. de exiftim. 1. 3. 6. 25. And whatever 
renders thé Bearer infamous, doth 
likewife render him incapable of 
Rot getting Arms, though every Infa- 
my forfeits them not. 

Secondly, This Right is not loft by Poverty, 
even in the longeft Courfe of Time; Tiraquel.

birdy, This Right is loft by exercifing mean 
‘Trades, Viles » Mechanicas artes, |. nobiliores, 
c. de Comer. But when they leave off thefe, they 
return to their former Dignities, Pap. deci/. 196. 
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When Arms are once taken, as Mackenzie, 
cap, 20. p. 69. obferves, they ought not to be 
changed without fufficient Caufe. The ordina- 
ry Caufes of changing Arms he hath fer down 
to be fix. Fir/?, When the Bearer becomes fub- 
ject to another ; and thus Zam the Conqueror 
changed the Arms of England. Secondly, ‘The 
fucceeding toa greater Fortune ; and thus the 
Family of Stewarts Arms were changed by our 
Kings, when they fucceeded to the Crown of 
England. Thirdly, Adoption. Fourthly, Some 
confiderable new Exploit; and thus a Sevoyard 
having preferv'’d Francis I. at the Battle of Pa- 
via, crav'd Liberty to change his Arms, and 
take a Sword Argent, accompanied with a Fluer 
de Lys. Fifebly, Some new devout Enterprize 5 
as thofe who went tothe Holy War. Szxthly, 
Marks of Cadency and Marriage. 1 fhall con- 
| clude this long Introdudion with a Difcourfe

I take out of Mackenzie’s Science of Heraldry, 
beginning Page 6. 
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a7 ¥ the Civil Law, Teftaments and 

mr all Writs of Importance were to be 
Sealed. And by our Law, Quilibet 
2 aro, vel alius tenens de Rege, ha- 
SEED bere debet figillum proprium, ad 
ferviendum Regi ut de jure tenetur. Stat. Rob. 3. 
cap. 7. num. §. and by the 130 A. 9. Parl. 
Fac. 1. Every Free-holder fhould appear at the 
Head-Court with their Seals, and if he cannot 
come, he fhall fend his Attorney with the Seals 
of his Arms: And thofe who want fuch Seals, 
are to be amerciat by the forefaid Statute, Rod. 3. 
And therefore, till of late, every Gentleman fent 
his Seal to the Clerk in Lead, which the Clerk 
kept by him; many of which are yet in their 
Hands: Examples whereof, I have fet down, 
Chap. Supporters, fig. 5, & 6. Of old, the ap- 
pending of the Seal was fufficient in Charters, 
Without the Subfcription of the Party. Reg. 
Maj. lib 3. cap, 6. Si recognofcit figillum fuum 
in Curia, debet illum warrantizare, [ua autem 
mala cuftodie imputetur, fi damnuminde incurrat, 
per figillum fuum ex infolentia, aut negligentia cu- 
ftodum: Whether the Seal affix’d be the Granter’s 
Seal, that then the Truth may be fearch’d 
for, by comparing many Sealings together, per 
comparationem plurium figillorum, G-alias char- 
tas eodem figillo fignatas. It was lawful amongft 
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the Romans, for fuch as wanted Seals, to ap- 
pend the Seals of others, §. Poffunt. Fu/l. de 
tef, And this was very ordinary with us; but 
then the Notary was obliged to exprefs, that this 
was fo done. Thus I have feen a Charter grant- 
ed by the Lord of the J/les to the Abbacy of 
Aberbrothock, which fays, Et quia meum figilum 
eff minus notum in Scotia, ideo appofui figillum 
Epifcopi Roffenfis. Commiflions from Shires, 
to their refpettive Commiffioners in Parl. were 
alfo to be fealed, 4. 101. Parl. 7. Fac. 1. and 
this Cuftom of fealing Papers without Subfcrip- 
tions, continued in vigour till March 1540, At 
which Time, King James V. by the 117. Adz. 
7. Parl, did ordain, that becaufe Men might lofe 
their Seals, or their Seals might be counterfeit- 
ed; therefore all Evidences fhould for the future 
be fubfcrib’d, as well as fealed. And yet Queen 
Mary did afterwards, Parl. 6. Ad. 29. appoint 
that all Reverfions, Bonds, and’ Difcharges of 
Reverfions fhould be fealed, and afterwards 
Fac. 6. by the 80. AG. Parl. 6. appointed all 
Papers importing heritable Title, to be both 
Sealed and Subfcribed. And tho’ by the 4. Ad, 
Parl. 9. Fac. 6. Papers which are to be regi- 
ftrated, need not be fealed, becaufe the Seal was 
fupply’d by the Regiftration: Yet | fee no po- 
fterior Law difpenfing (without Regiftration) in 
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other Cafes : And it would be a further Check 
upon Forgers of Papers, that the Granter’s Seal 
were to be appended : For many can forge a Sub- 
{cription, who cannot forge a Seal. So that each 
Forger behov’d to affociate at leaft another 
with himfelf ; which would difcourage them be- 
fore the Cheat, or help to difcover the Forgers 
after the Cheat was perpetrate: But Retours 
mutt yet be feal’d with the Seals of the Inqueft. 
Statut, Rob, 3. cap. 1. 4. and Decreets of Appri- 
fings, with the Seals of the Affizers and Ver- 
dicts of the Juftice-Courts, are alfo to be feal’d 
by the Regulations, 1670. 

I cannot here forget to inform, that of old 
our As of Parliament had oftentimes the King’s 
Great Seal appended to them: Upon the right 
Hand were appended all the Seals of the Eccle- 


fiafticks; and upon the Left all the Seals of the | 


Nobility 5 with which the whole A&@ was fur- 
rounded. Of thefe 1 have feen many, and par- 
ticularly a Ratification granted by King Fames 
the IVth, to Hepburn, Karl of Bothwel, upon 
the Forfeiture of the Ramfay, Ann. 1480. Which 
bears, In quorum omnium fidem, ac <orroboratio- 
nem, © laudationem eorundem, prefatus Supre- 
mus Dominus nofler Rex, & vegni flatus per fe 
Jingulariter requifiti fua figilla, quorum nomina 
Sigila reprafentant, prafentibus appendi juf- 
ferunt. 

1 conceive that Seals may very well repre- 
fent not only the Bearing itfelf, but the Co- 
lours; which | firft order’d to be practifed : For 
the Seal may be varied in its Cut, as the other 
Figures of this Book are, which may be very 


ufeful, feeing many Mens Arms differ only in 
the Colours.

“tent and Power of Things, muft by immediate 
©Confequence follow Definition, which doth ex- 
‘prefs the Nature of the Thing defined. Divi- 
*fion is a Diftribution of Things common, into 
‘Things particular or lefs common. The Ufe 
“thereof confifteth herein, that by the Affiftance 
‘of this Divifion, Words of large Intendment 
‘and Signification, are reduced to their definite 
‘and determinate Senfe and Meaning, that fo 
‘the Mind of the Learner be not mifled-through 
‘the Ambiguity of Words, either of manifold or 
“uncertain Interpretations. Moreover it ferveth 
“to illuminate the Underftanding of the Learner, 
‘and to make him more capable of fuch Things 
‘as are delivered, Ea enim qua divifim traduntur 
‘facilius intelliguatur. 

©The Practice hereof fhall be manifefted in 
‘the Diftribution of the Skill of Armory, with 
‘all the Parts and Complements thereof through- 
‘out this whole Work. 


(Blazoning, 
© This Skill of Armory confifts in 2 and 
Marfhalling. 


Blazon is a Term not fignifying of icfelf 
what we ufually underftand thereby, being a 
Word borrow’d from the common Cuitom of 
Knights, when they defign’d to enter the Lifts, 
of caufing fome one to wind a Horn to fignify 
their Intent to the Heralds, who were Knights 
appointed to be Judges of the Performances of 
the Jufters, and who likewife deferibed and re- 
corded their armorial Bearings and Atchieve- 
ments ; for Blazon properly fignifies the Wind- 
ing of an Horn; but to blazon a Coat, is to 
defcribe the Things borne in their proper Tin- 
tures and Geftures, whch, as I told you, the 
Heralds when fo fummon’d us’d to do. 

Marfhalting is a conjoiniug of diverfe Coats in 
one Shield, as both Guwillim and Mackenzie have 
well obferved ; tho’ Carter in his Azaljfis p. 180. 
makes no Difference betwixt Marfhalling and 
Blazoning, being guided in that Opinion by the 
French and Italtans, who as Mackenzy ob{erves 
p. 16. have no fuch Diftinétion. The Marfhal- 
ling f fhall refer to a Place more fuitable, and 
proceed now to the firft Member of this Divi- 
fion, viz. Blazoning. 

Blazon (faith Guilim) is taken, either frit- 
‘ly for an Explication of Arms in apt and fignifi- 
‘cant Terms, or elfe, it is taken largely tor a 
*Difplay of the Vertues of the Bearers of Arms: 
‘In which Senfe Chaffanens defineth the fame in 
“this manner, Blazonia eff quafi alicujus vera lan- 
“datio [ub quibufdam fignis, fecundum prudentian,

“tain French Armorift faith, that to Blazon, is to

‘thereunto; for having once begun, to recal the

The moft fre- 
quent Manner of 
placing the Shield 
is upright ; tho’ 
fometimes it has 
been carried hang- 
ing from the Hel- 
met by the Right, 
and fometimes by 
the left Corner. 
Sir Gerge Mackenzy 
tells us, That up- 
on the Gate of 
Craigmiller he had 
feen the Arms of 
Preftow, a Scots Fa- 
mily, difpos’d in 
that Manner : and 
(though not upon 
Seats, ce.) in old 
Monuments, an- 
cient Manufcripts, 
and Paintings, I 
have feen feveral 
Examples of the 
like Kind in Ez- 
gland. This Form 
of Bearing the 
French term Defcu 
| pendu , the Italians 
foudo pendente, and 
the Englifb and 
Scots an Efcutche- 
on or Shield pen- 
dant. 

The Rife of this 
Form, Mackenzy 
thinks, is owing to 
a Cuftom among 
the Ancients, vz. 
When Tilting or 
Tournaments were 
proclaim’d, they 
hung two Shields 
upon a Treeat the 
appointed Place, 
and he that offer- 
ed to fight on Foot 
fignified as much 
by touching the 
Shield which hung 
by the right Cor- 
ner, whilft on the 
contrary, he who 
chofe rather to ex- 
ercife on Horfe- 
back, touch’d that 
which hung by the 
Left; For in thofe 
Days it was ad- 


judg’d more honourable to fight on Foot than 
on Horfeback. 

In the Form of the roth Figure did the Cor- 

ribantes, according to Leigh, ule their Shields : 
The Trojans, efpecially Horfe, as in Number 11; 
and the Greeks as in Number 12. But the two 
next are domeftick Inftances, the former being 
the Paves or Target of the famous Edward, fir 
nam’d the Black Prince, and the other of ‘fobs 
of Gaant Duke of Lancafter, as they 
were hung up with their Trophies, Bolton's zye- 
thofe of Prince Edward in Chrift- Shae ine. 
Church in Canterbury, and thofe of and p. 69. 
the Duke in the Cathedral of St. 
Pauls, London; which latter (though whether 
by Age only, or Defign, my Author knew not) 
js very convex next the Bearer, above three 
Quarters of a Yard in Length, and above half 
a Yard in Breadth. Next to the Body isa Can- 
vas glued to a Board, upon which are broad 
and thin Plates of Horn nailed faft, and again 
over them twenty-fix thick Pieces of the Like, 
all meeting about a round Plate of the fame in 
the Navel or Center ; over all is a Leather clos’d 
faft to them with Glue, or fome fuch Stuff, up- 
on which is painted his Coar. 

Some Families carry their Arms in a Banner 
reprefented by a Shield that is quadrangular: 
As the Perez in Spain, for having recall’d the 
Army by putting up his Handkerchief as a 
Standard; and the Sieur de Coucy in France, for 
recalling the Army, by raifing the Banner. Hop- 
ping, cap. 5. fab. divi. 2. 

T have here fet down feveral Forms of Shields 
to fhew what various Figures were employ’d 
for that Ufe by the Ancients; but that Figure 9, 
is now the moft ufual, as the Lozenge, Fig. 7, 
is for the Ladies; which Loyfeaw obferves, was 
once allow’d only to the Wives of confiderable 
Perfons who had no Power to raife their own 
Banner. But Cuftom has now tolerated all 
Women, defcended of Parents poffefs’d of Coat- 
Armour, to carry it in a Lozenge. 

Sir George Mackenzy finds that Muriel, Coun- 
tefs of Sératherv, carried hers ina Lozenge, Auno 
1284; which fhews how long the Scors have 
been converfant in Heraldry.

‘quifite, in refpe€t, that when diverfe of thefe

Order on St. George’s Day. 

The Third Point he tells us is, ceare or Centre 
Point, the Heart Point, holding Gaillim and 
other Exglifb Heralds in an Error when they 
call it Fefs Point, notwithftanding they follow 
Bara; but Bara, faith he, calls it Feffe or Face; 
which laft is more proper, becaufe Face is one 
of the Ordinaries and paffes through this Point : 
For Feffe fignifies the Flank or the Buttocks, 
which are not the middle Part of a Man: And 
the Italians, fays he, call cear Point, # centro, 
and the Latins, centrum parma. 

He alfo differs inthe Three laft Points which 
we call the Bafe Points, dividing them into two 
Flanks and a Bafe, in which. he follows the 
French, with whom alfo agree the Latin and 
Italian Authors, as is clear by Petra Sanéta, 
cap. 20. For, as he obferves, the Shield we ufe 
has but one Bafe, which comes pointing down 
lower than the Flanks and makes two other 
Points; but the Scots, adds he, by following 
the Exglifb, have, in fome of their Books, been 
led away with this Miftake: The ceur Point 
he thinks might well befeem the Enfigns of Cou- 
rage, and the Flanks thofe of Support. 

The learned Spelman divides the Shield into 
three Regions ; the Higheft he calls Cephalica, 
the Middle he calls Cestricz, and the Lower,

Meneftrier, the Jefuit, divides the Shield into 
fixteen Points, diftinguifh’d in five Threes, and 
a fingle bafe Point: The firft Three he calls the 
three Points of the Chief; the fecond ‘Three he 
calls the three Points of Honour; the third 
Three he calls the Heart Points; the fourth 
Three he calls the Nombril or Navel Points 
(for Nombril fignifies a Navel in ordinary 
French), the fifth Three he calls fimply the 
Points; and, the fingle and loweft Point he 
calls, the Bafe Point: And thus he defigns the 
feveral Situations of any Bearing exprefs’d in 
the Shield, by faying, Ie is placed in fuch a 
Point, or in the Canton Dexter, or Sinifter of 
fuch a Point: If it poffefs all the Three, he 
terms them couch’d or laid along the Chief or 
Nombril, cc. But I conceive this Term will 
not ferve for a Beaft, or the like, unlefs couchant, 
but only for Ordinaries, vc. fo tranfpos’d. 

The Ufe of thefe Points is to difference Coats 
exaétly : For Arms having a Lyon in Chief, dif- 
fer from thofe which havea Lyon in Nombril 
Point; Pofition being ever held a 
Difference in Bearings, and there- Meck. p.24. 
fore by the Doétors they are cal?d “7? * 
Alveoli, feu Cellule foli. 

But when Bearings are defcrib’d without re- 
lating or expreffing the Point where they areto 
be plac’d, they are then underftood to poffefs 
the Center of the Shield, call’d by Plutarch, Ho- 
mer, and others, cis doaidN@. émonyoy, the Seat of 
the Arms. 

But fometimes you fhall find Bearings whofe 
Pofition feem to form one of the Ordinaries, in 
fuch Cafe, regardlefs of the Points, you fhall 
blazon them by the Name of the Ordinary they 
reprefent, as inPale, in Bend, in Saltire, cc.

“ Seafons it is more fcarce: They are gathered 
“alive, and caft together ona Heap, that fo by 
‘their continual Motion they may vent out 
‘this rich Liquor together with their Spirir,

Sir George Mackenzie, p. 21. obferves, That 
this Colour has been particularly priviledg’d, 
having feen it us’d both as Metal and Colour ; 
which he conjeCtures, in one Place, is becaufe 
*tis a Royal Colour: But I rather believe, thar 
in fuch Coats it may be Silver tarnifh’d, and 
fo in Time taken for Purpure, and this he him- 
felf, in another Place, feems rather inclin’d to 
believe. ’Tis exprefsd in Engraving by Lines 
diagonal from the finifter Chief to the dexter 
Bate Point.

Mr. Gaillim mentions this Colour to be us’d 
of the Freach, and the Frezch obferve that the 
Englifh ufe it: But Mackenzy, p. 17. thinks 
Mr. Gaillim in the Wrong and the Frexch in the 
Right; for, fayshe, the Frexch ufe it not, but 
the Englifb do. It is exprefs’d in Engraving by 
Lines diagonal from the finifter Chief and tra- 
verfe. 


© The laft of the feven 
mixed Colours, we do 
‘commonly call Murrey, 
‘but in Blazon, Sanguine, 
‘ and is (as moft truly faith 
* Leigh) a Princely Colour, 
‘being indeed one of the

‘Prince of Wales. It is a Colour of great Efti- 
‘mation, 
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¢ mation, and very ftately, and is in ufe in cer- 
“tain Robes of the Knights of the Bath. Some 
‘ Heralds, of approved Judgment, do hardly 
¢ admit thefe two laft mentioned for Colours of 
‘ Fields, in regard they are reckoned ftainand 
‘Colours. Yet fome Coats of Arms there are, 
+ and thofe of reverend Antiquity, whofe Fields 
‘are of thofe Colours, for which refpe@ they 
‘have been allowed for Colours of Fields, as 
© Sir John Ferne, in his Glory of Generofity, no- 
“teth. This Kind of Bearing Leigh doth in- 
¢ ftance, in. two Englifh Gentlemen of ancient 
¢ Houfes, that have of long Time borne Tawny 
‘in their Arms; the one of them he nameth 
* Hounzaker, and the other Finers. 

This Paragraph favours Columbier, who ob- 
ferves, That the Englifh ufe this Colour, and 
not Mackenzie nor Carter, who contradicting 
him fays, they do not ; though the Germans do 
fometimes. It is expreffed in Engraving by 
Lines hatch’d crofs one another diagonal, both 
Dexter and Sinifter, Avalyis of Honour, p. 190. 

Thefe are the fundry Metals and Colours 
us’d in Arms; but the two laft, as being ac- 
counted ftainand Colours, my Author tells you, 
have hardly been admitted by fome Heralds of 
approv’d Judgment; and I may fay, tho’ they 
fometimes may have been us’d, as Guélim tells 
you by Inftances, yet is their Ufe very rare and 
feldom, the common and moft ufual in all Na- 
tions being Or, Argent, Gales, Sable, Azure, 
Vert, and Parpure: Though why Heralds made 
choice of them only, Mackenzie thinks is, be- 
caufe they thereby refolv’d to fix the Uncer- 
tainty of vagrant and capricious Artifts, even as, 
faith he, Lawyers have fix’d Prefcription to forty 
Years and Minority to Twenty- 
one, But yet there are, faith he, 
fome original Colours : Ariffotle re- 
duces them to four, White, Black, Yellow and 
Red. Cardan makes them feven, Albus, Crocens, 
Purpureus,Paniceus,Viridis, Caruleus, Niger. Scali- 
ger choofes Album, Flavum, Rabrum, Purpureum, 
Viridem, Caruleum, G Nigrum, Exerctt. 325. 
But the Chymifts obferve, That White, Blue, 
Red, Green and Yellow are the original Co- 
jours, and from them he fuppofes Heralds have 
chofen theirs. But Mr. Nisbet, an ingenious 
dcots Author, has another Conceit, 
for, faithhe, Colours and Tin@ures 
in Heraldry were at firft arbitrary, 
but afterwards reftrain’d to a certain Number, 
which were taken(as’tis ordinarily thought) from 
the Liveries of the Companies who atted upon 
the Roman Theatres, which were Red, White, 
Blue and Green. Domitian added two other 
Companies, the one cloath’d in Yellow and the 
other in Purple Livery ; fo that there wanted 
nothing but Black to make up the Number of 
Tin@ures now made ufe of. 

After which, Jufts and Tournaments being 
introduc’d by the Subverters of the Roman Em- 
pire in Place of their publick Shews and Plays, 
the Knights who appear’d at thofe martial Ex- 
ercifes were wont to cloath themfelves fome- 
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times with Black, either to fhew their Grief for 
the Lof& of a Miftrefs, or to fignify their Dif- 
pleafure for fome other Difappointments: Se 
the Duke of Azjou, King of Sicily, after the Lofs 
of that Kingdom, appear’d at a Tournament 
in Germany all in Black, wich his Shield of that 
Colour, fewé de Larmes, i.e. befprinkled with 
Drops of Water, to reprefent Tears ; and thus 
he thinks Black became inttoduc’d among the 
other Tin&ures. 

Thefe Colours, forme willtell you, have their 
own myftical Reprefentations in Heraldry : For 
Or is us’d to exprefs the Bearer’s Faith, Juftice, 
Temperance, Riches, Generofity, or Profperity : 
Argent, his Humility, Innocency, Beauty: And 
a white Shield was given to Novices when they 
went to the War, and before they had done 
any glorious AGion, Parma inglorius Alva, Virg: 
Azure, his Charity and Victory : Gales, his Mag- 
nanimity, Courage, Love and Charity : Sable; 
his Grief, Prudence, Honefty : Sé#cple or Vert, 
his Courtefy, Civility, Youth, and Abundance: 
But let this fuffice; thofe who would read 
| more on the Elements, Vertues, ec. of thefe 
; Metals.and Colours, may fatisfy themfelves out 
of Ferze in his Blazon of Gentry, or out of Leigh's 
Accidence of Armory, who have taken the Pains 
to inform you what they reprefent, when two 
or more are join’d together, if you credit No- 
tions which I believe were propagated only to 
reprefent Myfteries in a Science, wherein all 
Things fhould be accounted for. 

Sometimes (faith Mackenzy) thefe Colours 
have been us’d to difguife and conceal the Beas 
rer’s Origine. Thus fome were originally Mar- 
rays, but being forced to change their Name and 
leave their Country, they retain’d their Arms, 
but chang’d their Colours: For whereas the 
Marrays bore Azare, three Stars Argent, they 
bear now Argent, three Stars Azure. Colours; 
adds he, have been chang’d upon very honou- 
rable Occafions: And thus Ker of Cesfoord did 
bear Gules till their Chief was kil?d at Gamb/- 
path, upon the Border, fighting valiantly for 
his Country ; whereupon King “fames IV, ap- 
pointed, that for the future the Houfe of Ce/- 
foord fhou’d carry Vert, in remembrance of that 
green Field whereupon he was kill’d. Some: 
times alfo, faith he, Colours were chofen by 
Knights to their Arms, becaufe at Tiltings they 
us’d to appear in that Colour, and for that Rea- 
fon the firft Chrichtoun chofe his Lyon that he 
bears to be Azure. 

Sometimes the Things borne, are allow’d in 
their natural Colours; and then, as Mr. Gail- 
lim obferves, they are faid to be borne proper. 
But though this is allow’d ia the Charge, yet, 
faith he, in the Field it is not; for that mult 
be of either the ordinary Metals or Colours. 
Yet this fuffers fome Exceptions, as inthe Arms 
of Count de Prado in Spain, who bears a Meas 
dow proper, 7. e. a green Field charg’d with 
Flowers of feveral Colours. 

Some Heralds debate what Colotirs are no- 
bleft in Heraldry, and Barts de Infig. num. 29.

of Honour, p. 188. thinks unworthy our, notice, | rabra. 


and that not without Reafon; for of all that 
have written, there are fcarce two of Opinion 
which are moft worthy, fome arguing one 
Thing, and fomeanother: Therefore 1 humbly 
conceive with him, That the De- 
bate is impertinent in many Cafes ; 
for Colours are or were chofen to 
fuit beft the Nature of the Bearing; or for di- 
ftinguifhing the common Charges, and there- 
fore there can be no Precedency, for that Co- 
Jour is beft which is fitceft for the Intent; and 
this I am fure is a more fuitable Argument for 
the Art, which ought not to admit Fancies or 
Whims: Though otherwife it feems, that thofe 
Colours which have moft Refemblance to Light 
are the beft, and therefore is White preferable to 
all, to which Opinion my Author, Gailia, 
feems to lean: But others fay Gold is the beft, 
and Silver next unto it, as they are the wor- 
thieft Metals, and this, if any, feems moft rea- 
fonable. But I think it better to omit fuch Fan- 
cies, fesing they tend to alter the Defign: and 
Species of Or and Argent, making them Colours, 
viz. Yellow and White, and then that great 
Rule in Hevaldry againtt placing Colour upon 
Colour (which alone fhews thete to be Metals) 
wou’d be needlefs: Mackenzie is alfo of my 
Mind, faying, Colours are preferable only as 
they fuit beft with what is reprefented: As for 
Inftance: Three Pales Gales being to reprefent 
as many bloody Draughts by the King, and a 
Hand Gales in the Macferfons Arms, could not fo 
honourably have been reprefented by any other 
Colour; yet he feems to allow, that if the Bea- 
ring require no fpecial Colour, it is given as a 
Rule, that the Shield fhould be of a nobler 
Tincture than the Bearing; whence perhaps it 
is we have fo many Fields of Metal. The old 
Scots, faith he, I may fay the old Exglifh too, 
us’d to exprefs Colour. by the Word Tin- 
Cure.

Mackenzie, p. 20. obferves, That Colour and 
Metal mutt be us’d, or elfe Furr to fupply the 
Want of one, and that Colour cannot be put 
immediately upon Colour, nor Metal upon Me- 
tal, that is to fay, If the Field is Argent, the 
immediate Charge muft not be either Or, or 
Argent, but of fome Colour, as Azure, Gules, 
&c. and if the Field be of any Colour, then the 
immediate Charge muft be Or or Argent. The 


Reafon why I add the Word Immediate here, | 


is, becaufe though the Field be Or, yet the im- 


mediate Charge may bea Lyon or any Thin 
elfe: if that Lyon be chare’d with anot 
Charge (which Heralds call Super-cha 
that Super-charge may be Or: This 
not taken notice of by the Roman 
ferves cap.

The Reafon why this th 
he tells us, p.17. was, from the 
us’d by Soldiers, and others in their Habits, 
whillt they were in Armies, as, faith: he, Per. 
Sazé?. proves by many Citations. For it be 
a Cultom to embroider Gold or Silver upon 
or Silk upon Cloth of Gald or Silver, therefore 
it was afterwards appointed, That in Imita- 
tion of the Cloaths fo embroider’d’, Colour 
fhould not be us‘d upon Colour, nor Metal up- 
on Metal; and not from the Differences which 
fell out in the Trojaz War, betwixt the Fol- 
lowers of Achilles and Uljffes, whereupon Achil- 
#es’s Friends blazon’d only Metals, and Ulyffes’s 
Friends Colours; that fo by uniting them there 
might be an Union in Heraldry, and Arms 
might not be the Badges of Difcord any longer, 
as was the Opinion of a fanciful Italian. 

Notwithftanding this Rule is univerfal in He- 
raldry, yet, as Mackenzie, obferves p. 20. it ful 
fers its own Exceptions, as, 1. Heralds allow’d 
to Godfrey of Bolloigne, King of Ferufelem, Cra- 
Cele auream majorem, cum quatuor cruciculis aureis, 
in [cato argenteo, Chaff. deglor. mund. confi. 
concluf. 70. "To the End, that Menofeéing his 
Arms, fhou’d enquire after them, and fo learn 
the Fame of the Bearer: And the Frezch to this 
Day, call fuch irregular Bearings). des Armes 4 
enquerir, Arms to be inquired into) The 2d 
Exception is of the Extremities of Beafts, fuch 
as their Horns, Tongues, Nails,and their Crowns 
upon their Heads, which may be Metal or Go- 
lour be the Ficld either, they as pertaining to 
the Charge being in the Nature of a Super- 
charge, are reckon’d to be on the Beaft, not the 
Field. The 3d Exception is Marks of Cadency 
in Royal Families: ‘Thus the Houfe of Bourbon 
carry Battoons and Bordures Geis, on a Field 
Azure: The like, faith Mackenzie, isin our pri- 
vate Marks to younger. Brothers, fuchas our 
Mollets, Crefcents, ec. The 4th Exception is 
of the Colour Parpure; for Purple, as already 
faid, is accounted Metal-when it is upon Co- 
lour, and Colour when it is upon Metal, but I 
believe only through the aforefaid Miftake, 
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¢ Itherto of Colours and Metals : Now of 
“Burrs, according to the Series and 
* Courfe of our Diftribution before delivered. 
‘Burrs (ufed in Arms) are taken for the 
Skins of certain Beafts, {tripped from the Bo 
ies, and artificially trimmed, for che furring, 
bling, or lining of Robes and Garments, 
ing as well for State and Magnificence, as 
‘for wholfome and’ neceffary Ufe. And thefe 
* thus trimmed and imployed, are called in La. 
‘tin, pellicet, a pellendo, of driving away, (quite 
‘contrary in Senfe, though like in Sound, to 
pellices, a pellicendo, for drawing all to them) 
becaufe they do repel and refift the Extremi- 
ties of Cold, and preferve the Bodies that are 
‘covered with them in good Temperature. 
‘ Thefe are ufed as well in Doublings of the 
Mantles pertaining to Coat-Armours, as in 
*the Coat-Armours themfelves. 

Mackenzy finds fault with this his Reafon for 
the Bearing of Furrs in Coat-Armour, and not 
without Caufe; for, as he obferves p: 22. Shields 
were covered with Skins as thofe of the High- 
landers now are; which Coverings gave Occa- 
fion to the Furrs or Skins now in mention; and 
this is certainly a better Reafon for their being 
in Shields, than’ to fay, becaufe they were us’d 
in Mantlesand Garments. This indeed may be 
a better Argument why they are us’d in the 
Mantlings of Princes and Noblemen, but not 
in Shields.) Per. Sané. calls thefe Furts, Vel-

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© Tail thereof is of a Thumbs length, which is

and the Beaft White: But Ge/mor, in his Book 
of Animals fays, tis the Armenian Weezel, and 
changes its Colour according to the Seafon and 
Place in which it lives. And therefore our He- 
ralds make Ermyn to be a Furr, whereof the 
Ground is White, diftinguifhed with black 
Spots. It is hotly debated by MenefPrier and his 
namele(s Adverfary, whether thefe be the whole 


Skios of Ermyns, cr only their Tails that are re-, 


prefented in blazoning; but Mackenzie, p. 22. 
thinks them both to err; for, fays he, It can- 
not be the intire Skin with its own natural 
Spots only, for fome are very frequently fpot- 
ted; nor can it be their Tails only, as Mene/trier 
afferts, for their Tails are fo little that they 
would make ill furring. Therefore he thinks, 
that thefe Spots are added by Heralds, not on- 
ly in imitation of the fpotted Furrs us’d by La- 
dies, for thefe are regularly fpotted, and in He- 
raldry they are not, but to diverfify the many 
Coats of Arms: And thus fome bear one Spot 
inthe Middle, fome two, fome three, fome one 
in Chief, fome in a Quarter, and fome difpofe 
them as a Crofs, ec. they are called by the 
Ttalians, Armelini, and the Latins exprefs them, 
per maculas nigras murts ponticé. 

‘The Agyptians did propole this little Beaft 
‘ for an Hieroglyphick of Chaftity, Farne/. lib. 2. 
‘fol. 15. So greatly is this little Beait affected 
‘unto Cleannefs, as that fhe had rather expofe 
“her felf to the Hazard of being killed, or ta- 
‘ken by the Hunters, than fhe would pollute 
“her Coat with the Filth of the Birdlime laid 
© before the Entrance of the Cave to take her 
‘at her going in. Leigh in his former Part of 
“his Accidence, fol. 132. feemeth therein to con- 
tradiét himfelf, in that he affirmeth Ermyn tobe 
no Colour, but a Compound with a Metal, and 
ferveth as Metal only, For my own Part, [ do 
not fee how in Doubling of Mantles it fhould 
be reckoned a Metal, for that all Doublings or 
Linings of Robes and Garments, though per- 
haps not altogether, yet chiefly are ordained 
for the Repelling of Cold and weatlier’s Drift: 
To which Ufe Metals are moft unfit, as King 
Dionyfius declared, when coming into a Church 
where the Images were attired in moft rich 
golden Robes, he took them away, faying, 
Sach Garments were too cold for Winter, aud too 
heavy for Summer. A fair Pretence to cloak 
his facrilegious Avarice, The fame Author 
in his faid Accédence, fol. 75. making mention 
of this Furr, taketh occafionto commend a late 
prefcribed Order for the Diftribution of this 
rich and rare Furr, according to the Digni- 
ty of the Perfons to whom the Wearing there- 
of is allowed, which is this; That an Empe- 
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dering in their Apparel as thick fet together 
as they pleafe : A Duke may have in his Man- 
tle’s Cape, only four Raungs or Ranks of them: 
‘ A Marquis three Raungs and a half: An Earl 
© a Cape of three Raungs only. In fome Coats

ror, a King, or a Prince, may have the pou- | 


‘thefe are numbred, but then they extend not 
«to the Number of Ten. Thefe Rows or 
‘ Ranks before named are, of fome Authors, 
© called Timbers of Ermyn: For no Man under 
‘the Degree of a Baron, or a Knight of the 
‘ moft honourable Order of the Garter, may 
“have his Mantle doubled with Ermyn. 

Mackenzie, p. 24. fays, That Gaillim in this 
Place not only taxes Leigh of his ContradiGtion, 
but afferts Ermine to be a Colour, in which I 
think he is miftaken; for though he thinks it 
cannot be Metal, yet he doth not fay pofitively 
it is Colour, orto be us’d only as fuch. 

Mackenzy’s Opinion is, That it is neither Me- 
tal nor Colour, and fo may be put indifferently 
upon Metal or Colour, which certainly is good 
and allowable; but then his Reafon I do not 
like, which (in his own Words) is, Seeing it is 
a Compound of Metal and Colour; or, (as a 
Line or two below that) Seeing it is Metal aad 
Colour. 

For certainly to compofe Furr out of Metal, 
ec. is againfl Nature: And as Gailim tells us 
from Chriftine de Pice, That it is no Crime to 
calla Furr, White, I humbly conceive it ridi- 
culous to call it otherwife, as a Furr, Silver, 
(which Argent implies) and that for the fame 
Reafon deliver'd by him, véz. becaufe therein 
is to be underftood only as a Furr or Skin. 

Therefore I believe the Priviledge that Er- 
mine has, in being plac’d either as Metal or 
Colour, is from no other Reafon than that for 
all Animals or their Parts when borne Proper, 
viz. becaufe they are neither Metal nor Colour ; 
and that both have that Priviledge, may be 
feen by the Trefor armorique de France, by the 
Maccullochs in Scotland, and alfo by the Arms of 
Sir Griffith Williams, Bart. which are ancient, 
and furnifh us with an Inftance of both toge- 
ther, being Gales, a Chevron Ermine, betwixt 
three Hume Heads fidefaced,couped at the Necks 
Proper, and crined Gold’: I have alfo feen this 
Coat where their Hair has been Proper alfo. 

The firft Ufer (faith Mackenzie, p, 22.) of this 
Furr in Arms, was Bratus the Son of Sylvius, 
who having by Accident kill’d his Father, left 
that unfortunate Place, and travelling in Bre- 
taigne in France, fell afleep, where when he 
awoke he found this little Beaft upon his Shield, 
for which Reafon he took for Arms a Shield Er- 
mine, which are the Arms of Bretaigne to this 
Day. The Muajfbers, adds my Author, carry 
Ermine in token of their Defcent from Bretaigze, 
and he.obferves, that many Surnames, who al- 
ledge their Extra€tion from Fraace, do the fame ; 
by which he conjeCtures they came from Bre- 
taigne, whofe Inhabitants refiding on the Sea- 
Coaft were more enclin’d to travel than the 
other Freach. But fome Families, as the Cou- 


pers of Scotland, do, for more Security, carry 


both Flewrs de Lis and Ermine, to {hew their 

Defcent from the faid Province in France. 
How bee the Eftimation of Furrs were, 
and of what Account, we may perceive by the 
Injunction of Pope Iamocent the Lid, who, 
when 
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when he gave Abfolution to Henry of Falken- 
burgh, who was acceflary to the Slaughter of 
Conrad the firft Bifhop of Wirtsbargh, injoin’d 
him for Penance, to fight again{t the Saracens, 
but never to appear in Ermine, Vaére, or any 
other Colour made ufe of in Tournaments. 


© This is that other Furr 
© beforementioned, to con- 
¢ fift of a Mixture of White 
and Black, and hath 
© fome Refemblance of the 
‘ Former: but differeth in 
* this ; that where that ts 
© compofed of White pou- 
dered with Black; con- 
“trariwife this is Black 
© powdered with White. But neither in that, 
‘nor in this, flall you make any mention in Bla- 
© zon of any fuch Mixtures, but only ufe the 
* Name appropriated to either of them, which 
“doth fufficiently exprefs the Manner of their 
*Compofition to the Underftanding of thofe 
‘that are but meanly skilled in Blazon; the 
‘Name peculiarly alloted to this Furr, is Er- 
* mines.’ 

But this Mackenzie tejects as a Conceit or 
Fancy only of the Ezg/ifh, and that becaufe the 
French, whofe Heraldry we imitate, are igno- 
rant of it. They, fays he, p.23. call it not Br- 
mines, but Contre-Ermine, for which he quotes 
Columb. ps §2. and this certainly is moft proper, 
becaufe it denotes to every one that knows the 
Colour of Ermine the Colour of this Bearing, 
which Ermines doth not. 

He objects alfo againft the Names of thefe 
Furrs following, viz. Ermyncis and Pean, for 
the fame Reafon ; adding alfo, that he fup- 
pos’d the Ufe of one of them to arife thus: The 
French, fays he, call Furrs or Doublings des paz- 
nes or peanes, which poffibly gave occafion to 
this Miftake Peaw in fuch as underftand not the 
French Tongue, for they fay only Hermine, if it 
be proper, vz. White powdered with Black ; and 
when the Colours altet, they exprefs them as Or, 
powdered with Ermines Sable, or Sable with 
Ermines, Or 3 Semé D. or Hermins de Sable, Bara. 
p- 14. avd Columbier, p. 53. But Mackenzy mil- 
apprehends Gusllim’s quotation of Bara, when 
he fays, tis to prove the Name of Ermynois a 
proper One; “twas to fhew that fuch a colour’d 
Furr was in ufe, faying, there (wiz. p. 14:) 
may the Ufe thereof be found, as you may fee 
in the next Example. When this Error ftole 
into our Englifh Blazonry I know not, for all 
our Writers do ufe it, Carter from Gaillim and 
Guillim from Leigh, though who was the Au- 
thor I know not ; but this I am certain of, 
that whenfoever, or by whomfoever it was 
invented, it was like the DiftinGions of Vaére, 
Verrey, and Varry; which (tho’ Sir John Ferne 
p. 86. affigns to each its particular Difference) is 


i 


even by Guillim as wellas Mackexzy own’d to be 
ridiculous ; for no Nation can underftand that 
Part of our Heraldry, if granted to either, nor 
will either bear an intelligible Tranflation into 
any Language whatfoever: 

‘ Mr. Bofwell is of this Opinion, That Ermine 
“and Ermines ought never to be forted in Arms 
“with the Metal of their Colour, becaufe (faith 
‘he) they are but Furrs, and have no proper 
‘ Blazon with any Metal. Yet doth he parti- 
*cularly blazon the Coat of Walcot, fol. 106, in 
“the Atchievement of the Righr Honourable 
“Lord, Sir William Cecil, Knight, late Lord 
“Treafurer of England, where he might fitly. 
‘have taken Exception againft fuch Bearing, if 
“he could have produced any good Ground for 
‘ warranting fuch his Opinion ; in default where- 
‘of he there paffeth the fame over with fi- 
‘lence, knowing that Antiquity and Cuftom 
“which hath the Vigour of a Law, where there 
‘is no Law written) are powerful in Things of 
‘this Nature: He fecretly relinquifheth his Opi= 
“nion, forafmuch as it is manife{t, that not only 
‘Walcot, but Kéng/mell, and many others, both 
“ancient and modern, have ufed fuch Bearing 
¢ without contradiction. 


¢ Of thofe Furrs befores 
“mentioned, that are 
‘ compounded of Yellow 
‘and Black, this. is che 
* firtt, and is termed in 
© Blazon, Ermynois, whofe

If your Yaive doth confift of 
Argent and Azure, you mutt in Blazon thereof, 
fay only, He beareth aire; and it fuffic 
But if it be compofed of any other Colours, 
then you muft fay, He beareth Vaire of thefe 
or thofe Colours. The Lariz Blazoners, ma- 
king mention of this Sort of ring, do thus 
defcribe them, Portat arma variata ex pellibus 
lbis & caraleis, accounting them for Skins of 
‘Jittle Beafts. For that in ancient Times they 
‘ were ufed for Linings of Robes, and Mantles 
“of Senators, Confuls, Emperors and Kings, 
‘and thereupon are skilfully termed Doublings. 
“Of this Ufe of them, Alex. ab Alex. Genial. 
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Vaire (faith Mackenzie) is ordinarily of fix 
Ranks; ifthey be more or fewer, they muft be 
exprefs'd : Which Rule the French ftill obferve. 
The French likewife obferve,T hat if the Pieces be 
of Metal, (that is of the Colour of either Metal} 
and made not in Form of a Glafs but of a Bell; 
then they are to be call’d Beffroy, Colomb. p. 58. 
& on dit ala band de Beffroy de Vaire: @? ane feul 
tire, That is, of one Rank. 

The Origine of Vaire faith Mackenzie,p.23.) is 
from the Furr of a Beaft call’d Varws, whofe 
Back is a Blue-gray, its Belly being White, and 
therefore Heralds have exprefs’d it White and 
Blue in Colours; and when the Head and Feet 
of that Beaft is taken from its Skin, it refem- 
bles (as Guillim mentions) much the Figure of 
Vaire usd by the Heralds, vid. Aldrovand, de 
quadruped. lib. 2.cap.24. And why they are not 
us’d Blue-gray in Heraldry is, becaufe that Art 
admits no mix’d Colours (unlefs in whole 
Beafts, ec. proper) but accepts Biue as the 
neareft to Blue-gray, and the Reafon it is us’d 
neither all Blue nor all White, is, becaufe the 
Skin is parted into thofe different Colours. 

The firft Ufe of them in Heraldry (adds 
Mackenzie) is faid to be from le Segnear de Cou- 
cies, fighting in Huagary, and feeing his Army 
fly, pull’d out the Doubling or Lining of his 
Cloak, which was of thofe Colours, and hung 
it up as an Enfign: whereupon ‘the Soldiers 
knowing his Courage, and confiding in it, re- 
turn’d to the Battle and overcame their Enemy,

but others, he fays, call it fo from the Varia- 
tion of its Colours, as Guillim mention’d. He 
agrees to the fame Rules Mr. Guéllim has laid 
down concerning it, both as to its Blazon and 
Compofition, faying, It muft always be of 
White or Yellow, and fome other Colour, and 
that in Blazon you muft begin with the Colour 
like Metal, that is, with the Yellow or White. 
But I think this to be a Rule fo erroneous, un- 
lefs you cou’d confine all Vaéres to give the firft 
Place to Yellow or White; which Praétice has 
decry’d, that we, by Blazon, fhall never know 
when the Colour of Metal, or the other Co.

of Argent.and Azure, then it is fo call’d, and no 
Colours nauPd: But if it confifts of any other Co- 
lour, then it is blazoned of fuch and fuch Co- 
lours.

: compos’d only of different 
Colours, parted per Pale, or per Feffe, that the 
Nobler fhou’d be in the upper Part, or upon 
the right Side: Quoties arma fiunt ex diverfis co- 
lovibus, femper nobilior color nobilioré in loco po~ 
nendus, Hopping, c. 11. lex. 4. And befides this, 
you will find many other Examples in this 
Work. 

The French, fo far as I have obferv’d, ufe no 
fuch Partition as this, they fay, in fuch a Bear- 
ing, Sable, a la pointe d? Argent, as you may, fee 
in the Arms of 9. Blatfe, in Baron’s ? Art Herald. 
p. 32. which is Azare and Argent, where the 
upper Part is made the Field and the Lower a 
Charge, which they cali a Posste, placing it 
among their honourable Pzeces or Ordinaries ; 
though, as I remember, the two Lines whereof 
they form this Poiwre, are drawn rather more 
out of the Bafe than in this above Cut. But 
for my Part, I think the Chevron as well as the 
Pale or Bend, as it is by all allow’d an honoura- 
ble Ordinary, may have given Birth to a Form of 
Partition; or if you go by the Cutting and 
Slafhing before-mentioned, the Shield may pof- 
fibly be cut in this Manner as well as the fore- 
going Forms; and if fo, why the French fhould 
make a Charge of it, and not a Partition, as 
they do of the Reft, I fee no Reafon; and there- 
fore do better approve of our Englifh Cuftom, 
who make it a Partition only. 


So much of Arms confifting of fingle Lines 
of Partition, both perpendicular and cranfverfe : 
Now follow Examples of fuch as are form’d of 
a mix’d Kind.

T cannot conceive what bad Armoury it wou’d 
be, if a Fe/s or Bar, of one Colour or Counter- 
chang’d, was laid over the Whole, and what 
Reafon Leigh wou'd have given, why fuch Re- 
ftraint fhou’d be put upon this, and not upon 
any other Partition ; or why each Part charg’d 
in the Partition, fhou’d not fuit as wellas when 
the Ordinary it felf isborn; of which the Aug- 
mentation in the Coat of his Grace the prefent 
Duke of Somerfér, whofe Name is Seymour, isan 
inftance.

as was before obferw’d, Evgrefleé or Engrellec ; 
It’s true Derivation being from Graile, a 
French Word, fignifying Hail; as Exgrade, in 
common Freach, doth any Thing ftruck there- 
with; the Form of which being round, notch- 
eth the Edges of Tree-leaves, as reprefented 
by this Line. Pa peer 

Waved, every One knows its Signification , 
and for Vadé, which is a Term as often given to 
the fame Line,tis borrow’d from the Word Oxdeé, 
i.e. Wav’d in common Frevch, and hath the 
fame Pronunciation almoft as Uzdé, or Undy in 
the Englifh Diale&t: And hence it is, I fuppofe, 
that our Armourifts, through their Ignorance of 
the French Tongue, have corruptly writ it. 

This Line reprefents the heaving Motion of 
the Sea; whence it becomes a fuitable Emblem 
and DiftinG@ion for fuch as raife themfelves by 
worthy Atchievements thereon: Thus did 
Sir Francis Drake, that famous Commander in 
the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, and, as a Cog- 
nizance, receiv’d, for Arms, a Fefs waved be- 
tween the two Pole-Stars, his Travels being fo 
great, as that he was faid to vifit them both. 
Another Inftance is, the ancient Drammonds, a 
worthy North-Britifb Family, who carry three 
Barrs waved, their Ancefter having, by his 
Skill, conducted his Sovereign, Queen Margarer, 
through many Storms. ‘This Kind of Line is 
called, by the Latins, Undiformis or Undulata, 
Pet. Sanct. p. 163. and fometimes I have feen it 
written Usdata. 

Nebalé, ov Nebuly, is a Word alfo which we 
are indebted to the Fresch for, in whofe Lan- 
guage it fignifies the fame as Nebulewx, i.e. 
cloudy; and Monfieur Baroy, in his Art He- 
raldique, p. 34. ufeth the Word as wedo: Tho’ 
fometimes (as Mackenzy obferves out of Colomé. 
p- 102.) the Freach call this Line Nuance, which 
properly fignifies a Shadowing or Clouding with 
Colours of one Kind, and deriv’d it may be 
from Nadux, i.e. Clouds: It is call’d by the 
Latins, Linea nubilofa; and, as was obferv’d 
of the waved Line, may be alfo a fuitable Di- 
ftinGtion for fuch as are eminent for their Skill 
in Navigation and Pilotry, that Employment 
obliging them to feek Knowledge in Clouds and 
Storms. 

Crenellé is a French Word, fignifying the Bat- 
tlements of ‘Towers and Houfes, as the Figure 
of that Line reprefents ; and deriv’d it may be 
from Crev, which, in that Tongue, is a Breach 
or Notch. This Line may well diftinguifh fuch 
as have defended Caftles, or are skilful and have 
perform’d fomething commendable in Archi- 
te€ture, fuch an one as the famous Sir Chrifto- 
pher Wren, for his incomparable Judgment and 
Defign, viGible in our glorious Cathedral dedi- 
cated to St.Paul, commonly call’d St. Paul’s 
Church. The Latins call this Line Lizea pin. 
wata, 

Indented, as you may perceive, is with fmall 
Teeth, and Dancetré with deep and broad Ones; 
therefore the former is now term’d Deatata ab- 


folutely, and the latter Dentes decumani in Ea 
tin, and Di non ordinaria grandezza by the Ita~ 
fians. But fome, and that many too, think ori- 
ginally, that both thefe Lines were one, and 
thus the Latins and French have promifcuoufly 
called them Dentatas, vid. Skinner. But indeed 
Baron, in his Art Heraldigue, calls our Dan- 
cette, Vivrée, and our indented, Danced. And 
Favin, in his Theatre of Homour, lib. 3, cap, 1. 
p- 11. has Exdentée and Endenchée, by both of 
whom it fhow’d feem as though latterly they 
have made fome Diftinétion in their Names. 

_ There is yet another Sort of Line fometimes 
in Ufe in Armoury, which cannot be properly 
termd Rect-Angular nor Accute, and that is 
this following, which we call Raguly.

But before I fhut up this Chapter, it may not 
be improper to give my Opinion, why the An- 
cients term’d the Surface of the Shield, the 
Field; which is, becaufe they carry’d thereon 
thofe Enfigns which their Valour, ¢c, had 
gain’d them in the Field. 


‘Such Bearing hath undergone the fharp Cen- 
fure of thofe that judged it to have been ocs 
cafioned by reafon of formic pascal like, 
or unthrifty Quality, in regard that the fame 
reprefenteth aShadow void of Subftance. Others 
‘are of Opinion, that their Owners ete fuch, 
whofe Proge nitors in fore- pafled Times have 
born the fame effentially and compleatly, ac- 
cording to the true Ufe of Bearing: But for- 
h as their Patrimony and Poffeffions 
ere much impaired, or utterly wafted ; their 
phews and Kinfmen fecing themfelves de- 
prived of their Taheritance, and yet living in 
hope, that in future Time the fame may (by 
* fome unexpected Accident) revert unto them-

ordinary Differences) chufe rather to bear 
their Arms umbrated, that whenfoever either 
that Inheritance, or any other high Fortunes 
fhould light on their Family, they might again 
refume the worited Subftance to fuch their 
umbrated Form, and fo reduce their Armsto 
their ancient Bearing.

Nor is our Cuftom 
more reafonable, becaufe neither do we keep up 
to the Rules we deliver; for cho’ we never fay 
three Pales we do three Pallets, which is much 
the fame Thing; for as the Pallet is one half of 
the Pale, and confequently the fixth Part of the 
Field, fo cannot three of them ftand at once in 
one Shield and ftand free, as al] Ordinaries mutt, 
unlefs the Shield be divided into feven Parts to 
fhew the Field on each fide of the Charge, 
which wou’d be to rob the Pallet, making it a 
feventh Part inftead of a Sixth; unlefs you 
would make thofe Parts of the Field betwixt 
the Pallets, lefs than the Pallets, that they might 
retain the Size, which is a Freedom that I never 
faw taken or allow’d by any: Befides, fince as 
our Englifb fay, Ordinaries of this Kind are 
known by their Size, the Field muift be equally 
divided, elfe they cannot readily be difcern’d. 
Tis the fame with our Barr and its Diminu- 
tives; for when we find a Coat divided into fe- 
ven equal Parts, we blazon it three Barrs; yet 
tell you, the Barrs muft ever contain the fifth 
Part of the Field, which then is impoffible ; nor 
can it be blazon’d three Cloffets, becaufe a Clof- 
fet is ever the Half of a Barr, and the tenth Part 
of the Shield : Nor yet three Barrulets, becaufe 
a Barrulet is ever the fourth Part of a Barr, and 
confequently the zoth of the Field: From 
whence it appears as reafonable to fay three Fa- 
ces as three Barrs, three Pales as three Pallets, 
three Bends as three Bendlets; nay, if we will 
any ways have an Hye to Uniformity, more 
reafonable in that it agrees with Foreigners, and 
hath no Variety of Terms. Mackenzy doth 
efteem the French Way, and ufe it; and if we 
did, I think we fhould do better.

This is like unto what the Frezch call a Ver 
get; and when they find fuch a Bearing on a 
Pale, they fay a Pale charged with another lit- 
tle Pale or Verget.  Mackenzy p.32. c.11. thinks 
Endorfe is alfo an old French Term, and fignifies 
to put upon the Back of any Thing, in dor/o ; 
(Endoffé now fignifies endorfed in Freneh) and 
therefore Executions of Summons, are called 
Indorfations, becaufe they are written on the 
Back of the Summons. And poffibly the Signifi- 
cation of Endorfé might lead Leigh to what he is 
above condemn’d for by Sir John Ferne, as bold. 

‘Now from the Pale, aind the feveral Sub. 
“divifions thereof, let us come to the Bend, and 
* the diftin&t Parts of the fame. A Bend is an

Some Lawyers, faith Mackenzy, p. 76. c. 22. 
call this Figure Barra five Bacalum, Sintag. jur. 
cap. 6. num. 6. lib. 45. Some Tiea lutea, Hopping. 
Some linea, Tepat. cap. 5. Some call it divifé 
Mar. queft, 1140. The Germans call it Strich, 
and Bachovius moft improperly Tigaum, which 
fignifies a Chevron. 

6 This isthe proper and moft ufual Note of 
‘Illegitimation (perhaps for the Affinity be- 
*twixt Bafton and Baftards; or elfe for that 
‘ Baftards loft the Priviledge of Freemen, and 
* fo were fubjeC to the fervile Stroke) and it 
*containeth the fourth Part of the Bend fini- 
“ fter; and being thus born, differeth from all 
* the Subdivifions of the Ordinaries before ma- 
‘ nifefted fufficiently, what conformity foever 
“any of them may feem to have therewith. 
‘ This Mark was devifed both to reftrain Men 
‘truly generous, from the filthy Stain of this 
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‘bafe (but common) Sin, when they confider, 
‘ that fuch Accufation to themfelves, and Shame 
“to their Iffue, fhall never be fevered from their 
‘ Coat-Armour, which fhould be the Blazon of 
‘their Honour. For let the fpurious Birth have 
* never fo noble a Father, yet he is Bafe-born; 
‘and Bafe will be ever the firft Syllable ina Ba- 
‘ ftard’s Name, till by his own Vertues he hath 
‘ wafhed off the Stains of his Father’s Vice, as 
“many high Spirits have done ; who though fo 
‘born, have attained to the higheft Pitch of 
‘Glory. Every Baftard may have his Battoon 
‘of what Colour he will, but not of Metal, 
‘which is for the Baflards of Princes. At the 
‘ firft, Baftards were prohibited to bear the 
‘ Arms of their reputed Fathers. Then (faith 
‘Sir Fohn Ferne in his Glory of Generofity) they 
‘did fince obtain a Toleration from Sovereigns 
‘and Kings, to be made Legitimate, and to be 
“ matriculated by the King’s Grant, as Children 
‘lawfully born: Which Grant did enable them 
“to be capable of many Immunities and. Prero- 
“ gatives which others lawfully begotten do en- 
‘ joy: And fo by fuch Legitimation they are dif 
‘ charged of all thofe Difhonours which in for- 
“mer Time they were fubje@ unto; and were 
‘acquitted from the Stain of their Baitardy, Ex- 
“ cepto quod ex tali legitimatione non admitteban- 
“tur ad Fura Sanguinis cum aliis Filis : Except 
‘only, that they had not the Right of Blood 
‘ and Inheritance thereby. 

‘ By Pretence of thefe Legitimations, they 
6 bear the Coat-Armour of their reputed Ance- 
‘ftors, witha Sign of Baftardy, now commonly 
‘known to every Man, by reafon of frequent 
¢Ufe: Which Mark (as fomedo hold) neither 
* they nor their Children fhall ever remove or 
“lay afide, Ne fordes per errorem inter pracipuos 
‘ reputentur ; left the Fruits of Luft fhould, by 
‘ Error gain the Eftimation of Generofity. 

‘ Uptow calleth this Bafton or Battoon, a Fit 
‘fure, and making mention of the variable 
‘ Forms thereof, faith, Ife Fiffure tot modis va- 
‘ viantur, quod modis fiunt bende: Thefe Fiffures 
‘have as many Varieties of Forms as the Bends 
* have.

This is an Opinion not altogether different 
from that which I told you the Scots had receiv- 
ed, and Mackenzy condemn’d ; becaufe, as he 
faid, all Marks of Baftardy fhould be finifter: 
That is (as IT take his Meaning) when they bear 
the Coat of their afferted Father, with fuch an 
Appofition (denoting the Baftardy) as was not 
inthe Coat before. Poffibly Baltards may have 
been diftinguifh’d by broken Ordinaries, as in 
the Coat before us and their like: But then 
thofe Ordinaries, ¢c. were in the Arms of their 
afferted Father, and by being thus broken, 
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when fet by his, plainly fhew’d the Abatement. 
But however, I willnot asyet, pry too far into 
thefe mighty Matters, fince they are term’d, 
The Secrets of Heralds, becaufe I have referv’d 
a Place in my Traé# of Difference for that End. 

Was I to blazon this Kind of Bearing, it 
fhou’d be thus: A Bend, Rompa, from Rampo, 
to break ; for that it appears to me like the Che 
vron in a following Example, viz. Broken or 
Cut, and fo one Part turning down, or lifted up; 
nor can I conceive it to be Dancerré. 

‘ Befides thofe Bearings bendwife above de- 
*‘monftrated, we mentioned another by the 
‘ Name of a Bendlet, which hath greater Re- 
‘femblance with a Bend than any of the reft; 
“and by the Name it may feem to be fome Sub- 
‘divifion of the Bend. It hath yet no certain 
‘ Quantity, but containeth evermore a fixth Part 
‘of the Field (according to the Obfervation of 
‘ Leigh) whereof you have an Example in this 
“next Efcutcheon.

‘was it ever accounted moft difhonourable for 
“any juft Caufe to be again deprived of the Dig- 
‘nity thereof; neither fhould fuch an one be 
‘reftored thereunto, but upon very fingular 
“and efpecial Defert, as Ferettws noteth, where 
‘he faith, Augu/tus laudabiliter militarem difci- 
© plinam gelfit feveriffime : & privatos militari Cin- 
‘ gulo nunquam reftituit, nit illos pra ceteris vir- 
“tatum merita infignirent : Auguftus the Empe- 
“ror, got much Honour by the Severity of his 
¢ military Difcipline: For if a Man were once 
‘deprived of his arming Girdle, he never would 
‘ reflore it, unlefs he performed fome excellent 
‘Service above all others. Notwithftanding, 
‘ there is alfoone Kind of putting off the Belt,

* till drawing their Swords, like Warriours in 
‘Times and Places of War, prove (for the 
“moft Part) peaceabler and calmer than they

‘ Buc if a Knight be difarmed of his military 
‘Girdle by his Demerits and Offence, he is 
‘ therewithal deprived of all military Priviledges, 
‘like as it fareth with a Captain, who (if he

“ces is continued unto this Day with greater 
© Severity and much more Infamy than in former 
“Times. Depofitio Cingulorum G Baltheorum 
* Caith Wolfeangus Lazius) quod genus pena pro- 
prio feorfim vocabulo difcinttura C recinitura vo-~ 
“cabatar, manet hodie adhuc in ordine Equeftri, 
‘ majori quam olim ignominia. Quo ritu (ut nos 
‘ dicimus) Equites aurati degradantur. The De- 
“ priving of the Belt (which was wont to be 
‘termed the Difcin@ure or Ungirding) is at 
* this Day {till in Ufe amongft Knights, and with 
‘more Ignominy than it was in ancient Times : 
‘ Which is nothing elfe but that which we call 
* degrading of a Knight. If any ask me, How 
“this comes about that fuch Degradation of a 
* Knight is more infamous than of Old? I an- 
* fwer, It is becaufe it is more rare, and there- 
* fore more remarkable. If again you ask, Why 
‘it is more rare than of Old? I anfwer, Be- 
*caufe it is more infamous, and therefore 
‘ Princes are more unwilling to infliG@ it. How- 
£ foever, the Truth is, That bafe and unknight- 
“ly AGtions and Qualities, deferve a bafe and 
* unknightly Chaftifement.

© This Ordinary is refembled to a Pair of 
‘ Barge-couples or Rafters, fuch as Carpenters 
“do fet on the higheft Part of the Houfe, for 
‘ bearing of the Roof thereof; and betokeneth 
‘ the Atchieving of fome Bufinefs of Moment, 
‘or the Finifhing of fome chargeable and me- 
‘morable Work. This was anciently the ufual 
‘ Form of Bearing of the Chevron, as appear- 
“eth by many Sealsand Monuments yet extant, 
‘and is moft agreeable to Reafon, that as it re- 
¢ prefenteth the Roof of a Houfe (though I am 
“not ignorant that Leigh faith, it was in old 
‘ Times the Attire for the Heads of Women- 


|< Priefts) fo accordingly it fhould be extended 


‘tothe higheft Part of the Efcutcheon, though 
‘far different is the Bearing thereof in thefe 
‘Days. In which refpe€ ic were fit that com- 
mon Painters, the common Diforderers of 
¢ thefe Tokens of Honour, were better looked 
‘unto; who both in former Ages, and much 
‘more in thefe Days, have greatly corrupted 
‘ thefe honourable Signs, by adding their new 
¢ fantaftical Inventions; that fo they might 
¢ make the Things born in Coat-Armour more 
« perfpicuous to the View, or becaufe they would 
‘ be thought to be well overfeen in Heraldry. 
‘For indeed they want the Eye of Judgment, 
‘ to fee and difcern that fuch is the Excellency of 
¢ thefe honourable Tokens, that the leaft altera-

© occafion a Change in them fo great, as that 
‘ they thereby differ from themfelves, not only

14.) now it is 
call'd Tigaum, or Cantherins, by the Italian, Ca- 
priolo or Caviletto, and is given by Heralds to 
fuch as have fupply’d their Prince, Country, or

fon of which was (faith he) that when

of England : Alfo Robert/one of Struaa gor 
a Chevron added to his Shield, for taking Gra- 
bam, who kill?d King James the Ift, but he has 
nor us’d it of late, faith he, becaufe he thought 
it a Mark of Cadency.

* He beareth Argent, a 
“ Chevronel, Vere. Of thefe 
‘(faith Leigh) you may 
‘ have no more than three

Although I might feem to fet this Chapter 
a-part for the honourable Ordinaries ; yet, fee- 
ing there are other Ordinaries (fomething lefs 
frequent) that are form’d by the like Lines, I 
thought proper to infert them here, although 
they do preceed fome of the honourable Ones, 
which being compos’d of more Lines, I am 
conftrain’d by my late mention’d Method to 
treat of after fuch as have lefs: The fir of thefe 
Ordinaries is the Gyron.

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‘A Gyro is an Ordinary confifting of two!‘ Efcutcheon, and meeting with the fame in 


© ftreight Lines drawn from divers Parts of the 
‘ Efcutcheon, and meeting in an Acute-Angle 
‘in the Fefs Point of the fame. A Gyron (as 
*one faith) is the fame that we call in Latin 
* Gremium, which fignifieth a Lap, and is the 
‘Space between the Thighs; and thence per- 
‘chance do we call the Groyz; which Name, 
“whether it be given to this Charge, becaufe 
‘it determines 7# gremio, in the very Lap or 
© Midft of the Hicutcheon, or becaufe it hatha 
* Bending like the Thigh and Leg together, I 
“ cannot define.’ 

Mackenzy p.27. ¢.8. faith, That Gyrow is the 
Freach Word for Bofom ; and that Gyros were 
fo call’d, becaufe they met in or about the Bo- 
fom: They were of old call’d, Cotrarie-conid, 
becaufe they did meet in Cowo, portat arma con- 
tra conata ex otto partibus, Vid. Fern. 211. They 
are inthe Latin call’d, Pianule oftone, and Merlz 
octango-laxi by the Italians: And therefore if 
they be eight, faith he, the Number need not 
be exprefs’d, but if there be fewer or more it 
mutt. Berengarius was fo cald, faith Mackenzy, 
Quia ejus Arma erant bene gyronata. 

*Gyrows are born diverfely, viz. fingle, by 
* couples of fix, of eight, of ten, and of twelve, 
“as {hall appear hereafter, where I fhall fpeak 
‘of Arms having no Tin@ure predominating. 
* For the Making this Ordinary, behold this 
* next Efcutcheon, where you fhall find one fingle 
* Gyron alone, which doth beft exprefs the Man- 
‘ner thereof: As in Example.

“A Canton is an Ordinary framed of two

‘with ina Right-Angle, near to the Corner of 
“the Efcutcheon, as in this next appeareth. 


‘ He beareth Argent, a

‘Ordinary is termed a 
* Canton, becaufe it oc. 
* cupieth but a Corner or 
*Cantel ofthe Efcutcheon. 
“Some Armourifts do 
‘hold, That the Canton 
“is a Reward given to 
“Gentlemen, Efquires, 
‘and Knights, for Service done by them, and 
“not to a Baron. Some others notwith- 
“flanding are of a different Opinion, That a 
‘Canton may well befeem an Earl or a Baron 
“receiving the fame at his Sovereign’s Hand; 
“yet is the Quarter to be preferred in Dignity 
‘before the fame: And before them both, 
“Sir Joho Ferne preferreth the Efcutcheon of 
* Pretence, which he calleth an Engifler or Fefty- 
‘ Target. 

In this Mackenzy, p.27. c.8. agrees pretty 
well with Gaillim ; for, fays he, it is call’d Can- 
ton from the Frezch Word Canton, which figni- 
fies a Corner; and it reprefents the Banner 
that has been given to the Bearer, asa Reward 
of his Service; or at leaft is equivalent, as if a 
Banner had been given to him. 

‘ Note, ‘That a Canton parted traverfe-ways, 
‘ whether it be from the dexter Corner, or from 
‘ the Sinifter, doth make two bafe Squires. And 
‘if the Canton be placed in the dexter Corner 
‘of the Efcutcheon, you muft in blazon only 
‘name it a Canton, not making any mention 
‘ of the local Situation thereof: But if it be pla- 
“ced on the contrary Side, then muft you in 
¢ Blazon add this Word Sinifter, as he beareth 
“a Canton finifter. The finifter Canton is all 
‘one with the Dexter in Form, in Quantity, 
‘and in Eftimation, but differeth from the fame, 
* both in regard of the local Pofition thereof (by 
6 reafon that it is placed in the finifter Corner of 
‘the Efcutcheon) as alfo in that it is not of fo 
¢ frequent Ufe. 

‘ Hitherto of a Canton, now of a Quarters 

* The Quarter is an Ordinary of like Compo- 
‘ fition with the Canton, and holdeth the fame 
Places, and hath great refemblance thereof ; 
‘infomuch as the fame Rules and Obfervations 
“that do ferve for the One, may be attributed 
‘to the Other, Quéa fimiliam fimilis oft ani 
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* of like Things, the Reafon is alike. The only 
‘ Difference between them is, That the Cantona 
* kkeepeth only a Cantle or {mall Portion of the 
* Corner of the Efcutcheon, and the Quarter com- 
* prehendeth the full fourth Part of the Efcutche- 
‘on: As in Example. 

Mackenzy, p.27. is miftaken, where he makes 
the Canton and Quarter to be all one: And 
this J underftand as much from his own Deri- 
vation of the Word Canton, lately mentioned, 
as any other Confideration ; for, fays he, the 
Canton isa Corner; and that a Corner of any 
Thing is improperly cal’d a Quarter thereof, 
I need not prove. 


© He beareth Verrey, Ar- 
‘ gent and Sable, a Quar- 
‘ter, Gules, by she Name 
© of Eftanton, Albeit that 
¢ (according to Leigh) the 
¢ Quarter is for, the molt 
‘Part given by Emperors 
‘ and Kings toa Baron (at 
‘the leaft) for fome f{pe- 
‘cial or acceptable Ser- 
“vice done by him ; yet do we find the fame 
“beftowed upon Perfons of meaner Dignity for 
‘like Occafion. Contrariwife, the Canton (be-

‘ Having fpoken of the Canton and Quarter, 
“as much as for this prefent is requifice, I will 
“referve fome other their Adjuncts to a more 
“convenient Place. And will now fpeak of a 
Pile, fhewing fome variable Examples of the 
© diverfe Bearings thereof. 


¢ A Pile is an Ordinary confifting of a two- 
‘ fold Line, formed after the Manner of a Wedge ; 
* that isto fay, broad at the upper End, and fo 
‘ leffening by Degrees throughout with a come- 
‘ly Narrownefs and taper Growth, meeting to- 
¢ gether at the lower End in an Acute-Angle, as 
“in this next Efcutcheon appeareth. 


“ The late Editor of this Book took the Pile, 
“ to be derived from Pi/um, an ancient Weapon 
“ peculiar to the Romans, {haped fomewhat like 
“a Dart without Feathers, but thicker at the 
“ great End, and waxing fmaller Taper-wife, 
“ being about five Foot in length, and fharp- 
“ned atthe Point with Steel: And fuch (faith 
“ he) were the offenfive Arms of the Ha/taté and 
“ Principes, as Polybins of the Roman Militia af- 
“ firmeth: And Generals themfelves have born 
“ them in their Marches, perhaps to encourage 
“ the Soldiers by their Examples ; all which is 
“ proved by the excellent Lucaz, lib, 1. who la- 
“menting the Mifery of a Civil War, thus 
“ complains :

But a Pile in Heraldry (faith Mackenzy p27. 
c. 8.) reprefents that Engine whereby Soldiers 
and others fecured the Foundations of their 
Buildings; and have fince been given to fuch as 
were very ufeful in founding Commonwealths, 
Colonies, or Families: But three Piles are often 
miftaken (as he conceives) both in Exgland and 
Scotland, for the Paffion-Nails ; which were or- 
dinary Symbols affum’d by fuch as went to the 
Holy Land. And thus (faith he) I blazon the 
Wifbarts Arms, Argeat, three Paffion-nails Gales, 
meeting in Point, for they refemble exatly the 
Jefuits Cognizance, which is three Paffion-nails. 
And generally in France and Spain, where thefe 
Piles are Gales and meet in Point, they are call’d 
Paffion-nails: And he the rather believes this, 
becaufe Spelman, p. 572. relates, That the 
Wifbarts got this Name out of Malice from the 
Saracens, whom Robert, the firft of that Name, 
did much perfecute, about the Time of the Nor- 
man Conquelt. 

But the Nails we very frequently fee in Ez- 
glifh Coat-Armours, are like the real Nails which 
Antiquity us’d, and notlike Piles. *Tis proba- 
ble, in thofe ancient zealous Times, Nails might 
reprefent the Paflion-nails, and in fuch Coats 
the Blazon is not improper.

This was the 
Gentleman that writ the 

’ Oétavo, Entitled, The De- 
fence of Arms and Armoury, which I have quoted 
in my Introduétion,'and he that was fuppos’d 
to have a chief Hand in Morgan’s Sphere of 
Gentry. 

* Sometimes ‘you fhall find this Ordinary born 
© tranfpofed or reverfed, contrary to the ufual 
“ Form of their Bearing, viz. with their Points 
‘upward, which naturally ought to be down- 
“wards, being fuppofed to be a Piece of Tim- 
©ber, whofé nether Part is fharp’ned, to the

It hath its Name, faith Mackenzy p. 28. ¢. 8. 
as Skinner obferves, 2 fimilitudine uterum anti- 
quorum: Animi candorem notat, Herodian, in fe- 
vero, Pp. 223. But Spelman (fays be) afferts, that 
they are the Facings of Gowns which were of 
old fo fhap’d. Others alfo there are who think 
thefe Flafques to be the proper Rewards given 
by Princes, to fuch as have ferv’d them as do- 
meftick Servants: For the Voider, which is the 
Diminutive of the Flafque, is acknowledg’d by 
Guillim (as you will by and by fee) to be the 
Reward for domeftick Service, c eadem eft ratio 
totius, & partis, 


© The next in Order is the Flanch, which is 
‘an Ordinary formed of an Arch-line, taking its 
‘ Beginning from the Corner of the Chief, and 
© from thence compaffing orderly with a fwel- 
‘ling Emboffment, until it come near to the 
* Nombril of the Efcutcheon, and thence pro- 
* portionably declining to the finifter bafe Point, 
© as in this next Efcutcheon. 


‘He beareth Ermine, 
© two Flanches, Vert. This 
© (faith Leigh) is one De- 
* gree under the aforefaid 
‘Flafque, yet it is com- 
‘mendable Armoury. This 
© Word Flanch (as fome 
* do hold) is derived from 
“the French Word Flans, 
‘which fignifieth the 
¢ Flank of a Man or Beaft, that includeth the 
* fall Guts, becaufe that Pare ftrutteth out, 
* cum tumore quodam, as it were a blown Bladder. 
“Sometimes you may find this Ordinary made

© Laft of all in our Ordinaries, cometh the 
© Voider, confifting of one Arch-line moderate- 


‘ Degrees, towards the Nombril of the Efcu- 
*tcheon, and from thence in like Sort declin- 
‘ ing, until it come unto the finifter Bafe, and 
‘hath a more near Refemblance of the Bent of 
‘a Bow than the Flanch hath, in that it rifeth 
‘not with fo deep a Compafs: As in Example. 


“He beareth Tenne, two 
© Voiders, Or. This is the 
* Reward of a Gentlewo- 
‘man for Service by her 
* done to the Prince; but 
*then the Voider fhould 
* be of one of the nine Furs 
‘or Doublings. Such Re- 
° ward (faith Leigh) might 
‘the Dutchefs of Mone- 
‘ fort have given to her Gentlewoman, who 
‘ferved her moft diligently, not only while 
‘fhe kept the Town of Hanybor, but alfo when 
‘ fhe rode armed intothe Field, and fcared the 
‘ Frenchmen from the Siege thereof. Thefe are 
* called Voiders, either becaufe of the Shallow- 
‘nefs wherein they do refemble the accuftom- 
‘ed voiding Plates with narrow Brims ufed at 
‘Tables; or elfe of the French Word Voire, 
‘which fignifieth a Looking-glafs or Mirrour, 
‘ (which in ancient Times were commonly made 
‘in that bulging Form) efpecially confidering 
‘ they are given toGentlewomen in recompence 
‘of Service, unto whom fuch Gifts are,accept- 
‘able; and withal implying, that Gentlewo- 
‘ men fo well deferving, fhould be Mirrors and 
‘ Patterns to others of their Sex, wherein to be- 
“hold both their Duties, and the due Reward of 
* Vertues. His Counfel: was fo very behoveful, 
‘ who advifed all Gentlewomen often to look 
‘on Glaffes, that fo, if they faw themfelves 
‘ beautiful, they might be ftirred up to make 
“their Minds as fair by Vertue, as their Faces 
‘ were by Nature : But if deformed, they might 
‘make amends for their outward Deformity, 
‘ with their intern Pulchritude and gracious Qua- 
‘lities And thofe that are proud of their Beau- 
‘ty, fhould confider, that their own Hue is as 
‘brittle as the Glafs wherein they fee it; and 
‘ that they carry on their Shoulders nothing but 
‘a Skull wrapt in Skin, which one Day will be 
‘ loathfome to be looked on. .

I conceive both the Englifh and Scotch are in 
an Error, when they fay an Inefcutcheon of Pre- 
tence; or that the ’Scatcheon of Pretence is an In- 
efcutcheon: For an Inefcutcheon is properly the 
Charge of a Shield, and born within a ’Scu- 
tcheon or Shield, as the Coat before us, whe- 
ther in chat or any other Pofition, lec Gusllim 
affert what he pleafe; and therefore the French 
do more properly call our Scutcheon of Pretence, a 
2Scutcheon Sur-tout, a Shield over all, becaufe it co- 
vers fome Part of the Charge of the Coat or Coats 
whereon it is placed: But of this hereafter. 

© This Ordinary containeth the fifth Part of 
© the Field (faith Leigh, but his demonftration 
© denoteth the third Part) and may not be dimi- 
© nifhed; and albeit it be fubje€t to fome Alter- 
“ation, by reafon of the different Forms of 
© Lines before fpecified, yet it keepeth {till one 
¢ fect Form of an Efcutcheon, as we fhall fee 
“by and by. 


The next Ordinary, in 
courfe, which is compofed 
of a three-fold Line, is the 
Border as We and the 
French term it, 7.e. a Bor- 
der; for, as you may ob- 
ferve by the Cut, it bor- 
ders round, and as it were 
hemms in the Field. 


The French reckon this the Ninth among 
their twelve Honourable Pieces : But what is 
very remarkable, our Ezglifb Heralds will by no 
means admit it as fuch, nor as a principal Fi 
gure, but only as a Difference, though they do 
allow of its diminutive the Orle as fuch: Bur, 
as both Mackenzy and Nisbet have very well ob 
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Ermine, a Bordure, Gules, is the ancient Coat 
pertaining to the Family of Husdefcore. 1 fup- 
pofe none will pretend that this is a Mark of 
Cadency from the ancient Dukes of Britany, 
and if not, the Bordure muft be an Ordinary, 
and a principal Figure. 

Or, aBordure, Vaire, pertain’d to the ancient 
Family of Gwine. 

I could here inftance two or three more, as 
particularly the Families of Hunt, Swynburne, &c. 
whofe Coats, by my Method, I am conftrain’d 
to {peak of in another Place. 


‘ The next in rank of this Kind is the Orle,

‘This Ordinary is oftentimes diverfely nam- 
“ed, according to the Diverfiry of Lines where- 
© of it is compofed: For as is the Form of 
‘ Lines whereof it is made, fo is the Denomina- 
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“tien thereof. In the ancienteft Inftitution of 
‘the Bearing of the Crofs (without al] Con- 
‘troverfy) it had this Form; which is takea 
“to be the true Shape of the Crofs whereupon 
‘our bleffed Saviour Fefas Chrift fuffered : 
‘ Whofe godly Obfervation and Ufe was in 
‘great Efteem in the Primitive Church; tho’ 
‘in latter Times it hath been difhonourably 
“entertained by two oppofed Kinds of Fan- 
‘ tafticks: The One, who fo fuperftitioufly dote 
‘on it, that they adore it like their God: The 
‘Other, who fo Unchriftianly deteft it; that 
‘they flander the moft godly and ancient Ufe 
‘thereof, in our firft initiating unto Chris, as 
‘if ic were fome devilifh Idol. But the true 
‘Soldiers of fuch a Captain need not to be 
‘ afhamed to bear theirGeneral’s Enfign. And 
‘this Bearing was firft beftowed on fuch as 
‘had performed, or at leaft undertaken fome 
‘Service for Chriff, and Chriftian Profeffion : 
¢ And therefore being duly conferred, I hold 
‘it the moft honourable Charge to be found in 
‘ Heraldry. But the Form and Bearing there- 
‘of (as well as the Chevrons formerly fpoken 
‘ of) hath been alfo depraved through the in- 
‘confiderate Handling of common Painters. 
‘For which Caufe I have caufed this prece- 
‘dent Crofs only to be cut after this Fafhion, 
‘in the Reft I have enfued the vulgar Manner of 
‘ Bearing now ufed, Nemo enim errantem arguity 
‘ qui cum wmultis errat.? 

That which made this Ordinary fo confider- 
able, and fo frequently ufed in Heraldry was, 
the ancient Expeditions into the Holy Land, 
and the Holy Wars for the Pilgrims, after 
their Pilgrimage, took the Crofs for their Cog- 
nizance, and the Enfign of that War was the 


-Crofs; and therefore thefe Expeditions were 


called Croiffades, In thefe Wars (faith Mackenzy 
p.42. cap. 16.) the Scots carried St. Andrew's 
Crofs, the French a Crofs Argent, the Englifh 
a Crofs Oy, the Germans,’ Sable, the Italians, 
Azure, the Spaniards, Gules, as Colomb. obferves : 
Thus Moztmorancy carry the Crofs becaute they 
were the eldeft Chriftians among the Gaals, 
and the Dukes of Savoy becaufe they did affift 
the Rhodes againft the Turks ; and the Sibald, 
who are-come from Sabaudia, carry the Crofs, 
becaufe Savoy or Sabaudia, from whence they 
came, carry the Crofs ; for Sibandus or Sibaldus, 
is but the corrupted Name of Sabaudws. But 
the St. George’s Crofs, ze. the red Crofs in a 
Field, Argent, is now the Standard of Exgland, 
he being our Patron. : 

The plain Crofs is cal?'d in Latin, Crax fim- 
plex & plana. 

Note, That the Latin Terms of molt of the 
Croffes following, are fet down from Mackenzy, 
who gives them as fet down by Sy/. Pet. Sanit. 
Upton, and others. 

‘ A like Form of Bearing of this, is that Crofs 
‘ which we find born inthe Shield of St. George, 
“but diverfely from this, both in Metal and 
“Colour: Which, of fome Armourifts in Up- 
¢ ton’s Time (as himfelf noteth in his Difcour/e 
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* of Arms) received in thofe Days a very ftrange 
‘and abfurd Kind of Blazon, which he there 
“fetteth down after this Manner ; the Shield, 
“ Gules, four Quarters, Argent: Whofe Reafon 
“herein (faith he) 1 do not allow, for that by 
“fuch Manner of Blazon, the Bearing of a 
“plain Crofs fhall never be known. Moreover, 
“herein alfo may we obferve the Blazon hercef 
“to be erroneous, in that they fay, Four Quar- 
“ters: Which are indeed but fo many Cantons - 
“elfe fhould they all four meet in the Center of 
“the Efcutcheon. This Ordinary is fubje@ to 
‘voiding and couping, as thefe Examples fol- 
“lowing fhew.

Error, I know not; unlefs we break the Rule, 
and fay by our Paletsasthe French fay by their 
Faces when they have more than can properly 
ftand, that is, more than One, viz. That they 
are little One’s. Fora Diminutive of it we have 
none but the Endorfe, which Guwillim, out of 
Leigh and Ferre, informs us, is never ufed, but 
when a Pale is betwixt two of them, or one of 
them betwixt two Coats; and to blazon it 
Paly of feven Pieces would (in my Mind) be 
worfe: For did Heraldry admit the Fields to 
be divided or parted into odd Parts, as I think 
it doth not, we fhould never know when the 
Lines are to reprefent a Charge, or Partition 
only.

In the Reign of King William the Conque- 
ror, Henry de Hilton was'one of the Four Lords 
that treated with him for the Northern 
Counties. This Henry (as the Family report) 
receiv’d of his Gift, a Stag lodg’d and chain’d 
for a Cognizance or Creft, which his valiant 
Son Lancelot declin’d for that of his Family ; 
but, however, caus’d it to be plac’d on the 
Backfide of his Caftle, as a Memorandum to 
Pofterity. In the Front of this Caftle is yet 
the Standard of Ezgland. It has a Chappel 
of moft exquifite Architeéture, adorn’d with 
great Wariety of ingenious Sculpture, and 
contains divers ancient Coats of Arms and 
Badges. 

But afterwards this Family unfortunately loft 
their Peerage, in the Reign of King Edward I.

‘The Unmoveable is holden to be that ut- 
‘ termoft Sphere that glittereth fo glorioufly, 4s 
“ that it dazeleth the fharpeft Sight of Man, and 
“is called Calum Empyream, the Fiery Heaven; 
“whereof we fhall be better able to judge and 
‘ {peak, when God {hall bring us thither, and 
“ yet our Star-gazers will take upon them to talk 
‘ fo confidently and particularly of thofe incom- 
‘ prehenfible Bodies, as if they had been there, 
‘and furvey’d every Corner thereof. This ce- 
“leftial Globe (according to Scribonivs) is the 
‘ Manfion-place and Palace of all the heavenly 
* Natures, wherein the Angels, and other the 
‘ Blefled of God, do, with endlefS Joy, behold 
“the Prefence of Almighty God, Face to Face. 
‘To this Place (according to the fame Au- 
‘ thor) were Exoch, Elias, and Paul rapt up be- 
‘ fore their Deaths. 

‘But now for more orderly Progreffion here- 
‘in, forafmuch as we have occafion here offered 
‘to {peak of a Sphere, we will firft fhew what 
“a Sphere is, and fo proceed to the reft. 

‘ A Sphere is a Figure or Body exactly round 
‘ of all Parts, and void of all Angles and Cor- 
‘ners. The fpherical or round Form is of all 
“other the molt perfect, as alfo the molt beau- 
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il, capable, and fit for Motion, inafmuch 
as itis void of all Corners, which might give 
Impediment to moving, therefore is this Form 
moft agreeable to the Heavens and celeftial 
Bodies, which are evermore in continual and 
reftlefs Motion. It was requifite then, that 
the perfecteft Body (fuch as the Heavens are) 
fhould receive the perfecteft Form, which is 
the orbicular or round Figure. Figura Spha- 
rica (faith Ariftotle, lib. de Calo & Mundo) ef 
omnium figurarum nobilior. 
¢ The moveable Sphere of the Heaven is the 
Firmament. The Firmament is that conti- 
nual moving Heaven, which with his fwift 
Revolution fwayeth all the inferior Orbs, and 
is called in Latin, Firmamentum (according to 
Scribonius) a firmitate, that is, of the Stabili- 
ty thereof; meaning (as I conceive) either 
the durable Subfifting of it, or elfe the Un- 
moveablenefs of the two Poles, Arétick and 
Antar@tick: Otherwife, one felf-fame Thing 
cannot be faid to be moveable and conftanr, 
but in a diverfe Refpect; even as an fron 
Wheel in a Clock, though ftill in Motion, 
yet both in refpett of the metalline So- 
iidity, and of the fure Faft’ning to the Axle, 
© it may be faid to be firm and unmoveable. If 
“any Man bear a Reprefentation of the Hea- 
‘ vens, in his Coat-Armour, whether the fame 
© have the Likenefs of a folid or armil Sphere, 
é they muft be reduced to this Head: Of this 
‘Kind did the famous Archimede chufe for his 
© Device, who before his Death, commanded 
“that a Sphere fhould be engraven on his Se- 
€pulchre. And fuch a Bearing is honourable 
‘for any great Profeffor of A/fronomy, not fuch 
 witlefs Wizards and Fortune-tellers as ufually 
6 deceive the World with their idle Predictions ; 
“but thofe noble Spirits, whofe Eagle-Eyes 
© fearch out the true Natures, Revolutions, and 
6 Properties of thofe fupernatural Effences. 

© The regardful Confideration of the Hea- 
*vens and the Ornaments thereof, together 
¢ wich their certain and orderly Motions, fhould 
‘ mightily move and provoke us to raife up our 
‘ Thoughts, from the Love and Contemplation 
© of bafe and earthly Objets (whereon we 
‘ufually dote) to the Admiration of his un- 
‘ fpeakable Power and Love of his incomprehen- 
© fible Goodnefs, who made fuch a wonderful 
* ArchiteCture: Firft, To ferve for our Ufe in 
‘this Life: And, afterward, to be our bleffed 
¢ Palace and Manfion ina better Life. For tho’ 
* all Creatures demonftrate the Wifdom of their 
‘ wonderful Workmafter, yet the Heavens efpe- 
“cially declare his Glory, and the Firmament his 
© Handy-work: Which made the godly King David 
© rife out of his Bed in the Night, to behold the 
© Heavens, and thereby to call to Mind the Per- 
© verfity of Man, which never keeps the Courfe 
“that God prefcribeth, whereas thofe Bodies, 
* though void of Senfe, yet from their firft Crea- 
tion, never falter’d in their endlefs Journeys.’ 

“ Now, fince I have demonftrated and laid 
© open unto you what a Sphere is, the Form, 
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“ Perfe€tion, Dignity, Property, Motion, Sub- 
“ ftance thereof, and the like, I will now fhew 
“ unto youan Example of a Shield, illuftrated 
“ with manifold Variety of celeftial Bodies, exc. 
“ which will be very neceflary and commodious 
“ to be inferted in this Place. 


“ The Field is Or, a 
“Sphere, Azure, beauti- 
“ fied and replenifhed with 
“ manifold Variety of ce- 
“ leftial Bodies, environ- 
“ ing the terreftrial Globe, 
“ all proper. 

“ Thefe were the Or- 
“ naments wherewith the 
“ Shield of that famous 
“ and valiant Grecian Captain Achilles was illu- 
“ftrated and garnifhed: Which he caufed to 
“ be engraven therein, tothe End that the Mind 
“of the Beholders of them’ might be raifed 
“thereby to a confiderate Contemplation and 
“ Meditation of the admirable Power and Wif- 
“dom of the omnipotent Creator of them: 
“Which Duty whofoever performeth, he ac- 
“ complifheth the Sum and Effect of all true 
“ Nobility. 

© This Shield did Vulcan garnifh with Varie~ 
“ty of Stars of manifold Kinds, and added 
“ thereto the skilful Feats and Pra@tices, as well 
“ of Peace as of War, and all their Rights and 
“ Offices ; omitting (ina Manner) nothing per- 
“ taining to the well-governing of the Affem- 
“ blies and Societies of Men. 

“© By this Invention did he labour to manifeft 
“unto us, that there is no Shield more power- 
“ ful to refift the vehement and violent Affaults 
“ of adverfe Fortune; than for a Man to be fur- 
“ nifhed throughout with the compleat Armour 
“ of Cardinal Vertues ; fo fhall he be fitted and 
“ prepared to fuftain whatfoever Brunt or for- 
“ cible Encounter fhall affail chem. 

“This Manner of adciaing Shields doth 4/- 
“ drovanaus comtiend above all,,other Garnifh- 
“ings, faying, Nihil aque atqu&Philofophia, ab 
“omnibus adverfis tuetur, nihil ejus explicatu ap. 
“ tins oft ad fcutum exornandum & honeftivs. There 
is nothing that doth fo fafely proteét a Man 
“ apainft the Damage of adverfe Fortune, as 
“ Philofephy doth, neither is there any Thing 
“ more fitand feemly to beautify a Shield withal, 
“ than the Explanation thereof, 

“Emblems, Hieroglyphicks, and Enfigns of 
“ noble Families, inafmuch as they do inftru& 
“ our Eyes unto Vertue, they cannot be defaced 
“ or blemifhed without great Wickednefs: The 
“ Reafon thereof doth Farzefivs give in thefe 
“ Words, Cam virtutum imaginibus tantum de- 
“ bemus, quantum mutis praceptoribus : Si ille ta- 
“ men mute dict poffunt, que in filentio omni Do- 
“ érind fant verbofiora. Of all the Things that 
“are (faith Cicero) there is nothing in the 
“ World that is better, nothing more excellent, 
“ nothing more beautiful and glorious to behold, 
“and not only that there is nothing, but that 
66 no-« 
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“ nothing can be thought or imagined to be of 
“ more furpaffing Beauty than the World; 
“ whereunto Lipfws annexeth this Addition, ex- 
“ amine the Univerfality thereof; confider the 
“great and fmall Parts thereof, and you {hall 
“ find them compofed and compacted in fuch 
“ orderderly Sort, as that they cannot poflibly 
“ be better’d for Ufe, or more glorious to be- 
“hold. The Confideration whereof moved

“albeit ic be an ufual DiftinGtion, that of Stars 
“fome are fixed, and fome are planetary or 
‘ wandring, yet they are indeed all fixed alike, 
“and fettled in one certain Part of the Spheres 
© but in refpe€t of our’ Eye, and in reference of 
‘ their Motions one of another, they havea di- 
‘verfe Afpeét, and fo have gotten a diverfe 
“Name. Itisholden, that the fixed Stars are 


€ difcerned by their fparkling or twinkling, by 
“ reafon that our Sight being bound, as it were, 
“by the Forciblenefs of their refplendent Rays, 
© our Eyes do become wavering and trembling 
“in beholding them ; and for this Caufe ought 
‘all Stars to be made with their Rays or Points 
© waved.

“they fignify God and Religion, or otherwife 
‘ fome eminent Quality fhining above theruder 
“Sort of Men, asa Star in the Obfeurity of the

‘admit a different Form from the fixed Stars. 
6 The Sun is the very Fountain of Light, and 
(as fome Philofophers think) of Heat alfo ; 
and all the Splendor which the Moon hath, 
‘it borroweth from the Sun, and therefore as 
¢ the Sun gocth farther off, or nearer to her, fo

© nace with continual Heat. It cafteth out the frery 
* Vapours, and witth the (bining Beamis blindeth the 
© Eyes. Great is the Lord that made it, and by bis 
© commandment he caufeth it to run haftily And 
©if we confider how many foggy Mifts it dif- 
¢ pelleth, how many noifome Vapours it con- 
¢ fumeth, and how all Creatures are overcome

© Day after fhe hath attained the Full, and re- 
“ceiveth a Diminution of her Light, to the 
* Wafting of the One-half thereof; and from 
the faid feventh Day after her Full, fhe di-

¢ fhe become again (as many honeft Men are)

‘Sometimes you fhall find all thefe feveral 
‘Kinds of Lights before expreffed, born toge- 
* ther in one Efcutcheon. 


* He beareth Azure, the 
¢ Sun, the Full Moon, and 
* the Seven Stars, Ov, the 
“two Firft in Chief, and 
“the Laft of orbicular 
¢ Form in Bafe. It is faid 
‘that this Coat-Armouc 
‘ pertained: to Fohanues de 
¢ Fontibus, fixth Bifhop of 
© Ely; who had that (af- 
© ter a Sort) in his Efcu- 
“tcheon, which Fofeph had in his Dream, Gems 
‘37. 9. where the Sun, Moon, and eleven 
“ Stars did him reverence; fignifying his Father, 
6 Mother, and eleven Brethren. For, as in Scri- 
‘prture, fo in heathenifh Devotions alfo, the 
© Sun and Moon were accounted the Male and 
¢ Female, and fometimes Man and Wife; and 
“as the Moon hath all her Light from the Sun, 
© fo hath the Wife from the Husband ; and as 
“the Moon is ever lighter on that Side which 
© looks 
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© looks towards the Sun, fo fhould the Wife ftu- 
® dy to be faireft in her Husband’s Eye. And 
© many Wives, in their Husband’s abfence, do 
© truly imitate the Moon in this, That they are 
¢ Lighteft when their Sun is fartheft from them. 
©Howfoever this Marriage betwixt Sun and 
£ Moon was made up, it is certain that once 
“the Banes were forbidden; as appeareth by 
© one, who fpeaking of Queen Mary’s Days, and 
* of her Marriage, relateth, how when the Sun 
* went firfta woing to the Lady Moon, all Na- 
“tions (efpecially thofe of hor Countries) pre- 
‘ferred a Petition to Sfaupiter, to hinder the 
‘Nuptials, alledging, That there then being 
“ but one Sun, yet he fcorched and burned all, 
© but if he fhould marry, and get other Suns, 
© the Heat would fo increafe, as all muft needs 
* Perifh: Whereupon Fupiter ftayed the Match 
¢ for that Time, or at leaft, was fo propitious, 
© that no Iffue came of the Conjun€tion of thofe 
® fiery Flames. ‘The feveral States of the Moon 
* increafing and decreafing before handled, are 
* now very rare in Bearings, and in manner an- 
© tiquated : Inafmuch as in thefe Days, not on- 
ly their Shapes, but their very Names alfo are 
© extin@, and inftead of them we have another 
©new-coin’d Form, having neither the Name, 
€ Shape, nor yet fo much as the Shadow of the 
© former remaining, as may be feen in the next 
© Efcutcheon.’

“no ufe of them in Arms. Becaufe in this Chap- 
‘ter I have fpoken of precious Stones, diverfa

* Forafmuch as I am now to treat of vege- 
* table Animals, and of their particular Kinds ; 
“T muft excufe my felf intwo Things, before I 
‘enter into the Exemplifying of them: The 
“One, That there is no Caufe that any Man 
‘ fhould expeé&t ac my Hands an exprefs De- 
* monttration of each particular Species of them; 
“and that I fhould run through and difplay 
* their manifold and almoft innumerable Kinds, 
“ for that would bea tedious Travel, and (be- 
‘ fides) an infinite and unneceflary Charge and 
* Coft, and withal, far wide from the Proje& 
“of my prefixed Purpofe. The other Thing 
“ (and the fame more pertinent to that I do in- 
tend) is, That in handling of Vegetables and 
‘Senfitives, I purpofe only to diftribute their 
“feveral Ranks of Diftribution, according to 
‘their Order to them prefcribed by Nature, 
“which, to exprefs, is my chiefeft Drift, and the 
‘ principal Scope that I do aim at. 

‘ Of the perfe& Sort of Creatures there are 
‘many Kinds, whereof fome are of. more Per- 
* feftion and more Worthy than others, accotd- 
‘ing to their more excellent Kind of Life, or 
€ Worthinefs of Soul. 

‘ Of thefe the lefs perfect Sort of Bodies were 
* firft created; and then fuch as were of more 
‘Perfection. Plants are more worthy than 
‘ Mettals, and Animals of more reckoning than 
“ Plants: Therefore were thefe firft created, and 
* thofe afterwards. 

‘ Of Animals wherewith God did adorn the 
‘ Air, the Waters, and the Earth, there are di- 
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“verfe Kinds, whereof fome were more Wore 
‘thy than others ; in the Creation of thefe did 
“God obferve the fame Order. 

‘ Between the Creation of Plants and Ani- 
“mals, it pleafed God in his unfearchable Wit. 
‘dom, to interpofe the Creation of the Stars 
‘ wherewith he beautified the Heavens, he did 
‘it to this End, to give us to underftand, That 
“albeit the Sun with his Light and Motion, to- 
‘ gether with the Stars, do concur in the Gene- 
“ration of Plants and Animals, neverthelefs 
‘ their Generation is not to be attributed fimp- 
‘ ly to the Influence and Power of thefe Cele- 
‘ ftial Bodies; but only to the Omnipotency of 
“God, inafmuch as by his powerful Word he 
“commanded the Earth to produce all Sorts of 
‘ Plants and their Fruits, betore the Stars were 
* created. 

“From the moft fertile and pleafant Garden 
‘ of Edex, unto the moft barren and defolate 
‘ WildernefS, may we fee and behold the preat 
‘ and wonderful Works of God, and take occa- 
‘ fion to extol his Omnipotency, Wifdom, and 
‘Mercy. As we may obferve I/z. 41. g. I will 
[et in the Wildernefs the Cedar, the Shittah-tree, 
“and the Myrrbe-tree, and the Pine-tree; and [ 
‘ will fet in the Wildernefs the Firr-tree, the Elm, 
‘and the Box together. Therefore let them See, 
‘and know, and let them confider and under fland 
° together, that the Hand of the Lord hath done 
‘this, and that the holy One of Vfrael hath created 
‘it, ver. 20. Hence we may gather, that there 
“is no Obje& fo mean that prefenteth it lf to 
‘our View, but will minifter fome juft Occafion 
‘ to glorify God: 

‘ Men are accuftomed to attribute the Propa- 
‘ gation of thefe, either to the Influence of Na- 
‘ture, or to the Travel and Induftry of Man; 
‘but thefe were produced before any other 
‘ of like Kind could be found upon the Face 
‘of the Earth, whereof it might be imagin- 
‘ed they might receive Being; for as yet 
‘ there had never fallen any Rain to fruétify the 
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Sect. Hl.

oure and Till the Ground for that Purpofe : 
© Therefore neither were they produced natu- 
“rally, or of their own accord, nor yet by the 
Art, Skill, or Induftry of Man, but by the 
‘immediate Word and Commandment of God. 

¢ The Reafon that moved Mo/es to give an In- 
©ftance of Plants and Herbs, how that they 
“were produced by the Vircue and Power of 
© God’s Word only, and not naturally, or by 
* Animals, nor of any other of the infinite Num- 
ber of Things created (Ges. 4.11.) was this, 
becaufe the Generation of Plants and Herbs 
might be much more doubted of, than the Ori- 
ginal of other Things. 

‘ Of the firft Springing of Trees in the Crea- 
tion, Mofes faith, Et germinare fecerat “fehova 
Elohim é terra em arborem concupifcibilem, id 
eft, vifu, & bo ad efcam; which Words do 
comprehend ali the defirable Qualities of Fruit- 
trees: For in them we expe that their Fruits 

hould be either delighttui to the Eye, or that 
they fhould be fic for Food and wholfome, and 
that they be alfo fragrant and {weet-{melling : 
For the Fruits of Trees, the better they be, 
* the more odoriferous they are. 

‘That the Trees wherewith Paradice was 
planted, had all thefe Qualities, it is manifelt 
by the Words of Mofes, in that he faith, Conca- 
picibilem ad vifuin, c bonam ad efcam : Where- 
by we gather, That the Sight is delighted with 
Things beautiful and glorious, the Smell with 
fweet and pleafant Savours, and the Palate 
with Things of {weet and pleafant Tafte. And 
none of thefe are in themfelves evil ; for fuch 
was the Conftitution of Adam before he tranf 
greffed, that he might have delighted himfelf 
in them all without Offence; and to that End 
did God create them, that he fhould ufe them 
with Thankfgiving. 

* Mojes defcriberh unto us two principal Qua- 


a ae 


Jayeth before us the Pleafantnefs of the Situa- 
tion thereof, and alfo the Beauty and Ferti- 
lity of the Soil. The firft of thefe Qualities 
was, That it was replenifhed with all Sorts 
of Trees, not only moft pleafant and delight- 
ful to the Eye, bur alfo moft pleafant to the 
Tafte ; for that they produced the beft and 
fweeteft Fruits: The other Qualicy was, That 
the whole Circumference of the Garden of Pa- 
radice was furrounded and invironed with a 
River being diftributed into four Heads, which 
did highly beautify the fame, and made it moft 
pleafant to the View. 

‘In this Defcription Mo/es maketh mention of 
two Trees of {pecial Qualities, that were plan- 
ted inthe Mid{t of Paradice : The One named 
the Tree of Life, the Other the Tree of Krow- 
ledge of Good and Evil. 

¢ The Firft of thefe had a enlivening Power in 
it felf, the Fruit whereof was ordained to this 
End; That being eaten, it would enable a 
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‘the Skill and Indufiry of Man; neither yet of

“nue in the fame State of Strength and Agility 
‘of Body: This was the Efficacy and Power 
‘ that was given to this Tree, whereof it was 
* never yet deprived: Therefore was this Qua- 
‘lity after a Sort natural thereunto. 

‘For this Canfe was there a rub fet af 
“the Entrance of Paradice, to keep out fuch as 
© would enter the fame, and eat of the Fruit of 
‘the Tree of Life; that he fhould not always 
‘live that Kind of Lifes / 

‘How ufeful the Knowledge of the Vers 
“tues and Operations of Trees, Plants, Herbs; 
‘and other Vegetables, is, for the exrolling antl 
* manifefting the Omnipotency, Wifdom, Mer- 
‘cy, loving Favour and fatherly Providence of 
‘ our moft gracious God towards finful Man, 
‘in that he hath created for the Benefit and 
‘Ufe of Man, as well touching his neceffary 
‘Food and Rayment, as for Recreation and De- 
‘light, we may evidently perceive by Solemon’s 
‘induitrious Inveftigation of the Vertues and 
‘ Operations of all Sorts of Vegetables : For (be- 
‘ fides other his admirable Qualities wherewith 
* he was richly endued) he had furpaffing Know- 
“ledge in the Vertues, Operations and Quali- 
‘ ties of Herbs and other Vegetables ; infomuch 
‘that he was able to Reafon, Difcourfe and 
‘ Difpute, not only of Beaits, Fowls, creeping 
‘Things and Fifhes, but of Trees allo and 
‘ Plants, from the Cedar in Lebazon to the Hyf- 
‘fop that fpringeth out of the Wall; that is, 
‘from the higheft and talleft Tree to the fmal- 
* left Shrub and loweft Herb, Thus we fee the 
‘ Knowledge and Skill in natural Philofophy to 
“be holden in great Eftimation in all Ages, in- 
“fomuch as it hath been reckoned a Study well 
‘befitting the Dignity of a King, yea, of So- 
“lomon, who was the wifeft King that ever was, 
‘and a Type of our Saviour Chrift, But to re- 
“ turn to the Vegetable. 

‘Such are faid to be Vegetable, as have ia 
“them a lively Power of growing, budding, 
‘leafing, bloffoming, and fructifying, as Trees, 
‘ Plants, Herbs, Grafs, Gece And of thefe fome 
‘ grow on Trunks or folid Bodies, fome upon 
‘ flexible Stalks: Some again grow upon a fingle 
“Stem, as commonly all Trees do; fome upon 
‘ manifold Stems, as Shrubs, Rofes; oe. 

‘ Trees are certain Plants fpringing from a 
¢ Root with a fingle Trunk or Stem (for the moft 
* Part) fhooting up in height, and delineated 
‘with Limbs, Sprigs or Branches. Of thefe 
‘ Trees fome are more proper to hot Countries; 
¢as the Frankincenfe-tree to Arabia; the Bal- 


|‘famum, Myrrhe, Mace and Nutmeg-trees, as 


‘alfo the Pepper-trees, and fuch like, which 
‘chiefly grow in India; the Plane Tree in Egype 
“and Arabia; the Pomegranate in Africa, Kc. 
‘which T purpofely pafs over, and will only 
‘give Examples of other Sorts to us bette¢ 
‘known, whether they be Trees fruitful or bar- 
‘ren. Ingiving Examples whereof I purpofe 
© not to obferve any precife Order, butto mingle 
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© them pell mell one with another, becaufe I hold 
© fuch curious Sorting them, better ficeing a Pro- 
¢ feffor of Phyfick, or fome Herbarift, than an 
* Armourift; to whom it fufficeth to fhew fu- 
¢ perficially, that thefe, and their feveral Parts, 
©are born in Coat-Armour, as well fimply of 
‘themfelves, as alfo with Things of different 
¢ Nature; as in the Examples following may 
* appeare

I cannot conceive but 
this Coat would be far 
better blazon’d; Argent, 
15 Drops of Blood, 5, 4, 
35 2, 1, Proper; becaufe, 
. was the Field gatté or 
femmée, that is, fullof Drops, it fhould be irre- 
gularly ftrew’d, and not in this Form: But 
herein my Author, I fuppofe, follows Gerard 
Leigh, who confined himfelf to his whimfical 
Number 9, in every Thing, giving itasa Rule; 
when thefe Billets, or the like, are born to above 
that Number, the Number need not be men- 
tioned ; tho’ where he learn’d that 1 know not. 
Tam fure if Blazoning is Defcribing, ’tis here 
wanted, becaufe no Draughtfman could be able 
to know thereby the Form in which thefe Drops 
are placed; neither is the bafe Part of the Ef- 
cutcheon full, as his Blazon imports. 

© Thefe Drops are feldom born of themfelves 
alone, but rather upon or with fome other 
“Kind of Charge, either ordinary or extraor- 
6 dinary, or elfe dividedly, by means of the In- 
“terpofition of fome of the Lines of Partition 
© hereafter to be handled. Thefe are termed 
©Gatte de Sang, Quia ex guttis fanguinis con- 
« ftant; becaufe they fignifie Drops of Blood, 
« wherein the Life confifteth, And if the Blood 
¢ of thofe, who boaft of their generous Blood, 
¢fhould once drop forth of their Veins, no 
© Difference would appear betwixt it and the 
¢ meaneft Man’s Blood; unlefs perhaps it be in 
‘this, that ufually it is more corrupt and vi- 
tiated ; whereas in the poorer Sort it is more 
‘healthful and pure. Which fhould teach fuch 
© great Ones not to prize their Blood at too high 
“a Rate, but rather to excel others in Vertues, 
© fince they cannot furpafs in that Humour, which 
6 isalikein all: And if they look in the firft Ori- 
* ginals of both Sorts, they fhall find, that Adam 
© was the firft Anceltor of the Poor, as well as 
© of the Mighty ; and fo the One of them as an- 
‘ciently defcended as the Other. 
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“ He beareth Azure, 
“a Pale, Or, Gutté de 
“ Sang, by the Name 
“of Player, and is the 
“ Coat-Armour of Sir 
“Tho. Player of Hack- 
“ ney in Middlefex, Kt. 
“ Chamberlain ‘of the 
“ Honourable City of 
“ London, fucceeding his 
“ Father Sir Thomas im 
“ the faid Office. 


‘He beareth Aygent, 
“ Gatté de Poix, a Chief 
‘ Nebule, Gales, by the 
© Name of Roydenball, This 
“Word Potx is a French 
‘ Word, and is the fame 
“that we call Pitch in Ev- 
‘ glib. Yet among our 
* Englifo Blazoners thefe 
‘Colours and Drops are 
“termed Gatzé de Sable. This Coat ferveth apt- 
“ly to give warrantize of the Bearing of Chiefs, 
‘confifting of fome of the. bunched Lines be- 
‘ forementioned in the firft Se€tion. There are 
‘ Ordinaries framed of fundry other former Sorts 
“of Lines, before expreffed in the firft Section, 
‘which I leave to the ftri@ Obfervation of the 
‘ curious Searchers of thofe Things, 


‘He beareth Sable, a 
© Turnip, Proper, a Chief, 
“Or, Gutté de Larmes. 
‘ This isa wholfome Root, 
“and yieldeth great Relief 
‘to the Poor, and. prof- 
* pereth beft in a hot fan- 
‘ dy Ground, and may fig- 
“nify a Perfon of good 
* Difpofition, whofe ver- 
i ‘tuous Demeanour flou- 
‘rifheth moft profperoufly. even in that Soil, 
‘where the fcorching Heat of Envy moft a- 
‘boundeth. ‘This differeth much in Nature 
‘from that whereof it is faid, And that there 
‘ fhould not be among you any Root that bringeth 
‘ forth Gall and Wormwood. 


© He beareth Sable, Gut- 
‘ té de Eau, a Canton, Er- 
‘mine, by the Name of 
* Dannet. This Word Eau 
‘is a French Word, and 
‘ fignifieth the fame that 
‘ Aqua doth in Latin, which 
“isas much as to fay, He 
* beareth Drops of Water. 
“If he fhould blazon it in 
‘ Exglifo, the proper Colour thereof is Argent, 
‘ This had been a worthy Efcutcheon for a Sol- 
‘dier of that Chriftian Legion, called Fulzinam 
“tix, at whofe Prayers, in a great Drought, 
God 
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¢God poured down Rain in the Sight of the 
‘ Heathen, as Exfebive teftifieth, and yet they 
“were no Frefh-water Soldiers; but were as 
* ready to have embrued their Efcutcheons with 
‘ Drops of Blood, as to have thus fprinkled them 
© with Drops of Rain. 


‘He beareth Argent, 
© Gutté de Sang, a Crofs, 
* Gales, by the Name of 
‘ Fitz of Fitzford in the 
© County of Devon, This 
¢ is the moft principal and 
* predominant Humour , 
‘ whereby the Life of all 
* Animals is nourifhed and 
* continued, and whofe 
* defe&t bringeth prefent Death. For the Life 
© of all Flefh is his Blood, it is joined with his 
* Lite: Therefore I [aid unto the children of Ifrael, 
Ye (hall eat the blood of xo fle; for the life of all 
§ flelh is the blood thereof, whofocver eateth hall be 


§ cut off 


“He beareth Argent , 
“ Guttée de Lavmes, or de 
* Larmettes, a Chevron 
‘voided, Sable, by the 
‘ Name of St. Mauve. This 
© is that other Humour be- 
* forementioned ; and this 
‘ Bearing is called Gurté 
“de Larmes, Quia ex La- 
‘ crymarum guttis conftant, 
“becaufe they reprefent 
“ Drops of Tears falling; thefe Gutté are always 
* underftood to be of Colour Blue, 


‘Tn blazoning of Coat-Armours charged with 
© Drops, you muft evermore confider the Sub- 
‘ ftance whereof they are, and to give them a 
* Denomination accordingly, fo fhall you not 
“need to name their Colour at all ; forafmuch as 
* by their Subftance their Colours are eafily con- 
* ceived. 


“He beareth Argent, a 
*Crofs engrailed, Sable, 
“charged with Garré de 
‘Or, by the Name of 
“ Milketfield. Thefe Drops 
“may be underftood to be 
‘Drops either fufible or 
“molten, as Gold either 
* molten in Fire, or other- 
* wife liquefied, whereby 
“it may be diftilled Dropmeal. 


‘ Note, That if fuch Kind of Drops be Or, 
“then fhall they be taken as Reprefentations of 
‘fufible or liquid Gold: If they be Vert, then 
¢fhall they be taken to be Drops of Oil Olive, 
“as hereafter fhall appear, when 1 fhall fpeak 
‘ of Coat-Armours, whofe Fields have no Tin- 
* ure predominating. Bur to return to the 
‘ Humour of Blood (from which we have up- 
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“on Occafion hitherto digreffed) it is infallible 
‘ that there is no animal or living Creature but 
“hath in it either Blood, or fore other Kind of 
‘hot Humour, in quality like thereunto; as I 
‘ faid before. 


‘ Thefe Humours beforenientioned, in refpee: 
‘ of their moift and fluent Nature, do ftand in 
‘need of fome other Thing to contain them ; 
‘and fuch containing Parts are either the out- 
‘moft Includer, which is the Skin (of which 
“we have already fpoken in the firft SeCion, 
‘ where we treated of Furrs) or the whole Bo- 
“dy itfelf, with the feveral Members and Parts 
‘thereof; all which, becaufe they need their 
‘ Supporters, thofe we will firft fpeak of, and fo 
‘ defcend unto the whole Bearings and Parts. 

“But I will firft fhew you an Example of the 
‘ Bearing of dead Mens Sculls, and then proceed

“ Bearing may ferve toput

‘ Mind of the Mortality of their Bodies and laft 
‘ End. 


“ Parts of Support, whereof we have ufe in 
¢ Arms, are thofe folid Subftances which fuftain 
‘the Body, viz. the Bones, whereby the Body 
‘is noronly underpropped, but alfo carried from 
“Place to Place, by help of their Ligatures and 
“Sinews. Of the Ufe of thefe in Coat-Armour 
‘you fhall have Examples in thefe Efcutcheons 
* next following. 


“He beareth Sable, a 
‘Shinbone in Pale, fur- 
“mounted of another in 
‘Crofs, Argent, by the 
‘Name of Baynes, and ‘is 
‘the Coat of ohn Baynes 
“of the Inner-Temple, Lon 
‘don, Efquire, one of the 
* Counfel of the City of 
“London, eldeft Son of 
© Yohn Baynes of the Parifh of St. Olave inthe 
© Old Fary, London, Efq; who holdeth in Knights 
“Service feveral capital Meffuages, Lands, and 
© Tenements of the King’s Majefty in Effex. I 
“do give this Form of Blazon hereunto, becaufe 
¢ the Firft lieth nearer to the Field than the orher 
“doth for they cannot be properly faid tobea 
© Crofs of Bones, becaufe they be not incorpo. 
“rated one with another, but are dividedly fe- 
‘ vered by interpofing the Purflings,

¢Shinbones Saltirewife, 
‘the Sinifter furmounted

¢ Name of Newton’. 


It pertain’d alfe, with 
this Diftin@tion only that

ed of the Sinifter, to Sa- 
muel Newton the Elder, Alderman, and fome- 
time Mayor of the Town of Cambridge, aged 55 
Anno +684. He married Sarah, Daughter of 
William Weldbore Son of William Weldbore of 
Cambridge, Gent. by whom he had John New- 
ton of the faid Town aged 24, Anno 1684. and 
Sarah living but unmarried, at the faid Time 
Foln married Prifcilla, Daughter of Fohn Knowles, 
fometime Sheriff of Chefter.

“ And is likewife the Coat of Thomas New- 
“ tom of Duffield, and Robert Newton of Michle- 
“ over in Derbyfbire, Gent. To this Coat-Ar- 
“ mour I give the Blazon in the Former, for 
“ the Reafon delivered. 


“ Concerning Bones, Feu Syrach recording 
“the Fame and Vertues of Fofua, Caleb, and 
“ Samuel, faith, Let their bones flouri{h out of their 
“ place, and their names by fucceffion remain in 
“ them that are moft famous of their children, Ec- 
“ clef. 46. 12. And though they feem like the 
“ withered Bones in Ezekéel’s Vifion, yet fhall 
“they revive again by Virtue and Power of 
“ him who died on the Crofs, and of whom it 
“was faid, Not a bone of him hall be broken, 
“ Thus in Brief you fee the Ufe of thefe Parts 
“ of Support.

¢ YN following the Tra& which our Method 

‘firft chalked out unto us, we are at 
“Jength come to fuch Blazons, as do prefent to 
“the Eyes thofe fenfitive Things which we cal- 
“led the Containing, becaufe they are the Man- 
*fjon, in which not only the Blood and Spi- 
* rits, but allo the Bones (which we named the 
* Parts fuftaining) are inclofed. Thefe are Ani- 
¢ mals or living Creatures, with their Parts and 
‘Members. An Animal is any Subftance con- 
* fifting both of a Body fitted for diverfe Fun- 
‘ Gions, and of a Soul giving Life, Senfe, and 
“ Motion. 

‘Inthe Handling of Animals, it might bea 
©Scruple, Whether the Bearing of fuch Crea- 
“tures Whole, fhould have precedence in their 
¢ Bearing before their Parts, and alfo in what 
© Rank and Order the feveral Kinds of Crea- 
¢ tures are to be marfhalled by us, that there- 
‘by the Dignity of their Bearing may be beft 
“conceived ; becaufe the Dignity of thofe 
¢ Things that are born in Coat-Armour, being 
truly known, and duly confidered, doth not a 
© litcle illuflrate the Worthinefs of the Bearers 
© in the Difplaying of their Enfigns. For ta- 
‘king away thefe Scruples, I hold it requifite, 
‘ before I proceed to give Examples, firft to fet 


‘down certain Notes by Way of Introduction 
“to that which followeth, fhewing how the 
‘ Dignity of thefe Animals, hereafter to be 
© handled, is to be accounted of, either ina re- 
“lative Refpe&t of Things of diftiné: Natures 
“compared one to another, or in a compara- 
‘tive Reference of Animals of the fame Kind 
“ each to other. 

‘ This Dignity cannot be better underftood, 
¢ than by taking a confiderate View of that Or- 
‘der which the Author of all Order, and the 
‘ moft wife and powerful Difpofer of all Things, 
‘did obferve, not only in the Creation of the 
¢ Celeftial, but alfo of the elementary Parts of 
‘the World, with their feveral Ornaments, 
“ wherein be obferved a continual Progreffion 
‘from Things of lefs Perfection, to Things 
‘more Perfect. For, was there not a Chaos 
' without form and void, before it came to that 
‘admirable Beauty, whereof it is faid, Loe, it 
“ was very good? In the Celeftial, the Sun (the 
‘Glory thereof) was made after the Firma- 
‘ment, and the Night was before the Day. In 
‘the inferior Bodies, the Vegetables, as Trees, 
‘ were made before fenfitive and living Crea- 
‘tures: And among thefe, the Fifhes (which 
‘ have neither Breath nor Voice, andare therefore 

‘ imper- 
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« imperfecter) were before the Fowls, and both 
© of them before terreftrial Creatures ; and all 
© of all Sorts before Man, made after God’s 
‘Image, for whofe Service all other ‘Things 
‘ were made, as he was made for God’s Ser- 
‘ vice. Moreover, in the Creation of Man, the 
« Body was before the Soul, which yet isa Thing 
* incomparably of more Perfection. 

‘ By this rude Draught of God and Nature’s 
“admirable Method, you may conceive the na- 
“tural Dignity of thofe Creatures, as often as 
* they fhall occur in Armoury. But as Arc hath 
¢ not always the fame End which Nature hath 
“(becaufe the One intendeth the Being, the 
© Other the Knowing of Things :) fo is not the 
© Method of both always alike in attaining their 
‘Ends; for Nature’s Procefs is a fimplicibus ad 
© compofita, from the fingle Parts to the Whole, 
‘ where Art defcendeth from the Compounds 
“to the Simples: In Imitation whereof, we 
‘ thal in this our Progrefs follow this Courfe, 
® that firft every whole Bearing of any Animal 
© fhall preceed, and then fuch Parts and Mem- 
© bers thereof as ufually are born; for fo every 
© one that firft hath feen the Whole, will difcern 
“the Parts the better; whereas he that feeth a- 
‘part (having never feen the Whole) knoweth 
é hot whereof it isa Part. And in Coat-Armour 
‘ the whole Bearing of Animals is moft worthy, 
© yet is not the Bearing of Parts to be mifliked ; 
© but if we confider the One and the Other refpe- 
é Gively, then doth the whole Bearing far fur- 
é mount the Patts in Honour and Dignity. 
~ But this; I conceive, is to be underftood when 
Bearings or Arms are given (as Cambden faith 
of Augmentations) of mere Grace, without 
being intended to exprefs aay particular A€tion 
or Merit, and nototherwife: For if Arms are 
made Emblems as well asSigns of Diftin€tion; 
then thofe Beafings that will beft exprefs the 
Hiftory, (7. e.) A€tion ot Merit, are moft pro- 
per, be they either Animals, their Parts, or 
either ; but fuch other Things as are alfo found 
to be ufed in Heraldry, and that Coat (if the 
Coat, without regard to the prefent Bearer’s 
Honour and Dignity, is only to be regarded) 
which is a Symbol of the gteateft Aion or 
Merit, is certainly preferable and the moft wor- 
thy Bearing, though the Other be a pleafanter 
Pi@ure, or compofed of fuch Creatures as; with 
refpet to theit natural Qualities, gc. the natu- 
ral Philofophers, ¢c. would otherwife have 
prefer’d. But though Coats are (univerfally) 
Marks of Merit, in that they point out fuch 
Gentlemen or their Defcendents as have been 
diftinguifhed thereby by their Prince for Service 
done, you will find but very few that afford 
fuch Emblems as fhew the true Occafion of 
their Birth ; what being a Note of fome Ser- 
vice in One, being often‘a Note of Alliance on- 
ly in Others; or of Juniority or Cadency from 
the elder Houfe, when that carry’d no fuch 
Mark, nor were ally’d to any that did. 

‘ Neither muft we here precifely efteem the 
¢ Woith of every Bearing by this Order of Na- 


‘ture, becaufe Art doth fometimes ftany e- 
‘culiar Note of Dignity, for fome Re 
© Refpect, as for fome efpecial Use, Quality, or 
« AGton in the Things. And this Dignity or 
‘ Nobility may have a two-fold Relation; the 
© One, betwixt Animals of diverfe Kinds, asa 
‘Lyon and a Spaniel, a Woolf and a Lamb; 
‘the Other, betwixt Things of one Kind, as 
‘ Whelps of one Litter, whereof yet One may 
“be nobler than the Other, asthe One will run 
‘to the Chafe, the Other to the Pottage-Pot. 
‘ And forafmuch as the living Things before- 
‘ mentioned, as well vegetable as fenfitive, have 
: their peculiar Vertues worthy Imitation, as al- 
‘ fo their particular Vices to be efchewed, and 

that it is a chief Glory to Gentlemen of Coats 
* Armour, to have their Vertues difplayed un- 
: der the Types and Forms of fuch Things as 

they bear, it is to be wifhed that each one 
‘ of them would confiderately examin the com- 
‘ mendable Properties of fuch fignificant Tokens 
‘as they do bear, and do his beft to manife 
‘ to the World, that he hath the like in himfelf: 
; For it is rather a Difhonour than a Praife for 
fa Man to bear a Lyon on his Shield, if he bear 

a Sheep in his Heart, or a Goofe in his Brain ; 
* being therein like thofe Ships, which bear the 
; Names of Dreadnought, Victory, and the like 
; though fometimes it {peed with them contrary 

to their Titles. A true generous Mind will 
‘ endeavour that for his Self-vertues he may be 
‘ efteemed, and not infift only upon the Fame 
‘and Merits of his Progenitors, the Praife wheres 
‘of isdue to them, and not to him: j

‘Great Birth, and Blood, and Ancefters high Worth;

‘ And now we will proceed to fome particu: 
‘lat Precepts, concerning Things fenfitive born 
¢in Coat-Armour; Wherein firft obferve, That 
‘all Sorts of Animals born in Arms or Enfigns, 
‘muft in Blazoning be interpreted in the beft 
« Senfe; that is, according to their moft gene= 
“rous and noble Qualities, and fo to the greateft 
‘ Honour of their Bearers. For Example: The 
‘ Fox is fullof Wit, and withal given wholly to 
‘ filching for his Prey ; if then this be the Charge 
‘of an Efcutcheon, we muft conceive the Qua- 
“lity reprefented, to be his Wit and Cunning; 
‘but not his Pilfeting and Stealing, and fo of 
“all other. All Beafts of favage and fierce Na= 
‘ture, muft be figured and fet forth in their 
‘ moft noble and fierce A@tion ; as a Lyon ereéts 
ed bolt upright; his Mouth wide open, his 
‘Claws extended as if he were prepared to 
‘rend and tear; (for with his Teeth and Claws 
‘ he doth exercife his Fiercenefs) in this Form he 
¢ is faid to poflefs his Vigour and Courage ; and 
* being thus formed, he is faid to be rampant: 
© This Form of A€tion doth the Prophet David 
* approve to be proper to a Lyon, P/al. 22. where 

§ deferis 
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defcribing thie Cruelty of the Wicked towards 
him, he faith, They raged upon me with their 
Mouths, as it were a ramping and roaring Lyon. 
A Leopard or Wolf muft be pourtray’d going 
(as it were) Pedetentim, Step by Step; which 
“Form of Aétion (faith Chaffaneus) fitreth their 
© natural Difpofition, and is termed Paffant: All 
“Sorts, of placable or gentle Nature, muft be 
“fet forth according to the moft noble and 
‘kindly A@tion of every of them, as a Horfe 
“running or vaulting, a Greyhound courfing, 
“a Deer tripping, a Lamb going wich a {mooth 
“and eafy Pace, cre.’ Animalia fera debent expri- 
mi in actu ferociori. Bart. de infig. num. 16. 
Macken. cap. 19. p. 50. , ‘ 

“ And concerning the true placing of Ani- 
“ mals of whatfoever Kinds in Armoury, ac- 
“ cording to Order, Art, and the Property of 
“ their Nature; the Ufe of the Thing where- 
“ upon they are to be placed or depiéted, muft 
“ be firft confidered of, and fo muft they be 
“ placed accordingly, whether they be born 
“ bolt upright, paflant, or tripping, or how- 
“ foever. 

“ In Banners they muft be fo placed, as that 
it be agreeable to the Banner: Therefore, 
“ fince it is proper for a Banner to be carried 
upon a Staff, according te the Ufe thereof 
“the Staff doth proceed, and the Banner 
“ cometh after; therefore ought the Face to 
“ look towards the Staff, that is, directly 
“ forwards. So is it likewife in every other 
Thing, whofe Parts are diftinguifhed per Aute 
“ & Pofts in fuch the Forepart of the Thing 
born fhall be placed towards the Staff, other- 
wife it would feem retrograde or going Back- 
wards, which were monftrous to behold.” 
Mackenzy alfo, cap. 19. p. 51. agrees to this 
Rule, becaufe the Staff is the Support of the 
Banner ; Healfo adds, That if they be placed 
upon Houfes that have Chimneys, the nobleft 
Pofition is to look to the Fire; becaufe, gene- 
rally the worthieft Perfons are placed next to 
the Fire. If there be no Chimney, the nobleft 
Pofture is to be placed, looking from the Door : 
Jf upon Caparifons, they ought to look to 
the Head of the Horfe, or Beaft that bears 
them. 

If they be born to exprefs a Hiftory, they 
are to be painted in chat Pofture which will 
beft fhew it, Macken. ibid. 

So alfo every Animal muft be moving, or 
looking to the right Side of the Shield, and it is 
‘a general Rule, That the right Foot muft be 
‘placed foremoft, Quia dextra pars eff princi- 
‘ pium motus. And withal, it is the moft noble 
‘ Pare in regard it is the Stronger and more 
‘ Ative, whence it is naturally firft moved, and 
‘ therefore thus to defcribe them, is to fet them 
‘ forth in their commendableft Fafhion; for 
“ Difpofitio laudatifima Animalis eff, ut in omni- 
‘ bus difpofitionibus fuis fit fecundum curfum ha- 
“tare; that is the belt Difpofition of every 
‘ Creature, which is moft agreeable to Na- 
£ cure, 
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Which Things (faith Mackenzy, cap. 19. p. 15.) 
Bartol founds upon, L. Qué clavum §. item {cien- 
dum ¥. de edilit, edié. but he rather founds it 
upon the Opinion Men have, as to the Pofition 
of the Heart, and the Strength of that Side. 

As the right Side is nobler than the Left; 
fo the upper Part is nobler than the Lower ; 
and therefore Things that muft look either up 
or down, ought rather to be defigned looking, 
upward. 

But if two Creatures or Things be looking to 
one another, then thefe Rules are not to be re- 
fpected, Bartol. num. 22. 
“ Arms are fometimes depifted or embroi- 
dered upon the Garments of Men, and chief- 
ly upon the uppermoft Vefture of military 
Perfons, efpecially Emperors, Kings, and 
their Generals, and other Commanders in 
military Services, ufed to caft over their Ar- 
“ mours a Kind of fhort Habit, as a Jacket, 
Mandylian, or fuch like, whereupon their 
Arms were richly beautified and curioufly 
“ wrought 3 to the End, that in Time of Ser- 
“ vice, their Soldiers, who could not be dire€t- 
“ ed by the Ear (by reafonof the far Diftance 
“ that was ofentimes upon eccafion between 
“ them and their Commander) they might, by 
“ their Eye, be inftruéted according to the Ne- 
“ ceffity of the prefent Service, and might by 

ocular Obfervation of their Commander (be- 
“ ing fo eminently clad) know and difcern their 
fit Times and Opportunities of marching, 
making a Stand, affailing, retiring, and other 
“ their like Duties, whereupon this Kind of 
“ fhort Garment was called a Coat-Armour, 
“ becaufe it was worn aloft upon their Armour. 
“ And it was called Paladamentnm, quia e& eo 
“ veftans tale veftimentum palam ficbat omnia 
« bis. 

* Notwithftanding that the Bearing of Things 
‘properly (whether Vegetable or Senfitive) is 
‘ {pecially commended, yet muft not fuch pe- 
¢ culiar Commendation be extended to derogate 
‘ from the Dignity of other Bearings, as if they 
“ were ofno Efteem, in regard they be not born 
‘ properly ; for there are as good and honou- 
‘rable Intendments in thefe as in them, data 
§ parttate geftantium, if they be as ancient as the 
‘former, and their Bearers of equal Eftate and 
‘ Dignity; which is not the leaft refpett thac 
‘ mutt be holden in the Efteem of Coat-Armour 
‘ Quia arma nobilitatem fumunt a perfona geftan- 
‘ tts, Arms are honoured by the Bearers. And 
‘fometimes the Variation from the Property 
“may be of Purpofe to prefent fome other Qua- 
‘lity, which may be no lefs honourable than 
“the Proper. Befides, it is one Thing to bear 
“a living Creature in Colour or in Aion di- 
“verfe from Nature; and another, to bear him 
‘repugnant or contrary to Nature; for the for- 
“mer may be born commendably, but this lat- 
“ter Sort of Bearing is holden difgraceful, or 
“rather is condemned for falfe Arms, and there- 
‘fore not worthy of Bearing. In the Blazon- 
“ing of Things born in their natural Colour, 

‘ $ whe- 
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© whether the fame be Celeftial, except the Sun, 
© Moon, and Stars; or Sublunar, it fufficeth to 
“fay, He beareth this Comet, Meteor, Beaft, 


¢ Bird, Fifh, Fowl, Plant, Tree, Herb, Flower, 


‘exc. Proper, without naming of any Colour ; 
* for by Proper is evermore underftood his na- 
“tural Colours; and for the Sun and Stars, 
* when they be of the Colour of the Metal, Or, 
‘which is their natural Colour, it fufficeth to 
“fay, aSun, or Star, without adding the Word 
Proper, or Or. And fo it is of the Moon, 
© when fhe is Argevt, which in Heraldry is hol- 
© den her proper Colour. 

¢ As touching the Dignity of Things born in 
¢ Coat-Armour, J have already fhewed how the 
* fame is to be reckoned in the Order of Nature ; 
© but if it be confidered according to vulgar 
¢ Eftimation, then we mutt hold this for an Ob- 
© fervation that feldom faileth, That fince eve- 
“ry particular Empire, Kingdom, and Nation 
‘have their diftin& Enfigns of their fovereign 
© JurifdiGion, look what Beaft, Bird, Fifh, 
* Fowl, Serpent, ec. he that fwayeth the So- 
‘ vereignty doth bear for his Royal Enfign in 
© each particular Nation, the fame is accounted 
“there to be of greateft Dignity. So is the 
« Bearing of the Lyon chiefly efteemed with us 
“in England, becaufe he is born by his Majefty 
‘for the royal Enfigns of his Highnefs’s Impe- 
* rial Sovereignty over us : So is the Bearing of 
‘the Eagle efteemed among the Germans: And 
“in like Sort the Flears de lis among the Freach- 
“men. Four-footed Beafts, whether they be 
“born Proper, or Difcoloured (that is to fay, 
“ varying from their natural Colour) are to be 
© efteemed more worthy of Bearing in Coat- 
© Armour than either Fifhes or Fowls are, in 
‘regard they do contain in them more worthy 
‘and commendable Significations of Nobi- 
‘lity. Among Things Senfitive, the Males 
“are of more wo'thy Bearing than the Fe- 
© males.’ ; 

That the Enfigns of Princes in their Domi- 
nions are held moft worthy, is moft certain, in 
regard they reprefent the Sovereigns them- 
felves; but then, in my Mind, this very Argu- 
muent overturns what my Author would infi- 
nuate therefrom, viz. That he who carries a 
like Figure with -his Prince, carries beft. I 
own, Where it is given by Way of Augmen- 
tation for any fingular Service, that it much ho- 
nours both the Bearer and the Bearing, in re- 
gard it points the Man whom-the King hath 
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¢ Aving delivered diverfe Rules and Ob- 

¢ fervations concerning living Things, 
“and their Parts 7 genere, I will now annex 
© fuch Examples as may demonftrate thefe fe- 
© veral Sorts.of Bearing ; forafmuch as Demon- 
* ftrations give Life and Light toambiguous and 


honoured, and therein his fingular Bravery, 
oc. But yet is the Coat init felf but a Repre- 
fentative of irs Bearer; and as in all Cafes of 
that Nature, Reprefentatives always give Pre- 
cedence one to another, according to the dif 
ferent Titles or Honours of thofe they repre. 
fent, fo (if any Precedency there is) between 
/ Arms, it muft be in the fame Manner adjudged. 
I remember Mr. Erdfwick in bis little ingenious 
Traé publifhed by Sir William Dugdale; hints 
jat this vulgar Error, as if (fayshe) the Name 
| of Peter was better than fohn, or Thomas than 
| Robert, &c. which he concludes in averring, 
j Phat 3). ee Se or three Hares playing upon 
| Bagpipes ; or, as I may add, a Faggot-ftick is 
as fair and worthy a Coat as the Lyon, or any 
other Figure. 

* Some Men, perhaps, faith Guillim, will tax 
‘me with Inconfideration, in not treading the 
1 ufual Steps of Armourifts, in the Handling 
“of thefe fenfible Creatures, for that I do not 
|‘ prefer the Lyon (in refpeét of his regal Sove- 
j‘reignty) before all other Terreftrials. For 
“clearing of my felf in this Point, I muft plead, 
© That the Projet of my prefcript Method hath 
“tied me to another Form, and doth enforce 
‘me to prefer other Beafts in Place, before 
‘thofe which otherwife are preferred in Dig- 
‘nity. And albeit I cannot fay there was any 
‘Priority of Time in the Creation of Bealts, 
© becaufe God fpake the Word and it was done, he 
“commanded and they were created ; neverthelefs, 
¢ in regard of Difcipline, there is a Priority to be 
‘obferved, wherein thofe Things that do Pro- 
‘ mife a more eafy accefs to the diftin& Know- 
“ledge and Underftanding of the fucceeding Do- 
“cuments, ought to have the Precedence. 

‘ The Order that I prefix to my felf in treats 
‘ing of thefe Beafts, fhall concur with the Tas 
ble of this prefent Se€tion: As, Firft, To fet 
‘down Animals of all Sorts living upon the 
‘Barth: Secondly, Such as live above the Earth, 
‘as Fowls: Thirdly, Watry Creatures: Andy 
¢ Laftly, Man. And becaufe of the firft Sort 
“fome are greffible, having Feet, and fome 
‘ creeping or gliding, as Serpents, we will be- 
‘gin with the Greffible; and firft with fuck 
‘ Beafts as have their Feet folid or undivided; 
‘or (as I may term them) Inarticulate, that 
‘is to fay, without Toes; then will I proceed 
“to fuch as have their Feet cleft in two; and 
‘laftly, to Beafts that have their Feet divided 
‘into many. 
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‘doubtful Precepts, as <Ariffotle Ethic: 7. no= 
‘teth, faying, Demonftrationes [unt perfectiores H 
© nobiliores; quando indacuntur pojt orationes daz 
‘ bitables; Demonftrations are ever beft after 
‘ doubtful Paffages. Of thefe briefly; as in the 
‘next Efcutcheon:s The Invention of Arms; 
} Uv § where= 
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‘ wherein Beafts, or theit Parts, are born, are {‘ Wood that covered every Beast, which were fait~ 


* borrowed (faith Sir John Ferne) from the 
© Huns, Hungarians, Scythians, and Saxons, cruel 
“and moft fierce Nations, who therefore de- 
‘lighted in the Bearing of Beafts of like Na- 
© ture in their Arms; as Lyons, Bears, Wolves, 
‘ Hyenes, and fuch like; which Fafhion like- 
© wife came into thefe our Countries when thofe 
¢ barbarous People over-ran with Conqueft the 
© Weft Part of Europe. Now to the End that 
© the Rules and Obfervations formerly fet down 
“may receive both Life and Warrant by Pre- 
© cedents, I will now exemplify them in their

© Parts; yet, fometimes the Parts may be given 
© for fome juch {pecial Services, as may be no 
¢ Jefs honourable than the whole Bearing. The 
Elephant is a Beaft of great Strength, but 
‘greater Wit, and greateft Ambition; info- 
© much, that fome have written of them, that 
¢if you praife them, they will kill themfelves 
“with Labour; and if you commend another 
© above them, they will break their Hearts with 
© Emulation, The Beaft is fo proud of his 
Strength, that he never bows himfelf to any 
€ (neither indeed can he ;) and when he is once 
€ down (as it ufually is with proud great Ones) 
‘he cannot rife up again. It was the Man- 
ner of fuch as ufed the Force of Elephants 
“(in fett Battles) to provoke them to fight by 
© laying before them Things of fcarlet or crim- 
¢ fon Colour, to make them more furious; as 
‘we may fee, 1 Mac. 6. 34. Aud to provoke the 
© Elephants for to fight, they fbewed them the Blood 
© of Grapes and Mualberries, Furthermore, they 
“ were placed in the Strength and Heart of the 
‘ Battel, as in the fame Chapter appeareth ; 
© where it is faid, And they fet the Beafts accord- 
© ing to their ranges, fo that by every Elephant 
© there ftood a thoufand Men armed with Coats of 
© Mail, and Helimets of Brafs upon their Heads 
“ and unto every Beaft were ordained five hundred 
© Horfemen of the beit, Verfe 35. Which were 
6 ready at all Times wherefoever the Beaft was, and 
© whitherfoever the Beaft went, they went alfoy and de- 
* parted not from him, Verfe 36. The Highnefs 
and incomparable Strength of this Beaft may 
“be conceived by this, ‘That be bare Thirty 
¢ two fighting Men in ftrong Towers of Wood

“fand, That it isthe Head of fome fuch Beaft, 
“born fole, and of it! felf, having no Part of 
© the Neck thereto adherent ; an Accident that

The Athenians to fignify their Gratitude for 
the laborious Travel of the Ox, did {tamp the 
Similitude thereof upon a certain Coin which 
they call Didrachma, which Piece contained two 
Drachms (i ¢.) about Eleven Pence Half-Pen- 
ny of our Money. Whereupon this Proverb 
was grounded, Per Linguam Bos inambalat: The 
‘Ox walketh up and down with the Tongue, 
reproving thereby the Difhonefty of thofe Ad- 
vocates, that having received Bribes of the ad- 
verfe Party, do from thenceforth feek to per- 
vert-and poifon the Caufe of their Client, ei- 
ther by betraying of his Caufe to his Aaver- 
fary; or elfe by not Pleading, or by covetous 
Pleading utterly to defeat his Client’s Right, 
Ab his & fimilibus ferva nos Domine, 

¢ The Bearing of a Bull, or the Head thereof, 
* is a Note of Valour and Magnanimity ; where 
‘ contrariwife, the Bearing of an Ox, or the 
‘ Head thereof, denoreth Faintnefs of Courage, 
© as Upton noteth, That their firft Bearers were 
“either gelt Perfons, or fuch as had fome nota- 
‘ble Defe& in the generative Parts, as that 
‘ thereby they became altogether unfit for Pro- 
* creation.’ 


I cannot let this Conclufion pafs difregarded, 
though it may be Upton’s, becaule it grofsly re- 
fle&s upon an ancient and honourable Family, 
who carry Oxen as their Coat, but not for that 
Reafon; ButI will not fay that Upton defign- 
ed it asa Refle€tion, for it is my Opinion, that 
had he known it was the Bearing of any Fami- 
ly, he would have made it an Emblem as much 
to be defired, as by this his Conclufion it might 
be defpifed. But I fuppofe (as fome others 
fince him have done) he thought, upon an he- 
raldick Credit he might reflect upon fuch Ani- 
mals oc Things he believed were not in Ufe: And 
it is a general Rule in Heraldry to omit the Fe- 
males and cow’d or debafed Beafts of all Kinds, 
and to ufe the Perfect and more Nobles 

But then alfo it isa Rule as general (as Gail- 
lim before obferved) that if you would needs 
interpret any Thing, you fhould do it after the 
beft Manner the Beating will admit; never in 
the Worft, as in the Cafe before us. Befides, 
if you. would exprefs one that was either wil- 
ling to exhauft himfelf, or that had done it for 
the Benefit of the Publick, in propagating the 
Happinefs of his Country; I think you could 
not find a fitter Animal to do it by than the Ox, 
confidering his exireme Labour for our fufte- 
fance. And if his good Qualities muft never 
be underftood in Emblem, I defire much to 
be infotmed, why, in Arms, the Affe fhould 
not reprefent a Fool, and the Cock an inceftu- 
ous Perfon as well as the Firft a patient Man; 
and the Second, one truly Valiant; am quo ea- 
dem ratio, idem jus eft fiataendum But, as L 
faid before, thefe Fancies are all ridiculous, the 
Coat being allufive to the Name, viz. a Den of 
Oxen:

“ ping, and tell whereon. To all Beafts of Prey 
¢ Nature hath affigned Teeth and Talons of 
“crooked Shape, and therewithal of great 
¢ Sharpnefs, to the End they may ftrongly feize 
¢ upon and detain their Prey, and f{peedily rend 
and divide the fame. And therefore in bla- 
© zoning of Beafts of this Kind, you muft not 
omit to mention their Teeth and Tallons, 
© which are their only Armour; for by them 
‘they are diftinguifhed from thofe tame and 
“harmlefs Beafts, that have their Teeth knock- 
“ed out, and their Nails pared fo near to the 
© Quick, as that they can neither bite nor feratch

‘is nota Bearing reproachful, though difagree- 
‘ing to his Nature, if we confider of the Oc- 
© cafion of their primary Conftitution ; for that

© proceeded from eminent Perfons, who habit- 
¢ ing themfelves either for their Sports of Hunt-

‘the End the One of them fhould not bé en-

‘particularly difcerned from the Other, they 
‘ diftinguifhed themfelves by different and un- 
‘ jike-coloured Garments, that fo each Governor

© The like may we obferve to have Been of 
‘late Years ufed among our felvess when pri-

‘in his Hat; or by a Crimfon-Feather, or other 
‘Thing: The contrary Faction wearing like 
‘Thing, but in a different Colour or Fa-

‘The Lyon (faith Upton) paffing thorough ftoay 
© Places, doth contract his Tallons within his Flefb, 
¢ ond fo walketh on his Feet as if he had no Tallons 
‘ at all, keeping them exceeding choicely, left he 
© fbould dull and blunt their Sharpnefs, and fo be- 
“come lefs able to attack and rend his Prey. And 
‘this Property feemeth not to be peculiar to a 
‘ Lyon, but common to all Beafts of Rapine; 
‘as Pliny afcribeth the fame Property to Leo-

‘ Not only Lyons, but alfo all other Beafts of 
“ravenous Kind (according to Bekexhawb) do

‘ as Lyons do produce their Whelps dead, Dogs 
‘ bring them forth blind, Bears deformed and 
¢ fhapelefs, ec. For Nature would not that 
‘ they fhould attain Perfection in the Womb, in 
‘ regard of the Safety of their Dam, left in their 
‘Produ€tion they fhould fpoil and rend her 
¢ Womb by their Teeth and Tallons, 

© Other more particular Rules there are con- 
* cerning the diverfe Kinds and peculiar A€tions 
* of Beafts of Rapine, which fhall follow in their 
‘ more convenient Places. In the mean ‘Time, 
“let us proceed to Examples that may give Life 
‘and Approbation to thofe premifed Rules; 
* Pracepta enim quantumvis bona G concinua, mor-

Since then that 
Frogsare exceedingly delighted with Water, 
as with that which beft agreeth with their 
Nature; therefore when they do apprehend a 
forefenfe of Rain they do rejoice, and do te- 
ftify their Joy by finging after their Man- 
ner, 

© Animals of bafe Efteem, and of no Induftry, 
have (for the moft Part) not only four, but 
manifold Feet: Whereby we are admonifhed, 
that perverfe and evil difpofed Perfons have 
multiplicities of AffeGions, in refpe@, that by 
the Motion of the Feet our Bodies are convey- 
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fervation is grounded upona phyfical Reafon, | 


‘transfer us from one Delight to another, acs 
“cording tothat Saying, Pesmem, affectas meus ; 
“co feror, quocunque feror. 

“Though fome perhaps may efteem thefe 
“ Egg-bearing Animals unworthy the Dignity 
“ of Coat-Armour ; yet for my own Part, 1 hold 
“ their Beating to be no lefs Honourable than 
“many of thofe that in common Eftimation are 
“ reputed far more worthy ; infomuch, that they 
‘may well befeem the Bearing of the greatelt 
*Potentate, or if it pleafed the Sovereign 
‘ King of Kings to ufé them as his fpecial In- 
‘ ftruments to chaftife the Stubbornefs of fuch 
‘as rebelled. againft his Ordinance, and toarm 
“thofe his minute and weak Creatures, with 
‘ fuch an incredible Boldnefs, as that they fear- 
“ed not the Face or Forces of Men, but thac 
“the very Frogs entred the Houfes and Cham- 
“bers of the Eyptéans, upon the People, into 
‘ their Ovens, and into their Kneading-troughs ; 
“ yea, even into King Pharaoh’s Chamber, and up- 
‘ on his Bed: And moreover, if God hath vouch= 
‘fafed to give the Grafhopper, the Canker- 
* worm, the Catter-piller, and the Palmer-worm, 
“the honourable Title of his huge great Army : 
“Why fhould we prize them at fo low a Rate, 
“as that we fhould difdain to bear them in 
* Coat-Armour? Since God faith, by the Pro- 
“ phet Foel, I will render you the Years which the 
“ Grafbopper hath eaten, the Canker-worm, and the 
“Catterpiller, and the Palmer-worm, my great Hoft 
“ which I feat among you. ‘ 

‘Tt is therefore to be obferved, That they 
‘alfo have their A@tions not to be omitted in 
© Blazon, altho’ not in that variable Manner, 
“nor yet fo copious as fome others. And be- 
‘ caufe they are far different from thofe formerly 
“handled, not only in Shape, but alfo in the 
‘ Manner of their Living, in their Gate and 
‘ Adtions ; therefore muft they receive a di- 
‘ verfe Manner of Blazon. They are called in 
‘ Latin, Reptilia, or creeping Things; Quia rep- 
‘tant fuper terram. And here we muft diftin- 
« guifh between thofe Things qae reptant, which 
‘creep, as Frogs, Ants, ec, and thole que fer- 
‘ pant, which glide, as Snakes; which latter 
“Kind we fhall fpeak of afterward. 

* But here we mention thofe Reptiles which 
“are greffible, fuch as by Means of their Feet 
‘are able to go Step by Step from one Place to 
“another; fo termed @ gradiendo, which is pro- 
“ ceeding by Degrees: And hitherto alfo are re- 
‘ ferred fuch as by skipping, mounting, or leap- 
‘ing, raife their Bodies above Ground, and fo 
* alter their Station, Place, or Seat. Of which 
‘ Kinds fome have four Feet, fome have more, 
* Such as have four Feet only, are thefe that fol- 
¢ Jow with their like. 

‘TI have omitted, in this Edition, that Efcu- 


ed from Place to Places fo do our Affections!  cheon Sol, charged with three Toads ereéted

© was the Coat-Armour of the ancient Kings of

“the Name of Botereax 
© of Cornwall, which Fa- 
‘mily, long fince, there 
‘ flourifhed, as you may 
‘read in learned Camden, 
© Toads and Frogs do par- 
“ticipate of this natural 
‘Property, that when 
“they fit, they hold their Heads fteddy, and 
‘ without Motion: Which ftately AGtion, Spex- 
* cer in his Shepherds Calender, calleth the Lord- 
“ing of Frogs. The Bearing of Toads (after 
“the Opinion of fome Armourifts) does fig- 
* nify a hafty cholerick Man, that is eafily 
¢ ftirred up to Anger, whereunto he is naturally 
¢ prone of himfelf, having an inbred Poifon from

¢ Tortois paflant Argent , 
“by the Name of Gamdy 5 
© and is born by Sir Charles 
© Gawdy of Crows-hall in

© Charles Gawdy of Staple- 
© ton, and Anthony Gawdy 
* of Ipfwich, both of the faid County, Efquires. 
© The Shells of the Arcadian Tortoifes are very 
‘great, therefore, out of them they do make 
© Harps, whereof Mercury is faid to be the In- 
ventor ; who, finding a Tortois left upon the 
“Rocks, after the Falling of the River Niu, 
© the Flefh being confumed, and the Sinews that 
© remained dried up, he ftruck them with his 
¢ Hand, and they made a Kind of mufical Sound, 
“ whereupon he framed it into a Harp, which 
© caufed others to imitate his Pra€tice, and to 
“ continue the fame unto this Day. 


‘He beareth Azure, a 
© Tortois erected Or, by 
¢ the Name of Cooper. This 
¢ Efcutcheon I have cau- 
‘fed to be inferted in this 
‘ Edition, to manifeft the 
¢ various Bearing of this 
“ greffible Reptile, in Ar- 
‘moury. To this Head 
muft be reduced Cameli- 
ons, Ewets, Lizards, and all other Egg-bearing 
Reptiles having only four Feet. 
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‘ He beareth Or, a Cob- 
* web, inthe Center there. 
‘ ofa Spider, Proper. The 
“ Spider is born free of the 
“ Weavers Company ; fhe 
* ftudieth not the Wea- 
‘vers Art, neither hath 
‘ fhe the Stuff whereof fhe 
“ makes her Thread from 
‘any where elfe; than out 
‘ of her own Womb from whence fhe draweth 
‘it; whereof, through the Agilicy and Nimble- 
“ nefs of her Feet, {he weaveth Gins, and di- 
‘ Jateth, contra@teth, and knitteth them in Form 
‘of a Net. And with the Threads that fhe 
‘draweth out of her Body, fhe repaireth all 
‘ Rents and Wracks of the Same, Not unapt- 
‘ly is Man’s Life refembled to. a Spider’s Web, 
; which is wrought with much Care and Dili- 
‘gence, and is fuddenly marr’d with the leaft 
Occurrent that may befal it. For that it is 
‘protracted with much Care and Diligence 
‘and fuddenly ended by fwallowing of a Crum, 
‘ or Hair, or fome other leffer Accident (if lefs 
‘may be.) In like Manner fophiftical Argu- 
‘ments are likened to Spiders Webs, for that 
‘they are framed with much artificial Cun- 
‘ ning, and yet are fit for no Ufe but to intangle 
‘flies and weak Capacities. And to like Pur- 
‘ pofe doth the Poet compare the Execution of 
‘ Laws to Cobwebs, faying, 


“ Laws, like Spiders Webs are wrought, 
“Great Flies efcape, and fmall are caught, 


‘Upton faith, That he hath feen Spiders born in 
‘ Coat--Armour by a certain Lombard. By the Spi- 
‘ der we may underftand a painful and induftri- 
‘ous Perfon, occupied in fome honeft and necef- 
‘fary Bufinefs ; a Man careful of his private 
‘ Eftate, and of good Forefight in repairing of 
‘ fmall Decays, and preventing of Wracks, The 
‘Spider her felf is poifonful and deadly, yet is 
“her Web reckoned an Antidote againft Poifon 
« notwithftanding the Same is extraéted out of 
‘ her Womb. 


‘One Example more I will propofe, which 
6 fhall be of the Emmet, as in as next Efcu- 
“tcheon,

‘ Sable. Of this filly Crea- 
‘ture alfo doth Solomon

‘To this fimple and fee- 
‘ble Creature is the flothful Man fent to learn 
‘ Wifdom; where it is faid, Go to the Pifmire, 
© 0 fluggard, behold her Bets and be wife, For fhe 


§ having 
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* having no Guide, Governor, nor Raler, prepareth 
* her Meat in the Summer, and gathererh her Food in 
“the Harveft, &c. Very often do the facred 
‘Scriptures propofe unto us Examples of brute 
© Creatures, as well to upbraid us with our 
“Vices, as to ftir us up unto Vertue. For as 
“there are in Man Sparks of the Underftand- 
“ing and PraCtice of heavenly Spirits, even to 
“the brute Animals have certain Shadows or 
‘ Footfteps of the vertuous Qualities that are, 
© or ought to be in Men. Moreover fob 12. 7. 
© Ask now the Beafts and the Fowls of the Heavens, 
© and they {hall tell thee; or [peak to the Earth, and 
‘ it mill fhew thee; or the Filo of the Sea, and thiy 
‘fhall declare unto thee. And by the leaft of 
‘ God’s Creatures may we learn many exem- 
‘plary Inducements to Vertue, as alfo many 
* forcible Diffwafions from Vice, by reafon of the 
‘apparent Signs of the Wifdom, Power, and 
“ Mercy of God that are found in them. By 
‘the Emmet or Pifmire may be fignified a Man 
‘of great Labour, Wifdom, and Providence 
‘in all his Affairs, and of a pregnant and rea- 
* dy Memory. 

* The Examples hitherto produced are taken 
‘only from Reptiles greffible, and though of 
‘that Kind which hath'more than’ four Feet, I 
‘have alledged only the two laft Examples of 
* Infecta, yet there are fome other of many Feet, 
“which are not Infecta, as the Palmer-worm, 
‘ Cheeflip, Kitchinbobs, which being touched, 
* gather themfelves round like a Ball, and fuch 
“like, which muft be referred to the fame 
‘Head. And befides all thefe, there are yet 
“others which be both greflible and volant ; 
* fuch are thofe, that having their Livelyhood 
* only upon the Earth, by the Help of a Kind 
“of Wings they oftentimes change their Place 
* for the Acquiring of their Suftenance; as in 
* Example.

‘ Grafhopper in Fefs paf- 
* fant Or. Grafboppers (faith 
© Pliny) do fy with Wings 
* made like Pellicles or fine 
* Skins. The Males of the 
*Grafhoppers do fing in

z “ Whereupon the Emmet, 

‘(who did Work whilft the Other did Sing) 
€ taketh Occafion (as it is in the Fable) to taint 
‘ their Slothfulnefs and Poverty, faying, Ajlare 
‘que cantaveris, in Fyeme falta. You that dung 
‘allSummer, may go fhake your Heels in the 
‘Winter. Among the Athesians'the Grafhop- 
“pers were holden for a fpécial Note of No- 
“bility; and therefore they wfed to wear gol- 
‘den Grafhoppers. in their Hair (as Péetivs 
‘noteth) to fignify thereby that they were de- 
© fcended of noble Race and Homebred. For 
‘fuch is the natural Property of the Grafhop- 
© per, that in what Soil he is bred, in the fame 
© he will live and die; for they change not their 
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‘ Place, nor hunt after new Habitations. Here- 
“upon Aatifthenes took Occafion to fcoff at the 
‘ fans, laying, That in this Property the) did 
tcate with Tortoifes and Cockles, born and 
7g in the fame Shells. Solomon reckoneth the 
“Grafhopper for one of the four {mall Things 
“in the Earth that are full of Wifdom, faying, 
“ The Gralbopper hath no King, yet go they forth all 
® by Bands, 

* There are other of this Kind, whofe Wings — 
‘are lefs manifeft than the Grafhoppers, be- 
* caufe they are clofed in a Kind of Cafe, and 
“can hardly be difcerned, but when they are 
‘preparing to fly; for which refpe@ they are 
“called Vagipenna (faith Calepine) Quia alas va- 
“ ginis quibuldam inclufas habent, for carrying their’ 
* Wings fheath’d, as the Hart-fly, Beetle, Lady- 
“cow, cc. which, together with Locutfts, and 
“fuch other as are both greffible and volant, and 
‘ many-legged, are to be reduced to this Head, 
“as to their proper and natural Place. 1 will 
‘clofe up all thefe with an Example or two of 
“the Scorpion, which A/iaaus and others re- 
“port to be winged in Aeypt and India, though 
“he doubts whether they ate not rather bred 
‘ by the Heat of the Sun, than by Copulation ; 
“and if by this latter, whether they come of 
‘ Eggs, or come forth living. 


Argent, a Fefs engrail- 
ed between three Scor- 
pions erected Sable, is born 
by the Name. of Colle. 
Thefe Arms were pafled 
by Patent to! Ralph Colle 
of Newcaftle upon Tyne, 
and to Sir Nicholas Colle his 
Son, Knight and Baronet, 
by Sir Soh Borough, Gar- 
ter, the 3d of December 1614. 

The Reader would do well to obferve my 
Draught of the Scorpion, it being a much nearer 
Copy of the Lift, than the enfuing Example. 
As to the Shape of his Body, it is not extrava- 
gantly unlike a fmall Crab, but fomething lefs, 
with a taper Tail betwixt two or three Inches 
long, having Joints thereto, which Joints are 
cover’d with Scales or Shells like a Lobfter’s ; 
only with this Diftin@tion, that as the Lobfter’s 
Tail turns downward to his Belly, the Scor- 
pion turns his over his Back, and therewith 
woundeth any Creature after this Manner; ha- 
ving firft laid hold, with the two Fore-claws, up- 
on what he intends to hurt, he ftriketh his Tail 
over his Back and Head, with fach Force, that 
he forceth his Sting, or the extreme End of his 
Tail, into the Flefh, the Confequence of which, 
if not {peedily and artfully remedied, is faid to 
be quick Death. He is in Colour dark, not 
very different from a deep Tortoife-fhell, and 
his Sting or Point of his Tail not unlike the 
Thorn of a Brier or Goofeberry-buth.

© Of the former Sort are thofe now following,

© The Field is Gales, an 
¢ Adder nowed Or, by 
“the Name of Nathiley. 
‘There is a natural Anti- 
© pathy between Man and 
‘Serpents of all Kinds; 
‘in which literal Senfe, 
‘ that was verified which 
‘God promifed, That 
“there fhould be Exmity 
© bermixt the Woman’s Seed and the Serpent?s ; tho’ 
“ a fpiritual Enmity betwixt Chrift and the De- 
“vil (that old Serpent) was principally fore- 
‘told. The Serpent is very prudentand fubrle, 
either co hurt others, or to fave himfelf: But 
“ his fpecial Care is to defend his Head, know- 
‘ing that Part to be the Principal, and withal 
“the Weakett. 


Or, an Adder curling 
and ere€ted upon its Tail 
in Pale Sable, was allow- 
ed or affign’d by Patent 
dated fanuary 2, 1606. by 
William Camden, Claren- 
cieux, to Sir Tho. Coach, 
of the City of Lozdon. 


‘ Thefe few Examples may ferve inftead of | 


‘many, which might be brought of Serpents 
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© ridden in this Cafe; but that the Oyl of Scor- 
¢ pions isa chief Cure againft their own flings 
¢ing, is an ancient Obfervation. And it is a 
‘Rule of Equity, That where the Wrong is 
¢ offered, there the Amends fhould be ma 
¢ And as thefe in this Efcutcheon are born with 
¢an Ordinary betwixt them, fo fometimes are 
‘they born upon Ordinaries (accordi 

¢ general Rule premifed) as may be fee 
¢ Window of St. Giles’s in the Fields in Mi ‘ 
¢ where is born in an Efcutcheon Gales, thre 
© Pallets Verrey, ona Chief Or, a Scorpion ere& 
¢ed Sable. And thus much of Greffibles of al 
¢ Sorts. 
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¢ of fundry other Names and Natures, which 
‘all are hither to be referred. Now let us fee 
‘one Example of fuch gliding or fliding Ani- 
‘mals as are more flow-paced, and have both 
¢ Skin and Shell to cover them; of which Num- 
“ber is the Snail, reckoned, of all other that 
‘are born in Coat-Armour, the floweff. And 
‘no marvel, fince it carrieth on her Back no 
¢ Jefsa Burden than her whole Houfe ; for which 
 Caufe fhe is called Tardigrada Domiporta, the 
‘ flow-going Houfe-bearer. 


“He beareth Sable, a 
‘Fefs between 3 Houfe- 
‘fnails Argent , by the 
¢ Name of Shelley, "Thek 
“are called Houfe fnails, 
‘either becaufe they fo 
‘carry their Houfes up- 
“on their Back, whereby 
‘they be aptly diftin- 
‘ guifhed from the Gar- 
¢ den-fnail, that hath no Houfe or Shell; or be- 
‘caufe ufually they breed about old Houfes. 
¢ The Bearing of the Snail doth fignify, that 
¢ much deliberation muft be ufed in Matters 
‘of great Difficulty and Importance: For al- 
‘though the Snail gocth moft flowly, yet, in 
‘Time, by her conftancy in her Courfe, fhe 
« afcendeth the Top of the higheft Tower, as 
‘ the worthy and learned Gentleman Mr. Carew 
¢ of Aztomy hath wittily moralized in his Poem 
¢intituled, The Herring’s Tail. It is alfo fabled, 
“that when the Snail and the Hare were to go 
¢a Journey fora Wager, the Hare confident of 
“his Footmanfhip, refolved to take a Nap by 
‘the Way ; the Snail knowing he had nothing 
“to truft to but his indefatigable Perfeverance, 
¢ came to his Ways End before the Hare could 
‘awake. But a worfe Thing in the Snail’s 
‘going is this, That wherefoever he goeth, 
‘he leaveth fuch Marks and Lines, that 
¢a Man may as eafily track him, as a young 
‘Thief that is not yet perfect in his ‘Trade. 
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‘ And thus, by little and little, have we alfo, 
« with the Snail, ended one Part of our Jour- 


* ney concerning Animals Terreftrial, or which 
‘live upon the Harth: And becaufe we have 
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“yet much Way to travel, we will now take 
* Wings, and wil] mount up with fuch Creatures 
“as live above the Earth.

¢ SECOND general Member of our Di- 
‘ vifion of living Creatures, concerneth 
*fuch as live above the Air, as are the Fowls 
‘and Birds of all Sorts: And as we diftinguifh- 
‘ed the Former by their Feet, fo the fame 
* Method we will follow inthefe. Their Feet 
“therefore are in fome whole or conjoyned ; 
“in others divided. The whole-footed do, in 
“a Sort, refemble the Palm of a Man’s Hand, 
“and are therefore in Latiz, called Palmipedes ; 
“fuch as the Swan, Goofe, Duck, and, for the 
“ moft Part, all River-Fowls, as partly fhall ap- 
‘ pear hereafter, by Examples. But here I hold 
“it neceflary, entring into this Difcourfe, to fet 
* down fome general Rules or Notes concerning 
“ the Bearing of Birds or Fowls, that the Rea- 
‘ der may know whither to refore \for a Refolu- 
* tion of fuch Doubts as may arife touching their 
“ Bearing. owls or Birds are of more worthy 
‘ Bearing in Coat-Armour than Fifhes, becaufe 
* they do more participate of Air and Fire (the 
“two nobleft and higheft Elements) than of 
‘ Water or Earth. All Fowls; of whatfoever 
* Kind, muft be born in Coat- Armour, as is beft 
* fitting the Propriety of their natural AGions, 
* of going, fitting, ftanding, flying, cc. Other- 
‘ wife fuch Armoury fhall be faid to be falfe, 
© becaule Ars imitatur naturam in quantum poteft . 
‘ Art, as much as poffible it can, doth imitate 
‘Nature. All Birds are muftered under the 
“ Name of Fowls, as under their Genus or Ge- 
“neral, and fo may feem (after a Sort) to be 
‘one. Neverthelefs, in their Species, or feveral 
‘Kinds, they differ much touching their parti- 
* cular Qualities ; for fome of them are fimple, 
“fome others fubtile ; fome folitary, fome focia- 
‘ble; fome melodious, fome articulate; fome 
* docible, fome doltifh and indocible; fome of 
‘long continuance, and fome only of a few 
‘ Months lafting. Leigh faith, That Birds, in 
‘am Efcutcheon, {ball be numbered unto Ten, and 
© of they exceed that Number, then they fhall be-faid 
“to be fans Number, ard fhall be fo blazoned. But 
© Chaffaneus faith, that they {ball be numbered unto 
© fixteen ; and of fuch Bearing and Blazoning 
“he giveth Inftances of Monfieur Montmorancie, 
‘and of the Lord Lovale. 4 
* Concerning the Beaks or Bills and Feet of 
* Birds, moft Armourifts finding them to be of 
“a different Colour from the Reit of the Body, 
© doterm them all generally wembred. But un- 
“der Reformation of the Skill, I hold, that as 
“there is a Difference in the Nobility of Birds, 
‘fo ought they to have diftin@ Terms of Bla. 


“zon: So that all thofe that either are whole- 
‘footed, or have their Feet divided, and yet 
‘have no Tallons, fhould be termed membyéd, 
‘ But the Cock, and alfo all Birds of Prey, 
* fhould be termed in blazon, armed; forafmuch 
‘as Nature hath affigned the Cock (being a 
‘ Bird much addiéted to Battle) Spurs; and to 
“ the Birds of Prey, fharp and hooked Beaks and 
‘ Tallons, not only for Encounter and Defence, 
“but alfo to feize upon, gripe, and rend their 
‘Prey, and are to them as Teeth and Claws 
“unto Lyons, Tygers, and other fierce Beafts. 
‘ Similium enim fimilis eff ratio; where the 
‘ Things are like, the Reafon is like. Tt is ge- 
“nerally obferved, that among Fowls of Prey, 
“the Female is the Nobleft and moft Hardy: 
“ which Nature did fo provide, becaufe (befides 
‘her own Suftenance) the Care of feeding her 
“Young, doth efpecially lie on the Female ; and 
‘ therefore if fhe fhould be timorous or coward. 
“ly, fhe would not be able to provide Food 
“for her felf and them. Such Fowls (faith Up. 
“ton) as either in refpect of their ‘Uniformity do 
“never change Colour naturally, or by Nature are 
“ diverfely coloured, fhall be only named in blazon, 
“and no mention at all made of their Colours, but 
§ hall be termed Proper, unle[s they either in Part, 
“or in Whole, be born of fome other Colour than 
“ts natural to them. In the Blazoning of Fowls 
“much exercifed in flight, if their Wings be not 
‘ difplayed, they fhall be faid to be bors clofe s 
“as, he beareth an Fagle, Falcon, Swallow, cc. 
‘ clof” In fhort, the Meaning of this Rule is, 
That whenever you find a Bird in an AGtion 
or Pofture to which Nature doth not, for the 
moft Part, encline it; that Pofture you muft 
name, otherwife you need not. ¢ As in other

* fruitfal Breeders, fer the moft Part, wherein Na- 
Sure bath well provided for all Kinds of Fowls, 
© that the Mightier foould not be fo copious as the 
& Weaker, and fach as do fly from the Tyranny of 
‘ others. Some of thefe Fowls of Prey are (in 
‘their Kind) ennobled by Nature in as high a 
© Degree of Nobility, as the chiefelt of the ter- 
© reftial Animals before handled. Such are thofe 
‘that do much frequent the Air, as Eagles and 
6 Hawks of all Sorts, which are much exerci- 
¢ fed in flying ; and altho’ they do build their 
¢ Nefts, and have their feeding upon the Earth, 
¢ yet is their Exercifes above in the Air. There- 
‘fore, in regard of the Worthinefs of the Ele-

“worthy and famous Antiquary Mr. Se/de in 
“his Titles of Honour, p.54, 55, of his laft Edi- 
‘tion. But howfoever the Cap may feem then 


 ©and thereof to be firft called a Cap of Main- 


“tenance; yet certain it is, That the Kings of 
‘ England did, long before that Time, declare 


‘ and profefs themfelves, Defender of the Faith,

¢ O thefe honorary Eafigns, as well Tem- 

‘ poral as Ecclefiaftical, worn by the 
© Perfons dignified, and born before them in To- 
© ken of Honour, it {hall not infringe our Order, 
© if Tadd fuch honourable Donations and Badges 
© of Dignity as have in former Ages been be- 
© ftowed by Emperors, Kings, Princes, and 
© States upon their Favourites, and upon fuch 
© others as they efteemed worthy, in refpe& of 
© their Merits, to poffefs fome Pledges of their 
© Fayour, as Teftimonies of their own Worth ; 
in which number are Rings, Chains, Collars, 
Chaplets, and fuch like. “That thefe in for- 
© mer Ages were beftowed upon Perfons advan-

But the Freach; as Mackenzy obferves, cap. 18, 
allow no fuch Multiplicity ot Confufion of 
Terms, nor do the Italian, or Spanifb Heralds;

que VP éclaircir @eft pour quoy jene Scaurois approu- 
wer ces terms bigearres d’angleterre. The com- 
mon and ordinary round Figures, approv’d and 
us’d by all Nations, being only Bezants and 
Torteauxes, by the Former of which are under- 
ftood thofe Rowndlets of Metal, and by the 
Latter thofe of Colour. | 

Bezants were the current Coin of Bizantium 

. (now called Conftantinople, the Seat 6f the Tur- 
kifb Emperors, fince their over-running: Greece, 
&c.) and introduced into Coat-Armout (as is 
generally thought) by thofe who Were at the 
Holy War: Though, fince, they are carried not 
only by their Defcendants, but to thew the Rife 
of vertuous Treafurers, Truftees, Cuftomers, ec. 
Note, They are ever of Metal, and when bla- 
zoned (according to the Cuttom of all foreiga 


Heralds) fhould be exprefsly faid to be Or or 
Argent. 

Torteawx (a Name which I told you foreign 
Heralds ufed for every Roundle that was not of 
Metal) is fuppofed to, fignify a round Cake; 
in Latin, Limba torta & rotunda, whence the 
Name. And thus, as agreeable thereto, Argote 
de Moliva, at the End of cap. 103. lib-1. of his 
Nobility of Andalufia, gives us a very merry 
and pretty Occafion of Arms, viz. A cértain 
King (fays he) being at the Point of- giving 
Battel, entertain’d the principal Knights of his 
Army at a Banquet of Cakes [Tourteaux de Pain) 
telling them that as many as they eat, {9 many 
Moors it behov’d them ro flay ; swhich being ac- 
complifh’d, he deviz?d for them “Arms accord- 
ingly of Tourteauxes, fome having™éaten Six, 
Ten, Twelve, Thirteen, and flain as many 
Enemies. 

When Foreigners blazon Coats of this Kind, 
they fay fo many Bezants d’Or, or, a Argent, fo 

many 
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many Tourteauxes de Getteles, de Azure, de Sable, 
&c. And when they are half Metal and halt 
Colour, if the Metal hath Precedence in Pofi- 
tion, they fay Bezant-Tourteaux of fuch Metal 
and Colour ; and foe costra, Tourteaux-Bezants, 
where the Colour precedes the Metal. 

Chaffaneus Conclus. 75, gives it for a Rule, 
That Bezante numerantur ufgue ad Oo, fi exce- 
dant dicentur Bezantee, c Tortele numerantur 
ficut Bezanta ; that is (Gf I take the true Mean- 
ing of his Rule) when a Field or Charge fhall 
contain above eight Bezants, fo plac’d as to fill 
the fame equally on all Points, reprefenting, in 
a Manner, a promifcuous ftrewing over the 
Whole; that then you fhould term-fuch Field 
or Charge, Bezanteé, i.¢. Bezanted or fall of Be- 
zants. For if there were Ten, Twelve, Fif- 
teen or more, (as in the Arms of Zguch Bridg- 
man, and others I could name) confin’d to any 
particular Form of Pofition, then muft the 
Number and Form be. particularly mention’d, 
otherewife it is no Blazon fufficient to inftru& 
the Draught. . But it has been the Misfortune, 
that fome, if they gain but a Quotation from 
fuch an Author, without fo much as looking 
into his Meaning or Intent, immediately fend 
it out as a pofitive Rule, in the literal Senfe, 
upon all Occafions whatfoever, though in fuch 
Senfe repugnant to the very Bafis of the 
Science. 

But however, as I have fhew’d you the pre- 
vailing Cuftom of our Land, in giving different 
Names to the Roundles, and never naming their 
Tin@ures, unlefs by fome Line of Partition 
they are divided into two or more; foas it is 
not my place toalter and reform, I fhall follow 
the fame in my Examples of Bearings; as for 
Inftance.

Many times have 
f been forc’d to make this Thing chat Way, 
That another, when repugnant to the very Na- 
ture of the Thing they would be thought to 
reprefent, as if Heraldry, if good and trues 
mult of courfe be Nonfenfe ; whereas, in all 
other Arts and Sciences, Nature alone is aim’d 
at, and ought to be in this: But of this enough 
in my Preface.

He was a Privy-Councellor above forty Years 
inthe feveral Reigns.of Henry VIL. Edward VI, 
and Queen Elizabeth, and for the moft Part of 
the Time a conftant Member of Parliament for 
the County of Hertford, and always faithful to 
his Prince and Country, and a great Promoter 
of the Reformation of the Church of Exgland. 
He dy’d aged Righty, at Stazdon, poffe(s’d of a 
noble Eftate which he bad got honeftly, en- 
joy’d honourably, and then left entire to his 
Pofterity, viz.

FOM our firft ingrefs in this Book, 
‘ hitherto hath been handled at large 
¢ the firft Part of the Divifion of this 
‘whole Work, under the general 
‘ Head of Blazoning ; wherein have 
been contained and illuftrated Examples of the 
divers and variable kinds of bearing all man- 
ner’ of Coat-Armours, of whatfoever fub- 
ftance, form, or quality confifting, together 
with the general and particular Rules in their 
proper places, for the better inftruGtion of the 
regardful Reader. It now fucceedeth in or- 
der to explain that other general Head (being 
the fecond part of the firft Divifion) termed 
Marfhalling.. Which term I am-not igno- 


dering the parts of an Army, but alfo for dif- 
pofing of all Perfons and Things in all Solem- 
nities and Celebrations,’ as Coronations, In- 
terviews, Marriages, Funerals, Triumphs, 
and the like, in which the Office of an He- 
rald is of principal ufe for direction of others ; 
*‘ and therefore his| Learning, Judegment, and 
* Experience ought to beable to dire himielf 
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rant of how far extent it is, not only in or-’ 
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in fo weighty Affairs. But that noble part of 
Marfhalling is fo abfolutely already performs 
ed by the induftrious Pen of the Judicious 
Sir Wiliam Segar Kt. late Garter and Principal 
King at Arms, in his Book of Hozour Mili- 
tary and Civil, as that it were but Arrogancy 
joyn’d with Ignorance for me to intermeddle 
in an Argument fo exaétly handled: Neither 
is here my purpofe other, than to confine my 
felf to Armory only, and fo far only to {peak 
of Marfhalling, as it concerns Coat-Armours. 
This Marfhalling therefore is an orderly dif- 
pofing of fundry Coat-Armours pertaining to 
diftin@ Families, and of their contingent Or- 
naments, with their Parts and Appurtenances 
in their proper places. Of thefe things, fome 
have their place within the Efcutcheon, fome 
without: and of thofe within the Efcutcheon, 
fome have their occafions obfcure, other fome 
manife(t; as are thofe whofe Marfhalling (ac- 
cording to ancient and prefcript forms) do ap- 
parently either betokea Marriage, or fome 
gift of the Sovereign, Such as betoken Mar- 
riage do reprefent either a Match fingle or he- 

Hhh “ reditary : 
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reditary: By a fingle Match I mean the con- 
joyning of the Coat-Armours of a Man and 
a Woman, defcended of diftin® Families, 
in one Efcutcheon Pale-ways, as by Examples 
following fhall appear. And this form ef fm 
paling is divers according to the feveral 
Funétions of Perfons, whether Ecclefjattical 
or Temporal. Such as have a Funétion Ec- 
clefiaftical, and are preferred to the high ho- 
nour of Paftoral JurifdiQion, are reckoned to 
be knic in Nuptial bands of love and tender 
care to the Cathedral Churches whereof they 
are Superintendents, infomuch as when a Bi- 
fhop deceafeth, Ejas Ecclefia dicitur vidwata. 
And therefore their Paternal Coat is ever- 
more marfhalled on the left fide of the Efcut- 
cheon, giving the Preheminence of the right 
fide to the Arms of their See, ob reverentiam 
dignitatis Ecclefiaftice, for the honour due to 
Ecclefiaftical Dignity ; as alfo in refpeét that 
the Arms of fuch feveral Sees have in them a 
kind of perpetuity, for that they belong toa 
Political Body, which never dieth. An Ex- 
ample of fuch Impaling is this which follow- 
eth, and this manner of Bearing we may apt- 
© ly call Barow and Femme,

. Tf thefe were not Hereditary Coat-Armours, 
yet fhould they have this form of marfhalling 
and none other, becaufe the fame is common 
as well to fingle marriages having no heredi- 
tary Poffeffions, as to thofe that be hereditary. 
Only in this thefe have a Prerogative, which 
the other have not, that the Barox having re- 
ceived Iffue by his Femme, it is in his choice 
whether he will ftill bear her Coat in this 
fort, or elfe in an Inefcutcheon upon his own ; 
becaufe he pretendeth (God giving Life to 
fuch his Iffue) to bear the fame Coat of his 
Wife to him and to his Heirs; for which caufe 
this Efcutcheon thus bornis called an Efcutche- 
on of pretence. Moreover, the Heir of thefe 
two Inhericors fhall bear thefe two Hereditary 
Coats of his Father and Mother, to himfelf 
and his Heirs quarterly ; to fhew, that the In- 
heritance, as well of the Poffeffions, as of the 
Coat-Armours, are invefted in them and their 
Pofterity; whereas, if the Wife be no Heir, 
neither her Husband nor Child fhall have fur- 
ther to do with her Coat, than to fet up the 
fame in their Houfe, Paleways, after the fore. 
faid manner, fo to continue rhe memorial of 
the Fathers match with fuch a Family. Ex- 
amples whereof behold in thefe following EF 
cocheons.

Thefe 
Coats thus born belong to the Right Honou- 
rable Roger Palmer Barl of Caftlemaine, and 
Baron of Limberick in the Kingdom of Ireland, 
defcended from the Palmers of Angmering in 
Suffex, a Family, eminent in that County for 
its Antiquity, and the very great Poffeffions 
it had there. The Name fignifies Pilgrim, 
for thofe devout Perfons ufed (as Camden hath 
it in his Rersains) to carry a Palm when they 
returned from Ferufalem. Twas this Religi- 
ous Appellation the Adventurers in the Holy 
War affumed, as we find in Feller and our 
other Writers ; fo that feveral brave Champi- 
ons (though of different Families) returning 
from that moft Chriftian Expedition, retained 
it ever after. This Family bore formerly in 
Chief (and fome Branches of it do fo fill) a 
Greyhound currant, Sable ; and have fince the 
Reign of Edward the Firft (with whom the 
Holy War may be faid to end) to the prefent 
Year 1678. married into four Noble Families, 
to wit, the Lord Sandes’s, Audley’s, Powis’s, 
and Grandifon’s; and to ten Heireffes, viz. to 
Sedingham, Stopham, Bilton, Clement, Weffe, Ver- 
ney, Louchet, Sherley, Villiers, and Ferrers; and 
(omitting other Coats) they quarter by the 
Clements that of Tuder-Maar aforefaid. They 
have alfo matched with feveral other Perfons 
of good Quality, as the Pelhams, Poleys, Mal- 
lets, &c. and their prefent principal Houfes or 
Seats are Wingham in Kent, Dorney in Backs, 
and Fairfall in Somerfer[bire.

‘ Concerning the orderly bearing of fuch 
Coat-Armours Paleways in one Efcutcheon, 
note that Gerard Leigh, making mention of 
the marfhalling of divers Femmes with one 
Baron, faith, If a Man do marry two Wives, 
they fall be both placed on the left fide in the 
Same Efcutcheon with him, as parted per Pale.

* As touching this quarterly bearing of many 
“ Coats pertaining to fundry Families together 
‘in one Efeutcheon, William Wicley doth utterly 
‘ miflike it, holding the fame to be better fitting 
“a Pedigree to be locked up in a Cheft, as an 
“evidence ferving for a Probation of the Alli- 
‘ ances of Families, or Inducements to title of 
* Lands, rather than multitudes of them fhould 
‘ be heaped together in or upon any thing or- 
‘ dained for Military ufe: For Banners, Stan- 
‘ dards, and other like Martial Enfigns, were 
‘ ordained for no other ufe, but for a Com- 
“ mander to lead or be known by in the Field; 
‘ to which purpofe thefe marks fhould be made 
‘ apparent and eafie to be difcerned, which can- 
“not be where many Coats are thronged toge- 
© ther, and fo become unfit to the Field, and 
‘ therefore to be abolifhed of Commanders, 
‘ Only he holdeth it expedient, that a Prince 
* or Noble-man, having title to fome Countrey, 
“for the obtaining whereof he is inforced. to 
* make War, fhould thew forth his Standard of 
‘ the Arms of that Countrey quartered with 
“his own, amongft thofe People, which in 
* Right and Confcience do owe him Obedience ; 
© that they may be thereby induced the fooner 
‘to fubmit themfelves to him as to their true 
‘ and lawful Sovereign or Lord. So did Edward 
“ the third, King of England, when he fet on 
* foot his title to the Kingdom of France, fhew- 
‘ ing forth the Arms of France quartered in his 
© Royal Banner with the Arms of Exzgland. But 
* for fuch Perfons as are but Commanders un- 
“der them, itis very abfurd, fince thereof enfue 
oftentimes many dangerous errors; Et irrecu- 
© perabilis eft error qui violentid Martis committi- 
‘tur. Having before made mention of an In- 
‘ efcutcheon, and of the bearing of the Arms of 
* the

her, fhe being an Inheritrix, I will now here

© the faid Margaret, did thereupon affume the 
© bearing of her Arms upon his own in an Inef- 
* cutcheon on this manner, which he could not 
€ have done unlefs fhe had been an Heir, for 
* otherwife he muft have born the fame ftill 
* impaled, and not otherwife, notwithitanding 
¢ the Iffue received by her. Some other Exam-

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* to blazon his Baronets mark, becaufe it is not 
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cut in the Efcutcheon. 

« As for antiquity of bearing of Inefcutcheons, 
I find them very anciently ufed a tong time by 
the Emperours of Germany; for they always 
placed an Inefcutcheon of their Paternal Coat 
on the breaft of the Imperial Bagle. And 
alfo divers noble and worthy Families of this 
Land, ufed the like Bearing in the feveral 
Reigns of fundry of our Kings, viz. in the 
time of Richard the Second, Simon Burley bare 
in an Inefcutcheon the Arms of Ha/ly. In the 
time of Henry the Fitth, Richard Beauchampe 
the great Earl of Warmick, bare the Arms. of 
Spenfer and Clare quarterly in an Inefcutcheon 
over his own Paternal Coat-Armour, and ma- 
ny other in like fort. 

© Concerning the Bearing of the Wives Coat- 
Armour by the Husband impaled,-or other- 
wife, there are fome that do boldly affirm, 
That it is not permitted by Law, but only to- 
lerated through Cuftom; and do (with Chaj- 
faneus) alledge for Proof thereof, Quod Arma 
non tranfeunt ad cognatos co affines, quia cognati 
defcendentes ex faemina non funt de familia: be- 
caufe by Reafon of her Marriage fhe renounc- 
eth the Name of the Family whereof the is 
defcended, and affumeth the Name of her Hus- 
band’s Family, as we formerly fhewed, where 
we intreated of Differences which are not per- 
mitted to the Females. And an efpecial Rea- 
fon thereof may be this, Quia Agnationis dig- 
nitas femper debet effe falva; the Agnation 
(which is of the Father’s fide) muft be pre- 
ferved entire, and therefore the Honour or 
Arms of it not to be carried into another 
Family. 

“ Now becaufe fome mifunderftanding the 
Rule given in the fixth Chapter of the firft 
SeCtion, where it is faid, That to-Daughter-ne- 
ver were any differences allowed, do hold, that 
the Husband in the impaling of his Wives 
Coat-Armour with his own, may omit fuch 
difference as her Father (admitting him to be 
a younger Brother, or defcended of a younger 
Brother) bore to diftinguifh him from the 
elder Brother; I think it not amifs here to 
obferve unto the young Student in Armory, 
that every Gentleman of Coat-Armour which 
marrieth a Gentlewoman whofe Father did 
bear any difference in his Coat, oughcin the 
impalement of his Wives Arms to retain the 
fame difference which her Father bore, as in 
thefe Examples.

N the precedent Chapter enough hath 
been faid of Augmentations or Additions 
of Honour beftowed by the Sovereign in to- 


giveth in Remuneration of Merit, either im- 
mediately by himfelf, or mediately by-his Ge- 
neral or Vicegerent, either in requital of ac- 


ment to future honourable Attempts, which is 
then chiefly effe€ted when Vertue is duly re- 
warded. Such Remunerations are conferred 
upon Men imployed either in warfare’ (be it 
fecular or {piritual) or in Affairs civil. i 
‘ OF the firft Sort were thofe that were pro- 
feffed in the feveral Orders of {piritual Knight- 
hood of late ufe in this Land, but now abo- 
lifhed, viz. the Knights of Saint ‘fohn of Feru- 
falem, and Knights Templers; of which the 
firft is the chiefeft, whofe beginning, faith 
Sir John Ferne, was.in the time of Godfrey 
firft Chriftian King of Seru/alem. 

¢ The profeffion of this Order was to fight 
for God’s Honour againft the Infidels, and (as 
they were taught by the Romifh Synagogue) 
for holy St. fohw. This Order was begun in 
the Year of Grace 1120. | Their Habit was a 
long Gown or Robe of black, with a white 
Crofs upon the breaft. The Enfign Armorial 
of their Order was an Efcutcheon, Gules, a 
‘plain Crofs, Argent. And this is now known 
for the Arms of Savoy, by reafon that the firft 
Amadeus or Any Earl of Savoy, being in Arms 
with the Brethren of this fpiritual Kaighthood 
at the Siege of Acres, after that their Grand- 
mafter was flain by the Saracens, leaft the In- 
fidels fhould thereupon take a greater Confi- 
dence of Vitory by knowledge of his Death, 
at ‘their requeft he did put on the Armour of 
their flain General, and the long Robe of 
black Cloth, with the Arms of the faid Order,

This Coat-Armour thus 
marfhalled pertained to Sir William Clarke Kt. 
deceafed, by hereditary defcent from Sir fobx 
Clarke his Grandfather, who took in lawful 
Wars Lewis de Orleans Duke of Longevile and 
and Marquefs of Rotweline Prifoner, at. the 
Journey of Bomy by Terovanes the Sixteenth 
Day of Augu/t, Anno Henr. 8. 5. In memory 
of which Service the Coat-Armour of the 
Duke was given him, marfhalled on a Canton 
finifter in this manner, by fpecial Command- 
ment from the King, who fent his Warrant 
to the Heralds, willing and requiring them 
to publifh the fame authentickly under their 
Hands and Seals, for continuance of the me- 
mory thereof to Pofterity enfuing; which 
was performed accordingly: the Subftance 
and Effet whereof, together with this Coat, 
is exprefled upon the Monument of the faid 
Sir ‘fobs Clarke in the Church of Tame in the 
County of Oxford. In this Coat is confirmed 
my Affertion formerly fet down, touching as 
well the Ufe, as the Dignity of the Canton 
finifter, which in worth is equal to the dexter 
Canton, though not fo ufually born.

* To thefe donative Augmentations of Arms, 
I willadd certain Arms Affumptive, which are 
fuch as. a Man of his proper Right may aflume 
as the guerdon of his valorous Service, with the 
Approbation of his Sovereign, and of the He- 
rald. As if a Man being no Gentleman of 
Blood or Coat-Armour, or elfe being a Gen- 
tleman of Blood and Coat-Armour, fhall cap- 
tivate or take Prifoner in any lawful Wars 
any Gentleman, great Lord or Prince (as faith 
Sit Joba Ferne) he may bear the Shield of that 
Prifoner, and enjoy it to him and his Heirs for 
ever, if the fame be not by like infortune re- 
gained, be he Chriftian or Pagan, for that is 
but a vain and frivolous diftin@ion. Thefe 
are fuch as the Bearers or fome of their Ance- 
ftors have forced from the Enemy, either in 
compelling him to flight, and fo to forfake his 
Arms or Enfigns, or by {trong hand furprifing 
him Prifoner, in ju/to bello, or having flain him, 
fo gained to himfelf (jure gentinm) an abfo- 
lute Intereft in the Enfigns of his conquered 
Foe. And in this Senfe may that Affertion 
of Bertolas be verified, where he faith, Er jam 
populares propria authoritate arma fibi affumere 
poffant; but not otherwife, becaufe the bafe 
fort of Men having no generous Blood in them, 
are not capable of Armorial Enfigns, which 
are the Badges of noble Difpofition or gene- 
rous Birth, and therefore they ought not to 
be beftowed upon fuch Perfons, Quia entia no- 
luat malt difponi, Avift. Met. But in this Senfe 
it may be underftood that he that is not de- 
fcended of gentle Blood, is holden worthy to 
bear the Coat-Armour that he hath gained, 
for the apparent Tokens of Vertue and Va- 
lour that are found in him. That the Van- 
quifher may bear the Arms of the vanquifhed, 
I fhali make apparent by this next Example.

Chaplaine their Governor, and brought tim , 
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© flain with his own Hands in a Battel, And this 
is the Juftice of the Law Military, Qwia 
domininm rerum jufto bello captarum in vittorem 
transfertur, as Ayala obferveth. Yet this is of 
many Men holden a Thing very injurious, for 
that oftentimes the more valourous Man by 
meer Cafualty falleth into the Hands of the 
lefs valiant, and the moft worthy is often 
furprifed by him that in comparifon is of no 
worth at all. Neverthelefs, the Law where- 
upon this Cuftom is grounded, is equal and 
juft, albeit the Event thereof falleth out of 
tentimes very hardly, as noteth Cafius, fay- 
ing, Meliores- in bello victé quandoque deteriori- 
bus parere compelli videntur. For the Law- 
makers did providently ordain for encourage- 
ment of Men of AGtion, that the Victor fhall 
© be rewarded on this Manner: For albeit the 
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“ Faculties and inward Indowments of the Mind 
* can by no means be difcovered, whereby each 
Man ought to receive remuneration anfwer- 
able to the true meafure of his Worth and 
Valour, yet did they prudently provide for the 
rewarding of them: Iz quibus vefligia quedars 
fom quafi exprelfee imagines vera fortitudinis & 
magnanimitatis. apparent. And Balthafar Ayala 
faith, Quod dicunt jufto bello capta fieri capien. 
tium, nom folum in rebus fed etiam perfonis libe. 
rts jure gentium & civili receptum [tity ut man- 
cipea fierent capientium. Tf then the Perfons 
of the vanquifhed be fubje& to this Law, it 
were an abfurd Thing to think that the potter. 
fory ‘Things of the vanquifhed fhould be more 
priviledged than their Owners tliat are inte- 
reffed in them.

CHAP. IV. 


; ONCERNING Coat-Armours marfhal- 
s led within the Efcutcheon, whereof the 
© Occafions are manifeft, we have hitherto in- 
© treated ; now of fuch as have their Occafions 
© lefs manifeft. Thofe are fuch as being here- 
“ ditary Coat-Armouts are fo obfcurely mar- 
* fhalled in one Efcutcheon, as that thereby the 
¢ Beholder can yield no Reafon or yet conjettu- 
ral Probability of fuch their Union, nor may 
well difcern them to be diftinét Coats: Soas 
it often falleth out that they are miftaken for 
fome new coined Coat, rather than two Coats 
© of diftin& Families, and fo reckoned to be a 
© Coat too bad to be born. And fuch mar- 
‘ fhalling is either one above another, or one 
* upon another. Of the firft fort may we rec- 
© kon the Coat-Armour of Browze before ex- 
“ emplified, as alfo thefe following and their 
6 like.

this Manner. And for the better Approbation 
hereof, he fetteth down an exemplary Coat, 
which he blazoneth after this Manner: Por- 
tat unum fignum capitale de uigro, & tres Rofas 
rubeas in campo aureo, cum uno capite rubeo, ¢ 
tribus talentis in eodem. Upon fome fuch like 
Confideration it may feem that thefe, being 
formerly the Coat-Armours of two diftin& 
Families, were conjoyned as in this Efcutcheon 
appeareth, but now being both thus united, 
and withal invefted in the Blood of -the bear~ 
er, through Cuftom and Tra& of Time con« 
curring, are reckoned but one Coat, and born 
by one Name. 


* Another Form of Bearing of divers Coats 
(upon like occafion) much different from this, 
doth the fame Author commend, that is to 
fay, the bearing of the Mothers Arms upoft 
the Fathers (by the Heir) in a Bend: And 
this doth he reckon to be the beft manner of 
bearing Arms, faying, Optimus certé modus por 
tandi diverfa atma tn uno feuto habetur in iftis 
Bendis, quia habens patrimonium & [uo patre dim 
miljum, & alias certas terras per matrem fibi pro- 
venientes, quibus quidem terris maternis certa 4p-

I fee not, but a Man may 
as well fay, that the bearing of Arms of the 
Husband or of the Wife one upon another on 
a Fefs, were as good and lawful, as upon a 
Bend, Quia. fimilium fimilts eff ratio. But 
thefe may feem rather to be conceited Farms 
than received Grounds of marfhalling ; other- 
wife their ufe would have been more fre- 
quent. But'the moft approved forts of mar- 
fhalling with us are ‘thofe’ before-mentioned, 
viz. impaling, quartering, and bearing in an 
Inefcutcheon. 

© Not unaptly may thefe Coats be faid to be 
obfcurely marfhalled, when the occafion there- 
of cannot be either certainly difcerned, or yct 
probably conjectured, neither can it be with 
Reafon conceived, whether the Superiour be 
born for the Fathers Coat, or for the Mothers. 
And thus much fball-fuffice concerning Coats 
Armours marfhalled within the Efcutcheon. — 


CHAP. V. 


‘ MONGST the various Bearings of 
s Coat-Armour in this Book, the Author, 
© Mr. Gaillim, hath given no Example of the 
© bearing of Women in a Lozenge, as not un- 
¢ der Covert Baron; which being very necef- 
« fary to be taken notice of, I have here infer- 
© ted the Arms of fome few, who for their Ver- 
© tues and generous Educations, may deferved- 
« ly be made the Patterns of Bearings in this 
«kind. This manner of bearing in Lozenges 
¢ by unmarried Women, may feem to take its 
© rife or Original from the Fufil or Spindle of 
¢ Yarn, fingle Women being called Spinfters, 
© Nunquam & Lancea tranfibat ad fufam, fays Fa- 
© wine, fpeaking of Salique Land, It never paft 
© from the Launce to the Fufil, Lozenge, or 
© Spindle. But Plutarch gives a more noble 
¢ and ancient derivation of this form of bear- 
¢ ing, where he tells.us in the Life of The/eus, 
¢ That in the City of Megara (in his Time) 
© the Tombs of Stone wherein the Bodies of 
© the Amazons lay interred, were cut in the 
« form or fafhion of a Lozenge, in imitation 
¢ of their fhiclds, according to the manner of 
6 Greece.

CHA 


N the former Chapters hath beén treated 

of fuch Coat-Armours as are marfhalled 
within the Efcutcheon ; in ordér it now fuc- 
ceedeth to {peak of marfhalling without the 
Efcutcheon. 
* Thefe are certain Ornaments externally an- 
nexed to the Coat-Armour of any Gentle- 
man, by reafon of his Advancement to fome 
Honour or Place of Eminency by the graci- 
ous Favour of the Sovereign, as an honou- 
rable addition to his generous Birth. Of thefe 
there are divers Particulars, which being con- 
joyned and annexed to a Coat-Armour, do 
conftitute an Atchievement. 
“ An Atchievement, according to Leigh, is 
the Arms of every Gentleman well marfhalled 
with the Supporters, Helmet, Wreath and 
Crefts, with Mantles and Words, which of 
Heralds is properly calied in Blazon Heawme 
and Timbre. The Freach Word Heaulme, which 
we call in Englifh an Helmet, feemeth to have 
given derivation to that Word Heaume. And 
the Word Timmer to our Timbre; for that in 
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the Almais Tongue is the fame that we in

“ Note, that the general Words ufed by 
Leigh, in his faid Defcription of an Atchieve- 
ment, muft be reftrained only to thofe parti~ 
cular Perfons to whom Supporters (either by 
Law or by Cuftom) are properly due; for 
that none under the degree of a Knight. Ban- 
neret may bear his Arms fupported. And in 
“ fome Countries, (as by name in Burgundy, 
© faith Chaffaneus) it is not permitted to Per. 
* fons inferiour to the degree of a Knight, to 
‘ Timber their Arms, that is to fay, to. adorn 
« them with Helmet, Mantle, Creft, cc. as Chaf- 
« faneus noteth, faying, Nall licitam off, nec fo» 
‘ let quis Timbrare Arma faa, nifi fit [altem Eques 
© wilitaris, vulgd Chevalier, But with us the 
Cuftom is otherwife ; for in bearing of Arms 
each particular Countrey hath fomething pe- 
culiar to it felf, and hath her proper Cuttoms 
§ which 
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which have the vigour of a Law, Quia confue- 
tudo, ubi Lex feripca non eft, valet quantum Lex 
ubi fcripta eff. ‘Therefore herein the Cuftom 
of each Country is to be refpected, Specialis 
enim confuetudo vincit legem ina eo loco ubi eft 
confuetudo, dummodo poft legem fuerit induéta, 
alias vincitur a lege fuperveniente. But it may 
feem that fuch bearing is rather tolerated 
through Cuftom, than allowed in the ftri& 
Conftru@ion of the Law of Arms. 

¢ Now that the Things fo externally annexed 
to Coat-Armour, and alfo the Order of their 
placing may the better be conceived, { will 
handle each part by it felf, wherein I will en- 
fue that courfe of Natures Method, which 
Zanchius faith, was by Mofes obferved in the 
Hiftory of the Creation, which is, 2 préncipiis 
componentibus ad res compofitas. ‘The parts 
compounding are thofe before-mentioned, viz. 
the Helmet, Mantle, Creft, ec. of which 
fome have Place above the Efcutcheon, fome 
under it, fome round it, fome on each fide of it. 
¢ Of the firft fore are the Helmet, Mantle, 
Efcroule, Wreath, Crown, Cap, cc. And for- 
afmuch as with us the Nobles are divided in- 
to Nobiles majores, as Dukes, Marqueffes, Earls, 
Vifcounts, Barons and Bannerets; and into 
Nobiles minores, as Knights, Efquires, and or- 
dinary Gentlemen; and that to thefe parti- 
cular Degrees there are allotted fundry Forms 
of Helmets, whereby their feveral States are 
difcerned: I will exemplify their divers Fa- 
fhions, beginning with the Inferiour fort (for 
that is the Progrefs proper to Degrees, or 
Steps) and fo afcend to the higheft; as in Ex- 
ample. 
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© This form of Helmet, 
“placed fide-long, and 
“clofe, doth Ger. Leigh 
attribute to the Digni- 
“ty of a Knight; but in 
‘mine Underttanding, it 
¢ fitteth better the Calling 
“of an Efquire, whom 
“we do Call in Latin Sca- 
* tifer, and Homo ad arma. 
* OF thefe each Knight 
(in time paft) had two to attend him in the 
Wars whitherfoever he went, who bare his 
Helmet and Shield before him; forafinuch as 
they did hold certain Lands of him in Sca- 
tage, as the Knight did hold of the King by 
Military fervice.. And they were called Sca- 
tiferi Claith the Learned Clarencieux) 2 Scuto 
ferendo, ut olim cutarij Romanis aicti, qui vel 
a Clypeis gentilitiis, quos in nobilitatis Infignia 
geftabant, vel quia Principibas & Majaribus illis 
Nobilibus ab Armis evant, nomen traxerunt. 
¢ This kind of Service is exceeding Ancient, 
as we may iee of Abimelech, of whom it is 
faid, Quare inclamans celeriter pueram Armige- 
rum edixit ei; Stringe gladium tum cP morti 
trade me, ne dicant de me, mulier interfectt me. 
6 Alfo 1 Saw.17. itis faid, Er qui [cutum fere- 
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* bat, antecedebat eum: Anda little after, Verfe 
“14. Viro illo, qui ferebat [cutum precedente ei. 
Since then the Office of thefe Efquires or 
Pages, as fome do name them, was to pres 
cede their Commander upon whom they at- 
tended, bearing thofe his Military Habili- 
ments, it fitteth well the refpective Gare that 
they ought to have for the Execution of his 
DireGtions, oftentimes’ with a regardful Eye, 
and attentive Har, to obferve and liften what 
he will prefcribe them: and therefore the Hel- 
met, born thus fide-long (if I err nor in my 
Underftanding) doth denote unto us Atteri- 
tion and Obedience, and therefore is nor pro- 
perly attributed to the Dignity of a Knight, to 
whom (among thofe that we call Mobiles mi- 
nores) it pertaineth in Martial Affairs, to 
give and not actend Dire€tions. 
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‘ This Form of Helmet 
‘(in my Conceit) doth 
‘belt quadrate with the 
‘Dignity of a: Knight, 
“tho? Leigh improperly 
© ufeth the fame; the fame 
‘ (fay) in Regard of the 
“dire@ ftanding thereof, 
‘ but divers in this, that 
“the Beaver of that is 
“ clofe, and this open. For 
heaffigneth this to the degree of an Efquire, 
wherein I altogether diffent, as well for that 
the full faced Helmet doth fignify DireGtion 
or Command, like as the former prefenteth 
Attention and Obedience, as alfo for that it is a 
greater Honour to bear the Beaver open than 
clofe; the clofe bearing fignifying a buckling 
on of it, as a Preparation to the Battel, and 
the open Beaver betokeneth a return from 
Battel with Glory of Vitory. So faid Abab 
King of I/rael to the Meflenger that he fent 
to Benhadad King of Syria; Tell him, Let not 
him that girdeth on his harne/s boaft himfelf, as he 
that putteth it off: which Tremellias thus in- 
terpreteth, Qui induit arma pugnaturus, ne ita 
© gloriator ac fi victoria parta illa deponeret : That 
¢ is, according to the vulgar faying, We mutt 
‘ not triumph before the ViGory. And for a 
© further Proof that this Form is more agreeable 
‘tothe Dignity of a Knight than the former, 
< you mutt obferve, that if among Nobiles ma- 
‘ jores, or their Superiours (having Sovereign 
¢ Jurifdition) it be reckoned a chief Token of 
¢ Honour to bear their peculiar Helmets full 
* faced and open; then doubtlefs, amongft No-, 
< bikes minores, it 1s no lefs Honour for Knights 
‘ (who amongft them have a kind of Superio- 
“ rity) to bear their Helmets after the fame 
¢ manner: Mud enim eft melius, quod optimo eft 
‘ propinguius, cr in eodem cafu idem jus ftatuen» 
© dum eft. 
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© This fafhion of fide- | 
Slong Helmet and open | 
“faced with! a Gardevifure 
Sover the-fight, ‘is com- | 
‘mon tol‘all: Rerfons’ of | 
‘ Nobility wnder the ‘de- 
«gree of a’ Duke, whereof 
‘a Baron (faith Leigh) is 
* the loweft that may bear 
‘the fame on this manner. 
“And cf thefe each one is 
fubordinate unto ‘other, as well im JurifdiGti- 
on; as in.rank of Nobility, as Chaffanens not- 
ehhy daying, Sieut Reve deber babere' ub fe decem 
Duties; ita Duxidebet habere decei Comites, feu 
Marobidnes , & Comes fou Marchiodecem Barones, 
ce Baro decem:Feutlatores.. And for thefe Re- 
fpeéts, if I be not deceived, do they all bear 
tlieit Helmets efide-long, for that each one of 
themyiattendeth the Dire€tions of the other, 
to, whofe JurifdiGtion they are fabjected. 
“The Word /Gardevifure, corruptly imprin- 
ted, Gardeinfare, isca Freach Térm, devifed for 
the more apert expreffing of the ufe thereof ; 
forafmuch’asitheyido ferve for the Safeguard | 
and\ Defence of the: Face;«for fo may we} 
lawfully invent Words in cafe we want apt 
‘Terms'to exprefs the Nature and Ufe of 
Things, as Lipfies well noteth, faying, Datur 
venia novitati verborum rerum obfcuritatibus in- 
Servienti. 

‘Moreover, there:are many more Things in 
the World, than: there are Names for them, 
according ‘to the Saying of the Philofopher, 
Nomina funt finita, res autem infinite; ideo 
unum nomen plura fignificat ; which faying is 
by.a.cetyain (or rather uncertain) Author ap- 
proved; Multis /peciebus nom funt nomina: Td- 
cixco| meceffarium eft nomina fingere, fi nullam 
ante eral nomen imnpofitui. 


« This kind of Helmet 
* is proper to Perfons ex- 


er over their Subjetts 
and Inferiours, as Em- 
perours, | Monarchs, 
“Kings, Princes, and 
* Dukes, and fuch as do 
‘by an abfolute Jurifdi- 
° &ion manage the Go- 
* vernment of free States 
And a Duke (according to 
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or Countries, 
Leigh) is the loweft that may bear his Hel- 


meteon this fafhion. As the firft-and third 
fort of Helmets before expreffed do fignify at- 
tention and obfervance (for the Reafons for- 
merly delivered) in their feveral Degrees ; ‘fo 
contrarywife the fecond and this fourth fort 
in theirs, do betoken Authority, Dire&tion, 
and Command; for fo do all Sovereigns, as 
alfo all Generals, Captains, and Commanders | 
in Mattial Affairs, and Magiftrates and Go- 


* ercifing Sovereign Pow- |. 
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vernours in the managing of Civil’ Govern- 
ment, in prefcribing of Orders and DireGtions 
to the Multitude, uf a'fteady and fet Coun- 
tenance, fixing their Eyes dire@ly on thofe to 
whom they addrefs their Councils or Com- 
mands ;'and fuch a Gefture befeemeth Men of 
fuch Place; for that it 'reprefenteth a kind of 
Majefty: This Property is obferved' to be 
naturally in the Frog, whereof Spen/er the Poet 
making mention, termeth it the Lording of 
Frogs, becaufe in their fitting they hold their 
heads fteady, looking direttly ina kind of 
gravity of State, without, any motion at all. 

“ Now’ the bearing of the Helmet in At- 
chievement is fometimes fingle, fometimes ma- 
nifold. ‘It is faid to be born fingle, when the 
Atchievement is adorned with one only Hel- 
met, as in thofe hereafter enfuing fhall be 
feen. 

“I call that’a manifold Bearing, when for 
the gatnifhing and fetting forth of an Ar- 
chievement, two Helmets or more are placed 
upon the Shield or Efcutcheon, becaufe fome- 
times for beautifying the Atchievement of 
fome great Perfonage of noble Birth, or emi- 
nent Place, three Helmets are placed jointly 
upon the Shield. 

* Touching the manner of placing divers 
Helmets upon one Shield, thefe Rules follow- 
ing are to be obferved, vz. If you will place 
two for the Refpects aforefaid, then muft they 
be fo fet, as the Beaver of the’one may be 
oppofite to the other, as if they were worn 
by two Perfons afpecting or beholding each 
other. ‘But-if you ‘place’ three Helmets, for 
any of thefe Refpeéts above remembred, then 
muft you place the middle flanding dire@ly 
forwards, and the other two upon the Sides, 
after a fidelong manner, with their Beavers 
turned: toward the middlemoft, in Reprefen- 
tation of two Perfons afpecting the third. 

* The next in Order of thefe exterior Parts 
of an Atchievement, is the Mantle, fo named 
of the French Word Manteag, which with us 
is taken for along Robe. ‘This, was 2. Mili- 
tary Habit ufed in ancient Time of great 
Commanders in the Field, as well to manifett 
their high Place, as alfo, (being caft over their 
Armour) to repel the extremity of wet, cold, 
and heat, and withal to preferve their Ar- 
mour from raft, fo to continue thereby the 
glittering luftre thereof. 

* Of this kind of Habit the famous Sir Geffe- 
ry Chaacer maketh mention in the Knights 
‘Tale ; where treating of the Adventures of 
Palemon and Acrite, for the Love of Evely the 
Dukes Daughter of Arhens, he defcriberh the 
Habits and Ornaments of the Kings that ac- 
companied them tothe Lifts of the Combate: 
where of Demetrius Kipg of India he faith, 
that he 
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Came riding like the God of Arms Mars, 
His Coat- Armour was of Cloth of Fhrate, 
Couch’d with Pearle white round and great, 
His Saddle was of barnifb’a Gold newly beat. 
A Mantle on his Shoulders hanging, 

Beat full of Rubies red as fire fparkling. 


Where T colle&, that“this Mantle here men- 
tioned was worn for the purpofes formerly 
fpoken, and that in the hanging thereof from 
the Shoulders of Demetyins it did caft it felf 
into many Plaits (as maturally all Garments 
of large fize do) awhich form of plaiting 
in the Art of Painting is termed Drapery. 
Wolfang. Lazius {peaking of this kind of Ha- 
bit, calleth=the fame chlamys mantuelis, faying, 
Chlamys mantuelis recenfetur itidem 2 Tribellio 
inter dona militaria'a Galieno Claudio, qui poft 
fuit Auguftes, data. Kanchins ait, De noftris 
Parthicts paria tria, fingilones Dalmatenfes de- 
cen, Chlamydem. Dardaniam Mantuelem: unam. 
This fort of Habit have fome Authors called 
Toga Militaris, and) other) Lacerna: Ego vero 
(faith Lazias) togam militarem eandem cum La- 
cerna extitiffe autumo, As we fhewed 4 Diffe- 
rence of Helmets ufed in the garnifhing cf 
Atchievements of Perfons of different Eftate 
and Dignity, fo ic may feem there’hath been 
in ancient: Time a diverfe form .of man- 
tling ufed for the difference betwixt WVobiles 
majoxes and. minores. “For Franc: de Rofier's 
mentioning the Charter of Charles. the fecond 
Duke of Lorraiz tothe Abby of Belprey 1420. 
he faith concerning»the Seal thereof, Portat 
in Tymbre Aquilam cum paludamento Ducal: ; 
whereby we may. probably gather that! Dukes 
in thofe Days, and in‘ that Placey*had'a diffe- 
rent Form of mantling from Perfons ‘of infe- 
rior degrees: But in thefe Things, each Na- 
tion for the moft part hath fome ‘Cuftom pe- 
culiar to it felf. 

© Rodolf Duke of Lorrain Son’ of : Frederick 
the Third, was the firft that bare his Arms 
Tymbered, as the fame Author affirmeth, 
faying, Hic Princeps fuit Primus qui portavit 
Arma cam Galea Tymbrata, ut patet in literis 
ejus & alioram ducum : But 1 fuppofe the ge- 
nerality of thefe Words muft be reftrained to 
that particular Place. For Wolf. Lazius feem- 
eth to affirm that fuch a Form :of beating 
hath been anciently ufed amongft the Romans, 
wherevhe faith, Atque hattenus de Criftis que in 
majorum noftrorum\infignibus magis ad Romanam 
fimilitudinem accedere arbitvor, (ic-ea cum pictura 
noftra in frontifpicio operis coutuleris. 

* Neither hath this Habit efcaped Transfor- 
mation, but hath paffed:through ‘the forge of 
phanatical Conceit (as: well as thofe Helmets 
before handled) infomuch as (befides the bare 
name) there remaineth neither fhapé nor fha- 
dow of a» Mantle:0For how can it be ima- 
gined thata piece of Cloth, or of whatfo- 
ever other Stuff, that is jagged and frownced 
after the ‘manner of dur now common re- 


cie,- 


ceived Mantlings ‘uted’ for the ‘adorning of 
Atchievements, being impofed upon the Shou!- 
ders of a Man, fhould. ferve him, 16 any of 
the purpofes for which Mantles were ordain- 
ed? So that thefe being compared with, thofe 
may be more’ fitly termed Flourifhings than 
Mantlings, Fils 

“But as they are ufed’ in Atchieyements; 
whether you call them Mantles-or Flourifh. 
ings, they are evermore faid in Blazon :to-be 
doubled, that ‘is, lined throughout with fome 
One of the Furrs before handled io the. frit 
Section’ of his Work, 45) well of thofe Burrs 
that'do confift of more Colours than-one, as 
of ‘thofe that\be fidgle and unmix’d.. For fo 
the “Romans wed to wear their Cloaks or 
Mantles lined throughout, fometimes with 
one coloured’ Furr, and otherwhiles with 
Furts of variable Colours, whereof they were 
called Depitte ‘penule:” of which latter fort 
Alex. ab Alex. {peaketh, faying, Tametfj leca- 
mus Caliguiam depittas peaulas Jape induiffe ; 
and Lazius, Penula pitta la|civioris vite impe- 
ratoribus in -ufa fuit: whereof he giveth; an 
inftance out of Tranguills, who faith of Cali- 
Sula, that he was /epe dépittas Seminatalque 
penulas indutus. 

‘ Thefe were called depiéfe penale, becaufe 
of the variety=ef the. coloured Skins where- 
with they awere furred or lined, which made 
a thew--as if thofe doublings or lipiiigs had 
been painted. 3Some of thofe doublings are 
of rate Ufe-at-thefe Days,-swhich have been 
more frequent in former Times,.as I find in 
the Church of Gravexef in the County of 
Bedford in’a Window, a Mantle, Sable. dou- 
bled Varrey. : 

‘Next to the Mantle the Cognizance doth 
atrogate the higheft Place, and is feared upon 
the moft’ eminent part Of the Helmet; but 
yet fo, as that it admitreth an interpofition of 
fome Efcroll, Wreath, Chapeau, Crown, os. 
And it is called a Cognizance 4 cogno[cendo 
becaufe by them fuch Perfons as do wear them 
are manifeftly known whofe Servants they 
are. They arealfo called Crefts of the Latiz 
Word Criffa,'which fignifictha Comb orTuft 
fuch as many Birds have upon their heads, as 
the Peacock, Lapwing, Lark, Heathcock, Fea- 
fant, Ruftcock, &c. And as thofe do occupy 
the higheft parc of the heads of thefe Fowls ; 
fo do thefe Cognizances or Crefts hold the 
moft perfpicuous Place of the Helmet, as by 
the Examples following fhall appear in their 
due Place. 

“ Concerning the ufe of thefe Cognizances 
or Crefts among the Romans, Lazius (having 
fpoken of Shields and the garnifhing of them 
with Pourtraitures of ‘living Things), hath 
thefe Words, Haétenus “de clypeorum pittura, 
five feulptura Romane Reipub. celebrata, inde 
aimiram & nofiras calataras in his clypeis, quas 
6 Wappas dict, profettas credendum oft. Fam 
‘enim Galeas ila quoque atgue coronas fupra 
© pofitas cum criftis atque avium alis reprefentabat. 
© But 
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* Buc that the wearing of {uch Crefts, was 
common to orher Nations as Well as the Ro- 
mans, Alex, ab Alex. fhewerb, affirming that 
the Almaias and Cymbrians ufed , Helmets 
wroughe about with the fhapes of hideous ga- 
ping Animals, The Carians had Ruftcocks tor 
their Cretts. © Alexander’ Magnas did inviron 
his Helmer with a gallant Plume of purelt 
white. ; a 
©The Galatians bare foretimes Horns, and 
dtherwhiles the fhapes of living Things, ‘Phe 
Trojans, Myfians, and Toractans bare. upon 
theit brazen Helmets the Ears and Horns of 
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Covidius the Centurion, which he ufed in the 
Bartel that he had againft the Myfians, was hol 
den to be admirable ; that he bare upon his Hel- 
met a Cup, that‘one while did flah out Flames of 
Fire, and otherwhiles would [uck them in. Ma- 
ny more Examples could I give to prove as 
well the Antiquity as the general ufe of Crefts; 
but holding this to be fufficient, I will now 
‘ proceed to give Examples of Things that ace 
interpofed between the Mantle and the Creft, 
beginning with thofe of inferiour reckoning, 
and fo to thofe‘of better worth and eftima- 
tion. 
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© Tt may feem an. inveterate and overworn 
Fafhion in this Age to bear a Creft upon an 
E(croll made of this or fome other like man- 
ner; but how obfolete foever the fame may 
be thoughe, Gerard Leigh doth confidently af- 
firm, that both in the Time of King Henry 


Knight; But howfoever Time and Ufurpation 
concurring with Prefcription, hath fo much 
prevailed, as that it will be a Matter of great 
Difficulty to reduce Men to that form of bear- 
ing fo long negle€ted ; yet may you obferve 
that our moft noble Prince of Wales himfelf 
tothis Day thus beareth this Badge. 
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© This is an ancient Ornament of the Head, 
and much in ufe with the Turks and Saracens. 
Amongft alli the Interpofitiens before menti- 
oned that are placed between the Mantle and 
the Creft, there is none of fo frequent ufe as 
this; which fometimes is called in blazon a 
© Wreath, becaufe it is made of two coloured 
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an ‘Ox. Amongft the ref (faith he) chat of | 


the Fifth, and long after, no Man had his 
Badge fet on a Wreath under the Degree of a|* 


‘ Silks or more wreathed together; fometimes 
* alfoa Torce, for the fame Caule; WVempe gata 
* rorquetur, becaufe it is wound or twilted. ‘The 
“ Mixture of the Colours of this Wreath is moft 
* ufually taken fiom the Meral or Colours con- 
“tained in the Paternal-Coat of the Bearer. 
‘ For the orderly making of this Wreath, Leigh 
* afcribeth this Rule, vz. chat you matt ever- 


‘ more begin with the Metal, and ead with the 
* Colour. 
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* peau or Cap, even by the fame Reafon and 
* Cuftom that they do challenge to wear their 
* Coronets, becaufe this Cap, as alfo their 
‘ Crowns are allowed them, not only fora de- 
« claration of their Princely dignities and de- 
‘ grees, but withal for Tokens and Teftimonies 
* of Triumph and Vidtory.. For the wearing 
* of the Cap had a beginning from the Duke or 
‘ General of an Army, who having gotten Vi- 
© Gory, caufed the chiefeft of the fubdued Ene- 
‘ mies, whom he had led Captive, to follow 
‘ him in his Triumph, bearing his Cap or Hat 
after him, in token of fubjection and Capti- 
6 vity. 


* Albeit there are divers other Sorts of 
Crowns more ufually born interpofed be- 
© tween the Mantle and the Creft; yet becaufe 
*-chis is fometimes put to like ufe, and thac it 
| is of all the reft the chiefeft, I have feleéted 


¢ 


‘ this as an Example of Crowns put to fuch ufe, 
‘ the rather becaufe I willingly comprehend alk 
¢ thofe of lefs efteem under it. That the Ro- 
* mans did bear Crowns upon their Helmets af- 
* ter this manner, it is clear by the Tettimony 
“ of W. Lazias, as wellin that I have formerly 
‘ alledged, where I have fpoken of the ufe of 
‘ Crefts, as alfo by his Confirmation thereof, 
‘ where he faith, Cetera Coronarum genera in 
‘ univerfum, que vel Galeis in Armis fulpenfis ob

sect. Vi. 
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virtutem donate militibus, vel capitibas homi- 
num vel Sacerdotum aut Emeritorum imponeban- 
tur, oifodecim invenio, Quarum, exceptis Au- 
rea & Argentea, relique omnes ex plantis palfim 
& herbis conficiebantur. The Prerogative or 
Preheminence of wearing of Crowns belong- 
eth not only to fuch as have received the fame 
for a remuneration of vertue, but alfo to Per- 
fons to whom the exercife of Sovereign Jurif- 
dition doth appertain, as the fame Author 
witneffech, faying, Prerogativam vero Coronas 
ferendi non hi folum habebant, quibas boc erat 
munus eon virtute conceffum, verum etiam quibus 
ex officio licebat, Imperatortbus, Regibus, Sacer- 
dotibus, &c. Touching fundry other forms of 
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* Crowns, I refer you to the judicious writings 
© of Sir William Segar late Garter, Principal 
“ King of Arms. 

But in regard his prefent Majefty has been 
gracioufly pleas’d to Grant Coronets to his 
three Grand daughters, Children of his Royal 
Highnefs George Prince of Wales, confifting of 
Croffes, Flowers de Lis and ducal Leaves; It 
may not be amifs to Infert here the Form

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HUS far I have touched Things pla- 

ced above the Efcutcheon; now I will 
proceed to fuch as are placed elfewhere, of 
which fome are peculiar, fome more general. 
‘By fuch as are peculiar I mean thofe that 
are appropriated to Perfons having Sovereign 
Jurifdi@tion, and to fuch as are called Nobiles 
Majores, of which Rank a Baronet is the 
loweft. But amongft the particular Orna- 
ments belonging to the Coat-Armours of Per- 
fons having either-Supreme or Inferiour dig- 
nity, there are fome that do environ the Coat- 
Armour round about, and do chiefly belong 
to Perfons exercifing Sovereign Jurifdiction, 
and to fuch others as they out of their fpe- 
cial Favour {hall communicate the fame unto, 
by affociating them into the Fellowfhip of 
their Orders. Such are the moft honourable 
Order of the Garter, the Orders of the Gol- 
den Fleece, of Saint Michael, of the Annun- 
ciation; of all which Sir Willam Segar, late 
Garter King at Arms, hath written fo learn- 
edly, that to his Works I muft again refer the 
Reader for SatisfaGtion therein ; the Difcourfe 
thereof being altogether impertinent to my 
intended purpofe in this prefent Work. 
© Yet here you mutft obferve, that a Man be- 
ing admitted into the Society and Fraternity 
of any two of the Honourable Orders before 
mentioned, he may in fetting forth his At- 
chievement adorn the fame with the chief Or- 
naments or Collars of both thefe Orders where- 
of he is eleéted and admitted a Fellow and 
Companion, by placing one of the Ornaments 
next to his Shield, and the other without the 
fame. In fuch manner did the moft high and 
mighty Lord Thomas Duke of Norfolk and 
Earl Marfhal of Exgland, bear the chief Or- 
naments of the Orders of the Garter and of 
Saint Michael. 
« But leaving thofe peculiar Ornaments of So- 
vereigns or others, I return to thofe that are 
communicable (by a certain Right) as well 
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© to thofe called Nobiles Majores, as to Sove- 
‘reigns. Such are thofe which are faid to be 
* placed on the fides of the Atchievements, re- 
¢ prefenting fometimes Things living, and fome- 
* times dead. ; 
« But thefe of fome Blazoners are termed 
Supporters, whofe Conceit therein I can hard- 
ly approve, Quia diverforum diverfa eft ratio ; 
and therefore the Blazon that I would give 
unto Things fo different in Nature is, that if 
Things be living, and feize upon the Shield, 
then {hall they be called properly Supporters ; 
but if they are inanimate, and touch not the 
Efcutcheon, then fhall fuch Arms be faid to 
be (not fupported, but cotifed) of fuch and 
fuch Things: For how can thofe be properly 
faid to fupport that touch not the Thing faid 
to be fupported by them? Therefore Nomina 
fant aptanda rebus fecundum rationis normam. 

‘ To Perfons under the degree of a Knight 
¢ Baronet, it is not permitted to bear their Arms 
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‘ fupported, that Honour being peculiar to thofe 


¢ chat are called Nobiles Majores. 

¢ And thefe Cotifes have their name agree- 
¢ able to the Thing whofe quality they repre- 
© fent, and are fo called (as we elfewhere fhew- 
‘ ed) of Coffa, the Rib, either of Man or Beat ; 
© for it is proper to the Rib to inclofe the En- 
‘ trails of Things Animal, and to add Form 
¢ and Fafhion to the Body; in like manner do 
‘ thefe inclofe the Coat-Armour whereunto 
¢ they are annexed, and do give a comely Grace

¢ Another Ornament there is externally an- 
¢ nexed to Coat-Armour, and that is the Morro 
¢ or Word which is the Invention or Conceit 
© of the Bearer, fuccinétly and fignificantly con- 
¢ trived (for the moft part) in three or four 
¢ Words, which are fet in fome Scroll or Com- 
¢ partiment, placed ufually at the Foot of the 
¢ Efcutcheon: and as it holdeth the loweft 
© Place, fo is it the laft in blazoning. Of this 
* Word Abra. Franc. writeth in this manner, 
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Quod a recentioribus verba quadam iplis Armis 
[ubjisiantur, videtur id nuper inventam, ad imi- 
tationcm vorum qua Symbola a nobis appellantur. 
And. indeed the Mctto fhould exprefs fome- 
thing intended in the Atchievement, though 
ufe-hath now received whatfoever Fancy of 
the ,Devifer; and this Motto is of univerfal 
ufe to allGentry and Nobility of what Rank 
foever. 

“Now as touching the blazoning of thefe 
Ornaments exteriorly annexed to any Coat- 
Armour, it is to be confidered, that we are 
not tied to that frit Obfervation in them, 
as in the blazoning of Things born within 


the Efcutcheon; for thefe are the eflential 
Parts of Coats, and thofe meerly.accidental, 
‘ Por the. Creft_ or Timber, Wreath,Mantle 
‘Helm, Ge. (faith Ferne) are no part of the 
Coat-Armour, but Additions. to Atchieve- 
ements added not many Hundred Years ago 
tothe Coats of Gentry. And therefore when 
you, have aptly, fet.forth all. the Fields.and 
within 


Charges, and their Colours contained

the Efcutcheon,. your Blazon.is:done ;fothat 

when we fhall defcribe any.of thofe Exteriour 


our.

CHAP. VII. 


He formerly handled the firft part of 


the diftribution touching the Accidents, 
viz. Tinéture> I will now go forward as pro- 
mis’d page 7. to handle that other member of 
the fame, namely Differences; fhewing firft 
what Differences are ; and fo proceed in or- 
der*to the Divifion of them. 

“ But before I proceed to the Definition and 
divifionof them, it is not unneceffary to ob- 
ferve, That Arms may be refembled to Arith- 
metical numbers, for like as in numbers, the 
addition; or fubtraGtion of an unity, maketh 
the faid number to receive a diverfe form from 
that ic hath before; imlike manner by the ap- 
pofition to, or exemption of any one thing from 
the Coat-Armour,’ be it either difference, or 
whatfoever elfe, the Coat-Armour, isinot the 
fame, but varieth from that it was. before. 
This variation (occafioned by the addition or 
exemption of fome adventitious thing) never- 
thelefs altereth not the fubftance of the Coat- 
Armour, bute maketh the fame to differ in 
form only. from that it was before ; for thefe 
adventitious Appofitions are cf the nature of 
Accidents, whofe property is Adeffe c abeffe 
fine fubjecti corruptione ;/as 1 have formerly 
fhewn out of Porphyrius, p.16. ; 
* Differences have no exiftence of themfelves, 
but are of the quality of AdjeGtives, which 
need the ayd and fupport of fome fubftantive, 
to be annexed to them, and were devifed, for 
the diftinguifhing of Coat-Armour, of parti- 
cular Perfons, of oneand the fame family each 
from other among themfelves, according to 
that faying of Chaff. Differentia unt quadam 
accidentia per fe non exiftentia, que inducunt di- 
verfitatem feparativam, per quam dignofcuntur 
talia Arma, in quibus funt inferta, ab armis al- 
terius. But I will proceed to the definition 
and divifion of Differences. 
© Differences are extraordinary additaments, 
whereby Bearers of the fame Coat-Armour 
are diftinguifhed each from other, and their 
Nearnefs to the principal Bearer is Demon- 
ftrated.

‘ kind, or. of prey) have that part of cheic 
Teeth, next to their Gums; broad and ftrong,

‘ The Field is Argent, 
a BordureAzure, charg- 
ed with Enaluron. of 
Martlets, to the num- 
ber of eight, Or, In 
your blazoning of Bor- 
dures of this kind of

© A like Bordure doth Fafper Earl of Pem-

* This kind of bearing Diaper in Coat-Ar- 
© mour is fometimes feen in Coats of France 
“and Belgia, but very rare or never in England, 
© as Sir “foha Ferne noteth. Diaper (faith he) 
* is known of every Man to be a fantaftical work of 
* kusots, within which are wrought the figns or forms 
© of things, either quick or dead, according to the 
invention of the Work-mafter, as is well known in 
“Ipres, Bruges, and fome Cities of Heynault. 
©In the blazon of fuch Coats you muit firft 
© name the Colour or Metal of the Field. 

“ As touching their firft feveral Charges im- 
© pofed-upon thefe Bordures aforehandled, I 
© fhould not (I acknowledge) have made men- 
€ tion of them at all in this place (the order of 
© my Method refpe€ted) fed propter neceffitatem 


© non nunquam recedendum eft a regulis. 
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Itherto,.of the ancient manner of differ- 
encing Coat-Armours: Next, fuch as 
we call modern Differences, come in order to 
be handled. [I call thofe modern Differences 
that are of a latter inftitution, and put in ufe 
fithence the invention of Bordures. Such are 
thefe that follow, and their like, viz. the File, 
Crefcent, Mullet, Martlet, Annulet, Flower 
de lis, dc. 
¢ What thefe Files are, I cannot certainly 
avouch, becaufe I find that divers Authors, 
and thofe very Judicial in matters of this kind, 
do diverfly judge of them, according to their 
feveral conceits, Upton, a Man much com: 
mended for his skill in blazon, and of fome 
Armorifts fuppofed to have been the firft that 
made obfervation of their ufe (but they are 
therein much deceived, for that fuch ufe was 
made of them many Ages before Upton’s 
Time) calleth them Points, fuch as Men ufu- 
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£ occafion offered to treat of the differences of 
Bordures in this place, enforced me to make 
untimely mention of thofé Charges, to the 
intent i might yield fome fatisfaGtion to the 
Reader touching thefe variable forms, which 
Icould no way better perform than by de- 
monftrative Examples: Exempla enim ponimas, 
ut fentiant addifcentes, 

“ Notwithftanding, that I have here only 
mentioned a Bordure and Imborduring, for 
ancient Differencés, yet I do not thereupor 
conclude, that Antiquity was not acquainted 
with any other than thefe: bur the Reafon, 
that I do not particularly here difcourfe at 
large of thofe other ancient Differences, is, 
becaufe the ufe ‘of divers of them now, as 
Differences, is antiquated 5 and fome of them 
are now ufed, as Ordinaries, or fome other 
Charge of the Field, which I thall afterward 
handle, but not here, becaufe it futes not with 
my intended Method ; others of thofe anci- 
ent ones are ftill in-wfe, as Differences, but to 
demonftrate fome other younger Brother chan 
anciently they did, and therefore now termed 
modern, by changing of their firt ufe. Let 
it therefore fuffice only to namefome of thofe 
fitft fort here mentioned, as Orles, Cotizes, | 
Bends, &:. Which how they then were dif. 
pofed of, in the Terminal, Collateral, and 
Fixal Coat-Armours, I refer you to Sir foln 
Ferne and others, who have writ plentifully 
of them. In thofe ‘elder Times alfo, the va- 
riation of Metal or Colour, Tianfpofition’ of 
Charge, yea, fometime change of the Charge, 
‘ot of part of the Charge, were ufed for die 
‘ ftinGtions of Families, as you may obferve in 
“ divers Authors, and in the Coar-Armours of 
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But the} younger branches of many ancient Families. 
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ally faften their Garments withal, and faith, 
they may be born either even or odd, to the 
number of Nine. . Budeus, an ancient Wri- 
ter, affirmeth them to be Tongs, and that 
they may be born but odd. Alciatus in his 
Parergos nameth them Plaitez or Plaits of 
Garments. Bartolws calleth them Candles. 
Some other Authors call them Files, and 
others Lambeaux or Labels. In this fo great 
uncertainty, I forbear to determine any thing, 
feeing thofe fo Learned cannot certainly re- 
folve among themfelves what they are. On- 
ly concerning their divers manner of bearin z 
thefe Examples following will give light: 
wherein I will begin with their fingle bear- 


ing, and fo I will proceed to their Compound

is the dignity of the 
File, as that the He- 
raulds in their found 
difcretion, have caufed many poor decayed 
Gentlemen, and Perfons newly rifen, to lay 
afide the bearing thereof, becaufe of the dig- 
nity of the fame, being fuch, as the Son of an 
Emperor cannot bear a difference of higher 
efteem, during the Life of his Father. 

© Upton faith,. that Files are not born for 
Arms, but for differences of Arms: Tales lin- 
gule five labelle (faith he) non dicuntur proprie 
figna, fed differentia fignorum, Neverthelefs 
in practice it falls out otherwife, as in this 
Coat here expreffed, and others following may 
be feen. For we find that Labels are born 
both fingle and manifold, without any other 
manner of Charge ; fo that itis clear that they 
are born {ometimes for Arms, and not always 
for differences of Arms, as by thé fecond Ef- 
¢utcheon following more plainly appeareth. 
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* He beareth Azure, °a 

* File of three Lambeaux, 

* Argent. This (faith 

* Leigh) ts the firft of the 

nine Differences of  Bre- 

thren, and ferveth for the 

Heir or eldeft Son, the 

Father living. Honorius 

© faith, That one of the 

¢ Labels betokeneth. his 

‘ Father, the other his Mother, and the mid- 
* dlemoft fignifieth himfelf. 
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‘ He beareth Argent, a 
File of five Points, or 
Lambeaux, Azure. This 
feemeth to me a perfect 
Coat of it felf, for I find 
the fame anciently fet 
up in a Glafs-window 
in the Church of Effing- 
ton in the County of 
Gloucefter, and is born 
“ by the name of Henlingtoz. Whence may 
* appear that this File is born as a Charge fome- 
© times, and not for a difference of Coat-Ar- 
‘ mour always. The File of five Lambeaux, 
© faith Leigh, is the Difference of the Heir whilft 
© the Grandfather liveth; but his Grandfather 
¢ 
¢ 
é 
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being deceafed, then he leaveth this, and ta- 
keth that of three, which was his Fathers dif- 
ference. But herein his Rule faileth ; for that 
they have been anciently born with five Points 
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‘ for the difference of the eldeftSon, in the ‘Time 
* of King Edward the Firft, as appeareth by di- 
‘ vers Seals, and other good authentick Proofs 
‘ of Antiquity. 

‘ Note, That as the Bordures before menti« 

* oned, fo alfo thefe Files are oftentimes char- 
* ged with things, as well quick as dead, where- 
* of I will give you fome few Examples in thefe 
“ next Efcutcheons. 

* He beareth Argent, a 
File of three Lambeaux, 
Azure, each charged 
with as many Flowers de 
lis, Or. Such a File did 
Henry the Fourth, Duke 
of Lascaffer bear, (over 
the Arms of England) 
who was Son to Henry 
Earl of Lancafer, whofe 
* Father was Edmund, furnamed Crookback, that 
* was firft Barl of Lazcajer, and Son to King 
‘ Henry the Third. 
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‘ He beareth Azure, a 
* File of three Lambeaux, 
‘ Argent, each charged on 
* the dexrer fide. of the 
‘foot thereof with a 
* Canton, Gules. .A like 
© File did Lionel Planta- 
‘ genet bear (who was 
third 80n unto King 
* Edward the Third) over 
the Arms of France and England ; faving that 
thofe Cantons were placed in the higheft part 
© of his Labels aforefaid. 
“ The Label of the Heir apparent (faith Wyrly} 
‘ as feldom transferred unto the fecond Brother, but 
‘ when the Inheritance goeth to the Daughters of 
‘ the eldef? Brother. In which cafe, it was per- 
¢ mitted unto him, to bear the File as Heir-male 
‘ of his Family, and as.one that remained in ex- 
* peétancy of the Inheritance, if the [fue of his 
‘ Neeces fhould fail. Note, that the fecond

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Brother might not intrude himfelf into the 

abfolute Signs of his Family, the Inheritance 

being in his Neeces or Kinfwomen. Hugh de 

Haftings being a fecond Brother, his Pofte- 

rity did bear a Label for their difference up- 

on the like Occafion, and for the Reafons here 
* mentioned. 


* The Field is Vert, a 
‘ File of three Points 
“ parted per pale, Gules 
and Argent, on the firft 
fix Towers, Or; and 
the fecond as many 
Lionceaux rampant , 
Purpure. Such a File 
“was born by Edward 
‘ Plantagenet, Son and 
* Heir 
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© Heir to Edmund of “Langly, Duke of York, 
© which Edward lived in the Time of King 
© Richard the Second, by whom he was crea 
© ted Duke of Aubemerle, and was flain in the 
« Battel of Agincoart in the Time of King Feary 
© the Fifth. 


© He beareth Argent, 
¢a File of three Lam- 
‘beaux, Gules, each 
‘charged with as many 
© Towers, Or. Such 2 
‘File did Robert a Ar- 
¢ tos bear, who guided 
© King Edward the Third 
« in all his Wars againft 
‘the Frevch. This Ro- 
© bert was a Frenchman, and was thought to 
© have been the firft that moved King Edward 
‘the Third to make his challenge to the 
© Crown of France. Many more Examples 
¢ might be given of the divers manners of bear- 
© ing and charging of Files, but thefe here ex- 
© preffed may fuffice to inform the Reader that 
© they are no lefs fubjet to Charges than the 
© Bordures before expreffed : as alfo to move 


© him to take a more ftridt obfervation of them, 
© as they fhall come to hand. ; 
© Forafmuch as it hath been anciently que- 
© ftioned (and for ought that I could ever tec, 
© yefteth as yet undecided) by Bartholus, Bu- 
© deus, and other Judicious Perfons of their 
© Times, Whether Piles or Labels fhould be 
~© born with even Points, or odd? Some hold- 
¢ ing that they could not be born but odd, 
© others maintaining they might be ufed indif- 
¢ ferently as well even as odd. In my former 
¢ [mpreffion I followed the ftronger Opinion, 
© and in all the precedent Examples have pro- 
© duced Patterns of unequal Points. Never- 
© thelefs, not fo refting fatisfied, I have fithence 
© endeavoured to examine their ufe (the faith- 
¢ fulleft Interpreter of things doubtful) to 
¢ which end I took occafion to perufe certain 
© mifcellaneus notes of Seals, which I had ga- 
© thered long ago: by which Seals it appear- 
© ed they had been anciently ufed to be born 
¢ as well even as odds whereupon (out of my 
© defire to clear all doubts, and to make eve- 
< ry thing as perfpicuous and manifeft as I 
« could) I refolved to cut fuch Seals as came 
¢ to my Hands, for the better approbation of 
« this my affertion, and content of the Read- 
© er; and withal to fer them down according 
© to order of even bearing, viz. two, four, fix, 
© gc. before I would conclude this Chapter of 
6 Files. As in Example:

1580. 

‘ This Coat might have been more aptly 
* placed amongft Ordinaries of divers kinds, 
‘ born’ one upon another; ‘bur that £ defire 
‘to place all my. Labels of even Points ‘to- 
‘ gether without interruption, though I di- 
‘ grefled fomewhat therein by giving way 
‘ to Neceffity, albeit with breach of Rule 
¢and Order; Nonnunquam enim propter ex- 
‘ cellentiam feu necelfitatem receditur 2 Regalis. 
¢ This form of bearing of Files with four Points, 
«is alfo warranted by Rolls of great Anti-

‘ This Example ferveth to confirm my for- 
mer Affertion, That Files are not only born 
for Differences, but fometimes for the only 
Charge of the Coat-Armour, as appeareth by 
the Coat of Henlington, whereof J have given 
Example elfewhere: And herein we may ob- 
ferve a rare form of pofition thereof in bend 
Sinifter. 
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© T have alfo feen a like 
File of three Points born 
dexterways in Bend for 
the only Charge of the 
Field, as in this Efcut- 
cheon, which may re- 
ceive this Blazon, He 
beareth Argent, a File of 
three Points in Bend, Sa- 
ble. This Coat- Armour 
belonged to one Moriewan Alien born, buried 
in St. Maries Church in Oxford. 

© For the fhunning of multiplicity of Exam- 
ples, I will give an inftance of a Coat-Armour, 
comprehending both forts of Files, viz. even 
and odd Points, which for that it is imple, 
and unmixt with any ordinary or common 
Charge, may ferve in ftead of all: As in Ex- 
ample.

{mall moment? To fuch I anfwer, that fo 
long as I travel to find out the Truth, I rec- 
kon my travel well beftowed, though the 
matter be of never fo fmail importance, Suave 
enim eft in minimis etiam vera fcire. 

¢ There is yet another form of bearing of 
© Files, diverfé from thefe before mentioned, 
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‘ which albeit the jaime is not in ufe with us, 
* but feemeth to be a National Cuftom pecu- 
‘liar to the Kingdom of France: Neverthe- 
® lefs, fithence I have undertaken to treat 
‘ amongft other things of the ufe of blazoning 
* of Coat-Armour, I would not willingly omit 
‘any Porm of bearing, or other remarkable 
‘ thing, that might make either my {elf or the 
‘ Reader more expert in the ufe of Blazon. 
* This form of bearing Files, which I will now 
* fhew you, is not dittant fome little {pace from 
“the upper part of the Chief (after the moft 
 ufual fafhion) but groweth immediately out 
¢ of the Chief it felf 


* The Field is Azure, a 
‘ File iffuing out of the 
¢ Chief, without any in- 
‘ termiffion at all, and is 
© thus blazoned in French, 
Il port a’ Azure, un file de 
* Gules, movant da Chief. 
‘ Thefe Armorial Diffe- 
* rences are in France ob- 
* ferved upon the Robes 
© of Honourable Perfons iffued out of Princely 
‘ Families amongft themfelves ; fuch Robes (£ 
‘ mean) asare giventhem, either at the Mar- 
‘ riages or Funerals of Kings and Queens. As 
* for Example; It hath been noted that the 
‘ Lambeaux, Gules, upon the Mantles of Orle- 
“ ance, have been adorned with Flowers de lis, 
©“ The Lambeaux of Artois with Caftles, Or. 
© Thofe of Anjou moving out of the Chief, only 
* Gules. 

© In like fort divers other Noble Houfes of 
© France, viz. of Valots, of Berry, and of Alen- 
“ con, have Bordures either plain or engrailed, 
“or charged with Befants, thofe of Evereax 
¢ Baftons, Or, and Argent, and they of Bour- 
¢ bon Baftons, Gules. 

© Here may rife a Queftion not unworthy 
© our obfervation, viz. Whether like as the 
* eldeft Brother is preferred before the fecond, 
© fo the Son of the eldeft Brother fhall in like 
© fort be preferred, or take place before his Un- 
* cle? And this hath been holden a great and 
¢ difficule Queftion a long feafon; until at 
‘length, Osho the Emperour of Germany, be- 
¢ ing at Trevere with his Barons, this Matter 
was there queftioned; he ordained that the 
“ caufe fhould be decided by Combat, where- 
‘ in the Nephew hardly obtained the Vi€tory ; 
‘ which becaufe it was deemed to have pro- 
¢ ceeded -by the fecret Judgement of God, it 
‘ was decreed that from thenceforth the Ne- 
¢ phew fhould be preferred before the Uncle. 
© Of this mind are Nich. Boerius, Lucas de Pen-

* The like Queftion hath rifen in France be- 
* tween the Second Daughter, and the Son of 
© the Eldeft Sifter, as well in Avégzon, a City 
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of Narbone in France, as in other parts there- 
of, «which remained long underermined. At 
length tt was finally adjudged in the Court 
of, Parliament (holden at Paris) for the Ne- 
phews, for whom.alfo it was likewife decreed 
in the City of Avignon 

© Uf any,Man fhali demand of me, How.it 
cometh to, pafs thar the Diminutions or Dif- 
ferenges of Arms beforementioned, are fo di- 
verfely born, not only in foreign Countries,but 
alfo in one and the femme Nation? Or why there 
is-gotione fer Form obferved in the ufe of 
them with all Nations? I anfwer, That it is 
not poffible, becaule of the infinite A@ions 
of Men, which are no lefs infinitely fubject to 
mutability, and therefore can by~no means 
be reduced to a Set-form of bearing univer- 
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fally, according to that faying of an uncer- 
tain Author, Res fant infinite, infiniteque mu- 
tabiles, idcirco precepto gener alé comprehendé mon 
poffant. 

‘ Befides thefe Differences before-mentioned, 
other forts of Modern Differences were de- 
vifed for the diftinguifhing of Brethren and 
Perfons iffued out of one Family, which for 
the reach they extend unto, do more mani- 
feltly exprefs, and (as it’.were) point out 
with the Finger, how. far their feveral Bears 
ers are diftant in degree from their Original 
Anceftors; as alfo, how each of them ftand- 
eth in Degree one to another among them- 
felves, as by the Examples enfuing may ap‘ 
pear. 
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“ To thefe fingle Ditferences, expreffed in 
© the firft of thefe Ranks, doth Gerard Leigh 
© add three other, to make up the number of 
© Nine; which number he laboured much to 
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make compleat throughout all his Book. The

‘Tt hath been evermore one Obfervation 
€ with Nations in bearing of Arms, that as 
“© every, particular Family (faith Sir Joba Ferne)

* fcended of the felf fame Blood, fhould likewife 
“bear the Arms of that Houfe and Faunily 
© whereof they are defcended,in a different man: 
© ner each from other (not in Subffance but in 
‘ Accidents) for. the diftinguifhiog of their Line 
“of Agnation.. And the Appofition of thefe 
© Differences, albeit they feem to make fome 
‘alteration in the Coat-Armours whereunto 
“ they are annexed, yet is the fame but meer 
“ly accidental, the Substance {till remaining 
“as it was before ; the Nature of thefe Appo- 
* fitions being fuch asis of all other Accidents, 
Ur poffint abeffe, & adeffe fine fubjecti interitu, 
“6 And thefe Differences annexed to Coat- 
© Armours are of fome Authors termed (and 
“‘that not improperly) Dimisutiones Armo- 
“ rum, in refpeet they do derogate from the 
“ Dignity of the Arms whereto they are added, 
“as exprefsly manifefting them to be of Iefs 
* elleem than thofe from which they are de- 
© rived: Mualtiplicitas enim individuorum, in ea- 
“dem fpecie diminutionem arguit. But doube- 
“‘lefs, the conceit of Appofition of thefe Dif- 
¢ ferences to Coat-Armours was grounded up- 
© on the neceffity (che common Parent of all 
* Inventions) as well that thereby all confu- 
‘fed bearing of Arms might be avoided; as 
“alfo that the Prerogative of the Eldeft Son 
© fhould be preferved inviolable. And for 
© this caufe hath the Eldeft of every Noble 
“¢ and Génerous Family, his peculiar manner

© As touching the Dignity of the Firftbe- 
“ gotten, Tremellius in his Annotations upon the 
* agth of Genefis, maketh mention of two 
* chief Prerogatives due unto Reuben, had he 
© not defiled his Father’s Bed: the one of Ho- 
* nour, whereby he had his Brethren in Sub- 
€ jeCtion unto him, the other of Strength, 
§ by reafon of his double portion of Inheti- 


“tance. And Chaffaveus faith, Ea que acquin 
“ runtar Primogenito, acquirantur titulo univer- 
* [2li, item acquirunter at conftituto in dignitate. 
‘ For thefe refpes the Arms of the Family 
“ ought to remain entite to the Eldeft, becaufe 
“the fecond, third, and fourth begotten Sons 
“ cannot arrogate to themfelves any fuch Pre. 
* Togative, and therefore may not bear their 
“ Coat“but with Difference. 

“ Furthermore, thefe Differences here fpoken 
* of, are of fome Authors called Doctrine Armo 
“rum and that very aptly, in regard that by 
“ the appofition of chem to Coat: Armours, our 
* Underltanding (upon fight of them ) is in- 
' Confanguinity the 


“formed from what Line of 
* Bearer of fuch Difference doth abftra@ him- 
‘ felf, whether from the Line Afcending, De- 
* fcending, or Collateral; as alfo in what De- 
“ gree he ftanderh ;-as, whether he be the fe- 
* cond, third; or fourth begotten Child of fuch 
‘a Parent. And fuch Appofition is no lefs 
“lawful, than is the addition of Names of Bap- 
“ tifm unto the Surname of the Family : Sicat 
“ enim nomina inventa funt ad cognofcendos ho- 
“ mines, tta arma vel infionia ad familias & pera 
© fonas diftinguendas fingulatio, 
‘ There is yet a further Ufe of thefe Diffe. 
“rences, in that they ferve to prevent and 
* avoid Diffentions, Debates, Challenges, Com- 
“ bats, and Slaughters. “For as to all Brethren 
‘there is but one Surname allowed ; yet for 
‘ Difference, that one of them may be difcern- 
‘ed from another, there is added unto each 
‘ Brother a Prenomen, or Name of baptif ; 
* fo it is neceflary, that fince the Coat-Armour 
* of the Anceftor is competible to all the Chil- 
* dren (as the Mark of the Family whereof 
‘ they are deftended) that a Difference fhould 
‘ be added to the Coat-Armour of every Bro- 
“ ther, to mark and limit out to all Mens fight 
« the diverfity of their Birth and Line where- 
* upon they depend, that fo all occafion of al~ 
“lenge may be prevented, when each Man 
‘ knoweth not only his place of Precedence, 
* but alfo his nearnefs and place of Title to 
* the Inheritance. 
‘ Whereas I have formerly, among the Ex- 
amples of Bordures, ufed demonftrations of 
* Differences in the Blood Royal, of fome of 
« che younger Sons of Kings, i hold it fit, be- 
* fore I conclude this Traé of Differences, to 
“ give a little touch of the neceffity why thefe 
© fhould 
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©fhould be more eminent than thofe of ordi- 
“nary ufe, with Perfons of inferiour Eftate. 
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© Firft, in regard chat if the Coat-Armour of} ‘ 


* others fhould 
© and refemblance with the Soveraign Enfigns, 
the Vulgar fort perhaps might (in fome cafes 
or pretences) be feduced to follow fuch a one 
as were not their King, to the great diftur- 
bance of the State, and no lefs peril to the 
Perfon of their lawful Soveraiga. And not 
only is it fo in Coats pertaining to the Blood 


could not fufficiently diftinguifh their Coat- 
Armouts by changing their Devices into other 
Number of Leaders, that 
of one Houfe or Family ; 
vary their Marks 
And very feldom 
fee in thofe Times, Crefcents, 
{uch {mall things born for a Dif- 
ference : or if any fuch were, they were made 
fo large, that they might ealily be difcerned 
by the diftance of forty Foot. Furthermore, 
the Soveraign Eftate and Dignity being com- 
pared with the quality of any Subject, the 
Difference will be found fo great between 
them, and the one fo far furmounting the 
other of them, as that Reafon it felf willeth 
that fo great a Difference fhould be put be- 
tween the Royal Enfigns and the Arms of a 
Subject, as there is between their Eftates and 
Degrees, fince thofe Enfigns are the Marks of 
their worthinefs and efteem. 
© For thefe and other refpetts, it hath been, 
and yet ftill is in uf, that in Addition of Dif- 
ferences to the Arms of Kings younger Chil- 
dren, the skilful Heralds have given fome of 
the Honourable Ordinaries, for more apparent 
Diftin@tions, as a Fefs, Chief, Bend, Pile, Bor- 
dure, and fuch like, as we may manifeftly fee 
in divers ancient Coats born by fuch Noble 
Perfonages as have defcended from the Colla- 
teral Lines of the Kings of England, France, 
Scotland, &c. 
© Concerning thofe Modern Differences be- 
fore expreffed in the form of Six Ranks,p. 454. 
viz. Crefcents, Mullets, Martlets, cc. not- 
withftanding their inftitution was ingenious, 
yet hath tract of Time difcovered their ufe to 
be dangerous, efpecially in Martial Affairs, by 
reafon of their darknefs and unapparent forms, 
occafioned by impofition of one Difference up- 
on another ; the peril whereof hath not a lit-

© Devifer: Neither can it be therefore jufily 


faid to be done without ground of Reafon, as 
a certain Author noteth: 8 frais in intellecta 
operantis fit vationabilis, etiamfi non fequatar 
quod intenditur, now idcirco dicitur irrationabi- 
liter operart. 

“Here it is to be obferved, that Differences 
do in no ways appertain unto Sifters, for that 
they are reputed to be feparated and divided 
from the Family whereof they are defcended, 
inafmuch as when they are once married, they 
do lofe their own Surname, and do receive 
their denomination from the Family whereof 
their Husbands are defcended. And fo much 
doth the word Soror notify unto us, as Sofinus 
faith: Soror eff quali feorfim nata & a familia 
Separata. 

© To Daughters it is permitted to bear the 
Arms of their Father, even as the Elder Bro- 
ther doth after his Father’s deceafe, without 
any fcandal or challenge of their Elder Bro- 
ther; for that to Daughters never were any 
Differences allowed, and that for three cau- 
fes: Firft, Becaufe their Coats are never, or 
very feldom advanced in the Field, forafmuch 
as to that Sex War is reputed odious. Se- 
condly, For that the Coat-Armour is no lon- 
ger born by them than during their Life, for 
the fame extendeth not to their Iffue. Laft- 
ly, Becaufe fo long as Iffue continueth of any 
of the Brethrens Lines, they are debarred 
from the Inheritance. Yet in fome cafes they 
(hall bear the Coat-Armour to them and their 
Heirs ; as in Example, If all the Iffue of the 
Brethren happen to become extin&, then the 
Daughters fhafl Inherit the Land of their An- 
ceftor. In which cafe, they may therewithal 
affume his Coat-Armour, and bear the fame 
by themfelves and their Heirs for ever. But 
betwixt thofe Sifters be allowed no Diffe- 
rences or Badges of Pedegrees: the Reafon 
whereof is, for that fince by them the Name 
of the Houfe cannot be preferved; therefore 
they are adrhitted to the Inheritance equally, 
and are adjudged but one Heir to all intents 
and purpofes, in Laws as well Martial as 
Civil, without any eminent Prerogative ei- 
ther of Honour or Poffeffion, betwixt Elder 
and Younger. 
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¢ Aving already in the firft Se@tion of this 
C Difplay, pag. 6. treated of Points, the 
‘ firft pare of our Partition of Accidents, I 
‘ come now according to Promife to the fe- 
© cond part which is Abatements. 

‘ An Abatement is an accidental Mark an- 
6 nexed to Coat-Armour, denoting fome un-

But contrariwife, it is honourable fora Man 
of Arms to have Blows appear in his Buckler, 
given by his Foes; as is memorable-in’ our 
ancient Country-man Sceva (the principal 
Man who taught alias Cefar the way to con- 
quer Britain) whofe Valour Ce/ar hath eter- 
nized with this acknowledgement, that it was 
he alone who faved the Fortification againft 
Pompey at Dyrrachium, where Cafar perufed 
his Buckler, and found Two hundred and 
thirty holes pierced init. And therefore be- 
canfe the Daftard dares not come fo near the 
Enemy to bear his ftrokes on his Shield, he 
muft be content to take this piercing of fome 
of his own fide in Arms.

And 
in Iredand, fuch Traytors as are convicted by: 
the AG@s and Ordinances of the, High Court 
of Parliament, are by force thereof adjudged 
to fuffer damage in their Name, State, Prehe- 
minence, Dignities and Honour to them due 
in fore-pafled Times. As in all cheir Offices, 
Lordfhips, Caftles, Mannors, 
Hereditaments whatfoever: Moreover, that 
they {hall fuftain Corruption jof their Blood 
and Family, and both himfelf and.his Pofte- 
rity are (by force of fuch Conviction and 
Judgement) difabled to demand, receive or 
recover of any Man by defcent from any of 
their Anceftors, either Lineal, or Collateral ; 
neither are the Children of Perfons fo con- 
viGted, permitted to make their Pedegree, or 
to derive themfelves from fuch Parents.

Defire to underftand this Sub- 

4a je&, which is a part of the Civil 

ow8Y Law, and Law of Nations, ex- 

ceeding as far all other Parts of 

the Law, as Honour exceeds Money; But the 

fame Ambition, which makes Men very curious 

to know this Subjet, will make them very un- 

willing to hear any Thing that may decide againft 

themfelves : And fo fuch as writ upon it run a 

great Rifque of Difpleafing thofe whom they 

intended to Satisfy. But my Defign is to defend, 

and inform my own Country, I hall be little 

difappointed, though I want Praife and Efteem, 

fince I do not deferve, or expe either : And he 

, is an unworthy Man, who does not think the 

~ ferving his Country a fufficient Sallery, for greater 
Pains than T have here beftowed. 

Amongft thofe who are Supreme, Kings have 
the Preference from Common-wealths ; and 
amongft Kings, the Emperour is allowed the firft 
Place, by the famous Ceremonial of Rome, as 
fucceeding to the Roman Emperours, who are 
alledged to have been Univerfal Monarchs ; Be- 
caufe in Scripture they are faid to have tamed 
the whole World. And therefore the German 
. and’ Italian Lawyers, who are Subject to the 
Empire, have with very much Flattery, afferted 
that the Emperour is the Vicar of GOD in 
Temporals, Bald. inl. 1. ¢. de Fur. aur. an. 
And that Jurifdidions are derived from him, as 
from the Fountain; calling him, Dominum & 
Caput totius Orbis: And for this they do very 
impertinently cite feveral Texts of the Civil Law, 
which being Laws made by the Romans them- 


felves, cannot bind or prove againft other Na- 
tions, Nor is the Tranflation of the old Roman 
Dignity upon Charles le maigne by Leo the Ill. of 
greater Authority, amongft fuch as acknowledge 
the Pope to be no infallible Judge. And what- . 
ever may be debated againft other Kingdoms,. 
which were once Subje& to the Roman Em- 
pyre; Yet his Plea againft Svorland is very ill 
founded, fince in the Opinion of Scalliger, and 
the beft of Hiftorians ; Scotland nor its Kings 
were never fubje&t to the Roman Empyre, 
nor conquered by them; for they, to defend 
themfelves againft the Scots, were forced to build 
a Wall, called VaYum Adriani, which is Extane 
to this Day as an undeniable Proof, that Scot- 
land did fet Limits to the Roman Empire: And 
thus as Scaliger obferves, Romani Imperii fuit 
olim Scotia limes. 

It is likewife pretended by the German Law- 
yers, that the Emperour ought to precede all 
others ; becaufe he is crowned with three Crowns, 
one of Iron at Aquisgrane, one of Silver at Milan, 
and one of Gold at St. Peter’s Church, Glo ad 
Clement. I, And fince the King of the Romans 
who is but Emperour in hope, debates with other 
Kings, as in Anno 1533. he who is adual Em- 
perour, ought to be preferred to them. 

For the Emperour it is alfo pretended, That 
in the Oztoman Court, and in all other Courts, 
the Emperour’s Ambaffadors are ftill preferred, 
and that he only is ftill ftyled, Your Majefy, in 
all Addreffes made to him by all other Kings, as 
by France, Anno 1628. by Pole, Anno 1621, &c. 
And that the Kings of Pole, Sweden, Denmark, 
and others have taken Confirmations from him, 
& ab eo petierunt veniam atatis, Hering, de fide-

jus. c.2. And yet the Kings of Britain and France | 
may debate the Precedency with him, becaufe the 
Empiré'is bur Elecive, whereas they are Here- 
ditary, the Empire is a Limited, but they have 
Abfolute Monarchies, Vide Peregrin. de jur, jifc. 
tit. 1. -muUm-47- : 

The French King debates his Precedency with 
the King of Spain, the Spaniard contending that 
he ought to-be preferred, becaufe he is the moft 
Catholick King, and King of manieft Kingdoms ; 
and fome of them are fo foolifh’ as to fay, That 
thie Spanifb Nation is more ancient than the 
French, as owing their Origin to Atbamaricus, 
one of the firft Governours amongft the Goths. 
But for the French it is an{wered, 

1:-That they are the moft Chriftian Kings. 

2. That they are Confecrated and Anointed. 

3. That Swardus was firft King of that Na- 
tion, in the Reign of Alexander the Great. 

4. That they were preferred in many General 
Gouncils-to- the Spaniards, asin the Lateran | 
Council, Anno 1215. in the Council of Con/tans, 
Anno 1416. and in the Council of Baj/il, Anno 
1433. That the Venetians preferred the French 
aftermuch Debate, Anno 1558. the Cafe being fub- 
mitted by both to, that, Senate 5 and Pius the IV. 
preferred him at Rome, Anno 1564. the King of 
Spain having appealed from the Venetian to him. 
And -though the Emperour has of late decided in 
Favours of Spain, yet that Decifion is little con- 
fidered, becaufe of the Relation which the Kim- 
perour has to the Spanib Crown; And therefore 
the French King does very wifely fend only En- | 
voys and Refidents to the Imperial Court, left | 
if he fent Ambafladors, the Spaniards might be | 
be preferred to his. Nor was this Precedency 
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ever acclaimed by the Spaniard, till the Reign of 
Charles the V, who being both Emperour and 
King of Spain, did begin this Debate ; which-after 
many Contefts, the Spaniard has at laft ceded, 
having commanded his Ambaflador, the Marquefs 


de la Fuente, to acknowledge the fame to the * 


moft Chriftian King, in Satisfation of the In- 
jury done to his Ambaffidor, in duno 1661. at 
London. 

The King of Great Britain founds his Prece- 
dency to both, Upon, 1. His being King of that 
Ifle, which was firft Chriftian. 2. Upon his being 
Anointed, and one of the guatuor Unéi, which 
were before all other Kings. 3. That having 
conquered France, in the Time of Henry the V. he 
has Right to all the Precedency which France can 
acclaim. And to Spain, the King of England was 
preferred in. the General Councils of Pifz, Con- 
fiance, and Bafil. J find likewife in Golftad. 


‘Lib. I. Cap. 30. That Pope Julius Il. decided, , 


after Debate, in Favours of Henry the IL. King of 
England, againtt Ferdinand the V. Cafpar, Eup. 
Thefaur. polit. Part II. apot. 63. And therefore 
in the Book of Roman Ceremonies, 1504. Eng- 
land was placed before Ca/fil, Nor can it be 
denyed, but that Charles the V, in ranking the 
Knights of the Golden Fleece, did give the Right 
hand to the King of England, and the Left to 
the King of Spain. And though of late the Court 
of Rome has decided in Favours of Spain, yet 
that proceeds from the diflike that Rome had to 
England for its Separation, and the great Efteem 
which daily grows there for Spain becaufe Spain 
has never indulged any who have left the Ro- 
mifo Church. 
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Of the Precedency due to the Kings of SCOTLAND. 


MUST here crave Leave to 
fay, That the King of Great 
Britain may juftly claim the 
Precedency from all  thofe 
Kings, as he is properly King 
of Scotland. For it is an un- 

a controverted Ground in Law, 

That amongft thofe of equal Dignity, he, who firft | 

attained to that Dignity, is to be preferred, L. 1. 

C. de Conful. Quis enim prior effe debet in eodem | 

genere Dignitatis, nifi qui prior eum adeptus eft, 

L. 1. ff. de albo feribendo. With which agrees the 

Canon Law, Cap. 1. de major. G& ob. And this 

is declared the uncontraverted Teft of Prece- 

dency, by Cru. de jur. Preced. pag. 66. Menoch. | 
concil, 51. & Cu. ad L. 2. C. de-Conful.. And 
we fee that this Rule holds in all other Dignities, 
without refpect to Riches, or multitude of Pof- 


feflicns : And thus amongft Dukes or Earls in 


all Nations, the firft who attained to the Dignity, 
is {till preferred, though others be much Richer, 
and have fucceeded to moe Earldoms, 

This being then the true and folid Ground of 
Preference, I may truly fubfume, That the King 
of Scotland being equal in Dignity, with the 
Kings of England, France, and Spain, attained 
to that Dignity, before either of thefe. For our 
King Fergus came into, Scotland 330 Years:be- 
fore the Birth of CHRIST , Whereas Polydor 
an Englifh Hiftorian, confefles that Egbert the 
firft King of England, did begin his Reign eight 
Hundred Years after our Saviour’s Birth, and the 
King of Scotland married the Daughter of Am- 
brofius Aurelius, who was the firft King of the 
Britans, and whofe Reign preceeded: the Origin 
of the Englifb Kingdom. 

And 


‘of Kings, they are no older than Rudolphus 


. eye-witnefles of what paft fince our Chriftianity, 
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As to the Monarchy of Spain, and their Race : 
f ~——Scotumque vago mucrone fequutus . 
. Fregit Hiperboreas, remis audacibus, undas. 
And in another. place he fays, 
Scotorum cumulos flevit glacialis Terna. 


King of the Romans, cletéted in the Year 1273. 
by whom the Houfe of Aujiria did rife to this 
Dignity. : i 

As to the Kings of France who now Reign, 
they are only defcended from Hugh Cape:, who 
ufurped that Throne in Anno 987. And not 
being defcended of either the Carolovingian or 
Merovingian Races, they cannot compet with 
our Kings, Achaius King of Scotland having been 
Contemporary with Charles le Maigne, the firft 
of the Carolovingian Race, and yet Achaius was 
but the 65-of our Kings, and the Leagues be- 
twixt Achaivs and the faid Charles, are aflerted 
not only by our Hiftorians and the French, but 
confeffed by all Strangers. 

To evite this Argument, fome Hiftorians have 
of late afferted, that we had no Kings before 
Fergus the I. and Cambden obferves, that the 
Scots were unknown till the dayes of Con/tantine 
athe Great, which is a moft unjuft and groundlefs 
Calumnie 5 fince four Monaftries of our Nation, 
viz. Melvafé, Plufcarden, Paifley and Scoon, did 
Aeep conftant and diftin& Annals of all that, paft 
jn’ this Nation, after the Eftablifhment of the 
Chriftian Religion, which was in anno 199. and 
have tranfmitted to us what was delivered to 
them, by the pious and remarkable Chriftians of 
thofe firft Ages of the World, who, as they were 


And Wiliam of Weftminfler confefles, That we 
came into Britain in the 77th Year after CHRIST : 
Beda likewife another Engljh Man, makes us to 
have been in this Ifle; before the Days of Fulius : 
Cafar. And as it cannot be denyed, that we were 
{till Subje& to Monarchy, fo no, Hiftorian can 
pretend, that we obeyéd any. Race, fave that 
which now Reigns: Whereas we,can condefcend, 
where the Englifh and French were conquered by 
Strangers, and had their Royal Line dethroned, 
and inverted. an 
Another Ground of Precedency may be addu- 
ced for the King of Scotland, from his. being 
the undoubted Lineal Succeffor of 110 Kings : 
whereas the Lyne of France runs no higher than 
Hugh Capet, who lived in Anno 987, and did in 
that Time dethrone the former Race : The Kings 
of Spain, ate only Defcended from the Counts of 
Tierftem. . And the prefent Kings of England are 
Defcended from Wiliam the Conqueror. So that 
whatever may be pretended for.the Antiquity o 
thofe Kingdoms, yet their Kings are not fo An- 
cient as ours : and Precedency ought to, be given, 
amoneft Equals, to the eldeft Race, and not to 
the eldeft Kingdom. In fuch Dignities, the pre- 
ference mutt be giver, either according to the An- 
tiquity of the People or Country, or Race whicl 
Reigns there. If the Country be confidered, there 
can be no Precedency acclaimed by any 5, for as 
all Countries were created at the fame Time, fo 
none can know which of thefe Kingdoms were 
firft Inhabited : and that none can be preferred 
upon the Antiquity or Riches of their Country, 
is clearly determined by Lawyers, Regionis Lo- 
cique, cui Principes prafunt, ratio, @ fic de ea- 
rum locorum preftantia, veterum elogia necquic- 
quam ad pracedentiam faciunt, Gothofred: de 
Praced. cap. 3. num.30. If we confider the An- 
tiquity of the People,who are commanded, though 
that could give Precedency to them, or to any 
who reprefented them, yet that otight not to give 
Précedency to the King; for, Principum prece- 
dentia metienda eff ex fua dignitate, non extra: 
And the Learned Speronius Speronii, hath pro- 
ved this in a large Difcourfe, written in the Ita- 
lian Tongue ; but if this be confidered as a Ground 
of Precedency, then we ought to be preferred to 
the Englifh , for we are ftill the fame People and 
Nation, but the Engli/b are not the old Britans, 
but are a Mixture defcending from Danes, Saxons, 
and French : And fo we being the eldeft People, | 
our King ouglit to have the Precedency upon that 
Account. Even as our King was preferred to the 
late Kings of Ferufalem, though they commanded 
the People who now live in Fuded, and who 
came in place of the ancient Fems, a Kingdom 
very ancient formerly. But the Antiquity of the 
Race that Reigns, is the Groufd of Precedency : 
For 


fo are not to be prefumed to have recorded any 
thing of what preceeded their own age, without 
fufficient Warrand : And asit is incredible, that 
fo Sincere and Pious men would have lyed, fo it 
js not imaginable, that fo many Societies would 
have confpyred together in a whole Tract of fo 
circumftantiat a Hiftory as ours is, and there 
can be nothing brought to convell the Faith of 
fo large a Hiftory, but what may, with the fame 
force, be urged againft the whole Roman Hiftory, 
few or none having related what is faid in the 
Roman Hiftory, befides the Romans themfelves : 
Whereas Galdus (or as Tacitus names him, Gal- 
gacus ) oppofed Agricola under Domitian ; and that 
he was a Scot, is clear by Lip/us Notes upon that 
Place, Egregium membrum, G qualia multa in 
corpore hujus Orationis Galgaci Scott : But the 
Text makes this moft clear to me, for this Dif- 
eourfe is faid to have been made, ad montem 
Grampiwn, which is known to be a Scottifh Tra& 
of Hills, dividing the North and South of Scot- 
land. Hegefippus, who lived in the dayes of 
Hadrian the Emperour, and fo an hundred and 
ten Years before Conftantine, does write of the 
Scots as a warlike People, to whofe Authority 
Cambden can make no anfwer, but that he con- 
traverts the Authority of the Tranflation or Im- 
preffion; by which anfwer, all Antiquity may 
be confounded ; and feeing that Tranflation was 
the work of St. Ambrofe, it cannot but be above 
all cenfure. Claudian does make the Scots to have 
reigned in the dayes of Honorius; for in his Se- 
cond Confulat he has, 


\ 
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For this reafon it is, that the elder Brother fuc- 
ceeds, without refpect to the Greatnefs of Eftate, 
or Antiquity of thofe whom he Commands. And 


_ though thefe Confiderations give preference inter 


impares dignitate, yet inter pares dignitate, fa- 
milia que prior dignitatem eft adepta, femper pra- 
ferenda in incedendo, fedendo, &c. Menoch. con- 
Sil. 902. num. 57. Rebuff. ad I. 1. ¢. de conful. 
Platea ad 1. 2. ¢. ut dignit. ordo. And fince it 
fhall be proved, even from Foreign Hiftories cited 


in this Chapter, that we had Kings before any of 


the Races now Reigning in either of thefe, our 
Kings ought to be preferred to them. 

Since Chriftianity was eftablifhed, Chriftian 
Princes have been preferred according to the Date 
of their having received the Chriftian Faith, Go- 
thofted, de jur. Praced, cap. 3. num. 23. Grotius 


de jur, bel, lib. 2. cap. §. and that is the chief 
Ground of Precedency obferved in the Court of 


Rome, and efpecially in general Councils ; but I 
conceive it ought not to be a Ground of Prece- 
dency any where elfe, fince among{t Equals, the 
Antiquity of Blood ought to be preferred to the 
Date of Chriftianity ; Chriftianity rather dif- 
charging all Care for Precedency : But even ac- 
cording to this Rule, the eldeft Chriftian Race 
ought:to be preferred, Religion having ftill refpect 
to Chriftian Parents ; whereas‘on the other hand, 
it is of no Advantage to any Perfon, that he fuc- 
ceeds to an Eftate which was formerly poffefs’d 
by Chriftians, thefe ‘having no Connettion with 
one another: and a Man fhould by the fame 
Rule be preferred, ‘becaufe he dwells in a Houfe 
where Chriftianity was firft profeffed, which were 
in it felf'very ridiculous : And if the firft ‘Chri- 
ftian Race be allowed the Preference, the King 
of Scotland ought to be preferred ; for Donald 
King of Scots imbraced the Chriftian Faith in 
Anno 199. before cither William the Conqueror 
fucceeded to England, or Hugh Capet to France, 
and long before Spain obeyed ‘this Race of Mo- 
narchs ; for which we can cite\not only our own 
Hiftorians, but Baronius ad annum 449.Duchelne, 
and many others, and particularly, Beda and Po- 
lidor, ‘the worthieft of Enghjb Hiftorians. Beda 
relates, That imbuebentur 4 Scotis parvuli Anglo- 
rum, quin & ipfe Alfridus Anglorum Rex, in 
Infulis Scotorum operam dedit, G facras Literas 
didicit, Lib. HII. bift. c. 27. Reges Anglia cupidi 
falutis eterna, Legatos ad Eugenium quartum 
Scotorum Regem miferunt, ut ille digneretur Vi- 
+03 idoneos mittere, per quos illi Chriftiane Fidei 
Rudimenta docerentur, G» facro Baptifmatis fonte 
abluerentur,quod ille haud gravate. indulfic. Which 
clears fully, that our Kings were Chriftian before 
thofe of England, and fo ought to be preferred 
to the Kings of England, by their own Arguments, 
and their own Authors. 

King Donald’s Converfion is attefted by Bel- 
Jar. in his Anfwer to King Fames, by Baro- 
nius, ad annum 429. Sanderus lib. 4. de clav. 
David Arnoldus de converfione Gentium, Gv. 
And fince King Donald was before Fergus 
the Second, it appears clearly, even from Fo- 


reign Hiftories, that we had Kings before Fergus 
the If. ] 
I cannot deny, but that in the Council of Con- 


ftans, England and France were preferred to Scot- 


land «but that proceeded, as Gothofred. obferves, 
from the partiality of the Church of Rome, which 
always preferred thofe who were able to do them 
moft Service , but if we confider the Principles of 
the Chriftian Religion : according to thefe, that 
Race ought to be preferred, whofe ‘Title is juftett ; 
and I am fure, that according to this Rule, Scot- 
Jand ought to be preferred, for its Kings have not 
Ufurped over the People which they governed. 
And not only does Religion confider this ground 
of Preference, as futeable to Devotion ; but the 
Law confidereth it, as futeable to Juftice: And 
Lawyers have therefore thought a Succeffion of 
Kings, enjoying a juft Title, free from Violence 
and Tyrrany, one of the chief Grounds of Pre- 
ference and Precedency. And thus Vafyuex. in * 


prafat. ad illufires queftiones, fayes, That mul- 


tum ad nobilitatem G pralationem confert, ex 
veris O» legittimis Regibus, & non a Tyrannis 
defcendiffe. 

Nor does the Cuftome either of Courts or 
Councils, invert the Precedency which is founded 
upon Antiquity, and the right of Blood, from 
which ‘Confuetude cannot derogat in the matter 
of Precedency, fince that Confuetude is only 
refpeced in Law, qua in fe rationabilis juri nec 
nature nec gentium contrariatur : And likewayes © 
fince this matter of Precedency is fetled by Law- 
yers, upon thefe folid Foundations, for fecuring 
the publick ‘Peace and Intereft of Mankind, it 
were unjuft that the fame fhould be fo eafily 
overthrown by the Partiality of interefted Church- 
men, or the Pride and Power of other Competing 
and Rival ‘Princes; and therefore to fecure the 
Rights of Juftice and’Blood, againft all fuch In- 
vafions, ‘Lawyers ‘have unanimoufly concluded, 
that Confuetudine induct non potef? ut prior in 
dignitate praferatur pofteriori, Cruf. de praemi. 
cap.12. ‘Which Principle-they fo far aflert as to 
conclude, that this could not be conceded even ~ 
by exprefs' Paton, Rumellin. differt. 1. thef. 18. 
even though that Paction were confirmed by an 
Oath, Rippa, 2d 1.3. ff. de donat. And albeit 
it may feem that every Man may renounce that 
which is introduced in his own favours; yet to 
this it is anfwered, That Men cannot renounce 
what is introduced in their own favours, when 
that which they renounce was not principally ” 
introduced in their favours, but arofe to them 
neceflarily, by the Laws of Nature and Nations, 
or was introduced principally, in favours of the 
common intereft of Mankind, rather than of them, 
and in which, third parties would likewife be 
concerned : “All which is clear not only by the _ 
principles of Reafon, but by L. 3. ff. de pattis, 
and it cannot be denyed, but that the Precedency 
from the Antiquity of Blood, is no fuch private 
Right as may be renounced, it being a Privilege 
not given by Law, but arifing from Nature, Lex 
non data, fed nata, and introduced for Be 

+ the 
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the common Interefts of Mankind, and preven- 
ting their Differences or Oppreflions ; whereas 
how. unfortunate or irregular fhould Men be ? If 
Subjeéts might force their Magiftrates,or younger 
Brothers the elder, or ftronger Princes the weaker, 
to renounce by Paction, or might ferue from them 
by Cuftom and Inadvertance, the Seniority and 
Precedency due to them 5 whereas now, the im- 
poflibility of prevailing in fuch Defigns, takes 
happily away all lufting after them, and whatever 
may be afcribed to Confuetude or Decifions, in 
that Precedency, which becaufe it {prung meerly 
from Cuftome, may be regulated by it, or in du- 
bious Cafes, where a grain Weight may caft a 
ballance; yet I fee no Law nor Reafon that can 
be adduced, for taking away by Decifions, Neg- 
ligence, or Confuetude, a clear right of Prece- 
dency, founded upon the Antiquity of Blood. 
Efpecially fince all who writ upon Precedency 
are clear, That no Man can prejudge his Suc- 
ceffors, as to the Precedency due to them by 
Blood, Licet pofitus in dignitate fuo ipfius 
| fatto, polfit fbi prejudicium afferre, non tamen 
prajudicare poteft quoad fucceffores fuos, Dec. 
confil. 21. num. 74. vid. Gothofred. de preced. 
pag. 55. Rub. decif. 298. qui tradit ea que 
a_gencre G» natura tribuuntur, non obftante 
facto majorum manent incolumia. Which Rule 
fhould rather hold in Kings than in any elfe, 
becaufe they are but Adminiftrators. But in this 
Cafe, there is no Decifion againft our Kings, nor 
have they ever confented to any fuch Preference : 
And therefore whatever may be faid for others, 
againft them, ina poffeflory Judgment, the mat- 
_ter of Right is ftill intire. 

Vafquess the illuftrious Spainifh Lawyer, did, 
at the Council of Trent, adduce feveral Argu- 
ments for the Precedency of the King of Spain, 
which, if they were well founded, would I con- 
fefS, inferr a Precedency to England and France, 
and which I fhall the willinglier adduce and an- 
fwer, that I have heard them urged for France 
and Spain, againft the King of Britain, and be- 
caufe they are the general Topicks and common 
Places, which are neceflary to be known and un- 
derftood for clearing not only the Precedency of 


Princes, but even of the Nobility and Gentry. 

The firft is, That thefe who are moft power- 
ful, and greateft, ought ftill to be preferred, 
¢. flatuimus de major. & obed. and he muft be 
accounted moft powerful, who is moft powerful, 
the time of the debate : Nam qualitas adjetta 
verbo, debet intelligt fecundum tempus verbi, 1. in 
dilettis §'fi extraneas ff. de noxalibus. 

The fecond is, That thofe who command the 
nobleft and beft Subjects, are accounted the no- 
bleft and beft, Auchent. de defenforibus civitatunt 
§ nos igitur. 

3. Riches are the rife and occafion of Dignity, 
and therefore are the chief Grounds of Precedency 
amongft Equals. 

4. He is to be preferred in Dignity, whom 
generally Men efteem the greateft. 

5. Since Honour is the Reward of pains,and dan- 
gers, thofe who take moft pains, and are lyableto 
moft dangers for Chriftendom, and the Chriftian 
Faith, ought to have the precedency, in Chriften- 
dom,and amongft Chriftian Princes : and that pains 
and dangers are Grounds of Precedency, is urged 
from 1. femper § negotiatores ff.de jur.immunitat, 

6. As all Goodnefs is the Nobler, the more 
communicative it be, fo thefe muft be concluded 
the Nobleft, by whom moft people have Advan- 
tage: And therefore thefe Kings, under whom 
Trades flourifh moft, and who beftow Sallaries 
upon, and give a livelyhood to moft Men, ought 
by Mankind to be preferred. 

To all which Arguments it is anfwered, that if 
preference were to be given by choice, and did 
not defcend from the Right of Blood and Anti- 
quity, then the former Arguments were indeed 
confiderable, and ought to direct the Electors 5 
but where the Antiquity of Blood can be inftru- 
Ged, it flill gives Precedency, as is clear from 
the Authors above cited. And thus though we 
do confefs,that the Kingdoms of France and Spain, 
and particularly the Kingdom of England, are 
Richer, Greater, and more Confiderable upon 
thefe Accounts, than Scotland is 5 yet fince the 
Race of our Kings is more Ancient than either 
of theirs, Iconclude, ‘That therefore they ought 
to be preferred. 


CHA 
That the Crown of ScoTLannd 


OME £nglifb Hiftorians, Law- 
yers, and Heralds, do too fre- 
quently abufe the World with 
a moft Groundlefs Tradition ; 
by which they contend, That 
the Kings of Scotland were Vaf- 

r fals to the Kings of England, 

and did them Homage for the Crown of Scotland : 

Which if it were true, would have taken from

the Kings of Scotland, not only the Precedency, 
for which I have been debating, but would have 
placed them after the Kings of Ca/tile, and many 
others to whom they were preferred. And there- 
fore, not only to remove this Objection, but to 
free my Country from this moft unjuft Impu- 
tation, Iam Refolved (with very much Refpect 
to the Englifh Nation, whole Wit, Courage, and 
Learning, I very much eftcem) to inform the 

B Curious, 
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Curious, how unjuft this pretence is; and to 
which I have been not only inclined, but forced, 
upon the Reading of a Rapfodie printed lately, 
by Mr. Prin, in Vindication (as he {peaks, pag. 
487.) of the Dominion of the Englifh Kings, 
againft the Ungrate, Perfidious, and Rebellious 
Kings of Scotland. In which none of the Learned 
or Difcreet Englifh are concerned, fince I find none 
who deferve that praife, engaged in this Debate, 
which has been agitated only by fuch of that 
excellent Nation, as have had more Humor than 
Difcretion. I deny not, but that the Kings of 
Scotland did hold the Lands of Northumberland, 
Cumberland, and Weftmerland, in capite, of the 
Crown of England, and that they did them Ho- 
mage for it, which was not Difhonourable to 
Scotland, that being moft ordinary amoneft So- 
veraigne Princes: For thus, Henry King of Eng- 
land, and {everal others of their Kings, did Ho- 
mage to Philip, and other Kings of France, for 
the Provinces poffeft by them in France ; and the 
King of Spain does at this day Homage yearly to 
the Pope, for Naples and Sicily. And yet the 
Homage done for thefe Countrys, has been the 
occafion of an ignorant Miftake in fome, and a 
malicious pretext for others, to mifreprefent the 
Homage done for thefe Counties, as done for the 
Kingdom of Scotland. And the Occafion of getting 
thefe Provinces from England, is too Honourable to 
be denyed by us; it being moft undenyable, That 
the Scots being called in to affift firft the Britans 
againft the Romans, and thereafter the Saxons 
againft the Danes, they had thefe Provinces be- 
ftowed upon them, as a Reward of what they 
had done, and an Encouragement to them to con- 
tinue their Friendfhip for the future. And by a 
Statute made by St. Edward, and ratified by Wil- 
liam the Conquerour, as Holinfbed obferves, the 
Scots were for that Service likewife, Naturalized 
Englifo,for which Naturalization that Statute gives 


two Reafons, one, guia omnes ferme Scoti proceres | 


ex Anglis conjuges ceperunt ; G ipfi rurfus ex 
Scotis 5 and the other was, quia fimul & in unum 
contra Danos, & Norvegos atrociffime pugnave- 
runt. ~ But that the Kings of Scotland did hold 
the Crown of Scotland, as Vaflals of England, 
or did Homage to the Kings of England there- 
fore, will appear to be moft falfe from the fol- 
lowing Arguments ; which muft not be tryed by 
the Law of England, but by the Civil and Feudal 
Laws, which are now become the Laws of Na- 
tions, and are reverenc’d as the fole Judges in all 
Differences betwixt Nation and Nation, and which 
muft be prefumed equal to both Nations, fince 
made by neither. 

1. All Lands are prefumed to be free from 
Servitude, except the Servitude be clearly inftru- 
ced; but much more are all Kingdoms prefumed 
to be free, fince ex natura rei, Kings and King- 
doms are independent, @ qualitas que inelfe 
debet, ineffe prefumitur, , and by how much the 
prefumptions are ftrong, by fo much ought the 
probation, which elids them be the ftronger. And 
albeit all Domeftick proof ought to be rejected in 
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all cafes, as fufpe@ and partial ; yet the Engli/s 
can adduce nothing, for obtruding this Servitude 
upon us, fave the Teftimonies of their own Hi- 
{torians, Lawyers, and Heralds. 

2. The Natural and Legal way of proving any 
Man to bea Vaffal, isby produdtion of the Feudal 
Contraé, betwixt the Superiour, and Vaffal , all 
Feus requiring neceflarily writ in their Conftituti- 
on: Nor can Vaflalage be legally prov’d otherwife; 
whereas here the Englif can produce no formal, 
hor original Conftitution of this Fue 3 fach as is 
to be feen betwixt the Pope, and the King of 
Spain, the Emperour, and the Princes of the Em- 
pyre, Gc. For all they can adduce, is only po- 
fteriour acknowledgements of this Vaflalage, via 
fedi, which is but a begging of the queftion ; 
and thefe, being but Acceflories, and Confequen- 
tial Inferences, cannot fubfift, except the original 
Conftitution be firft proved, no more then the 
payment of Feu Duties to a Superiour, either by 
Force, Ignorance, or Miftake, could prove the 
Payer to be Vallal for the future, except the ori- . 
ginall Feu were produced: And as this is neceflary 
in Law, fo it cannot be imagined in Reafon, but 
that fome Obligation in Writ, or Feudal ContraG, 
would have been taken by the Englilb, who were 
a very wife People, and confulted very prudently 
their own Securities in every thing elfe: And if 
this Contra& had been once entred into, it had 
been yet extant, fince the Englijo cannot alleadge, 
that ever they loft any of their Monuments, or 
Records : And.it is clear that we had Charters 
for thefe Lands we held in England, and that 
England had Charters at the fame time: for the 
Lands they held in France : And it is very ob- 
ferveable, that in the Reign of King Edward 
the x. that King ffiles himfelf, Rew, & fuperior 
Dominus Regni Scotia, during his violent Ufur- 
pation over Scotland; whereas never any King 
of England did fo formerly : And yet, if they 
had had. any fuch Pretenfions, they had affumed 
the fame Titles; but this imaginary Title be- 
gan, and ended with the Force, which only main- 
tained it. 

3. The Englifb cannot condefcend upon any 
Reafon, which might have prevailed with the 
Scots to have become Vaflals to England, nox 
any particular time when they firft became Vaf- 
fals 5 and all: they can alleadge is, That upon . 
fome impreflions of Force, fome of our own Kings 
being Prifoners, or fome of our People being op- 
preft, they did elicite from them Acknowledge- 
ments of a Vaflalage, formerly ftated : Whereas 
Force, renders all acknowledgements null; and 
that thefe acknowledgments were null upon many 
other Accounts, and that the Kings of England 
have been forced, to grant the like to other Princes, 
fhall be proved clearly, in anfwer to the Inftances 
which the Englifh adduce. 

4. Scotland has been habite, and repute, and 
acknowledged to be a free Monarchy, and their 
Kings Independent and Supreme ; and that not 
only by all Foreign Princes, (the beft Judges in 
this Cafe) who have received and preferred their 
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Ambaffadours, as the Ambafladours of free Princes, 
but even in General Councils, the King of Stot- 
land has been preferred to the Kings of Ca/file, 
* Hungary, Pole, Navarr, Cyprus, Bohemia, Den- 
mark , and thus they were ranked by Pope Julius 
the Il. Aun. 1504. vid. Befold, finop. dot. politi- 
ca, lib. 20. cap. 10. Which could not have been 
done, if hehad been only a Feudatory Prince; fince 
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“Yea, andif Scotland had been Vaflals to England, 
for the Crown of Scotland, the Kings of England 
had certainly craved, and obtained the Precedency 
from other Kings upon that Account, fince he 
had been Rew Regum. And fince France craved 
to be preferred to Spain, becaufe the King of Eng- 
land’was his Vaflal, as Chaffanaus obferves, part 
5. confider. 19. fo much rather ought the Kings 
of England to be preferred , becaufe they might 
have alledged, that there was a Crown holden of 
them, whereas they held only fome Feu-Lands 
of the Kings of France. d 

5. Not only Chriftian Princes and Councils, 
but even Popes have declared Scotland to bea 
Free Kingdom, and Independant from England. 
And thus Pope Honorivs allowed to Scotland, 
That its Subjects fhould not be obliged to anfwer, 
by way of Appeal, to any Court without their 
own Kingdom, fzlva folummodo authoritate fedis 
Apoftolice. 2. Edward King of England having 
petitioned Pope Innocent the IV. that the Kings 
of Scotland might not be Anoynted or Crowned, 
without his Knowledge, quod non poffet fe facere, 
ipfo infcio in Regem coronart vel inungi, the faid 
Pope did refiufe the fame, prefentibus procuratori- 
bus parium in Confilio Lugdunenji, fatis per hoc 
determinans Regnum Scotie Regno Anglie non 
fubeff2. 3. The King of England having like- 
wife petitioned the fame Pope Innocent, that he 
might have Liberty to Collect the Tiths of Scor- 
land, fince he had Right terrarum omnium fue 
jurifdittioni fubjettarum, the fame was alfo refu- 
fed. 4. Pope Boniface the VIIL does in a Letter 
to Edward King of England, Declare, That ad 
celfitudinem regiam potuit perveniffe, qualiter ab 
antiquis temporibus, Gc. quodque Regnum Scotiz 
(ficut accepimus) a progenitoribus tuis, Regn 
Angliz Regibus feudale non extitit, nec exi/fit, 
ec. The Copy of which Letter I have at _pre- 
fent. And Duchefne writing the Hiftory of Great 
Britain, does pag. 661. relate, That le mefine 
Pape renvoya d? autres Lettres au roy @ Angkerre, 
pour fouftenir que le royaume de Efcoffe ne de- 
pendoit point d’ Angherre, & que contre le droit 
Divin, & la juftice ils’ en vindicoit la fubjeEtion. 
That is to fay, The fame Pope fent Letters at the 
fame.time, to the King of England, in which he 
maintained, That the Kingdom of Scotland was 
no way fubjeG to that Kingdom, and that bis 
feeking to fubje&t it to him as fuperiour, was con- 
trare to the Law of GOD and Men. 

6. By the Feudal Law and Law of Nations, a 
Vailal cannot Mortifie any part of his Feu, with- 
out the confent of his Superiour ; becaufe the Su- 
periour, by the Mortification, loofes the Services 
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due to him out of his Feu, Church-mea_ being 
obliged to no reddendo, but Pracés & Vota: Aid 
therefore in all Mortifications made by Vaflals, 
the Superiours Confirmation is {till required ; and 
it cannot be imagined, but that if Scotland had 
been a Feu holding of England, the Popes, th 
Conclaves, and the Monaftries themfelves, 
have fought Confirmations from the Kings o 
land, of the Mortifications made by the Kings anc 
Subjects of Scotland, there being more Erédioris 
of that kind in Scotland, than in any Nation of 
equal Revenue ; and yet never any fuch Confir- 
mation was fought or pretended to: But on the 
contrare the Pope ftill confirms thefe Erections, 
as made per Regiis Scotie, as he does in all othe 
Nations ; or the Kings of Scotland confirm thefe 
Erections, if they be made by any of his Vaffils : 
And it is obfervable, that the Pope does in thefe 
Confirmations defigne our King, Regem Scotia, 
and not Scotorum. 

7. Che Hiftorians alfo of other Nations, did 
concurr with thofe of our Nation in afferting this 
Freedom ; and thus Arnifeus, the beft Lawyer. 
who has writ upon thefe politick Queftions, does 
look upon this pretence, as a meer fidtion, lid. 1. 
cap. 5. Anglus Scotorum regem habebat fibi fidu- 
ciarium five ratione aliquot regionum, five ratione 
ipfius regni, ut nimis audacter afferit. Math. Steph. 
Nam bec vetuftate temporis, & obfcuritate autho- 
rum funt incerta. And Duchefne pag. 21. {peak- 
ing of Scotland, afferts pofitively, ‘That its Kings 
does recognofce no Superiour but GOD, and is 
every way a Soveraign Prince, notwithftanding of 
the old pretentions of England, Le Roy le poffede en 
toute fouverainté fans recognoiftre aucun fuperieut 
que dicu,bien que c’ eftoit ancienne pratenfion des An- 
glois, que le Roy D’escoffe eft vaffal de leur couronne, 

8. Not only have forreign Princes, General 
Councils, and the Lawyers and Hiftorians of 
other Nations, declared Scotland to be a free King- 
dom, but even the Kings of England, have ac- 
knowledged this freedom and independency ; as 
may appear by thefe inftances. 1. The King and 
Parliament of England, have treated with the Am- 
bafladours of Scotland, whereas no Superiour can 
treat with his own Vaflal, as a Forreigner ; nor 
can a Vailal fend Ambafladours to his Superiour; 
for an Ambafladour muft be equal to him, to 
whom he is fent, and is, in Law, no way lyable to 
his Jurifdiction. And thisis, amongft others, the 
Opinion of dlheric. Gentil. an Englifo Lawyer, de 
Legationibus 1,2. ¢. 10. And it is clear from 
Liv. lib. 6. & lib. 43. 2. King Henry of Eng- 
land, being to enter upon a War with Simeon, 
Earl of Leifler, did intreat Supply from dlexan- 
der King of Scots ; and left this might inferr any 
Acknowledgment of his Superiority, he did by 
Letters under his Hand, and by his Ambafladours 
publickly declare, that he did not crave this Aid 
as Superiour, to which Superiority he had no 
pretence. 3. The fame King Alexander, being 
invited to affift at the Coronation of King Edward, 
and being unwilling to go there, left it might in- 
ferr an acknowledgment, King Edward did de- 
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clare, Quod non ex Debito, fed ex Gratia tantum- 
modo hoc petebat. 4. The fame King Alexander, 
being to make homage in England to King Ed- 
ward, for the Lands of Penrith and Tindale, 
which ie held of King Edward, hedid publickly 
protelt, Quod non pro Regno Scotie, fed proterris 
in Anglia, ditium Homagium feciebat > Rexque 
ifle Anglia hujufnodi Homagium admifit ‘per 
quod prafumitur talia fuiffe, & Jimilia prius faa 
homagia, Regno Angha per Reges Scotia: Nam 
talia fuiffe prefumitur, quale fuit ilhid declaratum 
& expofitum Homagium , nam talia funt fubjecta, 
qualia predicata admittunt. Which are the very 
Words ufed in the Anfwer made by the Scots, 
before the Pope, where all the former four in- 
ftances are fully difcuffed, and were offeted to be 
proved by Witneffes, beyond all Exception ; the 
Writs themfelves having been defignedly taken 
away by King Edward. And Fordon has in his 
Hiftory, unprinted Copies of feveral Letters, 
written by the faid Pope Boniface and others, de- 
clarinig that thofe Inftances confifted in their know- 
ledge ; and fome of thofe Inftances are fully re- 
peated by Duchefne paz. 661. who is to be belie- 
ved, fince he isa Stranger: And even Matthew 
Paris, a Learned Englifh Hiftorian does declare, 
That King Richard the I. did; when he was going 
to the Holy War, difclaim this pretended Superi- 
ority over Scotland, Ann, 1188. Which Difcla- 
mation is likewife obferved by Hovedean, another 
Hiftorian of the fame Nation: And when Maz- 
thew Paris {peaks of the Homage done to the 
King of England, he makes it only to be for his 
Lands in England, Rex Scotorum Villielmus, fe- 
cit Homagium Regi Anglorum Ricardo de jure fuo 
in Anglia. Which is ordinarly the Stile ufed by 
Hiftorians, when they writ of this Subject: And 
thus Duchefne fayes, that Alexander made Ho- 
mage to Henry the III, for his Pofleflions in Eng- 
land, but refufed to make him Homage for Scot- 
land; and that King Alewander fent a Cartell to 
King Henry, for aflerting that he had made him 
Homage for Scotland. The Copy of the Homage 
is yet extant at Rome, and the minute of it is thus 
expreft, in the Records of our old Abbacies, Me- 
morandum, anno Gratia milefimo ducentefimo fep- 
tuagefimo ottavo, Apoftolorum Simonis & Fude 
apud Weftmonafterium, Alexander Rex Scotiz, 
Jecit. Homagium domino Edwardo Regi Angliz, 
filio Regis Henrict fub his verbis, Ego devenero 
hominem veftrum pro Terris, quas de vobis teneo 
im Regno Anglie, de quibus Homagium vobis de- 
beo, falvo regno meo ; tunc dixit Epifcopus Nor- 
vicenfis, & faluum fit Regi Angliv, fr jus babue- 
vit ad _homagium veftrum de regno, cui Rex fta- 
tim vefpondit, aparte dicens, ad homagium regni 
mei Scotia nullus jus habet, nifi folus DEUS, nec 
de ullo teneo nifi folo DEO. 4. King Alexander 
having dyed without Males, Edward the I. treat- 
ed for a Marriage betwixt Margaret, Princefs of 
Scotland, called the Maid of Norway, and Edward 
his Son; In which there are many pregnant Ac- 
knowledgments of this Freedom, Volentes ¢ con- 
cedentes, quod déficientibus pradiéiis Edwardo 
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Margarita, vel eorum altero, abfque Liberis e:t- 
tantibus, in omni cafe G» eventu, in qua ad proxi 
miores beredes Regnum praditium debeat de jure 
reverit, integre habere, abfoluce abfque ulla fub- 
jeHione, revertatur G reflituatur tifdem.. And 
in the clofe of that Paper-it is fiid, That there 
thall be no prejudice done to either of the King- 
doms, Quin libere babeant ftatum fuum: And in 
the Deputation given by the Governours of Scor- 
land, dated at Melrofs, Ann. 1289. for treating 
that Marriage, this exprefs Refervation is infert, ° 
Salvis tamen in omnibus & fingulis, G» per omnia, 
Libertaie G» Honore Regni Scotia : Which Re- 
fervation is likewife infert, in a Warrand granted 
by King Edward, for treatifig the faid Marriage. 
And it is obfervable, That in all the Scotti/b Ad- 
dreffes to him, and accepted by him, ‘he is only 
defigned Rex Anglix, Dominus Hibernia, G Dux 
Aquitane, but never defignes himfelf, Dominus 
fupericr Scotia, till after the War ; which thews, 
that his airie Title was very unjuft. 

g. As the Kings of England have acknowledg- 
ed the Scots to be no Vaffals, fo have their Laws 
and Lawyers, For it is contended by thefe, That 
the Scots were Aliens to England, and could not 
have fucceeded to any Eftate in England, with- 
out being Naturalized,; whereas alibi genitu- 
ra, prefuppofes , that the alibi nati, are not 
Vaflals: For this jus alibi geniture, called 
by the French, droit d’ aubeyne, is fettled upon 
this Maxime of the Feudal Law, That becaufe 
Feus are granted by Over-lords or Superiours, up- 
on defigne and promifés, that their Vaffals fhall 
Jerve them upon all occafions, againft all perfons, 
and never reveal their fecrets, nor conceal what 
may be their difadvantage, therefore Feudalifts 
do juftly conclude, That no Man can be Leidge 
Man to two fupreme Superiours or Over-lords, 
becaufe thefe Duties are impreftable.to both 3 
feing the Secrets of the one, may be incompati- 
ble with the Safety of the other, and they may, 
by warring one againft another, diftrad@ the Al- 
leadgeance of their Vaflal. And becaufe Men are 
more prone to ferve their Native Prince, then 
others, therefore Strangers are alwayes fufpect, 
nor have they allowance to fell the Feus, to which 
they fucceed, left they fhould carry away the 
price out of the Country, and poflibly imploy it 
againit the fame Country. _ Which principle feems 
at firft to have flowed from the Roman Law, by 
which, the Goods of Strangers dying in Rome, 
fell to the Exchequer or Fisk, ¢ fiebant caduca. 
With this foundation of the Feudal Law, founded 
upon fo clear Reafon, do the Cuftoms of other 
Nations agree; who account not thefe Aliens, 
who live under the fame Alleadgeance: ‘Thus 
Rageau pag. 67. Aubaine font efirangers, nais 
en pais, quiw eft pa de la foveraignete de la Cou- 
rounne de France. Vid. Bacquet. du droit a? au- 
beyne, Printed in the Year 1557. And by the 
Cuftom of Milain, (the experteft Feudalifts of all 
the World ) alibi genitura extends not to any, 
who have fworn Alleadgeance, and live within 
the Spainifh Dominions, though not within “a 
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lan : Since then the Englifb would not allow us 
the Right of Succeflion, .nor the other Benefits due 
naturally to Subjects, it was ftrangely monftruous 
and repugnant, that they defigned to make the 
World believe that we were Subjects. 

It is alfo very remarkable, that if our Kingdom 
had been only a Feu holding of England, our 
Nobility could not have Precedency from others, 
according to their Antiquity 5 for all the Nobility 
of the Superiour Kingdom ought, in the opinion 
of fuch as writ of Precedency, to be preferred to 
thefe, who live in the Vaflal-kingdom. 

10. If Scotland had been a Feu to England, the 
King of England as Superiour, would have had 
the keeping of our young Princes, and the difpo- 
fing of them in Marriage, and the Feu would 
have been in his Hand, during their Minority, 
that being implyed in the Right of proper Feus, 
by the Feudal Law : And this muft be prefumed 
to have been a proper Feu, as all Feus are prefu- 
med to be, except the Vaffal can prove, that the 
Nature of the Feu was impropriated for the Vaf- 
fals Advantage. But yet no King of England did 
ever pretend, to the Guardianfbip of our young 
Princes, nor to name Governours during their Mi- 
nority: But on the contrare, Alexander King of 
Scotland, having left only a young Princefs, cal- 
Jed Margaret, who was Nice to the King of Eng- 
Jand, he did not pretend to the keeping of the 
young Princes, but intreated that fhe might be 
married, to Edward the Second his Son; and that 
if there fhould be no Iffue of that Marriage, Scot- 
Zand thould remain a free Kingdom, as it was for- 
merly, independent from all pretentions of the 
Kings of England : Which is likewife another ac- 
Kknowledgement, made by the Kings of England 
themfelves, of the independency of Scotland. And 
if the Kings of England had been Superiours of 
Scotland, there would have been fome Vettige of 
this Superiority, to be feen in our Laws; where- 
as all our Laws call {till our Crown, the Imperial 
Crown of Scotland : Orin our Coyne, all Coyns 
bearing foie Impreflions from the Superiour. 
And the Kings of England might have remanded 
from our Courts, or out of our Country, fach as 
had committed Crimes againft their Kings, or 
Laws: It being an undoubted principle of the 
Feudal Law, That qui haber dominium direttum, 
poteft jurifdiftionem fuam explicare, tam in terri- 
tovio Vafjalli, quam in fuo: habet enim dominus 
jurifdiGionem cumulativam cum Vaffallo. But fo 
it is, that it can never be alleadged, That the 
Kings of England offered to exerce any Jurifdi@i- 
on in Scotland, or did require any Criminals, who 
had fled into Scotland, to be delivered upto them : 
Nor did ever the Englif pretend to punith fuch 
Scot{men, as were taken fighting againft them 
abroad, as Traitors, and Guilty of Treafon ; as 
certainly they would have done, if they had been 
Vaflals to England : But onthe contrair, the Eng- 
lifo did alfo ranfome them, and ufe them every 
way, as they did other Strangers and Forreigners, 

11. The Scots having intended:a Declarator of 
Freedome againft Edward the I. King of England, 
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the Procefs was delegated by Pope Boniface the 
VIL. to Baldredus, one of the greateft Lawyers 
of that time, who confidered very fully, the Rea- 
fons proponed bine inde, by both Parties ; and 
having made a full Report'to the Pope, the Pope 
did very fharply reprove the King of England, and 
declared, that Scotland did not depend itany 
manner of way; and that the Engli/b had attacked 
Scotland mott unjuftly, againft all both Divine 
and humane Laws; as Duchefne obferves pag. 66. 
The Letter it felf that was writ to the King of 
England, with all the Procefs (which was called 
Proceffus Baldredi) being yet extant, in Pordons 
Chronicle : And it cannot be denyed, but that 
England might have expe@ed much more Favour, 
from the Pope, than Scorland could ; fince they 
payed hima conftant Revenue, called Peters pence, 
and fince England was known to afford much 
greater Cafualties to the Pope, then could have 
been expected from this Kingdom, 

In flating the Arguments, which are propofed 
by the Engiib, for proving that the Kings of Scot- 
land were Vatlals, for their Crown, to England; 
I fhall begin with thefe, which were infifted upon 
by King Edward the I. in the former procefs. 

The firft was, That Brutus, defcended from 
the Trojans, did conquer Britain, and divided it 
amongft his three Sons, to the Eldeft of whom, 
called by Hiftorians Locrin, or Locus, as he is 
termed in that Procefs, he left Logria, now called 
England: Yo the Second, called Albanafus, he 
left Albanie, now called Scotland : To the Third, 
called Camber, he left Cambria, now called Wales. 
But Humbert King of the Huns, having killed Al- 
banaéius, Locrin the elder, to revenge his Bro- 
thers Death, did kill Humbert, and reunite Alba- 
nie to Logria or England, 

The fecond was, That Dunvall King of the 
Britans killed Staterius King of Scotland, who 
rebelled againft him, and became Mafter of the 
whole Ile ; which Dunval/ having two Sons, Be- 
linus and Brounus, he left the Superiority of Scot 
land with England, to the eldeft, and the proper- 
ty only of Scotlend to the fecond. 

The third was, That Archur King of the Byi- 
tans, having overcome Scotland, he gave that 
Kingdom to Angufell, who acknowledged him as 
his Superiour, and carried the Sword before him. 

The fourth was, That Aldeflan King of Eng- 
land, having conquered Con/lantine King of Scor- 
land, did pray to GOD, that by the interceflion 
of St. John de Benlaco, he might by a Miracle, 
be declared the juft Superiour of Scotland: Where- 
upon he did ftrick with his Sword, at a Rock near 
Dumbar, and made a Gape in it a full yard in 
length. 

The fifth was, That Wiliam King of Scotland, 
did acknowledge himfelf Vaflal, to William the 
Conquerour ; Alewander King of Scots, acknow- 
ledged himfelf Vaffal to King Henry - And that 
the Nobility of Scotland called in the faid Ed- 
ward, to arbitrate the Differences betwixt the 
Bruce and Baliol, 
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Peter Heylen, {peaking of Scotland in his Geo- 
graphie pag. 1289. affirms, That the Kings of 
Scotland were ftill Vaflals.to the Crown of Eng- 
land , which he endeavours to confirm by thefe 

" Arguments. 1; By the Homages, Services, and 
other Duties, done by the Kings of Scotland, to 
thofe of England: Malcome the III. doing Homage 
to William the Conquerour, as William one of his 
Succeffors, did to Henry the II. and that not only 
for three Counties in the North of England, or 
the Earldome of Humtingdoun (as is by fome pre- 
tended) but for the very Crown it felf: Kenneth 
the III. being alfo one of thofe Titulary or Vaflal 
Kings, who rowed King Edgar over the Dee. 
2, By the interpofing of King Edward the I. and 
the Submiffion of the Scots to that interpofing, in 
determining the Contraverfie of Succeflion, be- 
twixt Bruce and Baliol : As in the like cafe, Phi- 
lip the Fair adjudging the Title of Artoys, which 
was holden of the Crown of France, and then in 
queftion betwixt the Lady Mawd, and her Ne- 
phew Robert : Or as King Edward the Ill. in the 
Right of the faid Crown of France, determined of 
the Controverfie, betwixt Fobn Earl of Montford, 
and Charles of Bluis, for the Dukedom of Bre- 
taigne. 3. By the Confeflion, and Acknowledg- 
ment of Prelats, Peers, and others the Eftates of 
Scotland, fabferibed by all their Hands and Seals, 
in the Roll of Ragman; wherein they did ac- 
knowledge the Superiority of the Kings of Eng- 
land, not only in regard of fuch Advantages, as the 
Sword had given him, but as his original and un- 
doubted Right: Which Roll was treacheroufly 
delivered into the Hands of the Scots, by Roger 
Mortimer, Earl of March, in the begining of the 
Reign of King Edward the III. 4. By the tacite 
Confeffion of the Kings themfelves, who in their 
Coyns, Commiffions, and publick Inftruments, 
aflume not to themfelves the Title of Kings of 
Scotland, but of Reges Scotorum, or the Kings of 
the Scots, and thereby intimating, that though 
they are Kings of the Nation, yet there is fome 
Superiour Lord (King Paramount as we may call 
him) who hath the Royalty of the Land. 5. By 
the Judgements, Arrefts of the Courts of England, 
not only the Times of King Edward the I. but in 
fometimes fince : For when Wiliam Wallace, a 
Scotfman by birth, andthe beft Souldier of that 
Country, wastaken Prifoner, and brought to Lon- 
don, he was adjudged to fuffer Death as a Trai- 
tor; which had been illegal and unrighteous 
Judgment, had he been a Prifoner of War, and 
not lookt upon by the Judges as fubjed& to the 
Crown of England. ‘The like done in the cafe of 
Simeon Frazill, another of that Kingdom, in the 
fame Kings Reign. In like manner, in the time 
of King Edward the Ill. it was refolved in the 
Court, in the Lord Becumionts Cafe, when it was 
objected, That one of the Witnefles wasa Scot, 
and therefore as an Alien not to give his Evidence, 
that his Teftimony was to be allowed, becaufe 
‘the Scots, in the Law of England, did not go for 
Aliens. And when one, indicted fora Rape, in 
the-thirteenth Year of Queen Elizabeth’s Reign, 
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defired a medetatem lingua, becaule he wasa Scor{- 
man, and fo an Alien; it was denyed him by the 
Court, becaufe the Scots were not reputed here as 
Aliens, but as Subjedts rather. So alfo, when 
Robert Umframville, Lord of Kyme, was fum- 
moried to the Parliament of England, in the Reign. 
of King Edward II. by the Name of Robert Earl 
of Angus, which is a Dignity in Scotland ; and 
after ina Writ againft him, was called by his own 
Name of Umframville, without any addition of 
that Honour, the Writ was adjudged to abate ; 
which I conceive, the Learned Judges had uot 
done, if Scotland had not been reputed, to be un- 
der the Vaflalage of the Kings of England. 6. And 
laftly, By a Charter of Lands and Arms, which 
I havein my Cuftody, granted by King Edward 
the I. in the laft year of his Reign, to Peter Dodge 
of Stopworth, in the Countie of Che/fer, one of 
the Anceftors of my Mother: In which it is ex- 
preft, that the faid Lands and Arms weré confer- 
red upon him, by that King, for his eminent Ser- 
vices encontre fon grand enemi & rebel Baliol King 
of Scotland, and Vaflal of England, j 

In Anfwer to thefe Objections, founded upon 

the Reign of Brutus; I need fay no more, fave 
that Cambden, and the other Learned Englifh 
Writers, do look upon the fame, as a meer fiction.’ 
And for proving the Crown of Scotland to hold 
of England, there muft be authentick Documents 
in Writ produced, as has been formerly debated : 
And this does fufficiently anfwer all thatis faid of 
Bellinus, King Arthur, éc. But to refute thefe 
Fictions, and to fhow how much of Cheat is in 
all thefe Contrivances, I need only cite a Paflage, 
from the Learned Aylet Semmes, in his Britannia 
antiqua, pag. 159. whofe Words are, 
« That which gave fome Authority to this 
Fiction, was the ufe King Edward the |. made 
of it in vindicating his Title to Scotland, againft 
“« the pretence of Pope Boniface, and the Church 
of Rome, who laid Claim to that Kingdom by 
ancient Right, as part of St. Peter’s Patrimony, 
“ and that Churches Demefne. It appears, that 
“ the Monks and Friers had a great Hand, in 
making out this Title by Brute, which Story 
was now new vampt, and from all parts fent 
out of thefe Shops, where at firft it had been 
“« forgedand hammered out. And this doth more 
evidently appear, if we confider many other 
parts of the fame Letter, as it is found in the 
«© Records cited by Mr. Prin; but efpecially that 
“ Miracle of King Adelffane, who (in perpetu- 
am vei memoriam ) to give an evident figne of 
“ his Right to Scotland, with his Sword, {truck 
* a blow upona Rock near Dumbar, that he Cleft 
“ it at leaft an Elne wide. 

Asto the Homage made by King Malcome, to 
William the Conquerour, it is anfwered, That 
the matter of Fact is abfolutely denyed: And not 
only do our Hiftorians, and the Hiftorians of For- 
reigners, mention no fuch fubmiflion, but they 
do on the contrair, relate, That i//iam the Con- 
querour having come with a Defigne to conquer 
Scotland, he was forced by Maleome King a, 

ane 
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land to a Peace, very Honourable and Advanta- 
geous for Scotland, one Article whereof was, 
That 7i#iam the Conquerour fhould reftore fuch 
of the Englifb Nobility, as had fled to Scotland for 
thelter, to their Eftates and Honours. And how 
can it be imagined, that Scotland being then very 
Unite, and living under a moft warlike Prince, 
would have fubmitted to a King, who had too 


much to doat home 5 or that King Malcome would 


have fubmitted to him, whom he forced to reftore 


even the Englifh, who had rebelled againft him. 
And as the Conftitution of Vaffalage requires Writ, 
fo if any fuch Vaffalage had been acknowledged, 
he had accepted of a Charter holding of the Con- 
querour, as all other Vaffals did. 

As to King William’s Homage to Henry the II. 


it is Anfwered, That William having been trea- 


cheroufly made Prifoner, he was forced by long 


and tedious Imprifonment, to make this Homage; 


and confequently, the Homage it felf was null, 


being extorted by Force, and made by a Perfon 
who was not fuz juris, being in Prifon, It being 
certain by the Laws of all Nations, That Deeds 
done by Prifoners are null; but efpecially in this 
Cafe, where the Deed was fuch, as that it would 
have been null however. For even the moft ab- 
folute Kings, are fo far from being able to alienate 
their Kingdom, or enflave it, that by fo doing, 
(as fome fay) they forfeit their own Right, and 
make the Throne void for the next Succeffour, 
who is not obliged by what they have done. And 
if any fuch A€ as this were binding, then Eng- 
land, by the fame Argument, had remained a Feu 
of the Empyre 5 fince Richard the J. their King 
did Homage to Henry the Emperour, for England, 
and King Fobn his Brother, did the like Homage 
to the Pope, and offered to hold England, in ca- 
pite, of Murmelius a Sarazen. King Edgar's be- 
ing rowed over the Dee, by Kenneth King of 
Scotland, is taken off by the former Anfwer, 
though it were true as itis not, nor can it bemade 
appear, by a Chronological Computation, if the 


Enquiry were worth our pains. 


The great Inftance founded upon the Homage 
made by the Balial, is as weak, fince it is known, 
that King Robert the Bruce refufed to do Homage 


to King Edward, choofing rather to wanta Crown, 


then to be a Vaflal for it: But Fobn Baliol the 


other Competitor, preferring his Ambition to his 
Native Country, was therefore juftly difowned 
by the Nobility, who (as Duchefne a Stranger to 
us obferves) fent Ambaffadours to King Edward, 
to fhow him that they did Revoke, and Difown 
the Homage made by the Baliol, and afferted their 
primitive Liberty. “And {0 hateful an A@ was 
this efteemed in him, that he lofed the Crown b 

it; whereas had this pretence of England been 
founded upon any Juttice, it would never have 
been fo feverely cither oppofed or punifhed. But 
though Baliol had been a lawful King as he was 
not (King Robert the Brice’s Title being prefera- 
ble in Law; ) yet could not the Balial have fab: 
jected the Kingdom in Vaflalage to England, fince 
by the Feudal Law, a Superiour cannot fuperin- 


duce or interpofe another Superiour, nec fine Vaf-

fome debate, that by fuch Alienations of the Su- 
periority, the Superiour forfeits his Right, yetall 
agree that the Alienation is null ; nz & writa, 
D. D. in cap. imperialem § preterea de probibit, 
alien. per Fredric. Curt. Pp. 16. num. 3,  latiffine 
Rofenth. cap. 9. conchif. 62. 

Whereas it is pretended, That the Parliament 
of Scotland confented 3 it is Anfwered, That any 
Parliamentary Confent is altogether dényed : For 
though we have exad Records of all our Parlia- 
ments, yet there is not fo much as Mention made 
amongft all our Statutes or Books, of any Parlia- 
mentheld by Fobn Baliol, And albeit Prin has 
publithed all the Records, which the Englifh have 
upon this Subject, yet he dares not fo much asaf. 
fert, much lefs produce the Copy of any fuch A@ 
of Parliament : And certainly if there had been 
fuch an A& of Parliament, not only the Records 
of that Parliament, but that particular AG@ had 
been carefully preferved and publithed ; and that 
this Parliament and Statute isa meer Fidion, ap- 
pears not only by our own, but F orreigné Hiftori- 
ans. And it is not imaginable, that the greater 
part of the Nobility and Kingdom, having imme- 
diately difowned the Baliol, for acknowledging 
this Subjection, that they would themfelyes have 
ratified it in a free Parliament. But though this 
were true as it is not, yetthere is not any King- 
dom fo Loyal, Happy, or Invincible, but fome 
few Cowards or Rogues may be found init, who 
may aflume the Name of a Parliament, and dif. 
own the true Intereft of the Kingdom, without 
any Warrand from the People for that efe@, And 
I would very willingly know, if England remains 
ftill Vaffal to the Pope, becaufe a Monk prevail- 
ed with King Fobn, to hold his Crown of him > 
Or if Portugal thould not be acknowledged a free 
Crown, becaufe Spain did once elicite from them 
a National Confent, by Force of Arms > Or if 
thefe three or four pretended Englifo Parliaments, 
who acknowledged Oliver Cromiel the Ufurper, 
did fettle a Legal Right upon him by their Con- 
courfé ? Nor did Prefcription Supply here the 
Original illegality of the Confent; for the Scors 
did immediately reclame, and did within much 
fewer Years, than Prefcription requires, reftore 
themfelves to their Liberty, under the Condu& 
of that Glorious Prince, King Robert the Bruce, 
for whom GOD did fo Miraculous things, as did 
convince the World, how much the LORD of 
Hofts detafted the Bribry, and Cruelty of King 
Edward the 1. Et ita res Jacile redeunt ad fuam 
naturam, G qua mox rediit divertifj2 non \vide- 
tur. 

But to fhow how great Averfion even that Ge- 
neration had, for any fuch Submiffion to the Eng- 
lifo Monarchy, I have fet down the Copy of a 
Letter yet extant, under all the Seals of our No- 
bility, directed. to Pope Yobn, in Anno 1320. 
Wherein they Declare, That if their King fhould 
offer to fubmit to England, they would difown 

him, 
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rc 
him, and chufe another. Nor that the power of 
Electing Kings, was ever thought to Refide in our 
Nobility : But becaufe it was reprefented to them, 
as the Opinion of all Lawyers, that a King could 
not alienat his Kingdom, or fubmit himfelf by his 
fole Confent, to a Forreigne Prince: Since by 
that Alienation and Submiffion, he does Forfeit 
his Right to the Crown. As to which Letter 
likewife I think fit to obferve, to prevent any Mi- 
flake as to the Calculation of the number of our 
Kings, that the Writers thereof have, as is ufual 
with us, numbred amongft our Kings fuch of the 
Royal Family, as were for the time Regents or 
Viceroys. ‘The Letter follows.

-dimus & teftamur. Quibus fi Sanéfitas vefiva 
Anglorum relatibus nimis credula, fidem finceram 
non adbibet, aut ipfis in noftram confufionem fa- 
vere non definat, corporum excidia, animarum ex- 
itia, G catera que fequentur incommoda, qua ipfi 
in nobis, G nos inipfis fecerimus, vobis ab altiffimo 
credimus imputanda, Ex quo fumus G erimus in 
his qua tenemur, tanquam obedientiz filii, vobis 
tanquam ipfius Vicario in omnibus complacere ; ip- 
Sique tanquam fummo Regi & Fudici, caufam no- 
Jiram tuendam committimus : Cogitatum noftrum 
jacantes in ipfo, fperantefque finem, quod in nobis 
virtutem faciet, & ad nibilum rediget hofies no- 
firos. Serenitatem G Santlitatem veflram con- 
fervet altiffimus Ecclefia fue fantte per tempora 
diuturna, Datum apud Monafterium de Aberbro- 
thock in Scotia, fexto die Aprilis, Anno Gratia 
milefimo trefcentefimo vicefimo, Anno vero Regni 
Regis nofiri fupra ditti, quintodecimo. 


This anfwers likewife Ragman’s Roll; nor are 
we to confider who confented to Slavery : Since 
it is known that not only the Domgla/s, the Gra- 
hame, and Wallace, but Thoufands of others, 
never yielded even to that fhort Impreflion: And 
their Country preferved its Priviledges, by their 
Loyalty 5 it being an undoubted Principle in Law, 
That in re pari potior eft conditio probibentis, & 
in re communi nemo dominorum juri quicquam fa- 
cere pote/t invito altero, |, fubimus ff. ad exbiben- 
dum. 

To that Argument by which it is urged, That 
our Kings did never affume the Title of Kings of 
Scotland, but called themfelves only Kings of Scots, 
It is Anfwered, That the Argument is very Ridi- 
culous ; for firft it is founded upon a falfe Sup- 
pofition, it being moft evident from our Writs in 
the Reign of King David the Maiden, that our 
King was entituled, Rew Scottie; but in the Con- 
firmation of the Abbacy of Aberbrotheck, King 
William is called Rex Scotia, and his Queen Re- 
gina Scotia. Likeas in that Regifter, there is a 
Charter granted by King Fobn of England, where- 
in ad petitionem Willielni Regis Scotie, he grants 
a Liberty to the Monks of Aberbrothick, toTrant- 
port their Goods through England, free from Cu- 
ftome: And Mateb. Par. in many Treatifes re- 
lated by him, gives them that Title: And Pope 
Innocent the III. in an exprefs Refcript in the bo- 
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dy*of the Canon Law cap. 4. decrét. de immunit 
Ecclef: writes Innocentius Il. Uuftri Regi Scotias 
which behoved to be to King Wiliam, who did 
reign in that Popes time. Nor is this Argument 
from the Defignation concluding, fince it is not 
convertible ; For even Feudatory Kings did, and 
do aflume their Defignation from the Kingdon 
they hold, as the Kings of Naples, Sicily, Ge. 
Which evinces that it follows not neceflarily, that 
the Kings of thefe Kingdoms were Feudatory Kings; 
becaufe they were deligned Reges Scotorum, and 
not Scott. And in many placés of his Hiftory 
Matth. Paris calls the Kings of England, Reges 
Anglorum, asin the whole Lives of King Fobn, 
Henry the Il. 

It appears alfo, by the former Tranfa@ion be- 
twixt Edward the 1, and the Governours of Scot- 
land, that Margaret is even by the King of Eng- 
land, conftantly Defigned Regina ac Domina Sco- 
tig : And I obferve, that in the Contra& of Mar- 
riage, betwixt Henry the VII. for his Daughter 
Queen Margaret, and Fames the IV. that fome- 
times the King of Scotland iscalled Rex Scotorum, 
and fometimes Rex Scotie, in the fame Paper ; 
and the Commiflion granted by the King of Scot- 
land, for compleating that Marriage, is called 
Commiffio regis Scotia pro matrimonio; in all 
which Contraét, the King of Scotland is called, 
Chariffimus nofter frater, a Title never granted to 
a Feudatory King by his Superiour, and the Peo- 
ple of Scotlend, are there called Subditi Regis 
Scotie, whereas if the King of Scotland, had been 
only a Feudatory Prince, we had been Subjeés 
to the King of England, and not to the King of 
Scotland. And there needs no other Argument 
againft Heylen, to prove that the Kings of Scot- 
land, were oft-times called Reges Scotie, than the 
Inftance brought by himfelf, of the Charter grant- 
ed by King Edward the I. to Peter Dodge, where- 
in Baliol is confefled by himfelf to be called Roy 
de Efcoffe, King of Scotland : And this proves 
that the faid Heylen layes down Grounds, which 
are not only falfe, butinconfiftent. But fecondly, 
though this were true, yet it proves nothing ; 
feing the Goths and Piéfs were a free People ; and 
yet their Kings were called Reges Pittorum & Go- 
thorum, which Phrafe was ordinary amonglt 
Conquering Nations, fuch as the Scots were, 
whofe Princes having at firft no fixed Kingdom, 
did, whilft their People were {preading themfelves 
in Collonies, rather afflume a Title from the Peo- 
ple, than from their Country. And feing Men 
are Vaflals and not Land, it will follow, accord- 
ing to the Terms ufed by Feudalifts, that feing 
our Kings were Reges Scotorum, that therefore 
the Men were not Vaffals; and fo they hold not 
their Land of the Crown of England, nor were 
ejus fubvaffalli, aut Valuaffores, 

The Argument urged from many Decifions in 
England, finding that we were punifhable as Trai- 
tors in England, and that we were lookt upon as 
Subjects and not as Aliens, by their Judges, de- 
ferves no other Anfwer, then that fince their Kings 
by their Power, could not make us Vaffals, nei- 
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ther could their Parliaments or Judges treat uS as 
‘fuch 5 And if their Gown-men could have made 
us fuch, they needed not have imployed Arms to 
have fhed fo much Blood in the Quarrel : Nor 
can fuch Domeftick Teftimonies prove in a cafe 
of fo great importance. And yet even the Eng- 
elifh Proceedings againft thofe of our Nation fhows, 
that their own Judicatories and Lawyers, confider 
us not as Vaflals, but as the Subjects of a free 
and independent Kingdom. And amongft many 
other Inftances, I fhall only remember that of 
Queen Mary, againft whom that Nation pro- 
ceeded not as a Vaflal, but as a perfon who had 
made her felf lyable to their Jurifdiction, ratione 
Joci delidtz. Which is very clear by Zouch. de 
judicio, inter gentes, part... fed. 6. whofe very 
words I have here fet down, to prove not only 
this, but that the Kings of Scotland were abjo- 
Iuti, and equal to, and independent from thofe of 
England, being both pares & abfoluti principes, 
His words are, Erant boni rerum Eftimatores, qui 
afperius cum illa adum affirmabant, eo quod fue- 
rit Princips libera & abfoluta, in quam folius 
Dei fit Imperium, quod in majeftatem peccare non 
poet, cui fubdita non fuerit quod par in parem 
non babeat poteflatem, unde judicium Imperatoris 
in Robertum Sicilia regem, irritum promtnsiatum 
eft, quia Imperio ejus non effet fubditus. Alii 
aliter cenfebant, illam feilicet, fubditam effe ctf 
non originariam, tamen temporariam, Quia duo 
abjoluti principes quoad authoritatem, in uno 
Regno effe non poffunt; parem in parem habere 
poteftatem, quoties paris judicio fe fubmiferit, vel 
expreffe verbis, vel tacite contrabendo, vel delin- 
quendo, intra paris feilicet jurifdittionem, & Pa- 
pam fententiam Imperatoris in Robertum Siculum 
refeidiffe, quod fatium in territorio Imperiali non 
fuerit, fed Papal. Denique nullum magnum ex- 
tare exemplum, quod non aliquid ex iniquo babeat. 
And in the Procefs againft the Bithop of Rofs, as 
it is related both by the Forreign Lawyers, and 
by Cambden, it clearly appears that he was pro- 
ceeded againft, not as a Subject of England, but 
as a meer ftranger, who not being fubject ratione 
originis, became fubjet ratione deli, as they 
alleadged. And the Learned Author of the late 
jus maritimum, pag. 451. having fpoken of the 
Jurifdidion of England over Ireland, has thefe 
words, “ But in Scotland it is otherwayes, for 
“* that is a Kingdom abfolute, and not like Jre- 
** land, which is a Crown annexed by Conqueft, 
«« but the other is by Union: And though they 
*< be United under one Prince ad fidem, yet their 
* Laws are diftiné, fo as they had never been 
«< United; and therefore the Execution of the 
‘< Judgements in each other, muft be done upon 
“ Requeft, and that according to the Law of 
« Nations. Nor need I anfwer the Argument 
brought from the procedure, againft the Heroick 
Wallace and others, for thefe Inftances fhow ra- 
ther an exceflive refeutment upon prefent Hofti- 
lities, then the Juftice of thofe, who againft the 
Law of Nations, proceeded to murther fuch as 
were indeed Prifoners of War, fighting for their 
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| own Native King and’ Country : And even the 
Englifo of that age, by entring into Truces, Ran- 
foming of Prifoners, and doing all other things 
(which are only allowablein a juft War ) may 
convincerall Mankind, that in this and the like 
Inftances, they fuccumb’d to the bitternefS of their 
prefent Paflion. ; 
I muft here alfo crave Leave to affert, That 
though Valials are not to be treated as’Aliens, yet 
we find very frequently in Hiftory, that whole 
Nations have been Naturalized, -and have had all 
the Priviledges of Subjects communicated to them, 
without being Vaflals or Subjects: And thus the 
Pelopida were naturalized Perfians, by Artaxeraes 
King of the Perfians, and allowed to enjoy all 
their Priviledges, in remuneration of the great, . 
Services done by them to the Perfians, as Plu- 
tarch obferves in the Life of Pelopidas: And 
thus the Athenians communicated their Privi- 
ledges to the Rhodians ; and the Latins to the 
Romans, as Livius obferves lib. 25. And it is 
very clear, that the like was done by the Engh/s 
to us, by a Statute of St, Edward, which is yet 
extant in a Book called ypatovousa publifhed by 
William Lambert, anno 1568. And Ratified by 
the Conquerour, amongft the good Laws of that 
Prince, as Hollenfhed obferves. Amongft others 
who are to be reputed of the fame Nation with 
the Englifh, we find the Scots mentioned in the 
Statute; for which two Reafons are given in it, . 
quia omnes ferme Scoti proceres ex Anglis conjuges 
cazperunt, G ipfi rurfus ex Scotis, & fic. facti 
funt duo in carne una, That is to fay, Becaufe 
moft of all the Scotifb Nobility did take Wives of 
Englifh Extraéion, and the Englifh of Scoti/h. 
The fecond Reafon added in that Statute is, 

quia fimul & in unum contra Danos & Norwegos 
atrociffime pugnaverunt. And it is very well 
known to fuch as underftand Hiftory, that untill 
thefe late and unhappy Wars, occafioned by the 
Shires of Northumberland, Weftmorland and Cum- 
berland, the Scots aflifted the Englifb in all their 
Wars; efpecially, as that Statute fayes, againft 
the Danes and Norwegians, by whom they were 
called by thofe Invaders, to fhare in the Vidory 5 
but they refufed the offer, and fought near two 
hundred Years againft thefe Ufurpers : In which 
Wars, they are faid to have loft two Kings, with 
an hundred thoufand Men; all which the Scots 
might have preveened, by fuffering the Danes to pafs 
peaceably to England, through their Territories. 
And it is obfervable in the Hiftories of both Na- 
tions, that the Danes were never expulfed from 
England, till they were firft beat in Scotland 5 
till at laft they were forced to fwear, that they 
fhould never return into this Ifle; and in Return 
of which Affiftance, we got from England this 
Priviledgein the fame manner, that Lewis the XII 
communicated to usa general Naturalization in 
France, with all the Priviledges competent to the 
Natives of that Kingdom, -when we were forced 
to affociat with it, to fecure our felves againft the 
Inyafions of our old friends.

Eing defired to prove, that from Chronology 

it is impoflible, that Kenneth UI. King of 
Scots, did row Edgar King of the Englifb Saxons 
over the Dee 5,1 prove it thus: Kenneth the Ill. 
did not Succeed to the Crown of Scotland, till 
the Year 977. At which time, Ezhelred, Edgars 
youngeft, Son, did Reign in England : Ethelred 


* having begun his Reign, Anno 975. two Years

before Kenneths coming to the Crown of Scot- 
land. Xt is alfo remarkable, that Heylen relates, 
that the King of Scotland was ordained at the 
Council of Conflance, to precede the King of Ca- 
file, as being one of the five abfolute Monarchs; 
which was inconfiftent with his being a Tribu- 
tary, or Homager Prince. _ This was done in Pre- 
fence of the King of Englands Ambailador, who 
reclaimed not, as certainly he had done, if the 
King of Scotland had been Vaflal to his Matter. 
By all which we fee how folidly Heylen writes 
upon this Subject; And the learned Speed doth 
in his Hiftory of Great Britain moft Solidly, and 
Modeftly, in many Parts thereof, clear us from 
this pretenfion ; and efpecially in the Life of /il- 
liam the Conqueror, who, to clear Marches be- 


_ tween Scotland and England, did fet _up-a Crofs 


at Stranmoor, with the Arms of England on the 
South fide, and the Arms of Scotland on the 
North fide ; The King of Scotland doing only 
Homage for Cumberland. And in the Life of Ed- 
ward the Firft,, when fome of the Great Men of 
Scotland waited on Edward in Northumberland, 
in the Controverfie betwixt the Bruce and Baliol, 
he fayes, that Edward made then claim to the 
Supériority of Scotland, alledging that the Crown 
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of Scotland was holden of him. To whom the 
Scots replyed, that they were ignorant, that any 
fuch Superiority belonged to the King of Eng- 
land, neither could they make anfwer to fuck 
things without a King, ec. And that thereupon 
the King delivered to them his Letters Patents, in 
which he acknowledged, that the coming of thofé 
Scots on this fide the Water of Tweed, fhould not 
be at any other time urged to prejudice thém, for 
coming again into England , ‘That is, (fayes he) 
that their example fhould not fo be drawen to an 
Argument of King Edwards right over them, as 
if they were to come again upon Duty: So pru- 
dently jealous ( fayes this, Author) were thefe 
Patriots of their Countries Liberty. And a little 
after, he acknowledges, that King Edward was 
then Plotting this Homage, becaufe Scotland wan- 
ted a Head. He-alfo confefles, that Baliol loft 
the love of the Scors, by the Homage he had 
made, and that by Letters to King Edward, he 
did afterward renounce this Homage as being con 
trary to his Oath, as extorted by violetice, and as 
being made without confent of the three Eftates, 
And {peaking of King Edwards big Oath, as that 
he fwore by the Lord, he would confume all 
Scotland from Sea to Sea, if he heard any more 
debate in that 5 adds, that the Scots did boldly 
enough reply, that in this Caufe they would thed 
their blood, for defence of Juftice, and their 
Countries liberty. And furthet, in the Reign of 
Edward the Third, he obferves, that this {hort 
lif'd pretence, was renounced by thatKing, who 
quitted Scotland of all claim and pretence of right 
to the Superiority thereof, and delivered ‘up the 
Roll, called Ragmans Roll, wherein were con- - 
tained the Names of thofe few Scors who had 
been forced to acknowledge this Superiority. 
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IV. 


The Debates betwixt the Kings of Pore, Swepen, Denmark, Oc. 


and other Princes. 


HE King of Sweden pretends to 
Precedencie from the other two ; 
and Nolden in his Treatife of No- 
bilitie, chap.9. num. 107. leaves 

4 the Precedencie betwixt Sweden 
: and Denmark to be dubious: And 

though fome prefer the Dane as a Member of the 

Empyre, grafted therein in 2zno 1542. Yet others 

think him, upon that account, the lefs prefe- 

rable, becaufe he is thereby in a manner no free 

and Soveraign Prince; Peter King of Denmark 

having really become Vaflal to Fredericus 1. Em- 

perour, Otto. Fris. lib. 2. cap. 22. But Pontanus 

relates that the Emperour did upon this account 

give him the right hand, and thereby preferred 
- 


him to Sweden. I find alfo in the Council of 
Bajil, that Ravallus Arch-bifhop of Upfale, did 
claim Precedencie to his Mafter the King of Swe- 
den from all the Chriftian Princes, he being the 
true Succeflour of the Gothi/h Kings, who ex- 
acted Tribute even from the Emperours and Kines 
of France. Both Denmark and Sweden, claim 
the Precedencie from the King of Pele, as an Ele- 
Give and Limited Monarch : And in the Cere- 
monial of Rome, Pole is placed after the other 
two: And it is undenyable, that Sigifmund King 
of Swed, being chofen King of Pole, he did in 
all his Papers prefer always the Title of Sweden 
to that of Pole. 
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with the King of Portugal, in anno 1557. But 

at Rome, Pope Fulius the fecond, preferred Por- 

* tugal: And yet the Debate was renewed under 
Charles the fifth, In whofe Reign, both their Am- 
baffadours meeting in his Court at Church, and 
the Ambafladour of Portugal having poffett the 
firft place, the other made a fign, as if he would 
have fpoken in private with him, at which the 
Portugal rofe, whereupon the Polonian run in to 
his feat, Hottoman de Legat. lib.3. cap. 2%. 

The King of Hungarie contefts for Precedency 
with the King of Pole : But in the interview be- 
twixt Maximilian the Emperour, Sigifmund King 
of Pole, Uladiflaus King of Hungarie, and Lodo- 
wick King of Bohemia, in anno 1515. the King 

- of Pole was preferred to walk on the Emperours 
right hand. But this Controverfie being renewed 
at the Council of Tvent, They, as all other 
Kings were ordained to take place, not accor- 
ding to their Dignities, but according to the date 
of the Produétion of their Commiffions in the 
Council. 

The King of Hungarie argues for the Pre- 
cedency from the King of Bohemia: Becaufe, 
amongit the Emperours Titles, Hungarie is fet 
down before Bohemia ; But Bohemia oppons the 
Golden-bull of Charles the fourth Emperour, 
Wherein it is ordained, that in all A@s which 
concern the Empire, Bobemia {hall preceed all 
other Kings: So that it feems that the King of 
Hungarie ought to preceed in all things not rela- 
ting to the Empire, But that Bobemia is to pre- 
ceed in all that relates thereto, 
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The King of Pole has debated for Precedency | 


There are other Soveraisns who are not 
Crowned-heads, Such as Savoy, Mantua, Fl- 
rence, Ferara, Parma, Venice, who Debate alfo 
their refpective Precedencies in this manner. 

The Duke of Szuny is by Pius the Fifth, De- 
clared to be the firft Prince of Iza, And in the 
Chappels of France, Venice, vc. gets the firft 
Stall, And as King of Cyprus pretends to be 
ranked among{t the Crowned-heads : But it may 
be admir’d why the Duke of Scvoy takes the 
Title of Royal Highnefs; For, if he be King 


of Cyprus; he ought to have the Title of Maje- ” 


fly ; and if he be not King, Royal Highne@ is 
not due to him. And the Duke of Mantua did 
contend with him, though his Competition was 
not fuftained, vid. Cruft pag. 511.» And though 
the Title of Eminencie was beftowed upon the 
Dutchefs of Mantua, by Ferdinand the fecond 5 
Yet that was a Complement beftowed by the 
Emperour, rather with refped to her Sex, and 
her Relation to the Imperial Family, then to the 


true Dignity due to her as DutchefS of Mantua,’ 


vid. Limneunm, Fur. pub. lib, 5. cap. 1A. 

The Duke of Florence was ftill preferred to the 
Duke of Ferara, by Charlesthe fifth, And Port, 
lib. 4. Refp. Furif. 167. confefles, That Florence 
was acknowledged to be firft, by the Emperour, 
by Rome, and by France: But yet Paul the 


third confidering that the Dutchie of Florence was , 
onely erected in anno 2531. Whereas the Fa- 


mily of E/?, were raifed to be Dukes by Paul 
the third, 1452. and were declared Dukes of Fe- 
vara by the Emperour, 1454. did therefore pre- 
fer Ferara to Florence. 
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CHAP oy. 
The Precedencies amongft Common-Wealths. 


T cannot be denyed, but that 
Kings and Crowned-heads have 
the Precedency from Common- 
wealths ; though they contend 
that they being the Freeft of all 
Men, are the Nobleft; And be- 
ing in Effed a Countrey of 

Kings, ought to be preferred to any one King : 
Efpecially, fince their Government is elder then 
that of Kings, Men having drawn themfelves in- 
to Societies, before they either fubmitted to Kings 
who affum’d that Government by Force, or Ele- 
ced Kings, becaufe they could not agree amongft 
themfelves. 

There are fome Common-wealths who claim 
Precedency, as having right to Kingdoms : And 
thus Venice claim’d the fame Precedency with 
Crown’d-heads in the Popedom of Urdzn the VIII. 
and Jnnocent the V. becaufe they had right to the 
Kingdom of Corfiea; But this was denyed. 


Genoa contended with Venice for Precedency 
at the Coronation of the King of Cyprus, 1373. 
but that King preferred Venice : And to extin- 
guifh thefé Differences amongft the Common- 
wealths of Italy, Venice is by Opinion of all 
Lawyers, preferred to all the Common-wealths 
of Italy, Calefat. de Equeftr. dignit. n, 124.Cruf, 
de preced. pag. 536. 

Genoa and Sienna did alfo contend, anno 1 530. 
at the Coronation of Charles the V. but the De- 
bate was not then decided: And yet Cru/: P48.545. 
prefers Genoa, 

The States General contend with Venice, and 
all other Common-wealths, as. being more pow- 
erful, and being a Society of Common-wealths. 
They pretend alfo to Precedency from all the 
Princes of the Empire, as being more Indepen- 
dent then they, and being equal to Kings 5 
Whereas thefe Princes are but Subjects, which 
is delicately Debated by Befold. de Preced, ee 

= ut 
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But yet the prefent Emperour has  prefetred the 
Electors to all Ambaffadours of Common-wealths, 
bya exprefs Ordinance related in Cruf, pe 545° 
And now Holand, as having a Kindnefs for the 
Empire, Treats the Ambafladours of the Ele- 
ctors, as thofe fent by Crowned-heads : And in 
return of that Kindnefs, the Ele@tors Treat fuch 
as are fent from Holland, with the fame Refped, 
Memor. Ambaffad. pag. 523. 

Of old the Duke of Savey did preceed the 
Common-wealth of Venice :° But Emanuel Phil- 
bert Duke of Savoy, during the Oppreflion he 
lay ‘under from Charles the V, put himfelf under 
the protection of Venice, and became a Son of 
St. Mark, And thereafter, as the Father be- 
hov’d to preceed the Son, the Dukes of Savoy 
yeelded to Venice : And as that Duke pretends 
Right to the Crown of Cyprus, by the Marriage 
of Anne of Cyprus, and the Donation of Charlot 
of Cyprus : So Venice pretends Right to the fame 
» Crown by the Donation of Catharine Cornara, 
Widow to Fames King of Cyprus. The Diffe- 
rence is now thus fettied, That Venice fhall Treat 
the Ambafladours of Savoy, as they do thefe of 
Kings, with the title of Excellency, And Savoy 
thall allow Venice the Precedency, Memor. Am- 
baffad. pag. 347. 

grea Heke the Ambaffadours of the Com- 
. mon-wealth of England, as thofe fent from Kings, 
Mem.

The Cantons of Swiffe were even of late a part 
of the Empire : But by the Treaty betwixt the 
Empire and the King of Swed, 1648. they are” 
declared Free States, Er in poffeffione feu quaft 
poffelfione libertatis, exemptions ab Imperio. 
And now their Ambaffadours or Envoys take: 
place after the Venetian, and States General, And 
albeit Nolden de Stat. Novil. Thinks that if they 
were called to fit with the States of the Empire 
upon any extraordinar Occafion, they were not 
to be preferred to the Princes of the Empire, 
and much lefs to the Electors: For licet jure 
Principum babent paffive & materialiter, Prin 
cipes tamen non funt formaliter @ adive. Yet 
other Lawyers prefer them to all the other States 
and Princes of the Empire, except the Electors, 
Cruf: pag. 556. The French King treats them 
with the title of Magnifiques Seigneurs : And 
though their Deputies could not prevail with the 
French King, in anno 1602. and 1603. to be 
covered when he received them 5 Yet I conceive, 
that now they will be received.as the Ambafla. 
dours of Holland or Venice, who are covered at 
their Reception, fince in anno 1646, they are ac- 
knowledged to be a Free State, 

The Grifon Ambaffidours were received in 
anno 1627. as the Minifters fent by the Prin- 
ces of the Empire, and with thé fame Ho- 
nours. 
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Of the Precedency of the Electors and the Princes of the Empire. 


MONGST the Princes of the 
Empire, the Ele@ors are {till 
preferred : Which Electoral 
Colledge ( though faid to be 
Founded by the Emperour 
Otho the III, and Pope Gregory 
the V. anno 997.) yet it is 
more probable, that the faid Conftitution arofe 
from the great Difficulties under which the Em- 
pyre was Sunk, after the Death of Frederick the II. 

Amongft the Elettors, the Ecclefiafticks are pre- 
ferred to the Laicks. 

The Ecclefiaftick Eledors, are, the Arch-bi- 
fhops of Mentz, Cullen, and Treves, whofe Pre- 
cedency amongft themfelves was firft Determined 
by Charles the IV. So as that the Bifhop of 
of Treves was to fit juft over againft the Em- 
perour; The Bithop of Mentz, was to take 
place in all his own Dyocie, and in all Germany + 
Whereas the Arch-bifhop of Cullen, was to take 

_ place in all his own Dyocie, and in Italy, and 
France. And of old inthe Eleion of the Em- 
perour, the Bifhop of Mentz was preferred as 
Arch-chancellour of Germany : The Arch-bifhop 
if 


of Treves as Arch-chancellour of France : The 
Arch-bifhop of Cullen as Arch-chancellour of 
Italy 3 Which Order was confirmed by Frede- 
rick the Firft, anno 1158. 

The Secular Electors are Ranked thus, by the 
Golden-bull of Charles the IV. 

The Duke of Saxony carries the Sword, im: 
mediately in all Proceffions before the Emperour : 
The Count-Palatin the Imperial Aple, walking on 
the Emperours Right hand ; The Marquefs of 
Brandenburg the Scepter, on the Left hand; And 
the King of Bobemia was to follow him imme- 
diately. But when they fit at any Solemnity, 
by the fame Bull, The King of Bobemia (being 
a Crowned-head) was to fit firft, upon the Em- 
perours Right hand, after the King of the Ro- 
mans, and the Arch-bifhops of Mentz and Cullen : 
And upon the Left, after the Ecclefiaftick Ele- 
ors, the Duke of Saxony had the firft place, 
and the Marquefs of Brandenburg the fecond, 
But yet I find Bewtherus, and other German Law- 
yers, contend from old Manufcripts, That at firft 
Brandenburg had the Precedency from the Ele- 


ors, Palatin, and Saxony. 
: ; The 
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The Duke of Bavaria did of old Contend with 
the Duke of Saxony, in anno 1521. and their 
Debates continued by Proteftations for many 
Years; And with the Elector Palatin, till the 
Emperour Lewis the IV. ordained the Palatin and 
Bavaria to preceed one another alternately : 
Though fince the late Warres of Germany, the 
Elector Palatin having Ufurped the Crown of 
Bobemia, the Duke of Bavaria was made the 
firft Elector in his place, the Elector Palatin be- 
ing now the laft of the Electors. é 

Tt is alfo obfervable, That if any of the Ele- 
ors themfelves be prefent, they are preferred to 
the Ambafladours, and Reprefentatives of all the 
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abfent Electors; as was Decided in anno 1654. 
Excepting onely the Ambaffadours of Au/fria, 
and the Ambafladours of Forreign Kings, were 
ftill allowed to take place from all the Electors, 
except the King of Bohemia, in all the Solem-. 
nities of the Empire. -But the Ambafladours of 
Common-wealths having claimed the fame Pre- 
cedency. The Emperour Leopold has Decerned 
againft them, in favours of the Eleétors, Cru: 
lib, 4. cap. 4. 

The eldeft Sons of the EleGors preceed all the 
other Princes of the Empire. 

The Arch-dukes of Au/iria have the firft Seat 
next to the Electors,

Of the Precedency of Church-men. 


} Need not debate the Differencies 
that have fallen in amongft the 
Patriarchs of Rome, Conftanti- 
nople, Antioch, Alexandria,and 
Ferufalem : Thofe of Rome and 
Conftantinople having claimed 
Precedency, becaufe their See 
were the Seats of the Roman and Grecian Em- 
pires ; Thofe of Ferufalem claiming preference, 
becaufe the chief Priefthood was once fettled 
there ; Thofe of Antioch claiming Precedency, 
becaufe Antioch was the firft Seat of Chriftianity, 
as is clear by the 11. Chapter of the 4és ; And 
thofe of Alexandria, pretending that they were 
equal.to the Roman Patriarch, at leaft, becaufe 
Alexandria was the chief City of the Ea/t be- 
fore the building of Con/tantinople, and the Church 
thereof being by Eujed. lib. 11. faid to be x- 
Puan amacdy exrnotoy- vide, Salmaf. de Primat. 
pap. cap.12. Thus far did Precedency invade 
even Religion, and raife Emulation amongft thofe 
who pretended to be the greateft Paterns of Hu- 
* mility. 

The Roman Patriarch was by Phocas the Em- 
perour raifed above all the reft, in the year 606. 
fince which time they have raifed themfelves by 
feveral Degrees to the Papacy, though it cannot 
be denyed but even before that time, the Bifhops 
of Rome had the firft Seat in all Councils, as 1s 
clear by Fuflinians Novella. 131. cap. 2. And in 
the Council of Nice, Adrian Bifhop of Rome had 
mporonerDed pict ° But the zposroia, Or the Power 
of preceeding did ftill belong to the Emperours, 
as hath been fully cleared by Crufius and others : 
And though it be pretended, that Con/fantine the 
Great did from Chriftian Humility, prefer the 
Succeffour of St. Peter as Vicar of FESUS 
CHRIST to himfelf; and that in the Canon 
Law, cap. Conftantinus 14. Dif?. 96. the Empe- 
sour Con/tantin is brought in acknowledging him- 
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felf to have led the Popes Bridle, and in the Fa- 
mous Ceremonial of Rome: Fol.21. the Empe- 
rour is allowed no higher place then the Popes 
Foot-ftogl 3; Yet Frederick the I. Emperour did 
contentioufly Debate this Precedency with Adrian 
the IV, fince which time it hath been varioufly 
acquiefced in by Popes and Emperours. And 
though the Legats be Reprefentatives of the Popes, 
yet Thuan tells us, lib. 98. That the Learned 
Briffonius Prefident of the Parliament of Paris, 
would not fuffer the Popes Legat to preceed him. 
And at the Coronation of Charles the V, the - 
Popes Legat was denyed the Precedency from 
the Electors. 

The Cardinals have Debated for Precedency 
with the Patriarchs, though by the Novela, 132. 
¢.2. ‘Fu/tinian places Patriarchs next to the Pope: 
And Panormit. in cap, antiqua X de privileg. & 
exceff. Pralat. prefers the Patriarchs to the Car- 
dinals ; and now by the Conceffion of Sextus 
Quintus, that Pope, hath raifed the Cardinals 
to an equal Degree with Kings, and if Kings be 
prefent at Table, or other Solemnities with Car- 
dinals, If there be but one King, he is to fit after 
the firft Cardinal Bifhop, and if there be moe 
Kings, they fit mixtly with the Cardinals, firft 
a Cardinal and then a King: But though this 
holds amongft Popifh Princes, yet the Authour 
of Les Memoirs des Ambaffadeurs does Obferve, 
That Leicefter, Grotius, and the other Ambaf- 
fadours of PROTES TANT Princes never 
yeelded Precedency to Cardinals, till Lockbare 
Ambafladour from Crommel yeelded it to Cardi- 
nal Mazarine, where he likewife obferves, That 
though the Prince of Condie, yeelded the Prece- 
dency to Cardinal Rechlieu, yet the Count of 
Soiffon refuted it.

General Obfervatious concerning the Precedency of Subjects. 


OBILITY is divided with 
Us, as in England in Nobiles 


are comprehended Knights and Gentlemen. And 
though all thefe be not Peers of Parliament, yet 
they are all Peers to one another: And thus a 
Gentleman may be offered to a Dukes Daughter, 


whofe Ward and Marriage falls to the King, as 
has been often decyded, nor can that Match be 
refufed upon the Account of Inequality : And it 
hath been found, that though Noblemen mutt be 


judged by their Peers, yet Landed Gentlemen may 
pafs upon their Affyfe ; and a Nobleman is ob- 
lieged to accept of a Challenge from a Gentleman 
as his Peer, where Duels are Lawful, Under the 
Word Barron all our Nobility are comprehended, 
as is clear by the 81. A. Parl, 14. Fac, 2d. And 
the Infeription of the firft’ Parliament of K; Fa. 
5th. where the Parliament is faid to be holden 
per Regis & Regni tutorem una cum Pralatis Bar- 


ronibus & Burgorum Commiffariis, Albeit the | 


Majores & Minores, the Greater 
and the Leffler Nobility: Un- 
der the Greater are compre- 
hended all fuch as are Lords of 
Parliament: Under the Leffer 


Parliament of Rob. 1. was cum Epifcopis, Abbas 
tibus, Prioribus, Comitibus, Barronibus, Gv aliis 
Magnatibus, which fhews, that there were other 
Magnates infra Barrones. It may be Doubted, 
Whether the younger Sons of Dukes, Marquefles, 
@. are to be Ranked inter Nobiles majores, fince 
they fit not in Parliament: Or inter Nobiles Mi- 
nores, fince they are defigned Lords, and take 
place from many of the Nobiles Majores. 

The Sons of the Kings of France were-all Kings, 
and Soveraigns in the firft two Races; Becaufe 
according to the old German Cuftom, the Few 
Honours were divided equally amongft the Sons: 
As now all the Sons of a Duke are Dukes there; 
@c. But thereafter all the other Children, ex- 
cept the Eldeft, got onely Place and Precedency 
according to their Offices or Dignities, until Phi- 
lip de Valois Succeeded as Prince of the Blood.in 
a remote Degree: After which, the French thought 
fit to give Precedency to thofe, who might one 
Day be their King: “And fo all the Princes of the 
Blood got Precedency from all Subjeéts. 

With Us the Kings Children, Uncles, and Ne- 
phews, onely had Precedency from all Subjects; 
And in SCOTLAND no remoter Degree pre- 
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ceed as Princes of the Blood: For the Families of 
Hamiltoun, Kinghorne, Fintrie, and others are 
Defcended from Our Kings by lawful Marriages, 
but had no Precedency upon that Account. . 

The firft place next*to the King is due to the 
Prince of SCOTLAND amongft Us, who is 
likewife Duke of Rothefzy 5 as the fecond Son is 
Earle of Roft, that being an Appanage infepara- 
ble from him by Ad of Parliament : But at pre- 
fent his Royal Highnefs is with Us Duke of Alba- 
ny, as he is Duke of York in England. 

It has been doubted, Whether the King’s Son, 
Uncle, Nephew, ec. have the Precedency from 
the King’s’ Officers in the aétual exercife of their 
Office, as at Coronations, Riding of Parliaments, 
in which it is the Can/ables priviledge to ride up- 
on the King’s right Hand, and the Marifbals on 
his Left, in hisreturn from the Parliament Houfe : 
The Reafon of which Difficulty is, becaufe thefe 
are Ads which follow the Office and not Blood, 
and the Nature of the Adtion requires that they 
fhould be pofted, where they may be moft fer- 
viceable. I find likewife that this hath been De- 
bated in France, whereupon in Anno 1576. Hen- 
xy the If. emitted an Ordinance in Favours of the 
Princes of the Blood: And with Us, his Royal 
Highnefs the Duke of York at His Maje/ties Co- 
ronation preceeded all the Officers. 

Amongtt the Princes of the Blood, the Laft 
defcended from the Royal Family has ftill Prece- 
dency accordingly: But though this hold in the 
Branches, yet the Eldeft of the fame Branch will 
preceed all that Branch , and thus the Prince 
Palatins Grand-Child would fucceed to the Crown 
before Prince Rupert his Brother, though Prince 
Rupert be feveral Degrees nearer. 

I find that. of old all Church-men were Ranked 
together, and were firft Ranked before all Laicks: 
And thus the Parliament of King Robert the I. 
was babito Solemni traélatu cum Epifcopis, Ab- 
batibus, Priovibus, Commitibus , and even before 
the Kings Sons, Brothers, or Nephews. Thus 
King Robert the I. grants a Charter to the Adbacy 
of Aberbyothick, Confirming a Ratification made 
to them be Lundie, wherein the Witnefles are, 
Reverendis Waltero & Gilberto Epifeopis, dc. 
Davide Duce Rothefay, Comite de Carrick, Cari/- 
fino noftro Filio primigenito Roberto Duce de Al- 
bania Comite Fyffe &» Fratre nofiro: And even 
the Abbots anid Priors were Ranked before them, 
and when any of them were Officers of State, they 
were named according to their Ecclefiaftick prefer- 
ments: Thus Facobo Sandi Andree Epifcopo Galvi- 
no Archiepifcopo Glafcuenfi Cancelario nofiro. And 
inthe Seflion when it confifted of half Church-men, 
half Laicks, the Church-men fat on the Chancel- 
lors Right-hand, and Voted firft; But it does not 
follow from thefe Inftances, that therefore of old 
any Church-man did take place from the Kings 
S6n, no more then that a Bifhop took then place 
of an Earl; becaufe he was named before them, 

The Archbifhop of St. Andrews was by a fpe- 
éial Letter in Anno 1626. and Renewed in Fanu- 
ary,, 1664.- Declared to have the Precedency from 
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the Chancellor, and all His Maje/ties Subjeéts : 
In time of Popery, he was Legatus natus, and 
both then and now he is totius Scotie Primas; But * 
though by this Letter he is Ordained to take the 
place of all Subjects, yet I think it would not - 
give him place from the Kings Sons, Uncles, and 
Nephews, though they be likewife Subjects; 
fince the Word Subjects muft be here Interpret 
according to the Cuftom of Nations, by which 
thefe near Relations of Princes are preferred to all 
other Subjets. The Nobility of Scotland were 
either Declared fuch by Feudal Eretions, their 
Lands being Erected by the King in a Dutchy 
Earldom, @¢. which did of it felf make him a 
Duke or Earl, in whofe Favours the Lands were 
fo Erected ; Or elfe they got Patents of Honour. 
Declaring them Dukes, Earles, gc. and this is a 
much later way, none being Nobilitated by Pa- 
tents among{t Us before King Fames I. 

The third way of Nobilitating with Us, is by 
Creation and Solemn Inveftiture, the whole Form 
whereof will in all its Ceremonies be beft known 
by the following Narration. 


The Form of the Creation of the Marquefs of * 
Hamilton, and Marque/s of Huntly, Tuefday - 
the 17 of April, 1599. 


I N His Majefties great Chamber in the Abbay 
of Holy-rood-boufe, where the like Ceremony 
was wont to be done, being richly hung with 
Tapiftry, five Stages or Degrees of Timber were 
Erected; One for His Majefly on the Weft-fide, 
whereon His Maje/fies Chair of State was fet un- 
der the pale of Honour; One for the Duke; One 
for the Earles; One for the Lords; and One for 
the Knights: There was alfo before the Throne a 
Table covered with Cloth of Gold, whereon was 
laid the Sword, Scepter, and Crown, the Noble- 
men attending the Ceremony in their refpective 
Seats in their Robes, and His Maje/ly in His Rob- 
Royal, being placed in His Chair, the Queen fit- 
ting by ; The Lyon King of Arms, and Mafter 
of Ceremonies, with the Heraulds and Purfivants 
in their Coats, and Trumpets founding, brought 
in before His Maje/fy thefe two Noblemen, viz. 
The Earles of Arran and Huntly, the firft con- 
veyed be the Duke of Lennox, and the Earl of 
Mar, the fecond be the Chancellor, and Earl of 
Caithnes. "Thereafter the Lyon asked His Maje- 
Sy, Tf His Majeffly would be pleafed to promote 
thefe Noblemen to further Honours : His Maje/ty 
anfwered, Yes. Then the Lyon, Mafter of Ce- 
remonies, with Heraulds, Parfivants, and Trum- 
pets, Conveyed them into the Green Council- 
chamber, where they were Devefted of their Co- 
mital Robes, and Vefted in the Habit of a Mar- 
quefs, And fo were again conyeyed to His Maje- 
ties prefence thus, 

The Ordinary Macers that attend the Chancel- 
lor and Seflion making place : 

Mafter of Ceremonies.

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Trumpets founding with the Noblemens Co- 
lours at their Trumpets, 

Purfivants in their Coats 5 

Heraulds in their Coats 3 ; 

Four Gentlemen for each of the Perfons to be 
Created, bearing their Honours, viz. For my 
Lord Arran, Robert Hamilton of Goflington, the 
Penon ; Alexander Hamilton of Fenton, the Ban- 
ner ; Claud Hamilton of Shawfield, the Marquefs 
* Crown ; Fobn Campbel of Ardkinlas, the Patent. 

For my Lord Huntly, Fobn Ogilvy of the Craig, 
* the Penon, Jobn Crichton of Frendraught, the 
Banner 3 Mark Ker of Ormiftoun, the Crown ; 
_ Alexander Gordon of Strathdon, the Patent. 

Lyon King of Arms, 

The two Earles conveyed be the forenamed 
Noblemen in their refpective Robes, and Crowns 
on their Heads : ) 

Coming before the King they made their Re- 
verence’; Then they were led up by the Mafter 
of Ceremonies fome fteps, and fitting down on 
their Knees on Velvet Cufhions, the Lyon made 
an Harrangue, both to His Maje/ly and to them, 
Declaring to the Noblemen, That it pleafed His 
Majefly to promote them to that Dignity, and that 
he defired them to Fear GOD, and obey His 
Power: Then he took their Oaths, that they 
fhould obey GOD, his Maje/fy, and maintain 
the Religion then profeft. ‘Thereafter the Lyon 
delivered to His Maje/fy the Patents, and His Ma- 
jefly redelivered them to the Lyon, who gave them 
to the Noblemen, in token that they fhould obey 
GOD and His Maefties Laws: Afterwards, the 
Lyon delivered His Maje/ty the Marqueffes Coro- 
nets, His Majefty redelivered them to the Lyon, 
the Lyon put the Crowns on their Heads, faying, 
Fobn Marquefs of Hamilton, Karl of Arran, Lord 
Even, &c. George Marquefs of Huntly, Earl of 
Enzie, Lord Gordon, and Badzenoch, @¢. The 
fame was Proclaimed furth of the Windows by the 
Heraulds and Purfivants, with found of Trum- 
pet: Then were they conveyed to their Seats, 
and placed above the Kiarles, uponthe Kings left 
Hand, Trumpets founding. 

The Lyon defired His Maje/ly to Honour the 
Gentlemen, who bare the Honours, with the Ho- 
nour of Knight-hood, His Maje/fy confented : 
The Lyon caufed them to fit down on their Knees 
at the foot of all the Stage, and after he had made 
an Exhortation to them, and received all their 
Oaths, they holding up their Hands, and promi- 
fing to obey all the Injunéions, The Lyon pre- 
fented the Sword to His Maje/ly, who ftroke each 
of them therewith on the right Shoulder, and 
Sir offered the Spur, the Lyon firft 
proclaiming their Styls, and after the Heraulds 
and Purfivants at the Windows with found of 
‘Trumpet, 

I find this Difference in the Creation of many 
_ Earles from what is here fet down, That the four 
Gentlemen bear the Honours thus, The firft, the 
Penon; the fecond, the Standart; the third, 
Sword and Belt; the fourth, the Crown; and 
daftly, the Lyon bear the Patent ina Velvet Bag: 
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And that the Lyon offered firft to His Maje/ty the 
Sword and Belt, and receiving it back, put it on’ 
the Perfon Nobilitat. 

As alfo when the King was not prefent, and af 
ter his going to England, the Ceremiony was per- 
formed by His Maje/ties High Commiffioner, if 
there was one at the time ; Or otherwife, a Writ 
was directed to the Lord Chancellor appointing 
him Commiffioner for that Creation, And then 
the firft thing that was done after the Perfon to 
be Created was brought in, the Lyon gave the 
Patent to the Commiflioner, who gave it to the 
Regifter, or Clerk of Council to be read. And I 
obferve this in all Our old Creations, that if the 
Perfon to be Dignified was a Lord formerly, he 
was conveyed in by two Lords, .and the Ceremo- 
ny of the new Creation being over, was conveyed 
to his place by two of that degree to which he was 
advanced. 

The Englifh Nobility are fometimes Created by 
being called in a Write to Pailiament, under the 
Defignations of Earles, Vifcounts, cc. Which 
way is unknown to Us in Scotland, though the: 
King may introduce it at His pleafure.

The Precedency amongft Our Nobility differs 
nothing from what is here fet down, England and 
We agreeing in all points fince the Union of the 
two Kingdoms; And efpecially fince the Coro- 
nation of King Charles the I. at which time, he 
Declared he would have it fo: But to prevent 
Differences betwixt the Nobility of both King- 
doms, it was Ordered, That all thofe of the fame 
Degree in England, fhould in England take place 
from all thofe of: the fame Degree in Scotland ; 
And all thofe of the fame Degree in Scotland, 
fhould in Scotland take place of the Englifh: That 
is to fay, All the Englifb Dukes fhould take place 
in England of all the Scots Dukes 5 And all the 
Scottifh Dukes in Scotland, fhould take place of 
all the Englifb Dukes, which was very Juft and 
Suetable to the Laws of Nations. 

But as to the Ranking of Our Officers, We differ 
much from England : For clearing whereof, itis 
fit to know, That with Us there were Officers of 
the Crown, and Officers of State: The Offi- 
cers of the Crown were all defigned of Scotland, 
as Conflabularius Scotie, Gc. In King Malcom 
the I his Parliament ; the Offices then Extant 
were, the Chancellour, the Juftice General, the 
Chamberlain, the Steward, the Conftable, and 
Marifhal ; and they are thus Ranked and have 
their Refpe@ive Fees, But by the Ag. 31. Parl. 
11. Fa. 6. the Offices of the Crown are Declared 
to be, the Thefaurer, Secretar, the Collector, 
(which Office is now joyned with the Thefau- 
rets) the Juftice General, Juttice Clerk, Advo- 
cat, Mafter of Requefts, Clerk of Regifter: And 
though thefe be called Officers of the Crown 
there, I conceive they differ not from the Officers 
of State; And thefe Words Officers of the Crown, 
and Officers of State are now Equipollent Terms, 
fo far that.all the Officers of State are Officers of 
the Crown by this A& : But the High Chamber- 
lain, Conftable, Admiral, and Marifhal, are Of 


ficers of the Crown, but ate not-Officers of State ; 
The fpeciality of Officers of State being, That in all ~ 
Ads or Meetings which concern the State, they fit 
as Members by Vertue of their Office, as in Parli= 
aments, Conventions, ¢c. where the Chamber- 
lain and Admiral come not as fuch, nor the Con- 
ftable and Marifhal if they were not Earles, 

The Officers of State have oft contended for 
Precedency amongft themfelves: And therefore 
King Fames did in Privy Council, upon ther7. © 
of Funé, 1617. Declare, That in that and all 
other Parliaments, none fhould fit as Officers of * 
State, fave eight, and though there fhould be’ 
moe of the faid Officers by Deputation,: Divifion, 
or otherwife 5 Yet eight onely fhould fit, which 
eight he did thus Rank by Act of Council ; The- 
faurer, Privy-Seal, Secretary, Regifter, Advocat, 
Juttice Clerk, Thefaurer-deput, Mr. of Requefts: 
And yet His Maje/ty having appointed Sir Archi- 
bald Adchifon to be fecond Secretary, and he ha- 
ving contended that his place was’ to be next the 
principal Secretary ; This was Oppofed by the 
Regifter and Advocat, founding themfelves upon 
the faid A& of Council: It was anfwered thereto, 
That His Majefly might, notwithftanding of the 
faid A&t, have as many Secretaries as he pleafed, 
and by that His Maje/ly was only Limited to 
eight Officers of State in Parliament ; But that 
notwithftanding thereof, he might make ufe of 
any eight he pleafed, and accordingly he had made 
ufe of the Chancellor, Collector, and Comptrol- 
ler, as Officers of State in feveral Parliaments, 
notwithftanding that they arenone of the eight 
Officers mentioned in this Ad; Likeas K. Fames 
had appointed the Lord Chancellor, being a No- 
bleman, to fit amongft the Noblemen, and not 
as Chancellor, or an Officer of State : The Coun- 
cil did remit this Debate to the King. 

I find that upon the 20. of February, 1623: 
the whole matter of Precedency amongft His Ma- 
jefties Officers and Counfellors is thus Stated :

The Archbifhop of St. Andrews, 

The Archbifhop of Glafgow, 

The Earls and Vifcounts according to theirRanks,

Barrons and Gentlemen, being Counfellors, ac- 
cording to their Admiflion. ; 

It is obfervable from this AG, that Lords of 
the Seffion have Precedency from Privy Councel- 
lors in Scotland, otherwife any Counfellor of an . 
elder Admiflion would be preferred to them 5 
And yet in England, Privy Councellors are pre- 
ferred to all the Judges, and -even.to the chief 


Juftices: And with Us I find no Privy come 
or 
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lor take place as fuch, from any Perfon whatfo- 
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With Us the eldeft Sons of Lord Barons are

Judicatur it felf is placed before the Seffion, and 
that its Prefident hath Precedency from the Pre- 
fident of the Seffion, that therefore the Judges 
ought to preceed the Judges of the Seffion. 20, 
Though the Lords of Seflion are Lords of Coun- 
ciland Seffion, yet there being Secret Councellors, 
gives them a greater nearnefS, and Argues a greater 
Truft: And in all matters of Precedency, thefe 
‘are the chief Topicks for Precedency. 3°. In 
Law Counfellours are called-by the Emperour, 
Pars Corporis noftri 1. quifquis C. ad L. Ful. Ma- 
jeft. And fo to aflault them was Treafon, and is 
with Us. 49°, In France this Queftion betwixt 
the Members Magni Conciliz, and the Senators of 
the Parliament of Paris, is Debated by Boerius, 
and he prefers the Counfellours ; And in Sweden 
they have place from all the Nobility. 5°. The 
Lords of Privy Council have more fupereminent 
power, then the Lords of Seflion : For they can 
ftop the Precedor of the Juftices, they can Ad- 
journ the Seflion, they can grant Precognitions, 
moderat Punifhments, ec. Notwithftanding of 


And of old the Uncles of Lords, after the Deith 
of their elder Brother, though he left aSon, were 
called Mafters, till the Nephew. had a Son: For 
which I know no other Reafon but that, becaufe 
they wanted a Title, they took this: For" their 
Father being Lord, there was no Degree below 
to take, as the elder Sons of Earles took that of 
Lord. And I believe, that thus the Word Mafter 
was given in England to meaner People, when 
their name was not known: For though the 
Word Dominus was xefufed by Auguftus, as im- 
porting Slavery, which the Romans could not 
bear, rather then froma fecret Impulfe, as St. 
Auguftin fayes, In refpet Our SAV TOUR was 
then Born, who was the True Mafter’ fince Sue- 
ton tells, That Tiberius alfo refufed this Titles yet 
in Complement even then fuch as were not known, 
were called Domini : Obvios (fiyes Seneca) fi 
nomen non fuccurrit, Dominos falutamus, ard 
therefore with the Roman Slavery this Title grew 
from being a Complement, to be a Duty: And 
thus the Grecian Emperour was called wexGs, and

It has been contended by the younger Sons of | have Precedency from the Regifter, Advocat, and 


Noblemen, That they ought to have Precedency 
from the Lords of Seflion; Becaufe, fayes the 
fecond Son of an Earl, I have Precedency from 
the eldeft Son of a Lord, and yet he has place 
from the Lords of Seffion, and it is a certain Rule 
in Precedency, That if I preceed you, I muft pre- 
ceed him who preceeds you: And if an Earles 
fecond Son, anda Lords eldeft Son, and a Lord 
of Seflion did meet together, the Earles fecond 
Son could not preceed the Lords eldeft Son, ex- 
cept he preceeded alfo the Lord of Seflion. To 
which nothing can be anfwered, fave that the 
eldeft Sons of Peers, being prefumptive Peers, and 
fuch as will be Peers, It is fit that the Lords of 
Scflion, who have but a Temporary Precedency, 
fhould not preceed them. 

But I find that though in England, the younger 
Sons of the preceeding Rank, take {till the place 
from the eldeft Son of the next mediat, as the 
younger Sons of Dukes, from the eldeft Sons of 
Earles, and the younger Sons of Marquefies from 
the elder Sons of Vifcounts: And that all the 
Chain of Precedency is founded upon this Grada- 
tion, and that it feems that Nature has led Men 
to this Eftablithment ; Yet the eldeft Sons of Our 
Lords (Lord Barons) refufeto Cede to the fecond 
Sons of Earls, and it was fo of old with Us, and 
that which may be givenas a Reafon for this, is, 
that it is unreafonable, That they who are to be 
Peers, and to have a conftant Title, fhould Cede 
to fuch as have but a Temporary Honour ; But 
if this Reafon were fufficient, the younger Sons of 
Dukes fhould not preceed the eldeft Sons of Lord 
‘Barons. *,

Thefaurer-deput ; And the Regifter and Advocat, 
are Ordained by the fame A@ to have Precedency 
from the Thelaurer-deput : But the Thefaurer- 
deput pretending that he is in effe¢ Thefaurer in 
the Thefaurers abfence, and not the Thefaurer- 
deput, and that the aforefaid AG of Parliament 
was in abfence, he now pretends Precedency from 
both the Regifter and Advocat. 

To the end the feveral Offices may be the better 
underftood, It is fit to know that the Chancellor 
is in effect the firft Officer in the Nation, and is 
by his Office, and bya particular Statute, Prefi- 
dent in all Courts, AG. 1. Parliament 1. Charles 
the II. which AG of Parliament was made to de- 
clare that he was Prefedent of the Exchequer, as 
well as of other Courts, this having been pretend- 
ed to by the Thefaurer: He hath his Title not 
from the power of Cancelling, as the old Glofs 
fayes, That Cancelarius eft qui habet Officium 
feripta refponfaque Principis infpicere, & male 
Scripta Cancellare 5 For it is not imaginable that 
he would take his Title from what he deftroys, 
and not from what he does: But from the Can- 
cel and Barres, within which the Judges did fit 
inclofed, «70 rey xyxaidwy as is clear by Caffiodor 
lib. 11. Epift. 1. ‘Thole CanceMarii of old were 
in effet the Clerks, and the Chancellour is fo 
called now, Becaufe, he figns all the publick Pa- 
pers, and Appends the Seal, Ideo quod ad eum 
univer{a publica referrentur conferiptiones, ipfeque 
eas annulo Regis five Sigillo firmaret, Simaque 
lib, . calls him Queflor Legum, Conditor Rega- 
lis, Confilii Particeps, Fufticie Arbiter ; Which 
Names I. conceive are given to them, becaufe 
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Novel. 114. Divine juffiones debent habere fub- 
feriptionem gloriofifimi Queftoris, and many of the 
Novels are figned Queftar Legum. 

I find that in the Laws of King Malcolm Kean- 
more, the Chancellour is placed before all the 
Officers, and fometimes many of the confiderable 
fiarlés are placed betwixt him and the reft of the 
Officers : ‘Thus King Alexander grants a Charter, 
Teftibus Willielmo de Bofco Cancellario meo, 
Malcolmo Comite de Fyffe, Alano Senefcallo, 
Scotiz, ce. 

Some think that there is a Difference betwixt 
Cancelario meo, whom they make Director of the 
Chancery, and Cancellario Regni, whom they 
make High Chancellour: And others make a Dif- 
ference betwixt Cancearium Regni G» Cancella- 
rium Regis, as Spotfwood in his Hiftory obferves. 
But I find that the High Chancellour is called Can- 
cellarius meus, as in the forefaid Charter, and fome- 
times Cancellarius fimply, and fometimes Cancella- 
vius Nofter, and fometimes Regni, and fometimes 
Cancellarius Scotie ; And the fame Wilielmus de 
Bofco, isin the Chartularies of Aberbrothick, and 
Calco, or Kelfo,named under all thefe Defignations. 

I find the Director of the Chancery, was onely 
a fervant to the Chancellour of old: For in King 
Maicolnis time, among{t the Fees to he payed to 
to the Chancellours Clerks, there is a Fee to be 
payed to his Clerks for the Breeves,which Breeves 
belong to the Director of the Chancery ; And 
therefore Skeen does juftly Obferve, bine liquet 
Officium Dire€ioris Cancellarie apud majores no- 

firos ad Cancellarium pertinuiffe,and which is very 
clear by the Statutes of King Rob.3."cap.t. verf. 3. 

I {find that in thefe Laws, Fu/ticiarius, that is 
to fay, The Juftice General is placed next the 
Chancellour, but afterward Scotland was divided 
in two Juftitiaries, one upon the South-fide of 
Forth, who was called Fuflictarius Lothania, and 
in old Charters Fudex Laudonie : And the other 
on the Nortb-fide of Forth. The Juftice General 
is now neither Officer of the Crown, nor Officer 
of State ; But yet he thinks he ought to have 
Précedency from the Prefident of the Seffion, the 
Juftice Court being older than the Seflion ; And 
being Prefident of a fupream Court, he is to pre- 
ceedany Inferiour Member of any other Supream 
Court : And the King by Declaring that he ad- 
vanced the Regifter, when he made him Jutftice 
General, has clearly fignified, that the Juftice 
General ought to preceed the Regifter: ‘This place 
likewife has been generally pofleffed by Noble- 
men, and is the fame with Us, that the Chief 
Juftice of the Kings Bench is in England: And 
this Jurifdiction was amongft others pofleffed at 
Rome, by the Prefecus Pretorio, who was their 
chief Magiftrat. 

The Juftice Clerk by the. forefaid Statutes of 
King Malcolm, appears to have been but his Clerk; 
And though by the forefaid A@ of the 11. Par- 
liament K. Fa.6. ‘The Juftice Clerk be named 
before the Regifter and Advocat, yet that is only 
ob continentiam caufa, becaufe they are fet down, 
The Juftice, Juftice Clerk, and their Deputs. . It 
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is Obfervable by that AG,’ that the Juftice Ge- 
neral is put after the Thefaurer and Secretary, 
and there the Juftice Clerk is not made his Officer, 
asin the Laws of King Malcoln Keanmore.’ ¥ 
find that Alanus, Fufticiarius Scotie, DeGigns him- 
felf Hofliarius & Fufticiarius Scotiz,which fhews 
that Hofliarius was a preferable Office: And this 
Itake to be Commander of the Kings Hoaft ; 
For Offiarius is not written with an H, and is a 
meaner Office then Juftice General: This Charter 
is granted in ammo 1253. to the Abbacy of Aber- 
brothick, and though others may miftake the 
Ranking of a Mans Titles, yet the Bearer will 
carefully Rank his own Defignations, 

The third Officer named in thofe Laws is the 
High Chamberlain, Camerarius. Domini Regis ¢ 
And I find him in all the old-Writes placed as 
Witnefs, before all the other Officers, next to the 
Chancellour, There was Magnus Camerarius, 
who was chief Judge over all the Burrowes ; 
And there were other under Chamberlains, who 
are oftentimes Defigned Camerariz, without the 
adjection of magnus; And I find in a Charter 
granted be K. David, in anno 1495. the wit- 
nefles are, Alexandro Domino Huyme, magno Ca- 
merario nofiro, Fobanne Domino Dirumond Fufti- 
ciario nofiro, Ricardo Murebead Secretario noftro, 
& Waliero Drumond noftrorum Rotulorum, @ 
Regifiri, ac a Conjiliis. 

It is Obfervable, that the Officers were oft- 
times named according to the quality of the Bea- 
rers, and not according to the Precedency of the 
Offices: But in the former Charter, Dominus de 
Huyme, and Dominus de Drumond, being of the 
fame quality, the Chamberlain is put before the 
Juttice General. This Office of Chamberlanry 
was poflefled Heritably of late by the Dukes of 
Lennox, and the Badge was a Golden Key. 

This Office is the fame with prepofitus Sacri 
Cubiculi, mentioned by Fu/linian, and equall’d 
by him to the Prefecus Pretorio, and placed 
inter illuftres Palatinos, or Counts of the Palace, 
And is now in France called Grand Chambrier, 
and was conftantly poffefled by the Family of 
Burbon. 

I find the Magnus Camerarius placed before 
the Thefaurer in a Confirmation, anno 1520. to 
the Abbacy of Aberbrothick. 

Senefeallus Domini Regis, is next in thefe Laws, 
that is to fay, The High Steward of Scotland, 
and Allanus Senefcallus Scotie, is very Famous 
in all the old Charters, and he is ftill placed 
before the Conftable and Marifhal : And it 
appears that the High Steward, and the Steward 
of the Kings houfe were the fame, for thofe Laws 
mention onely the Steward of the Kings houfe ; 
but now the Prince is Senefcallus natus Scotia ¢ 
Under him are there placed the Panitarius, who 
commands over all the Bakers, And Buttelarius, 
who commands over all the Keepers of Ta- 
verns, @c. 

I find the Lord Souls was Butielarins Scotia, 
in the Letter before fet down, directed from the , 
Nobility of Scotland to the Pope, in the ey 
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of King Robert the Bruce; And] have feena 
Charter, wherein Fobn and Thomas Murrayes 
Sons to the Governour of Scotland Sir Andrew 
Murray, were Defigned Panetarit Scotie, upon 
the Forfeiture of Fobn Cuming Earl of Monteith, 
in anno 1348. which Earl of Monteith was for- 
merly Pannetarius. 

Next to thefe are named in the forefaid Laws, 
the Conftable and Marifhal: But now the Con- 
ftable and Marifhal take not place as Officers of 
the Crown, but according to their creation as 
Earles ; The Reafon whereof I conceive to be, 
becaufe of old, Offices did not prefer thofe who 
poffeffed them, but they took place according to 

‘their Creation ; whereas now the Privy Seal, and 
Secretary take alwayes place before all of their 
own Rank: But the Conftable and Marifhal, 
being now the onely two Offices of the Crown 
that are Heritable in Scotland, continue to poflefs 
as they did formerly : But in France, England, 
and all other places, the Conftable and Marifhal 
take place as Officers of the Crown; and it feems 
very ftrange, that thefe who Ride upon the Kings 
right and left Hand, when he returns from His 
Parliaments,and who guard the Parliament it felf, 
and the Honours, fhould have no Precedency by 
their Offices; And yet I cannot deny, but that 
of old other Earles were placed before them, for 
in the former Charter granted by King Alewander, 
Malcolm Ear) of Fyffe is placed before them. 

And I conceive their Precedency has not rifen 
of late to the fame proportion with others; Be- 
caufe of late Our Armies have been commanded 
by other Officers, and fo there was little ufe for 
the Conftable and Marifhal. 

The Conftable with Us in thofe Northern- 
Nations, is the fame Office that the Comes Stabuli 
was under the Roman Empire, which may be 
confirmed by two clear Teftimonies of great An- 
tiquity, one is of Aimon., lib, 3. cap. 7. Landege- 
fis Regalium prepofitus equorum, quem vulgo 
Comes Stabuli vocant ; The other is from Rbe- 
gino, lib, 2. Annalium Burchardum Comitem Sta- 
buli fui (quem corrupte Conftabulum appellabis ) 
cum claffe mifit in Corficam : Though the Learned 
Cujac. does believe that this Title comes from the 
word xovesxBorat, which fignifies, a company of 
Men of War, ad 1. unic. de Comit. & Tribun. 
Scolar. And there are fome who derive it from 
the word Koning, which fignifies a King ; and 
Staple, which fignifies a Hold, becaufe fome Con- 
flables were Commanders of the Kings Houfes : 
But I find that the High Conftable did command 
the Kings Armies, but was exprefly Debarred 
from commanding either his Houfes or Garifons, 
As L’oifeau well Obferves, lib. 4. cap.2. Be- 
caufe, fayes he, It was a great power that one 
Man fhould command both the Army, and the 
Garifons : The Badge of his Office was and is 
a naked Sword, which in the Roman Empire was 
the Badge of the Office, Prefect Pretorio, and 
Trajan giving the naked Sword to Suro Licinius, 
who was his Prefetius Praetorio, gave it with 
thefe words, Pro me fi mereor in me, Which 


=v) 
words were thereafter put by Buchanan with a 
naked Sword upon the Money, coinéd’ during 
the Minority of King James the VI. The'Con- 
ftable with Us was by the Laws of King Mal- 
colm cap. 6. Judge to all Crimes committed within 
twelve Miles to the Kings Houfe or Habitation ; 
Though Skeen obferves, that the beft Manufcripts 
bear onely two Leagues: Bnt now his Jurif 
dition is onely exercifed either as to’ Crimes 
or otherwayes, during the time of Parliament, 
which fome extend likewife to all ¢eneral Con- 
ventions, 

The Marifbalis a German word and Office ori- 
ginally, as the Learned Tiller proves fully, 2 
Marker of Camps, and the Ax which he bears 
as the Badge of his Office was that Inftrument* 
wherewith he did break the Ground, though now 
this part of his Office is Delegated to thé Mari- 
{hal du Camp. The Marithal commandéd’ the 
Horfe as Tillet proves, whereas the Conftable 
commanded both : But yet Our Learned Craig 
calls the Conftable onely Prefedfus* Eguitum 5 
And yet as Tiller obferves, The Marifhal was not 
under the Conftable, elfe he could not be an 
Officer of the Crown: For it is effential to all 
Officers of the Crown, and Officers of State, to 
depend upon none but the King. Of ‘old I find 
the Orders in Military cafes run, to Our Con- 
ftable and Marifhal. 

The Office of Marifhal has never been out of 
the Family of Keizh: But the Earles of Athol 
and feveral others have been Conftables of Scot- 
land, And therefore it is that the Earl Marihal 
hath no other Title; But the Hich Conftable de- 
fignes himfelf Karl of Errol. 

We had no Knight Marifbal in Scotland till 
King Charles the Firft’s Coronation, in anno 1633. 
at which time it was Erected by a Letter to the 
Privy Council; by his Office he is ‘to take place 
immediately after the younger Sons of Lords. 

The Thefaurer is not mentioned amoneft thele 
Officers of the Crown under King Malcolm Kean- 
more, and of old it has been thought but an OF 
fice of the Kings Houfe; For in a Confirmation 
granted to the Abbacy of Aberbrothick, in anno 
1529. by K. James the V. after Reverendiffimis 
Epifcopis, and dilectis confanguineis, ate enumerat 
as Witnefles, dile(tis Familiaribus nofivis Roberto 
Bartan noftro Thefaurario G» Computorum noftro- 
rum Rotulatore : Nox do I find a Thefaurer de- 
figned as Witnefs in any of the Kings Charters 
till then, though fome foolifhly think that Pan- 
netarius was Thefaurer. And though the word 
Familiar Counfellour be now given to all Officers 
of State, whoare not Earles, becaufe they can- 
not be called Coufins ; Yet of old it was onely 
given to thofe of the Kings own Family, and was 
derived @ Familia, though now Familiar is thought 
to be the fame with Intimate. 

Till of late, Thefaurer, Comptroller, and Cols 
lector of the Augmentations were three different 
Offices, but now they are all joyned in one ¢ 


Comptroller is in the old Regifters called Ro- 
tulator. 
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The Privy Seal, and Secretary of State, are 
now alwayes the firft of their own Rank, be 
Vertue of their Office ; that isto fay, If they be 
Dukes, they are the firft Dukes, ec. 

Of old the Secretary was a very Honourable 
Imployment ; For as Caffiodor. lib. 1. epift. 4. 
well Obferves, Honor hic datur egregiis, dum ad 
Iniperiale Secretum, tales conftat elegi, in quibus 
reprebenfionis vitium non poteft inveniri. But yet 
I find the Secretary onely named in the former 
Confirmation, inter Familiaries : OF old I find 
he was Stiled, Clericus Regis, though fome Inter- 
pret this Clericus Regis, to be either Clerk-Regi- 
iter, or the Kings Confeflor, and Clerk to his 
Clofet, and fome that he was Almoner. 

We have no Mafter of Requefts now, that 
charge being fwallowed up by the Secretaries OF 
fice; Their Office with Us was, asat Rome, To 
reprefent to the King the Complaints of the Peo- 
ple, Referendarit fayes Caffiodor. lib. 6. dolores 
alienos afferunt conquerentium vota fatiant & per 
eos Fudices corriguntur. 

[find that Advocatus Fifcz, now Our Kings 
Advocat, or Acturney General was Dignified with 
the title of Comes, which is now Earle, J. jube- 
mus i. de Advoc. diverf. jud. and with the titles 
of Clariffinus & fpeabilis, which was only be- 
ftowed on the Chief Nobility, 1.4. & 6. ed. 
tz. and from this feems to have flowed Our cal- 
ling them Lord Advocat ; And the French calling 
them Me/fire, which title only the Chancelor and 
Advocat there get: Upon this Officer Rome, in 
the Reign of Claudius the Emperour, beftowed 
fo much Honour, That he faid, Tantwm Honoris 
& Authoritatis conceffiffe procuratori Czfaris, ut 
eum fuis Legibus adequaverit, volueritque ut 
quod ipfe ftatuiffet perinde ratum effet, ac fi ab 
ipfo foret conflitutum: And of old they were 
ftill of the Order of Knights; for Tacitus in the 
Life of Agricola, fayes, utrumque avum procu- 
vatorem Cefaris babuit que equeftris Nobilitas eff. 
The Kings Advocat is with Us Confiliarius Natus, 
that is tofay, Is by Vertue of his Office a Privy 
Councellour, in a more peculiar way then the 
reft : For I find by the Records of Council in 
Queen Maries time, that the Regifter and Ju- 
ftice Clerk are exprefly mentioned in the Com- 
miflion of Council, but the Advocat is in all the 
Sederunts, though he be not named in the Com- 
miffion. With Us, asin France, the Advocat is 
Confiliarius natus, that is to fay, By his Office a 
Privy Counfellour; And though with Us it was 
not allowed to the Kings Advocat, till Sir Thomas 
Hopes time, that he fhould be prefent at the Lords 
advifing of Caufes, where the Advocat was not 
himfelf Interefted,; Yet I conceive in Caufes 
which he pleads meerly upon the Kings Account, 
he ought to be prefent even when the caufe is 
Advifing : This was allowed Advocato Fifti, for 
Trajan writing to Plintus, Commands eos adhi- 
bere in Confilium a Prafidibus cum de caufa Fif- 
cali agitur, which Explains very well, L. 7. de 
Fur. Fife. Where fe Fifcus alicui ftatus contro- 
verfiam faciat,Fifei Advocatus adeffe debet, quare 


Ji fine Fifi Advocato pronunciatum fit divus Mar- 
cus referipfit, nihil effe atium & ideo ex integro 
cognofci opportere : Of which Office the Learned 
Budeus gives this Character, Maziftratus is eft 
id quem omnes fuas attiones, Princeps, Populus, 
univers: tranferipferunt, afylun Legum, arx Fue 
flitie, innocentia vim paffa, aut Fudicio circum- 
venta, propugnaculum, interceffor rerum malarum, ° 
Juafor rerum bonarum, prafentis femper animi, 
Aor, & Defenfor, de fententia Furis & Aqui- 
tatis. . 

I find that though per L. nemo C. de affeffor. 
No Man can be both a Judge and Advocat, yet 
the Kings Advocats in France have been allowed 
to be Judges at the fame time they were Ad-* 
vocats; For it was thought that the Office of 
Kings Advocat, did Naturally participat both of 
the Judge and Advocat, and fo was not incon- 
fiftent with the Imployment of a Judge, /. ult. c. 
de Advocat. Fifc. and this was fo Decided by the 
Parliament of Paris, in June 1605. And from 
this We probably in Scotland took Occafion a 
little after that time, to make Sir Wiliam Olj- 
phant, and of late Sir Fohn Nisbet, both Advocat 
and Lords of the Seffion. 

The Almoner with Us has no Precedency for 
ought I know, though in France, Le grand Au- 
mofnier is thought to be an Officer of the Crown: 
He is very oft a Witnefs in all Our Charters 
granted be Our Kings, and fome think that Cle- 
ricus nofter was Almoner. 

I find that Cockburn of Lanton, who was alfo 
cuftos magni Sigilli, in the fecond Year of King 
Robert the IIIds Reign,is made heritable O/ftiarius 
nofirt Parliamenti, that is to fay, Uther of the 
Parliament. The Lyon and he does Debate who 
fhall go next to the King, or his Commiflioner in 
Parliament and Conventions, The Ufher pre- 
tending that if he behoov’d to go after the Lyon, 
he behooved to go before the Heraulds, and fo 
he behooved to walk between the Lyon and his 
Brethren which were not Decent, (though both 
in England and with Us, I find that feveral De- 
grees of Perfons do in all Proceflions, walk be- 
tween the Garter or Lyon and his Brethren He- 
raulds.) Likeas, it is implyed in the Nature of 
the Ufhers Office, that he fhould immediately 
Uther him to whom he is Uther, but in England 
I find that at the Cavalcad, when His Majefly 
entred London, in anno 1660. and at His Coro- 
nation, Garter King of Arms did walk in the 
midft, having the Mayor of London on his Left 
hand, and the Knight of the Black-rode on his 
Right: And the Authour of Les Memoirs des 
Ambaffadeur tells Us, That in anno 1629. at the 
Proceflion, for Celebration of that folemn Peace 
betwixt France and Spain, The King of Arms 
did walk immediately before the French King, Le 
Roy d’armes marchant immediatement devant le 
Roy. 1 am likewife informed that in England, 
the Precedency runs thus, King at Armes, Uther 
of the Black-rode, Mafter of Ceremonies, and 
after him the Gentlemen of the Privy Chamber. 
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The title of Duke came from Dux, a Leader 
and Commander of an Army, and was at firft a 
title of Office, but is now a Dignity given by 
Kings and Princes to Men of Blood and good 
Merit ; And with Us the Prince of Scotland (as 
is already faid) is Duke of Rothefay. 

The word Marquefs was firft appropriat to the 
Lords of the Marches and Frontiers, but is fince 
become a title of fpecial Dignity betwixt a Duke 
and Karle. 

Earles came from the Saxon word Ear-etbel, 
which was abridged to Ezr-el, and afterwards by 
Abbreviation Earl, with the Dutch called Eorle ; 
And at this Day the Germans ufe the word Grave 
for it: They are in Latine called Comites with 
Us, becaufe in the Roman Empire, Comitatus was 
called the Court of the Prince, 1.43. de Tefta- 
ment. Militar. 1.13. ff. de ve Militar. and thofe 
who attended the Emperour were called Comites, 
or his Companions; They were appointed to be 
Governours of the feveral Countreys of the Km- 
pire, which were from them called Comztatus or 
Counties, and Earles are to this Day defigned 
Barles of fuch a Shire; But the Kings thereafter, 
being Defirous to have their Subjects depending 
immediately upon themfelves, did appoint She- 
riffs in’their place to command the Counties, who 
are therefore {till called Vice-Comites. 

Some were likewife appointed to command 
Towns, and fo thefe Comites Urbium, were of a 
meaner Degree, then the Comites Provinciarum 5 
But now Earles who have their Defignations from 
Towns, are in the fame Degree with thofe who 
have their Defignations from Provinces. 

Counts Palatin were fuch as had Office in the 
Kings Palace, and had their Name 2 Palatio, as 
is clear by the whole titles, C. de Palatinis facrar. 
Largit. & tit. de Cafiren. Palatinorum peculio : 
But it is fit to know that thefe Counts Palatin, 
or Officers of the Palace differed in the Roman 
Law from Domeftici, for the Domeftici thefe were 
properly and onely thofe who were of the Em- 
perours Guards, as is clear, by /. 3. c. de Proted. 
& Domefth. and Cujac. upon that Law. The 
Counts Palatin in England were fuch as had Re- 
gal Power within their own Jurifdi@ions, nor do 
1 inmy Reading find any Counts Palatin in Scot- 
land, fave Walterus Palatinus de Stratherne, who 
defigns himfelf Atholie G» Cathaniea Comes; he 
gives his Lands of Cortowhy to the Bifhop of 
Brichen, in anno 1429. And I believe the Rea- 
fon why We have fo few Counts Palatin in 
Scotland, is, becaufe Our Lords of Regality have 
the fame Power; But properly the Officers of 
the Kings Houfe are onely now what the Comites 
Palatini were of old. 

For Regulating the Precedency amongft Earles 
and Lords with Us, King Fames the VI. did 
grant a Commiffion to fome Noblemen in March 
1606. who upon Citation did pronounce the fol- 
lowing Decreet, according to which Decreet thefe 
Noblemen are at prefent Ranked, and if any of 
thefe Noblemen therein prejudged do Reclaim, they 
ufe ‘to 'raife a Reduétion of the faid Decreit before 


the Seflion, and Adjeét a Conclufion of Declas 
rator, Craving it may be found and declared that 
they ought to have Precedency from the Noble- 
men whom they therein cite ; 


This Decreet is from its Efe called the Decteet 
of Ranking, whereof this is the Tenor. 


T Edinburgh the 5th of March, 1606; 
anent Our Soveraign LordsLetters direct- 

ed, Makand mention ; Forafmuch as His Maje- 
fy and the Lords of His Secret Council, confi- 
dering the great contentions and differences, quilks 
many times occurrit and fell out amongft the 
Nobility of this Kingdom of Scotland, anent the 
Precedency and Priority in Ranking and Voting in 
Parliament, and general Councils, and how that 
this their Contentions lay ever unremembred or 
agitat, but at the very inftance of their Meeting 
at His Majefties Parliaments and Coventions, at 
whilk time there was greater matter of Impath- 
ment offered to the Eftates to compone their Dif- 
ferences, then to intreat upon the principal Sub- 
jects, for whilk they were aflembled: His Mae/ty 
and the faid Lords, therefore being careful to 
have this Contention removed, and the contra- 
verfies and elifts, whilks arifes amoneft the No- 
bility for that caufe fettled and pacified, where- 
throw the Eftates and Nobility being freed’ and 
relieved of fuch matter of Contention, they may 
in Peace, Love, and Amity, concur together, and 
Deliberat upon {uch Matters as fhall be entreated 
and motioned in Parliament hereafter : His Maje/ly 
for this effed has given his Highnes Commiflion 
under the great Seal, to a Number of his Nobi- 
lity, and who are moft indifferent, and no wayes 
fufpect of partiality, to conveen and call before 
them, the hail Noblemen of this Kingdom of 
Scotland, and according to their. Produdions and 
Verifications to fet down every mans Rank and 
Place, as in the Commiffion forefaid, paft under 
the great Seal at length is contained ; and anent 
the Charge given to Lodovick Duke of Lennox, 
Fohn Marques of Hamilton, George Marques of 
Huntly, Patrick Earl of Orkney, George Karl of 
Caithnes, Alexander Karl of Sutherland, Fames 
Earl of Murray, Francis Earl of Errol, George

It is fit to know, that the Earl of Dowglas was 
by A& of Parliament declared to have the firft 
Vote in Parliament, and the carrying of the 
Crown, and leading of the Vanguard ; But King 
Fames did in Anno 1582. prevail with that Earl, 
to fuffer the Duke of Lennox to carry the Crown 
for that time, and in Anno 1632. There is a Char- 
ter granted to the faid Harl in life-rent, and to his 
Son in Fee, cum omnibus privilegiis, 8c. & fpe- 
cialiter cum privilegio aciem ducendi, Coronamge- 
rendi. &c. But in Anno.1633. the faid Karl be- 
ing Created a Marquefs, it is Declared by A& of 
Council, that he did quit priviledge of having 
the firft Vote in Parliament, upon his Promotion ; 
And yet the Marquefs of Dowelzs {till pretends, 
that any fuch Renunciation could not have pre- 
judged the Family, fince the Granter of that Re- 
nunciation was onely a Life-renter, hisSon having 
been in Fee. 

I find there are fome Titles of Nobility in Eng- 
Jand annexed to places, fo that whoever is in pof- 
feflion of that place, has right to the Titles Thus 
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“9 
itewas found in the cafe of the Lord Abergavenny» 
that he in poffeffion of the Caftle, ought to have 
the. Title, albeit he be not Heir of Blood. Their 
Reafon is, becaufe it is a Barony-machiere, and 
it has been found, that Baronies and Caftles fitu- 
ate upon the Borders of Scotland and Wales, be- 
long alwayes to the Owners; the Words of the 
Tenour being per fervitium Patrie cuftodiende. 
It is alleadged, as one of the Reafons in that caife, 
that the Owners of Lands, holding in capite & 
per Baroniam, have Precedency, albeit they be 
not next Heirs. : 

The next Degree to the Farles is that of Vit 
count, in Latin Vcecomes ; as being of old, Lieu- 
tenant to an Karl, Vicecomites, olim dicibantur, 
quibus caftri Dominus Vices fuas’ committebat feu 
executionem FurifdiGionis. But afterwards Our 
King gave not the Government of Counties, or 
Shires, to Harles, but appointed Sheriffs who de- 
pended upon their own Nomination; and were 
therefore called Vicecomites. In Bretagn Barons 
take Place from Vifcounts; Butthere are no Vit 
counts in Germany, Bourgrave being in their 
place, /peculat. tit. de Vicecometatu & le Roque 
de nobilit. C. 83. We had no Vifcounts in Scot- 
land before 1606. for by the aforefaid Decreet 
the Lord is declared next to the Earl, 

Barons according to Spelman, fit Clientes Feo- 
dales, & Vaffalli Capitales, qui Pagos, Urbes, 
Caftra, vel eximiam ruris portionem, cum Furif- 
diétione acceperunt a Rege, And the word ac- 
cording to him comes from Vir or Vi, i. €. robur 
belli : But it is more probable that it comes from 
the Greek Word @apus, gravis, they being chofen 
wife, and difcreet Men. With Us, all are called 
Barons who hold their Lands of the King in libera 
Baronia, and who have power of Pit and Gallows ; 
and of old they were all heritable Members of 
Parliament, as all Barons in Englend are, as is 
clear by Aé 52. Parl. 3. Fac. 1. whereby all Ba- 
rons are appointed to come to Parliament ; and 
though this Act may feem to be abrogated by the 
tor. A& Parliament 7. Fames the 1. whereby the 
Barons of each Shire are allowed to choofe two 
wife Men to Reprefent them, which is thecuftom 
at this Day ; Yet it is obfervable, that though by 
that A& they may for their conveniency choofe 
two, yet they are by no exprefs Law difcharged 
to come in great numbers : And by the 78. Ad. 
Par. 6. Fa. 4. no Baron that had below the Rent 
of 100. Merks, was to be compelled to come to 
Parliament, unlefs the King particularly wrote for 
him. And when Taxations were laid on by the 
Council, I find by the old Records, as particular- 
ly in OGober 1562. that Noblemen and Burgef- 
fes are called, but no Barons: The. Barons and 
Noblemen having been then reprefented promif- 
cuoufly, and that long after the A& of Parliament 
allowing them to fend Commiffionets. And this 
is the Reafon, why Our old Barons, who are not

Allowing to the 
Barons or Lords of Parliament in Scotland, a cer- 
tain Crimfon Velvet Cape, with a Golden Circle, 
decored with fix Pearles on the Top, equally di- 


the Barons Coronet in England: But the figure 
of this Coronet on the margine of the principal 
Signator, is done far contrare to the words in the 
Body; The fame having points like to that of the 
Earles, which has certainly been a miftake and 
ignorancein the Painter, and ought to be adverted 
to be the Lyon, and Heraulds: This Warrand is 
Regiftrat in the Books of Council, and in the 
Lyon Books.

This is the Precedency ftated by the prefent 
Rolls of Parliament, albeit it is not acquiefced in 
by all the Nobility : For the Karl of Sutherland 
* contends with all the Harles who are ranked be- 
fore him, and generally fuch as are diffatisfied 
with thefe Rolls, do proteft whilft the Rolls are 
called, againft fuch as they conceive are unjuftly 
ranked before them. Sometimes alfo the Son has 
a different Precedency, from what was pofleffed 
by his Father; As the Earl of Lothian, who 
now as fucceeding to his great Grand-father by 
the Mother, comes to have his Precedency next 
to the Earl of Wigton, though his Father taking 
place by a new Patent was ranked as in the above 
written Rolls. The Juftice General pretends to 
the fame Precedency with the Lord Chief Juftice 
of the Kings Bench in England, by a Report 
made by the Lord Thefaurer in the Kings Name, 
the 17. June 1637. but neither is the Letter to 
which this Report relates extant, nor has he been 
in pofleffion fince. And it is fit to obferve, that 
notwithftanding of what is faid before, page 42. 
(by a Servants miftake) that the Lord Privy-feal 
takes place with us a8 in England. 

The Order of Baronet in Sotland was erected 
for advancing the Plantation of Nova Scotia in 
America, and for fettling a Colony there, to which 
the Aid of thefe Knights was defigned. The 
Order was onely intended be King Fames the VI. 
before his Death, for in his firft Charter of Nova 
Scotia, in favours of Sir William Alexander, 10, 
Septem. 1621. And in another Charter granted 
to Sir Robert Gordon of Lochinvar of a part of 
Nova Scotia, Defigned the Barony of Galloway, 
8 Novem. 1621. there is no mention made of 
this Order : So that the fame was onely erected 
by King Charles the I. anno 1625. . Inthe feveral 
Patents granted to Baronets, His Maje/ly did dif- 
pone to each of thefe Knights a certain portion of 
Land in Nove Scotia; erecting the fame in a free 
Barony with great and ample Priviledges unne- 
ceflary to be infert here. And moreover, for 
their encouragement, did Ereé, Creat, Make, Con- 
ftitute, and Ordain that Heritable State, Degree, 
Dignity, Name, Order, Title, and Stile of Ba- 
ronet, to be enjoyed be every of thefe Gentlemen 
whe did hazard for the good and increafe of that 
Plantation ; And fo preferred them to that Order 
and Title, Creating them and their Heirs Male 
heritable Baronets in all time. commg, with the 
Place, Preeminency, Priority, and Precedency in 
all Commiflions, Breeves, Letters- patents, Namings,

and Writes, and in all Seffions, Conventions, Con- 
gregations and places, at all times and occafions 
whatfomever before all Knights, called Aquites 
aurati, all leffer Barons commonly called Lairds, 
and before all other Gentlemen: Excepting Sir 
William Alexander His Majefties Lieutenant of 
Nova Scotia, who (with his Heir, their Wivesand 
Children conform) is not onely excepted in each 
of thefe Letters-patents granted to the Knights, 
his Conforts; But likewife the Charter granted to 
himfelf be King Charles]. 1625. did bear ex- 
prefly this exception and provifion: As alfo, ex- 
cepting Knights-Bannerets who fhould be Created 
under the Royal Standard in His Majefties Army, 
and in open War, the King himfelf being prefent, 
and that during the Bannerets life-time onely : 
And with Precedency before all of the fame Order 
whofe Patents are of a pofteriour Date. His Mz- 
jefty did moreover Declare, and Ordain, That the 
Wives of thefe Knights, and of their Heirs Male, 
fhould have the Precedency afwell after as before 
the deaths of their Husbands, if they fhould 
happen to furvive, before the Wives of all thofe 
of whom the Knights, Baronets, and their Heirs 
Male had the Precedency, and even before the 
Wives of Knights-Bannerets before excepted ; (the 
Degree of Baronet being heritable) And alfo that 
the Children Male and Female of the Baronets, 
fhould take place before the Bairns Male and Fe- 
male refpectively, of all perfons of whom the 
Baronets and their Heirs Male had the Priority : 
And likewife before the Children of the Bannerets 5 
and that the Wives of the Sons of the Baronets, 
and of their Heirs Male, fhould preceed the Wives 
of all perfons whom their Husbands might pre- 
ceed, and that afwell their Husbands being dead 
as living. And further, His Maje/ly did Declare, 
and Promife, That whenfoever the eldeft Sons 
and appearand Heirs Male of the Baronets fhould 
attain to the Age of twenty one Years, they 
fhould be by His Majefly and his Succeffours 
created, Eguites aurati, or Knights Batchelours, 
without payment of any Fies or Dues for the fame, 
providing they fhould defire it. But here it is to 
be obferved, that fome of the eldeft Sons of Ba- 
ronets pretend to the title of Knight at their Ma- 
jority, be vertue of this Claufe, without any pre- 
vious defire or dubbing, which certainly is an 
errour, for if they will not be at the pains to 
defire it of His Majeffy, or His Commiflioner, 
they fhould not aflume it. Likeas His Maje/ty 
did Declare and Ordain, That the Baronets and 

their 
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their Heirs Male fhould as an additament of Ho- 
nour to their Armorial Enfigns, bear either on a 
Canton or Inefeutcheon in their option, the En- 
fien of Nova Scotia being argent, a crofs of St. 
Andrew azur, (the Badge of Scotland counter- 
changed) charged with an Inefiuccheon of the 
Royal Arms of Scotland: fupported on the dexter 
by the Royal Unicorn, and on the /inifler, by a 
Savage or Wild-man proper : and for the cre/? a 
branch of Laurel, and a Phiftle iffuing from two 
Hands conjoyned, the one being armed, the other 
naked, with this Ditto, Munit hac & altera vincit. 
And that they and their Heirs Male fhould in all 
time coming have place in all His Maje/fies and 
His Succeflours Armies in the middle Battel, near 
and about the Royal Standard for defence thereof. 
And that they and their Heirs Male may have 
two Attenders of the Body for bearing up the 
Pale, one principal Mourner, and four Affiftants, 
at their Funerals; And that they fhould be al- 
ways Called, Intituled, and Defigned be the name 
and title of Baronet, and that in all Scortifh 
Speeches and writings, the addition of Sir, and 
in all other difcourfes and writings, a word fieni- 
fying the fame fhould be preponed to their names 
and other titles, and that the ftile and title of 
Baronet fhould be poftponed and fubjoyned 
thereto in all Letters-patents, and other writes 
whatfomever, as a neceflar addition of Dignity, 
and that each of them fhould be intituled, Sir 4. 
B. Baronet, and his, and his Sons Wives, fhould 
enjoy the ftile, title, and appellation of Lady, 
Madam, and Dame, refpetively, according to the 
ufual phrafe in {peaking and writing. And alfo 
His Majefly did thereby promife, That the num- 
ber of the Baronets afwell in Scotland, as the 
new Colony of Nove Scotia thould never exceed 
the number of 150. (albeit this number is at pre- 
fent fomewhat augmented) and did likewife De- 
clare, that He nor His Succeffours fhould never 
Create, nor Erect in time coming any other 
Dignity, Degree, Stile, Name, Order, Title, or 
State, nor fhould give the Priority or Precedency 
to any Perfon or Perfons, under the Stile, Degree, 
and Dignity of a Lord of Parliament of Scotland, 
which fhould be, or fhould be prefumed to be 
Higher, Superiour, or Equal to that of Baronet : 
And that the Baronet fhould have liberty to take 
place before any fuch who fhould happen to be 
created of any fuch Degree or Order; and that 
their Wives, Sons, Daughters, and Sons Wives 
fhould have their places accordingly ; And that 
if any queftion or doubt fhould arife anent their 
places and prerogatives, the fame fhould be deci- 
ded and judged according to thefe Laws and Cu- 
ffoms, by which other degrees of Heritable Dig- 
nities have their priviledges cognofced and deter- 
mined. And finally, that none fhould be created 
Baronet, either of Scotland or Nova Scotia, till 


» he had firft fulfilled the Conditions defigned 


by His Maje/ty for the good and increafe of 
that Plantation, and until he had certified the 


fame to the King by His Maje/ties Licutenant 
there: 
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Thefe Patents were ratified in Parliament, and 
were always of this form till the felling of Nova 
Scotia to the French, after which time they were 
made much fhorter, and granted in general terms 
with all the Previledges, Precedencies, ce. of the 
former Baronets. And in the Year 162 9. His 
Majefty did allow thefe Baronets a particular cog- 
nifance, which will be beft known by the coppy 
of the following Letter dire& be His Maje/ty, 
King Charles the Firft, to the Privy Council

ky IGHT Trufty, and tight well-beloved 
“ Coufin and Counfellour, Right trufty 

“ and well beloved Coufitis and Counfellours; 
and right trufty and well beloved Counfellours, 
We greet yon well ; Whereas upon good con- 
fideration, and for the better advancement of 
the Plantation of New-Scotland, which may 
much import the good of Our Service, and 
the Honour and Benefit of that Our ancient 
Kingdom, Our Royal Father did intend, and 
We fince have erected the Order and Title of 
Baronet in Our faid ancient Kingdom, which 
We have fince eftablifhed and conferied the 
fame on diverfe Gentlemen of good Quulity. 
And feeing Our trufty and well beloved Coun- 
fellour, Sit William Alexander Knight, Our 
principal Secretary of that Our ancient King- 
dom of Scotland, and Our Lieutenant of New- 
Scotland, who thefe many Years bygon hatli 
been at great Charges for the difcovery thereof, 
hath now in end a Colony there, where his 
Son Sir William is now refident; And We 
being moft willing to afford all the poflible 
means of encouragement that conveniently We 
can to the Baronets of that Our ancientKing- 
dom, for the furtherance of fo good a work: 
And to the effet they may be honoured and 
have place in all-refpets according to their 
Patents from Us, We have been pleafed to Au- 
thorize and Allow, as by thefe prefents, for 
Us and Our Succeffours, We Authorize and 
Allow the faid Lieutenant and Baronets, and 
’ every one of them, and their Heirs Male to 
“ wear and carry about their Necks in all time 
* coming, an Orange tannie filk ribbon, whereoti 
fhall hang pendant in a Scuccheon argent, a 
falir axur, thereon an Infcutcheon of the Arms 
of Scotland, with an Imperial Crown above 
the Scutcheon, and incircled with this Motto, 
Fax Mentis Honefte Gloria; Which cogni= 
fance Our faid prefent Lieutenant fhall deliver 
now to them from Us, that they may be the 
better known and diftinguifhed from other per- 
fons; And that none pretend ignorance of the 
Refpeét due unto them, Our Pleafure there- 
fore is, that by open Proclamation at the Mer: 
cat-crofs of Edinburgh, and of all other -head 
Burghs of Our Kingdom, and fuch other places 
as you fhall think neceffar, you caufe intimate 
Our Royal pleafure and intention herein to all 
“ Our Subjects. And if any perfon out of neg- 
“ le& or contempt fhall ptefume to take place of 
** prece= 
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“ precedency of the faid Baronets, their Wives, 
“ or Children, which isdue unto them by their 
© Patents, or to wear their Cognifance, We will 
“* that upon notice thereof given to you, you 
“ caufe punifh fuch Offenders by Fining, or Im- 
*¢ prifoning them as you fhall think fitting, that 
« others may be terrified from attempting the 
like. And We Ordain, that from time to 
“ time, as occafion of granting or renewing their 
& Patents, or their Heirs fucceeding to the dig- 
“nity fhall offer, that the faid power to them to 
“ carry the faid Ribbon and Cognifance, fhall 
“ be therein particularly granted and inferted. 
« And We likewife Ordain, thir prefents to be 
“ infert and Regiftrate in the Books of Our 
** Council and Exchequer, and that you caufe 
“ Regiftrate the fame in the Books of the Lyon 
“ King at Arms, and Heraulds, there to remain 
“ ad futuram ret memoriam, And that all parties 
“ having intrefs, may have authentick copies and 
“ extracts thereof. And for your fo doing, thefe 
“ Our Letters fhall be unto you, and every one 
“ of you from time to time your fufficient War- 
,“ rand, and Difcharge in that behalf. Given at 
“ Our Court at Whiteball, the 17. of November, 
“ 1629. Years. 


The order of Baronet in England was erected 
by King James the VI, for advancing the Plan- 
tation of Ul/er in Ireland, and thefe Knights have 
Priviledges and Precedency, much like to thofe 
above fet down ; and there being a Controverfy 
for Precedency betwixt them and the younger 
Sons of Vifcounts, and Barons, managed in pre- 
fence of King ‘ames, it was determined in fa- 
vours of the younger Sons of, Vifcounts and Ba- 
rons 3, But at the fame time it was declared, That 
fuch Bannerets as fhould be made by His Ma- 
jefly or Prince of Wales under the Kings Stan- 
dard, difplayed in an Army Royal, Asalfo, the 
Knights of the Garter, Privy Counfellours, Ma- 
fter of the Court of Wards and Liveries, Chan- 
cellour and Under-Thefaurer of the Exchequer, 
Chancellour of the Dutchy, Chief Juftice of the 
Kings Bench, Mafter of the Rolls, Chief Juftice 
of the Common-pleas, Chief Barons of Exche- 
quer, and other Judges, and Barons of the degree 
of the Coif, fhould have place and precedency 
both before the younger Sons of Vifcounts, and 
Barons, and before all Baronets : by which fome 
alterations may appear from the Ranking ap- 
pointed by Henry the IV. 

Befide what has been formerly obferved in the 
defcription of Knights, Baronets. I find that of 
old a Banneret (or a Ban-rent) has been with us 
a Title higher than a Baron, for by 4@ 101. 
Parl. 7. Fa. 1. Barons may choofe their own 
Commifloners, but Bifhops, Dukes, Karles, Lords, 
and Ban-rents are to be fummonded to Parliament 
by the Kings {pecial precept ; And it is probable 
that thefe Ban-rents were Knights of extraordi- 
dinary reputation, who were allowed to raife a 
Company of Men under their own Banner, but 
now it is commonly taken for fuch as are Knigh- 
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ted by the King or Prince under the Royal Stan- 
dard intime of War. But I conceive that thofe 
could not now fit in Parliament upon the Kings 
precept, the former Act of Parliament being im 
defuetude : They have the Précedency from Ba- 
ronets, though their Wives have not, this being 
but a temporary Dignity, and the other an he- 
ritable. 

Barons in England are Lords with us, but a 
Baron with us is properly he who has power of 
pitand gallows ; And yet of old I conceive that 
Lords and Barons were the fame, for the Sta- 
tutes of King Robert I. bear to be made in his 
Parliament holden at Scoon, with Bifhops, Abbots, 
Priors, Earles, Barons, and others his Noblemen 
of his Realm : And in our old Original Aéts of 
Parliament, I find that the Lords and Barons 
are put in one column undiftinguifhed and under 
the common name Barons; And in the firft Par- 
liament of King Fames the IV. I find the Mafter 
of Glames, i.e. the Lord Glames, eldeft Son fit- 
ting inter Barones. Now the Lords are called 
the Great Barons, and the reft are called Small 
Barous, in the 101. 4&.7. Parl. Fa. 1. and ever 
fince; But yet I find by the 166, 4é. 13. Parl. 
Fa. 6. every Karl or Lord payes 2000, pounds, 
for Lawborrows, and every great Baron rooo. 
pounds ; but by great Baron there is meant a 
Baron of a confiderable Eftate, becaufe that Act 
was to proportion the Surety to be found to the 
Eftate of him who finds the Surety. 

The old Barons (or Lairds) amongft us efpe- 
cially where they are Chiefs of Clans, or the 
Reprefentatives of old Families that were Harl- 
doms, as Pizcurr is of the Earl of Dirleton, and 
as Chief of the name of Halyburton, have never 
ceded the Precedency to Knights-Baronets, much 
lefs to ordinar Knights. Though the other pre- 
tend that a Baron is no name of Dignity, and 
that Knights-Baronets have a fpecial Priviledge, 
that there fhall be no degree betwixt them and 
Lords, except the Bannerets ; And though militia 
non eft per fe dignitas, Chaffan. fol. 344. yet 
generally it is believed, that next to Knights- 
Baronets fucceed Knights-Batchelours, and next 
to them our Lairds, or Landed-Gentlemen, though 
a Laird in effect is but the corrupt word of a 
Lord. 

Amongft fuch as profefS Sciences, the Ranking 
goes thus uncontravertedly, 1° Such as profefs

In Towns, Thefe who inhabit Cities are pre- | 
ferred to fuch as inhabit Burghs, and generally 
thofe in the Metropolitan, or capital City are 
preferred to all the reft : And thofe who have

: rae 
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is over, preferred to all others. And fo far is 
this Precedency obferved, that ro A younger 
Alderman or Bailie takes not Precedency from 
his Senior, becaufe he is Knighted, or as being 
the elder Knight, as was found in the cafe of the 
Alderman Craven, who though all the reft of 
the Aldermen were Knighted at the Coronation of 
King Fames, Kept the precedency formerly due 
to him as Senior Alderman. But though this 
hold not onely amongft Aldermen, but that even 
all Knights of the Countrey, being Burgeffes of 
a Town, do cede to thefe who have been their 


. Magiftrates in it, as to publick Meetings relating 


to the Town; Yet it is doubted whether fuch a 
Knight will be oblieged to give place to an Al- 
derman, or Baily in a neutral place. But it is 
determined in the Heraulds Office of England, 


‘that all fuch as have been Mayors of London, 


that is to fay, Provofts with us, do take the place 
of all Knights-batchelours every where, becaufe 
they have been the Kings Lieutenants. 

It is there likewife remarked, That Sir John 
Crook Serjeant at Law, was Knighted before any 


other Serjeant his Ancient, and ftanding upon 
Precedency by reafon of his Knighthood, It was 
adjudged againft him by the Judges, viz, that 
he thould take place according to his’ Serjeancy, 
and not after his Knighthood, yet his wife took 
her placé of a Lady before other Serjeants wives, 

The Members of Courts do take place amongft 
themfelves according to the Precedency of the 
Courts, where they ferve; asthe Clerks of the 
Privy Council take place of the Clerks of the 
Seflion. 

In Families likewife, the Chief of the Family 
takes place of any Gentleman of the Family : 
And though generally it be believed, that Gen- 
tlemen have no precedency one from another, yet 


Reafon and Difcretion do allow that a Gentleman - 


of three Generations, fhould cede to a Gentle- 
man of ten, if there be not a very great difpa- 
rity betwixt their Fortunes, and that. for the 
fame Reafon almoft, that a Gentleman of three 
Generations claims Precedency from any ordi- 
nary Landed-man, who has newly acquired his 
Lands.

difference feems to be, that Daughters would all 


fucceed equally, whereas the eldeft Son excludes

all the reft; But if this be the adequat and true 
teafon, then where the Eftate and Honours are 
provided to the eldeft Daughter onely, exclu- 
ding the reft, they ought not to have the fame 
Precedency that the eldeft Sifter has. And there- 
fore J afcribe this difference rather to the cuftome 
of Nations meerly founded upon the refpe@ due 
to that Sex. 

During the Marriage, the Wife regularly par- 
ticipats of the condition of her Husband by the 
Civil Law, and Law of Nations, L. 3. C. de Dig- 
nitat. Mulieres Honore maritorum erigimus, ge- 
nere nobilitamus, and fince fhe was to be fharer 
in his Misfortunes, the Law thought it juft that 
fhe fhould be fharer in his Advantages; And the 
Wife by the Canon Law is called Socia divine & 
humane domus, and L. Faming, ff. de Senat. it 
is faid, that Faminis dignitatem clariffimam mariti 
tribuunt : But yet this rule has fome exceptions, 
for though in France the Wives of thofe who have 


and the Male-children, that 


4 to all the Daughters that is 
due to the eldeft, though it 
is not fo amongft Sons; and the reafon of the 


their Dignities by Offices, enjoy the fame Prece- 
dency with their Husband, together with a com- 
munication of his Title, and thus they fay there, 
Madam Ia Chanceliere, Madam la Prafidente : 
Yet it is not fo with us, who think, that Offices 
are beftowed on Husbands upon a perfonal ac- 
count, which is not communicable to their Wives 3 
and yet in fome Temporary Dignitiés, fuch as 
that of a Knight-batchelour, the Wife participates 
of the Husbands title and precedency : Though J 
find by the Heraulds Records, that this proceeded 
originally, rather from Courtefie than from Law, 
and that of old a Knights Wife enjoyed onely 
his Honours during the Spoufals, nor were they 
to be called in Law. Dame Alice, or Dame Ca- 
therine, Gc. after the Marriage was diffolved. 
By our Law likewife, If a Woman have Pre- 
cedency by her Birth, or Defcent, the retains 
fill the fame, notwithftanding fhe marry a per- 
fon of inferiour Dignity, contrare to the Rules 
of the Civil Law; And thus if the Heirefs of a 
Dutchie, or Earldom, marry a Gentleman, the 
has ftill the Precedency due to a Duke, or Earl, 
albeit by the Civil Law, L. 8. de Senat. it be 
expreft that Parentes donec Plebetis nuptiis fue- 
rint copulate, Gc. the reafon whereof is as Fzber 
obferves upon that Law, becaufe it were moft 
abfurd that the Wife thould have more dignity 
then her Husband; and thus Livins obferves, 
that Virginia Daughtet to a Patrician, or noble 


Roman, was debarred from the Honours due to 


her 
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her Birth, becaufe fhe had married a Plebeian 
And it feems irideed that he being her Head, it is 
unnatural that any part fhould be more honoura- 
ble then the Héad : Nor can there be any thing 
mote contrare to that Superiority, given both by 
the Law of GOD and Man to Hufbands, nor 
any means fitter to make a Wife defpife her Huf- 
band than this is. But I think this Precedency 
has arifen from the Feudal’ Law, for the Wife 
having once a noble Fee, the cannot forfeit the 
fame by her Marriage, and therefore fhe muft re- 
tain the Dignity that is annexed to it, which is 
incommunicable to her Hufband, becaufe he is 
not in Fie. But it is obfervable, that if the 
Daughter of a Nobleman marry another Noble- 
man, the will lofe the Precedency due to her by 
her Birth, though fhe would not have lofed it if 
fhe had married a Gentleman, and the reafon of 
this feems to be, becaufe by marrying a Noble- 
man fhe receives another Feudal Dignity, which 
fupprefles the firft. 

[find it obferved in Judge Cook, lid, 12. fol. 
z12. that ifa Baron dies, having divers Daugh- 
ters, the King may confer upon either of them 
the Title ; And thus the Lord Cromwel having 
died without Heirs Male, Burchier who married 
the youngeft Daughter was made Lord Cromwel, 
of which we have no example in Scotland 5 for 
by our Law, if the Title defcend to Females by 
the Patent, the eldeft onely can fucceed to the 
Title, but if it defcend not by the Patent to Heirs 
Female, then the King may admit neither to the 
Title, or either as he pleafes. 

After the Hufbands deceafe, the Wife did by 
the Civil Law enjoy her Hufbands precedency 
daring her Widowity, but if fhe marry toa Per- 
fon of inferiour quality, the lofes that Precedency, 
L. 9. de Senat. which holds with Us and in Eng- 
land, And yet fometimes the King allows her the 
fame Precedency, by a Letter, as he does alfo to 
the Daughters of Dukes, and others who have 
loft their Precedency by Marriage, which Letters, 
or Warrands, are direct to the Heraulds Office, 
and Regiftred there. And the Queen never lofes 
her former Dignity though fhe marry the meaneft 
Perfon after the Kings death. And generally, all 
the Priviledges due to the King, are communica- 
ted to the Queen, per L. 31. ff. de Leg. Augufia, 
autem Legibus foluta non eft, Principes tamen 
eadem ili privilegia tribunut qua ipfi habent. 
Notwithftanding whereof, Lawyers think that 
her Baftards are not Noble as the Baftards of 
Kings, nor does the Womb ever nobilitate. The 
Countrey of Campaiene in France onely excepted, 
where it is fufficient that either the Father or Mo- 
ther be Noble, which was allowed to the Ladies 
of that Countrey, upon the killing of all the No- 
bility at a great Fight, Papon. de Noblef. num. 3. 
By the Civil Law alfo, a Widow living leudly, 
lofes her former Dignity, Arg. § Fin. in authent. 
de reflit. but this holds not with us, vide Bon. de 
Curt. de Nobilitate, cap. 12. num. 194. 

It has been doubted whether a mean Woman 

marrying a Nobleman, retains the priviledge due 
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to her by her Husband, who: has been degraded 
by Forfeiture, or otherwayes, and Corbin cites a 
Decifion, 37. Augnf?, 1698. whereby it was re- 
folved, that fhe retains ftill her former Priviledge, 
fince Crimes are perfonal, which is alfo our Cu- 
ftom. 

It has been likeways doubted abroad, whether 
a Noblewoman marrying a Plebeign, and thereby 
lofing the Precedency due to her Birth; if the 
marry a Gentleman in the fecond Marriage, fhe 
will thereby recurr to her firft Dignity, the Per- 
fon be whom fhe loft the firft Dignity being dead ; 
And was found fhe will not, for in Law that - 
which is once extiné& does not revive ; and there- 
fore Women in fuch cafes take Letters of Refti- 
tution, as they call them, or procure a Warrand — 
from the King, for that effect as the cuftom is with 
us, ut interveniet Principis reftitutio que plebeci- 
tatis maculam abftergat, Traitte de la nobleffe, 
pag. 324. But there would be no place for this 
Queftion here, fince with us a Noblewoman would 
not lofe her Precedency by marrying a Plebezan, 
but the doubt behoov’d to be thus ftated with us, 
viz. Whether a Noblewoman marrying a Noble- 
man of an inferiour degree, would recover her 
firft Dignity, fhe marrying thereafter a Gentle- 
man: Or, whether a Knight-Baronets Lady mar- 
rying a Plebeian, could thereafter recover her 
Dignity if fhe marry a Gentleman. For I con- 
ceive a Knight-Baronets Lady, does not like a 
Noblewoman, retain her Precedency when fhe 
marries a Perfon of inferiour Quality, andI think 
neither of them would recover their former Dig- 
nity without a fpecial Warrand. 

I find that the Commiflioners appointed to re- . 
gulate Queen Anns Funerals, did upon the 20. of 
May, 1619. declare, That the Ladies of the Pri- 
vy Chamber fhould in time of mourning, take 
their places as if the Queen were living, till the: 
Funerals were ended, and that the Queens Cham- 
berers fhould for the prefent Funeral go before 
Countefles Women, without prejudice to Coun- 
tefles Women, at any time thereafter. 

It is fit to obferve, That the Wives and Daugh- 
ters of all Dukes, Marqueffes, Earles, &c. do 
take the fame place that the Husbands and Sons 
do, conform to the Precedency formerly expreft, 
pag. 35. And I find in the Heraulds Office of 
England, an Eftablifhment fettled thus amongft 
Women, by Ja/per Duke of Bedford, and other 
Noblemen, by warrand from Henry the IV.

This holds not only in comparing d 
amongft themfelves, but alfo in compari 
lies of the legree amoneft themfelves, as for 
inftance, though the Marquefs of Domgla/: Lady 
would give place to the Marquefs of Huntlys La- 
dy, yet the Wife of the Marquefs of Dowglas eld- 
eft Son would take place from the Marquefs of 
Huntlys Daughter. 

4°, Though of old with us in Scotland, the 
Wives of Lords did contend, that they had the 
Precedency from the Daughters of Earles : Yet 
fince that Letter written by King Charles the I. at 
his Coronation, we follow the Cuftome of Eng- 
land, in preferring the Earles Daughter, who 
takes place immediately after her eldeft Brothers 
Wife. 

59, Though the Daughter of a Marquefs gives 
place to the Wives of the eldeft Sons of all Mar- 
queffes, yet if that Daughter be an Heirefs, and 
the Daughter of an elder Marquefs, then fhe takes 
place from the Wives of the eldeft Sons of all 
younger Marquefles, as Segar. obferves, pag.

iether in Competitions betwixt King- 
S| doms, States, and Towns, is their 
prefent Condition to be Confidered, or 
what they were formerly ¢ 


To which it is anfweted, with this Diftindi- 
on, vis. Either the Kingdom, or other Places be- 
twixt which Competitions are Stated, remain the 
fame that they were sin-their Subftantials, and 
then the former Precedency is {till continued; as 
for inftance, Though Rome while it was a\Com- 
mon-wealth did fometines admit of a DiGator, 
who had indeed the power of a King, ‘yet they re- 
mained ftill the fame Common-wealth ; and there- 
fore being the fame in Subftantials, they ought to 
have the fame degree of Précedency continued : 
Or when two or three Kingdoms are without any 
Alteration United in.one, as the Kingdoms of 


Scotland and England were United into the Kins- 
dom of Great Britain, under Kings in the famé 
Race, who fucceeded to both, as is fully Demon- 
ftrated by Ald. Gentil. pag. 82. and this is like- 
wife clear from L. proponebatur ff. de Fudiciis 
1.24. ff. de Legat. 1. But whete there is a fub- 
ftantial Alteration called by Ariffotle yea Born vel 
mapexaors there the former Condition is not con- 
fidered, but thé xarcore sorta; Of prefent 
condition of the Places in Competition is that 
which ought to be confidered: And thus when a 
Kingdom comes to be Conquer’d by a Stranger, 
and by a Strange and Forreign Nation, there the 
State of the Kingdom is abfolutely Innova 
efpecially if the Laws of the State be altered : 
And therefore the French Lawyers are of Opini- 
ons that the Precedency of England ought onely 
tobe Computed from Wiliam the Conquerour, 
becaufe, at that time a Stranger and a {trange Na- 
tion did conquer the faid Kingdom, and the Fun- 
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damental Laws of it were much Innovat ; and if 
this be not an Alteration none can be: For the 
Antiquity of Land cannot give Precedency, forall 
Land was created together, and there ate few Na- 
tions fo Conqueft, as that the former People do 
not‘remain, fo that there can be no Precedency 
upon that Account, though fome who are extra- 
vagant in their Zeal for their Countrey doe Ar- 
gue its Precedency from the firft Ages of the 
World; as Va/quius does that of the Spanifh Em- 
pire, in deryving it from Tubal Cain, prafatio in 
Contraverf. uft. 
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Whether a Kingdom becoming a Common-wealth, 
or a Common-wealth a Kingdom, does their for- 
mer Precedency remain 2 


Tuis Queftion has two Branches wherein the 
Difficulties differ, 

The firft is, Whether that Town or Place which 
was a Republick, having become a Monarchy or 
Principality, ought it to retain the fame Preceden- 
cy due to the former Common-wealth ? And that 
it ought to retain the fame Precedency may be 
Argued, Becaufe, when one thing is furrogat in 
the place of another, that which is furrogat ought 
to have the fame priviledge with that in whofe 
place it is furrogat, furrogatum fubit naturam fur- 
rogati ; But fo it is, that the fubfequent Principa- 
lity is furrogat in place of the former Common- 
wealth, and therefore ought to have the fame 
Precedency: This Reafon is likewife feconded by 
a Decifion of Charles the V. who in the Debate 
betwixt the Duke of Florence, and the Duke of 
Ferrara, did prefer the Duke of Florence, becaufe 
the Republick of Florence was formerly preferred 
to Ferrara. 

From this Decifion fome would diftinguifh be- 
twixt the Cafe, where a Citizen of the former 
Common-wealth is preferred by common confent 
of his fellow Citizens, in which cafe they who 
Governed formerly {till Govern, becaufe they 
choofe the new Duke, Prince or King : And the 
Cafe wherein a Stranger comes in and Conquers, 
in which cafe the former Government is abfolute- 
ly Altered, and none of thofe who Governed for- 
merly continue to Govern: Nor does the Argu- 
ment of Surrogation hold in this cafe, becaufe that 
Argument onely holds where. one thing is furrogat 
to an other by common confent, and where the 
Reafon of the Priviledge pleaded in one cafe 
remains in the other, neither of which can be al- 
leadged where there is a Conqueft ; becaufe there, 
neither 1s there a Confent, nor does the Govern- 
ment, nor State remain the fame, And confe- 
quently, ought not to have the fame Precedency, 
feeing the famenefs of Precedency depends upon 
the famenefs of the State, which ought to have 
the Precedency. 

The fame 1s likewife to be concluded, where 
One of the fame City or Republick Ufurpes the 
Government ; For in that cafe the former Argu- 
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ments hold: And though <Ari/fotle libro quinto 
Politicorum fayes, eundem Statum Reipublice ma- 
neve, ubirem fuam & fummam Refpublica, ante 
likera civi alicui fuo regendam deinceps committit, 
maex pureov ove Wy yap CamayrnonyTs vo mpwrtar 
exoray peTaBaryot ty moaritiavy. Yet this re- 
quires two Conditions, The one is, that one of 
the Citizens Govern ; and the other is, That the 
Government be tranfmitted to him by the com- 
mon confent of thofe his fellow Citizens who Go- 
verned formerly ; An eminent Example thereof 
We find in that famous Lex Regia, mentioned 
L.1. ff. de Conft. Princ. whereby the Romans 
tranfmitted all the power they had to the Empe- 
rour, que de Imperio lata eft qua populus eft qua 
populus ei & in eum omne fuum Imperium & po- 
teftatem contulit, and upon this account it is, that 
the Roman Emperours pretend the fame Preceden- 
cy that was due to the Common-wealth of Rome, 
fince the Common-wealth did furrender and tranf- 
mit to them their power. 

The next Branch of the Queftion is, Whether 
a Kingdom being turned into a Common-wealth, 
ought to have the fame Precedency that was due 
to the former Kingdom ? And it would appear 
that it ought not, fince in becoming a Common- 
wealth, it is Degraded from its former Dignity, 
Common-wealths being by the confent of all Na- 
tions poftponed to all Kings, or Crowned-Heads 5 
Nor does the Argument of Surrogation hold in 
the matter of Precedency, where there is not one- 
ly a fubftantial Alteration, but a Degradation : 
The former Argument of Surrogation does not 
likewife take place, where there has an interme- 
diate Impediment intervened: As for Inftance, 
Though Spain had been formerly a Kingdom, and 
though England was really a Kingdom of old, yet 
both thefe having become afterwards Provinces to 
the Roman Empire, they cannot reaflume the Dig- 
nities and Precedency due to them before they 
were fubdued, and became Tributaries; fince 
that Degradation was a medium impedimentum, as 
Lawyers call it, which hindred the prefent con- 
dition of their Kingdom to be drawn back to its 
old State: A .thoufand Inftances of which may 
be given in other cafes, and even in the matter of 
Precedency, If a Family be Degraded, and conti~ 
nue fo fora long time, if though they be there- 
after reftored ; Or if an Earl fhould refign his Ti- 
tle in the Kings Hands, and fo extinguifh his Ti- 
tle, though he were reftored, yet he would not 
be reftored to his former Precedency, in prejudice 
of thofe who had acquired Titles medio tempore. 


QUESTION MW 


Whether he who is Eleéted to a Dignity, ought to 
have Precedency thereby, as if he were Attually 
Admitted 2 


Tuts Queftion has been often Agitated, and 
may be of great Ufe amongft Perfons of all De- 
grees : It was Debated in Anno 1521. betwixt the 


Ambafladours of Charles the V. who was then 
: Elected 
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Elected Emperour, and the Ambafladours of Fran- 
cis the firft King of France, who alleadged, that 
though Charles the V. was Elected Emperour, 
yet not being Crowned and Anointed, the Electi- 
on being but an incompleat A&, could not give 
him Preference ; and that it could not was Argu- 
ed from thefe Reafons. 1° Before the Emperours 
Admiffion and Confecration, he is not called Km- 
perour, but onely King of the Romans, and there- 
fore he ought not to have the place as Emperour, 
for the King of the Romans is inferiour to the Em- 
perour, and the Inferiour cannot have the Supe- 
riours place. 2° If Eleétion could give the Pre- 
cedency, there needed not any further Solemnity 3 
For by the Eleétion, the Perfon Elected would be 
Emperour, for none can have the Emperours place 
but the Emperour. 3° That which is imperfect 
‘cannot operat as much as that which is perfect, 
L. Adificia § perfeEtiffime ff. de edil. edict. and 
that which is-Imperfeé is judged in Law to be no 
more, then if it were not, Imperfectum, @ nul- 
lum idem funt : And therefore as he could not 
have Precedency, if there were no Election, fo 
neither can he have it, where there is but an in- 
compleat Election. 4° Where there are two 
Degrees fubordinat one to another, the inferiour 
Degree cannot afpire to that which is due to the 
Superiour ; But fo itis, that Election is but fub- 
ordinat to Admiflion, Ergo, it cannot Operat as 
much as Admiflion. Notwithftanding of all 
which, I find that Gothofred, and others decide 
for the Emperour, and are of opinion that an 
Eledtion has in it the Radical Power and Force of 
Admiffion, and fo gives as much Precedency as 
: Admiffion does ; yet with Us, We fee that an 
Eled Bifhop takes not the fame place, that is due 
to him after he is Admitted: And therefore the 
Diftin@ion would be made here betwixt fuch an 
EleGion, as transfers all the power that Admifli- 
on can, as we fee in the Emperour, King of Po- 
land, and others, who can receive no more Power 
after they are Elected, and delay their Coronation 
and other ceremonies for their own convenien- 
cies, And the cafe of Bifhops and inferiour Magi- 
ftrates, who are oft-times to receive fome further 
power beyond their Election ; and fo, their Ele- 
ion not being equivalent to an Admiffion, it 
gives not the fame Precedency that the other can: 
And therefore I may conclude generally, that 
Precedency followes Power and Adminiftration. 


QUESTION IV. 


Whether ought One who has been twice or oftener 
Eleéied to any Dignity, be Preferred to him who 
was onely once Elected ? 


THE Roman Emperours have differed in this, 
for the Eldeft and Lateft Emperours did think, 
that fuch repeated Elections did augment the Dig- 
nity to thofe who were Eleéted, and thus Valen- 
tinian novel. 48. and this was likewife Hadrians 
Opinion, as Spartianus obferves in his Life : But 
Theodofius the Younger thought, that thefe re- 
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peated Elections did thew the Merit of him who 
was Elected, but did not augment his Dignity, 
repetiti enim fafces virtutem fepe meritam compro= 
bant, non augent, quia nibil eft altius Dignitate, 
L.1. C. de Conful. vid. Cryac. ad 1. iam, and 
with this laft agrees Goth. Thef. 28. With Us if 
the Precedency be determined by a Voice, this 
holds not, as if one fhould be Elected to be the 
firft Alderman, and another to be a fecond Alder- 
man, this fecond would not have the Precedency, 
though he had been oftimes formerly preferred ; 
But in dubious cafes, certainly repeated Eleions 
do prefer : And though the Imperial Dyet has 
decided Precedency upon this Account amonetft 
Generals of an Army, to him who had been 
twice formerly a General, though the other had 
been firft a General, as Golda/f?. obferves; Yet I 
find it more Reafonable, that he who was the eld- 
eft General, fhould have been preferred : For 
that is the Mark of greateft Expetience, and the 
not being frequently Elected might have proceeded 
from want of new Occafions or of Inclination ; 
And it were abfurd to think, that if One had 
been an old General, and his Commiffion had 
continued for many Years, that thereafter ano- 
ther, tho’ thrice Ele@ed in a fhorter time 

fhould be preferred to him. With Usalfo, | find 
that One who has.been twice or ofter preferred 
to be Provoft or Mayor, is preferred to him who 
has been onely once Mayor ; and it is Reafonable 
that they both living in one place, and being pre- 
ferred by thofe of the fame City, fhould be pre. 
ferred in Meetings relating to the fame City. ‘ 


QUESTION V. 


What Influence has the Conjunétion of moe Digni-+ 
ties upon Precedency ? 


THERE are fome Lawyers whothink, that he 
who has moft Imployments ought to be preferred 
to him who has but one: And thus they fay, 
That he who hath two or three Dutchies, or 
Karldoms, ought to be preferred to him who 
hath but one, even as two or three Lights ate 
greater then one, and two or three Cords ate 
ftronger then one; And for this they cite L. 
Fin, Cod. de edi&. d. Adrian. and of this Opinion 
was Menochius, Confil. 902. And for this caufe, 
Marz, Confil. 26. thought that the Duke of Fer- 
vara ought to be preferred'to the Duke of Fo- 
rence; And Navarrus Confil. 1. thought that a 
Cardinal who was a Chancellour ought to be pre- 
ferred to an elder Cardinal who was not; And 
that a Dodtor of the Civil and Canon Law, ought 
to be preferred to a meer Doétor of the Civil Law. 
But yet Gothofred is of a contrary Opinion, cap. 3. 
Thef. 2. And in Our Pra@ice the greater Dignity 
is preferred to many lefler Dignities, yea, and the 
Elder in the fame Dignity is preferred to him 
who was laft Promoted to the fame Dignity, 
though he have many leffer Dignities joyned to it 5 
But betwixt two Dignities that ate different, if it 
be not known to which of the Two the Preceden= 
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cy is due, the conjundion of Jeffer Dignities with 
the Dignity contraverted ought to prefer; Even as 
if it were doubted, which of two Bodies weighed 
moft, or which of two Lights fhined moft, the 
leaft addition to either would certainly caft the 
Ballance and alter the Proportion: But if thefe 
many be all Inferiour to one Imployment, they 
ought not to be preferred, no more then many 
little Pearles ought to be preferred to a great one 5 
and yet if it be doubted which of two Pearles are 
of greateft Value, the addition of two or three 
little ones to either, will raife the Value of that 
one to which they are thrown in. 


QUEST LON VI. 


How far do former Dignities Influence a prefent 
Advancement, and Determine the Precedency 
depending thereupon ? And what Rank is due 
to Honorary and Extraordinary Ojfices ? 


Lawvyens give divers inflances of this, As 
firft, a Judge is made a Privy Councellour, but 
thereafter the Prefident of that Court, where 
he isa Member or Judge, is admitted to be a 
Privy Councellour; in that cafe though the 
other was firft admitted, to be a Privy Coun- 
cellour, yet the Prefident, though laft admitted, 
will have the Precedency, and Vot firft even in 
the Privy Council; Becaufe it is indecent, that a 


Member fhould have the Precedency, or Vot be- | 


fore his own Prefident : And thus Papon. tells Us, 
it was decided by the Parliament of Paris, vid. 
lib. a, tit. 2. Art. 5. which is not unlike what 
Vitellius ayes, in Tacitus 19. Annal. Fa:dum fi de 
Honoris prerogativa dimicare cum ducibus aude- 
ant, fub quorum fignis flipendia faceram. A fe- 
cond cafe is, That though a Honorary or Extra- 
ordinary Officer will not be preferred to an Offi- 
cer Ordinary, Yet ifa Perfon be a Honorary or 
Extraordinary Officer, before another be admitted 
to be an Ordinary Officer, if that Perfon who 
was. but formerly an Extraordinary Officer, be 
thereafter admitted to be an Ordinary Officer, he 
will be preferred to him who wasadmitted before 
him, though toan equal Degree, Becaufe, though 
he was not the firft Officer in Ordinary, yet he 
is now équal in Dignity with him, and was an Ex- 
traordinary Officer before him: As for inftance, 
If One be admitted to be an extraordinary Phyfi- 
cian to his Maje/fy, and thereafter become an or- 
dinary Phyfician, he will have the Precedency 
from them who were Admitted in Ordinary be- 
fore him, if they were admitted to be Ordinary 
Phyficians after he was admitted to be Extraordi- 
nary; Préecedency being to be taken in that cafe 
from the Time of the firft Advancement, ZL. 4. 
Cod. de Confidibus : But though this be obferved 
Abroad, yetd doubr if it be obferved in Britain. 
A-third cafe is this, There are two made Coun- 
fellors, but he who islaft Admitted a Counfellor, 
is firft Nobilitat, and therefore even as Counfel- 
lor he will have the Precedency, though the other 
was made the firft Counfellor; And this'was fo 
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decided by the Emperour Theodofius, L. rnica 
Cod. Theodof. de Gonfulibus: And is in Obfer- 
vance with Us, amonsf{t whom the youngeft 
Counfellor, being made an Earl, is preferred to 
elder Counfellors, and though the elder Counfel- 
lor be thereafter made an Earl, yet the eldeft Hart 
will always be preferred; Though it would feem 
that upon the firft Counfellours being made an 
Farl, he ought to be preferred, as in the former 
cafe where an Extraordinary is preferred, when he 
becomes to be in equal Dignity with the prior 
Ordinary Officer. But the Reafon of the Difpa- 
rity is, becaufe Harles are always to preceed ac- 
cording to their Priority, but Officers are not ; 
An Office being but a thing Temporary, and 
there being no Difference betwixt an Ordinary 
and Extraordinary Officer, but that the Ordinary 
hasa Sallary, and waits more immediately upon’ 
the King, but yet the Extraordinary Officer was 
truely of equal Dignity with the Ordinary. ‘Thefe 
Extraordinar Officers were called Honorarii feu 
Codicillares, L. 9. C. de metatis quibus citra cin- 
gulum Dignitas pro folo Honore delata eff, they 
had no Advantage fave the Dignity, Nov. 70. ni- 
hil aliud nifi purum Honorem habent, L.7. de 
Decur, they are called inanes umbra & caffe ima- 
kines dignitatum. 1 have heard this cafe alfo 
Stated with relation to the fame quere, viz, By 
the Erection of the ‘Town of Brichen, ina Burgh 
Royal the Bithop of Brichen is firft to Hle&, and 
then the Town are to Ele& their Bailies: From 
which the Queftion arifes, Whether if the Bifhop 
choofe One who was never a Bailie formerly, and 
the Town choofe thofe who were formerly Ele&t- 
ed Bailies, fhould the the Bifhops Bailie preceed > - 
It being pretended, that though he is to have the 
firft Nomination, and the Choife of all, yet that 
fhould not give his Bailie or Alderman the Prece- 
dency, in refpect that by the conftant Cuftom ob- 
ferved by all the Burrowes, when many are Klec- 
ed to be Aldermen or Bailies at once, he who has 
been formerly a Bailie preceeds always him who 
was never. 


QUESTION VIL 


Whether among ft fuch as have equal Dignity, the 
Sirf? in time ought to be Preferred 2 


It is Anfwered, That Generally and Regularly 
the firft in Time ought to be Preferred, amongft 
fuch as are equal in Dignity ; Which is clear be 
the Civil Law, not onely in Kingdoms, but in all 
the Degrees of Nobility and Promotions: And 
this Our Reafon may teach Us without Law, for 
ifthere were not fome Certain and Stated Rule 
whereby Precedencies might be known, it were 
impoflible to evite Confufion, and all other Rules 
except this are uncertain, but yet this Rule has 
fome Exceptions, 1. Princes of the Blood, viz. 
the Sons, Brothers, Grand-fons, and Nephews of 
Kings are excepted from this Rule ; For though 
they be Dukes 'or Earles of a latter Creation, they 
are preferred to all of that Dignity, 2° In Ger- 

many, 
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many, if the Chief of a Family come toa Digni- 
ty, equal to gne of his Kinfmen who formerly 
enjoyed that Dignity, he will be preferredto him, 
though his Kinfman did firft attain to the Digni- 
ty; An Example whereof Gothofred gives cap. 3. 
Thef. 16. this Exception feems to be founded 
upon the right of Blood, to which thofe of the 
fame Family fem to give that Refpe@ as to an 
elder Brother; But though thofe of the Family 
may give this Refped out of Favour, yet in Law 
they are not thereto Oblieged; For the Prince 
being the Fountain of Honour, he onely can give 
Preference, and his Patent may prefer one Coufin 
to another, fince he can beftow Employments 
which can prefer a Son to a Father ; And there- 
fore in Britain, the Date of the Patent is onely 
confidered, 


QUESTION Vu. 


When many are Promoted at once im the fame 
Write, or when many are Nominate in the 
Same Commiffion, Whether is the Order of 
Nameing therein expreft to be Obferved 2 


Ir is anfwered, That Ordinarly he who is firft 
named ought to be preferred, L. 1. ff. de Aldo 
Serib. Albericus ad L. inter Claras C. de um. 
Trinit. but though this hold, where the Write 
wherein many perfons are named is drawn upon 
Defign to Prefer thofe who are named, becaufe, 
there Promotion being the Defign, It is to be 
prefumed that the Order of the Promotion was 
Obferved, Gloff. ad §. ult. Auth. de Defenf. 
Civit. & Clement. 1. de Baptifno, yet where the 
Write had any other Defign, and the Nomination 
did onely proceed by way of Narration, there 
an Argument from the Order of Nomination is 
not {till Concluding 5 efpecially, Confidering that 
fuch as draw publick Papers, are not always 
verfed in cafes of Precedency, and are oft-times 
fo intent upon the defign it felf, that they con- 
fider not the Order of Nomination; And thus I 
have my felf feen old Charters wherein the Chan- 
cellour is oft-times placed after the Lord Cham- 
berlain, and both of them after fome of the No- 
bility 5 and if any Man will confider Our Sta- 
tutes, wherein Commiffions are granted, they 
will find this Order very ill Obferved: And 
Lawyers conclude this Argument very weak in 
fuch Cafes, Everard. in Topicis loco ab ordine 
num. 13. Golftad. lib. 1. cap. 23. And there 
are very clear Examples of this given, cap. 2. de 
Fudiciis, cap. Paftoralis de Conceff: prebend, 

But yet in dubious Cafes, where the Perfon 
injured cannot otherwife prove his Precedency, 
this ought to bear great weight, efpecially, If 
many fach Papers can be fhewed of one tenour 5 
And if the Office granted by that Commiffion 
gives Precedency, above what the perfons therein 
named could otherwife pretend to, then the firft 
Nomination has the Precedency : As when Or- 
dinar Gentlemen are named in the Commiffion of 
the Privy Council, gc. I find alfo by the old 
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Records of Parliament and Privy Council, that 
the Members of Parliament and Counfellours are 
in the Sederunts named as they entered into that 
particular Meetings, but now they ar€é named ac- 
cording to their true Precedency. 


QUESTION WX 


In what Cafes does Age prefer, and what is its 
Prerogative in the matters of Precedency 2 


Tue Conceflion of the Prince being the Rule 
of Honour, he who has the firft Conceflion 
ought to be preferred in the matter of publick 

onour, except in three; cafes obferved by Go: 
thofred. cap. 3. Thef. 14. Firt in Cafes dubious, 
Secondly, where the pretences are abfolutely 
equal; And thus of the two Roman Contuls, 
the Hldeft always preceeded, as Plutarch ob- 
ferves, Thirdly, to take away Contraverfies 
among{t perfons of the fame Family, but of 
different Lines. It is obferved in Germany and 
other places, that the Eldeft has always the Pre- 
cedency, as Gol/tad and other German Authours 
obferve ; And this laft holds likewifs with Us, 
if the Precedency be not clear, and was fo de- 
cided by King Fames the VI, betwixt Blair of 
that ilk, and Blair of Balshaiock, 


QUESTION x 


Whether does Appearancy of Blood ive: Prece- 
dency before attuall Inveftiture and Poffeffion 2 


THoucH it may feem, that fince Marquifats, 
Earldoms, &c. being Feudal Honours, conferred 
oft-times by erecting Lands in a Marquifat or 
Earldom, that therefore till the apparent Heir 
be actually Invefted, or Infeft as We call it, he 
ought to have no Precedency ; Yet that being 
exprefly Debated, in Anno 1608. in the cafe of 
Frederick Duke of Wirtemberg, it was decided, 
that the very right of Blood tranfmitted the Pre. 
cedency : But Golffad. Coment. de Reg. Bohem, 
lib. 3. cap. 6. is of opinion, That though this 
may hold where the apparent Heir fought to be 
Invefted or Infeft, and his not being Entered nor 
Infeft was not his Fault; Yet if he did not feck 
to enter, he ought not to have the Precedency : 
With Us though an apparent Heir never enter, 
yet he has ftill the Precedency due to his Pre- 
deceflor. 


QUESTION xt 


Whether does the apparent Heir his Affieming and 
Ufing the Title and Precedency of his Predes 
ceffor, make him lyable to bis Predeceffors Debts, 
and Infer a Paffive Title againft him, as We 
Speak ¢ 


To this it isanfwered, That it makes him not 
Lyable, in payment according to the prefeht Cur- 
rent of Our Decifions, becaufe Honour defcends 
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from the King, and is not any lucrative Acceflion, 
eut of which Debt may be payed, and no Man 
fhould be made lyable to Debts for enjoying that 
which cannot pay Debts: Nor does the Son 
pofle(S this Title by his Father, but by his Fa- 
mily ; And Lawyers have refolved, that Filius 
retinet Nobilitatem etiam repudiata bareditate, 
Bart. in L. Furisjur. § 1. ff. de Oper. lib. Fac. 
G in L, fi non fortem ff. de conditt. in de- 
bit. But yet this decifion may feem unfuteable 
to the Analogy and Principles of Law, For 
1° Since Honour is by the firft Patent and Ere- 
Gtion granted to a Man and his Heirs, It feems 
Juft and Legal that none can enjoy the fame, but 
{uch as are Heirs; fo that this feems to be a qua- 
lified Right granted by the King,and confequently, 
can be enjoyed by none but fuch as Purge and 
Purifie the qualities and are Heirs. 2° We fee 
that in other Rights granted to a Man and his 
Heirs, no Succeffor can have Right without being 
Heir, and fince this holds in Acceflions of the 
meaneft Nature, Why fhould it not much rather 
hold in Titles and Dignities which are Things of 
great Importance ? 3° We have no Way nor 
Method to know who is Heir, but by an Inqueft, 
after which he who is ferved Heir is lyable to 
all Debts, and if he whois to ufe the Title, needs 
not be found Heir by an Inqueft, any Man may 
ufe the Title of a Deceift Peer, and if two con- 
tended fort, this could not be tryed without an 
Inqueft and Service. 4° The making Men lyable 
to their Predeceflors Debts for ufing his Title, 
would be very advantagious for the Defunéts Cre- 
ditors, and it is the Intereft of the Common- 
wealth that Creditors fhould be payed 5 nor could 
the apparent Heir complain, fince he may choofe 
to ufe the Title or not as he pleafes. 5° It were 
advantagious to the Common-wealth that none 
had a Title, but he who had the Eftate which 
was given out with it, and out of which it was 
to be maintained, a poor Nobility being a great 
burden upon a Common-wealth, and a ruine to it: 
And I find that the Parliament of England did 
Degrade George Nevil from being Duke of Bed- 
ford, for want of an Eitate fureable to his Dig- 
nity, which Statut. 17. Ed. 4. exprefies the in- 
conveniencies here mentioned, which are greater 
in Scotland than in England, becaufe Our Peers 
have more Intereft in laying on Taxes than Lords 
in England have.’ 6° The Law confiders not in 
othérCafes, whether the thing ufed by the apparent 
Heir, may be advantagious to him, Or whether 
he may pay Debt with it, for the ufing of meer 
Ornaments; whichocan yeeld no Money, Or 
Things of the meaneft Advantage, do make him 
lyable,;»yea, and he would be lyable though he 
were a lofer by the Thing he ufed, whereas 
not onely are Honours and Precedency things 
of great Advantage, and which Men would buy 
ny Rate; but if a Man have Liberty once to 
the Title of his Predeceffor, it gives him 
2 great Opportunity to. inhance his Predeceflors 
{tate by indirect means : And the former Ar- 
guments prove onely that the Blood intereft as 


to Honour is tranfmitted without a Service, but 
not that the Feudal Title of Earl can be fo 
tranfinitted. 


QUESTION Xt. 


Whether does the Appearancy of Blood give Pre- 
cedency, where the Predeceffor ts not Dead ? 


Tuis is called by the Doctors, Spes & expe- 
Eantia fuccelfionis nAneovpsa xgitermw and upon 
this account it is Debated, Whether the Son 
of a King ought to be preferred to his Brother 
and all the Peers? And generally, whether the 
Nephew ought to be preferred to the Uncle who 
was his Fathers fecond Brother ? And I find it 
Recorded that Lycurgus did decide for himfelf 
gainft his Nephew, being the Son of his eldeft 
Brother ; But I would diftinguifh here thus, Firft 
in the Families of Kings and Princes, all the 
Kings Children are preferred to the Kings Bro- 
thers, and all the Kings Brothers to the Kings 
Uncles, and thus it was decided in France by 
Id, Rupanus pag. 508. But formerly 
ferred by the Conftitution of 
Philip the Long, Anno 1316. And though in 
the Roman Empire before Alewius Comnentus the 
the Emperours Son was {till preferred to his Un- 
cle; Yet that Emperour defiring to put a Mark 
of Refpeét upon his own elder Brother, preferred 
him to his Son, and now the Sons of Princes are 
fo far preferred, that not onely they, but all the 
Princes of the Blood are preferred to all other 
Peers, though they be lait Created, as was 
found by the Parliament of Paris, Anno 1541. 
betwixt the Dukes of Neveres and Monpenfier. 
2° If in other Families the Brother be of a Dig- 
nity equal to his elder Brother, then the Brother 
will be preferred to the Nephew’; as if the Bro- 
ther be an Earl, and the Nephew a Lord as be- 
ing an Earles Son, in this cafe Expeétation will 
not prefer the Nephew, becaufe there are other 
actual Degrees of Preferrence. 3° If the Uncle 
were a Lord by Creation, and the Nephew a 
Lord by Birth, in which cafe, if the Uncle was 
a Lord before the Nephew was born, the Uncle 
ought to be preferred as firft in Time, but not if 
the Nephew was firft born, and thus Baldus di- 
ftinguifhes, ad L. wt inteflato C. de fit & Leg. 
Hered. ae If neither the Nephew nor Uncle 
have any fpecial Dignity, then the Son of the 
elder Brother is to be preferred to the. Uncle; 
And this laft cafe fhews, that the immediate hope 
of Succeflion, or jus expettantia, is in it felf a 
ground of Precedency, and fince a Man and his 
apparent Heir are una cadem Perfona in the 
Conftruaion of Law, and that in many Things 
that are Difadvantagious to the Son, he is look’d 
upon as Heir apparent, in the fame way as if his 
Father were dead ; it is therefore juft, that as he 
has the Difadvantages of an apparent Heir, fo he 
ought to have the Advantages of an apparent 
Heir: And thus We fee that Our Statutes having 
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rent Heir to be Redeemable by the Defunés 
Creditors, It was found that a Comprifing bought 
in by the eldeft Son, even whilft his Father lived, 
was Redeemable from him, and that he was an 
apparent Heir, in the conftruGion of Law 3 And 
therefore fince the Law puts him in the fame 
cafe, as if the Father were Dead, he ought to 
have the fame Precedency, and confequently 
ought to be preferred to his Uncle, to whom he 
would certainly be preferred, if his Father were 
dead. It is remarkable that in Scotland, the 
Uncle was of old acknowledged’ to be King du- 
ring not only the Pupillarity of his Pupil 5 but 
during the Uncles own Natural Life, which 
being an Invafion upon the Natural Right of Our 
Kings, was abrogated under Kenith the IIld. 


QUESTION xi 


Whether fhould an elder Brother, who was Born 
before the Father was Preferred to the Dignity 
of @ King, Marquefs, Earl, &c. be Preferred 
toa younger Brother who was Born after his 
Father had attained to either of thefe Dig- 


nities ¢ 


Lawyers have varied very much in this Point, 
For fome have been of Opinion, that thofe that 
are born before the Dignity was attained, cannot 
pretend to the Precedency due'to the Father, for 
he cannot be faid (fay they) to be the Son of a 
King, or Marquefs, whom a King or Marquefs 
did not beget ; And fince thofe who are born be- 
fore a Crime is committed, loofe not their Dignity 
by the Fathers committing of the Crime, So by 
the Rule of Contraries, he who was Born before 
his Father was Advanced to a Dignity, ought not 
to participat of that Dignity ; This they found 
likewife upon exprefs Laws, L. (2 Senatus Cod. 
de Dignitat. L. Imperalis Cod. de Nupt. and thus 
Darius was preferred to be King of the Perfians 
to Artabaxanes. Others do more juftly conclude, 
that thefeare to be Preferred though Born before 
the Dignity was obtained; For, if he who was 
Born in that Condition can be called the Kings 
Son, he muft be the Kings eldeft Son; And it 
were very abfurd that the Father fhould be No- 
ble, and the Son not; And if a King had but 
one Son, he could not be King if this were al- 
lowed: and this is moft clear L. Senatoris Fi- 
lium ff. de Senat. where it is faid, That he is as 
well to be called the Son of a Senator, who was 
Begot before the Father was a Senator, as he who 
was Begot after ; And though this be true as to 
Succeflion, and as to the Degree of Nobility in 
general, yet many Lawyers are of Opinion, that 
they do not attain to fo eminent a Degree of No- 
bility, as if they had been Born after the Father 
attained to his Nobility ; For by the former Law, 
Si Senator natus ex Wuftri ante Dignitatem adep- 
tam, eft clariffimus ; folum natus poftea, illuftris : 
Others there are who fay, That thefe who were 
Born before, may fucceed to Honours which de- 
fcended from old Predeceflors, but thofe which 
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Were acquired in tlie Fathers own time, fhould 
onely defcend to fuch as were Borii after thefe 
Honots were acquired. But now generally in 
Europe, and particularly with Us, even thofe 
who were Born before the Father attained to any 
Dignity, do participat of his Dignity, as if they 
had been Born after the fame was acquired in all 
Cafes, 


QUESTION xiv. 


Whether ought a Son who is in publick Imploy- 
ment and Dignified, to Preceed a Father who 
is not 2 


Tr is anfwered, That a Son being in publick 
Imployment ought to preceed a Father who is 
not. And thus Fabius Maximus commanded his 
Father, to light down from his Horfe, when he 
was to meet him 3 and was praifed for maintain- 
ing the Dignity of the Roman Empire in this cafe: 
And the Son in this cafe is not a private perfon, 
but Reprefents the Prince or Common-wealth, 
who are to be preferred to any perfon ; and there- 
fore Laurentius Celfi was juitly taxed at Venice, 
becaufe he would not meet his Son when he was 
newly made Duke of Venice, leaft by being dif- 
covered before him, he fhould leffen the Prero- 
gative of a Father. 

But it may be doubted, Whether though this 
hold in Employments, it ought to hold in Titles, 
fince in thefe the Son reprefents not tle Common- 
wealth ; And therefore in thefe cafes the Laws 
of Nature ought to prevail above the Laws 
of Honour, efpecially, if there be none prefent 
but Father and Son ; But if there be a third per- 
fon prefent who will take the place from the Fa- 
ther, but not from the Son, then the Son muft 
preceed the Father; becaufe, though he yeeld to 
his Father, yet he fhould not yeeld to a third 
Party: And itis a general Rule in Matters of 
Precedency, that I muft preceed you, if I pre- 
ceed him who preceeds you, which is not unlike 
that Maxim ufed in other parts of Law, qui vin- 
cit vincentem me, vincit me. 


QUESTION. XV. 


Whether may he who has the Survivance of Im- 
ployment, challenge any Precedency upon that 
Account 2 


To this it is anfwered, That he cannot Claim 
atly Precedency : For, though there be there 
the hope of Succeffion, and that the perfon to 
fucceed be in aéfu proximo, and that likewife 
it may feem that he is advanced to a Dignity, 
and fo ought to havea Precedency futeable to it, 
and that it may likewife feem fit for the Intereft 
of the Common-wealth, that thefe fhould be Re- 
{pected and Preferred who are marked out for the 
Service of the Common-wealth ; yet Law nor 
Cuftom have given them no Precedency, for fince 
they have actually no Dignity nor Power, vaca 
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t to have no actual Precedency : And thus it 
was found by the Parliaments of Paris, and Tho- 
lows in Anno 1551. @ 1560. that thefe who had 
Survivances were onely to be preferred, accor- 
ding to the Dates of their actual Admiffion; And 
fo thefe who were Admitted to be Councellours 
or Judges, after they got their Survivance, ought 
to have the Precedency from them, if they did 
adually adminiftrate before them, V7d. Maynerd 
Notabil. queft. cap. 72. Math, de afflid. deciff. 
Neapolitan. i. 


QUESTION XVI 


Whether does the Daughter of a Lord, who would 
himfelf have been an Earl if he bad lived, take 
place from the Daughter of @ younger Earl. 


Ir may be alleaged that the Daughter of the 
Lord fhould not preceed, becaufe, an Harles 
Daughter fhould {till preceed a Lords Daugh- 
ter, and this Ladies Father was never an Harl, 
nor are We to confider futur Honours in the 
matter of Precedency; And ‘as fhe would not 
take it in her Fathers time, fo neither ought fhe 
after his death : And as her Father himfelf, be- 
ing a Lordthough an Harles Son, would not have 
taken place from the younger Earl, fo neither 
fhould the Lords Daughter from the Earles 
Daughter, he being a younger Earl then that 
Lords Father: And I find by the Heraulds Re- 
cords in England, that Sir Thomas Lees Daughter 
got a Warrand from the King, to take place as a 
Lords Daughter, her Father having died before 
his Father the Lord Lee, which proves that fhe 
could not have taken place otherwife, and this is 
commonly receiv’d in England. But yet it may 
be Debated>: That the Daughter of that Lord 
{hould have the Precedency, fince her Father 
would have been an elder Earl ; And though fhe 
could. not take place during her Grand-fathers 
time who was the elder Harl, yet per jus accref- 
cendi,, and the right of Reprefentation, fhe comes 
after her Grand-fathers death, to be the Daughter 
of the elder Harl, for Honour is but a part of 
Succeffion ; and therefore as fhe might have right 
to her Fathers Succeflion, if fhe have not Bro- 
thers, fhe may by the fame reafon have Right to 
the Honours: And it were very ridiculous’ to 
Argue fo, as that her elder Brother Gf fhe had 
any) might take place as an Harles Grand-child, 
and that fhe could not take the fame place as his 
Sifter’; and confequently, fince he would. take 
the place of that younger Earl, fo fhould the of 
that younger ‘Earles Sifter or Daughter : And the 
Reafon' why fhe comes to a.higher Degree of 
Precedency by the Death of her Grand-father is, 
becaufe by the right of Reprefentation ‘her Fa- 
thers Family comes in the Grand-fathers ‘place. 
And to thew, that this Argument, wis, -Your 
Father had not the Precedency of me, therefore 
you cannot have it of my Daughter, is a weak 
Argument in cafes of Reprefentation, may: appear 
rom this, That if it were a good Argument, the 


younger Earl might afwell fay to that Lords Son, 
Your Father never took the place of fo nei- 
ther canyou; And though it may be anfwered 
to this Argument, that the Difparity betwixt ‘the 
the Brother and Sifter lieth in this, That the Son 
Reprefents the Grand-father, but the Daughtet 
does not; Yet if We confider it nearly, even this 
Anfwer is Fallacious : For though the Daughter 
Reprefents not the Grand-father, yet the Fathers 
Family Reprefents the Grand-fathers, and fo par- 
ticipats all the Honours of the Grand-fathers Fa- 
mily by that Reprefentation ; And as the elder 
Brother becomes an Earl, Becaufe, if ‘his Father 
had lived he had been an Earl, fo fhe ought to 
have the Precedency as an Earles Daughter, bes 
caufe her Father would have been an Earl for 
the fame Reafon. 


QUESTION. XVI. 


Whether if the elder Brother be Mad or Dumb, &c. 
does the fecond Brother get the fame Prece- 
dency, as if bis Brother were dead ?

I have heard this cafe much Debated, fome 
Contending, That fuch as were Incapable of fuc- 
ceeding, were to be Reput as dead, @ per cap. 1. 
an Mutis furdis, it is exprefly declared, that fuch 
as are born Deaf or Dumb, or are naturally 
Idiots fhall not Succeed : But others thought that 
even thefe are to Succeed, but ‘have onely theit 
neareft Agnats given them for Curatours, and fo 
they are Heirs; And confequently, the Prece- 
dency is not due to their neareft Friends during 
their Life, and they may have Children who 
would exclude their neareft Agnats. I find fome 
Lawyers diftinguifh betwixt fuch Defects as are 
Natural, and follow the Havers from their Birth, 
and thefe Defects to Exclude from the Succeflion, 
fo that the next Heir has the fame Precedency, 
| as if his elder were dead, if the Succeffion be of 
| Kingdoms, or Fews that have a Dignity annexed 
|} tothem: But in private Rights, and where the 
| Defects are Accidental, they affert that the Right 
peru with the Heir ‘though Defective, and

QUESTION XVI 


| Which of two or moe Twins ought to Preceeds 
when it is Contraverted which of them was firrft 
Born 2

We havea remarkable inftance of this, Gen. 32. 
where the Mother defired the Scarlet threed to 
be bound about his wreft who thould be firft 
Born, and as to this point Lawyers have differed 
very much, For fome think that the Eftate ought 
to be devided amongft'the Pretenders, if it be 
divifible of its own Nature, Or if it be indi- 
vifible the Superiour may prefer either he pleafes, 

if the Succeflion be of a Few; Or the Decifion 
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the Vote of the Reprefentatives of the Kingdém, 
if the Succeffion be to a Monarchy. Some like- 
wife are for the Brothers poffeffing by turns and 
alternately : and though one Witnefs be'not fuffi- 
cient generally to Eftablifh the Right of Succef- 
fion, yet if any one Woman was only prefent,her 
Teftimony would certainly prefer either, neceffity 
forming it felf into a Law here, as in other cafes, 
vid. Tiraquel. de Fur. primi Gen. quaft. 17. 


QUESTION XIX. 


Whether do Natural Childien Born before a Law- 
fil Marriage preceed 2 And fhould they be 
preferred to the Children Born in a Lawful 
Marriage, if they be Legitimated thereafter 2 


Turs cafe did exiftin a moft illuftruous in- 
ftance in Scotland + For King Robert the fecond 
having begota Son upon Elisabeth Mure, he there- 
after Married Eupbam Daughter to the Earl of 
Roffz, and had by her the Earles of Stratbern, and 
Athol, after which having married the faid Eli- 
sabeth Mure, that Marriage did Ligitimate her 
Children, and by A& of Parliament, preferred 
to the Children Born in the Lawful Marriage. 
The Reafons pro and contra, urged in that Debate 
at that time are now unknown ; But the Areu- 
ments which might have been urged in the cafe, 
are, 1° That a Son fo Legitimated would Seclude 
without all Controverfie all Uncles, and other 
Agnats, Therefore by the fame he fhould Seclude 


his other Brothers, § /7 quis autem defuntlis Au- | 


thent. quibus mod. nat. cap. 1. qui Filii funt legit. 
2° Legitimation is Retrotracted and drawn back 
to the time of the Nativity, cap. tanta qui fil. 
funt legit. and Legitimation puts the Perfon fo 
Legitimated in the fame Condition as if he had 
never been a Baftard, L. ff quis Filio § pen. ff. 
de injuft. Tef?. and this is beftowed as a_parti- 
cular Refpect upon Marriage and its facred Cha- 
racter, and to invite Men to make Satisfaction for 
the wrong they have done. 3° By the Roman 
Law thofe that were born in Captivity were not 
capable of Succeilion, but how foon they were 
Ranfomed and had returned, they were reftored 
to the Right of primo-genitor, and preferred therein 
to thofe who were thereafter born at Rome: And 
therefore fince fuch was the Force even of a 
Civil and unreafonable Fiction, much more ought 
greater Force to be allowed to Legitimation, 
which is founded upon fo Juft and Pious Prin- 
ciples. 4° Quo-ad the Right of Succeflion, the 
time of the Defunéts death to whom he is to fuc- 
ceed, does, regulat the quality of the Succeffion : 
And therefore fince the Perfon legitimated was 
capable of the Succeflion the time the Defun& 
died, and was then likewife the eldeft, he ought 
to Succeed as eldeft, whatever his Condition 
was the time of his Birth, L. poft Confanguineos 
§ proximam ff. de fuis G Legit. nec enim prius 
debet de cujufque conditione queri quam here- 
ditas vel legatum ad eum pertineat, L. in oportet. 
Hf de Legat.2. 5° The eldeft Son was always 


eldeft, and was onely hindred ftom this Right c 
primo-genitor and Precedency, by the Legal im= 
perfection of his Birth, and therefore this 
diment being removed by the fame Law whi 
put it, his Birth-right continues intiré. 

But whether this Priviledge fhould be ¢ 
to fuch as are Legitimated by thé Pritice, and not 
by the fubfequent Marriage, may be doubte 
And Tincline to think it fhould not, becaufe ¢! 
{pecial Reafon of the former Conceffion depend 
upon the Favour and Honour of Marriage; a 
this is likewife clear, cap. & quoniam Auth. quid. 
mod. nat. vid. Imolam. in cap. Grand, de Sup.negl. 
Prelat. And my fecond Argument is, ‘That the 
Prince cannot by any deed of his prejudge third 
Parties ; But here fuch a Legitimation, would 
prejudge the Children of the intermediate Lawful 
Marriage. 


QUESTION XX. 


Whether ought the Order of the Nomination to 
be Obferved in Commiffions, where the Perfons 
are Ranked otherwayes then can be conjiftent 
with the Kings former éxprefs Grants 2 


AN inftance of this may be given in this cafe, 
viz. The Mayor or Provoft of a City being Pa- 
tron of a Colledge within their own Town, His 
Majeity grants a Commiflion for vifiting that Col- 
ledge, wherein he names firft the Bifhop, then 
the Mayor, @c. The queftion may be moved 
whether the Bithop ought to preceed, becaufe he 
is firft named; or the Mayer becaufe he has moft 
intereft, being Patron, Who may likewife alledge, 
that the Bifhops Nomination proceeded only from 
the Ordinary Cuftom of naming Ecclefiafticks firft. 

As alfo, If in a Commiflion of Jufticiary, 
three Lords of the Seflion being named, and the 
youngeft of the three being firft named in the 
Commiflion, It may be doubted, whether the Se- 
niority formerly acquired in the Seffion ought to 
be Obferved, and give Precedency in Sitting and 
Voting ; or if they ought to Sit and Vote, ac- 
cording as they are named in the Commiflion : 
And it may be alledged that the Seniority in the 
Seflion ought to be Refpected, there being a right 
of Precedency thereby acquired, which cannot 
be prejudged by a Nomination, which might 
have proceeded upon miftake; fince it is not to 
be prefumed that His Maje/ly would Degrade any 
whom He continued otherwife in fo eminent a 
Dignity : And as if two Brothers were named 
in a Commiffion, the elder would fit and vote 
firft, though the younger were firft named, that 
inverfion being prefumed to proceed from Errour ; 
fo ought the fame to be obferved amongft Judges 
who are in effeé Brothers. Some likewife ufe 
to argue in fuch cafes from the reiterated Order 
of Nomination, and think that if the Perfons 
Commiflionated be oft named after the fame Or- 
der, that the Order of Nomination in that cafe 
is preftumed to have proceeded from an exprefs 
Defign of giving Preferrence, and this they call 
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argumentum a geminatione atiuum, But in my 


judgement it is no infallible Argument, for thefe 
Repetitions proceed in courfe. 


QUESTION XXI. 


In the Competition betwixt two who are Advanced 
at the fame time, but in different Writes, As 
if two Patents were fubjeribed by His Majelty 
io two feveral Earles on the fame Day, which 
of the two were to be preferred 2 


Iw anfwer to this, It is generally concluded, 
that though both be granted on the fame Day, 
and in the fameHour, the Priority of His Maje/ties 
Subfcription would prefer him in whofe Favours 
His Majefty did firft faperferibe 5 which may be 
cleared by His Maje/ties own Declaration, for he 
being the fountain of Honour, he is the onely 
fit Judge in: all-Contraverfies concerning it, or if 
his Majefty do not remember, the Declaration of 
His Secretary is undoubtedly to be believed, nam 
in bis qua attingunt officium, officium gerentibus 
eft credendum But if both His Maje/ly, and His 
Secretary were dead, fome think that there were 
place left for the fucceeding King to gratifie either, 
fince the compleating of Rights depends abfo- 
lutely upon him, who is the firft Granter: And 
by the Feudal Law, and Ours, if Refignation be 
made at the fame time in the Superiours hands, 
in favours of feveral Perfons, locus eff gratifica- 
tioni, as Craig alfo tells Us, and he may prefer 
either as he pleafes. 

Some contend that where feveral Patents are 
granted in the fame Day, the King may prefer 
either, though it be known’ which of the two 
Patents were firft fizned and fuperfcribed; For in 
Law, where the difference of time is fo little, the 
Law looks upon it as no Difference at all, nam de 
minimis non curat pretor, and Albericus who has 
writ a Treatife de minimis, is of this Opinion, 
and We fee that the Law in other Cafes brings 
in equally fuch as approach fo near one another in 
time, nor can the King be faid to be funttus officio, 
and to have denuded himfelf of the power of Pre- 
ference, where the right of Preference is fo fmall 
as when the King fuperfcribes both the Patents at 
the fame time, as that he does not intermix any 
other bufinefs, nec divertit ad alium acium, there 
indeed it feems that neither can claim Preference 
by the Priority of Signing, fince it appears His 
Majefly had no defign of Preferring the one to 
the other, and Papers are ordinarly prefented to 
him by accident, as they fall in courfe. It may 
then be alledged, that in fuch dubious cafes, where 
Preference cannot be known from the fuperfcrip- 
tion of the Patents, and where His Maje/ly does 
not Declare the Preference by any pofterior AG, 
but leaves both Parties to the Common Law, that 
there he who had the Precedency before thefe 
Patents ought to be continued in the Preference, 
fince in all dubious Cafes the Law ftill prefers 
the Pofleffor, c femper in cafu dubio pro poffef- 
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His Maje/ty defigned to Degrade a Perfon whom 
He hath actually Preferred ; But fo it is, that to 
poftpone a Man to him to whom he was formerly 
preferred, is fomewhat to Degrade him: And 
fince Accumulation and Conjunétion of Titles has 
very many effects in the cafe of Preference, the 
leaft effect it can have, is to prefer the Haver in 
fuch a dubious cafe. 

I likewife conceive, That if two Patents were 
given at the fame time, One to a Perfon who had 
ferved His Maje/fy, and much more toan actual 
Domeftick, and the other to a Perfon who had 
not ferved, nor were no Domeftick, that in thefe 
Cafes he who had ferved, or were a Domeftick 
would be preferred, becaufe of the prefumed Af 
fection of the Prince, and the former Service of 
the Receiver. 


QUESTION XXIL 


Whether is Precedency to be Ruled according to 
the date of the Provifion, Inveftiture, or atlual 


Poffeffion 2 


THERE are three feveral times from which 
ordinarly Precedency is computed, The firft is 
the time when the Honour is firft granted, which 
is called by Lawyers tempus provifionis, If the 
Advancement be of one fingle Perfon to a fingle 
Dignity 5 or tempus Cooptionis, if the Perfon ad- 
vanced be affociated into any Society, as to be 
One of moe Judges, exe. The fecond period of 
Time, is the time of the Inveftiture, as when 
a Nobleman is brought in in his Robes. The 
third is, the time when he apprehends actual 
Poffeffion. 

Thefe who write upon this Subject do con- 
clude, ‘That Precedency is to be given not from 
the time of Promotion or Provifion, but from the 
entry to Poffeflion, fo that he who is laft Provi- 
ded or Dignified will have Precedency, if he firft 
actually apprehended pofleflion, Bald. in cap. cum 
olim, de confuetud. Gothofied, de Preced. cap. 3. 
num. 18. .and thus he obferves the Courts of 
Rome, Paris and Tholows to have decided, and 
for thishe cites J. ult. ff, de Excufat. Tutos. 1. 1. 
Cod. Theod. quis in Grad, Prefer. and fince Ad- 
miniftration is the end of that Advancement, the 
A& is not Compleat till then. 

Though this hold in Honours which require 
Adminiftration, fuch as the being in a Judica- 
tory, vc. Yet it holds not in, Honours where no 
Adminiftration is requifit. And thus, if two be 
Advanced to be Earles, he whofe Patent is firft 
paft the Kings hand will have the Precedency, 
though the other ferve in the firft Parliament, or 
be prefent there a day before the other, or have 
his Patent firft Regiftrat ; for it is the King, and 
and not his Clerk, that makes Noble, but yet this 
is Debated by La Rocque, cap. 66. Lawyers 
likewife Obferve that the former Rule, preferring 
him who has firft Served to him who was firft 
Provided or Invefted, holds good, though he who 
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and did not delay to take Poffeflion, but was hin- 
dred by fome extrinfick Impediment, {uch as Sick- 
nefs,; And this they fay was decided the 27 of 
April, 1594. in Rota Romana, and this is ob- 
ferved to be the common. Opinion by Gonzales 
ad regulam 8, Cancel. and this they prove by 
the Analogy of other Feudal Rights, which be- 
ing to be compleated by Pofleffion, the Law con- 
fiders not whether the Party who fhould have 
pofleft was hindred from attaining to Poffeffion, 
but who firft attained to Pofleffion. 


QUESTION Xx. 


Whether does the Dignity of bim who beftows the 
Honour, Regulate the Precedency that is be- 
frowed among Equals ? 


Ir is anfwered, That it does, all other things 
being Equal ; and thus thofe who have the fame 
Dignity from a King, as for inftance, Thofe who 
are made Knights by a King are preferred to thofe 
who are made Knights by a Common-wealth ; 
And among{t Common-wealths, thofe who are 
made Noble by the greater Common-wealth are 
preferred to thofe of the fame Degree made Noble 
by a lefler Common-wealth, Glft ad L.2. de 
Alb. feribend. Menoch. Confil. 126. Lauderus de 
Dignitat. Concluf. 32. and this holds fo far, that 
the youngeft Knight admitted by the one is pre- 
ferred to the eldeft admitted by the other: But 
Knights admitted by a Commiffioner, are not 
upon this account to be poftpon’d to thofé made 
by the King himfelf, fince they are in the Con- 
ftrudtion of Law admitted by the fame Dignity, 
& qui facit per alium, facit per fe. 

It is very obfervable, that the French King pre- 
fers the Dukes made by the Emperour, not onely 
to the Dukes made by himfelf, but even to the 
Ambaffadours of Forreign Kings; though I think 
this is allowed onely to thefe Dukes, who are 
Sovereign Princes. By this rule likewife it is, that 
the Clerks of a Superiour Court are preferred to 
thefe of an Inferiour, fince they derive their 
power from a higher Jurifdition. 


QUESTION XXIV. 


Whether can a Prince Nobilitat any of his own 
Subjects in the Territories of another Prince 2 


Ir has been Argued that he cannot ; becaufe 
he cannot beftow Honours, but where he is a 
Prince, but fo it is, that he is not a Prince, at 
leaft hath no power inthe Territories of another 
Prince : Which Opinion feems to be founded on 
L. ult. ff. de Off pref. Urb. and therefore Si- 
gifmund the Emperour having defigned at Lions 
in France, to Creat the Karl of Savoy, Duke of 
Savoy, he was refifted by the Governour of Lions, 
till the French King fhould be advertifed ; And 
Charles the V. having whilft he was Emperour, 
Created fome Lords and Knights in France, though 
at the defire of Francis the I. the French King, 
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their Creation being thereafter Contraverted by 
their Peers, It. was found Illegal : But yet [ in- 
cline rather to Noldus’s Opinion, de Nobilitate c.2s 
who thinks that a Prince may Exercife any Vo- 
luntar Jurifdi@ion withont his own Dominions; 
efpecially in Relation to his own Subjedts, L. 1. ff, 
de Officio pro Conful. Bartol. ix L. 1. Col. 9. La 
Rocque triatt de Ia nobleffe, c. 76. and if they 
fhould attempt againft his Life, they would be 
guilty of Treafon, though the attempt was made 
in a Forréign Nation. Lawyers likewife have 
allowed to Princes all manner of Jurifdiction, even 
within the Domiriion of others : And therefore I 
much admire, how thefe Honours that were be- 
ftowed by Charles the V. could liave been there- 
after contraverted, if the perfons to be Dignified 
were the Emperours own Subjects ; but I believe 
they. were not, 


QUESTION XXV. 


Whether when the’ Prefident of any Court or In- 
corporation is abjent, may the élde/t Member 
Convocat the Incorporation ? And who ought to 
precede in that Cafe ? 


To the firft of thefe Queftions it is anfwered 
by fome Lawyers, That the Prefident being ab- 
fent, the eldeft Member in Dignity, may by his 
own Authority call the meeting Convocare Col- 
legium, as they call it, and of this Opinion are 
Hoftienfis, Panorm. Bald, ad cap. 1. de Major & 
Obed: but others are of Opinion that the Major 
part has only right to conveen the reft in that 
cafe, Innocent. ad cap.2. de operi. nov. nunc. But 
a third Sect of Lawyers do, for agreeing the for- 
mer Opinions, aflert that in Ecclefiaftick Meetings, 
the eldeft may by his own Authority call the reft, 
but not fo in Laick Meetings; and the reafon of 
this Diftinétion feems to be, becaufe Churchmen 
are bound to give more Obedience to their Se- 
niors, and there is lefs fear of Defign amongft 
them, both becaufe they are prefumed to be more 
difinterefted, and becaufe in their Meetings their 
Pofterity is not to gain: But without any Diftin- 
tion I fhould think, that the eldeft may always 
Convocat, for there may be hazard in delay, if 
the greater part were requifit, for the queftion 
ftill recurrs who fhould call the greater part, 
nor can there be great hazard in calling, for the 
onely hazard is the packing of a Quorum, and 
this may be prevented, by impofing a Neceflity 
upon thofe who meet to advertife the reft. 

To the fecond Queftion it is anfwered, That 
this is much to be determined by Cuftom, and 
Our Courts in Scotland fuffer not the eldeft to 
preceed, but choofe alwayes one to preceed in 
the abfence of their conftant Prefident; and this 
feems to be moft Reafonable, becaufe every Mem- 
ber of a Court is not ordinarly fit to be a Pre- 
fident: And yet there are fome Lawyers who 
diftinguifh betwixt fuch Courts, to whom the 
chief Magiftrat has chofen no conftant Prefident 5 
and in thefe they fay the eldeft cannot preceed, 
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though they fay he otight to preceed in thefe 
Courts where the King has choos’d a Prefident, 
for as in thefe the Members cahnot choofe a 
conftant Prefident, fo neither can they choofe a 
Vice-prefident , fince furrogatum fubit naturam 
furrozati, whereas the eldeft is a Prefident by the 
Magiftrates tacit Election, fince he has that Se- 
niority from the King, or fupream Magiftrate, 
which does prefer him to be Prefident : and we 
fee that amongs Soldiers, the eldeft Officer al- 
ways commands, when the fuperiour Officer is 
abfent. 


QUESTION XXVI. 


Whether may a Peer be Degraded, becaufe he 
hath not an Eftate fufficient to entertain a Per- 
fon of his Quality 2 And by whom may he be 
Degraded ? 


It would feem that a Peer cannot be Degra- 
ded, though he hath not a futeable Eftate, becaufe 
the King thay Nobilitate a Perfon that wants an 
Eftate, and Nobility being a right derived from 
Blood, it feems to have no Dependance upon 
Riches ; and as the having of Riches gives not 
Nobility, fo neither fhould the want of them 
take it away ; Likewife this is very exprefs by 
the Roman Law, Lege humilem, Cod. de Inceft. 
nupt. where it is faid, bumilem & abjecam fa- 
minam non eam effe que licet pauper fit ab in- 
genuis tamen parentibus nata eft. And that this 
hath been very anciently the Opinion of the 
World, is clear from that of Euripides, apud 
Stob. ferm. 86, “ems yap sx eve amarcsy To Te 
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But I find that Cook 4. in/t. folio 355. and the 
Authour of Jus Imaginis, pag. 25. conclude that 
Poverty is a good caufe for the Degrading of a 
Peer, an inftance whereof, they give in George 
Nevil Duke of Bedford, who was Degraded by 
A&G of Parl. 17. Edward the IV, of which A& 
this is the tenour, And forafmuch as it is openly 
known, that the faid George hath noi, nor by 
Inheritance may have any livelyhood to fupport 
the faid Name, Eflate, and Dignity, or any 
name of Eftate, as oftentimes it is feen, that 
when any Lord is called to high Eftate, and 
have not livelyhood convenient to fupport the fame 
Dignity, it induceth great Poverty, and Indigence, 
and caufeth oftentimes Extortion, Embracery, and 
Maintenance to be bad, to the great trouble of 
Such Countries, where fuch Eftate {ball bappen to 
be inhabited; Wherefore the King by Advice of 
his Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and the Com- 
mons in this prefent Parliament affembled, and 
by the Authority of the fame, Ordaineth, Efta- 
blifheth, and Enattetb, that from henceforth the 
Jame Erection, and making of the fame Duke, 
and all the names of Dignity to the [aid George, 
ov to John Nevil bis Father, be from henceforth 
void, and of none effed, &c. 

From which Ad three Things may be well 
obferved, 


Firft, That the faid Duke had not any Pof- 
feflions to fupport his Dignity, yet his Dignity 
could not be taken away from him without an 
A& of Parliament. 

Secondly, The inconveniencies appear, where 
a great Eftate or Dignity is not accompanied 
with a Livelyhood. 

Thirdly, This is a good Caufe to take away 
the Dignity by Parliament. 

For reconciling which Opinions, it feems iri 
deed, that though a perfon who is noble by Birth 
fhould fall into poverty, yet that poverty can no 
more Degrade him from his Nobility, then it can 
taint his Blood; but though it cannot root out 
that Noble Character from his Blood, and make 
him no Gentleman, yet it feems a good reafon 
why he may be Degraded from being a Peer 
of the Realm: For he being a Peer, is no ne- 
ceflar effet of Blood, but a mark of the Royal 
bounty, beftowed for the better Government and 
Advantage of the Kingdom, Earles being by their 
Original Prepofiti Comitatus, or Commanders of 
the County, and Counties or Shires are fo called, 
becaufe they are the Governments of a Count or 
Earl : And therefore when the King and Parlia- 
ment find that they are not fit to bear this qua- 
lity, they may juftly take away that Honour 
that was given, nor can there be any thing fo 
inconvenient, as that thefe fhould reprefent the 
Kingdom in its greateft concerns, and burden it 
with Taxes, who have no intereft in the one, nor 
can bear any fhare in the other. And that thefe 
Feudal Dignities and marks of Nobility may be 
taken off by the lofs of the Fews, is clear by 
Bartolus in L. inam. Cod. de Dignitatibus, and 
that this is the cuftome of Sicily is clear, AfliGuf. 
Col. non. in 6. not. 

It may likewife feem reafonable, that as the 
King onely can beftow Nobility, fo that it fhould 
be onely proper for him to Degrade ; And fince 
he may Create any Nobleman though he be 
poor, fo he may continue him fo, notwithftand- 
ing of his Poverty, {pecially feeing the being a 
Peer is but to be the Princes Counfellour, nor 
can any judge who are fit to be his Counfel- 
lours, but himfelf; nor is the Parliament any 
thing but his great-Council: But fince this De- 
eradation is a kind of Forfeitur, it feems that 
the Parliament onely can be Judges therein, fince 
the King does not ufe to Forfeit by his own 
Authority ; And though the former Arguments 
may prove that a Peer cannot be Degraded for 
poverty, except the King pleafes, which is cer- 
tainly true, fince no Aé& of Parliament can pafs 
without his Royal confent, yet they prove not 
that the King may Degrade a Nobleman by his 
own Authority, except he may Judge all cafes 
immediately by himfelf. 
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Whether is a Patent never made ufe of by the 
Father, valid after bis Death 2 


Ir is anfwered, That though the Patent being 
granted to fuch a man therein Defigned feems to 
die with him, and that the Father dying with 
this quality cannot tranfmit it to his Son, yet it 
is certain, that the Patent is valid to his pofte- 
rity: For except where it was Defigned to be 
perfonal, it is conceived in Favour of a Man and 
his Heirs, and thus it was judged in the caufe 
of Quefnel Advocat in Rowan, 4. May 1623. vid. 
La Rocque cap. 67. 


QUESTION XXVIL 


Whether if the Father ufe any low or bafe Trade 
which Derozates from Nobility, will his Chil- 
dren and Defcendants loofe it thereby 2 


In anfwering to this cafe, Wé muft diftin- 
guith betwixt fuch as derive their Nobility from 
their Fathers onely, and fome think that in that 
cafe, the misbehaviour of the Father does extin- 
guifh the Nobility of the Race, and that the De- 
{cendants are no more Noble, except they be 
reftored by an exprefs Gift, Or otherwife the 
Nobility of the Race has defcended from a long 
Series of Predeceffours, and then the Fathers Deed 
does not prejudge them, fince they do not owe 
their Nobility to him, and the Prince having 
Nobilitat fuch a man and his Pofterity, they owe 
their Nobility to the King, and derive it from 
him equally with the Father, which Diftin@ion 
I find in the Learned Faber. Cod. L. 9. T. 28. 
Def. 1. But it feems that by this laft reafon, 
Even that Nobility which is begun in the Father 
cannot be loft by his fault: And therefore fome 
Lawyers have been of Opinion, that that Nobility 
which defcends by immemorial Poffeflion, and 
which flows not from a particular Priviledge and 
Conceflion, can never be taken away by the Fathers 
Bafenefs or crime, Wornafius tom. 1. refponforum 
de Fure Pontificio Confil. 20. num. 7. And thus 
we find in the Roman Story, that Marcus Emilius 
Scaurus was found not to have loft his Nobility 
by his Fathers becoming a bearer of Coals, Curt. 
conjedur. jur. civil. lib. 2. cap. 20. and others 
think that as it is fufficient for acquiring Nobility, 
that the Grand-father and Father have been repute 
Noble; So by the rule of Contraries, it is fuffi- 
cient for extinguifhing Nobility, that the Father 
and Grand-father have been repute Ignoble; And 
though the rights of Blood cannot be loft by pre- 
fcription, yet Nobility may be loft, as all other 
priviledges can, by not exerfing or owning it time 
out of mind. 

It is fit to know, that in this Ifle not onely 
that Nobility which comes by Succeffion and 
Immemorial poffeflion, but even that which comes 
by Priviledge and Conceffion can be Forfeited by 


the Fathers Crime : And in this We differ froni 
Warnefius Opinion, and therefore thé Children 
muft be rehabilitat and reftored by the King; But 
the Fathers unworthinefsin exercifing mean Shifts 
and Trades, does not amoneft us Derogate from 
the Childreris Nobility as in other Nations 5 Nor 
do I fee ahy reafon for the diftin@ion ufed by 
Warnefius, for all Nobility muft be acknowledged 
to have flowed originally from the King by Con- 
ceflion, and even that Nobility, which comes b 
priviledge, does defcetid upon the Children by 
the Kings grant to them afwell as the Father, and 
fo cannot be prejudged by any perfonal Deed of 
his, except in the cafe of a Crime againft the 
King, for that is {till implyed in the Conceffior; 
and it is not juft that the Children of Traitours 
fhould enjoy thofe Titles, and that Nobility 
which might be ufeful to them in tevenging their 
unjuft Quarrels, 


QUESTION xxix. 


One having refigned a Dignity or Imployment, and 
returning thereafter thereto, whether does hé 
who has fo refigned return to bis former Pre- 
cedency ¢ 


To this it is anfwered, That he does not; 
but having embraced again the Imployment he 
had formerly refigned, he is onely to have Pre- 
cedency according to his laft Reinftalment, Lang- 
leus 7. Seme/t. 8. where it is laid down as a 
rule that Precedency once loft is never recovered, 
and an inftance of this is given cap. ex Infinua- 
tione 26. in a Chanon, who having once renun- 
ced his Benefice, and having thereafter embraced 
it, is onely to be preferred according to the Date 
of his laft Title. 

From this laft rule, viz. that a Precedency 
once loft cannot be recovered, Gothofred. de 
Preced. cap. 6. num, 43. obferves thefe Ex- 
ceptions, 


Firft, If the perfon who renounced his Dig- 
nity was preferred to a Higher or more Noble, 
in which cafe if he return to his firft Imploy- 
ment, he loofes not the Precedency due to it, for 
agreater Dignity never prejudges the leffer, L. 3. 
C. de Dignitatibus Rupanus, lib. 7. cap. 27. and 
contains in it the leffer, per eminentiam, as Law- 
yers {peak, fuperveniens major Dignitas auget non 
minuit flatum, except the two Offices be incom- 
patible in themfelves, for then the leffer is ex- 
tinguifht by the greater, L. ff debitoris ff. de 
fide juffor. 

The fecond Exception is, If the perfon in whofe 
favours the Refignation was made, will not ac- 
cept, and upon his refufal the Refigner does pre- 
fently return to his Precedency, L. fi forte ff. de 
Offic. Prefid. And the reafon is, becaufe the Re- 
fignation being there made ‘in favours of another 
has that tacit Condition in it, that if the other in 
whofe favours it was made accept not, the Refig- 
nation fhall be null, and this is the nature of all 
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Refignations in favorem with us as to all Fews, 
as Craig well obferves. 

The third Exception is, If he who made the 
Refignation do prefently repent, for in that cafe 
likewife he is in the condition, as if he Refigned 
not; And thus the Law takes not advantage of 
Our fudden and undigefted Thoughts, Er uxor 
que mox rediit divertiffe non videtur. 

The fourth Exception given by him is, If he 
who Refigned referved to himfelf his former Pre- 
cedency : for which though there be feveral Ro- 
man decifions, yet it is very debateable, how far 
a man can by Proteftation or Paction, diftinguifh 
and referve a Precedency, when he has Refigned 
or Difponed the Imployment to which it was an- 
nexed ; For fince the Precedency is onely due 
upon the account of the Imployment, it would 
feem that he who has Refigned the Imployment, 
cannot retain the Precedency, and to do fo, were 
to retain accidens fine fubjetto. 


OWS ELON: XXX, 


Whether may a Nobleman refign bis Honours in 
favours of a third Party 2 And if the Kings 
Confirmation thereupon will exclude the neare/t 
Agnats, who would elfe have fucceeded by their 
vight of Blood 2 


Tu1s Queftion feems of great Importance 
and Intricacy: For it may feem that he may 
transfer his Title in prejudice of his neareft Heirs, 
becaufe the Title is onely a Fee, and all Fews 
may be alienated; nor is this a meer right of 
Blood, but a Priviledge beftowed by the King, 
and confequently may be transferred by his con- 
fent: Nor can there be any thing more for the 
intereft either of the Kingdom or of Noble Fa- 
milies, than that when the neareft Heir is unfit 
to fucceed, wanting either Means or Wit fuitable 
to fuch a Dignity, it fhould be in the power of 
the King, and the Noble perfon himfelf to choofe 
a fit Succeflor. Likeas this was, fo decided in 
the cafe of Robert King of Sicily, Cl. paftoral. de 
ve Jud. And many Lawyers have been of opi- 
nion, that even elder Brothers might refign their 
right of Succeflion and primo-genitur in favours 
of the third Brother, pafling by the fecond, vid. 
6.1. § praterea tit. quib. mod. feud. amit. & 
Bald. Confil. 389. 

But others conclude, That the neareft by Blood 
are not prejudged by fuch Refignations : Becaufe 
this is a right fowing from the favour of Nature 
and Law, Nature & Legis donum quod non po- 
teft auferri, L. fi arrogotor, ff. § fed an ff. de 
Adopt. nor is Dignity expofable to Sale or in 
Commerce, L. Fulianus ff. fi quis omiff; Whereas 
if fuch Refignations or Tranfmiflions were fuftain- 
able, all Titles might be fold, and the meaneft 
Fellow if Rich, might by the favour of a Mini- 
fter, and the folly of the prefent Pofleffor, ex- 
clude the Nobleft Race: And by the Feudal 
Law, though a Vaflal may denude himfelf, yet 


he cannot tranfinit his Fee in favours of remoter 


| Heirs to the prejudice of the nearer, cap. Tirius 
tit. fi de feud. fuer. Contraverf. this cafe is not 
decided with us; but the King upon a Refig- 
nation from the late Earl of Caithnes in favours 
of Glenurchy, confirmed the Title in his favours, 
but by a new Patent, and without the former 
Precedency, and difcharged by a letter the next 
Heir to ufe the Title, till the matter fhould be 
decided by the Judge competent. But I find that 
in England Edw. 1. granted to Edmond de Lin- 
court upon his Petition a Patent under the great 
Seal, impowering him to aflign his Sirname, Arms, 
and Barony: But the Lord Hoe having afligned 
his Name, Arms, and Dignity without the Kings 
Licence, the Deed was adjudged void in Parlia- 
ment; From which the Authour of us ima- 
ginis, pag. 27. concludes, Firft, ‘That the Title 
of Nobility may be afligned : Secondly, That it 
cannot be afligned without the Kings Licence : 
And yet I find that in the Vifcount Purbecks 
Cafe, it was lately found by the Parliament of 
England, that a Nobleman could not levy a Fine 
upon his Honour in prejudice of his Heir, that 
is to fay, That a Nobleman could not do any 
deed to the prejudice of his Honour, by aliena- 
ting or furrendring the fame to the prejudice of 
his Heir, though I am informed that there were 
very many inftances adduced for clearing the 
contrare opinion. 


QUESTION XXXL 


Whether does the former right of Precedency re- 
main with him who has refigned the Office by 
which be enjoyed the Precedency ¢ 


Ir feems that the Honour being in that cafe 
due upon the account of the Office, fhould ceafe 
with its caufe: But yet fuch refpect is given 
by the Law to thofe who have once enjoyed 
an Office, and ufed it well, that the former Dig- 
nity and Precedency is allowed them after they 
have refigned the Office, L. eam Legem ff. de 
excufat. Wi in quos munera noftra redundarunt, 
beneficiis eorum non folum quamdiu militaverunt, 
fed etiam quamdiu vixerint, perfiuentur, and 
Guid, Pap, relates decif. 377. that it was fo de- 
cided : For the being efteemed worthy to poflels 
fuch an Office is a quality inherent to, and infe- 
parable from the perfon fo advanced, and in moft 
cafes even Deprivation does not extinguifh the 
Precedency, becaufe the order ftill remains, as 
if a Bifhop be depofed he is ftill a Bifhop, and 
therefore has Precedency as fuch; But in fuch 
cafes as the deprivation deftroys the order it felf, 
it deftroys alfo in that cafe the Precedency, as 
if a Knight were degraded for Cowardlinefs, he 
isno more a Knight, and fo loofes the Precedency 
annext to the Order, L. 12. de Dignit. fo Fu 
dices fe furtis & foeleribus fuerint comaculalfe 
convitti, ablatis codocillorum infignibus & bonore 
exuti inter plebeios habeantur. 
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QUESTION XxXxXI. 


If a perfon do not of bimfelf refign, but be called 
from his Charge by the Prince to another 
Imployment, and one provided to his place, 
and returning thereafter to his firft Dignity 
by the Princes command, whether does he get 
Precedencty according to his firft or laf? inftal- 


ment 2 


T find this to have been agitated in the Parlia- 
ment of Savoy, Anno 1590. in the Cafe of the 
Bifhop of Aly, who being called from being a 
Counfellour im that Parliament to a Bifhoprick, 
and his place being filled by another, he there- 
after was called back to be a Counfellour: And 
this may fall out with us in many cafes, as for 
inftance, If one fhould be called from being a Lord 


thereafter be returned to be a Lord of the Seflion: 
And [ find it was decided in Savay, that the per- 
fon fo recalled ought to preceed according to his 
firft Inftalment; but the reafon there was that the 
Prince had exprefly declared at his Demiffion, that 
if he returned he fhould return to his firft Pre- 
eedency, and that it were indecent that he who 
was firft formerly in that Judicature, fhould there- 
after fit in the loweft place, meerly becaufe he 
was once called away to a higher preferment : 
And in my opinion, If the Prince had not fo ex- 
prefly declared at the firft Demiflion, ‘the cafe 
might have been harder, but that Declaration 
made that thofe whe were thereafter preferred, 
could not think themfelves prejudged by this new 
readmiflion, fince their Inftalment was ftill bur- 
dened with this tacit quality. I likewife think, 
that if he had returned before any others had 
been advanced, the difficulty had been much lefs, 
fince there no third party was prejudged of a right 
acquired medio tempore 3 albeit it might be al- 
leaged that by his Tranilation, the other Judges 
formerly below him fucceeded to his right of 
Precedency ; For againft this I conceive the for- 
mer proteftation could have eafily guarded, albeit 
that proteftation does feem contraria fa&o, and 
the quality adjected to be inconfiftent with the 
nature of the thing, where the place was filled 
by another, fince regularly two cannot preferve 
the fame Rank or Degree, Arg. L. cum in Tefta- 
mento ff. de bared, inflituend. It may be like- 
wife argued, that though this quality and pro- 
teftation was admiflable, where the party {0 called 
away was called to a higher Dignity of the fame 
rank, that there the lefler was pofleft by poffef- 
fing the greater, as ifa Juftice General fhould be 
called back to be a Lord; Yet this would not 
hold, notwithftanding of the former proteftation 
and quality, where he is called away to a leffer 
imployment, or where he is called to an iniploy- 
ment of a different and incompatible Nature, as 
from being a Judge to be a Collonel: And yet 
all thefe queftions feem of lefs difficulty with 
Us, where the Prince may certainly admit a 


| but not an extinéion 
of the Seffion to be Juftice General, and fhould | 


Judge to be the firft or lft: 
among{t Us thefe Queftions would onely take 
place, where the perfon formerly inftailed was 
called away or preferred without any fuch De- 
claration by the King in his favours,

To this it is anfwered, He does : For though 
a Sufpenfion may feem a Degradation and a Pri- 
vation of the former Honour, and all Privations 
extinguith, nec datur regreffus a privatione ad 
babitum, yet, SufpenGon is in Law declared to be 
onely a temporal Interdi@ion from the Exercife, 
or Privation of the right : 
And this is clewly determined, L, 2, Sf. de 
Decurion, and by Langleus, 7. Semeft. 8. 


QUESTION XXXIV. 


Two having Offices, and changing one with ano- 
ther their Imployments - for @ time, whe- 
ther when they Refiume their former Im- 
playments, da they return to their Sormer Pre- 
cedency 2 Ff ? 


It is anfwered, Where two did exchange Im- 
ployments, and thereafter returned to their old 
Imployments, Lawyers are of opinion, that in 
| that cafe they return to their former Precedency, 
| and that their Imployments are not looked upon 
as new Imployments, becaufe the one pofleft fill 
| by the other, and fo the Pofieflion was ftill the 
| fame, as if it had been by themfelves, L’oifeau 
lib. 1. cap. 7. Rupan, lib. 7. cap, 27. but though 
this may hold where both of them changed but 
for a time, fince there indeed the one poflett by 
the other, yet this feems harder, in the cafe 
where both of them exchanged abfolutely and 
for ever: For there, their former right feems to 
have been extinguifhed, and the Imployments to 
be new as to both. 


QUESTION XxXy. 


Whether is he who is reftored by the Prince to z 
Dignity, from which he mas Degraded, to be 
reflored to the fame Precedency which he had

To which it is anfwered by Gothofred. cap. 6. 
Thef: 45. That he is not by this Reftitution to 
recover his former Precedency from which he 
was Degraded, but he muft preceed by vertue 
of his new Title onely : But 1 fhould rather di- 
ftinguifh betwixt thefe who are reftored by way 
of Juftice, in which cafe the Precedency ought 
to be the fame, becaufe the Reftitution by way 
of Juftice takes away the Impediment and Degra- 


dation, as if it had never been; but where the

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Reftitution is onely by way of Grace, there the | by fuch marks of Difrefpeé. 2° In a Prince 


Fault and Sentence till remains, though the pu- 
nifhment be taken off; and there the Reftitution 
ought not te reftore the Precedency, in prejudice 
of thofe who had acquired titles betwixt the For- 
feitour and Reftitution : A clear inftance where- 
of we have in the Earl of Crawfurd, who being 
Forfeit for Rebelling againft King ‘James the Il. at 
the Battel of Brichen, and being thereafter re- 
ftored, he was not reftored fo as to take place 
from the Earl of Huntly 2 But yet it is obfer- 
vable, thatthe 4. A&. p. 15. p.87. 7. 6. which 
appoints Reftitutions per modum gratia, not to 
prejudge third parties ; {peaks onely of Lands, 
Poifeflions, and fuch other parts of the Eftate for- 
feited, but fpeaks not of Honours 5 and therefore 
fome conclude that perfons forfeited may be re- 
ftored to the Honours of their Family, notwith- 
ftanding the Precedency by the reft of the Nobi- 
lity in the interim, which is the rather received 
amongft us, that the King may with us creat an 
Earl with the Precedency from all others, as he 
could have done in England before the Statute 
of Hen. VIII. For I find by the Herauld Re- 
cords, that Edmond of Hadbam is created Earl of 
Richmond, & quod habeat fedem in Parliamentis 
& alibi proximum ducibus: And Henry Beau- 
champ Earl of Warwick, is made primus Comes 
Angle, whereas he was formerly almoft laft, 
and thereafter is created Duke of Warwick, with 
this addition; That he fhall go Mate-like with 
the Duke of Northfolk, and above the Duke of 
Buckingham. And fince our Kings had this Pre- 
rogative, and that they have not reftridted them- 
felves, they might have it ftill, though they fhould 
ufe it fparingly. 


QUESTION XXXVI. 


Whether have the Ambaffadours of Monarchs the 
Precedency from other Monarchs or Princes them- 
felves, if perfonally prefent, even as the Kings 
would do whom they reprefent 2 And if in all 
cafes an Ambaffadour ought to have the fame 
Precedency that 1s due to bis Conflituent ¢ 


To this it is anfwered, That though an Am- 
baffadour reprefents the Monarch from whom he 
derives his Commiflien, and that fome learned 
Lawyers do upon that account affert, that they 
are to have the fame Precedency that is due to 
their Mafter, and fo to be preferred to all Kings 
and Princes though prefent, to whom their Con- 
ftituents would have been preferred, Pa/tbal. de 
Legat. cap. 38. yet the cuftom of Nations has 
run contrar to his opinion, in preferring even 
inferiour Kings and Princes: And it is decided 
amongft the Princes of Germany, Tit. 215. durea 
Bulle, Car. 4. And in Anno 1542. the Ambaffi- 
dours of Charles the V. Emperour, were decerned 
to cede the Precedency to Ferdinand King of the 
Romans, and the Reafons are, 1° Becaufe Princes 
found it their Intereft to have no Subject compete 
with them, or to have their own prefence leffened 


who is prefent there refides True and Original 
Majefty ; whereas an Ambafiadour is onely dig- 
nified with a Suppofititious and Reprefentative 
Honour, fhining (if I may fo fay) with bor- 
rowed rayes: And of this opinion are Brunus de 
Legat, lib. 5. cap. 8. and Cofta Confil.44. though 
Zouch, de Fure inter Gentes feems to favour Paf- 
chals opinion. 

It may be likewife doubted, whether an Aim- 
baffadour does retain the fame Precedency due to 
him as Ambaffadour, when the Prince who fent 
him comes to the place himfelf: And this was 
debated by the Earl Marifbal who was fent over 
Ambatladour to Denmark, when K. Fz. the VI. 
went over in Perfon thereafter, and brought over 
Chancellour Maitland with him, who challenged 
the Precedency from the Earl Maribal, alleaging: 
that an Aimbafladours Power evanifhes upon his 
Princes appearance: Which debate was decided 
by King ‘ames in favours of the Chancellour, 
albeit the Earl contended, That as his Ambaflie 
ceafed upon the Kings coming thither, fo did the 
others Office as Chancellour ceafe in a forreign 
Kingdom, and therefore that he fhould have pre- 
ceeded as being an Earl. 

The former opinion preferring inferiour Princes 
when Perfonally prefent, evqwmpocomemas is fo 
much the rather true, that Ambeffadours are not, 
when they come to vifit the Judicatures of the 
Nations where they preceed allowed the fame 
Precedency ; And generally it is given as a Rule 
by Lawyers, that im locis & attibus Fudicialibus 
Legatis pracedentia folita non fervatur, & non 
pro dignitate Regis aut alerius a quo ablegati 
funt, Gotbofred. de Fure pracedentia, cap. 7. 
num. 47. fo that though Kings themfelves would 
fit above all thefe Judicatures, yet their Ambaf- 
fadours fit but among them, Thus the Venetian 
Ambafladour was onely placed in the Parliament 
of Paris after the Bifhops, as Rupan. obferves, 
lib. 7, cap. 10. 

Though Ambafladours have the fame Prece- 
dency that is due to their Conftituents, yet Agents 
and Refidents of Princes have not, nor has the 
Popes Nuncio the Precedency that is due to an 
Ambafladour, Gorhofred. ibid. for thefe in effect 
are fent oftentimes to prevent the Debates that 
might fall amongft Ambafladours, and therefore 
the French King fends very rarely his Ambafla- 
dours to the Emperours Court, becaufe he knows 
that Court would give the Spani/b Ambaffadours 
the Precedency, which he thinks is due to his 
Ambafladours. 


QUESTION XXXVI 


Whether have fuch as have been Ambaffadours, or 
have been in {ich honourable Imployments, any 
Precedency thereby when their Imployment is 
ended ? 


To which it is anfwered, That though after 
an honourable Imployment is over, whether by 
Dimiffion, 
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Dimiffion, or by the expyring of the Commiffion, 
the Precedency thereto annex’d ceafes with it, Yet 
the Prince fometimes gratifies the perfon with a 
continuance of fome Precedency and Honour : 
And in the Records of the Herauld Office in Eng- 
land, 1 find that in a Court Marifbal, Sir Dudley 
Diggs, and Sir Thomas Smith, were adjudged to 
have the Precedency from other Knights-Batche- 
lours of their own Degree, becaufe they had 
been Ambafladours, though their Commiflion was 
expyred. In the Cuftoms alfo of moft Nations, 
a Judge retains ftill amongft thofe of his own 
Bench the fame Precedency that he had formerly 
before his Dimiffion, or his being laid afide, ex- 
cept he has been laid afide for a Crime or Fault. 


QUESTION XXXVI 


What place is due to the Reprefentatives of Sub- 
jets, fuch as Viccars, Deputs, Affifiants, Ke. 


It would feem that as Ambaffadours have the 
fame place that is due to him whom they repre- 
fent, fo thofe who reprefent Subjects, as Viccars 
who reprefent the Bifhop, Deputs who reprefent 
Judges, ought to have the fame place that is due 
to thofe whom they reprefent : I find that ZL. 7. 
de Bonorcodicil. C. Theod. there are four Dignities 
Ranked, vix. Prafeorum, Proconfulum, Vicario- 
zum, & Exconfularium. And certainly in thofe 
Ads, wherein they reprefent their Conftituent, 
they have the fame Precedency that is due to 
him, Felin. in cap. cum olim de Offic. de Legat. 
And thus by the Canon Law, the Bifhops Viccar 
is preferred to the Dean, and Arch-dean, and not 
onely are thefe reprefentative Dignities preferred 
in the Ads of their Jurifdiétion, but even in all 
other deeds, which neceflarily preceed or follow 
them ; And fome Lawyers are of Opinion, that 
they are to be preferred to the fame Dignity, in 
all promifcuous and indifferent Aéts which fall in 
during the time of the Reprefentation, and thus 
Cautuccius decif. 382. is of Opinion, that the 
Bifhops Viccar fent by him to hold a Synod, is 
to have Precedency before all the Chapter, not 
onely in the Synod it felf, but likewife in ali 
other Affemblies, Vifits, and Entertainments, du- 
ring his Commiffion : But the contrare of this is 
maintained by Menoch, Confil. 51. And in my 
Opinion, thefe Doétors may be thus reconciled, 
viz. If the Reprefentation flow immediately from 
the Law, or for inftance, If the Council thould 
Delegate any man to be Sheriff, there the per- 
fon fubftitut would have in all cafes during his 
Commiffion, the fame place that is due to him in 
whofe place he was Surrogat, for there Surroga- 
tum fapit naturam furrogati , But if the Repre- 
fentation flow from the perfon himfelf whom he 
Reprefents, in that cafe the Reprefentative has 
onely the Precedency, whilft he is exercifing the 
Office, or in AGions thereto relating ; And thus 
Sheriff-deputs with us have onely the Precedency 
due to their Conftituents, whilft they are exer- 
cifing thefe Ads which relate to their Office : 
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And yet I think, that thofe Reprefentatives of 
Subjects have even in all extrinfick and indiffe- 
rent Ads the Precedency due to their Confti- 
tuents, when they meet with others of the fame 
Degree, and thus amongft Sheriff-Deputes, cc. 
the Precedency is to be given according to the 
Precedency that is due to the Principal Sheriffs. 


QUESTION XXXIX. 


What Precedency is due to Affeffors appointed for 
Fudges, and to extraordinary Fudges 2 


IConcEIvVE that Affeflors chofen by a Judge 
get no Precedency thereby, fince Subjects cannot 
beftow Dignities; but that where the Prince 
names any man Affeffor to a Judicature, the 
Perfonfo named Affeffor, nam eft ejus umbra, his 
fhadow as the Law fpeaks, and the fhadow fhould 
follow the body : And with Us when the Coun- 
cil names Affeffors to the Juftices, the Affeffors 
vote onely after the Juftices ; And yet in France 
I find that Affeffors take place after the Prefident, 
and before the other Councellours, and fo it was 
decided at Paris, 1608. 

It may be alfo doubted, whether Our extraor- 
dinar Lords of Seffion who fit with and vote after 
the ordinar Judges, fhould have place after them 
if they were not Earles or Noblemen, as by the 
inftitution they are oblieged to be (but not either 
as that the King may not promote Gentlemen 
hereafter) quo cafu, I think they would take place 
after the ordinar, as they vote after them : For 
thefe extraordinar Lords are like to thefe ad- 
Seriptitii or alleGi, L. 2. C. ut dignit. ord, ferve- 
tur. of whom. Capitolinus in the life of Pertz- 
nax, quum Commodus alleEionibus innumeris pra- 
torios mifcuiffet, fenatufconfultum Pertinax fecit 
juffitque eos qui praturas non geffiffent fed al- 
le&tione accepiffent poft cos effe qui vere pratores 


fuiffent. 
QUESTION Xx: 


Whether can the King Creat now an new Earl, 
and Ordain him to preceed all the former 
Earles, or any fuch Number of them as he 
pleafes ? 


It would feem that the King cannot : For 
there being a Precedency acquired to the former 
farles by their firft Gift, the King cannot by any 
new Gift prejudge third Parties, and this were in 
effect to Forfeit them of their Precedency; Likeas 
it would feem, that fince moft Earldoms were 
granted’ by erecting Lands in an Earldom in fa- 
vours of the Receiver, that therefore the. Con- 
ceffions of Land and Honours are of the fame’Na- 
ture, and that no new Grant can prejudge the 
one, more then the other. 

But it may be urged on the Kings part, that 
the King being the onely Fountain of Honour, he 
may do therein as he pleafes, except in fo far as 
he is limited by Law ; And therefore fince there 
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is no Law with us limiting the King in this point, 
he may do therein as he pleafes. 2° ‘The King 
by Act of Parliament, Henry the Hight, is limited 
as to this point in England, fo that he can grant 
no fuch Preference And therefore it may be con- 
cluded that this'was formerly in his power even 
there, and that fince he is not limited here, his 
power is here intire as to this point, whereof 
many Inftances are given in anfwer to Que/l. 35. 
and fince that Statute, it is thought that His Ma- 
jefy may ordain the laft Knight to preceed all the 
reft formerly dubb’d and created, becaufe Knights 
are not expreftin that Statute. 3° We fee the 
King in Scotland does impower Countelfles to re- 
tain their former Precedency, though they marry 
a Hufband of a Rank inferiour to their firft Huf- 
band; And Dukes Daughters even after their 
Marriage, to retain the Precedency due to them 
as Dukes Daughters. 4° His Maje/fy does by 
new Confirmations transfer the Honours to Heirs 
Female, though the Patents at firft were only 
granted to Heirs Male, and fo by the not exift- 
ing of the Heirs Male, thofe Harles who have the 
next Precedency might afwell alleadge, That. the 
King could not by -any. new right in favours of 
the Heirs Female prejudge them. 5° His Maje- 
fy docs fometimes appoint any of his Officers of 
State to preceed others as he pleafes, though 
thefe may likewife alleadge, that there isjus que- 
fitum to them by their prior Gifts. 6° His Ma- 
jelly reftores the Sons of Perfons forfeited to their 
Fathers Precedency, notwithflanding of the jus 
gquafitum, by others medio tempore. 7° The 
King, has oblieged himfelf not to prefer the 
Knights of Nova Scotia, or Knights-Baronets , 
otherwife then according to their Creation, which 
had been unneceflar, if the King could not have 
preferred them by His Royal Prerogative: Some- 
times alfo His Maje/fy confirms to the Nobility 
the Entails of their Eftates, whereby they have 
power to name their Succeffors with the Prece- 
dency due to themfelves, which right being ordi- 
narly ratified in Parliament, ufes to -eftablith and 
transfer the Precedency upon the Heir or Succef- 
four, fo. nominated ; But fince Ratifications pafs 
without obfervation, and oftentimes without read- 
ing, it may be doubted whether fuch a Ratifica- 
tion fhould prejudge even thofe who were Mem- 
bers.of Parliament, but much more fuch as were 
not. prefent, or fuch were Created thereafter , 
thefe Ratifications not being properly publick and 
Legiftative Statutes, and fo can bind onely fuch 
as confented. 


QUESTION XLL 


Whether if the King foould creat an Earl with 
Precedency to all other Earles, during bis life ? 
Or if when an Earl is Forfeited, will his Lady 
in either of thefe Cafes retain the Precedency 
fhe formerly enjoyed during her Husbands life 2 


To. which it is anfwered, That as to the firft 
it was exprefly decided in England, in the cafe of

the Earl of Noringham, that he upon’ the furren- 
der of the Admirals Office, being by King Famer 
allowed the fame Precedency that belonged te 
Fohn Lord Meubray his Predeceffour, That there- 
fore his Lady fhould enjoy the fame Precedency 
if fhe furyived him, becaufe this was not a Dig- 
nity of Office, but a real Dignity fettled in his 
Perfon ; and generally in all real Dignities fuch 
as thofe of Dukes, Marqueffes, Earles, &c. the 
Wives participat the Hufbands Honour even after 
his Death, for it is not the Patent that confers thé 
Honour upon her, for elfe fhe could not enjoy 
the fame except fhe were therein imentiotied, but 
her right flows from the Common-Law which 
illuftrates the Wife with the Hufbands Dignity, 
becaufe Marriage is individua vite confisetudo 5 
And in the Law, the Hufband and Wife are one 
Perfon, and for the fame. reafon we fee likewife 
that the Wives of Knight-Batchelours, and Knights 
of the Bath, enjoy the fame Precedency that was 
due to their Hufbands, though they enjoyed the 
fame for Life: And whereas it may be objected 
that the Hufband having the Honour but for Life, 
it cannot be continued longer then for the time 
limited, or to be transferred to the Wife after the 
death of her Hufband. It is anfwered by the 
fame rule and proportion no Wife whatfoever 
fhould enjoy the Title of her Hufbands Honour 
after his deceas, but then all the Honour and 
Place fhould furceas, for fhe challenges nothing 
but from her Hufband: The Honour for perpe- 
tuity to the Heirs, concerns onely the Defcen- 
dants and they are thereby Enobled ; But to her 
a State for Life, and a State to the Heirs is all 
one. I find alfo that Sir Wiliam Heron having 
married the Daughter and Heir of the Lord Saye, 
and fo being in her right a Baron, and by reafon 
of that Marriage fummoned to the Parliament as 
a Peer of the Realm, having furvived his Wife, 
albeit he had no Iflue by her, he notwithftanding 
enjoyed that Title and Dignity during his Life. 

To the fecond branch of this Queftion it is an- 
fwered, The Wife of a Perfon forfeited, enjoyes 
the fame Title and Dignity that was due to her 
before the forfeiture ; for though it may feem that 
the Dignity of the Father is extinguifhed, and 
confequently fhe cannot enjoy it; Yet the Crime 
punifhes onely the Perfon, and corrupts onely the 
Blood guo-ad the Defcendants, but not yuo-ad the 
Wife : And though the Honour be extinguifhed, 
yet being extinguifhed upon a perfonal Account, 
the Punifhment ought not to reach further then 
the Crime. 


QUESTION XL. 


Whether amongft thofe of the Royal Line, does 
the next to the Royal Stock preceed 2 Or does 
the Precedency belong to the eldeft of that 
Branch ¢ 


THe reafon of this doubt is, Becaufe as in 
other Nobility the firft who is dignified has {till 
the Precedency, as being fartheft removed from 

the

the Dreggs and Lees of the Vulgar; So among ft 
thofe who are defcended of Kings, the laft is {till 
preferred as being nearer to the Common-Stock, 
by which all are Enobled: And therefore the 
Uncle, it feems, fhould preceed his Nephew by 
the elder Brother, as being a Degree nearer to 
the Stock, as was alleadged by the Catdinal of 
Bourbon, Uncle to Henry the Fourth : But yet it 
was juftly decided for Henry the Fourth, becaufe 
though the younger Branch be ftill preferred, yet 
amongft thefe of the fame Branch the eldeft is {till 
preferable, forby the right of Reprefentation he Re- 
prefented his Father, which Father would have been 
preferred, and here again the right of Birth-right 
{till returns: And this holds not only in France, 
as TiWet obferves, but with us in Britain, and 
generally in all Law, Exod. 6. and 1 Chron. 4. 
vid. Dec. Confil. 445. albeit of old in Scotland the 
Uncles did oftentimes ufurp upon this account, 
L’oifeau chap. 7. And to this day the eldeft Ca- 
dets in private Families do ftill take place with 
us, from the laft defeended beyond the Brothers 
of the Family, and thofe old Cadets take place of 
the Nephews, which is an Errour. 


QUESTION Xu. 


Whether and when is the vight or left Hand the 
chief Mark of Precedency 2 And whether is 
the Place oppofite to the Seat of the chief Per- 
fon who fits betwixt the two preferable to either 
vight or left Hand ? 


To this it is anfwered, That amongft both 
the Jews, Greeks, and Romans, where three were 
either fitting or walking, the middle-place was 
thought the chief place ; but where two were with- 
outa third, the right Hand was concluded the 
moré Noble amongft the Zews: And thus the 
Scripture tells us, That fuch as are to be faved 
foall fic at the right band of GOD; And yet in 
Facobs Blefling Epbraim and Manaffeb, the left 
Hand was preferred, Genef: 48. vid. Panfirol. 
lid. 1. pag. 501. But amongft the Romans it was 
doubted which of the two was preferable, Dem- 
flerus Antiq; Roman. pag. 866. And yet it is cer- 
tain that amongft the Turks the left fide is ac- 
counted the more Noble, becaufe he commands 
his Neighbours Sword: And though thefe be the 
chief Seats, yet he who is fet oppofite to him 
who fits in the midle, is thereby preferred to him 
who either fits upon the right or left Hand, fince 
in effet he is made the Correfpondent of the chief 
Perfon, as Golftadus defends by many Inftances,

QUESTION XLIV. 
Whether in Improbations raifed to fecure Preceden- 
cy, can Certifications be granted, afwell, againft 


Patents of Honour as againft other Writes ¢ 


Tus Queftion having occurred in a Debate 
Fanuary 1672. betwixt the Karl of Sutherland 


and the Ear! of Errol, It was urged that in Decla- 
ratours of Precedency, and Improbations raifed 
for fecuring thereof, no Certification could be 
granted, becaufe 1°. Such Certifications were on- 
ly granted where the Right and Title to be im- 
proven was conftitute by Write: But fo it is, 
that the Dignity and Honour of Dukes, Marqrie/- 
fes, Earles, &c. was not onely eftablifhed by 
Patents, or Infeftments, but might be acquired by 
bringing them in to Parliament in their Robes, 
and fuch other formes of Creation, as have been 
pradifed both amongft us and other Nations, 
againft which no Certification could operat. 
2°, Certifications are onely allowed where the 
Purfuer of the Improbation has a direc: Title to 
that whereof the Right is to be improven, exclu- 
five of all others: But fo it is that the Karl of Su- 
therland, nor no other has an exprefs, and expli- 
cite Right to be the firft Earl of Scotland, andany 
right he has to the Precedency ; arifes only con- 
fequentially. 3°. Improbations being onely a 
Remedy introduced by our Law aad the native 
defigne thereof being to fecure real Rights, and 
private Eftates : It ought to be extended to no 
fuch Cafe, as that of Dignities and Honours, to 
which it has never been applyed, during thefe 
many Yeats that Improbations have been ufed 
here, and to which certainly our Predeceffours 
would have applyed them, if the nature of the 
Aion would have allowed it, 

To which it was anfwered, Chat Certifications be- 
being introduced amongft us, to fecure the Pur- 
fuer againft any Events in the Defenders Hand, 
which might prejudge the Purfuers right, they 
ought to be extended to Honours eftablithed 
by Patent, or Infeftment, thefe being Rights 
that are tranfmitted by Write, and this. being 
the nature of thofe Certifications, they ought 
to take place every whete except where exprefs 
Law or Decifions have reftriéted them.. And 
therefore, fince there is no Law nor Decifion, 
Declaring that Certifications fhall not be granted - 
againft Patents, or Infeftments which tranfmit 
Honour: They ought to be granted againft thefe, 
afwell as againft other rights. Nor is it craved, 
that thefe Certifications fhould run againft Ho- 
nours tranfmitted vie faéti, fuch as Robing, and 
Belting, and though the Purfuer be not defigned 
by his Infeftments the firft Earl, yet that cannot 
hinder him from removing by this Certification, 
all Wiites, ot Evidents, which may hinder him 
to be the firft; Upon which Debate, the Lords 
refufed to grant Certification againft fuch Pa- 
tents, or Infeftments. 


Courfes taken by Princes and Judges, when they 
intend to foun the decyding of Contraverfies 
concerning Precedency, and) to preferve thé 


Rights of all the Competitors. 


Firft, They ordain the Competitors to preceed 
one another by turns, and alternatively : And 
thus the Emperour Lewis the Fourth did in dn- 
no 1328. decide betwixt the Prince Palatine, and 
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the Duke of Bavaria, and fo thé Parliament of 
Pzris decided in Anno 16163 but left the firft 
turn fhould give the Precedency that ufes to be 
decided by lot. 3 
old, for the Thebans did fo decide betwixt the 
Brother-Kings, Etheocles and Polinix 5 and Plu- 
tarch obferves the fame betwixt Thye/tes and 
Attreus, 

Secondly, They ufe to affigne one of the Gom- 
petitors a place out of all Rank; as was dghe to 
the Spanifo Ambailadour in the Council of [rent, 
and is frequently done in Our Parliaments ; But 
though this preferves the Right, it infinuates a 
Ceding: And therefore the juiter way is to place 
both fo without the Benches, as that neither of 
their Seats can fhew any Preference, as was done 
at the Council of Trent betwixt the Emperours 
Ambafladour and the Cardinal of Trent. 

Thirdly, They ufe to caufe them to enter by 
feveral Doors, as was obferved betwixt the Queen 
of France, and Margaret Sifter to Charles the 
Fifth, as Guicciardin obferves. 

Fourthly, They ufe round Tables, or to write 
the Names of the Pretenders in a Circle, an Ex- 
ample whereof we have in Garius, lib. 1. Inflitut. 
and Pope Urbane having defired the Francifcans to 
give him three of their Number, out of which 
he might chufe one to be Cardinal, they wrote 
down their three Names circular-ways 5° but in 
this cafe, the Names fhould be,written down ex- 
adly in the middle of the Table or Paper ; for 
elfe as Crantzius obferves, he whofe Name is 
next to the top of the Paper has thereby fome 
Precedency. — - 

Fiftbly, The eldeft of the Competitors is {till 
ordained to preceed : Of which Livius gives an 
Inftance, 2. 42. and King ‘fames the Sixth de- 
cided fo between feveral Families in Scotland, and 
particularly between the Lairds of Blair and Bal- 
thaok. 

Sixthly, Sometimes he who was firft promoted 
toa Benefice or Office is preferred, where the 
difference is betwixt the Offices or Benefices ; and

Seventhly, Sometimes alfo the Com petitors are 
preferred according as they produce their Coms 
miffions, as was done in the Council of Trent bes 
twixt the Ambaffadours of Portugal and Hungary 3 
and the Polonians do frequently in Competitions 
between Ambaffadours, prefer him who firft en- 
ters their Territories, Bodin. de Repub, lib, 1, 
Cap. 9. 

Lightly, Sometimes alfo the Competitors are 
ordained to give their fuffrage and preceed accord- 
ing to the refpect due to the Nations, and not to 
the Perfons : As was decided in the Council of 
Conftans and Ba/fil, 

Ninthly, It is obferved that O&zvins Farnefius 
Prince of Parma and Placentia, to fhun the diffe~ 
rence of Precedency betwixt his two Towns of 
Parma and Placentia, did write himfelf Duke of 
P.P. And King Fames the Sixth to hun any, 
debate that could have been between Scotlznd and 
England, aflamed the Title of King of Great Bri- 
tain. 

Tentbly, Some ufe to fecure themfelves acainkk 
fuch Contefts by Proteftations, which certainly 
do interrupt prefcription, and preferve the Prote- 
fers right, L. 14. § 8. ff. de Relig. but in that 
cafe the proteftation mult be prefently interpofed, 
for proteftations after the deeds contraverted are 
ended and paft, are concluded to be of no value, 
Carpzol, def: 22. for proteftations cannot be 
drawn back: But it has been doubted whether 
the Perfon againft whom the proteftation is taken, 
does prejudge himfelf, when he does not proteft 
in the contrar, for this feems to infer an acquief- 
cence that the proteftation is juft, fince qui tacet 
confentire videtur, and this is the occafion, why 
in our Judicatures when one protefts, the other 
ordinarly protefts in the contrare: But yet it is 
generally concluded that Silence in that cafe does 
hot prejudge him againft whom the proteftation 
is taken, fince he knows that in Law the protetta- 
tion fecures his right, Tu/c. tom. 6, Concluf. 94.1.

Birth either from the City, 
Court, or Camp, which of all 
is efteemed the moft worthy 
aid honourable, raifing fome 
to Imperial and Princely Dig- 
nities, and difthroning others : And in all 
Kingdoms (even amongft the barbarous Ameri- 
cans ) War hath ever been, and yet is, held in 
high Efteem and of great Importance ; as well 
for the prefervation of their Laws and Rights, 
as for the defence of their Dominions; for which 
War is perinitted by the Laws of God, is taught 
by the Laws of Nature, and commanded by the 
Laws of Nations. And to excite Men to Valour 
and ‘noble Atchievments, Reward, or Honours is 
conferred upon fuch that merits the fame, ac- 
cording to their Deferts, for the defence of holy 
Church, their King, and Country, 

War being therefore of fuch concern, it beho- 
veth every prudent Prince, for the welfare of his 
People, to be always prepared for Peace or War, 
either Offenfive or Defenfive, both for Foreign 
Invafion, or the fupprefling Domeftick Infurre- 
ions; wherefore it hath been found expedient 
to joyn good Laws (the Friends of Peace and 
Reft) unto Arms; War being always accompa- 
nied with Men of audacious and furious Spirits. 

Fuftinianus, for the uniting of Laws and Arms, 
appointed one Officer, called a Prator, to com- 


mand both Martially and Civilly ; which Name 
the Romans continued for their General of War, 
and by his Office had Authority both Martial 
and Civil. By which it appears that War cannot 
endure without the afliftance of Law : And wife 
Men, in former Ages, did hold that Prudence 
and Power ought not to be feparated; of which 
Opinion was Horace, fayine, Vis expers confilit 
mole vuit fua. Likewife for the fame reafon, 
learned Writers were induced to commend valiant 
Captains and wife Counfellors, as it were joyntly 
and in one rank; for with Simonides they joyned 
Paufanias, with Crafus, Solon; and with Pericles, 
Anaxagoras. 


Of War, and the Canfes thereof: 


Discorb is common to all Men, and 
that occafioned either by Revenge for Injuries 
done, out of Covetoufnefs in gaining that which 
belongs to others; for Ambition in gaining 
Fame by noble Victories, or fuch like Reafons ; 
and this maketh one City to wage War againft 
another, one Province to invade another, and 
whole Kingdoms to opprefs one another, even 
toa Conqueft ifthey can. Ari/forle proveth. that 
fome Men by nature are born to Command, and 
others to Obey : By which it appears that War 
is neceflary, as well to compel thofe to Obedience, 
as others to hold their Authority. The Romans 
did fometimes judge it convenient to make War, 
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to train up their Youth fit for Service, and to 
keep them from Idlenefs, which breedeth In- 
temperance and Difhonefty. And by Aéton , 
Princes that are martially inclined, have not only 
gained Renown, but alfo much enlarged their 
Dominions. Yet Iam of the Opinion, That War 
ought not to be made without juft Caufe, and 
when the Enemy cannot be perfwaded to Reafon 
by Ambaffadors, prudent Princes and Comman- 
ders do not wage War unadvifedly ; and when 
they do, they fhould follow the Example of Tra- 
janus, who obferved thefe Cautions 5 to be care- 
ful to fupply the-places of his flain Soldiers, to 
reprefs the Enemies Pride ; and according to Mi- 
litary Difcipline, conftrain Mutiners to Obedience 
and Order. 


Of Soldiers. 


SoLDIERS, or Men profefling Arms, ac- 
cording to Ulpianus, were called Milites a ma- 
litia, id ef? duritia, that is, were fo named in 
refpect of the hardnefs and danger they endure 
in defence of other People, or becaufe they keep 
off the Injuries which Enemies do offer. He that 
defireth to enjoy the Honour belonging to Arms, 
ought firft to prove himfelf a Soldier: which by 
the Civil Laws may be done three ways; the 
firft is by Certificate from the Captain or Officers, 
fecondly, he ought to make proof of his Expe- 
rience and Manhood in Martial Affairs; and 
thirdly, to be regiftred in the Lift of received 
Soldiers : And none other properly ought to be 
termed Soldiers. 

By ancient Cuftom, Soldiers always took ati 
Oath not to abandon their Captain or Camp, not 
to commit Treafon, nor confult with one another 
privately to caufe Mutining, and the like. Mar- 
tianus the great Doctor, did reje& Bondmen as 
perfons unfit and unworthy to be called Soldiers 5 
and no Perfon that hith committed any infamous 
Crime, of which he is conviéted, ought after- 
wards to bear Arms; fo honourable is the Name 
and Dignity of a Soldier. ; 

The perfons excufed from bearing Arms, are 
Priefts, and all in Holy Orders, all Graduates in 
Schools, all Men above the Age of 60 Years, and 
thofe under the Age of 17 Years. 

Thofe Soldiers that had long ferved the Ro- 
mans, either in their Legion, or elfewhere, and 
deported themfelves obediently to their Officers, 
and honeftly to all Men, were called Veterani, 
and had great favour fhewed them 5 and that 
when any Veteran had honeftly ferved them the 
fpace of twenty Years, he was then called Eme- 
ritus, and might have his Difmiffion to end his 
Days in Peace and Quietnefs; with the enjoy- 
ment of divers Immunities, befides fignal marks 
of Honour according to their Merit; which was 
“a great Encouragement to Youth to be trained up 
in Military Service, which oft-times they made 
ufe of, appointing Tutors to inftrué them therein, 
and thefe they called Tyrones. 


Honour MitirTary. 


And as on the one hand the Romans rewarded 
them for goodService, fo on the other they infli- 
Ged Punifhments according to the heinoufnefs of 
the Offence; as for Treafon, Difobedience, aban- 
doning their Colours, and affifting the Enemy 5 
alfo for Theft, Murder, and Cowardife, which 
they efteemed moft vile. The experience of 
which was feen when Sprattacus defeated the 
Romans, conducted by Craffius : For prefently 
upon that difhonour, Craffus commanded a De- 
cimation, and put to Death a tenth Man in every 
Legion, for not having couragioufly behaved him- 
felf; which being done, he begin the Fight 
afrefh, and although their Number was leffened, 
yet were they victorious, and made havock of 
the Enemy. And if it happened that a Soldier 
was degraded for any Offence, it was deemed 
more difhonourable unto him, than a Punifhment 
either Corporal or Pecuniary. 

The Donatives or Rewards which the Romans 
ufed to beftow on deferving Soldiers, were either 
advance of Honour, increafe of Wealth, or both; 
and that more or lefs, according to their Deferts s 
fome of which I fhall here give account of. 
To him that had difmounted an Enemy Cif a 
Foot-man) was given a pot of Gold, or a piece 
of Plate; and if an Horfe-man, an ornamental 
Badge to be fet on his Creft. He that firft mounted 
the Wall of an Enemies Town or place of Forti- 
fication, had a Crown of Gold. O€avius Cafar, 
after the Philippian War, gave unto the Legio- 
nary Soldiers certain Crowns, and unto every 
Captain a purple Garment. ‘Julius Cafar, after 
his Triumph for Victory againft Pharnax, gave 
unto every Soldier five thoufand Groats, to every 
Leader twice as many, and to every Horfe-man 
double fo much. Pompeius having overcome Mithri- 
dates, before he triumphed, beftowed upon every 
Soldier five hundred Groats, and upon the Cap- 
tains a far greater Reward. And Alexander Se- 
verus did ufually fay, That Soldiers would not 
live in awe of their General, if they were not 
well clothed, well fed, well armed, and fome Ma- 
ney in their Purfes. 

Nor was the Romans flack in their Rewards 
unto their Generals; for befides rich Prefents, 
they conferred Honour on them, and received 
them home with triumphal Arches; and to per- 
petuate their Fame, they erected Pillars, Statues, 
or Obylisks, to fet forth their noble Victories. 

But what need we fetch all thefe Examples 
from the Romans, when our modern Princes do 
the fame : Witnefs the high advance to Honour 
and Riches that our Sovereign, King Charles the 
Second, beftowed on that truly Loyal and much 
deferving Subject, George late Duke of Albemarle, 
whom I fhall anon take more occafion to {peak of 3 
Nor hath His Majefty’s Favour been only thewed 
on him, but on divers others, as their Merits 
deferved ; fome of which I fhall alfo take occa- 
fion to fpeak of in place more convenient. 


Honour Mruiirary. 


Of Ambaffadors or Legats. 


THE Office of an Ambaflador is of fo great 
Honour and Truft, that none are imployed therein, 
but fuch as are fufficiently known unto their 
Prince for Perfons of Integrity, Prudence, Know- 
ledge in State Affairs, and fuch as will be ftriét 
Obfervers of their Mafters Commands. The Ro- 
mans had fo high an efteem for Ambaffadors, 
that whenfoever any came to Rome, he was firft 
brought unto the Temple of Saturnus, where his 
Name was written before the Prefectiarii, and 
from thence he was condutted to deliver his Em- 
bafly to the Senate. Ambaffadors ought to be in 
all Countries inviolable; and whofo offered Vio- 
tence unto them, was thought to have done con- 
trary to the Law of Nations: which caufed Pub- 
lius Mutius to command, That whofoever did 
aflault an Ambaffador, fhould be delivered up to 
the Enemy from whom the Ambaflador was fent 5 
and although the Enemy received him not, yet 
was he to remain an Exile. 

Ambaffadors are generally imployed by their 
Prince for the Confirming or Eftablifhing of Peace, 
a Truce, or Leagues: fo demand Reftitution for 
Things unjuftly detained, or Satisfaction for In- 
juries done : To eftablifh or adjuft Commerce, 
or the like. And they are fent (and fo likewife 
received) in fome State and Grandure befitting fo 
high a Dignity. 

The Ceremonies, in many Countries, for the 
Confirming and Eftablifhing of Peace, a Truce, 
and Leagues have been diverfly ufed. 

The Lacedemonians confirmed their Treaties 
with great Sacraments, {wearing to obferve the 
fame juftly, and without Fraud. The Tarta- 
vians caufed fome Weapon of War to be brought, 
and thereupon they took an Oath to obferve the 
fame; which done, they drank of the Water 
wherein the Weapon was wathed. The Grecians 
(after the death of Cyrus the younger) confirm- 
ing a Peace with Arieno, a Commander of a bar- 
barous fort of People, caufed a Bull, a Boar, a 
Wolf, and a Ram to be flain, and laid upon a 
Shield, and in the Blood of thofe Beafts the Gre- 
cians dipt their Swords, and the Barbarians their 
Launces, each protefting to obferve Fidelity and 
Friendfhip to each other. And the Romans ufed 
this Ceremony, that when Peace was made, the 
Pretor, the Conful, or Senate delivered to the 
Fecial an Herb called Verbena, or Grafs pull’d 
up by the Root, and therewith fome Boughs 
of Verbena, together with a Flint taken out of 
the Temple of Fupiter Feretrius 5 which done, 
the Facial caufed a Sow to be brought to the 
Market-place, and holding a Scepter in his Hand, 
having his Head covered with a Cloath, he 
crowned himfelf with a Crown of Verbena, then 
befeeched he Fupiter, Mars, and the other Gods, 
that if any of the Parties failed to perform their 
Agreements, that then he fhould be ftricken 
and flain like the Sow; after which Impreca- 
tions her Body was cut with the Flint, upon 
which they caft Fire and Water, and fo their 
Sacrifice was folemnized. 
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Of War, and the natural Inclinations of the 
Englifh to it. 


IRRATIONAL Animalsand Vegetables are 
not only fubject to, and fwayed by the Powers 
and Influences of the Climate under which they 
live, but likewife the Temperatures and Com- 
plexions of Mens Bodies, which alfo worketh 
different effects in their Minds and Difpofitions : 
For proof whereof, Experience fheweth that the 
Italians and French (as well in former Ages as 
at prefent) are more naturally Courtly, and of 
brisker Spirits than the Flemmings : The Spa- 
niards and Lybians more Agile and Crafty, fub- 
ject to Choller, Malice, and Pride, than the Suede, 
Mufcovite, or other Septentrional People remoter 
from the Sun, who are more inclined to Valour 
and Animofity, and the Nations proximate to the 
Sun have their Blood feccicated, which caufeth 
Melancholinefs, and are noted for the fearching 
into the Secrets of Nature. The Greeks are in- 
clined to Anger, but noted to have been exquifite 
Mechanicks. The Egyptians and Fews are addi- 
&ed to Superftition and Idolatry. The Turks 
and Tartars to Cruelty : Yea, the carelefs Ame- 
ricans to Luft and Idlenefs, reprefenting the 
Golden Age in their modern Lives, who are, ac- 
cording as Ovid fanfies, the ancient World. 


Contentique cibis nullo cogente creatus, 
Arbutes fetus, montanaque fraga legebant. 
Cornaque, & in duris herentia mora rubetis 
Erque deciderant patula Jovis arbore glandes. 


Content with Natures vain fore’d food 
They gather Wildings, Strawberries of the Wood, 
Sower Curnels, what upon the Bramble grows, 


And Acrons which Joves fpreading Oak beftows. 


To draw home to Britain, a Microcofine of it 
felf, fituate under a temperate Clime, Fertile to 
the envy of many of her Neighbours, and blefled 
with all that is neceffary for Human Life, pro- 
ducing Men endowed with all the Vertues that 
other People difperfed over the Face of the Uni- 
verfe can boaft of, and principally with Hearts 
that contemn Death it felf, which to other Na- 
tions is fo dreadful, having an affection to Arms, 
and are covetous of Fame, Sovereignity, and Ho- 
nour above other Men, 

But it may be objected, How then comes it 
to pafs that we are confined within the narrow 
Bounds of our Britifh Seas 2 Secondly, Where- 
fore have we quitted our Claim to France, or fuf- 
fered it to lye dormant fo many Ages ? 

To the Firft may be anfwer’d, That it was 
the Piety of our Princes to content their félves 
within their own Limits, and were unwilling to 
be troublefome to other Princes, until our Henry 
the Second was fupplicated by the [rib to com- 
miferate their Calamities, and deliver them out 
of their inteftine Broyls, into which their irre- 
concileable Divifions and unchriftian-like Fewds 
had plunged them. Thus by Compofition, wh 
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than Conqueft, was. our Soyereignity confirmed 
in Ireland, and the Charter figned by the Irifb 
Princes and the Commonalty, which being tranf. 
mitted to Rome, was confirmed by Pope Adrian 
about the Year 1174. 

For France it may alfo be anfwered ; That 
we were conftrained to vindicate a juft Title to 
that Crown by force of Arms, when Arguments 
and fair Means would not prevail: And for the 
lofs of it, ’tis apparent in all Hiftories, that our 
Difcords at Home, not the Courage or Force of 
France, forced us to quit the fame, gaining with 
few Blows what otherwife they -would not f 
much as have attempted.. Add hereunto the Co- 
vetoufnefs and Envy of fome of our Natives, who 
being themfelves out of Command, will yield 
any tearms to a foreign Enemy, rather than main- 
tain an Army in Pay for their Security; by 
which facile Conceffions and Peace’ thus pur- 
chafed, we difcourage, our Soldiery, fuffer them to 
lofe their Difcipline, and to degenerate by Sloath 
and Idlenefs 5 (a Depravity which coft the Ro- 
mans very dear at the beginning of their fecond 
Carthaginian War ) being almoft ruined before 
they could recover their former prattice of Arms, 
but for us meliora [pero. 

War being in divers Cafes juft upon the Offen- 
five part, and abfolutely neceflary on the De- 
fenfive, ’tis fit we confider the proper Definition 
thereof. It is generally faid, to be the Exercife 
of Arms againft an Enemy, but more properly 
*tis a Contention between Princes or States, by 
force of Men under Difcipline to obtain Viétory : 
And the end of War is either to obtain Victory, 
or to live in Peace and Honour. 

The Divifion of War (for fo much as concerns 
England) may be of two Sorts or Kinds; viz. 
Terene and Naval; in open Field, or upon the 
Seas. The Art and Exercife of both are abfo- 
lutely neceflary, it being impoffible for’ us to 
fecure our Shoars, if we are not Mafters of the 
Seas 3 nor were we ever victorious in our Tranf- 
marine Attempts, before our Enemies Naval Forces 
were conquered, as appears by the Hiftories of 
Edward the Third, Henry the Fifth, gc. Thus 
are our Oaken Caftles our fecureft Bulwarks to 
defend us from our Enemies ; nor can we offend 
them abroad without thefe floating Squadrons ; 
how needful then is the excellent Employ of Na- 
vigation to our Nation, and how glorious, or 
rather terrible might we be to the Univerfe, if 
we did more encourage it, by maintaining a Royal 
Navy, and having an Army ready upon any occa- 
fion ; be it either by ftanding Troops, ora refor- 
med and well difciplined Militia, which is held 
more grateful to the People in general. 

Philip de Comines tells us of of his own know- 
ledge, Chat the Englifb, at their firft Arrival in 
France, were very raw, and ill difciplined Sol- 
diers, but within the fpace of two or three Weeks, 
which they: fpent in moderate Exercife, before 
the French could rally up a Force to engage them, 
they grew expert in their Weapons, and became 
fit for’ the Field-Service: from whence he con- 
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cludes, That the Englifb, of all People in the 
World, are'the moft prone to War, -and apteft to 
make good Soldiers. Our late Aions at Home 
and Abroad juftifie our ligitimate Succeflion from 
fuch valiant Anceftors; nor is there any thing 
fo much wanting among{t. us, as Encouragement 
to the truly generous Martial Spirits. Charles the 
Fifth, advifes his Son to preferve his old Soldiers 
from Sloath by conftant Exercife, and to train 
up the Youth of Spain under Leaders who had 
Lands, Goods, and Relations, to fecure their Loy- 
alty to the Crown, if they were naturally ad- 
di&ed to. Arms; becaufe fenfe of Honour, or 
fhame.of, Punifhment, with the lofs of Eftate; 
muft ‘neceffarily prevail more with fuch, than 
can be expected from others who carry all their 
Intereft)in their Perfons, and have nothing to 
cate for but their own Safety. Alfo. the Privi- 
lege of wearing a Martial Robe ; the Priority of 
place in fome publick Affemblies, or 
would much) encourage Youth to Mar 
pline. Nor is this only a Spanif> De 
twas the practice of the Romans, w 
feveral Triumphs for their Vicor 
and alfo. particular Rewards for their p 
diers. He who had firft. boarded) an Enemies 
Ship, entred their Camp or Garrifon, { 
of their Captains in Con | ) 
was rewarded with a Silver Crown of form 
noting his Exploit, with a Collar of Gold, or 


the 
like ;. the. wearing of which -in their Theatres 
was prized equal to the pofleflion of a Seignory 


without fuch'an Honour. We read of a young 
Man in Scipio's Army, who had done gallant 
Exploits in a Battel under him, fo that he de- 
ferved fuch a Reward as aforefaid 5 Scipio judging 
of his Mind, gave him a good Sum of Money, 
exhorting him to perfevere in his Valour: but he 
with a fad Countenance laid down the Gold at 
Scipio’s Feet, demanding of him the Honourable 
Enfign of Vidory in lieu of the Gold, preferring 
Glory before Gain ; for which noble AG he was 
not only commended, but advanced by the Ge- 
neral, as moft fit for Honour and Office, having 
a Spirit free from the fordid Vice of Covetoufnefs, 
which blafts the Fame of many a valiant Captain, 
and ruins many a brave Army. It were to be 
wifhed that fuch Roman Spirits were now to be 
found amongft us, and then ’tis probable the War 
might have proved more Succefsful : but now 
adays fuch true Valour gives place to Intereft, 
and to an Officer of Fortune, the dread of being 
disbanded makes a Victory more fatal to him than 
a Foil ; for who will beat his Enemy, that muft 
feel a want when he has none to appear againft > 
What then more ferviceable than a well-difciplined 
Militia to be imployed upon all Occafions, at Sea 
and Land ? For the Officers (as Men of Eftates) 
would be glad to win Honour with hazard of 
their Lives; and if they fhould return with the 
lofs of a Limb, would not put the King to the 
Charge of a Penfion : And for the Soldiers, when 
difmift, may immediately fall to their Trade, or 


to Husbandry, pleafing themfelves to tell their 
Neigh- 
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Neighbours the Story of their Adventures 
Thus the large Armies of Horfe, which fup 
port the Twrki/b Empire, are maintained. Thus 
is Poland preferved from the Power of the Turk: 
and by this very way were our Kings antiently 
guarded, their Caftles defended, their Forces 
for Conqueft, as well as Defence, muftered up 
(wis. by Knights Service) as our Hiftories and 
Law Books fufficiently demonftrate. : 


Of Captains General, Marfhals, 
and other Chief Commanders. 


N Army may be provided, a Navy rigged, 
A manned, and equipped, but the chief and 
moft difficult Tafk is to find a Generalijfimo 
worthy of Command, one upon whofe Conduc& 
the Hope of the War depends; I meat not in 
the Force of his Perfon, but in his Knowledge 
in Military Affairs, in his Magnanimity, which 
comprehends the four Cardinal Virtues, viz. 
Prudence, Juftice, Temperance, and Fortitude; 
in his Authority, and in his Difpofition to en- 
gage the Affections of his Soldiers, without 
which they will hardly be brought to do him 
Honour, nor their King and Country good Ser- 
vice, as might be demonftrated by feveral Ex- 
amples, were it convenient. 

It behoveth a General, not only to Conduct 
his Army, but carefully to provide for them 
Provifions as well as Ammunition, and to fhew 
himfelf prudent, patient, cautious, and liberal 
unto them, endeavouring to gain by Love what 
he might command from them by Power. And 


this made Homer to call Agamemnon a Paffor of 


People, becaufe he carefully looked after the 
Safety of his Army. Theodofius the Emperor 
did not command the meaneft of his Soldiers to 
do any thing, but that he himfelf would fome- 
times do. And Antonius did fometimes march 
on foot, and carry in his Hand the general Kin- 
fign of the Army, which was very ponderous, 
to fhew that his Soldiers fhould not refufe to un- 
dergo any Labour that fhould be required from 
them. 

Amongft the many good Properties required 
in a General, nothing is more commendable 
than Liberality ; and on the contrary, Covet- 
oufnefs as much deteftiblé: for hard it is to at- 
tend the Affairs of War, and be overmuch in 
love with Money. Yet that Commander, who 
with Honour and good Confcience can attain’ to 
Wealth, is not to be difliked 5 for thereby he 
may upon an emetgent Occafion” fupply the 
Wants of a neceffitated Army. And that Gene- 
ral is moft to be efteemed, who (as a Soldier) 
knoweth how to offend his Enemy, to govern 
_ his own Forces, patiently to fuffer Want, and 
to endure Labour, Heat, and Cold: For fome- 
times it is found, that he who hath Authority 
to command, wanteth another to command him, 
for want of true Knowledge of thofe things that 


belong unto his Office; for it is more difficult 
for a General or Commander to know what be- 
longeth unto him, than to execute the Office 
of that Place, feeing that Skill muft precede 
Aion, and Ufe go before Commandment. 

It is expedient for all Princes and Command- 
ers to be well read in Hiftories, and principally 
thofe that concern the Actions of their Anceftors; 
And this (as fome believe) caufed King Ed- 
ward the Third ( when he made War againft 
Robert the Second, King of Scots) to order a 
certain Monk to attend him in that Expedition; 
to write down all the Actions of that Enterprize. 
Mabomet the Second, Emperor of the Turks; 
endeavoured much to know the Hiftories of his 
Predeceffors, and gave liberally unto one Fobn 
Maria of Vinzenza, to write the Victories he 
obtained againft Uffancaffan, King of Perfia. 
Much more Praife and Honour is due unto thofé 
Commanders, that by long Service, and due 
degrees of War, have deferved the Titles apper- 
taining unto Arms, and bear about them the 
Scars and Marks of true Valour. 

A General of Horfe (according to Plato ) 
ought to be made by the Confent of the whole 
Army. The Praefeéi, or great Commanders, 
were elected by thofe Soldiers that bare Targets ¢ 
The Tribuni Militum had their Advancement by 
the Voice of Men at Arms; and other Captains 
or Commanders of a lower Quality were chofen 
by the Chief General. And that Perfom that in 
Service was moft painful, in Actions moft in- 
duftrious, in Perils moft refolute, in Counfel 
moft provident, and in Execution moft quick, 
was by the Chieftains elected for their Km- 
peror. : 

Leo the Emperor, in his Book entituled, 
The Preparation for War, {peaking of the Ele- 
dion of a General, faith, That to know the Ge- 
nerofity of a Horfe, or a Dog, we have regard 
to his proper Operations, rather than to the Dam 
or Sire which begot him, even fo the Noblene/s 
of a Man ought to be confidered by bis proper 

Zalour and Virtue, and not by the Blood of thofe 
that brought him into the World, neither of the 
Glory of bis Anceftors, which oft-times degene- 
rates. 1 confefs, to aim more at the Noblenefs 
of the Blood, than at the neceflary Virtues of 
the Perfon chofen, isa dangerous Error in Time 
of Adion, and proved fatal to Phocas the Em- 
peror, when he fent his Nephew Manicel a+ 
gainft the Seraxens, being a young Man of no 
Experience, yet ftubborn in his Refolves ; who, 
contrary tothe Vote of his Council of War, fol= 
lowed his Enemy, till he was drawn by them in- 
to certain Streights, and hemmed in, and the 
moft part of his Army flain, Fazelli, lib. 6. 
Dec. 2. Hift, Sicili. 

A Charge of fo grand an Import, ought there- 
fore to be beftowed upon a worthy Perfon, 
whofe Virtues have been tried in Limes of Trou- 
ble, one (if to be found) whofe Conduct hath 
been crowned with Succefs. The Commander, 
whofe Helmet hath oe ufually canopied ma 
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the Plumes of Vidory, will not quickly be for- 
faken of his Soldiers in the uttermoft Extremi- 
ty; they ftillexpedting the fame Fortune fhould 
attend him, as Fulius Cefar oftentimes experi- 
enced: nor is it an eafy Tatk to engage an Ene- 
iy againft him upon equal Terms. , 

An experienced, liberal, and tender affectio- 
native General to his Soldiers, is then the’ Man : 
and the more Iluftrious by Birth, the better 5 
Equality caufing Emulation, which fome con- 
vert to Envy, and that-oftentimes ends in inve- 
terate Malice, 

Never have we been more fortunate than in 
our Royal Armies when we have hada King, 
or an Heir Apparent. to the Crown, the Head 
thereof, witnefs our Victories in Pale/tine and 
Ojprus, under King Richard; our many:viéo- 
rious Henries and Edwards; the Battels of 
Crefi, Poitiers, and Agincourt ; our grand Vi- 
Gory at Sea inthe Dutch War, under the Con- 
dué& of his Royal Highnefs Fames Duke of York. 
Nor are we at’ prefent deftitute of Captains of 
the Blood Royal, which are endowed with all 
Virtues and Princely Qualities requifire for fo 
great Imploy ; “Let me but mention his: Royal 
Highnefs the Duke of York, and all Chriften- 
dom will fecond me, to his eternal’ Fame, that 
neither Alexander, Cafar, nor any other. old 
Captains fhewed greater Courage or Skill, pafled 
through greater Perils by Land, or Sea, than he 
hath done. nor is there any Perfon in) Europe, 
that can juftly difpute for Glory with: him, or 
whofe. Life hath been fo illuftrious., Let us 
but confider, how that at Twenty Years of Age 
he.had traced moft Part of Chriftendom:to:en- 
counter glorious Actions; that fince, he has been 
énéuged>in' all forts of Gombats, wherein he 
hath been Conqueror: That he, hath appeared 
magnanimous in’ Campaigns, Leguers, Battels, 
and:Sieges by Lands in«the moft furious and 
dreadful Sea Fights,.in which. he kath given 
Life to fome Enemies, : and taken it from others + 
His efcaping {uch Hazards, and pafling by -do- 
meftick Broils .with a»Princely. Scorn, would 
half perfuade. a.credulous Perfon, ‘that he had 
evaded the: Time of dying, and that for the 
World's general Good) it were:decreed, he fhould 
endureias long asthe Sun and Moon, to fupport 
the Grandeur of the Briti/o Monarchy, «in the 
Perfon of his Sacred: Majefty: King Charles the 
Second, and his lawful Succeffors. 


Next to his Royal Highnefs, we may juftly 
eommemorize his Highnefs Prince Rupert, Duke 
of Bavaria, Count Palatine of the Rhine, Duke 
of Cumberland, Karl of Holderne{s, Gc. who 
from his, Birth was. defigned for Warlike ‘At- 
chievments: for the Calamities that\ followed 
that Illuftrious Family from Bobémia to the Pa- 
latinate, forced) the Queen and this Infant Prince 
into the Low ‘Countries, where he pafled his 
tender Age in the practifing the Knowledge of 
Military Affaus 5 infomuch, that at about the 
Age of Thirteen Years he marched under the 
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Command of the Prince of Orange tothe Siege 
of Rhineberg, and proved fo good a Proficient 
in that rough Study, that at the Age. of Kigh- 
teen he was thought fit to command a Regiment 
of Horfe in Germany. Inthe Battel of Lem- 
Sow, 1638. being taken by the Imperialifts, un- 
der the Command of Count Hatajfield, he re- 
mained a Prifoner above three Years, till by. the 
Mediation of his Uncle, the King of Great Bri- 
tain, he was fet at Liberty : And in Requital of 
which Kindnefs, hearing that England was in 
an’ Uproar, he pofted hither, and tendered -his 
Service'to his Uncle, who in duno 1642. gta- 
cioufly received him; and at a Chapter held at 
York, was made Knight of the moft Noble Or- 
der of the Garter.’ *I'was then a Time of A- 
ion, and each Party endeavoured to gain a Re- 
putation by their Valour at the opening of the 
War; in which his Highnefs had the Fortune 
to rout a Party of the Rebels Horfe near Wor- 
cefler, commanded by one Colonel Sands. The 
Prince being made General of his Majefty’s Ca- 
valry, -he had Field-room enough to exercife 
his Courage, and fhew his Condué.. Divers — 
Encounters, and fome pitched Fields, are fought 
with various Succefs, viz. at Edghil, the tak- 
ing of Cirencefter, the railing of the Siege of 
Newark, . Litchfield, and Latham-Houfe, the 
taking of Briffol, and thofe bloody Battels at 
Newberry and Marflon-Moor, in all which he 
wasa principal A@or, and in fome, the chief 
Commander. And ,as.an Acknowledgment. of 
his, Majefty’s, Favours for thefe his many Ha- 
zards and good Services done, he was created 
Duke of Cumberland; and in Anno 1644. was 
made Generaliflimo of his Majefty’s Forces in 
the room of General Ruthen: He marcheth 
from. Oxford with the King Northwards. In 
May 1645. takes Leicefter by Storm; but hear- 
ing that Fairfax and Cromwell had beleaguer’d 
Oxford, he returns, diverts their Defign, and 
fights the fatal Battel of Na/edy again{t them : 
Is afterwards befieged in Briftol. by. Fairfax, 
which he furrenders upon Articles ; and thence 
marcheth to Oxford, where he continued, till 
the King defpairing of any Relief, quitted the 
Garrifon, and went into Scotland. Oxford be- 
ing delivered up, the/Prince takes the Benefit of 
the Articles of Surrender to tranfport. himfelf 
into France: Was afterwards Admiral of fuch 
Ships as left the Rebels to pay their Duty to 
their Sovereign Prince, in which he ran many 
Hazards, and efcaped the Perils of the Seas; 
but his Brother, Prince Maurice, perithed in a 
Hurricane. At laft he returns to Paris to the 
King, and from thence goes into Germany, where 
he remained till his Majefty’s moft happy Re- 
ftauration, by whom he was affectionately ‘in- 
vited and welcomed into England in Anno 1662. 
and made a Privy Councellor. In the Year 
1666. was joined Admiral with the Duke of 
Albemarle againtt the Dutch Fleet, and refcued 
him from the Danger that he and his Squadron 
were in, being aflaulted by the whole Dutch 
Fleet, 
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Fleet, when ours was unhappily divided ; but 
the Prince’s feafonable Affiftance fecured our 
Honour, and put the Enemy to a fhameful 
Flight. Inthe Year 1673, he went Admiral 
to Sea againft the Dutch. Thefe his AGions 
are remunerated by a Penfion of Four Thoufand 
Pounds per Annum, and the Wardenthip of 
Windfor Caftle, Thus you fee the Life of a 
Hero to be like a Voyage at Sea, compofed of 
Calms and Tempefts, which unexpectedly fuc- 
ceed each other. 


Thus in a Vidtor’s Garland oft we fee 
Laurels with Cyprefs intermixed be. 


But I could lofe myfelf in the Admiration 
of thefe Objects, were I not again furprized by 
the late generous and noble Exploits of the 
heroick Prince, ames Duke of Monmouth, whofe 
brave Spirit difdaining to be confined to the Biafe 
of a Court Life, contemning the foft Pleafures 
of Peace, feeks. out Dangers abroad, makes 
Bellona his MiftrefS, deties Death in his A{cent 
to Honour, and thus immortalizes his Name 
throughout Chriftendom by his Valour and 
Condud at Maeftricht, in Anno 1673. To affed 
Glory in Youth, is becoming a Royal Birth; and 
to begin with Victory, isa happy Omen of fu- 
ture Succefs. In a long progrefs of Time a 
Coward may become a Conqueror: Some o- 
thers from mean Adventures, paffing through 
grofs Errors, grow to Experience, and in Time 
perform great Exploits: But as there are few 
Rivers navigable from their firft Fountain ; fo 
are fuch Men doubtlefs very rare and fingular, 
who have not any need either of Growth or 
Years, nor are fubjeét either to the Order of 
Times, or Rules of Nature, Proceed, brave 
Prince, in the Path you have fo fairly traced 
out, and let the World fee your renowned Va- 
four. 


Of a lower Orb, we may juftly boaft of 
our Englith Fabius, General Monk, who fo 
wifely wearied out Lambert by his Delays, and 
cajoled the rebellious Rump Parliament,’ He 
was a Perfon of great Valour, Experience and 
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Prudence, whofe Loyalty and Condu@ hath 
given him a never dying Fame: to be celebrated 


by the Pens and Tongues of all good Subjects, 
whilft the Name of Britain lafteth, His Ex. 


ploits were truly great, his Succefs in his Con- 
dud renowned with too many ViGories to be 
here inferted : Let it fuffice to fay, he was bred 
a Soldier, and after the many Rifques of For- 
tune, got the Art to manage that fickle Lady fo 
well, that he triumphed over his Foes both in 
War and Peace, aéted the Part of a good Politi- 
cian, the trufty old Cufbai, confounding the 
Counfel of Achitophel, to preferve his Royal 
Mafter, and was the bleffed Inftrument of his 
Majefty’s moft happy Reftauration to his 
Crown and Dignity, and the Kingdom to its 
priftine Laws and Liberties; fecuring to himfelf 
and Pofterity that well purchafed Title of the 
moft High, Potent, and Noble Prince, George, 
Duke of Albemarle, Earl of Torrington, Baron 
Monk of Potheridge, Beauchamp, and Teys 5 
befides which Hereditary Titles, he was Knight 
of the Noble Order of the Garter, one of his 
Majefty’s moft Honourable Privy Council, and 
Captain General of all his Majefty’s Forces dus 
ring Life; an Honour and Office fearce ever 
before intrufted in the Hands of a Subje& in 
Times of Peace. He lived the Darling of his 
Country, dearly beloved of his Majefty, and all 
the Royal Stem, and dreadful to our foreign and 
home-bred Foes, but laden with Love, Ho- 
nour, and Years, he yielded up his Life ta 
the’Hands of him that gave it, and departed in 
Peace the Third Day of January, Anno Doni, 
16;2, lamented by all good Subjeds,

We have many more that by Experietsce and 
Conqueft are very well known to be eminent 
Warriors, whofe Noble Aas were enough to 
fill large Volumes, and whofe wotthy Atchieve- 
ments will be recorded in the Hiftories of that 
Age for an Encouragement to Pofterity, the 
Effigies of fome of which I have here lively res 
prefented to your View. 
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Of Honour General and Particular. 


ONOUR is the Reward of 
Vertue, as Infamy the Recom- 
pence of Vice , and he that de- 
fireth to mount her Footfteps 
(as natufally all Men in fome 
degree or other are addiéed un- 
to) muft arrive thereunto b 

the way of Vertue : Which was ftridly obferved 
by the Romans 5 for Dignities by Birth were not 
enough to advance them thereunto, if they were 
not endowed with Heroick and Vertuous Qualifi- 
cations ; and Honour fhould be a Teftimony of 
their Excellency therein. Some Learned Writers 
fay, That Honour confifteth in exterior Signs ; 
and Ariffotle calleth it, Maximum bonorum exte- 
viorum : Others fay it isa certain Reverence in 
Teftimony of Vertue. Honour is of greater 
efteem than Silver or Gold, and ought to be pri- 
zed above all Earthly Treafure. And for the en- 
couragement of Youth to vertuous Atchievements, 
the Romans were no more {lack in their Rewards 
and Badges of Honour, than they were in their 


punifhment of Vice, which was moft deteftable 
unto them. And Marcus Tullius ftudying to re- 
ftrain the Vice of Youth, by Law ordained eight 
feveral Punifhments, which he called Dannum, 
Vincula, Verbera, Talio, Ignominia., Exilium, 
Mors, Servitus, 

The Enfigns of Honour, which the Romans 
ufed to beftow in token of Dignity, were Chains 
of Gold, gilt Spurs and Launces, but principally 
Crowns of different Forms; which at firft were 
made of Bays, in token of Mirth and Victory, 
but afterwards they were made of Gold. 

The chief Crowns were Military, with which 
their Confuls and chief Commanders in their Tris 
umphs were crowned. 

‘The next was by them called Corona Muralis, 
and was given to him that was ‘firft feen upon the 
Wall of an Enemies Town 3 and this Crown «was 
wrought with certain Battlements like a Wall, and 
made of Gold. 

. Corona Caftrenfis, made of Gold with points 
like Towers ; and this was given for a hens to 
nim

him that could break the Wall of an Enemy, and | 


enter the Town or Caftle. 

Corona Navalis, made of Gold, garnifhed with 
Forecaftles, and given to him that firft boarded 
an Enemies Ship. ’ 

Corona Oleaginea, made of Gold, given: to 
them that repulfe an Enemy, or were Victorious 
in the Olympian Games. f 

Corona Ovalis, made of Gold, given to them 
that entred a Town taken with little Refiftance, 
or yielded upon Compofition. 

Corona Objidionalis, given to a general Leader 
that had faved his Army in Diftrefs; and this 
Crown was made of the Grafs growing where the 
Army was befieged, 

Corona Civica, made of Oaken Boughs, and was 
given to him that faved a Citizen from the Enemy. 
Corena Haderalis, which was given to Poets. 

Corona Populea, which was given to young 

Aen that were induftrious, and inclined to Vertue. 

Ariftotle makes four kinds of civil Nobility, 
ix, Divitiarum, Generis, Virtutis, @» Difcipline. 
Fobn Ferne defines Civil Nobility to be an 
scellency of Dignity and Fame, placed in any 
dom or People, through the Vertues there 
hewed forth to the profit of that Kingdom. 
Which made Diogenes to term Noblenefs of Blood 
a Vail of Lewdnefs, a Cloak of Sloth, and a Vi- 
zard of Cowardife. 

Civil Nobility may be refined into a triple Di- 
vifion ; firft by Blood, fecondly by Merit, and 
thirdly by Blood and Merit; which laft with- 
out doubt is the moft Honourable, and of great- 
eft efteem : For certainly the Honour gained lives 
in his Family, and doth perpetuate his Vertues 
to Pofterity ; whilft the glory that thofe by de- 
{cents of Blood fhine in, is but the reflection of 
their Anceftors. For all will judge the raifer of 
a Family more honourable than him that fucceed- 
ed him, not adding to that Honour by any Me- 
rit of his own. So that it is the beft Honour the 
Son can do his. deceafed Father or.Relation, to 
imitate his Vertues. 

If any Perfon be advanced by lawful Commit 
fion of his Prince, to any Place, Dignity, or pub- 
lick Adminiftration, be it either Ecclefiaftical, 
Military, or Civil, fo that the faid Office com- 
prehends in it Dignitatem, vel dignitatis titulum, 
he ought to be received into the Degree of Genti- 
lity.’ And a Man may be enobled by Letters Pa- 
tents from his Prince, though he have not the

Superiour Titles added 5 and may have a Coat of 


Arms given him.

Noau had three Sons who were faved with 
him in the Ark from the Deluge, viz. Sem, 
Cham, and Fapheth , and between thefe three he 
divided the World. Sea, his eldeft Son he made 
Prince of Afa 5 Cham, his fecond, Prince of Af- 
frica , and Fapbeth, his third, Prince of Europe, 

Of thefe three iffued divers Emperors and Ru- 
lers, whereof at this Day we have ten Degrees ; 


of which Six are called Noble, as a Gentleman, 
Efquire, Knight, Baronet, Baron, and Vifcount : 
and four others are called Excellent, as an Earl, 
Marquis, Duke, and Prince: 
There are Nine fundry Callings of Gentlemen. 
1, The firft is a Gentleman of Anceftry, which 
muft needs be a Gentleman of Blood. ~ 
2. The fecond is a Gentleman of Blood, and 
not of Anceftry, as when he is the fecond degree 
defcended from the firft. 
3. The third is a Gentleman of Coat Armour, 
and not of Blood, as when he weareth the King’s 
Devife given him by a Herald. If he have Iffue 
to the third Defcent, that Iffue is a Gentleman of 
Blood. 
4. The fourth alfo isa Gentleman of Coat Ar- 
mour, and not of Blood ; as when the King gi- 
veth a Lordfhip to him and his Heirs for ever 5 
then he may by vertue thereof bear the Coat of 
the Lord’s making, the Herald approving there- 
of: But ifany of the Blood of that Lordfhip be 
yet remaining, he cannot bear the fame. 
5. The fifth is a Chriftian Man, that in the 
Service of God and his Prince kills a Heathen Gen- 
tleman, he fhall bear his Arms of what degree 
foever (a Knight Banneret excepted) and ufe his 
Atchievment without any difference, faving only 
the Word of the fame mifcreant Gentleman. If 
he alfo have Iffue to the fifth Degree, they are 
Gentiles of Blood. Note, that no Chriftian may 
bear another Chriftians Coat, nor a Pagan a Pa- 
gans Coat, on the Condition abovefaid: But if 
an Englifo Man in the Field, when the Banner 
Royal is difplayed, do put to flight any Gentle- 
| man which. is an Enemy to his Prince, from his 
Banner of Arms, the Englifb Soldier may honour 
his own Coat in the Sinifter Quarter with the 
proper Coat of the Gentleman that he has fo put 
to flight. 
An Inftance of this kind is. the Coat of Sir 
Fobn Clark, who took Prifoner Lewis de Orleans, 
| Duke of Longevile, at the Journey of Bomy, by 
| Lerovene tf. duguft 5. H. 8. Some carry their 

Prifoners Coat as part of their Creft ; thus did 
Richard Waller, of Groombridge in Kent, who 

took Prifoner Fobn Duke of Orleans, at the Battle 

of Agencourt 5 and hung the entire Coat of the 
| faid Duke by a String, upon a Branch of his 
| Wallnut-Tree or Creft. See more of thefe in my 
| Difcourfe upon Augmentations. 

Alfo in Challenge of Combat, the Vidor fhall 
not bear the Coat of the Vanquifhed: Yet in- 

| deed the Vanquifhed fhall loofe his own Coat : 
But if he marry a Gentlewoman of Coat-Armour, 
by the Curtefie of England he may bear hers. 

6. If the King do make a Yeoman a Knight, he 
is then a Gentleman of Blood. 

7. The Seventh is, when a Yeoman’s Son is 
advanced to Spiritual Dignity, he is then a Gen- 
tleman, but not of Blood; but if he be a Doétor 
of the Civil Law, he isthen a Gentleman of Blood. - 

8. The Eighth is called a Gentleman untryal, 
as brought up in an Abby, and ferving in good

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9. The Ninth is called a Gentleman Apocri- 
fate, fuch a one as ferving the Prince as a Page, 
groweth'by diligence. of Service. to be Steward, 
or Clerk of the Kitchin, and is without Badge of 
his own, exeept when the Prince by the Herald 
endoweth him with fore Cognifance, give, 

Avifictle in his Politicks reciteth four Kinds of 
Nobility; that is, Nobleneof Riches, Noblenefs 
of Lineage, Noblenefs | of Vertue, and Noblenef§ 
of Science : amongft which, thofe of Vertue and 
Lineage’ are of ‘chief eftimation, being fuch from 
whence the others do proceed,: 

As fome write, Nobility began to be advan- 
ced fhortly after Noah's Flood : For when Pot. 
feflions were given by the confent of the People 
(who had all Things in cominon , and were of 
equal Degree) they gave them to fuch whom they 
admired for their Vertues, and from whom they 
feceivéd'a common Benefit. 

The Law of Arms} ‘whichis chiefly ‘dire@ed 
by the: Civil! Lawy mut needs be very ancient 3 
for Field: nor Fight éannot be continued without | 
the Law 5 therefore’ ‘tis to be prefumed it began 
when Battels were firft fought in the Worlds and 
the bearing: of Arms (as we'now underftind the 
Word)-was introdac’d as I obferv'd to you if my 
Introduion,: by Hmbofling or Painting: Tnfignia 
or Nota on Arms; 7: e; Weapons; which by Hi- 
ftory plainly appears to bea very ancient ‘Cuftom 3

Itis written by an ancient Author, called Gefta

when the People multiplied, being without a Go- 
vernour, and were warred upon by the People of |

mu(ftéred under him, his Father mde to his Son} 
a Garland of Nine divers precious Stones, in token | 
of Chivalry. Then Ofbion ‘kneeled down; and | 
his Father took Fapbeth’s Faulchion that’ Tubal | 
made before the Flood; and fmote him nine tithes | 
on the right Shoulder, in token of the nine Ver-| 
tues of Chivalry. Alfo Aflerial gave to his Son | 
Olibion a Target rade of an’ Olive Treé, with 
three Corners, two above ‘his Face, and. one be- 
neath to the Ground-ward.

So the Secretaries of State, if Peers, take place 
of all of that Degree, except thefe great Offi- 
cers aforefaid. 

Note, ‘That the Ladies take place or precedency 
according to the Degree or Quality of their Huf- 
bands. 

Note, That it was decreed by King James, 
That the younger Sons of Vifcounts and Barons 
fhould yield place to. all Knights of the Garter, to 
all Bannerets made under the Standard Royal, His 
Majefty being prefent, to all Privy Councellors, 
Matter of the Wards, Chancellor, and under Trea- 
farer of the Exchequer, Chancellor of the Dut- 
chy, Chief Juftice of the King’s Bench, Matter 
of the Rolls, Chief Juftice of the Common Pleas, 
Chief Baron of the Exchequer, and to all other 
Judges and Barons of the degree of the Coif, by 
eafon of their Honourable imploy in His Maje- 
fty’s Courts of Juftice. 

Note, That as there are fome great Officers, 
as aforefaid, that take place above the Nobility 
of a higher Degree; fo are there fome Perfons, 
who for their Dignities Ecclefiaftick, Degrees in 
the Univerfities,and Officers in an Army, although 
neither Knights nor Gentlemen born, take place 
amongft them : Thus all Deans, Chancellors, 
Prebends, Doctors of Divinity, Law, and Phy- 
fick, are ufually placed before moft forts of 
Efquires. 

‘All Colonels are Honourable, and by the Law 
of Arms ought to precede fimple Knights; fo are 
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all Field Officers, Mafter of the Artillery z 
ter-Mafter General, ce. ay 
All Batchelors of Divinity, Law, and Phyfick 

all Mafters of Arts, Barratiors in the oe 
Court, Captains, and other Commiflionate Offi- 
cers in the Army, or thofe by Patent-places in 
His Majefty’s Houfhold may equal (and fome 
of them precede) any Gentleman that hath none 
of thefe Qualifications. But how unjuftly thefe 
Privileges are poflefled by fome of thefe Preten- 
ders, and how contrary this Ufage is to the Laws 
of Honour, fee the Chapter of Gentlemen.

Tuus the KING did pafs from St. Margaret’s-Hill (after the Recorder made his Speech, and the 
Lord-Mayor had receiv’ the City-Sword from His Majefty) to his Royal Palace of St. fames’s. 
The Train’d-Bands of Southwark, by Order of the Lord-Lieutenant of Surrey, lined the Way from 

Kent-ftreet End, to the Foot of London-Bridge. 

Three Regiments of the City Train’d Bands made a Guard from the Bridge to the Stocks-Market. 

The feveral Companies of London, with their Enfigns, did line the Streets on both Sides, from the 
Stocks-Market to St. Paul’s Church-yard, at the Haft-End whereof, the Children of Chri/?’s-Hof- 
pital ftood, and one of the King’s Boys made a Speech to His Majefty. The faid Companies reach’d 
to the End of St. Paul's Church-yard on one fide of the Way, and on both from thence almoft 
to St. Bride’s Church, Fleet-ftreet. 

And the other Three Regiments of the City Train’d-Bands guarded the Way from St. Pauls Church- 
Yard to Temple-Bar. From Temple-Bar, the Steward, High-Bailiff and Burgeiles of We/tminfter 
in their Gowns, attended by all the Conftables and Beadles with their refpective Staves : And the 
High-Bailiff’s Officers, with their Enfigns of Office, lined the Way: And next to them the 
Militia of We/tminfter made a Guard, leaving a Space between them and His Majefty’s Foot Guards 
(who lined the Way from St. Fames’s into the Strand) for the Artillery-Company of London to 
draw up in, who proceeded fo far with the Confent of the Lord-Liewtenant of Middlefex, and 
there made their Stand. 

Againit St. Alban’s-Street in the Pall-Mall, the Sheriffs Officers, and Lord Mayor’s Officers, made 
a Stand on the Right- Hand. i 

Thofe who have ferved, or fin’d for Sheriffs or Aldermen of London, made their Stand between the 
Paflages into St. Fames’s-Square. 

The Sheriffs and Aldermen made their Stand towards the upper End of the Pa/-Mall, on the Right- 
Hand leading to St. Fames’s-Gate, 

The Nobility, and others who went in their Coaches, did alight at St. Fames’s-Gate, and the Coaches 
pas'd by St. Fames’s-Meufe into St. Fames’s-Park, and went out again at the upper Gate by 
Hyde-Park. 

The Knight-Marfhal’s Men, Kettle-Drums, Trumpets, and Serjeant-Trumpet, made a Stand on the 
Right-Hand-fide from the End of the Pall-Mall, by the Glouce/ter-Tavern. 

The Officers of Arms, and Serjeants at Arms, pafs’'d on to the fecond Gate-way and there alighted. 

The Lord Mayor, with Garter, and the Gentleman-Uther of the Black-Rod, attended His Majetty 
into St. Fames’s to the Foot of the Stairs leading up to the Guard-Chamber; where they alighted, 
and the Lord Mayor humbly took his Leave of His Majefty.

Right, and by Law, to be named in the King’s 
Courts as aforefaid. 

Alfo if the Emperour, the King of Denmark, 
or other Foreign King, come into this Realm by 
fafe Conduct ‘(Gs he ought ; ; for a Monarch or 
abfolute Prince, though ‘he be in League, cannot 
come without the King’s Licence and fife Con- 
du&; bur any Subject to fuch a foreign King 
in League, may. come without Licence.) In 
this Cafe he fhall fue and be fued by the Name 
of Emperour or King, or elfe the Writ fhall 
abate. 

There is a notable Prefident cited out of Fleta, 
where treating of the Jurifdidion of the King’s 
Court of Marfalfea, it is faid, And thefe things 
he might lawfully do by Office ; that is to fay, 
The Steward of the King’s Houthold, notwith- 
ftanding the Liberty of any other, although in 
another Kingdom, when the Offender may be 
found in the King’s Houfhold : according to that 
which happened at Paris in the Fourteenth Year 
of Edward the 1, when Engelram of Nogent was 
taken in the Houfhold of the King of ~ England 
(the King himfelf being then at Paris) with filver 
Dithes lately ftoln, at. which deed the King of 
France did claim Cognizance of the Plea con- 
cerning that Theft by Jurifdiction of that Court 
of Paris.. The Matter being diverfly debated in 
the Council of the King of France, at length it 
was Ordered, That the King of England fhould 
ufe and enjoy that Kingly Prerogative of his Hou- 
fhold, who being Convicted by Robert Fitx-Fobn 
Knight, Steward of the King’ s Houfhold, of the 
Theft, by confideration of the faid Court, was 
hanged on the Gallows in St. Germans Field. 

And here by the way may be noted from thofe 
recited Books alledged, That the Perfon of the 
King in another King’s Dominions is not abfo- 
lutely priviledged, but that he may be implea- 
ded ‘for Debt or Trefpafs, or conde emned_ for 
Treafon committed within the faid Dominions : 
For it is the general Law of Nations, that in 
what place an Offence is committed, according 
to the Law of the faid Place they may be judged, 
without regard to any Privilege, Neither-can a 
King in any other Kingdom challenge any fuch 
Prerogative of Immunity from Laws : For a King 
out of his proper Kingdom hath not merum In- 
perium, but only doth retain Honoris titulos oe 
dignitatis ; fo that where he hath offended in 
his own Perfon againft the King in whofe Nation 
he is, per omnia diftringitur, etiam quoad per- 
fonam. And the fame Law is of Ambafladors, 
ne ocesfio davetur delinquendi. That Ambafla- 


dors are called Legats,  becaufe they are chofen 
as fit Men out of many 5 and their Perf 
Sacred. both ‘at Home and Abroad, fo t 
Man may injurioufly lay violent H: ands 
them, without breach of the Law of Nation 
and much lefs upon the Perfon of a King in a 
ftrange Land.

Seignior amongft the Italians and French, and 
Seignories for Lordfhip and Dominion 3 of which 
Seneca makes two kinds, vix. Pote/tas aut Impe- 
rium, Power or Command, & Proprietas aut Do- 
minium, Property or Dominion. 

Thefe Empires in the Golden Age were found- 
ed upon natural Reverency and Piety ; their Pow- 
er was executed with the foft Weapons of pater- 
nal Perfwafions, and the greateft Penalties that 
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they inflied upon the moft Capital Criminals 
was the Malediction of their Primogenitors, with 
an Excommunication out of the Tribes : But as 
Men and Vice began to increafe, Pride and evil 
Examples overfhadowed Filial Obedience, and 
Violence entred upon the Stage of the World, the 
mighty Men trufting in their own Strenoth, op- 
preffed the Feeble, and were at length forced to 
truckle under the Tyranny of others more Gygan- 
tick than themfelves, which neceflitated them to 
fubmit to Government for Self-prefervation, many 
Houtholds conjoyning made a Village, many Vil- 
lages a City, and thefe Cities and Citizens confe- 
derating, eftablifhed Laws by confent, which in 
tract of time were called Commonwealths ; fome 
being governed by Kings, fome by Magiftrates, 
and fome fo unfortunate as to fall under the Yoke, 
of a popular Rule, Nam Plebs eft peffimus Ty- 
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The firft Chiefs or Kings were Men of Vertue, 
elected for their Wifdom and Courage, being both 
Reges & Duces, to govern according to their 
Laws in Peace, aid to lead them forth to Battel 
again{t their Enemies in Time of Hoftility. And 
this Rule proving more fafe for the People, honou- 
rable amongft Men, and firmer in it felf than the 
other, moft Nations followed it, approving the 
Sentence of Tacitus, Praftat fub Principo malo 
effe quam nullo. Lamentable’ Experience, ‘the 
Miftrefs of Fools in fome, and of Wifdom in 
others, in the Ages fequent neceflitated them 
again to quit the Form of Eledtion, and to entail 
the Sovereign Power in the Hereditary Loyns of 
their Kings, to prevent the fatal Confequence of 
Ambition amongft equal Pretenders in popular 
Elections. 

Thus the Beginning of an Empire is afcribed to 
Reafon and Neceffity ; but twas God himfelf that 
illuminated the Minds of Men, and let them fee 
they could not fubfift without a Supream in their 
human Affairs. Neceffitas ef? firmum judicium & 
immutabilis providentia pote/tas. 

This Ifland of Great-Britain, when Barbarifm 
was fo happy as to fubmit to a Regal Power (as 
Cafar in his Commentaries witneileth) then di- 
vided into many Kingdoms; under which Go- 
vernment of Kings (with fome fmall Alterations, 
according to the Neceflity of Times and Pleafure 
of Conquerors, it hath flourifhed, defcending 
from the Britifh, “Saxon, Danifh, Norman and 
Scots Kings, to our gracious Sovereign George ; 
into whofe Veins all thofe feveral Streams of Royal 
Blood are conjoyned to unite thofe jarring Nations 
into one Body, under a Head, unto which each 
one may juftly claim an Intereft. 

God hath thus reftored. our ancient Govern- 
ment, and feated our Sovereign in the Throne of 
his Anceftors, giving him a Power juft and abfo- 
lute, as well to preferve as curb his People, be- 
ing not only Major fingulis, but Major univerfis , 


and his Power is fuper totam Rempublicam, which | 


Ithus prove: Kither the whole Power of the 
Commonwealth is in one, or not ; if not, then he 
is no abfolute King or Monarch; but if he be 
(as all muft yield) a Monarch, Task if there be 
a Power in the Commonwealth which is not in 
him ? Is it fubordinate to his Power, or not? If 
fubordinate, than his Power is above that Power, 
and fo fuper totam Republicam & Major univer- 
fis; if it be not, then there are a _fimul & femel 
to Supream Civil Powers in the fame individual 
Kingdom and Gubernation, and yet divided againft 
it felf, which is moft abfurd and impoffible. 
This in anfwer to a monftrous Pamphlet, which 
the Lafcivioufnefs of our late unhappy Wars pro- 
duced, which afferted Rex minor univerfis. But 
the Divine Providence hath (I hope) puta Period 
to all fuch Trayterous Tenets, and concluded fuch 
Difputes by Acts of Parliament; fo that no Perfon 
for the future fhall dare to queftion who hath the 
Right of making Peace or War, the Power of Mi- 
litia by Land and Sea, all ftrong Holds and’Forts, 
ec, being the inherent Right of the Englifh Mo- 
narchs by their Prerogative Royal. 
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© The King is fo call’d, from Chamberlayn’spree 
the Saxon Word Koning or Cyn- TORTIE We 
img, from Can, intimating Power; or Ken; 
Knowledge, where with every Sovereign fhould 
efpecially be invefted.

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* to Baronets, and Knights of the Bath, Knights 
“ Batchelors, and Batchelors of Arts in both the 
* Univerfities ; yet in France, Sire, is referved 
* only for their King. 

It is the manner alfo for Kings to write in the 
plural Number (which is God’s own Style ) 
Mandamus, Volumus, Gc. and in the Scripture 
we find them called Gods, in which Senfe they 
may be ftiled Divi, or Dit, quia DeiVicarii, & 
Dei voce judicant. 

Our Lawyers alfo fay, Rex ef? perfona inixta 
cum Sacerdote, habet Ecclefiafticam & Spiritua- 
lem Furifdittionem. This fhews the King’s Power 
in Ecclefiaftical Caufes, being anointed with Oil 
as the Priefts, and afterwards the Kings of I/rael 
were 5 which fignifies his Perfon to be both Sa- 
cred and Spiritual. And therefore at the Corona- 
tion hath put upon him a Prieft’s Garment, cal- 
led the Dalnatica, or Colobium, and other fuch 
Vefts. And before the Reformation, the King, 
asa Spiritual Perfon, received the Sacrament in 
both kinds. He is capable of holding Tithes ; all 
Extra-Parochial Tithes, fome Proxies, and other 
Spiritual Profits belong to the King. 

The Ceremonies at the Coronation of the King 
are many, and with us in England more than in 
many other Countries: As the Anointing with 
Oil, which is proved by Mr. Selden to be of 
above one thoufand Years ftanding; the Crown 
fet upon his Head with many Religious Ceremo- 
nies : Befides the Enfigns of Regality, which are 
a Ring to fignifie his Faithfulnefs ; a Bracelet for 
good Works 3; a Scepter for Juftice ; a Sword for 
Vengeance 5 Purple Robes to attract Reverence ; 
and a Diadem triumphant to blazon his Glory. 

It was the faying of Thomas Becket, Archbifhop 
of Canterbury, Inunguntur Reges in Capite, eti- 
am pettore G» brachiis, quod fignificat gloriam, 
fantiitatem & fortitudinem. Kings are Anointed 
on the Head to fignifie their Glory, on the 
Breaft to emblematize their San@ity, and on 
their Arms to declare their Power. 

He is crowned with an Imperial Crown, the 
Crown fet on his Head by the Archbifhop of Can- 
terbury 5 a Prerogative belonging to that See, as 
it is in Spain to Toledo, in France to Rheims, and 
in Sweden to Upfalia, 

But this Imperial Crown hath not been long in 
ufe among{t us (though our Kings have had Im- 
perial Commands, as over Scotland, Ireland, Man, 
and other Ifles) being in a manner like that of an 
Earls now. Neither is it found that any fuch 
thing as a Diadem was at all in ufe, until the 
time of Conflantine the Great: For before the 
Diftin@tion was fome kind of Chaplet, or rather 
a white Silk Fillet about the Head, which was 
an ordinary way to diftinguifh them. And we 
read that Alexander the Great took off his white 
Diadem to cure the madnefs of Seleucus, 

The firft King that was crowned with this Im- 
perial Crown floried and arched, was Henry the 
Third, but fome fay Henry the Firft, and indeed 
it is left in difpute. However, it is very proba- 
ble and plain, That the ancienteft Enfign of Regal 
Authority was the Scepter, which is every where 


fpoken of, both in Sctipture and ptophane Hiftory. 

There is another Enfign of their Authority, 
which is a Globe or Mound with a Crols, which 
hath been in ufe amongft us ever fince Edward 
the Confeflor’s Time, which is placed in the left 
Hand, as is feen in moft of their Goins: The 
Crofs denoting his Faith, the Globe his Empire 
by Sea and Land; as *tis. faid of Fuflinian the 
Emperor, who wasthe firft that ever ufed it. 

The King is God’s Vicegerent, and ought to 
be obeyed accordingly : If Good, he is a Blefling 3 
if Bad, a Judgment : And then againft whom we 
are to ufe no other Weapons but Prayers and Tears 
for his Amendment. He is ftiled Pater Patria, 
& Caput Reipublice : And becaufethe Protection 
of his Subjects belongs to his Care and Office , 
the Militia isannext to his Crown, that the Sword 
as well as the Scepter, may be inhis Hand. The 
Parliament (then Roman Catholicks ) in the be- 
half of Henry the Eighth writ to the Pope, decla- 
ring that his Royal Majefty is the Head, and the 
very Soul of us all; his Caufe is the Caufe of us 
all, derived from the Head upon the Members 5 
his Griefs and Injuries are ours, we all fuffer 
equally with him, Camden in his Britannia, fol. 
100. calls the King the moft excellent part of the 
Commonwealth, next unto God. He is under no 
Vafluage; he takes his Invefture from no Man. 
Rex non babet Superiorem, nifi Deum : fatis ba- 
bet ad penam, quod Deum expectat ultorem. 

The King being Principinm, Caput, & Finis Par- 
liamenti, may of his meer Will and Pleafure Con- 
voke, Adjourn, Remove, and Diffolve Parliaments: 
He may, to any Bill that is paffed by both Houfes of 
Parliament, refulé to give his Roy- , Chanbecteene:

Billis asa Body without a Soul: He may at his plea- 
fure encreafe the Number of the Members of both 
Houfes, by creating more Peers of the Realm, and 
beftowing Priviledges upon any other Towns to fend 
Burgeffes by Writ to Parliament: And he may refufe 
to fend his Writ to fome others that have fatein for- 
mer Parliaments. Yet this Branch of bis Prevoga- 
tive feems to be given up by our late Kings, and 
therefore it was thought neceffary that the Legifla- 
tive Power fhowd intervene, to enable Durham 
to fend its Reprefentatives to Parliament in the 
time of K. Charles II. He hath alone the choice 
and nomination of all Commanders and Officers for 
Land and Sea-fervice; the choice and ele@ion of 
all Magiftrates, Counfellors, and Officers of State; 
of all Bithops, and other Ecclefiaftick Dignities 5 
alfo the beftowing and conferring of Honours, and 
the power of determining Rewards and Punifhments, 

By Letters Patent his Majefty may erect new 
Counties, Univerfities, Bifhopricks,Cities, Boroughs, 
Colleges, Hofpitals, Schools, Fairs, Markets, Courts 
of Judicature, Forefts, Chafes, Free Warrens, cc. 

The King is enabled to perform this great and 
weighty Office by cettain extraordinary Powers 
and Priviledges which he holds by the Law of 
Nations, by the Common Law of England, or 
by Statutes. The Regalia were anciently called 
Sacra Sacrorum Cas his Lands are called in Law 

ib Patri- 
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Patrimonium Sacrum) now commonly Royal 
Prerogatives. 

The King by his Prerogative hath power to 
enfranchife an Alien, and make him a Denifon, 
whereby he is enabled to purchafe Lands and 
Houfes, and to bear Offices. He hath the Power 
to grant Letters of Mart or Reprifals, to grant 
fafe Conduéts, @c. He hath at all times had 
the right of Purveyance or Pre-emption of all forts 
of Viduals within the Verge, viz. twelve Miles 
round of the Court ; and to take Horfes, Carts, 
Ships, or Boats, for the Carriage of his Goods, at 
reafonable Rates. Alfo by Proclamation, to fet 
reafonable Rates and Prices upon Flefh, Fith, 
Fowl, Oats, Hay, @c. fold within the limits of 
the Verge of the Court in the time of his Progrefs. 

Debts due to the King, are in the firft place to 
be fatisfied in cafe of Executorfhip and Admini- 
ftratorfhip ; and until the King’s Debts be fatisfi- 
ed, he may protect the Debtor from the Arreft of 
other Creditors. He may diftrein for the whole 
Rent upon one Tenant that holdeth not the whole 
Land: He may require the Anceftors Debt of 
the Heir, though not efpecially bound: He is 
not obliged to demand his Rent according to the 
Cuftom of Landlords ; He may diftrein where he 
pleafeth, and fue in any of his Courts. 

No Proclamation can be made but by the King. 
No Protection for a Defendant to obftrué the 
courfe of the Law againft him, if he be not one 
of his Majefty’s Menial Servants. 

In cafe of lof by Fire, or otherwife, his Maje- 
fty granteth Patents to receive the Charitable Be- 
nevolences of the People. 

No Foreft, Chafe, or Park to be made, nor 
Caftle, Fort, or Tower to be built without his 
Majetty’s efpecial Licence. 

Where the King hath granted a Fair, with Toll 
to be paid, yet his Goods fhall be there exempted 
from the faid Duties of Toll. 

His Servants in Ordinary are priviledged from 
ferving in any Offices that require their Atten- 
dance ; as Sheriff, Conftable, Churchwarden, or 
the like, 

All Receivers of Money for the King, or Ac- 
comptants to him for any of his Revenues, their 
Perfons, Lands, Goods, Heirs, Executors, and 
Adminiftrators, are at all times chargeable for the 
fame : For Nudum tempus occurrit Regi. 

His Debtor hath a kind of Prerogative Remedy 
by a Quo minus in the Exchequer againft all other 
Debtors, or againft whom they have any caufe of 
perfonal Action ; fuppofing that he is thereby dif 
abled to pay the King: And in this Suit the 
King’s Debtor being Plantiff, hath fome Privi- 
ledges above others. 

In doubtful Cafes femper prafumiter pro Rege, 
no Statute reftraineth the King, except he be efpe- 
cially named therein. The Quality of his Perfon 
alters the defcent of Gavelkind, the Rules of 
joynt Tenancy : No Eftoppel can bind him, nor 
Judgment final in a Writ of Right. Judgments 
entred againft the King’s Title, are entred with 
Salvo Fure Domini Regis. That if at any time 
the King’s Counfel at Law can make out his Title

better, that Judgment fhall not prejudice him, 
which is not permitted the Subject. 

The King by his Prerogative may demand rea- 
fonable Aid-money of hisSubjects, for the Knight- 
ing his eldeft Son at the Age of Fifteen Years ; and 
to marry his eldeft Daughter at the Age of 7 Years; 
which Aid is 20s. for every Knight’s Fee, and as 
much for every 20 /. per Annumin Soccage. More- 
over, if the King be taken Prifoner, Aid-money 
is to be paid by the Subjects for his Redemption. 

The King upon reafonable Caufes him thereun- 
to moving, may protect any of his Subjects from 
Suits of Law, @c. 

In all Cafes where the King is party, his Offi- 
cers with an Arreft by force of a Procefs at Law, 
may enter and (if any entrance be denied) may 
break open the Houfe of any Man by force. 

A Benefice, or Spiritual Living, is not full 
againft the King by Inftitution only, without In- 
duction, although it be fo againft a Subject. 

None but the King can hold Plea of falfe Judg- 
ments in the Courts of his Tenants. 

The King by his Prerogative is Summus Regni 
Cuftos, and hath the Cuftody of the Perfons and 
Eftates of fuch, as for want of Underftanding 
cannot govern themfelves, or ferve the King 5 
that of Ideots to his own ufe, and that of Luna- 
ticks to the ufe of the next Heir : So the Cuftody 
or Wardfhips of all fuch Infants, whofe Ance- 
ftors held their Lands by Tenure in Capite, or 
Knights Service, were ever fince the Conqueft in 
the King, to the great honour and benefit of the 
King and Kingdom : But. Abufes, which too of- 
ten happened, made the People complain thereof, 
which was the caufe of its laying afide. 

His Majefty is Vitimus Hares Regni, and is (as 
the great Ocean is of {mall Rivers) the Recepta- 
cle of all Eftates for want of Heirs, or by Forfei- 
ture, Revert or Efcheat to the King. All Spiri- 
tual Benefices, for want of Prefentation in due 
time by the Bifhop, are elapfed to the King. All 
Treafure Trove (that is Money, or Gold and Sil- 
ver Plate, or Bullion found, and the Owners un- 
known) belongs to the King : So doth all Waifs, 
Strays, Wrecks, not granted away by him, or 
any former Kings. All wafte Ground or Land 
recovered from the Sea: All Lands of Aliens 
dying before Naturalization or Denization, and 
all other things whereof the Property is not 
known: All Gold and Silver Mines, in whofe 
Ground foever they are found: Royal Fith, as 
Whales, Sturgeons, Dolphins, gc. Royal Fowl, 
as Swans not mark’t, and fwimming at Liberty 
on the River, belong to the King. 

In the Church the King’s Prerogative and Power 
is extraordinary great: He only hath the Patro- 
nage of all Bifhopricks; none can be chofen but 
by his Conge a’ Efire, whom hehath firft nomi- 
nated; none can be confecrated Bifhop, or take 
poffeflion of the Revenues of the Bifhoprick, with- 
out the King’s fpecial Writ or Affent. He is 
Guardian or Nurfing Father of the Church, which 
our Kings of England did fo reckon amongft their 
principal Cares; as in the three and twentieth 
Year of King Edward the Firft, it was alledged in 
a plead- 
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a pleading, and allowed: The King hath power 
to call a National or Provincial Synod; and with 
the Advice and Confent thereof to make Canons, 
Orders, Ordinances and Conttitutions to introduce 
into the Church what Ceremonies he fhall think 
fit ; to reform and correct all Herefies, Schifns, 
and punith Contempts, cc. 

The King hath Power not only to unite, con- 
folidate, feparate, inlarge, or contra@ the Limits 
of any old Bifhoprick, or other Ecclefiaftical Be- 
nefice : But alfo by his Letters Patents may erect 
new Bithopricks, as Henry the Eighth did Six at 
one time, and the late King Charles the Martyr 
intended to do at St. Albans for the Honour of the 
firft Martyr of England, and for the contracting 
the too large Extent of the Bifhoprick of Lincoln. 

In the 28. of Eliz. when the Houfe of Com- 
mons would have paffed Bills touching Bifhops, 
granting Faculties, conferring Holy Orders, Ec- 
clefiaftical Cenfures, the Oath Ex Officio, Non- 
Refidency, @c. The Queen being much incen- 
fed, forbade them to meddle in any Ecclefiaftical 
Affairs, for that it belonged to her Prerogative. 

His Majefty hath alfo power of Coinage of 
Money, of pardoning all Criminals, of difpenfing 
with all Statutes made by him, or his Predecef- 
fors, which are Malum probibitum, and not Ma- 
tum in fe. The Diverfiry between thefe Terms is 
fet down in the Statute made Term Mich. Anno tt. 
H. 7. 11. Thus where the Statute doth prohibit 
a Man to coin Money, if he'do, he fhall be hang- 
ed; this is Malum prohibitum : For before the 
faid Statute it was lawful, but not after; and for 
this Evil the King may difpenfe : But Mahim in 


Je neither the King nor any other can difpenfe 


with. As if the King would give leave to rob 
on the High-ways, ec. this is void; yet after the 
Fa& done, the King may pardon it. So it isin 
Ecclefiaftical Laws for conformity to the Litur- 
gy, &c. which are Malum probibitum ; and the 
King may by his Prerogative Royal as well dif 
penfe with all thofe penal Statutes, as with Mer- 
chants to tranfport Silver, Wool, and other pro- 
hibited Commodities by A& of Parliament. 

© Some of thefe Prerogatives, 
© efpecially thofe that relate to 
‘ Fuftice and Peace, are fo effen- 
* tial to Royalty, that they are for ever inherent 
* in the Crown, and make the Crown ; they are 
* like the Sun-beams in the Sun, and as infepa- 
* rable from it : And therefore it hath been held 
“ by fome great Lawyers, That a Prerogative in 
* point of Government, cannot be reftrained, or 
* bound by A4# of Parliament, but it is unaltera- 
* ble as the Laws of the Medes and Perfians : 
* Wherefore the Lords and Commons (Rot. Parl, 
“42 Edw. 3. Numb. 7. ) declared, that they 
* could not affent in Parliament to any thing that 
“tended to the Difberifon of the King and the 
“ Crown, whereunto they were fworn ; no tho* 
* the King fhould defire it. And every King of 
* England, as he is Debitor Fuftitia to his Peo- 
* ple, fo he is in Confcience obliged to defend 
“ and maintain all the Rights of the Crown in pof- 
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© feflion ; and when any King hath not religi- 

* oufly obferved his Duty in this Point, it hath 
proved of very dreadful Confequence. As on 
the other fide, it much concerns every King of 
England to be very careful of the Subjects jult 
Liberties, according to the Golden Rule of the 
* beft of Kings, Charles the Firlt, that the King’s 
Prerogative is to defend the People’s Liberties, 
and the Peoples Liberties to. firengrben the King’s 
Prerogative. 

* The Laws of England looking upon the King 
as God’s Vicegerent upon Earth, do attribute ’ 
unto him divers Excellencies not belonging to 
* other Men: So the Law will have no Imper- 
fection found in the King 5 as, no Injuftice, no 
Error, no Negligence or Laches, no Infamy, no 
‘ Stain or Corruption of Blood; for by taking of 
* the Crown, all former, tho’ juft Attainder, 
* (and fuch Attainder made by AG of Parlia ment) 
* is ipfo facto purged. No Nonage or Minority ; 
* for his Grant of Lands, though held in his Nz- 
‘ tural, not Politick Capacity, cannot be avoided 
‘ by Nonage. Higher than this, the Law attri- 
« buteth a kind of Perpetuity, not to fay Immor- 
‘ tality, to the King, Rex Anglie non moritur 5 
< his Death is by the Law termed the Demife of 
‘ the King, becaufe thereby the Kingdom is de- 
* mifed to another. He is faid not to be fubje@ to 
‘ Death, becaufe he is a Corporation of himfelf, 
that liveth for ever, all Interreena being in Eng- 
land unknown; the fame Moment that one 
‘ King dies, the next Heir is King fully and ab- 
folutely, without any Coronation, Ceremony, or 
ad to be done, ex poft facto. 

* Moreover the Law feemeth to attribute to the 
* King a certain Ubiquity; that the King is in a 
manner every where, in all his Courts of ty- 
ftice ; and therefore cannot be Non/uited, Cas 
* Lawyers fpeak.) 

« And yet there are fome things that the King 
of England cannot do. Rex Anglia nibil injuffe 
* poteft, and the King cannot diveft himfelf, or 
“his Succeffors, of any part of his Regal Power, 
© Prerogative and Authority, inberent and annex’d 
* to the Crown 5 nor bar his Heir of the Succef- 
* fion, no not by Aé of Parliament; for fuch an 
* A& is void by Law. 

* There is alfo divers things which the King 

* cannot do, Salvo Fure, Salvo Furamento, Ge

|‘ Salva Confcientia fua ; becaufe by an Oath at 


© his Coronation, and indeed, without any Oath 
* by the Law of Nature, Nations, and of ¢  brifiz- 
* anity, he holds himfelf bound (as do all other 
* Chriftian Kings) to proteé& and defend his Peo- 
* ple, to do Juitice, and to thew Mercy, ‘to pre- 
‘ ferve Peace and Quietnefs among them ; to al- 
* low them their juft Rights and Liberties; to 
*‘confent to the Repealing of bad Laws, and to 
‘the Enading of good. Two things efpecially 
* the King of England cannot do without the Con- 
fent of both Houfes of Parliament, viz. make 
New Laws, and raife New Taxes, there being 
‘ fomething of Odium in both of them, the one 
feeming to diminith the Subjets Liberty, and 
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the other to infringe his: Property : Therefore, 
that all Occafion of DifaffeGion towards the 
King (the Breath of our Nofirils, and the Light 
of our Eyes, ashe is ftiled in Holy Scriptures) 
might be avoided, it was wifely contrived by 
our Anceftors, that for both thefe, fhould Pezz- 
tions and Supplications be firlt made by the Sub- 
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ect. 

© If the King of England be in any Foreign 
Nation, he may try any of his offending Do- 
mefticks by the Lams of England, faith Feta ; 
as in the Cafe of Engelrum of Nogent in France, 
and of Manning, whom King Charles Il. caus’d 
to be try’d, and executed in the Duke of New- 
burgh’s Territories in Germany. 

« Thefe, and divers other Prerogatives, right- 
fully belong, and are enjoy’d by the King of 
England, 

© The ancient Dominions of the Kings of Eng- 
land, were firft England, and all the Seas round 
about Great Britain and Ireland, and all the 
Ifles adjacent, even to the Shores of all the 
Neighbouring Nations; and our Law faith, 
The Sea is of the Leigeance of the King, as well 
as the Land and asa Mark thereof all Ships 
of Foreigners have anciently demanded Leave to 
Fifh, and pafS in thefe Seas ; and do at this Day 
lower their Top-fails to all the King’s Ships of 
War; and therefore Children born upon thofe 
Seas (as it fometimes hath happened ) are ac- 
counted watural born Subjects to the King of 
England, and need no Naturalization, as others 
born out of his Dominions. 

© To England, Henry the Firft annexed Nor- 
mandy, and Henry the Second Ireland, being 
ftiled only Lord of Ireland, till the three and 
thirtieth of Henry the Eighth, although they 
had all Kingly Furifdidtion before. 

© Henry the Second alfo annexed the Dukedom 
of Guyenne and Anjou, the Counties of Posctou, 
Tourain, and Mayne, Edward the Firft all 
Wales, and Edward the Third the Right, tho’ 
not the Poffeffion, of all France, but Henry the 
Fifth added both, and his Son Henry the Sixth 
was Crown’d and Recogniz’d by all the States 
of the Realm at Paris. 

« King James the Firft added Scotland, and 
fince that time there have been fuperadded fun- 
dry confiderable Plantations in America. 

«The Dominions of the King of England at 
this Day in Pofleflion, are Great Britain and 
Ireland, and all the Seas adjacent. Moreover, 
the Iflands of Jerfey, Guernfey, Aldernay and 
Sark, which are Parcel of the Dutchy of Nor- 
mandy, befides thofe profitable Plantations of 
New-England, New-York, Eaft and Weft Ferfey, 
Penfiluania, Maryland, Virginia, Barbadoes, 
Famaica, Florida, North and South Carolina, 
‘Bermudos, with feveral other Iles and Places in 
thofe Quarters, and fome in the Eaft-Indies, 
and upon the Coaft of Africa, alfo upon the 
North Parts of America, by Right of firft Dif- 
covery 3 to Effotiland, Terra Corterialis, New- 
« found-land, and to Guiana in the South, the 
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* King of England hath a Légal Right, tho’ not 
© Poffeffion of the whole. 
© The mighty Power of the King of England, 
before the Conjundtion of Scotland, and total 
Subjection of Irelend, which were ufually at 
Enmity with him, was notorioufly known to 
the World, and fufficiently felt by our Neigh- 
‘ bour-Nations. What his Strength hath been 
‘ fince, was never fully try’d in the four Jate 
© Reigns 5 but fince the happy Revolution, that the 
‘ Parliaments of all the Three Kingdoms feemed 
to vie which fhould moft readily comply with 
¢ their Sovereign’s Defires and Defigns, all Europe 
begins to be fenfible how great the Power of 
‘this Monarch is. And let our Sovereign be 
* confider'd abftradly as King only of England, 
‘ which is like a huge Fortrefs, or garrifon’d 
¢ Town, fenced, not only with ftrong Works, 
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and a wide and deep Ditch the Sea, but guard- 
ed alfo with excellent Out-works, the {trong- 
eft and beft built Ships of War in the World; 

‘then fo abundantly furnifh’d with Men and 
¢ Horfes, with Viduals and Amunition, with 
¢ Cloaths and Money, that if all the Potentates 
« of Europe thould confpire (which God forbid) 
¢ they could hardly diftrefs it, provided it be at 
© Unity in it felf. 

‘ This for the Defenfive Streneth of the King 
of England; now for his Ofenfive. How 
formidable muft he be to the World, when 
they fhall underftand that a King of England 
is well able, when-ever he is willing, to raife 
of Englifb Foot 200000, and of Englifh Horfe 
fifty Thoufand (for fo many, during the late 
Rebellion, 1643, were computed to be in 
‘ Arms on both Sides) yet (which is admirable) 
¢ fearce any mifSs-of them in any City, Town 

or Village. And when they fhall confider the 
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natural Agility of Body, their Patience, Hardi- 
nefs and Stedfaftnefs is fuch, and their Fear of 
¢ Death fo little, that no Neighbour-Nation, up- 
* on equal Number and Terms, fcarce ever 
¢ durft abide Battle with them, either at Sea or 
«Land: When they fhall confider, that for 
« Tranfporting of any Army, the King of Eng- 
¢ land hath at Command two hundred excellent 
« Ships of War, and can hire two hundred ftout 
« Englifh Merchant Ships, little inferiour to Ships 
© of War ; that he can foon Man the fame with 
, the beft Sea-Soldiers in the whole World. And 
¢ that for maintaining fuch a mighty Fleet, fuffi- 
¢ cient Money for a competent Time, may be 
¢ rais’d only by a Land-Tax; and for a long 
© time, by a moderate Excife, and that upon fuch 
* Commodities only as naturally occafion Excefs 
¢ or Luxury, Wantonnefs, Idlenefs, Pride, or 
© Corruption of Manners. 
¢ When they confider that the Shipping of Eng- 
¢ land was computed lately by the moft ingenious 
© Sir William Petty at fix hundred thoufand Tun, 
© all which, with forty thoufand ftout and skilful 
© Mariners, are wholly at the King’s Service 
* when he fhall think fit, for-the fafety of his 
© Crown 


¢ Valiant and Martial Spirit of the Englifh, their 
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* Crown and Dominions, to require, or ifneed be, 
* imprefs em. 

* Ina Word, when they fhall confider, that 
by the moft commodious and advantageotis Si- 
tuation of England, the King thereof (if he be 
not wanting to himfelf, or his Subjects want- 
ing to him) muft be Mafter of the Sea; and 
that as on Land, whofoever is Mafter of the 
Field is alfo faid to be Mafter of every Town 
when it fhall pleafe him; fo he that is Mafter 
of the Sea, may be faid, in fome fort, to be 
Matter of every Country, at leaft bordering 
upon the Sea; for he is at Liberty to begin or 
end War, where, when, and upon what Terms 
he pleafeth, and to extend his Conquefts even 
to the Antipodes. 

* King Wiliam the Conqueror getting by Right 
of Conqueft, (as fome affirnt) all the Lands of 
his Oppofers (except Lands belonging to the 
Church, to Monafteries, and Religious Houfes) 
into his own Hands in Demefn, as Lawyers 
fpeak, foon beftowed amongft his Followers a 
Part thereof, referving fome Retribution of 
Rents, or Services, or both, to him and his 
Heirs, Kings of England, which Reférvation 
is now as it was before the Conqueft, called 
the Tenure of Lands, the reft he referved to 
himfelf in Demefn, called Corona Regis Domi- 
nica, Demains, and Sacra Patrimonia, Predium 
Domini Regis, Diretium Dominium, cujus nullus 
eft Author nifi Deus ; All other Lands in Eng- 
land being held now of fome Superior, depend 
mediately, or immediately on the Crown ; fo 
that the King is Lord Paramount, Supreme 
Landlord of all the Lands in England ; and all 
landed Men are mediately or immediately his 
Tenants by fome Tenure or other; but the 
Lands poflefs’d by the Crown, being held of 
none, can efcheat to none; being Sacred can- 
not become Prophane, are, or fhould be perma- 
nent and unalienable. And yet they have been 
(by Time, the Gift and Bounty of our Kings, 
and fome Neceflities for the Prefervation of the 
Weal Publick) much alienated. However there 
is yet left, or was lately, almoft in every County 
in England, a Fore/t, a Park, a Caftle, or Royal 
Palace belonging to the King; and in divers 
Counties there are many Parks, Caffles or Pa- 
* laces, and Fore/ts {till belonging to the King, to 
* receive and divert him, when he fhall pleafe in 
« his Royal Progreffes to vifit thofe Parts : A Gran- 
* deur not to be parallell’d perhaps by any King 
§ in the whole World. 

* The certain Revenues of the King of England 

* were anciently greater than of any King in Eu- 
* rope, they enjoying in Demains and Fee Farm 
* Rents, almoft enough to difcharge all the ordi- 
¢ 
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nary Expences of the Crown, without any Tax 
or Impoft upon the Subject. 

* Upon the happy Reftauration of King Charles 
the Second, the Lords and Commons affembled 
in Parliament, finding the Crown-Revenues 
much alienated, and the Crown-Charges ex- 
ceedingly encreafed, by reafon of the late vatt 
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Augmentation of the Revenues and Strength by 
Sea and Land; of our two next Neighbour-Na- 
tions abroad, did unanimoufly conclude, That 
for the Peace and Security, for the Wealth and 
Honour of the King and Kingdom, it would be 
neceflary to’ fettle upon his Majefty a yearly 
Revenue of Twelve huadred thoufand Pounds ; 
and accordingly, with the King’s Confent, at 
the humble Requeft of the Lords and Commons, 
there was eftablifhed by Impofts, upon import- 
ed and exported Goods, upon Liquors drank in 
England, and upon Fire Hearths; (which aft 
Branch the late King Wiliam and Queen Mary 
of ever blefled Memory, were gracioufly pleaf- 
ed by A&t of Parliament to remit) fo much as 
was judged would bring up the former impaired 
Crown-Revenues to the fid Sum. Notwith- 
ftanding which, the whole Yearly Revenues of 
the King of England was not then above the 
Tenth part of the Revenues of his Kingdom ; 
whereas the King of France hath Yearly above 
One Hundred and Fifty Millions of Livers : 
That is, above Eleven Millions of Pounds Ster- 
ling, a fourth part of the whole Revenues of 
France. And the publick Revenue of the Uni- 
ted Netherlands, coming all out of the Subjects 
Purfes, are near Seven Millions of Pounds Ster- 
ling. 

‘ The ordinary Charge of the Government in 
Times of ferene and profound Peace, is eftima- 
ted at Six hundred thoufand Pounds per Ann. 
befides extraordinary Expences. And the Crown 
of England in late Times of Peace was as little 
in Debt, as perhaps any State of fo great a con- 
fideration in the World 5 the greateft Debt up- 
on it, was that which Kine Charles the Second 
contracted, by fhutting up the Exchequer, where- 
by the Credit of that Bank hath futtained ereat 
damage, and many hundred of Families been 
almoft undone; but’ the faid Debt is now fecu- 
red, and a perpetual Fund redeemable by Parli- 
ament, for an Intereft at Three per Cént. has 
been fetled by Law. 

* In Confideration of thefe, and other tranfcen- 
dent Excellencies, no King in Chriffendom, nor 
other Potentate, receives from his Subjeéts more 
Reverence, Honour, and Refped than the King 
of England. All his People at their firft Ad- 
drefles kneel to him: He is at all Times ferved 
upon the Knee 5 all Perfons (not the Prince or 
other Heir apparent excepted) ftand bare in the. 
Prefence of the King, and in the Prefence- 
Chamber, though in the King’s Abfence. Onl 
it was once indulged by Queen Mary the Firft, 
for fome eminent Services perform’d by Henry 
Ratcliff, Earl of Suffex, that (by Patent) he 
might at any time be covered in her Prefence ; 
but perhaps in Imitation of the like Liberty al- 
lowed by King Philip her Hufband, and other 
Kings of Spain at this Day, to fome of the prin- 
cipal Nobility, there called Grandees of Spain.

The firft that we read of in 
England was Edward, eldeft Son to King Henry 
the Third, fince which time the eldeft Son of the 
King hath been by Patent, and other Ceremonies, 
created Prince of Wales, and Earl of Cheffer and 
Flint. By Patent alfo Edward the Third in the 
Eleventh Year of his Reign, added the Dukedom 
of Cornwal to the Principality of Wales ; and Anno 
Regnt 36. he makes his eldeft Son Edward the 
Black Prince, Prince of Aquitain, for which he did 
Fealty and Homage at We/lminfler ; Sed tamen 
Principatum Walliz, Ducatum Cornubie, Comi- 
tatum Cefiriea » Cantit non reliquit. Walling. 
fol. 172. 

Since the Union of England and Scotland, his 
Title hath been Magne Britannie Princeps, but 
ordinarily Prince of Wales. As eldeft Son to the 
King of Scotland, he is Duke of Roth/ay, and 
Senefchal of Scotland from his Birth : And fo 
long as Normandy remained in the Pofleffion of 
the Englifh, he had always the Style of Duke 
of Normandy. 

At his Creation he is prefented before the King 
in Princely Robes, who putteth a Coronet upon 
his Head, a Ring on his middle Finger, a Verge 
of Gold in his Hand, and his Letters Patents after 
they are read. 

His Mantle, which he wears in Parliament, is 
once more doubled upon the Shoulders than a 
Dukes, his Cap of State indented, and his Co-

ronet, formerly of Crofles and Fleuer de Lys, 
mixed. But fince the happy Reftauration of 
His Majefty it was-folemnly ordered, that the 
Son and Heir apparent to the Crown of Eng- 
land fhall. bear ‘his Coronet of Croffes and 
Fleuer de Lys with one Arch, and in the midft 
a Ball and Crofs, as hath the Royal Diadem. 
That his Royal HighnefS the Duke of York, 
and all the immediate Sons and Brothers of 
the Kings of England, fhall ufe and bear their 
Coronets, compofed of Croffes and Fleuer de Lys 
only : But all their Sons refpettively, having the 
Title of Dukes, fhall bear and ufe their Coronets 
compofed. of Leaves only, as the Coronets of 
Dukes not being of the Royal Blood. 

Note, That by Order, not Creation, His Royal 
Highnefs George, our prefent King’s Son, was ad- 
mitted Prince of Wales, had the Principality with 
the Earldom of Cheffer, Gc. confirmed to him 
by Patent, and is allowed to hold a Court apart 
from the Kings. 

The Prince by the Common Law is reputed as 
the fame Perfon with the King, and fo declared 
by Statute temp. Hen, VII. ‘The Civilians fay, 
The King’s eldeft Son, during his Father’s Life, 
may be ftyled King by the Law of Nations, be- 
caufe of his fo near Relation tothe Crown, that 
if the Father die he is ipo momento Rex, though 
he be not crowned; a ufual cuftom in Spain, 
and once allowed here to Henry, Son of King 
Henry the Second; yet he holdeth his Seigniories 
and Principalities of the King, as Subject to him, 
and giveth the fame refpec to him as other Sub- 
jects do.

He hath certain Privileges above other Per- 
fons: To him it was permitted by the Statute 
| 24 Hen. 8. cap. 13. to wear Silk of the colour 
of Purple, and cloth of Gold, of Tiffue in his 
Apparel, or upon his Horfe. And by the Sta- 
tute 24 Fd.3. ca. 2. ‘Takings fhall not be from 
henceforth made by others than the Purveyors of 
the King, of the Queen, and of the Prince their 
} eldeft Son : And that if any Man’s Purveyor 
make fuch Takings, it fhall be done of them as 
of thofe that do without Warrant, and the Deed 
| adjudged as a Thing done againft the Peace and 
‘the Law of the Land; and fuch as do not in 

manner aforefaid, hall be duly punifhed. 

To efchew Maintenance, and nourifh Peace and 
Amity in all parts of the Realm, many Statutes 
have been made in the Reign of King Henry the 

Fourth, prohibiting the giving of Signs or Li- 
veries to any but Menials; neverthelefs by the 
Statute 2 Hen. 4. cap. 21. it is provided that the 
| Prince may give his honourable Liveries or Sign 
to the Lords, or to his Menial Gentlemen ; and 
that the farne Lords may wear the fame as if they 
were the King’s Liveries; and that the Menials 
of the Prince may alfo wear the fame as the 
} King’s Menials. But afterwards by occafion of 
divers other Statutes made by fundry Kings, for 
the fupprefling of that Enormity of Maintenance, 
i and of the general word in them, that Privilege 
of the Prince was abridged, or rather taken a- 
way, therefore the Statute 12 Ed, 4. cap. 4. was 
made: 

By the Statute 21 H. 8. cap. 13. the Prince 
may retain as many Chaplains as he pleafeth, al- 
though all other of the Nobility (except thofe 
of the Blood Royal) are conftrained to a certain 
Number ; and they, or any of them, may pur- 
chafe Licence and Difpenfation, and take and 
retain two Parfonages or Benefices with Cure of 
Souls, 

By the Order of the Common Law, the King 
may Levy a reafonable Aid of all his Tenants, as 
well of thofe that did hold their Lands of him 
by Knights Service, as in Soccage, pur fuire fitz 
Chevalier, & pur File marrier, and the fum of 
Money was not in certainty. 

Note, That the Aid is not to be recovered before 
the Son be of the Age of Fifteen years, and the 
Daughter accomplifh the Age of Seven years : 
Fitz. Natur. B. 28.6. But in the King’s plea- 
fure, till by the Statute in the 25 Ed. 3. cap. 11. 
it was Enacted, That for the Knighting his eldeft 
Son, and marrying his eldeft Daughter as afore- 
faid, the Aid following fhall be demanded and 
levied; viz. of every Knight fo holden of the 
King ( without mean) 20s. and no more; 


* Chamberlayne’s 


and of every 20/. of Land holden of the 
King (without mean) in Soccage, 20 5. and no 
more : And fo after this rate for the Lands in 
Soceage, and for Land in Tenure of Chivalry, 
according to the quantity of the Fee. 

By another Statute made in the faid 25th of 
Edward the Third, cap. 2. amongft other Things 
it is declared, That to compafs or imagine the 
Death of the King’s eldeft Son and Heir, is Cri- 
men lafe Majeftatis ; or if a Man do violate the 
Wife of the King’s eldeft Son and Heir, it is High 
Treafon. And fo the Statute 26 Hen. 8. cap. 13. 
doth declare. And fo was the ancient Common 
Law of this Realm, and not a new Law made 
by the Statute, Coke 8. Part 28. 5. But this Sta- 
tute is a Manifeftation and Application of the an- 
cient Common Law in this Cafe. 

Becaufe the People' were in Ambiguity, Whe- 
ther Children born in parts beyond the Sea, and 
out of the King’s Dominions, fhould be able to 
demand any Inheritance within his faid Domi- 
nions, or not: It was declared at a Parliament 
holden at Weftminffer in the Seventeenth of 
King ames, for the removing of thofe Doubts, 
That /es Enfants du Roy, the Children of the 
Kings of England, in whatfoever Parts they are 
Born in, are able, and ought to bear the Inhe- 
ritance after the Death of their Anceftors, 

Read the Statute in Coke’s Seventh Part, 18.4. 
where you fhall fee, that though generally the 
Birth-place is obferved, yet many times Legiance 
and Obedience without any Place in the King’s 
Dominions, may make a Subject born: For we 
fee by Experience almoft in every Parliament, 
that Ambafladors, Merchants, and the King’s Sol- 
diers do fue therein, in fuch Cafes, to have their 
Children Naturalized, or made Denifons. And 
in the Articles confirmed by Parliament touching 
the Marriage between Philip King of Spain and 
Queen Mary, Anno primo Parliamenti 2. cap. 2. 
a fpecial Provifo was to bar him from being Te- 
nant by the Courtefie of the Crown, in cafe he 
fhould have Iflue by her, and furvive ; which 
was fuperfluous, becaufe the Common Law would 
have denied it. For this laft point fee the Lord 
Chancellor’s Speech in the Cafe Po/fnat?, f: 36. 

But note, If an Alien Enemy come into this 
Realm, and his Wife Englifb or Stranger, be here 
delivered of a Child, this Child notwithftanding 
his Birth-place, is an Alien born, for want of 
Allegiance in the Parents, bid. 

King Henry the Third did create Edward his 
eldeft Son the firft Prince of Wales, and did give 
unto him the Dominion and Dignity thereof, to be 
holden of him and his Heirs, Kings of England: 
And after that time the eldeft Sons of the Kings 
of England have been Princes of Wales ; and as 
incident to the State and Dignity of a Prince, did 
and might make Laws and Statutes,and ufe Jurif- 
diGion and Authority, as amply as any King of 
that Nation could do; for/Vales was a Kingdom in 
ancient Time : but by a Statute made the Twelfth 
of Edward the Firft, Wales was incorporated and 
united to England, and became part thereof. 

M Alfo 
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Alfo by another Statute made 27 Hen. | 
¢. 24. a general Refumption of many Liberties 
and Franchifes heretofore granted, or taken from 
the Crown; as the Authority to pardon Treafons, 
Murder, Manflaughter, and Felony ; alfo power 
to make Juftices in Oyer, Juftices of Affize, Ju- 
ftices of the Peace, Goal-Deliveries, and fuch 
like ; fo that from thenceforth the King’s eldeft 
Son hath only the Name and Style of Prince of 
Wales, but no other Jurifdiction than at the 
King’s pleafure is permitted and granted him 
by his Letters Patents ; as by the tenor there- 
of here following made by King Henry the 
Eighth to Edward his Son and Heir apparent, 
may appear.

muft take Cognizance, as of General Statutes : 
For every Subject hath intereft in the King, and 
and none of his Subjects (who are within his 
Laws) be divided from him, being he is Head 
and Sovereign ; fo that the Bufinefs and Things 
of the King do concern all the Realm, and 
namely when it doth concern the Prince, the 
Firftbegotten Son of the King, and Heir apparent 
to the Crown. 

Although the’ Prince by exprefs Words. hath 
no Priviledge by the Great Charter of the Fo- 
refts, 9 Hen.3. cap. 11. for Hunting in the 
King’s Forefts or Parks, pafling by them, and 
fent for by the King’s Command; yet the 
Prince is to take the Benefit and Advantage there- 
by, as well as the Earls, Bifhops, or Barons, 
who are exprefled. Crompton’s Courts des Fu- 
ftices de Foreft, 167. 

In the Parliament 31 Hen. 8. cap. 10. an A& 
concerning the placing of King’s Children and 
Lords in the Parliament, and other Affemblies, 
was amongft other things made, as followeth ; 
That no perfon or perfons, of what degree, eftate, 
or condition foever bis or they be of (except 
only the King’s Children.) foall at any time here- 
after, attempt to jit, or have place on any fide 
of the Cloth of Eftate in the Parliament Cham- 
ber, whether His Majefty be there perfonally pre- 
fent or abfent. The Prince fhall not jind -— 
or 


for the profecution of any Ation, and therefore 
hall not be amerced no more than the King or 
Queen fhould be. 

The Prince is a diftin perfon from the King ; 
he is a Subject, and holdeth his.Principalities and 
Seigniories of the King, and fubject to the Law 
of the Land as a Subjed. 

And in token of the Prince’s Subjection, he 
doth not upon his Pofie in his Arms difdain the 
old Saxon words [Ich Dien] I ferve. 

And there is a Cafe, that Gla/coine Chief Ju- 
ftice of England in the time of Henry the Fourth, 
did commit the Prince, who would have taken a 
Prifoner from their Bar in the King’s Bench : 
And the Prince did humbly fubmit himfelf, .and 
go at his Command. And this did much rejoyce 
the King, to fee that he had a Judge fo bold to 
adminifter Juftice upon his Son; and that he had 
a Son fo gracious as to obey his Laws. 

The Exercifes befitting Princes, whilft they 
are young, are Chivalry, and Feats of Arms, and 
to adjoyn therewith the Knowledge of the Law 
and God : For it is the Duty and Office of a King 
to fight the Battels of his people, and rightly io 
judge them, 1 Kings 8. And the Prophet David 
faith, Be ye learned, you that judge the Earth. 
Whereto if they alfo would endeavour to have 
Knowledge in the Principles and Grounds of the 
Laws of their own Country, which they in due 
time inherit, they fhall be much the more en- 
abled to govern their Subjects; and it is a point 
of Wifdom in fuch to acknowledge, that Rex 
datur propter Regnum, &» non Regnum propter 
Regem, And to move the Princes to thefe things, 
there is an excellent Book, Dialogue-wife, be- 
tween a Prince (a King’s Son of this Realm) and 
Sit Fobn Fortefcue a Judge, entituled De Iaudi- 
bus Legum Angliz. 

Many that have been Heirs apparent to the 
Crown of England, ever fince the Norman Con- 
queft, have been taken away either by their na- 
tural Deaths, or by Violence, during the Life of 
their Anceftors, fo that they have not attained 
to the Crown. 

William, the only Son of Henry the Firft, was 
drowned in his paflage from Normandy, his Father 
reigning. 

Euftace, King Stephen’s only Son, died mad, to 
the great Grief of the King his Father. 

William, the eldeft Son of King Henry the Se- 
cond, died in the Fourth Year of his Age, and in 
the Third Year of his Father’s Reign. 

King Henry the Second’s Son, called Curt- 
Mantel, was in his Father’s life-time crowned 
King, by the Name of King Henry the Younger, 
but died in the Life-time of his Father. 

Geffrey, the fourth Son of the faid King, died 
during the Reign of Richard Ceur de Leon, 
his third Brother, which King Richard had no 
Son, and fo Geffrey was Heir apparent to the 
Crown, 

King Edward the Firft had Iffue, Jobn, Henry, 
and Alphons, but all three died in their Childhood 
in their Father’s life. 
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Edward the Black Prince (of famous Memory) 
eldeft Son to King Edward the Third, died before 
his Father. 

Richard the Third had Iffue only one Son, 
named Edward, who died without Iffue. 

Arthur, the eldeft Son and Heir apparent to 
King Henry the Seventh, died in the life-time of 
his Father. 

Henry Prince of Wales, eldeft Son to King 
Fames, alfo left the World before his Father. 

Thefe Examples may ferve as a Mirror for all 
fucceeding Princes and others, to fee how tranfi- 
tory the Glory of this World is; whereof the 
Saying of the Princely Prophet David may never 
be out of remembrance, Pfal. 82. I bave faid ye 
are Gods, and ye are all the Children of the moft 
High , but ye fhall die like men, and ye Princes 
like others. 

Alfo divers other Heirs apparent, and thofe 
that have been in poffeffion of their Crowns, have 
been defeated by Ufurpers: And namely Robert 
Duke of Normandy, eldeft Son to William the 
Conqueror, was defeated of his Birth-right by 
his two younger Brethren, William Rufus and 
Henry, fucceffively one after another ; and after 
Six and twenty years Imprifonment, having both 
his Eyes put out, died in the Reign of his Bro- 
ther Henry. 

Maud, the fole Daughter of the faid King 
Henry, was defeated of her Birth-right to the 
Crown by Stephen, the Son of her Father’s 
Sifter, 

Arthur, the only Son and Heir of Gefrey, the 
fourth Son to Henry the Second, was next Heir 
to the Crown after the Death of his Uncle Ri- 
chard, the firft King of that Name, who died 
without Iffue (his Father being dead before) but 
his Uncle Fobn, Son to the faid Henry the Se- 
cond, defeated him not only of his Right to the 
Kingdom, but alfo of his Life, and that by ftar- 
ving him. 

King Edward the Second was depofed by his 
eldeft Son, who in the Life-time of his Father 
took upon him to be the King of England. 

Richard, the only Son to Edward the black 
Prince, and next Heir to the Crown after the 
Death of his Grandfather King Edward the Third, 
was defeated both of his Crown and Life by 
Henry of Lancafter, Son to Fobn of Gaunt, who 
was but the fourth Son of King Edward the 
Third 5 yea, although Lionel, the third Son of 
the faid King Edward, had Iffue Philip his only 
Daughter, who by confequence was next to the 
Crown before the Iffue of Fobn of Gaunt ; which 
Philip was married to Edward Mortimer Earl of 
March, from whom the Houfe of York, by the 
Name of Edward the Fourth, are lineally de- 
fcended: For Wiliam of Hatfield, fecond Son 
to King Edward the Third, died young without 
Iffue. 

King Henry the Sixth, having but one Son, 
named Edward, he was flain in the Life-time of 
his Father, and the King himfelf depofed by Ed- 
ward the Fourth, and murthered in the Tower : 
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So the AG of Parliament made between them for 
an indented Peace, exemplified in our Books of 
Law. 

Fadward and Richard, the two only Sons to 
Edward the Fourth, after the defcent of the 
Crown; and before the Coronation of Prince Ed- 
ward, were both of them murthered in the Tower 
by their Uncle, Richard Duke of Glocefter, who 
thereupon took upon him the Crown, although 
there were remaining alive divers Daughters 
of the late King Edward the Fourth. Du- 
ring thefe troublefome and tragical Times, each 
of the King’s prevailing, attainted the other 
their Adverfary of High Treafon by Ac of Par- 
liament, intending utterly to difable them, and 
make them to be incapable by the Law of the 
Crown. And it is a Matter worthy of Obfer- 
vation, how the Hand of God did not forget to 
purfue Revenge in thefe Cafes ; for William Ru- 
fus died without Ifue; Henry his Brother had 
a Son and one Daughter, but his Son died an 
Infant, and his only Daughter Maud was defeated 
of her Birthright by Stepben. King Fobn, who 
defeated Archur his Nephew of his Birthright and 
Life,lived in continual Wars, never enjoyed Peace, 
but was driven to fubmit himfelf, and fubjeé his 
Kingdom to the Pope. In his time Normandy, 
which King William the Firft brought with him, 
and which in five Defcents continued in actual 
Obedience of the Kings of England, was in the 
fixth Year of his Reign loft, until King Henry 
the Fifth recovered it again, and left it to King 
Henry the Sixth, who again loft it in the Eight 
and ‘twentieth Year of his Reign, as doth ap- 
pear both in our Chronicles, and in our Books 
of Law. 

Concerning the violence done to King Henry 
the Second, albeit E¢mard his Son enjoyed a 
long and profperous Reign; yet his Succeffor, 
King Richard, was in the like violent manner im- 
prifoned, deprived, and put to Death. 

King Henry the Fourth, by whom King Richard 
was depofed, did exercife the chiefeft Ads of his 
Reign in executing thofe, who confpired with 
him againft King Richard: His Sonhad his Ver- 
tue well feconded by Felicity, during whofe Reign, 
by the means of Wars in France, the humour 
againft him was otherwife imployed : But his 
next Succeflor, King Henry the Sixth, was in 
the very like manner deprived, and together with 
his young Son Edward, imprifoned and put to 
death by King Edward the Fourth. This Ed- 
ward died not without fufpicion of Poifon ; and 
after his death, his two Sons were’ likewife difin- 
herited, imprifoned, and murthered by their cruel 
Uncle, the Duke of Gloceffer, who being both a 
Tyrant and Ufurper, was juftly encountred by 
King Henry the Seventh in the Field: So infal- 
lible is the Law of Juftice in ‘revenging Cru- 
elties and Injuries; not always obferving the:pre- 
fent time wherein they are done ; but often call- 
ing them into reckoning, when the Offenders re- 
tain leaft memory of them. 

But as the Saying is, Ex malis moribus bone 
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leges oriuntur , fo their Tragical and Miferable 
Combuftions have occafioned, that the Law hath 
eftablifhed more certain Refolutions in all thefe 
cafes and pretences again{ft the right Heir to the 
Crown than before. For firft, though a common 
Opinion was conceived, that a Conqueror might 
freely difpofe of the Succefiion of that Eftate, 
which he had obtained by the purchafe of his 
Sword (which was the Title pretended for /7il- 
liam Rufus ) yet now in our Books this difference 
is taken for Law, viz. between the Conqueft of 
a Kingdom from a Chriftian King, and the Con- 
queft of a Kingdom from an Infidel : For if a King 
come toa Chriftian Kingdom by Conquett, feeing 
he hath Vita & necis poteftatem, he may at his 
pleafure alter and change the Laws of that King- 
dom; but until he doth make an alteration 
thereof, the ancient Laws do ftand ; and there- 
fore the cafe of Rufis, the ancient Law of this 
Realm being, That the eldeft Son fhould inherit, 
and that a King in pofleffion cannot devife the 
fame by his laft Will, or by other AG; there- 
fore the faid William Rufus was no other than a 
Ufurper. But if a Chriftian King fhould Con- 
quer a Kingdom from an Infidel, and being then 
under his fubjection, there ipfo facto the Laws of 
the Infidels are abrogated; for that they be not 
only againft Chriftianity, but againft the Law of 
God and Nature, mentioned in the Decalogue : 
and in that cafe, until certain Laws be eftablifhed 
amongft them, the King by himfelf, and fuck 
Judges as he fhall appoint, fhall judge them and 
their caufes according to natural Equity, in fuch 
fort as Kings in ancient Times did within their 
Kingdoms, before any certain municipal Laws 
were given. And if a King have a Kingdom by 
Title of Defcent there, feeing by the Laws of 
that Kingdom he doth inherit the Kingdom, he 
cannot change thofe Laws of himfelf, without 
confent of Parliament. Alfo if a King have a 
Chriftian Kingdom by Conqueft, as King Henry 
the Second had Ireland, after that King Jobn had 
given unto them (being under his Obedience and 
Subjection) the Laws of England for the Govern- 
ment of that Country, no fucceeding King could 
alter the fame without Parliament. 

In Succeflion of Kings a queftion hath been, 
Whether the King, who hath ‘had Sons both be- 
fore and after he came to the ie 
Crown, which of them fhould 7%#, Mackenzie's 
fucceed, he that was born be- és 
fore, as having the Prerogative of his Birthright, 
or he that was born after? And for each Rea- 
fons and Examples havenot been wanting. For 
Xerxes, the Son of Darius, King of Perfiz, being 
the eldeft Son after the enthroning his Father, 
carried away the Empire from his Brother Ar- 
themones or Artobaxanes, who was born before 
his Father came to the Royal Poffeflion thereof. 
So Arcefes, the Son of another Darius, born in 
the time of his Father’s Empire, carried away 
the Garland from his Brother Cyrus, born before 
his Father came to the Empire. So Lewis Duke 
of Millain, born after his Father was Duke, was 

preferred 
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preferred to the Dukedom before his Brother 
Galiafius, born before the Dukedom. Bat not- 
withftanding thefe Examples, and the Opinion of 
fandry Doétors to the contrary, common ufe of 
Succeffion in thefe latter Days hath been to the 
contrary, and that not without good reafon; for 
that it is not meet that any that hath right to 
any Succeflion by the Prerogative of their Birth- 
right (fuch as all elder Brothers have) fhould 
be put by the fame. And this was the pretence 
of Henry the Firft againft Robert, his eldeft 
Brother. 

Alfo fundry Contentions have rifen in King- 
doms between the Iffue of the eldeft Son of the 
King dying before his Father, and the fecond Bro- 
ther furviving, who fhould Reign after the Death 

‘ of the Father; the Nephew chal- 
wide te abivefaid. Jenoine the fame unto him by 
; the Title of his Father’s Birth- 
right, and by way of Reprefentation, Cok. part 3. 
cap. 4. the other claiming as eldeft Son to his Fa- 
ther at the time of his Death : Upon which Title 
in old Time, there grew a Controverfie between 
Arcus the Son of Arrotatus, eldeft Son of Cleo- 
menes King of Lacedemonia, and Cleomenes {e- 
cond Son of Cleomenes, Uncle to the faid Arcus: 
But upon debate of the Matter, the Senate gave 
their Sentence for Arcus againft Cleomenes. Be- 
fides, Enominus King of Lacedemon having two 
Sons, Polydeétes and Licurgius, Polydeces dying 
without Children, Licurgius fucceeded in the 
Kingdom ; but after he had underftood that Po- 
lydefles Widow had a Child, he yielded the 
Crown to him ; wherein he dealt far more religi- 
oufly, than either did King Fobn, or King Ri- 
chard the Third: For King ‘fobn, upon the like 
Pretence, not only put by Arthur Plantaginet, 
his eldeft Brother’s’ Son, from the Succeilion of 
the Kingdom; but alfo moft unnaturally took 
away his Life. And King Richard the Third, 
to come to the Crown, did moft’ barbaroufly, 
not only flay his two innocent Nephews, but 
alfo defamed his Mother in publifhing to the 
World, that the late King his Brother was a 
Baftard. 

Our Stories do obfcurely note, that Contto- 
verfie of like Matter had like to have grown be- 
tween King Richard the Second, and Fobn of 
Gaunt his Uncle ; and that he had procured the 
Counfel of fundry great Learned Men to this 
purpofe ; but that he found the Hearts of divers 
WNoblemen of this Kingdom, and efpecially the 
Citizens of London to be againft him; where- 
upon he defifted from his intended purpofe, and 
acknowledged his Nephews Right. And the rea- 
fon of the Common ‘Law of England is notable 
in this Point, and may be colleted out of the 
ancient Authors of the fame; Glanvile lib. 7. 
cap. 1. Braéton lib. 7. ¢.30. and by Brittan, 
fol. 119. For they fay, Whofoever is Heir to 
another, aut e/? bares jure proprietatis, as the 
eldeft Son fhall inherit only before his Brothers 
aut jure repre, entationis - 
Son dieth in the life of his Father, his Iffue fhall 
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inherit before the youngeft Son; for though the 
youngelt it magis propinquus, yet jure reprefen- 
tations the Iffue of the eldeft Son fhall inherit, 
for that he doth reprefent the Perfon of his Fa= 
ther; And as Braciom faith, jus proprietatis, 
which his Father had by his Birthright, doth 
defcend unto him: aut jure propinquitatis, ut 
propingui jus excludit remotum, O» remotus re- 
motiorem : aut jure fanguinis. And yet Glan- 
vile, Lord Chief Juttice under King Henry the 
Second, feemeth to make this queftionable here 
in England, Who fhould be preferred, the Uncle 
or the Nephew. Alfo it hath been refolved for 
Law, That the poffeffion of the Crown purgeti 
all Defects, Hen. 1. fol. 3. and fo doth Ulpian 
the Civilian determine. And this is one of the 
three Reafons alledged, wherefore by the policy 
of our Law the King is a Body Politick, thereby 
to avoid the attainder of him that had right to the 
Crown, Coke’s feventh part, 12. a. left in the 
interim there fhould be an énterregnum, which 
the Law will not fuffer, becaufe of the mani- 
fold Incumbrances thereof: For it hath been 
clearly refolved by all the Judges of the Land, 
That prefently, by the defcent of the Crown, 
the next Heir is compleatly and abfolutely King, 
without any effential Ceremony or Ac to bedone, 
ex pofifaéio, And that Coronation is but a Royal 
Ornament and outward Solemnization of the De- 
{cent. And this appeareth evidently by abundance 
of Prefidents and Book-Cafes. Let us take one 
or two Examples in a Cafe fo clear for all : King 
Henry the Sixth was not crowned till the Eighth 
wear of his Reign, and yet divers Men before his 
(Coronation were attainted of Treafon, Felony, 
and the like Crimes; and he was as abfolute 
and compleat a King for Matters of Judicature, 
Grants, @c. before his Coronation, as he was 
after. 

Queen Mary reigned three Months before fhe 
was crowned, in which fpace the Duke of Nor- 
thumberland and others were condemned and exe- 
cuted for Treafon which they had committed be- 
fore fhe was Queen. 

And upon this reafon there is a Maxim in the 
common Law, Rex nunquam moritur , in refpec 
of his ever living and never dying politique capa- 
city. In France alfo the fame Cuftom hath been 
obferved ; and for more affurance it was exprefly 
enacted under Charles the Fifth, That after the 
Death of any King, his eldeft Son fhould imme- 
diately fucceed ; for which caufe the Parlia- 
ment Court of Paris doth accompany the Fu- 
neral Obfequies of thofe that have been their 
Kings, not in mourning attire, but in Scarlet, 
the true Enfign of the never dying Majefty of 
the Crown : Neverthelefs certain Cities in France, 
not long fince, alledged for themfelves, that be- 
caufe they had not reputed Henry the Fourth for 
their King, and’ profeffed Allegiance unto him, 
they were not to be adjudged Rebels; Where- 
upon the chief Lawyers of our Age did refolve, 
That forafmuch as they were original Subjects, 
even Subjects by Birth:, they were Rebels in 
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bearing Arms againft their King, although they 
had never profeffed Allegiance unto him. 

To conclude this Chapter, I fhall give you a 
View of the Ceremonies of the Creation of Henry 
Prince of Wales, which began on the Thirtieth 
of May 1610. as followeth ; The Prince accom- 
panied with divers young Noblemen, together 
with his own Servants, rode from his Court at 
St. Fames’s to Richmond, where he repofed that 
Night ; on the next day the Lord Mayor, Al- 
dermen-, with the feveral Companies in their 
Barges attended his Highnefs about Barn Elmes, 
where he was entertained with a Banquet, and in 
other places with Speeches by a Neptune upon a 
Dolphin, and a Sea Goddefs upon a Whale, &c. 
His Highnefs landing at Whitebal, was received 
by the Officers of his Majefties Houfhold, accor- 
ding to order, viz. by the Knight Marfhal and 
the Serjeant Porter ; In the Hall by the Trea- 
furer and Comptroller of the Houfhold ; in the 
great Chamber by the Captain of the Guard, and 


and in the Prefence Chamber by the Lord Cham- } 


berlain; from whence he went into the Privy 
Chamber, where the King and Queen met him ; 
the Saturday after was taken up with the ufual 
Ceremonies of making Knights of the Bath to 
attend his Highnefs at his Creation, which were 
Five and twenty in Number. 

Upon Monday following, thefe Knights of the 
Bath met in the Queens Clofet, where they put 
on long Purple Satten Robes, lined with white 
Taffata, and a Hood like a Batchelor of Law 
about their Necks; and in a Barge prepared for 
them went before the Prince to Weftminfter 
Palace, where his Highnefs landed, and proceeded 
to his Creation thus : 


Firft the Heralds. 

Next the Knights of the Bath. 

Then the Lords that were imployed in feveral 
Services. 

Garter King at Arms, bearing the Letters Pa- 
tents. 

The Earl of Suffex the Robes of Purple Velvet. 

The Earl of Huntington the Train. 

The Earl of Cumberland the Sword. 

The Earl of Rutland the Ring. 

The Earl of Derby the Rod. 

The Earl of Shremsbury the Cap and Coronet. 

The Earl of Nottingham and Privy Seal fup- 
ported his Highnefs, being in his Surcoat only, 
and bare-headed, to the Parliament Chamber. 


The King was already fet with all the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal in their Robes of State, 
all the Knights and Burgeffes of the lower Houfe 
prefent; as alfo the Foreign Ambaffadors, the 
great Ladies of the Realm, and the Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen of London feated upon Scaffolds, 
The Proceflion entring in manner aforefaid, made 
three feveral low Reverencies to His Majefty; and 
when they cameto the Throne, Garter King at 
Avms kift the Letters Patents, and gave them to 
the Lord Chamberlain, who prefented them to 


the King, who delivered them to the Earl of Sa- 
lisbury, Principal Secretary of State, who read 
them, the Prince kneeling all the while before 
the King; and at the Words accuftomed, the 
King put on the Robe, the Sword, the Cap and 
Coronet, the Rod, and the Ring. The Patent 
being read, the King kift him on the Cheek, and 
the Karl Marfhal, with the Lord Chamberlain, 
placed him in his Parliament Seat, viz. onthe 
left hand of the King ; which Ceremony being 
ended, they returned to the Palace Bridge in man- 
ner as followeth. 

Firft the Mafters of the Chancery, the King’s 
Council and others; then the Officers of Arms, 
the Knights of the Bath; next twenty Trumpets 
before them ; then the Judges; and after them 
all the. Members of Parliament in order, the Ba- 
rons, Vifcounts, Earls, and Marquiffes having 
Coronets on their Heads; then Norroy and Claren- 
ceaux King at Arms going next before the Lord 
Treafurer and the Lord Chancellor ; then Garter 
next before the Sword ; and then the Prince and 
King. ‘They took Barge at the Palace Stairs, and 
landed at Whitebal-Bridge, where the Officers at 
Arms, the Members of Parliament, and the Lords 
being firft Landed, attended the King and Prince, 
and went before into the Hall, and fo into His 
Majefty’s Prefence Chamber, whence the Prince 
defcended again into the Hall to Dinner, him- 
felf feated at the upper end of a Table, accom- 
panied with the Lords that attended him at his 
Creation, who fate on both Sides of the Table 
with him. At another Table on the left Hand 
fate the Knights of the Bath in their Robes along 
one fide, attended by the King’s Servants. At 
the fecond Courfe, Garter with the Heralds came 
to the Prince’s Table, and after due reverence, 
proclaimed the King’s Style with three Largelies, 
viz. King of England, Scotland, France, and 
Ireland, Defender of the Faith, @&c. And then 
proclaimed the Prince’s Titles, viz. Prince of 
Wales, Duke of Cornwall and Rothfay, Earl of 
Chefter, Karl of Roth/ay, and Knight of the 
Garter, with two Largeffes : Then with Feaft- 
ing, Mafques, and all fort of Courtly Gallantry, 
that joyful Creation of the Prince ended. 

His Royal Highnefs the prefent Prince of 
Wales, &c. was created by Patent without thefe 
formal Ceremonies which Cuftom had fo long 
continued,

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HE Title and Degree of a Duke 
hath been of ancienter ftanding 
in the Empire, and other Coun- 
tries, than amongft us; for the 
firft Englith Duke was Edward 

I the dlack Prince, created Duke of 
Cornwall by his Father King Edward the Third ; 

by which Creation, according to the Tenure of 

his Patent, the Firftborn Sons of the Kings of 

England are Dukes of Cornwall : Nor is there 

any Creation required for the faid Honour, al- 

though there is for Prince of 17% ales. A Duke ts 
faid to be fo called 4 Ducendo, from leading ; 
being at the firft always a Leader of an Army 

Imperial or Regal, and was fo chofen in the 

Field, either by cafting of Lots, or by common 

Voice; and the Saxons called this Leader an 
Hertxog ; But now, and for fome time paft, it 
is a Dignity given by Kings and Princes to Men 
of great Blood and excellent Merit. In fome 
Countries, at this Day, the Sovereign Princes are 
called Dukes; as the Duke of Savoy, Duke of 
Mufcovy, Duke of Saxony, Duke of Florence, and 
the like. 

All Noblemen at their Creation have two En- 
figns, to fignifie two Duties, viz their Heads 
are adorned ad confulendum Regem & Patriam in 
tempore pacis, and they are sirt with Swords, 
ad defendendum Dominum Regem, @& Patriam 
in tempore belli. “The Chapeau ot Head-attire 
Chath Chaffaneus ) Dukes were accuftomed to 
wear in token of Excellency, it is of a Scarlet 
Colour, lined or doubled Ermin. And now Mar- 
quifles, Karls, and Vifcounts plead Cuftom for 
the ufe thereof, as alfo for Coronets; which 
His Majefty King Coarles the Second hath alfo 
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granted Barons to wear, but with due Difference, 
as is alfuin their Robes, which may appear by 
the Portraiture of the faid Degrees here lively 
fet forth. HisSword is girt about him, and his 
fhort Cloak or’ Mantle over his Shoulders is 
guarded with four Guards; his Coronet is Gold, 
the Cap Crimfon, double Ermin, but not in- 
dented, as thofe of the Blood: Royal are; and 
he Ves which he holds in his Hand is alfo of 
old. 

Dukes of the Royal Line or Blood are re- 
puted as Arch-Dukes, and are to have their Co- 
ronets compofed of \Croffes and Fleuers de lys, 
not Leaves, as other Dukes. 

A Duke tantim fhall take place before any 
Lord, that is both Marquifs and Earl; but a 
Duke that is both a Marquifs and Earl, fhall pre- 
cede him. 

The Dukes, Marquifles, and Karls at their 
Creations have a Sword put over their Shoulders, 
or girt about them, which the Vifcounts and Ba- 
rons have not. 

A Duke may have in all places out of the 
King’s or Princes prefence a Cloth of Eftate, 
hanging down within half a Yard of the Ground 5 
fo may his Dutchefs, who may have her Train 
born up by a Baronef$: And no Earl, with- 
out permiffion from him, ought to wath witha 


Duke. 

All Duke’s eldeft Sons, by the Courtefie of 
England, are from their Birth ftyled Marquiffes, 
and the younger Sons Lords, and take place of 
Vifcounts ; but not fo priviledged by the Law of 
the Land.

Given by 
our Hand at our Palace at Weftminfter, in the 
Second Year of our Reign of England, Gye. 


Kine Edward the Third, in the third Year of 
his Reign, by his Charter in Parliament, and by 
Authority of Parliament did create Edward his 
eldeft Son, calledthe Black Prince, Duke of Corn- 
wal not only in Title, but cum feodo with the 
Dutchy of Cormmal, as by the Letters Patents may 
appear in Coke’s Eighth Part in the Pleadings, 
Habendum G tenendum eidem Duct, G ipfius, 
& heredum fuorum, Regum Angliz, filiis Primo- 

Zenitis, 
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genitis, & ditti loci Ducibus, in Regno Angliz ¢ 
hareditarie fucceffiuris: So that he who «is here- 
ditable muft be Heir apparent to the King of Eng- 
land, and of fach a King who is Heir to the faid 
Prince Edward, and fuch a one fhall inherit the 
faid Dukedom; which manner of Limitation of 
Effate was fhort and excellent, varying from the 
ordinary Rules of the Common Law, touching 
the framing of any Eftate of Inheritance in Fee- 
fimple, or Fee-tayl; and neverthelefs, by the 
Authority of Parliament, a fpecial Fee-fimple is 
in that cafe only made, as by Judgment may ap- 
pear in the Book aforefaid, fol. 27. and 27 Ed. 3. 
at. 6. And ever fince that Creation, the fud 
Dukedom of Cornwal hath been the peculiar In- 
heritance of the King’s eldeft Son, during the Life 
of the King his Father, fo that he is ever Dux 
natus, non creatus; and the Duke at the very 
time of his Birth is taken to be of full and perfect 
Age, fo that he may fend that Day for his Livery 
of the faid Dukedom. And the faid Black Prince 
was the firft Dake of England after the Conqueft : 
For though Braéton, who made his Book in the 
Reign of King Henry the Third, faith, e& funt 
fub rege Duces (as appeareth) that place is to be 
underftood of the ancient Kings before the Con- 

ueft : For in Magna Charta, which was made 
in the Ninth of King Henzy the Third, we find 
not the Name Duke among{t the Peers and Nobles 
there mentioned; for feeing the Norman Kings 
themfelves were Dukes of Normandy for a great 
while, they adorned none with his Honour. And 
the eldeft Son of every King, after his Creation, 
was Duke of Cornwall: As for example; Henry 
of Monmouth,eldeft Son of King Henry the Fourth, 
Henry of Windfor, eldeft Son of King Henry the 
Fifth, Edward of Weftminfter, eldeft Son of King 
Edward the Fourth, Arthur of Winchefter, eldett 
Son of King Henry the Seventh, and Edward of 
Hampton, firft Son of King Henry the Highth. 
But Richard of Burdeaux, who was the firft Son 
of Edward the Black Prince, was not Duke of 
Cornwal by force of the faid Creation: For albeit, 
after the death of his Father he was Heir appa- 
rent to the Crown ; yet becaufe he was not the 
Firft-begotten Son of a King (for his Father died 
in the Life of King Edward the Third) the faid 
Richard was not within the Limitation of the 
Grant and Creation by Authority of Parliament 
made in the Eleventh of King Edward aforefaid ; 
and therefore to fupply that defect, in the Fifth 
of Edward the Third, he was created Duke of 
Cornwal by {pecial Charter. 


And the Opinion of Stamford, a Learned Judge 
hath been, ‘That he fhall have within his Duke- 
dom of Cornwal the King’s Prerogative, becaufe 
it is not fevered from the Crown after the form as 
it is given; for none fhall be Inheritor thereof 
but the King’s of the Realm: For example ; 
whereas by Common Law, if a Man hold divers 
Mannors, or other Lands or Tenements of divers 
Lords, all by Knights-Service, fome part by Pri- 
ority and ancient Feoffment, and other Land by 
Pofterity and a later Feoffment, and the Tenant 
fo feized dieth, and his Son and Heir within Age, 
inthis cafe the Cuftody and Wardthip of the Body, 
and his Marriage may not be divided amongft all 
the Lords, but one of them only fhall have right 
unto it (becaufe the Body of a Man is entire. 
And therefore the Law doth fay, That the Lord, 
of whom fome part of thofe Lands are holden by 
Priority, and by the fame Tenure of Chivalry, 
fhall have it, except the King be any of the Lords3 
for then though the Tenant did purchafe that 
Land laff, yet after his Death the King fhall be 
preferred before any of the other Lords of whom 
the Tenant did hold the Priority. And fo thall 
the Dukelof Cormwal in the fame Cafe have the 
Prerogative, if his Tenant die, holding of him 
but by pofterity of Feoffment for any Tenure of 
his Dutchy of Cormwal, although the fame Duke 
is not feized of any particular Eftate, whereof the 
Reverfion remaineth in the King; for the Prince 
is feized in Fee of his Dukedom, as beforefaid. 

Fobn of Gaunt, the fourth Son of King Ed- 
ward the Third, took to Wife Blanch, Daughter 
and Heir of Henry Duke of Lancafter, who had 
Iffue Henry King of England; fo that the hid 
Dutchy of Lancafter did come unto the faid Henry 
by defcent from the party of his Mother ; and 
being a Subject, he was to obferve the Common 
Law of the Realm in all things concerning his 
Dutchy. For if he would depart in Fee with 
any thereof, he muft have made Livery and 
Seifin ; or if he had made a Leafe for Life, re- 
ferving Rent with a Re-entry for default of pay- 
ment, and the Rent happen to be behind, the 
Duke might not enter without making his De- 
mand ; or if he had alienated any part thereof 
whilft he was within Age, he might defeat the 
Purchafer for that Caufe ; and if he would grant 
a Reverfion of an Eftate for Life or Years in be- 
ing, there muft alfo be Attornment, or elfe the 
Grant doth not take effect.

pafs from Henry the Fourth by Livery of Seifin ; 
but by his Letters Patents under the Great Seal, 
without Livery of Seifin, and with Attornment. 
And if he make a Leafe for Life, being Duke, 
teferving a Rent with a Re-entry for default of 
Payment ; and after his Affumption of the Crown, 
his Rent happen to be unpaid, he might re-enter 
without Demand ; for the King is not bound 
to fuch perfonal Ceremonies as his Subjects 
are. 

Therefore to have the faid Dutchy tobe ftill a 
Dutchy with the Liberties to the fame, as it was 
before, and to alter the Order and Degree of the 
Lands of the Dutchy from the Crown, the faid 
King Henry the Fourth made a Charter by Au- 
thority of Parliament, which is entituled Charta 
Regis Hen. 4. de feparatione Lancaflria & corona 
authoritate Parliamenti Anno Regni fui primo, as 
by the Tenor thereof may appear. And fo by 
Authority of that Parliament, the faid Dutchy, 
with all the Franchifes and Liberties was meerly 
refigned from the Crown, and from the Minifters 
and Officers thereof, and from the Order, to pafs 
by fuch Conveyance which the Law did require 
in the Poffeflions of the Crown. But now the 
Poileflions of the Dutchy by force of the faid Sta- 
tute, ftood divided from the Crown, and ought 
to be demeaned and ordered, and pafs as they did 
before Henry the Fourth was King ; yet there is 
no Claufe in the Charter which doth make the 
Perfon of the King (who hath the Dutchy ) in 
any other Degree than it was before. 

But Things concerning his Pleafure fhall be in 
the fame eftate as they were before fuch Separati- 
on: Infomuch, as if the Law before the Charter, 
by Authority of Parliament, adjudging the Perfon 
of the King always of full Age, having regard 
unto his Gifts, as well of the Lands which he 
doth inherit in the Right of his Crown, or Body 
~ Politick, it fhall be fo adjudged for the Dutchy 
Land after the faid Statute ; for the Statute doth 
go and reach unto the Eftate, Order, and Condi- 
tion of the Lands of the Dutchy, but doth not 
extend unto the Perfon of theKing, who hath the 
Lands in Points touching his Perfon. Neither 
doth that diftinguifh, or alter the Preheminences 
which the Law doth give to the Perfon of the 
King : For if King Henry the Fourth, after the 
faid A& had made a Leafe, or other Grant of 
parcel of the Dutchy, by the Name of Henry 
Duke of Lancaffer only, it had been’ void ; for 
it fhould have been made in the Name of Henry 
the Fourth, King of England. 

And thus ftood the Dutchy of Lancajffer fever- 
ed from the Crown all the Reign of Henry the 
Fourth, Henry the Fifth, and Henry the Sixth, 
being politickly made for the upholding of the 
Dutchy of Lancafter, their true and ancient In- 
heritance ; however the right Heir to the Crown 
might, in future Time, obtain his Right thereun- 
to (as it happen’d in King Edward the Fourth’s 
‘Time :) But after the faid King Edward obtained 
his Right unto the Crown, in Parliament he at- 
tainted Henry the Sixth, and appropriated and an- 
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nexed the faid Dutchy again to the Crown, as by 
the Statute thereof made in the firft of the King’s 
Reign it doth appear. By which Statute three 
Things were ordained : Firft, The County Pala- 
tine of Lanca/ler was again eftablithed : Second- 
ly, He did inveft it in the Body Politick of the 
Kings of this Realm: And Thirdly, He did di- 
vide it from the Order of the Crown Land. And 
in this Form it continued until Henry the Seventh, 
who forthwith (being defeended from the Houfe 
of Lancafter) did feparate it only in Order and 
Government from the Crown, and fo it continu- 
eth at this Day. 


Ceremonies to be obferved in the Creation of a 
Duke, 


AT the Creation of a Duke he mutt have on 
him his Surcoat and Hood, and fhould be led be- 
tween two Dukes, if there be any prefent, if not, 
a Marquifs or two, and for want of either, an 
Earl ; fomewhat before him, on the right Hand, 
fhall go an Earl which fhall bear a Cap of Eftate 
with the Coronet in it; and on the other fide 
fhall alfo go an Earl which fhall bear the Golden 
Rod; and before the Duke that is to be created 
fhould go a Marquifs, or one of the greatelt 
Effate, to bear the Sword; and before him an 
Earl to bear the Mantle or Robe of Eftate lying 
on his Arms.

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>| MArquiss, which by the 

Al Saxons is called Marken-Reue, 
and. fignifieth a Governor. or 
Ruler-of the Marches, hath the 
next’Place of Honour to a 
Duke. This Title came to us 
but of late Days; for the firft 
was Robert Vere, who. was created Marquils of 
Dublin. by King Richard the Second, and from 
that time it became to be a Title of Honour ;, for 
in former. time thofe that governed the Marches 
were commonly called Lord Marchers, and not 
Marquifjes. 

After the Normans. had conquered this Land, 
it was by them carefully obferved, as a Matter 
of great Moment, to place upon the Confines and 
Borders of the Britains (and. thofe not then fub- 
dued) Men of much Valour; fuch that were 
not only  fufficient to encounter the Inrodes. and 
Tnyafions of the Enemy, but alfo ready upon all 
Occafions to make onfet upon them for the en- 
larging their Conqueft. Thefe Men thus: placed 
were of high Blood and Reputation amongft their 
Country-men, the Normans, and in whofe Faith 
the Conqueror repofed {pecial Truft and Confi- 
dence : And therefore in their Territories given 
unto them to hold, their Tenures were devifed 
to be very fpecial, and of great Importance and 
Honour, enriched with Name and Privileges of 
Earl of Che/fer ; and fo the North-border of 
Wales created to a County Palatine ; and the Ba- 
rons of the middle part of the South Marches 
were adorned in a manner with a Palatine Jurif- 
di@ion, having a Court of Chancery, and Writs 
only amongft themfelves pleadable, to the Intent 
that their Attendance might not thence be drawn 


for the profecuting of Controverfies or Quarrels 
inthe Law. And as for the other part of the 
South Marches, they feemed to be: fufficiently 
fenced with the River Severn and the Sea. 

A Marquifs is created per gladiz cinciuram, Gs 
circuli auret fuo capiti: pofitionem. He is ho- 
noured with a-Coronet of Gold, which is part 
flowered, and’ part pyramidal, with the Pots 
and Flowers, or Leaves of an equal Height : 
His Mantle-is doubled Ermin, which is of three 
Doublings and an half; whereas the Mantle of 
an Earl is but of ‘three, and the Doublings ofa 
Vifcount’s Mantle‘is but two and a half, which 
are only plain white Furr without Ermins, as 
are the Barons, which are but of two Doub- 
lings. 

The Form of their Patent (which at their 
Creation is delivered into their Hands}. was va- 
rious ; but of late *tis regulated to. the Method of 
thofe of other Degrees, and the Ceremonies the 
fame. This Honour is Hereditary, and the eldeft 
Son, by the Courtefie of the Land, is called Earl, 
or Lord of a Place ; and the younger Sons only 
Lord Fobn, Lord Thomas, or the like. 

He hath the Title of moft Noble and Puiffant 
Prince, and may have his Cloth of Eftate reach- 
ing within a Yard of the Ground, the King or a 
Duke not being prefent ; and his MarchionefS 
may have her Train born up by a Knight’s La- 
dy in her own Houfe, but not in a Dutcheffes 
Prefence. 

A Marquifs’s eldeft Son is born an Earl, and 
fhall go as an Earl, and have his Effay in an 
Earl’s prefence, and wear as many Powdrings as 
an Earl, but fhall give place to an Karl; and his 
Wife fhall go beneath a Countefs, and above all 
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Marquifles Daughters, who are born Ladies, and 
the eldeft a Countefs, but fhall go beneath a 
Countefs. ; 

At the Creation of a Marquifs, he muft have 
on him his Surcoat and Hood, and be led by a 
Duke or Marquifs; the Sword and Cap to be 
Born by Earls. He muft go after his Creation, 
not after his Marquifite, and the Marchionefs his 
Wife according to the fame. 

Marquiffes are ufually ftiled by the King, Our 
Right Trufty and entirely Beloved Coufins, and 
(if of his moft Honourable Privy Council) with 
the Addition of Counfellors,

Government, Earldoms of Counties were not on- 
ly Dignities of Honour, but Offices of Juftice, 
having the Charge and Cuftody of the County 
whereof they were Karls; and for their Affiftance, 
chad their Deputy, called Vicecomes : Which Of- 
fice is now managed by Sheriffs, each County. 
having his Sheriff Annually chofen out of the emi- 
nent Inhabitants thereof under the Degree of No- 
biles Majores. 
their Travels concerning the Affairs of the Coun- 
ty, then received a Salaty, viz. a third Peny of 
the Profits of the County; which Cuftom conti- 
nued a long time after the Conqueft, and was in- 
ferted as a Princely Benevolence in their Patents 
of Creation (as by divers ancient Patents may ap- 
pear) which afterwards were turned into Penfi- 
ons for the better fupport of that Honour, as ap- 
peareth by a Book-Cafe 32 Hen. 6. 28. And 
therefore in refpect of fuch Penfions, or fuch 
other Gratuities given in lieu thereof, fome Men 
have not without probability thereof imagined, 
‘quod Comites nominabantur, quia a multis fifci 
Regit focit & Comiies eidem participes effent. 
The Word Evrl by the Saxons was called Erlig 
or Etbling ; by the Germans, Graves, as Lant- 
grave, Palfgrave, Margrave, Rbeingrave, and 
the like; and by the Dutch was called Eorle : 
But upon the coming in of the Normans they 
were called Comes, or Comites, that is, Counts ; 
and for Gravity in Council, they are called Comes 
Ileftris, a Comitando Principem. And as Earls

for their Virtues and Heroical Qualities are re- 
puted Princes, or Companions for Princes; fo 
ought they to deport themfelves anfwerable to the 
faid: Dignity, as well in their Attendance and 
noble Houfe-keeping, as otherwife. 

The Dignity of Earl is of divers kinds, and is 
either Iocal or perfonal: Local, as from the 
Denomination of fome Place : And Perfonal, 
as being in fome great Office, as Earl-Marthal, 
and the like. Thofe Local are alfo Palatine 
,and Simplices, Thofe that are Palatine, or 
I Goune Palatine, are Chefter, Lancaffer, and the 
Bifhopricks of Durham and Ely, and retain fome 
of the ancient Priviledges allowed them by the 
| Saxons. Hugh Lupus, who was the firft Here- 
jditary Earl, had the County Palatine of Che/ter 
given him by the Conqueror, who governed it 
forty Years, in which Time he created eight Ba- | 
rons, and had Fura Regalia within the County. 

Of Earls not Palatine, which is as ancient as 
the Conqueft, there have been principally two 
kinds, but either of them fubdivided into feveral 
Branches ; for they either take Name of a Place, 
or hold their Title without any Place. Thofe that 
take their Name of a Place are of two Kinds; for 
either the Place is the County, as the Earl of 
Devonfbire, Kent, Middlefex, or the like; or elfe 
fome Town, Caftle, or Honour, as the Earldom 
of Richmond in Yorkfbire, Clarence in Suffolk, 
Arundel in Suffex, Bath and Bridgwater in So- 
metfetfbire, and fo forth. And thofe Earldoms 
which have their Titles without any Place, are 
likewife of two kinds, either in refpect of Office, 
or by Birth: By Office as the Karl-Marthal of 
England, called in Latin Comes Marefiallus An- 
glia, and is an Officer not only of great Power, be- 
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ing in the Vacancy of the Lord High-Conftable of | the State and Defence of Our Kingdom and Church, 


England the King’s Lieutenant General in all 
Marthal Affairs, but of as great Honour, taking 
place of all Karls, except the Lord Great-Cham- 
berlain of England, and is likewife endowed with 
many honourable Priviledges, This Title of Earl- 
Marfhal was by K. Richard the Second, firft gi- 
ven to Thomas Mowbray, Warl of Nottingham 
(whereas before they were fimply ftiled Mar- 
fhals) and after the Banifhment of Mowbray, he 
granted it to Thomas Holland, Duke of Surrey 5 
and that he fhould carry a Rod or Verge of Gold 
enammeled black at both ends, whereas before 
they ufed oneof Wood : This Office was by King 
Charles Il. reftored to the ancient Family of the 
Howards, Hereditary for ever, and is now enjoy- 
ed by his Grace Tho. Howard, Duke of Norfolk, 
@c. But being a Roman Catholick his Grace is 
oblig’d to appoint (with the Royal Approbation) 
a Deputy to officiate or at; which Deputy is the 
Right Honourable Henry Howard, Earl of Suf- 
folk and Bindon, &c. 

The other fort of Earlsare by Birth, and fo are 
all the Sons of the Kings of England, if they have 
no other Dignity beftowed upon them: And 
therefore it was faid that 7obn, afterwards King 
of England, in the Life-time of his Father Henry 
the Second, was Comites fans terre. 

Earls (as other Degrees of Nobility) are Of 
fices of great Truft, being created by Patent for 
two principal Purpofes ; one ad confulendum Regi 
in tempore pacis ; the other ad defendendum Re- 
gem ¢ Patriam in tempore belli. And therefore 
Antiquity hath given them two Enfigns to refem- 
ble both the faid Duties: For firft, the Head is 
adorned with a Cap of Honour, anda Coronet of 
Gold, which for diftinGion is pyramidal, point- 
ed, and pearled, between each Pyramid a Flower 
much fhorter than the pyramid : And the Body is 
adorned with Robes, wx. a Hood, Surcoat, and 
Mantle of State, with three Guards of Furr upon 
the Shoulders; which Robe is an Emblem of 
Counfel : And they are begirt with a Sword in 
remembrance that they muft be faithful and true 
to defend their Prince and Country. 

An Earl had formerly the Title of Prince; but 
now it is Moft Noble and Puiflant Lord ; asalfo 
The Right Honourable and truly Noble. Out of 
his Superiors Prefence he may have a Cloth of 
Eftate fringed without Pendants ; and his Countefs 
may have her Train born up by an Efquire’s Wife. 

But to the King’s High Council of Parliament 
no Man ought to prefume to come before he hath 
received the King’s Writ of Summons. This 
Conftitution was firft made by King Henry the 
Third, after the Barons War was appeas’d, and 
by King Edward the Third, and his Succeffors, it 
hath been carefully obferved. The Form of a 
Writ of Summons.to an Earl, is as followeth : 


EX, Ge. Unto bis welbeloved Coufin, John 

Earl of Greeting. Becaufe 

by the Advice and Affent of Our Council, for cer- 
tain weighty and urgent Bujfineffes concerning Us, 


We have ordained to be holden a certain Parlia- 
ment at Our City of Weltmintter the day 
of next coming, and there together 
with you, and with the Prelutes, and Great and 
Noble. Men of Our faid Kingdom, to have confi- 
dence and treaty, commanding, and firmly enjoyn- 
ing you upon your Faith and Allegiance whereby 
you are holden unto Us, that the Dangers and Pe- 
rils imminent of that Bufinefs confidered, and all 
Excufes fet apart, you be prefent at the faid Day 
in the fame Place with Us, and with the Prelates 
and Noblemen aforefaid, to treat and give Counfel 
upon the aforefaid Bufinefs , and hereof fail not, 
a you tender Our Honour and the Safeguard,and 
Defence of Our Kingdom and Church aforefaid. 
Witnefs Our Self at Weftminfter the day of 

in the Year of Our Reign. 


In this Writ an Earl is faluted by the King by 
the Name of Coufin, although no Kin ; and the 
Writ of Summons to him, or any other Peer, is 
particularly directed to himfelf, and not unto the 
Sheriff of the County, as the general Summons 
are to Knights and Burgeffes of Parliament. ice 

After a Man is created an Earl, Vifcount, or 

| any other Title of Honour above his Title, it is 
become parcel of his Name 3 and not an addition 
only, but in all legal Proceedings he ought to be 
{tiled by that his Dignity. 

In the Firft of King Edward the Third, 
fol. 151. a Writ of Formedon was brought againft 
Richard Son of Alleyn, late Earl of Arundel, and 
did demand the Mannor of C. with the Appur- 
tenances,¢c. The Tenant, by his Learned Coun- 
fel, did Plead that he was Earl of Arundel, and 
was at the Day of the Writ purchafed, and de- 
manded Judgment of the Writ, becaufe he was 
not named in the Writ according to his Dignity 
and Title of Honour. To which the Deman- 
dant faith, That at that time, when he did pur- 
chafe the Writ, the Tenant was not known nor 
taken to be an Karl, and it is fevere Juftice if the 
Writ fhall abate without any default in the Plain- 
tiff: Neverthelefs, becaufe the Truth of the Matter 
was fo, that the Earldom did defcend unto him 
before the Plaintiff had commenced his Action, 
and purchafed his Writ againft him; therefore 
by Judgment his Writ was abated, although the 
Tenant was not at that time known to be an Earl. 
But if a Baron be Plaintiff or Defendant, it is not 
of neceflity to name him Baron, 8 Hen. 6. 10. 
yet fee a Diftin@ion of Barons concerning this 
Matter, here following: And fo Reginald Gray 
was reputed E{quire after the Earldom defcended 
unto him, “till at laftit was publifhed and declared 
by the Queen, and the Heralds, that he was Earl 
of Kent in Right, and by Defcent, although he was 
not reputed or named Earl before that Time. 

But an Addition may be ufed, or omitted at 
pleafure, except in fpecial Cafes, where Procefles 
of Stile of Supremum Caput Ecclefie Anglicana, 
which by AG of Parliament in the 26zh of Hen.8. 
cap. 1. and inthe 35th of Hen. 8, cap. 3. was 

annexed 
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annéxed to the Imperial Crown of this Realm. 
It is no part of the King’s Stile, fo that it may 
be omitted in the Summons of Parliament at 
sleafure ; and fo it is adjudged and declared by 
arliament in the Firft and Second of Philip and 
Mary, cap.8. fol. 156. 

ut ue orate Majeftical Stile of the 
King, and the Title of Honour appertaining to 
4 Subject ; this Difference is between Grants or 
Purchafes made by or to a Nobleman, dc. For 
in that firft Cafe it is neceflary that the Name 
[ King] be expteffed, otherwife they are void. 
But if a Duke, Earl, or other Degree of Nobility, 
do Purchafe or Grant, by the Namé of Baptifin 
and Sutname, or other Title’ of Honour, it is 
riot void; for it isa Rule in Law, that every 
Mai’s Grant fhall be conftrued moft to the Be- 
fnefit of him to whom the faid Grant is made, that 
it’ may rather be ftrengthened than made void ; 
for there is a great Diverfity in the Law between 
Writs and Grants: For if Writs are not formally 
made, they fhall be abated, which is only the 
JofS of the fame; but ifa Grant fhould be imade 
void, then the Party hath no Remedy to have a 
new one, and for that Caufe the Law doth not 
favour Advantages by occafion of falfe Latin, or 
fuch like Miftake. 

And if an Harl be Plaintiff or Demandant, and 
having the Writ, fhall not abate; but never- 
thelefs he fhall proceed, and count by the Name 
of an Earl, according to fuch Title of Honour as 
he did bear at the Time of the Commencement 
of his Action. 

But if the Plaintiff in a Quare Impedit be made 
Knight, having the Writ, thall abate. 

There is a Stature made in the Firft of Henry 
the Fifth, cap. 5. wherein 1s contained as fol- 
loweth: Item, It is ordained and eftablifhed, 
That every original Writ of Adions, perfonal Ap- 
peals, and Indittwents, in which the Exigent foal 
be Awarded in the Names of the Defendants 5 in 
Such Writs, Original Appeals, and Indiéiments, 
Additions {hall be made of their Eftates, De- 
grees, and Myfleries, and the Towns, Hamlets, 
and Places, and the County where they were, 
or be converfant : And if by Procefs upon the faid 
original Writs, Appeals, or Indiéiments, in which 
the faid Additions are omitted, any Outlawries 
be pronounced, that they be clearly void, and that 
before thefe Outlawries pronounced, the faid Writs 
and Inditiments hall be abated by the Exceptions 
of the Party wherein the faid Additions are omit- 
ted: Provided, that though the faid Writs of 
Additions Perfonal be not according to the Re- 
cords and Deeds by the Suplufage of the Addi- 
tions aforefaid, that for this Canfe they be mot 
abated : Ani thatthe Clerks of ‘Chancery, wnder 
whofe Names fiuch Writs (ball o forth written, ball 
not leave out, ‘or make'omiffion of the faid Addi- 
tions, as aforefaid, upon pitin of Punilhment,.and to 
make Fine to the King,by the Difcretion of vhe Lord 
Chancellor or Keeper. And this Ovdinance ball be- 
gin to bold place the Suit of the Party, from 
the Feaft of St. Michiel then next enfuing. 


Although Addition of Eftate, Degree, and My- 
{tery, to be added unto Names, be written in the 
Statute firft before the Additions of the Places 
and Counties; yet it hath been ufed always after 
the making of the faid Statute, to place the Ad- 
dition of Eftate, Degree, and Myftery after the 
Places and Counties in all Writs, Appeals, and 
Indictments againft common Perfons : But the Ufe 
is otherwife in Appeals, and Indiétments of Trea- 
fon or Felony againft Dukes, Marquiffes, and 
Earls; for their Names of Degrees are in fuch 
cafe put before the Additions of Places and Coun- 
ties; as Charles Earl of Weftmorland, late of 
Branfpit in the County of Durham, 

Names of Dignity, as Dukes, Earls, Barons, 
Baronets, Knights, ee. are contained within the 
word [Degree] for the State of a Man is his 
Myftery.. Brook, Chief Fuflice of the Common 
Pleas in Abridement of the Cafe of 14 Hen. 6. 
fol. 15. titulo, Nofine de Dignitate. 


Injuries done to the Name and Honour of 
a Nobleman. 


Iw the Second of Richard the Second, c. 1. 
that Counterfeits and Spreaders abroad of falfe and 
reproachful Words and L.ies againft the Nobi- 
lity, Prelates, and Great Men in publick Offices, 
as the Lord Chancellor or Keeper, the Lord 
Treafurer, Lord Steward of the King’s Houfhold, 
the Judges, ec. whereby Debates and Difcord 
may arife between the faid Lords and Commons, 
to the great Detriment of the Realm, if due 
Remedy be not provided; ft is ftraitly Enacted 
upon grievous Pain, to efchew the faid Dangers 
and Perils, That from thenceforth none prefume 
to tell, or report any Falfe and Scandalous News 
again{t any of the Perfons aforefaid, whereby 
Difcord, or any Slander might arife 5 and he that 
doth the fame fhall incur the Punifhment ordained 
by the Statute of We/tminffer, cap. 33. which 
wills, that he be taken and imprifoned till he 
have found him that firft reported the fame. And 
further, by another Statute, Anno 12 Rich. cap.n2. 
it was enacted moreover, That when the faid 
Offender is taken and imprifoned, and cannot find 
him that firft fpake them,then he fhall be punifhed 
by the advice of the Council. 

And to the intent that fuch evil-difpofed Per- 
fons, which by their lewd Speeches and flande- 
rous Words ot Reports, do endeavour to break 
and difquiet the Peace of the Realm, might the 
fooner be enquired of , found out, and punithed 
by a Statute made in the Firft and Second of 
Philip and Mary, it was eftablithed, That the 
Juttices of the Peace in every Shire, City, and 
Town ‘Corporate within the Limits of their feve- 
ral Comumiflions, fhall have full Power to hear 
and determine the Caufes abovefaid in the two 
Ads of Edward 1, and 2 Rich. Il. {pecified ; and 
to iput the faid Statutes, and every patt thereof, 
in due Execution, that condign Punifhment be 
not deferred from fuch ‘Offenders. And befides 
the faid Penalties to be fo infli@edon Tranf-

greffors, every Nobleman, or Great Officer of the 
Realm, againft whom any feandalous Words, 
falfe News or Lies are fpoken, may profecute the 
Offender in any Action de fcandalis magnatum, 
and recover Damages againft him. And in like 
manner may every inferiour Perfon, for any fuch 
like words of Infamy fpoken againft him, reco- 
ver Damages again{ft the Offender. And in for- 
mer Times, Speeches tending to the reproach of 
others were fo odious, that King Edgar ordained, 
That his Tongue fhould be cut out that fpake 
any infamous or flanderous Words of another. 
And the faid Lord Beauchamp did fue an A@ion 
upon the Statute of Richard the Second, cap. 5. 
De feandalis magnatum, againtt Sir Richard Chufts, 
becaufe he did fue a Writ of forging of falfe Deeds 
againft the faid Lord Beauchamp ; and the De- 
fendant doth juftifie the faid Slander by ufe of 
the faid Writ, @e. And upon Demurrer the 
Matter of Juftification was good, fo that he was 
not liable to the Punifhment of the faid Statutes, 
but was quite difcharged from the fame. 

There is no foul Puddle that arifeth from the 
fame corrupt Quagmire, and diftilled likewife 
out of a Heart infected with Malice and Envy, 
but it devifed and prattifed by another meaner 
than the former, which is by Lybelling, fecret 
Slandering or Defaming of others 5 for this privy 
Backbiter doth not by Words impeach his Adver- 
fary in fo manifeft and turbulent manner as the 
cholerick Menacer in his Fury doth ; but feeming 
to fit quietly in his Study, doth more deeply 
wound his Fame and Credit, than the other boi- 
fterous Perfon doth ; for he in a moment threat- 
neth to do more, than peradventure he is either 
able, or hath Courage to perform in ail his Life : 
For his Paflion thus difcovering the Malice of his 
Heart, doth give his Adverfary warning to defend 
himfelf from him: But this fecret Canker the 
Libeller concealeth his Name, hideth himfelf in 
a Corner, and privily ftingeth his Reputation and 
Credit, and he knoweth not how to right him- 
felf; and the greater is this Offence, if done to a 
publick Magiftrate or Minifter of State , for then 
it may bring a Difturbance to the Peace of the 
King and Kingdom. And if it be againft a pri- 
vate Perfon , the ftaining his Reputation will 
caufe him not to be at quiet in Body and Mind, 
until he hath found his Enemy, which many 
times may lie fo fecretly hid, that he cannot be 
difcovered ; and then probably one innocent (up- 
on fome Sufpicion or other) may come to fuffer 
for it. Sometimes the malicious Defamer poureth 
forth his Poifon in Writing, by a Scandalous Book, 
Ballad, Epigram, or Rhime, near the place where 
the Party fo abufed doth moft converfe. In which 
Cafes the Law hath provided that the Party de- 
linquent (when he is found out and difcovered) 
fhall be feverely punifhed ; for he may either be 
Indiéted by the ordinary Courfe of the Common 
Law ; and if it be an exorbitant Offence, then 
by Pillory, lofs of Ears, Whipping, ec. or the 
Party grieved may have an Action upon the Cafe 
againft the Offender, and recover his Damages :

And in this it is not material whether the Libel 
be true or falfe, or the Party {candalized be alive 
or dead, or be of a good or ill Name 5 yet our 
Laws are fo made as to punith him, and fuck like 
Men, by a due Courfe of Juftice. 

And to conclude this Matter concerning Wrories 
done to the Name and Dignity of a Noblema: 
this may. be added, That it is unufual for any Per- 
fon to ufurp the Aris of another. Further, ifa 
Nobleman’s Coat-Armour and Sword of other 
Gentleman’s bearing Arms at the folemnizing of 
their Funerals, is fet up in the Church for the 
Honour of the deceafed, and is by the Covetouf- 
nef of the Incumbent that pretendeth Right there- 
unto, as Offerings due unto him, afterwards taken 
down ; or if they be defaced by any other, fuch 
are to be feverely punifhed as Malefactors: And 
in that Cafe the Action fhall not be given to the 
Widow, though fhe be Executrix or Adminiftra- 
trix of her Husband’s Goods; for fuch things 
which ferve for the Honour of the Party de- 
ceafed, are not to be accounted inter bona Tefta- 
tors, And the Heir fhall have his Aion as the 
Defender of his Anceftor’s Honour: But the 
Wrong is offered to the Houfe and Blood, and 
therein {pecially to the Heir, qui ef? rotius geni- 
ture fplendor ; and therefore to him accrueth the 
Right of Adion ; for fo it is reported by Sir Fobn 
Fern in his Glory of Generofity, fol. 83. that the 
Lady Withers’s Cafe in 9 Edw. 4. 14. hath been 
adjudged.

Laymen, both’ which are fubdivided into Nobi- 
lity and-Commons. ‘Thus we find in our Par- 
liament the Lords Spiritual’ and* Temporal make 
the Upper-Houfe the Commons Spiritual, vis. 
the Clergy eletted to fit in Convocation (wlio 
once had place and Suffrage in the Lower-Houfe 
of Parliament) and the Commons Temporal, viz. 
the Knights and Burgeffes make the Commons. 
Moft evident it is, by the Confent of all the 
Councils,, Fathers, Hiftories, and Univerfal Tra- 
dition, That for the firft fifteen Hundred Years 
continuance of Chriftianity, there is no Example 
to be found of any Church governed by any Au- 
thority Ecclefiaftick, but that of Epifcopacy ; they 
were ordained by the Apoftles themfelves to be 
their Succeflors in Chrift’s Church, to have a vi- 
gilant Eye over the Paftors and Teachers under 
them, as to their Lives and Doctrine, for the Pre- 
fervation of Truth and Peace, the Prevention of 
Scandal, Suppreflion of Herefie and Schifm, and 
to have a Care of their Flock, to bring them to 
Salvation. Tis not therefore without reafon that 
in all Times they have been the firft of the two 
Divifions of the People, the Clergy and Laity ; 


many are the Ecclefia {tical Dig- |

and as Spiritual Barons take place of Temporal 5 


they take thei Name fram the Sexon word: Bi/- 
coep, 4 Super-intendent or Overleer. 

They are three ways Barons of the Realm, viz. . 
by Writ, Patent, and Confecration. They pre- 
cede all under the Degree of Vifcounts, and are 
always “placed upon the’ King’s Right Hand in the 
Parliament Houfé. They have the Title of Lords, 
and Right Reverend Fathers in God : And their 
Sees, by the Piety of former Titnes, are endowed 


what belongs to théir Places’ And‘to keep' them 
from corrupt and finifterAffedions, the King’s 
moft Noble. Progenitors, and the Ancettors of the 
Nobility and Gentry, ‘havé fufficiently endowed 
the Church with Honour and Poffeflions, 

Many Privileges and Immunities were likewife 
granted to them, and the Clergy, by the Saxon 
and Danifh Kings ; as Coining of Money, Con- 
ferring the Order of Knighthood, ¢¢. which hath 
been long fince appropriate to the Crown. ‘Thus 
Lanfranck, Archbithop of Canterbury, made Wil- 
lam the Second Knight in the Litfe-time of his 
Father, 

Of Privileges remaining, fome belong to the 
Archbifhops ;. fome to the Bifhops, as they are fo 5 
and fome to them, and all other of the Clergy. 

We read of three Archbifhopricks in England 
before the Saxons came amongft us; viz. that of 
London, York, and Carleon upon Uske : But Chri- 
ftianity being thence expelled by the Pagans, the 
Succeflion of thofe Sees ceafed, till it pleafed 
God to reftore the Light of his Gofpel to the 
blind Saxons (which in this Kingdem had planted 
themfelves) by the Miniftration of St. Augu/tin, 
who firft preached Salvation to them at Canter. 
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bury, and was there buried, for whofe fake they 
removed the Epifcopal See from London unto 
Canterbury’; and in procefs of ‘Time placed ano- 
ther Archbifhop at York; which two Provinces 
included England and Wales, and have Five and 
twenty Bifhops under them, Six and twenty Deans 
of Cathedrals and Collegiate Churches, Sixty 
Arch-Deacons, Five hundred forty four Preben- 
daries, many rural Deans, and about Ten thou- 
fand Reétors and Vicars of Parifhes. 

The Archbifhop of Canterbury was anciently 
the Metropolitan of England, Scotland, Ireland, 
and the Ifles adjacent; and was therefore fome- 
time ftiled a Patriarch, and had feveral Arch- 
bifhops under him : His Stile was, Alterius orbis 
Papa, & orbis Britannict Pontifex : The Date of 
Records in Ecclefiaftical Affairs ran thus, Anno 
Pontificatus nofiri primo, &c. He was Legatus 
natus; which Power was annexed to that See 
near One thoufand Years ago, whereby no other 
Legat or Nuntio from Rome could exercife any 
Legantive power without the King’s fpecial Li- 
cence. Ih General Councils, he had place, before 
all other Archbifhops, at the Pope’s right Foot : 
Nor was he refpedted lefs at Home than Abroad, 
being,according to the practife of moft other Chri- 
ftian States, reputed the Second Perfon in the 
Kingdom, and named and ranked before the Prin- 
ces of the Blood. 

By the favour of our prefent King he ftill en- 
joys divers contiderable Preheminences ; as Pri- 
mate and Metropolitan of all England; hath 
power to Summon the Archbifhop of York, and 
the Kifhops of his Province, to a National Synod; 
is primus par Regni, preceding not only Dukes, 
but all the Great Officers of the Crown, next to 
the Royal Family. He is ftiled by the King, Dei 
Gratia Archiepifcopus Cantuarii : Writes himfelf 
Divina Providentia, as doth the Archbifhop of 
York, ( other Bifhops write Divina permiffione :) 
and hath the Title of Grace given him, (as it 
is to Dukes) and Mo/? Reverend Father in God. 

His Office is to Crown the King; and where- 
foever the Court fhall happen to be, *tis faid the 
King and Queen are Speciales Domeftici Paro- 
chiani Domini Archiepifc. Cant. The Bifhop of 
London is accounted his Provincial Dean 5 the Bi- 
fhop of Winche/ter his Chancellor ; andthe Bithop 
of Rocheffer his Chaplain. He hath the power 
of all the probate of Wills, and granting Letters 
of Adminiftration where the party hath bona no- 
tabilia, that is Five pounds worth, or above, out 
of the Diocefs wherein he dieth ; or Ten pounds 
worth within the Diocefs of London. By Statute 
of Hen, 8.25. he hath power to grant Licences, 
Difpenfations, ec. and holds divers Courts of 
Judicature ; viz. his Courts of Arches, of Audi- 
ence, his Prerogative Court, and his Court of 
Peculiars : And he may retain and qualify eight 
Chaplains, which is more by two than a Duke 
can do. 

The Archbifhop of York was alfo Legatus Na- 
tus, and had that Authority annexed to his See. 
He had all the Bifhupricks of Scotland under his 
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Province till the Year 1470. He hath the Place 
and Precedency of all Dukes, not of the Royal 
Blood, and of all great Officers, except only the 
Lord Chancellor, or Lord Keeper, He hath the 
Title of Grace, and Moft Reverend Father in 
God: He hath the Honour to Crown the Queen, 
and to be her perpetual Chaplain. He is alfo 
filed Primate of England, and Metropolitan of 
his Province. He hath the Rights of a County 
Palatine over Hexamfbire in Northumberland, He 
may qualifie Chaplains; and hath divers other 
Prerogatives which the Archbifhop of Canterbury 
hath within his own Province; but Durham being 
one, hath in many Things a peculiar Jurifdi@ion, 
exempted from the Archbifhop. 


Privileges belonging to the Bifbops are as 
follometh. 


{w their own Court they have power to judge 
and pafs Sentence alone, without any Colleague, 
which is not done in any other Court : And 
therefore the Bifhops fend forth their Citations in 
their own Names, not in the King’s, as the Writs 
in other Courts run. They may depute their Au- 
thority to another (as doth the King) either to 
their Suffragan-Bifhops, their Chancellors, Com- 
miffaries, or other Officers, which none of the 
King’s Judges can do. In whatever Prince’s Do- 
minions they come, their Epifcopal Dignity and 
Degree is owned; they may confer Orders, gc. 
whereas no Lay-Lord is acknowledged but in the 
King’s Dominions, who gave him the Title. None 
of them can be Indiéted of any Crime before a 
Temporal Judge, without efpecial Licence from 
the King : A_fevere Penalty to be infli@ed on 
them that raife any Scandal or falfe Report. In 
a Trial where a Bifhop is Plaintiff or Defendant, 
the Bifhop may, as well as any Lay-Lord, chal- 
lenge the Array, if one Knight at leaft be not 
returned upon the Jury. In Criminal Trials for 
Life, all Bifhops are to be tried by their Peers, 
who are Barons, and none under that Degree to 
be impannelled : but anciently they were exem- 
pted from any Trial by Temporal Judges. In 
Parliament they may Vote in any Thing, but in 
Sentence for Life, or lofs of Member, they being 
by Common Law to abfent themfelves; and b 
Common Law to make Proxies to Vote for them. 
They are freed from all Arrefts, Outlawries, 
Diftreffes,éc. They have Liberty to Hunt inany 
of the King’s Forefts or Parks, to take one or two 
Deer, coming or going from the King’s Prefence; 
and to have Wine free from Impoft, &c. “Their 
Perfons may not be feized for Contempt, but their 
Temporalities only ; and their Word only is to be 
taken, and their Certificate allowed in the Trial 
of Baftardy, Herefie, c. And fuch refpe& has 
been fhewed their Perfons, that an Offence bya 
Clergyman to his Bifhop is called Epifcopicide, 
and punifhed as Paracide, equal to petty Treafon. 

Every Bifhop may qualifie as many Chaplains 
as a Duke: ‘They are all Barons and Peers of the 
Realm, and have place in the Upper Houfe of 
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Parliament, as afore-noted, and take place accor- 
ding to Seniority of their Confecration, except 
London, Durham, and Winche/fer, who precede 
by Statute made in the Reign of King Henry the 
Eighth, 

It will not be amifs to {peak fornewhat of the 
Immunities common to all Ecclefiafticks, as well 
Commons as Lords Spiritual, as followeth. 

All Suffragan Bifhops, Deans, Arch-deacons, 
Prebends, Rectors, and Vicars, have privilege, fome 
by themfelves, others by proxy, to Sit and Vote 
in the Lower Houfe of Convocation. 

No Subfidy or other Tax can be impofed upon 
them without their own confent. No Clergy- 
man may be compelled to undergo any perfonal 
Service in the Commonwealth, hor to ferve in the 
Wais, or to bear any fervile Office.. They are 
free from the King’s Purveyors, Carriers, Pofts,@*c. 
for which they may demand a Protection from 
the King, cum claufula nolumus. They are 
not obliged to appear at the Sheriffs Turns or 
Views of Frank pledge, nor are impanelled to 
ferve upon Inquefts at Affizes or elfewhere. Ifa 
Clergyman acknowledge a Statute, his Body fhall 
not be taken thereupon; for the Writ runs, Sz 
Laicus fit, @c. Their Goods are difcharged from 
Tolls and Cuftoms (/i non emerceant Merchan- 


dizas de eifdem ;) but they mutt have the King’s 
Writ to difcharge them. 

As the Clergymen are exempted from the Wars, 
being, by reafon of their Function, they are pro- 
hibited the wearing a Sword; fo every Man in 
the Order of Priefthood is debarred the Order of 
Knighthood of the Sword, cum eorum militia fit 
contra mundum carnem & diabolum, faith Six ‘Fobn 
Fern;, yet laying afide their Cures, and alfo lying 
themfelves to a fecular Life, they have been ad- 
mitted. Dei natalin (faith Matth. Paris) Foban- 
nem de Gatefden clericum & multis ditlatum bene- 
ficiis, fed omnibus refignatis , quia fic oportuit, 
Baltheo cinxit militari. Thefe, and many other 
Rights, Liberties, and Privileges belong to the 
Clergy of England, all which the King at his 
Coronation folemnly {wears to preferve to them = 
And they have been confirmed by above Thirty 
Parliaments ; and if any A& be made to the con- 
trary, it is faid to be Null by the Statute of the 
4th of Edward the Third.

3 Name: Thirdly, of the Anti- 
quity thereof, and of the divers Ufes in former 
Ages : Fourthly, of the Divifion, and the Confide- 
ration of the feveral Kinds of Barons : And laftly, 
a Declaration of the divers and fundry Priviledges 
allowed them, and the reft of the Nobles, by the 
Laws of this Realm. 


The Definition or Defcription of a Baron. 


IT is acertain Rule in Law, Definitiones in 
jure funt periculofiffine ; earum eft enim ut nan 
Subverti poffunt 5 and therefore I do not often find 
any Definition or Defcription of a Baron deliver- 
ed by Writers: Neverthelefs in this our King- 
dom, it is my Opinion, that a Baron may be de- 
{cribed in a Generality, anfwerable unto every 
fpecial Kind thereof in this manner. 

A Baron is a Dignity of Nobility and Honour 
next unto the Vifcount: And the Books of Law 
do make a Difference between Dukes, Marquiffes, 
Earls, and Vifcounts, which are allowed Names 
of Dignity, andthe Baron ; for they affirm, That 
fuch a Baron need not to be named Lord or Baron 
by his Writ ; but the Duke, Marquifs, Earl, or 
Vifcount, ought to be named by their Names of 
Dignity. 

Cambden, fol. 1692. faith, That our Common 
Laws do not allow a Baron one of the Degrees of 

Vobility : But [take it to be underftood of Ba-

rons by Tenure, or Barons by Writ, only: For 
the Title ofa Baron by Patent is in his Letters 
Patents under the Great-Seal of England adorned 
by the Name of Status, Gradus, Dignitas ; and 
therefore is requifite to be named: And fuch 
Dignities are a parcel of the Name of the Poffef- 
for, as well as the Title and Style of a Duke, 
Marquifs, Earl, or Vifcount. ‘And although 
there may be conceived this Difference laft men- 
tioned between the Baron by Tenure or Writ, 
and the Baron by Patent ; yet they being all 
Members of the Higher Houfe of Parliament, they 
are thereby equally made Noble, Honourable, 
and Peers of the Realm, as they are Barons, with- 
out any other Diftinétion. 


The Etymology of the Name of Baron, 


Many Writers have laboured to place the 
Etymology and Signification of this Word, where- 
in following too much their own Fantafies) they 
have bred much Variation of Opinions. “As for 
Etymology of Words, I agree with him that faith 
it is, Levis & fallax & plerumque ridicula , for 
fepenumero ubi proprietas verborum attenditur 
Jenfus veritas amittitur. It may leave fome ufe, 
and ferve turn in Schools, but it is too light for 
Judgment in Law, and for the Seats of Juftice. 
Thomas Aquinas fetteth down a more certain Rule, 
In vocibus videndum, non tam a quo quam ad 
quid fumater 5 and Words fhould be taken /en/ie 
currentt ; for Ufe and Cuftom is the beft Expo- 
fitor of the Laws and Words, quam penes arbitri- 
um eft, G jus, & norma loquendi, in the Lord 
Chancellor’s Speech, in the Cafe Pofnati, fol. 6r.

The Antiquity of the Dignity of Barons, and the 
Sundry Ufes of the Name. 


It feemeth that the Dignity was more ancient 
than the Name; for in the ancient Conftitutions 
there is no mention made of the Name of Barons ; 
howbeit, the learned Interpreters do underftand 
thet Dignity to be comprehended under thofe 
which are there called Valvafores Majores, and 
afterwards called Czpitanei. For of the Valva- 
fors, which are thought to be the Barons Valva- 
‘ores Minores, and Valvafini, or Valvafores Mini- 
mi. “The like Dignity (before the Conqueft ) 
had thofe which of the Englifb-Sawons were called 
Thaines. Mills, fol. 28. faith, Barons were in 
France from the Beginning; neverthelefs, the 
Name of Baron was not much ufed in this King- 
dom until the Norman Conqueft, after which the 
Word Baron feemeth to be frequently ufed in- 
ftead of Thaine amoneft the Englifb-Saxons : For 
as they in general and large Signification did fome- 
times ufe the fame to the Senfe and Meaning, and 
Import of a Freeman, born of a Free Parentage, 
or fuch like: So did the Normans ufe the Word 
Baron, and therefore called their beft efteemed 
Towns and Boroughs by the Name of Barons : 
And fo the Citizens of London were called Barons 
Londonni ; divers ancient Monuments of whom 
alfo Brittan maketh mention, fol. 272. & lib. 5. 
cap. 14. Alfo there are divers Charters wherein 
mention is made of fuch like Barons. And the 
Barons of Warwick in the Record of Domefday : 
And unto our Time, the Free Burgefles of the 
Five priviledged Ports; and for that alfo divers of 
the Nobility of Barons, as well Spiritual as Tem- 
poral, did in ancient Time fit in the Exchequer to 
determine the Matters there arifing, the Judges 
of that Court have been, time out of mind, called 
Barons of the Exchequer. And William de la 
Pole was created a Baron by King Edward the 
Third, and made Lord Chief-Baron of the Ex- 
chequer. 

Moreover, as the Englifh-Saxons had two kinds 
of Thaines, the like hath been obferved as touch- 
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on (as before | ing Barons; for the King, and the Monarchs of 


the Realm have their immediate Barons, being 
the Peers of the Realm: And in like manner cer- 
tain others of the Nobility, efpecially the Karls 
which have Jurifdiction Palatine, and Earls- 
Marchers, whofe Countries have confined upon 
the Coafts of the Enemy, and had under them, 
for their better Defence, a kind of Barons; as 
namely, under the County-Palatine of Che/fer 
were thefe Barons, viz. the Barons of Hilton, 
Mountal, Malbank, Shipbrooke, Malpas, Maffey, 
Kinderton, Stockport, &c. The Earldom of 
Pembroke being firft erected by Arnulpbus Mont= 
gZomery that conquered part of Wales ; and there- 
fore the Earl thereof being an Earl-Marcher, had 
alfo under him his Barons, as by the Parliament 
Rolls 18 Edw. J. doth appear. 

It hath been therefore a common Opinion re- 

ceived, That every arldom, in Times paft,had un- 
der it Ten Barons, and every Baron Ten Knights- 
Fees holden of him; and that thofe which have 
Four Knights-Fees were ufually called and promo- 
ted to the Degree of a Baron. 
_ Alfo Lords and Proprietors of Mannors were, 
in refpect of them in ancient remembrance, called 
Barons (but abfolutely) and the Courts of their 
Mannors called thereof Courts Barons. 

It refteth now, for the more Explanation of the 
ufe of the Name. of Baroris, that we call to re- 
membrance that which hath been afore-fpoken. 
That the Cuftom of oir Country is, that ifa Ba- 
ron be creatéd Harl, the eldeft Son of the faid 
Earl taketh upon him, in the Life-time of his Fae 
ther, the Name and Title of the Barony, al- 
though: he want the Priviledges belonging to a 
Baron. 


The Tenour and proper Signification of the Word 
Baron. 


Barons Honourable are-of three kinds, 
viz. by Tenure, by Writ, and by Creation or Pa- 
tent. As for Barons by Prefcription, which fome 


Men have fpoken of, they are intended to be all 
one with the Barons by Tenure, or thofe whofe 
Anceftors, time out of mind, have been called to 
Parliament by Writ; for otherwife there are 
ete to be found as Barons by Prefcription 
only. 
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Barons by Tenure. 


@ ARONS by Tenure, are thofe 
) Gp 


which do hold any Honour, Caftle, 
or Mannor, as the Head of their Baro- 
ny per Baroniam,which is Grand-Ser- 
Vee COSt jeanty. And thofe Barons by Tenure 
are of two forts, Barons Spiritual by Tenure, and 
Barons Temporal by Tenure. Of Barons Spiri- 
tual by Tenure fufficient is faid, whereunto may 
be added, That it appeareth by all the ancient 
Writers of our Law, as Britten, Glanvile, Bra- 
&on, and the reft, that the Archbifhops and Bi- 
fhops of the Realm in the ancient Saxon Days, as 
well during the time that the Realm was divided 
into divers Kingdoms, as alfo after the uniting of 
them into one Monarchy, were called to Parlia- 
ment or Affemblies of State as Wifemen; not fo 
much in refpec of their Tenure, for in thofe Days 
all their Tenures were by a Frank Almoigne ; but 
efpecially for that the Laws and Counfeis of Men 
are then moft current and commendable, and have 
a more blefled Iffue and Succefs, where they are 
grounded upon the Law of God, the Root and 
Beginning of all true Wifdom. And therefore 
our wife and religious Anceftors called to their 
General Council, or Wittenagemote, or Court of 
Wifemen (as they called it) thofe chief and prin- 
cipal Perfons of the Clergy, which by their Places 
and Profeffions, by their Gravity, Learning and 
Wildom, might beft advife them what was the 
Law of God’s acceptable Will and Pleafure, that 
they might frame Laws anfwerable, or at leaft- 
wife not contrary and repugnant thereunto. 

And touching the Temporal Barons by Tenure, 
mention is made of them in the Books of Law, 
Records, and ancient Monuments of the Realm ; 
and thefe Baronies were anciently uncertain, and 
rentable at the pleafure of the King. But fuch 
Incertainty was brought to Certainty by the Sta- 
tute of Magna Charta, chap. 2. 

Braé&éon doth make exprefs mention of Barons 
Temporal by Tenure; it fhall be needful here a- 
gain to remember the former Affertion of Bracton, 
‘That the Head ofa Barony defcending to Daugh- 
ters fhould not be divided by Partition, which ar- 
gueth likewife the Tenure of Barony. But let 
us defcend to other Authority, ws. the Book- 
Cafe in the 48 Edy. 3. fol. 30. Sir Ralph Ever- 
don’s Cafe ; by which Cafe of Law ’tis moft evi- 
dently proved that there are Barons by Tenure, 
which in regard of fuch their Tenure, ought to 
be fummoned to Parliament. And furthermore, 
That there were or are Barons by Tentire, read the 


Statute of We/tminfter 2. eap. 41. where the Fees | 


of the Karl-Marfhal andthe Lord Chamberlain are 
exprefled, which are to be taken by them upon 
the Homage done of every Baron by Tenure, 
whether the Baron holdeth by a whole Barony, 
or by a lefs, 


But here arifeth a Queftion : If a Baron by 
Tenure alien and grant away the Honour, Ca- 
ftle, and Mannor holden by Barony, whether 
fhall fuch Alien or Grantee take upon him the 
State, Title, and Dignity of a Baron, or not ? Or 
what hall become of fuch Dignity of Baronage 
after fuch Alienation and Grant made >? The 
which do deny that there are any fuch Baronies 
by Tenure, do ufe thefe as their principal Mo- 
tives or Reafons: Firft, If there be any Beronies 
by Tenure, then the Alience or Grantee of fuch 
Honour, Caftle, and Mannor fo holden, mutt 
hold by the fame Tenure that his Grantor or Fe- 
offer before held, but that was by Barony, there- 
fore fuch Grantee muft hold by Barony: And if 
fuch Grant or Alienation be made to Perfons Vul- 
gar or Ignoble, then fhould fuch Tenure be made 
Noble, which were very abfurd, and full of In- 
conveniency ; for Ornanda potius eft dignitate do- 
mus, quam ex domo dignitas, utcungue quibu 
quarenda eft, ab iis honeftanda, Milles perorati- 
on. 3. ‘Secondly, It is very evident and manifeft 
that many ancient Mannors, which in old time 
were holden by Baronage, and were the Head of 
Baronies, are now in the Tenures of mean Gen- 
tlemen, and others, who neither may, nor do 
challenge unto themfelves in any refpe& hereof 
any Nobility, without the great Favour of the 
King’s moft Eixcellent Majefty, who is the Foun- 
tain of all Honour within his Dominions. Third- 
ly, Some ancient Barons there are that have alicn- 
ed and fold many of thofe Caftles and M 
which did bear the Name and Dignity o 
nage ; and yet themfelves do ftill retain, and 
fully keep their Eftate, Dignity and Des 
Baron, and have been, and ufually are, fuch : 
tions notwithftanding , fummoned neverthe 
to the Parliament, and there to take and hold their 
ancient Place accordingly. 

To thefe Objections it fhall be convenient, fur 
the more eafie unfolding the State of this Quefti- 
on, to exhibit certain neceflary Diftin@ions, and 
upon thein to draw true and infallible Conclufi- 
ons; and then to prove them by Authority of 
Law, Confent of Time, and manifold Prefidents : 
Which done, the Anfwer will be prefentl 
(as I conceive) to every of the aforefaid Obj 

Firft therefore, If a Baron by Tenure, v 
holdeth any Caftle, Honour, or Mannor by 
nage, do alien or give the fame away, he de 
either with or without a Licence obtaine 
his Majefty for the fame. If he doth it witt 
Licence, then the Conclufion is certain. B 
the Laws of this Realm the Barony, Honour, 
file, or Mannor fo aliened without Licence 
Confent, is forfeited ; and the fame ur 
| tle, and Mannor fo holden by Barony, an

aliened, is to be feized in the King’s Hands 5 
and the faid Forfeiture, and fuch Dignity and 
Eftate no longer to be born and continue, but to 
be refumed and extinguifhed in the Crown, from 
whence it was derived. 

The Reafon therefore is notable, if we call to 
remembrance that which was formerly alledged 
out of Bra&on, That Baronies are the Strength of 
the Realm, and fuffer no Divifion; they fuffer al- 
fo no Alienation without the Confent or Licence 
of the Sovereign Monarch; for fo fhould the 
Realm be infeebled, and bafe Perfons ennobled 
without defert of Virtue or Prowefs: For where 
the Thing fo aliened is an Honour or Head of a 
Barony, it differeth much from the ordinary Te- 
nure in Capite, whereof, if the Tenant make Alie- 
nation without Licence, he is only to pay a Fine 
by the Statute of 1 Edm. 3. cap. 12. whereof al- 
fo before the making of the Statute, there was 
diverfity of Opinions at the Common Law after 
the Statute of Magna Charta, cap. 31. And for 
further proof fee Glanvile. 

In Edward the Third, certain Lands being par- 
cel of the Barony of Hremberway were aliened by 
William de Browfé the Baron thereof, without the 
King’s Licence; and inthe Argument of the Cafe 
concerning the fame, Judge Green delivered this 
for Law. Firft, That parcel of a Barony or Earl- 
dom of the King in chief cannot be aliened or dif- 
membred without his Licence; and if it be, it 
fhall be feized into the King’s Hands as forfeited, 
and the King fhall be feized thereof in his own 
Right again. In 43 Edw. III. it was found by an 
Office, that 7iWiam Bifhop of Chefter had leafed 
unto one Jobn Prefion, for his Life, a Mannor 
which was parcel of the Mannor of the faid Bi- 
thoprick without Licence, and it was refolved by 
the Judges, and others of the King’s Council, 
That the fame was forfeited ; but by mediation 
of the faid Council the Bifhop fubmitted himfelf 
to the King, and made a Fine, and feveral Scire 
Facias’s iffued out again{t them that had received 
the many Profits, to anfwer unto the King there- 
of. And thus mnch concerning Alienations of 
Baronies without Licence. 

But on the other part, if a Baron by Tenure, 
whe holds any Honour, Caftle, or Mannor by 
Barony, do grant or alien the fame by Licence, I 
muft again diftinguifh: For either fuch Alienati- 
on is made for the continuance of his Barony, Ho- 
nour, Lands, and Tenements in his own Name, 
Blood, and fue Male ; or elfe the fame Aliena- 
tion is made for Money or other Recompence, or 
otherwife toa meer Stranger: And hereof enfu- 
eth this fecond Conclufion or Affertion, That if 
fuch Alienation be made for the continuance of 
his Barony in his Name and Blood, or Iffue Male 
(as many have made the like) then may fuch If- 
fue Male, together with the Barony (be it Ca- 
ftle, Honour, or Mannor fo holden) hold, and 
lawfully enjoy the Name, Stile, Title and Digni- 
ty of a Baron. 
~ Moreover concerning the fecond Obj 
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were in Times paft holden by Barony, are now 
in the Hands of Gentlemen, mean and ignoble by 
Blood, who never do, or may claim any Nobility 
or Honour thereby. But there hath been fome 
former Gifts made by the King’s Progenitors to 
fuch as they honoured in Augmentation and Sup- 
port of their Honour, and for honourable Ser- 
vices, fhould thus come to the Hands of mean 
Perfonages, are twofold: Firft, For that fuch 
Mannors have been aliened by Licence unto fuch 
Perfuns before fpoken, of whom fuch Poffeffions 
alone cannot m-ke Noble. Secondly, And that 
was ufually fuch Mannors as were in ancient Time 
holden by Barony, that have upon divers Occafi- 
ons come to the Crown, were extind ; and after 
the fame Lands were given or conveyed to others, 
referving other Services than thofe which at the 
firft were due for the fame; fo that it was no mar- 
vel that fome Mannors anciently holden by Baro- 
ny, or other honourable Service, fhould now be 
holden in Soccage, or by other mean Tenure. 

As to that which was thirdly objected, That 
fome ancient Barons there are which have aliened 
and fold away thofe Caftles and Mannors of which 
they have and do bear the Name and Dignity, and 
yet ftill themfelves do retain and lawfully keep the 
Dignity and Degree of a Baron, and have been, 
and are called to Parliament notwithftanding fuch 
Alienation : 

To that I anfwer, That it is true; but it 
proveth nothing againft the former Refolution ; 
and therefore for hetter fatisfa@ion of this Point, 
itis to be confidered, that either fuch Barons are 
original Barons by Writ, or Barons by Tenure. 
Barons by Writ (in this refpect now in Hand) are 
of two kinds; for either in fuch Writ whereby 
they are, or their Anceftors were firft {ummoned, 
they were only named by their own Names, or 
elfe there was addition given them of the principal 
Place of their abode, which was done for Diftin- 


j tion fake, either to fever them from fome ho- 


nourable Perfon of the fame Name; or elfe to 


i give them fuch honourable Title by addition of 


the Place, which Place notwithftanding was not 
holden by Barony: And therefore if fuch a Baron 
do alien away that Place which was anciently his 
Seat, he may neverthelefS retain his honourable 
Title, no refpect had of fuch Place. 

But if a Baron by Tenure do alien away the 
Honour, Caftle, or Mannor holden by Barony 
untoa mean Perfon not capable of Honour, and 
by fufficient Licence fo to do; and after the Alic- 
nor which made fuch Alienation, be called by 
Writ to Parliament under the Title, or as a Ba- 
ron to fuch Honour, Caftle, or Mannor fo alien- 
ed that away which he held by Barony. But 
thenceforth, after fuch Writ of Summons he is 
become a Baron by Writ, fuch Alienation not- 
with{tanding, forafmuch as the Writ dire@eth at 
the Pleafure of the Prince, doth give unto him 
that Addition of Name and Dignity. 

And thus much touching the Refolution of the 
faid Queftion, and Satisfaction of the faid Obje@i- 
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Barons by Wart, which x the fecond kind of Barons mentioned in 
the former Divifion of Barons. 


Baron by Writ, ishe untowhom 

a Writ of Summons, in the Name of 
®\ the King, is directed, to come to the 
Parliament appointed ata certainTime 
and Place to be holden, and there 
with his Majefty, the Prelates, and Nobility, to 
treat and advife about the weighty Affairs of the 
Nation ; which Writ is much tothe effect of the 
aforementioned Writ in the Title of Earl, and 
which kind of Writ is as well directed to the Ba- 
rons of Tenure, as by Creation by Patents: But 
thofe that are not Barons by Tenure, nor by Pa- 
tent, and have only fuch Writs, after the receipt 
of fuch Writ, and Place taken in Parliament ac- 
cordingly, ought to enjoy the Name and Dignity 
of Barons. 

Touching the Antiquity of Barons by Writ on- 
ly, and the firft Inftitution thereof, I find little 
or nomention before the Reign of King Henry the 
Third; and therefore I conceive that either the 
firft, or at leaft the firft frequent ufe of fuch 
Barons, was had and devifed 49 Hen. III. in cafe of 
Neceflity, and upon a commendable Occafion : 
For in the diforder between the King and his No- 
bility in thofe troublefome Wars, where Sediti- 
ons and Rebellions were ftirred up by them againft 
the faid King, there were many great Battles 
fought, to the effufion of much Blood, of which 
faid Rebellions the Right Honourable Simon Earl 
of Exeter was Ring-leader, for the Defence of 
their Liberties (as pretended) granted by Magna 
Charta, and Charter of the Foreft, which are 
even to this Day the principal Grounds of the pofi- 
tive Law, and are the moft ancient Statutes now 
in ufe amongft us.) And for the defence of other 
Conftitutions and Ordinances then made at Ox- 
ford : And after divers Fields fought betwixt 
them at Northampton, Roche/ter, Lewes, and other 
Places ; laft of all was the Cataftrophe of that Tra- 
gedy finifhed at Evefbalm or Efam in Worcefter- 
feire, where the faid Earl was flain, the King 
gained the Victory, and the rebellious Barons re- 
ceived their overthrow : Upon which prefently 
enfued the Parliament holden at Winche/fer in 
Hantfhire, and afterwards at Weftminfter, where 
fuch of the Barons as were flain in the Field a- 
gainft the King, and fuch others of them as were 
taken Prifoners, or made their efcape by Flight, 
were to be attainted, and difinherited of their 
Eftates. And the Number of Barons who had 
continued faithful unto their Sovereign being 
{mall, it was deemed a neceflary Policy, to fup- 
ply the Number of the diminifhed Barons with 
other Perfons of known Worth, Wifdom, and 
Repute 5 by reafon whereof there were called at 
thofe Parliaments the Abbots and Priors of the 


Realm, as well thofe that held not by Barons, as 
others; and divers others of the moft worthy 
Laity not holding by Barony ; and thefe by means 
thereof were thenceforth Barons by Writ ; but 
certain of the faid Abbots and Priors, which held 
not by Barony, and thought it a Burthen to their 
Houfes, got themfelves ( upon Petition ) after- 
wards to be exempted, as by divers Records there- 
of remaining in the Chancery may appear. 

This moreover is to be noted concerning the 
Writ of Summons to Parliament, that thofe Writs 
in form of their Directions are divers; fomediredt- 
ed by fpecial Name of Barons, as Rex, ec, Ed- 
mundo Baroni de Stafford, Fobanni Baroni de 
Grayftock, Fobanni Baroni de Dudley, Edwardo 
Nevill Baroni Abergavenny, as it wasin the Reign 
of King Fames. 

Some other are fummoned by the Name of the 
Party, with addition of the Place (as Fobanni 
Strange de Knocking, Militi, Edwardo Gray de 
Groby, Militi, ‘Fobanni le Scroop de Mafham, Me- 
litt, Willielno Souch de Harringworth, Muliti ) 
the chief Caftle or Mannor of fuch Baron, which 
always {tands afterwards for the head Place of the 
Barony, whereof the faid Baron and his Heirs 
fhall be furnamed, and called, and fhall continue 
that Name of Place, although he do alien away 
the fame, as aforefaid. Some others are named 
with the Title of Lord. as Sir Hugh Bramfteed, 
by Writ of the 27th of Henry the Sixth, was 
ftyled Lord Vey/ey. 

Johan. Beauchamp Domino de Bearichamp Fo- 
hanni Domino de Clynion. ‘To fome others the 
Writ is directed only by their Name, without a- 
ny addition of Place or Dignity, as Wiliam de 
Lovell, Mil. William Devereux, Mil. &c. 

But the Nature, Quality, and Addition of thofe 
Barons by Writ is aptly difcovered by the debate 
of a Queftion moved often amongft Men, and 
f{poken of concerning the continuance and defcent 
of a Barony by Writ ;- which Queftion, for the 
more orderly difpofition thereof, I fhall divide in- 
to thefe Heads or Points, 


QUESTION. 

Firft, Whether @ Barony by Writ may defiend 
from the Anceftor to the Heir, or not 2 

Secondly, Admit fuch a Barony may defcend, 
then, Whether it doth defcend to the Heirs, al- 
though not fo near as the Heir Female 2 

Thirdly, Admit it doth defend to the Heirs 
Female, then, Whether may the Husband of fuch 
an Heir Female take upon bin the Name, Style, 
and Dignity of fuch a Barony in right of bis Wife, 
or no ¢ 


Thofe 
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Thofe therefore that maintain the Negative, 
that fuch a Barony fhall not defcend,do ftrengthen 
themfelves with thefe or the like Arguments,vix. 


The firft Argument, Whether a Barony by Writ 
may defcend 2 


Nosre1ty and Honour, which are given 
in refpect of Wifdom, Counfel, and Advice, can- 
not extend to any other Perfon, or defcend from 
one Man to another ; for it is a Rule in Law, 
That Privilegium perfonx perfonam fequitur, & 
extinguetur cum perfona + But fuch is the Digni- 
ty of a Baron; therefore it is reafon that it fhould 
not defcend from the Anceftor to the Heir. 


The Second Argument. 


AcaAtin, Ifthe calling of the Parliament by 
Writ be the fufficient inftrumental Caufe of fuch 
Nobility to the Anceftor, the not calling of the 
Heir is a lofs of that Nobility: For if the Heir 
have defeéts of Nature in him, as Idiotfie, Frenfie, 
Leprofie, or the like, whereby he is become un- 
fit for Counfels and Converfations, for what rea- 
fon fhould he enjoy that Dignity, whereof he is 
either unworthy or uncapable > For the Effect 
hath no place where the Caufe faileth : And here- 
of they conclude that fuch Dignities of Baro- 
nies by Writ fhould notdefeend. 

If on the contrary part, the Affirmation is thus 
proved. Honour, which is given in refpect of 
Wifdom and Vertue of him on whom it was firft 
beftowed, is not only a due Recompence for him- 
felf whilft he lived, but alfo a memorable Re- 
ward thereof to Pofterity. The Words of Cicero 
to this effe& are moft excellent, Homines bonos 
Semper nobilitate favimus, & quia utile republice 
eft nobiles effe » homines dignos majoribus fuis, 
& quia valere debet apud nos claros bujufmodi 
fenes fuiffe, & republica moveretur memoria & 
mortuorum Honor. ‘Therefore this kind of Ho- 
nour is Patrimonial and Hereditary; for things 
which are once granted unto a Man by the King 
for his Honour, are not again to be returned to 
his Lofs and Difgrace, or to his Heirs. 


The Third Argument. 


Secondly, I the Infamy of the Father be a 
Blot to the Pofterity, as the Wife-man Solomon af- 
firmeth, The Children complain for an ufigodly 
Father, they are reproved fot his fake; and for 
that alfo the Law of the Realm doth corrupt the 
Blood of the Pofterity by and upon the Offence of 
the Anceftor; Reafon would alfo be, that the 
Honour of the Anceftor fhould be likewife Ho- 
nour to the Pofterity ; for Contraries do alfo car- 
ry their contrary Reafon. For the determination 
whereof, *tis to be noted, that diverfity of Rea- 
fon hath bred diverfity of Opinion. Some there 
are that do fpeak, That the Dignity ofa Baron by 
Writ is not difcendable from the Anceftor unto 
the Heir, unlefs the Heir be likewife called by 


Barons by Writ. 


Writ to Parliament, and that then it becometh an 
Inheritance, and not before. But this Affertion 
is repugnant to the nature of Defcent, which for 
the moft part doth carry a Patrimony defcendable 
by A& of Law prefently upon the Death of the 
Anceftor unto the Heir not at all. Wherefore 
the Cuftom of the Country, and the manifelt Pre- 
fidents do prove, that this kind of Baronies doth 
defcend from the Anceftor to the Heir, and there 
needeth not any Word of Heir in the Writ of Sum- 
mons 3 only one Prefident there is ina fpecial 
Writ fometime directed to Sir Henry Bromfleet in 
the 27¢h of Henry the Sixth, wherein he was 
ftyled Lod Vey/zy, and wherein there are thefe 
Words inferted, Volurmus tamen vos & haredes 
veftros de corpore veftro ligitime enatos Barones de 
Veyfey exifterent. Wherefore it is very true, 
that when the Heir of any fuch Baron by Writ is 
called to the Parliament, that his Defcent of Ho- 
nour is thereby eftablifhed and approved of by 
the gracious Judgment of our Sacred Sovereign : 
So it isalfo true, that if it fhall ftand with his 
Majefties Pleafure, that fach an Heir fhall not be 
fummoned at all, then that Nobility is much im- 
paired, and ina manner extinguifhed in the Cen- 
fure of all Men 5 for that it hath no other Origi- 
nal but by a Writ of Summons, from the which, 
by the Judgment of the Supream Sovereign, he is 
excluded. 

As to the fecond principal Point, Whether the 
Barony by Writ may defcend to the Heir Female, 
it thall not be amifs likewife to fhew the Reafons 
on either part, that by confli& of Areument the 
Truth may the better be difcovered. 

Thofe that maintain the Affirmative part, do fay, 
That in reafon the Sex of the Heir Female ought no 
more to bar her Dignity, than the Nonage of the 
Heir Male ought to bar him, though during his 
Nonage he be unable to do the Service. But as 
the Service of the oneis for time forborn,fo the Sex 
of the other may at all Times be fupplied by the 
maturity of her Hufbands Offices of Honour, 
which do much import the Commonweal, being 
paffed by Inheritance, do defcend to the Heir Fe- 
male 5 as the Office of the High Conftablethip of 
England, which defcended unto the Daughter of 
Hum, de Bobun, Karl of Hereford and Effex. Al- 
fo the Office of the Lord Steward defcended to 
Blanch, Daughter of Henry Earl of Lancafter. 
The like may be faid of the Office of Earl-Mar- 
thal, which defcended by an Heir Female to the 
Houfe of Norfolk. All which Offices are as unfit 
to be exercifed by a Woman, as for a Woman to 
be fummoned by Writ to the Parliament as a Ba- 
ronefs, cc. 

Many Noble Houfes alfo in England do fupport 
and lawfully bear the Dignity of a Baronage unto 
them defcended by a Woman. 


The Firft Argument contra. 


TREY which ftand of the Negative part in 
this Controverfie, do encounter their Adverfaries 
in this manner, viz. The Writ of Summons to 
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the Parliament, whereby the Baron by Writ hath 
his Original, is to call that Honourable and Wor- 
thy Perfon fo fummoned to the number of that 
Right, High, and Honourable Affembly, and to 
be a Judge, to fit, hear, and determine Life and 
Member, Plea and Right of Land, if there thall 
come Occafion: Likewife to give Counfel and 
Advife in the moft mighty Affairs of the Realm : 
But thefe Things are convenient for the Quality 
and Condition of Men ; unfitting, and altogether 
unbefeeming the Sex of Women. 

Ergo, having refpeét unto the Scope and final 
Purpofe of fuch Writs, fuch Inheritances fhould 
only defcend unto the Heir Female. 


The Second Argument contra. 


Secondly, If it fhall be anfwered, That al- 
though the Heir Female, to whom fuch Inheri- 
tance is defcended, be unfit in her own Perfon for 
the accomplifhing of thefe Things ; yet fhe may 
marry with one fufficiently able for her, and in 
her behalf to execute the fame. This Anfwer 
will neither fatisfie nor falve the Inconveniencies : 
For admit that fuch an Heir Female were at full 
Age at the Death of her Anceftor, unmarried ; 
for it doth lye in her own Choice then whom 
fhall be her Husband. 


The Third Argument contra. 


Thirdly, If fuch Hufbind fhall be called by 
the Right of his Wife, the Writ fhall make fome 
mention thereof; for otherwife it may well be 
taken that the Hufband was chofen in his own 
Perfon, and in behalf of himfelf, and not in re- 
gard of his Wife, or fuch pretended Dignity de- 
fcended unto him. But there was never fuch a 
Writ of Summons feen wherein the Wife was 
mentioned. And if the Hufband of fuch a Wife 
have been called to the Parliament (which is al- 
ways by General Writ) not mentioning his Wife, 
he is thereby made a Baron of himfelf by vertue 
of the faid Writ. Having thus heard both Sides 
to difpute Place, it doth now require to interpofe 
Opinion to compound the Controverfie. This 
Point in queftion is fomewhat perplexed by means 
of difficult Prefidents: For firft it is obferved, 
That fome Prefidents do prove that Baronies by 
Writ have defcended unto Heirs Female, whofe 
Hufbands have been called to Parliament, whe- 
ther in regard of themfelves, or in refpect of their 
Wives right, it maketh no matter: But fince it 
is, that the Marriage of fuch Ladies gave that Oc- 
cafion to be fummoned, and fuch Hufbands and 
their Pofterity have and do lawfully bear the 
fame Title of Dignity, which the Anceftors of 
fuch a Wife did before rightfully bear: For by 
this Controverfie there is no purpofe to call the 
Right of fuch Noble Houfes into queftion, How- 
beit, Secondly, this is to be obferved out of the 
Prefidents, and to be ackdowledged of every duti- 
fal Subje&, That the King’s Majefty is neverthe- 
Jef at liberty to call to his High Council of Par- 
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liament, whom he fhall in his Princely Wifdom 
think fit, which his Majefty’s Noble Progenitors 
have in former Ages likewife obferved, 

And therefore whereas Ralph Lord Cromwell, 
being a Baron by Writ, died without Iffue, having 
two Sifters and Coheirs, Elizabeth the Eldett, 
who married Sir Thomas Nevile, Knight, and 
Joan the Younger, who married Sir Humphrey 
Bourchier, Knight, who was called to Parliament 
as Lord Cromwell, and not the faid Sir Thomas. 
Thirdly, It is to be obferved, That if a Baron by 
Writ die without Heir Male, having his Daugh- 
ter, Sifter, or other Colateral Heir Male that 
can challenge the Land of the faid Baron deceafed 
by any ancient Entail, or otherwife, the Title of 
fuch an Heir Female hath heretofore been allow- 
ed, as by the honourable Opinions and Relations 
of the Right Honourable the late Commiffioners 
in the Office of Earl-Marfhal, fignified to Queen 
Elisabeth, upon Petition of the Sifter and Heir 
of Gregory Lord Dacres deceafed, may appear. 

Moreover, in the fame Pedigree of the Lord 
Dacres it was exprefled, That Thomas fometimes 
Lord Dacres, had Iffue Thomas his eldett Son, 
Ralph his Second, and Himphrey his Third. Tho- 
mas, the Eldeft, died in the Life of his Father, 
having [fue Joan Daughter and Heir, who was 
married to Sir Richard Fines, Knight, and after 
Thomas Lord Dacres his Grandfather, and Father 
to the faid Relph and Humphrey, died 5 after 
whofe death Henry the Sixth, by his Letters Pa- 
tents bearing Date at We/lminffer the Seventh of 
November, in the Seventh Year of his Reign, re- 
citing the faid Pedigree and Marriage, doth by 
his faid Letters Patents accept, declare, and re- 
pute the faid Richard Fines to bé Lord Dacres, 
and one of the Barons of the Realm. But after- 
wards, in the Time of Edward the Fourth, the 
faid Humphrey Dacres, after the Attainder of the 
faid Ralph, and himfelf by an A& of Parliament, 
which was the firft of Edward the Fourth; And 
after the Death of the faid Ralph, and the Rever- 
fal of the faid A@, by another AG in the Twelfth 
of Edward the Fourth, the faid Humphrey made 
Challenge unto the faid Barony, and unto divers 
Lands of the faid Thomas his Father, whereupon 
both Parties, after their Title had been confidered 
of in Parliament, fubmitted themfelves to the Ar- 
bitriment of King Edward the Fourth, and en- 
tred into Bond each to the other for the perfor 
mance thereof: Whereupon the faid King, in his 
Award under his Privy Seal, bearing Date at 
Weftminfter the Kighth of April, Anno Regni fui 
decimo tertio, did Award that the faid Richard 
Fines, in the Right of Yoan his Wife, and the 
Heirs of his Body, by the fhid Foam begotten, 
fhould keep, have, and ufe the fame Seat and 
Place in every Parliament, as the faid Thomas Da- 
eves Knight, Lord Dacres, had ufed and kept ; 
and that the Heirs of the Body of the faid Thomas 
Dacres Knight, then late Lord Dacres, begotten, 
fhould have and hold to them and to their Heirs 
the Mannor of Holbeach. And further, That 
the faid King Edward did Award on the other 
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Part, that the faid Humphrey Dacres Knight, and 
the Heirs Males of the faid Thomas, late Lord 
Dacres, fhould be reputed, had, named, and called 
the Lord Dacres of Gilfefland ; and that he, and 
the Heirs Males of the Body of the faid Thomas, 
then late: Lord Dacres, fhould have, ufe, and 
keep the place i 2 Parliament next adjoyning ig be- 
neath the faid place, which the faid Richard 
Fines Knight, Lord Dacres, then had and oc- 
d. 
and that the Heirs of the Body of the faid 
Foan his Wife fhall have and enjoy, and that the 
Heirs Males of the aa 1 Thomas Dacres, late Lord 
Dacres, {hould have to them and the Heirs Males 
of their Bodies begotten, the Mie of Fothing- 
ton, vc. And fo note, that the Name of the an- 
cient ny, namely Gile/land, remained unto 
the Heir Male to whom the Land was entailed, 
Moreover this is fj ially obferved, Lf any Ba- 
ron by Writ do die, aving no other flue than 
Female, and that by fome fp ial Entail, or other 
Affurance, there be an Heir Male which doth 
enjoy all or great part of the Lands, Poffeffions, 
and Inheritances of fuch Baron deceafed, the Kings 
have ufed to call to the Parliament by Writ, as 
Baron, fuch Heir Male, omitting the Husband of 
the Iflue of fuch Heir Female. And this alfo 
appe eareth by a notable Controverfie in the Time 
of Henry the Seventh, between Sir Robert Wil-

The third Point. 


As concerning the third Point, admitting fuclt 
Defcent to be to “the Heir Female, when there i is 
no Heir Male that may claim the fame; for then 
doth this Queftion take place, Whether the Huf- 
band of fuch an Heir Female thall enjoy the Dig- 
nity in Right of his Wife, or no? Wherein we 
are to reft upon a Refolution had and given 
to this f{pecial Queftion, which was in this 
manner. 

In the time of Henry the Eighth, when Mr. 
Winby took upon him the Stile of Lort Talbois 
in Right of his Wife, having no Iffue by her; The 
faid King, aflifted both by Civil and Temporal 
Lawyers, ¢ gave Sentence, ‘That no Husband of a 
Baronefs, in her Right, thould ufe that Stile and 
Dignity, until he had by her a Child, whereby 
fhe fhould become Tenant by Courtefie unto her 
Inheritance. The fpecial Reafons that occafioned 
this Sentence, were two. 

Firft, It fhould be convenient for her Husband 
this Day to be a Baron and a Peer of the get. 
an:

and to Morrow, by the Death of his Wife, to 
become none, and without the Default of the 
Party. 

Secondly, If he had Iffue by Wife, and were 
entituled to be Tenant, by the Courtefie of Eng- 
land, of his Wives Lands, if he fhall notalfo bear 
the Stile and Dignity of his Wives Barony, then 
fhould the Son, after the Death of his Mother,

A Baron therefore by Creation by reafon of Let- | 
ters Patents, is that noble Perfon whom the King, 
orany of his Progenitors, Kings of this Realm, 
have created Baron by fuch their Letters Patents, 
began in the Reign of King Richard the Second. 
This kind of Dignity of a Baron fhall be of 
fuch continuance in Defcent, or otherwife, as fhall 
be limited in the Habendum in fuch Letters Pa- 
tents contained : For it may be but for the Life 
of him to whom it is given, or for Term vanter 
vie, as {ome hold Opinion, in the 32d of Hen. VI. 
for cujus eff dare eff difponere. It may be in 
fpecial in our general Tayl; and this kind of 
Tayl was ufual before the Statute made decimo 
tertio of Edw. I. by which Eftate Tay] of Lands 
and Tenements was created, as appeareth by the 
Patent whereby Hubert de Burgo was made Earl 
of Kent in the Time of Henry the Third, by 
thefe words ; Habendum fibi & heredibus Suis de 
corpore Margarete uxoris fui, fororis Alexandri 
Regis Scotia, procreatis, & pro defeu talis exitus 
remanere in diveciis heredibus didi Huberti.

ANSWER. 

TH £ Cafe of the Lord Delaware lately ereéted 
a Refolution fomewhat anfwerable to this Que- 
ftion : Thomas Delaware, in the Third of Edway 
the Sixth, being in fome Difpleafure with Wil- 
liam Weft his Heir and Nephew, who was Fa- 
ther to Thomas late Lord Delaware, and Grand- 
father to Henry Lord. Delaware that Nevis pro« 
cured by A& of Parliament, by which the faid 
William Weft was, during his natural Life only, 
clearly difabled to claim, demand, or have any 
manner of Right, Title, or Intereft, by Defcent, 
Remainder, or otherwife, in or to the Mannors, 


, Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments, Title and 
| Dignity of Thomas Lord Delaware his Uncle, éc. 


After the faid Thomas Delaware died, and the faid 
William Weft was in the Time of Queen Mary 
attainted of Treafon by Verdict, but pardoned by 
the faid Queen , and afterwards by Parliament, 
in the time of Queen Elizabeth, was reftored ; 
and in the Fourth Year of her Reign was created 
Lord Delaware by Patent, and took Place in Par- 
Tiament, accordingly, for that by the faid A@ of 
Parliament of Edward the Sixth, he was ex- 
cluded to challenge the former ancient Barony; 
and after he died. Now whether Thomas De- 
laware fhould take his Place according to the an- 
cient Barony by Writ, or according to his Father’s 
Creation by Patent, was the Queftion. The Opi- 
nions of the late Queen’s Council, being His Ma- 
jefty’s Attorney-General and Sollicitor, were, That 
the Acceptance of the new Creation by the faid 
William Weft could not extinguith the ancient 
Dignity, for that he had not the ancient Dignity 
in him at that time of his Creation ; but the Dig- 
nity was by the A& of Parliament 3 Edw. VI. in 
the Ballance of Sufpence or Confideration of Law, 
and he thereby utterly difabled to have the fame 
during his Life, only fo as other acceptance could 
not extinguifh that Dignity which he then had 
not, nor could not exclude his Heir, who was 
not difabled by the Parliament 3 Edw.VI. to claim 
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the ancient Barony ; which Opinion of theirs was 
feen and allowed by the then Chief Juftice of 
England, and Lord Chief Baron, and fo fignified 
to the Lord Keeper. But this to be noted by the 
Reafons made for the faid Refolution, though if 
the faid Sir William Weft had been Baron, and en- 
tituled, and in poffeffion of the ancient Dignity, 
when he accepted the ancient Creation, the Law 
perchance might have been otherwife; but that 
remains as yet unrefolved : Neverthelefs the Rule 
is, Eodem modo, quo quid conftituitur, diffolvitur. 
But by a Grant which is but a Matter of Fatt, a 
Man cannot transfer his Title of Honour. And 
thus much concerning the Degrees of Barons with- 
in this Realm upon this Occafion, for the better 
underftanding and direction of that which fol- 
loweth to be handled. And in this place I think 
it not impertinent to mention one Cafe, which | 
met with in our Books of Common Law, con- 
cerning the Defcent of a Title of Honour, whereof 
the Anceftor had Eftate in Fee-fimple ; there isa 
Maxim in the Law, Poffe(fio fratris in feodo facit 
fororem effe baredem : But if a Man, by any of 
the three Means aforefaid, be created into a Title 
of Dignity to him and his Heirs for ever, and fo 
have Iffue by one Wife a Son and a Daughter, 
and alfo a Son by a fecond Wife ; afterwards the 
Father dieth, and his eldeft Son entreth into all 
his Father’s Inheritances, and alfo enjoyeth the 
Titles and Dignities which his Father had, but 
dieth without Iffue: In this Cafe the Dignity thall 
defcend upon the younger Son, though he be but 
of the half Blood to him that laft enjoyed that 
Name and Title of Defcent; and fhall not defcend 
to his Sifter of the whole Blood. And yet in 
this cafe he fhall only be her Brother’s Heir of 
all his Fee-fimple Lands ; and the reafon thereof 
is, becaufe poffefio fratris is the Name and fole 
Caufe which may give Title to her, his Sifter, 
which faileth in this cafe of Dignity ; for it can- 
not be faid that her elder Brother was in Poffef- 
fion of his Title of Honour, no more than of his 
Blood ; fo as neither by his own act,norany a& to 
be done by any other, did gain more actual Pof- 
feffion (if fo it may be termed) than by the Law 
did defcend tc him: And therefore the younger 
Brother may well by the Law make himfelf Heir 
unto his Father of the Honour, when he cannot be 
Heir unto his Brother : So that this word [ Poffef- 
fion] which is no other than pedis pofitio, extendeth 
only unto fuch Things of which a Man may, by 
his Entry, or other A@, be poffeffed, and doth re- 
quire actual Pofleflion. Coke’s Third Part, 92. 
Having thus much treated concerning the Cre- 
ations, and other Things incident to the Degrees 
of Nobility, I cannot omit fome Things concern- 
ing the Sufficiency and Ability of Eftate, which 
the Law doth require to be in every of them, 
according to their feveral Dignities. The Com- 
mon Law (which always wills Decorum and Con- 
veniency be obferved, confidering the Charges and 
Dignities appertaining to thefe Degrees and Dig- 
nities, being Offices of principal Service to the 
King.and Realm, both in War and Peace) hath 
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ordered, that each of them ought to have a con- 
‘venient Portion and Inheritance in Land to fup- 
port the faid Dignity, which Supplies are as Si- 
news conjoyned in the fame: For in Virtue and 
Riches (as Ariftotle confeffeth) all the old No- 
bility confifted, and which two Properties maketh 
a good Compliment; for utilior eft fapientia cum 
divitiis conjunéta. Therefore a Knight’s Fee which 
he ought to have is Twenty Pounds Land by the 
Year; a Baron’s, thirteen Knights Fees and a quar- 
ter; and an Harl’s twenty Knights Fees. For al- 
ways the fourth part of each Revenues, which is 
by the Law held requifite for the Dignity, fhall 
be paid to the King for the Relief. As for Ex- 
ample; the Relief of a Knight is five Pounds, 
which is the one fourth of his Revenue, accor- 
ding to the Statute of the Firft of Edward the 
Second. ‘The Relief of a Baron is One hundred 
Marks, which is alfo the fourth part of his Re- 
Revenue. And the Relief of an Karl is One hun- 
dred Pounds alfo, the fourth part of his Revenue. 
And it appears by the Records of the Exchequer, 
that the Relief of a Duke amounteth unto Three 
hundred pounds. And this is the reafon in our 
Books, that every of the Nobility is prefumed in 
the Law to have fuflicient Freehold ad fu/finen- 
dum nomen @ onus. And to what value thofe 
ancient Fees in the Time of Henry the Third, and 
Edward the Fourth, at this Day do amount unto, 
moft Men are not unskilful in, Coke’s feventh 
Part, 33. And in Cafes of Decay of Ability, and 
Eftate, as Senatores Romani amoti Senatu,fo fome- 
times they are not admitted to the Upper Houfe 
of Parliament, though they ftill keep their Title 
and Dignity. Sir Tomas Smith de Republica An- 
glorum 22. And by the Statute made 31 Hen. 8. 
cap. to. the Lords have their Places _prefcribed 
after this manner as followeth, viz. [hele four, 
the Lord Chancellor, the Lord Treafurer, the Lord 
Prefident of the Council, and the Lord Privy Seal, 
being Perfons of the Degree of a Baron or above, 
are in the fame A& appointed to fit in Parliament, 
and in allAffemblies and Councils, above all Dukes, 
not being of the Blood Royal, vis. the King’s 
Uncle; Brother, and Nephew. And thefe Six, 
viz. the Lord Great Chamberlain of England, 

| the Lord High-Conftable of England, the Lord 
Marfhal of England, the Lord Admiral of Eng- 
land,the Lord High-Steward of His Majefty’s Hou- 
fhold, and the Lord Chamberlain alfo of His Ma- 
jefty’s Houfhold, by that A& are to be placed in 
all Affemblies of Council after the Lord Privy- 
Seal, according to their Degrees : So that if he be 
a Baron, then he is to fit above all Barons; or if 
an Earl, above all Earls, And fo likewife the 
King’s Secretaries, being Barons or Earls, have 
place above all Barons or Earls.

egysns & QUEEN, fo called from the 
PESOS) Saxon word Cuningine, as the 
i King from Cuning (by Varia- 
tion of Gender only, as was 
their manner) fignifieth Power 
and Knowledge, and thereby 
denotes the Sovereignty due un- 
to them which they enjoyed in 
thofe Days, and do now in moft Nations, being 
capable of the Royal Diadem, by the common 
Right of Inheritance, for want of Heirs Male. 
But in France, by the Salique Law, the Sex is 
excluded from their Inheritance, by which they 
debarred the Englib ‘Title to their Crown. 
There arethree kinds of Perfons capable of the 
Title and Dignity of Queen amoneft us, and each 
of them different in Power and Privilege. The 
Firft is a Queen Sovereign, to whom the Crown 
defcends by Birth-right, and is equal in Power to 
a King, as before noted. She is her Husband’s 
Sovereign, and he her Subject in England, al- 
though he were an Emperor : So was King Philip 
of Spain to Queen Mary, and her Authority 1s 
included in the foregoing Chapter of Monarchy, 
and therefore need’ not to be here repeated. The 
Second in Honour is the Queen Confort ; and the 
Third the Queen Dowager or Queen Mother. 


P.. 


As from the benign Influence of the glorious 
Planet the Sun, all Creatures (by God’s Decree 
in the order of Nature) receive Life and Motion; 
fo from the King (God’s Vicegerent on Karth) all 
Degrees of Nobility take their Advance and Dig- 
nity: *Tis therefore requifite the King fhould as 
far excel his Subjects in Majefty and Splendor, 
as doth the Sun the other Planets. And as the 
Moon is the Mirror of the Sun, reprefenting his 
Glory by Night; fo the Queen Confort, the 
Counterpart of the Royal Majefty, fhines amongft 
us, for whom, and for whofe Pofterity the Nation 
is bound to fend up their Prayers to God. 

The Queen of England, during the Life of the 
King, hath as high Prerogatives and Privileges, 
and liveth in as great State as any Queen in Ex- 
rope. She is reputed the fecond Perfon in the 
Kingdom ; and the Law fetteth fo high a value 
upon her, ‘as to make it High Treafon to confpire 
her Death, or to violate her Chaftity. 

She is allowed Regal Robes, Ornaments and 
a Crown of the fame Form as an abfolute Queen 
weareth, and may be (as formerly they were ) 
crowned with Royal Solemnity ; the Performance 
of which Office properly belongeth to the Arch- 
bifhop of York, And although their Coronations 
of late have been difufed, yet they have as much

Honour, and enjoy the fame ‘Priviledges, as if 
that Ceremony had been done. And the Manner 
and Solemnity at the Coronation of a Queen is at 
large fet down in moft of our Chronicles, and in 
particular in Holinfbead and Stow, upon the fplen- 
did Coronation of Anna Bulloign in the Reign of 
King Henry the Eighth, to which I refer the 
Reader. 

The Queen is permitted to fit in State by the 
King, and to keep a diftin& Court from the King’s, 
although fhe be the Daughter of a Noblefs; and 
hath her Courtiers in every Office, as hath the 
King (though notaltogether fo many ;) and hath 
her Yeomen of her Guard to attend her on foot, 
and within doors, and her Lifeguard of Horfe 
for her State and Security when fhe goeth abroad : 
She hath her Attorney, Solicitor, and Council 
for the management of her Law Concerns, who 
have great refpect fhewed them, being placed 
within the Barr with the King’s Counfel in all 
Courts of Judicature, 

Although fhe be an Alien, anda Feme Covert 
during the King’s Life, yet without any AG of 
Parliament for Naturalization, or Letters Patents 
for her Denization, fhe may purchafe Lands in 
Fee-fimple 5 make Leafes in her own Name with- 
out the King ; hath Power to give, to fue, and 
to contrat Debts, which by the Law is denied 
any other Feme Covert ; fhe may not be implead- 
ed “till firft petitioned; nor is the formality of 
fifteen Days Summons to the Defendant needful 
if fhe be Plaintiff; nor can fhe be amerced if ‘the 
be Nonfuited in any A@ion ; fhe may prefent by 
her felf to a Spiritual Benefice. 

Anciently the Queens had a Revenue called 
Aurum Regina, that is the Queen’s Gold, which 
was the tenth part of what came to the King by 
the Name of Oédlata upon Pardons, Gifts, cc. 
but of late they keep to their Dowry, viz, Forty 
thoufand Pounds per Annum, befides Fines upon 
the renewing of Leafes ; which faid Dowry is as 
large as any Queens in Chriftendom. 

The like Honour and Refpect that is due to 
the King is exhibited to the Queen, as well by 
Foreigners as by the King’s Subjects ; as is alfo to 
the Queen Dowager, who lofeth not her Dig- 
nity or Reverence, although fhe fhould marry a 
private Gentleman, as did Queen Katherine, Wi- 
dow to King Henry the Fifth, who after fhe was 
matried to Owen Tudor, E{quire, maintained her 
Adion at Law as Queen of England. 

The Queen Dowager takes place next to the 
Queen Confort, and in the abfence of the King 
her Son, or in his Minority, is fometimes made 
Queen Regent, or Proteétrefs 5 but this Truft is 
ufually by the King’s own Command, or at the 
requeft of the three States affembled in Parlia- 
ment, to prevent the Danger of an Ufurpation of 
the Crown: The like Truft is fometimes impo- 
fed upon the Queen Confort in her Husband’s 
abfence, as by King Henry the Highth twice 
during his Wars in France. 

Note, That during the Minority of the King of 
England, whatfoever Laws are enaéted in Parlia- 
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ment under a Queen Regent, or a Protedrefs, are 
no longer binding’ than till the King attains to full 
Age, after which he may revoke and make’ void 
by his Letters Patents under the Great-Seal. 

The Daughters of the Kings!of England are all 
ftiled Princeffes, The eldeft is: called the Princef 
Royal, and hath an’ Aid or certain Rate of Money 
paid by every Tenant én Capite, Knights Service, 
and Soccage, towards her Marriage Portion, as 
was levied by King Fames when he married the 
PrincefS Elizabeth , and to violate her Chaftity 
is by the Law adjudged High-Treafon, 


Of Noble Women, 


WoMEN in England, according to their 
Hufbands Qualities, are either Honourable and 
Noble, or Ignoble. Their Honourable Digni- 
ties are Princefles,’ Dutchefles, Marchioneflés, 
Countefles, Vifcountefles, and Baronelfes, 

The NoblefS (as the French call them). are all 
Knights Ladies, who in all Writings are ftiled 
Dames all Efquires and Gentlemens Wives only 
Gentlewomen. 

The third fort comprehends the Plebeans, and 
are commonly called Goodwives, 

Noble Woinen are fo by Creation, Defcent, or 
Marriage. 

Of Women Honourable by Creation are divers 
Examples, of which the firft (as I remember) 
| that we read of, was Margaret Countels of Nor- 
| folk, created by Richard the Second Dutchels of 
Norfolk, And many of them had their Honours 
granted by Patents to themfelves, and the Heirs 
Males of their Bodies to be begotten, with {pecial 
| Claufes that their Heirs Male thall have Voices in 
Parliament, Creation-Money, their Mothers .Ti- 
tles; as if a DutchefS, he a Duke; and if a 
| Countefs, he an Earl, with the Ceremony of 
| Mantle, Surcoat, Coronet, cc. The like Grant 
| was to Anna Bullen when fhe was created Mar- 
chionefs of Pembroke by Henry the Eighth. As 
was the Lady Margaret, Daughter to George 
Duke of Clarence, created Countefs of Salisbury 
by the faid King. Thus alfo the Duke of Buck- 
ingham, inthe Time of King James I. and the 
Lady Elizabeth Finch, being by King Fames cre- 
ated Vifcountefs Mazdflone, was by King Co. I. 
created Countels of Winchelfea, the Dignity en- 
tailed on the Heirs Males of her Body begotten : 
Thus was the Lady Fane Richardon, Wife to 
Sir Thomas Richardfon, Lord Chief Juftice, cre- 
ated Baronefs of Cramont in Scotland by K. Ch. 1. 
Not to fay any thing of the Lady Mary Fane, 
Baronefs Defpencer, or of the Lady Margaret 
Leunard, Baronefs Dacres of the South, being 
Reftitutions rather than Creations. 

In our Age we have divers Noble Ladies ad- 
vanced to Degrees of Honour, viz. the Countefs 
of Guilford, Groom of the Stole to the Queen 
Mother, and a faithful Servant to her in her Ba- 
nifhment, being then Countefs of Kilimeak in 
Ireland : The Lady Dudley, Dutchefs Dudley. 
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The celebrated Beauties, Barbara Villiers, Dut- 
chefs of Cleaveland and Countefs of Southampton 5 
and Louyle Rene Angelique de Carwell, Dutchefs 
of Portfmotith, Countefs of Petersfield, &c. 

OF Titles by Defcent and Marriage there are 
Examples enough, {o that I need not trouble the 
Reader with any repetition ; I fhall only fet down 
fome few general Obfervations not fufficiently dif- 
courted of. 

Ifa King’s Daughter marry a Duke or an Earl, 
a femper dicitur Regalis, by Law and Cour- 
tefie, 

Noble Women by Defcent, Birthright, or Cre- 
ation, remain Noble although they marry Huf- 
bands under that Degree. Alfo any Daughter of 
an Earl or Vifcount that continues a Virgin, or 
marrieth an Efquire, yet fhe retaineth the Ho- 
nour that fprung from her Parents, and {hall 
take Place accordingly, and be faluted by the 
Title of Lady. ; 

If a Gentleman, Knight, or Peer marry a Wife 
of ignoble Parents, fhe thall enjoy the Title, 
Name and Dignity of her Husband, not only 
during his Life, but when fhe is a Widow, or 
afterwards married to an ignoble Perfon; but this 
is by the Courtefie (and not by the Law) of the 
Realm. Whereas on the contrary, let a Woman 
of Blood and Coat-Armour marry a Yeoman or 
Churle that is Ignoble,and hath no Coat-Armour, 
his Condition in point of Honour is in no refpecét 
advanced, and fhe fhall retain the Honour, State 
and Dignity fhe was born unto : Yet if the have 
Iffue by that Yeoman or ignoble Perfon, fhe being 
an Heirefs, that Iffue fhall have liberty to bear 
her Coat ; but Sir John Fern faith only for Life, 
and that on a Lozenge Shield, with a Difference 
of a Cinquefoil. ‘ 

If a French, Spanifh, or other Woman Alien, 
be married to a Peer of the Realm, or to a Gen- 
tleman, and be not denizened, fhe is debarred all 
Priviledges and Titles due to her Husband 5 nor 
can fhe claim any Dower or Jointure from him 
by the Laws of England. 

Yet in fome things our Laws are wonderful kind 
to the Female Sex, efpecially procreandi caufa : 
As thus; if a Man and his Wife feparate for 
fome Fraud, or private Loathing of the Marriage 
Bed, or the like, and fo continue for fome Years ; 
after which time the Woman bringeth forth a 
Child, which though got by another Man, and 
her Husband in all that time not having enjoyed 
her, yet if he live in the Kingdom he muft Fa- 
ther the Child; and if before that time he had 
no Child, that fhall inherit his Lands, if entailed, 
or left without Will. Alfo if a Wife be with 
Child when her Husband dieth, and the marry 
another Man before her Delivery, the latter Huf- 
band muft own the Child, which muft be his 
Heir at Law if he were childlefs. 

The Wife’s Dignities and Lands defcend to her 
Heirs, not to her Husband 5, yet to encourage 
him to play the Man, the Courtefie of England 
is fuch, that as the Wife hath the third part of 
his Eftate in Lands for her Jointure, during 


her Life if a Widow; fo the Husband, if he 
get his Wife with Child, and that Child be 
heard to cry, he fhall enjoy all her Lands du- 
ring his Life. 

The Wife can make no Contract whatfoever 
that fhall ftand good in Law, to the detriment 
of her Husband, without his confent; nor can 
fhe make a Will, or difpofe of what fhe hath, 
whilft fhe is a Feme Covert ; fhe cannot be 
produced as a Witnefs for or againft her Huf- 
band; nor fhall fhe be acceflory to his felonious 
Ads, although fhe receive the Goods, or con- 
ceive the Fact, if the be not perfonally an Actor 
therein. 

Female Children are alfo by Law capable to 
give their confent to Marriage at Seven Years old; 
and the Lord’s eldeft Daughter is to have Aid of 
his Tenants to marry her at that Age, though fhe 
may diflent from this Contraét when fhe comes 
to Twelve; but if at that Age fhe doth not dif- 
fent, fhe is bound for Life : She may then make 
a Will, and difpofe of Goods and Chattels by it. 
At Nine Years of Age fhe is Dowable : At Four- 
teen fhe might receive her Lands into her Hands, 
and was then out of Wardthip, if fhe were Four- 
teen at the Death of her Anceftor ; otherwife the 
was in Wardfhip ’till fhe accomplifhed Sixteen 
Years, and then fhe was free. At One and twenty 
fhe is enabled to contract or alienate her Lands by 
Will or otherwife. 

If there be no Son, the Lands as well as Goods 
are equally divided amongft the Daughters, who 
are Co-heirs. 

In ancient Times Women amongft the Romans 
were thought worthy of enjoying peculiar Favours 
and Refped. And out of their great love and 
honour to the Mother of Mareus Coriolanus, for 
diverting his Fury which he threatned the Citi- 
zens to their Ruin, for their Ingratitude towards 
him, the Citizens granted the Roman Dames the 
Priviledge of wearing the Segmenta Aurea, or 
Bordures of Gold and Purple on their Garments : 
They were alfo permitted to wear gold Kar-rings 5 
to have place on the Way ; and in Memorial of 


| the faid Prefervation, there was erected a Temple 


dedicated to the Female Fortune. 

Anne of Britain, Wife to Charles the Kighth of 
France, as an ornamental Honour to feveral de- 
ferving Ladies, inftead of the Military Belt and 
Collar, beftowed on them a Cordon or Lace, 
and admonifhing them to live chaftely and de- 
voutly ; and to put the greater efteem thereon, 
fhe furrounded her Efcocheon of Arms with the 
like Cordon; from which Example it is now be- 
come the Cuftom for unmarried Women to bear 
their Arms in form of a Lozenge, which are com- 
monly adorned with fuch a Cordon. 

Fofeph Micheli Marquez, for the further Ho- 
nour of the Female Sex, gives an Example of the 
Noble Women of Tortofa in Arragon, whom he 
calls Cavallero’s, or Knights : For faith he) Don 
Raymond, Jaf? Earl of Barcellona (who by right 
of bis Wife Petronilla, fole Daughter and Heir 
to King Ramiro the Monk, jayned bis Principality 
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to the Kingdom of Aragon) having in the Tear 
1149. taken from the Moors the City of Tortola, 
who in a few Months after laid Siege to the faid 
City, and reduced the Inhabitants to fo great a 
Strait, that their Intentions were of furrendring 
zt up to the Moors; but the Women hearing 
thereof, for the diverting their Ruin, put on mens 
Apparel, and by arefolute Sally forced the Moors 
to raife the Siege. And the Earl in acknowledg- 
ledgments of bis Thanks for this their Noble Ad, 
as a reward of Honour, inftituted an Order (not 
much unlike a Military Order) into which were 
admitted only thofe brave Women, and their De- 
fcendants. The Badge which he affigned them 
was fomething like a Fryay’s Capouch, but of a 
Crimfon Colour, which they wore upon their Head- 
clothes. Among? the Privileges which this Earl 
granted them, they were to be freed from all 
Taxes ; to have Precedency of Men in publick 
Meetings, and that allthe Fewels and Apparel 
of their deceafed Husbands fhould be their own, 
although of never fo great Value. And thefe Wo- 
men baving thus purchafed this Honour, deported 
themfelves after the manner of Military Knights 
of thofe Days. 

To look further back, ancient Hiftories take 
notice of the Amazons, whofe Fame in Arms is 
fufficiently known. 

Although Noble Women may not fit in Par- 
liament, in refpect of their Sex 5 yet they are in 
Law Peers of the Realm; and all or moft of 
the Prerogatives before mentioned, which to the 
Noblemen are belonging, do appertain unto 
them. 

But the Opinion of fome Men have been, That 
a Countefs, Baronnefs, and other Women of great 
Eftate, cannot maintain an A@ion upon the Sta- 
tute de Scandalis magnatum, becaufe the Statute 
2 Rich. II. fpeaketh but of Prelates, Dukes, Earls, 
Barons, and of the Chancellor, Treafurer, Privy- 
Seal, Steward of the King’s Houfhold, and other 
Nobles, great Officers of the Realm 3 by which 
words they conceive, that the Meanings of the 
Makers of that Statute was only to provide in 
that cafe for Noblemen, and not for Noble 
Women. 

Alfo if any of the King’s Servants within the 
Check-Roll do confpire the Death of any Noble- 
woman, it is not Felony within the compafs of 
the Statute 3 Hen. VII. 18. 

Honourable Women, as before noted, are of 
three Sorts, by Creation, by Defcent, and by 
Marriage. And the King may create any Wo- 
man into any Title of Honour at his pleafure : 
and the King by his Letters Patents openly read 
in Parliament, without any other Invefture, did 
create Mary Fane Widow, the fole Daughter of 


Baron of Aburgaveny, Ba- 
ronne[s de le Spencer. 


Noble Women by Defcent are, either thofe to 
whom the Lands holden by fuch Dignity do de- 
fcend as Heir, and they are faid to be Honourable 
by Tenure ; or by whofe worthy Anceftors, to 
whom they were Heirs, was feized of an Eftate 
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defcendable to them in their Titles of Duke- 
doms, Earldoms, or Baronies; or thofe whofe 
Anceftors were fummoned to Parliament maton 
hereby alfo Inheritance doth accrew to their Po- 
fterities. 

Noble Womenare alfo thofe, who do take to 
their Husbands any Lord or Peer of the Reali, 
although they themfelves were not of any De- 
gree of Nobility. 

Queftion and doubt hath been made, Whether 
if a Man be fummoned to Parliament, and after- 
wards die without Ifue Male, the Dignity and 
Title of Honour may defcend to the Heir Fe- 
male. And many Arguments have been pro & 
contra in that cafe, which at this timeI purpofely 
omit, becaufe I have before difcourfed thereof in 
the Chapter of Barons, 

Concerning the Title of Honour defcendable 
to the Heir Female by reafon of a Tenure of her 
Anceftors, there needs no more doubt to be made 
than of Offices of Honour, the which do much 
Support the publick Wealth, and being of Eftate 
of Inheritance, do defcend to the Heir Female, if 
there be no nearer Heir Male: As the Office of 
High Conftablethip of England challenged in the 
Time of Henry the Eighth by the Duke of Buck- 
ingham, and adjudged by the Advife and Refo- 
lution of the Judges, as by a note of thit Cafe 
extant, whereof Dyer in his Reports hath a Me- 
morial 205. 4. Kelway, the Sixth of Henry the 
Eighth 170.6. which defcended to the Daughter 
of Humphrey de Bobun, Earl of Hereford and 
Effex, as before is declared. The Office of the 
Lord Steward defcended to Blaunch, Daughter of 
Henry Earl of Lancafter, in whofe right Fobn of 
Gaunt her Husband enjoyed the fame. The like 
may be faid of the Office of Earl-Marthal, which 
defcended by an Heir Female unto the Houfe of 
Norfolk: All which Offices are as unfit to be 
exercifed by a Woman, as fora Woman of Ho- 
nour to be fummoned to the Parliament. And 
when a Title of Honour doth defcend to a Wo- 
man, if Queftion in Law do arife between the 
faid Noble Woman and any other Perfon, whe- 
ther the be of that Degree of Noblenefs or no, 
the Iffue fhall be tried by the Record thereof, and 
by the King’s Writ it fhall be certified, and not 
by a Jury of twelve Men, even as it fhould have 
been in cafe her Anceftor had been Party, 

Although the Laws of the Realm regularly do 
make all the Daughters (where there are no Sons) 
equally to inherit Lands and Tenements, and to 
be but one Heir to their Anceftor ; yet it is not 
fo in the defcent of Dignity and Titles of Honour : 
For Inheritances concerning matter of Honour, 
being Things in their Nature participating of Su- 
periority andEminency, are not partable among ft 
many, and therefore mutt of neceflity defcend un- 
to one, and that is to the eldeft Daughter, Sifter, 
Aunt, or Coufin Female, and inheritable where 
there is no Heirs Males that may lawfully chal- 
lenge the fame. And fo in this Point is the Civil 
Law, 


U Neverthe- 
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Neverthele(s, there was.a Judgment in the Time 
of Henry the Third, touching the Defcent of the 
Earldom of Cheffer, after the death of the Earl, 
who died without Iffue, his Sifters being his 
Heirs ; which Judgment waa, That the faid Earl- 
dom fhould be divided among{t the faid Copart- 
ners as theother Lands; and that the Eldeft fhould 
not haveit alone. But this Judgment was holden 
Erroneous, even in thofe Times wherein it was 
given : For Bragion, a LearnedJudge, who lived 
in thet Age, writeth thereof, treating of Partiti- 
on between Copartners, Ub. 2. Cafe 24. by which 
it is evident, That Baronies and Dignities of Ho- 
nour do by the Laws of this Realm defcend unto 
the eldeft Copartner ; and the Judgment given 
once to the contrary thereof, Braéfon doth rightly 
account to be unjuft: His Reafon is notable; 
Forafinuch as the Honour of the Chivalry of this 
Realm doth chiefly confif? in the Nobility, Reafon 
would not that fuch Dignity fhould be divided 
amongft Copartners, whereby through the maulti- 
inde of Partitions the reputation of Honour in fuch 
Succelfion, and fo divided, might be impared, or 
the firength of the Realm, being drawn into many 
Hands, with decreafe of livelybood by fuch Parci- 
tion, foould be infeebled. In which Refolution 
Britton, the Learned Bifhop of Hereford (who 
compiled his Book of the Laws of this Realm, by 
the Commandment, and in the Name of Edward 
the Firft, accordeth, Britton 187. And there- 
fore, howfoever the Judgment was given, or 
whenfoever, itis neverthelefS very evident that it 
was foon redrefled : For if it were given upon the 
Death of Ralph, the latt of that Name Earl of 
Chefter, who died about the Seventh of Henry 
the Third without Iflue, the Writers of that Time 
do teftifie, that the Harldom of Cheffer came 


wholly unto Foln Scott, the Son of David Earl | 


of Huntington, and Anguifh and Maud, the eldeft 
Sifters of the faid Ralph, if it were given upon 
the Death of the faid ‘Fobn Scott, who died about 
the Four and twentieth of Henry the Third with- 
out [flue ; yet notwithftanding the faid Judgment 
ftood in force, for that the faid King aflumed the 
Earldom into his own Hands upon other Satis- 
faction made to the faid Sifters, Copartners of the 
faid John Scott, Ne tanta hareditas inter colos 
deduceretur Matth. Paris Monafter. Santti Allane 
in Crompton, fol. 366. b. : 
Neverthelefs you may read both in the Intro- 
duction to the Difplay, and the Chapter of Diffe- 
rences, That Sifters are allowed no differences of 
Badges in their Coat-Armour, by reafon that by 
them the Name of the Houfe cannot be preferved, 
but are admitted to the Inheritance equally, and 
are adjudged but one Heir to all Intents and Pur- 
pofes whatfoever. And the knowledge of this 
Point in thefe Days is worthy to be enquired in- 
to; for this is to be obferved out of Prefidents, 
and to be acknowledged of every dutiful Subject, 
that the King can advance to Honour whom he 
pleafeth : And therefore whereas Radulpb Crom- 
well, being a Baron by Writ, died without Iffue, 
haying two Sifters and Coheirs; Elizabeth the 
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Eldeft married unto Sir Thomas Nevill Kuight, 
and ‘Joan the Younger married to Sir Humphrey 
Bowcher, who was called to Parliament as Lord 
| Cromwell, and not the faid Sir Thomas Nevill who 
married the eldeft Sifter. And Hugh Lupus, the 
firft and greateft Earl of Chefter, Habendum fibi 
& heredibus adeo libere per gladium ficue ipfe 
Rex tenuit Angliam per tenorem. Hugh died 
without [flue, and the Inheritance of his Karldom 
was divided amongft his Four Sifters, and the 
Eldeft had not the Seigniory entire unto herfelf. 

If a Woman be Noble by Birth or Defcent, with 
whomfoever fhe doth marry, although her Huf- 
band be under her Degree, yet fhe doth remain 
Noble ; for Birthright ¢/f Character indelebilis. 

Other Women are enobled by Marriage; and 
the Text faith thus, viz. Women ennobled with 
the Honour of their Husbands, and with the 
Kindred of their Husbands, we worhip them in 
the Court, we decree Matters to pafs in the Names 
of their Husbands, and into the Houfe and Sur- 
name of their Husbands do we tranflate them + 
But if afterwards a Woman do marry with a Man 
of a bafer Degree, then fhe lofeth her former Dig- 
nity, and followeth the Condition of her latter 
Husband. And concerning the fecond difparaged 

| Marriage as aforelaid, many other Books of the 
Law do agree; for thefe be Rules conceived in 
thofe Cafes: Si mulier nobilis nupferit ignobilé 
| definit eff nobilis, G eodem modo quo quid con- 
flituitur diffolvitur. It was the Cafe of Ralph 
Howard "fg, who took to Wife Anne, the Wi- 
dow of the Lord Powes: They brought an AGi- 
on againft the Duke of Suffolk, by the Name of 
Ralph Howard Eg, and the Lady Anne Powes 
his Wife, and exception was taken for mif{-naming 
of her ; becaufe fhe ought to have been named of 
her Hufband’s Name, and not otherwife: And 
the Exception was by the Court allowed 5; For, 
faid they, by the Law of God fhe is Sub poteftate 
viri, and by our Law her Name of Dignity fhall 
be changed according to the Degrees of her Huf- 
band, notwithftanding the Courtefie of the Ladies 
of Honour and Court : Dyer 79. And the like is 
alfo in Queen Maries Reign, when the Dutchefs 
of Suffolk took her Hufband Adrian Brook, Title 
Brief; 54.6. And many other Prefidents have 
been of later Times. And herewith agreeth the 
Civil Law, Digeft. lib. 1. Title g. lege 1. In 
this Cafe of acquired Nobility by marriage, if 
queftion in Law be, whereupon an Iffue is taken 
between the Parties, that is to fay, Dutchefles are 
not Dutchefles, Countefles are not Countefles, and 
Baroneffes are not Baronefles; the Trial whereof 
fhall not be by Record (as in the former Cafe) 
but by a Jury of Twelve Men ; and the Reafon 
of the Diverfity is becaufe in this Cafe the Dignity 
is accrued unto her by her Marriage, which the 
Lawyers term Matter in Fad, and not by any 
Record. 

Buta Noble Woman by marriage, though the 
take to her fecond Hufband a Man of mean De- 
gree, yet {he may keep two Chaplains, according 
to the Provifo in the Statute of 11 Hen. VIL.

Cafe 13. for and in refpe& of the Honour which | 
once fhe had, viz. at the time of the Retainer : 
And every fuch Chaplain may purchafe Licence 
and Difpenfation, ¢c. And Chaplains may not 
be Non-refidents afterwards. 

And forafmuch as the retaining of Chaplains by 
Ladies of great Kftate is ordinary, and neverthe- 
lefs fome Queftions in Law have been concern- 
ing the true underftanding of the faid Statute 
Law 3 I think it not impertinent to fet down fub- 
fequent Refolutions of the Judges touching fuch 
Matters. 

So long as the Wife of a Duke is called Dutchefs, 
or of ai Earl a Countefs, and have the fruition of 
the Honour appertaining to their Eftate, with 
kneeling, tafting, ferving 5 fo long fhall a Baron’s 
Widow be faluted Lady, as is alfo a Knight’s 
Wife by the Courtefie of England, quamdiu ma- 
trimonium aut viduitas uxoris durant; except fhe 
happen to clofe with an Adulterer: For as the 
Laws of the Kingdom do adjudge that a Woman 
fhall lofe her Dowry in that (as unto Lands, Te- 
nements, and Juftice 5) fo doth the Laws of Gen- 


try and Noblenefs give Sentence againft fuch a 
Woman, advanced to Titles of Dignity by the 
Hufband, to be unworthy to enjoy the fame, 
when fhe putting her Hufband out of her mind, 
fubjects her felf unto another. 

Ifa Lady which is married come through the 
Foreft, fhe fhall not take any thing; but a 
Dutchefs, Marchionefs, or Countefs fhall have 
advantage of the Statute de Charta Fore/t. 12 Ar- 
zic. during the time that fhe is unmarried. 

This is.a Rule in the Civil Law, Si filia Regis 
nubat alicui Duci vel Comiti, ducetur tamen fem- 
per regalis As amongft Noble Women there is a 
difference of Degrees, fo according to their diftin& 
Excellencies the Law doth give {pecial Privileges, 
as followeth: By the Statute 25 Edw. II. cap. 1. 
it is High Treafon to compafs or imagine the 
Death of the Queen, or to violate the King’s Com- 
panion. The King’s Refponfe is a fole Perfon, 
except by the Common Law ; and fhe may pur- 
chafe in Fee-fimple, or make Leafes or Grants 
with the King; fhe may plead and be itnpleaded, 
which no other married Woman can do without 
her Hufband. 

All Ads of Parliament for any Caufe, which 
any way may concern the Queen, are fuch Sta- 
tutes whereof the Judges ought to take Recogni- 
zances as of general Statutes: Though the Mat- 
ter doth only concern the Capacity of the Queen, 
yet it doth alfo concern all the Subje@s of the 
Realm ; for every Subje& hath Intereft in the 


King, and none of his Subje@s within his Laws 
are divided from the King, who is Head and 
Sovereign, fo that his Bufinefs concerns all the 
Realm: and as the Realm hath intereft in the 
King, fo and for the fame Reafon in the Queen, 
being his Wife. 

A Man feized of divers Lands in Fee holden 
by Knight’s Service, fome by Priority (that is 
by ancient Feoffiment holden of others) and fome 
other part holden of the King in Pofteriority ; 
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The Queen Confort or Dowager fhall not be 
amerced, if fhe be Nonfuited im any A@ion or 
otherwife ; in which cafe any other Subjed, of 
what degree foever, fhall be amerced : for in that 
cafe the Queen thall participate of the King’s Pre- 
rogative, 

But the Queen fhall not in all Cafes have the 
fame Prerogative as the Kine; as for Example, 


a) 
Petition is all the remedy the Subje@ hath when 
the King feizeth his Lands, or taketh away his 
Goods from him, having no Title by order of 
Law fo to do, contrary to the Opinion of fome 
ancient Books, as you may fee Stamford’s Prero- 
Lative, Café 19. But no fuch Suit fhall be made 
to the Queen, but Adions as againft other Lieges 
of the King; according as the Cafe thall require : 
For by the fame Reafon that the Queen may be 
Plaintiff or Demandant in A@ions without the 
King, by the fame Reafon fhe fhall be Defendant 
without the part taking of fuch Prerogatives as 
do appertain to the King. , 

Againft the King by his Prerogative aulum 
tempus occurrit 5 but it is not fo with the Queen, 
18 Edw. 3.2. @. And plenarily: by fix Months 
is a good Plea in a Quare Impedit brought by 
Philip Regina Anglia, thidem fol.

@ Perfon of Dignity and Excellency, and we ate 
of Opinion that fre foall not anfer to the Writ, 
but that foe fhould be fued unto by Petition. And 
thereupon the Demandant dixit gratis, and the 
prayed the Court to grant a Continuance of Aion 
until another Day, fo that in the mean time the 
might fpeak with the Queen: But the Court 
would not agree to make a Continuance ; but faid, 
That upon her Requeft they might give Day pra 
re pertin, and fo it was done; for the Queen’s 
Counfel would not agree toa Continuance, for 
mar the Queen hall be accepted as anfwer- 
able. 

Neither do I fuppofe that I have digreffed from 
any former purpofe for making mention in thofe 
Cafes concerning the Queen Confort: For not- 
withftanding the intermarriage with the Sove isn 
King, yet fhe is no other than a King’s Subject, 
whether fhe be of a Foreign Nation, or a Native 
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born; and though fhe be by the Favour of the 
King folemnly crowned Queen, yet that is but 
a Royal Ceremony, and no effential Exception, 
whereby fhe may not from henceforth be accoun- 
ted in the rank of Noble Women. And this hath 
been proved by the Effed in the Reign of King 
Henry the Sixth, when fome of the Wives, 
crowned Queens, have been Arraigned of High- 
Treafon, and therefore put to Trial by the Nobles 
of the Realm as her Peers. 

The Wife of the King’s eldeft Son hath alfo 
fome Prerogatives in regard of the Excellency of 
her Husband, which the Wives of other Noble- 
men have not: For by the Statute of the Thir- 
teenth of Edward the Third, it is High-Treafon 
to violate the Wife of the King’s eldeft Son and 
Heir.

Ladies in Reputation. 


Tue Wife or Widow of the Son and Heir of 
a Duke or Earl in the Life-time of his F. ather, is 
a Lady by Courtefie of Speech and Honour, and 
taketh Place according as in ancient Time hath 
been permitted by the Sovereign Prince, and al- 
lowance of the Heralds; but in legal Proceedings 
they are not privileged, nor to be named accord- 
ing to fuch Names of Dignity, But the King may 
at his Pleafure create fuch Men, in the Life of 
their Anceftors, unto Degrees of Lord’s of his 
Parliament, and then the Law is otherwife. 

If a Noble Woman of Spain come into this 
Realm by fafe Condué, or otherwife, though in 
the Letters of fafe Condu& by the King the be 
ftiled by fuch her Sovereign ‘Title; yet in the 
King’s Courts of Juftice the fhall not be named 
by fuch Title, though in common Speech fhe is 
ftiled a Lady, 

An Englifob Woman born doth take to her Hus- 
band a French or Spanifh Duke, though he be 


made a Denizen, yet fhe fhall not bear his Title ;

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A German Woman is married to a Peer of the 
Realm, and unlefs the be made a Denizen, fhe 
cannot lawfully claim the Privileges or Titles of 
her Husband, no more than fhe can to have Dower 
or Jointure from him. 

An Englifh Woman doth take to her Hufband 
an Irifh Karl 5 or if a Lord of Scotland (though 
he bea Poftnatus) take an Englifb Womin to his 
Wife, their Wives {hall not participate of their 
Husbands Titles or Dignity. 

But ifthe King do create one of his Subjects 
of Scotland or Ireland a Pear of this Realm, then 
fhall he and his Wife enjoy all the Privileges of a 
Nobleman. But if an Englifh Man by the Empe- 
ror be made an Earl of the Empire, his Wife 
fhall not bear that Title of Honour. 

All the Daughters of Dukes, Marquiffes, and 
Earls are by the ancient Cuftom of the Realm 
ftiled Ladies, and have Precedency according to 
the Degrees of their Parents; And of this Cu- 
ftom the Laws do take notice, and give allowance 
for Honour and Decency: But neverthele in 
the King’s Courts of Jultice they bear not thofe 
Titles of Honour, no more than'the Sons of fuch 
Noble Perfons may do : So in this Point the Law 
is one way, and the Honour and Courtefie of 
Ladies another. And as a Civilian in like Cafe 
faith, Aliud eft jus, G aliud privilegium 3 Never- 
thelefs the Books of our Law do make mention 
thereof, and allow of it as a Courtefie, though 
not as a Law, 

Thus much of Women: If I have been too 
large upon this Subjeét, I crave their Pardons ;

for their Honour: Yet let them compare their 
Conditions with that of their Neighbouring Na- 
tions, and ’tis believed they have reafon to judge 
themfelves the happieft Women in the World ;

And fo was Fines Lord Dacres tryed in Appeal 
of Murther (f). The Nobility of this Realm. 
do enjoy this Priviledge, That they are not to be 
impannelled on any Jury or Inquett,. to make try- 
al or inquiry upon their Corporal Oaths between 
Party and Party, for they may have a Writ for 
their Difcharge to the Sheriff (fg).

This Priviledge hath, in two Caufes, not been 
allowed, or taken place: 1.

And therefore divers Barons of the 
Marthes of Wales were impannelled before the Bi-

againit Humphrey de Bohun, Earl of Hereford and 
Effex, and his Tenants in Wales, in the twelfth 
Year of Edward the Firft, where Fobn de Haj?- 
ings, Edmond de Mortimer, Theobald Beardmoe, 
and other Barons of the Marfhes, challenged their 
Priviledges aforefaid, and much infifted upon the 
fame. But it was afterwards anfwered by the 
Court, as by the Words in the Record appeareth. 
The Barons aforefaid did perfift in the Challenge, 
and in the end both the faid Earls, between whom 
the faid Outrage had been perpetrated, fubmitted 
themfelves to the King’s Grace, and made their 
Fines.

him a Villain or Bondman, which being free dotlt 
purchafe the fame, although by his Tenure he

It is faid in our Books, That a Day of Grace, ot 
by the Favour of the Court, is not to be granted 
to the Plaintiff in any Suit or A@ion wherein a 
Nobleman is Defendant * 5 becaufe thereby a No- 
bleman fhould be longer delayed than the ordina- 
ry Courfe of the Court is ; 2nd fuch a Lord is to

But the Barl of Kent in the 
fourteenth Year of the late Queen Elhixabeth’s 
Reign, and the Parties did plead to an Iflue, the 
Lente Facias is awarded, which the Sheriff did 
return ferved, anda Pannel returned accordingly, 
in which is no Knight named. The Truth of 
which Cafe was, that after the return made, the 
Demand is publifhed, and demanded by the Queen 
and the Heralds to be Earl of Kent in Right and 
Defcent, although he had not been fo reputed or 
named before ; and alfo after that Time (that is 
to fay) at the then Iaft Parliament, the Tenant 
is made a Baron by Writ of Parliament, and then 
the Jury doth appear in the Court of Common 
Pleas, and the Bar! of Kent did challenge the Ar- 
ray, becaufe no Knight was returned: But it was 
not allowed him by the Court, for the admittance 
of both Parties is to the contrary, and no Default 
can be laid to the Sheriff, for he had no Notice 
of the honourable Eftate of either of the Parties 5 
the Demandant not being then known or reputed 
to be an Karl by defcent, or of the Tenant then 
alfo being no Baron. How much the Common 
Law hath always prohibited perpetuity in Lands 
and Tenements, you may fee in Corbet’s Cafe, in 
the firft part of Coke’s Book, fol. 48. and in many 
other Cafes in the reft of his Books. As alfo Lit- 
tleton, fol. 145. faith it is a Principle in the Law 
that every Land in Feefimple may be charged with 
a Rent. But if the King’s Majefty, upon a Cre- 
ation of any Peer of the Realm, of what Degree 
foever, do as the Manner is by Letters Patent 
give unto any fuch new created Noblemen an An- 
nuity or Rent for the Support of his Degree, 
which they call Creation-money ; this is fo an- 
nexed to the Dignity, that by no Grant, Affu- 
rance, or any manner of Alienation it can be 
given from the Lord, but is ftill incident, and a 
Support of the fame Creation. 
In all Cafes upon Nonfuits or other Judgments, 

a Baron, Earl, or Vifcount, is to be amerced no 
lefS than five Pounds; but the Amercement of a 


Duke or Marquifs, ten Pounds. Although the 
Statute of Magna Charta, chap. 14. bein the Ne- 
gative, vis. Comites &» Barones non amercientur 
nifi per pares fuos, & non nifi fecundum modum 
deliGiz 5 yet ufe hath reduced it intoa certainty *, 
Asalfo by the fame Statute itappeareth, that fuch 
Amercements fhould be aflefled per pares fuos: But 
that it were troublefome to affemble Barons for 
fo fmalla Matter, fuch Amercement in times paft 
have been aifefled by the Barons of the Exche- 
quer, who fometime were Barons of the Realm, 
as is already taken notice of ; and fo writeth Bra- 
Gon, lib. 3. tra. 2, de Corona. cap. i. fol. 116. 
B. Co. lib. 8. fol. 38. Griefley’s Cafe. 

Whereas by Statute 32 Hen. VIII. cap. 16. it 
is enacted, That the Subjects of this Realm fhall 
not keep in their Houfes or Families above the 
Number of four Strangers born 5 neverthelefs, by 
a Provifo in the fame A&, every Lord of Parlia- 
ment hath this Privilege allowed unto him to 
keep in his Family the Number of fix born Stran- 
gers. The Bifhops, as Lords of Parliament, may 
claim the fame Privilege. 

By the Statute 14 Hen, VIIL. cap. 13.4 Privilege 
was granted to the Nobility according to their 
Degrees concerning Apparel ; but becaufe by a 
Statute made in the firft of King Charles II. 
chap. 15. all Laws and Statutes concerning Ap- 
parel, are taken away. 

Whereas by the Statute 2 Hen, V. Parl. 2. cap.t. 
it is ordained, That the Jultices of the Peace in 
every County, named of the Quorum, fhall be 
refident in the Shires wherein they are Juftices, 
there is a Provifo in that A&, whereby the Lords 
and Peers of the Realm, named in fuch Com- 
miffions are excepted.

Atthe Common-Law, it was lawful for any

as by Marriage of a Duke, Earl, or Baron,

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© otherwife it is, where a Woman is Noble by

© ter the Marriage with one that is not Noble, 
© fhall be in force, and is not countermand- 
‘ ed by. the Marriage, nor determined by her 
* taking of a Hufband under the Degree of

By theStatute 3 Hen. VII. cap. 14. it isenad- 
ed as followeth ; Forafmuch as by Quarrels made 
to fuch as have been in great Authority, Office, 
and of Council with the King’s of this Realm, 
hath enfued the Deftruction of the Kings, and 
therefore the undoing of this Realm, fo asit hath 
evidently appeared, when the compafling of the 
Death of fuch as were of the King’s true Subjects 
was had, the deftruction of the Prince was imagined 
thereby, and for the moft part it hath grown and 
been occafioned by Malice of the King’s own 
Houfhold Servants ; and for that by the Laws of 
this Land, if actual Deeds were not, there was 
no Remedy for fuch falfe compafling, imaginati- 
ons, and Confederacies had againft any Lord, or 
any of the King’s Council, or great Officers in his 
Houthold; and fo great Inconveniencies did en- 
fue, becaufe fuch ungodly demeanours were not 
ftridly punifhed before that any aCtual deed was 
done; for remedy thereof, it was by the faid Sta- 
tute ordained, ‘That the Steward, Treafurer, or 
Comptroller of the King’s Houfhold for the time 
being, or one of them, fhall have full Authority 
to enquire by twelve difcreet Perfons of the 
Check Roll. of the King’s honourable Houfhold, 
if any Perfon admitted and {worn the King’s Ser- 
vant, and his Name put in the Check Roll, in 
any quality or degree whatfoever under the ftate 
ofa Lord, do make any Confederacies or Confpi- 
racies with any Perfon or Perfons, to deftroy or 
murther the King, or any Lord of this Realm, or 
any other Perfon fworn to the King’s Council, 
Steward, Treafurer, or Comptroller of the King’s 
Houfhold, that if it be found before the faid Stew- 
ard for the time being, by the faid twelve Men, 
that any fuch of the King’s Servants as aforefaid, 
hath confederated or confpired as abovefaid, that 
he fo found by the enquiry be put thereupon to 
anfwer, and the Steward, Treafurer, or Comp- 
troller, or two of them have Power to determine 
the faid matter according to Law: And if he put 
in trial, that then he be tried by Oath of twelve 
difcreet Men of the fame Houthold, and that fuch 
Mifdoers have no challenge but for Malice : And 
if fuch Mifdoers be found Guilty by confeflion or 
otherwife, that the faid Offence is adjudged Fe- 
lony, and they to have Jude- 
ment and Execution, as Felons 
attainted ought to have by the 
Common Law *. 

By the Statute made in the fecond of King 
Henry the Firft, cap. 8. Authority is given to the 
Sheriffs, and other the King’s Juftices, for the 
better fupprefling of Riots, to raife poffe Comita- 
tus andthe fame liberty doth in Common Law 
guide in many other Cafes: Neverthelefs the

puiflant that he cannot, nor dare ~” 

not arreft him, the Sheriff fhall be grievoufly 
amerced for his return: For by the Writ under 
the Great Seal of England, the King’s Command 
is to all Archbifhops, Bifhops, Earls, Counts, 
and Barons, and to all Leige-men of the County, 
to be aiding unto him in that which to his Office 
appertaineth 5 and therefore no Perfon whatfoever 
can refpite the Execution of the faid Writ of the 
King’s: Alfo the Sheriff at his difcretion may 
levy three hundred Men, if need be, to aid him 
in that behalf, 

_ The Words of the great Charter of the Fore/?, 
in the eleventh Chapter, are as followeth; To 
every Archbifhop, Bifbop, Earl, or Baron coming 
tous, and paffing by our Foreft, it foall be lavwful 


for him to take one Beaft or two by the view of 


the Foreft if he be prefent , or elfe be [ball caufe 
one to blow a Horn for him, that be feem not ta 
fieal our Deer. Although the Statute doth f{yeak 


‘but of Bifhops, Earls, and Barons, yet ifa Duke, 


Marquifs, or Vifcount (which are Lords of the 
Parliament) be coming towards 
the King by his Command, they 
alfo fhall have the benefit of this 
Article |}. 

So if the King fend to any of the Lords afore- 
faid to come to his Parliament; or fend for him 
by Writ of Subpana to appear in the Chancery ; 
or by Privy Seal to appear before his Council ; 
or fend for him by Letters Miffive, or by Mef- 
fenger, or Serjeant at Arms; in all thefe Cafes 
he fhall have the Benefit of this Statute, becaufe 
that they come at the King’s 
command *. The fame Law is, 
if a Scire facias go out of the 
Chancery or King’s-Bench to a 
Lord of Parliament. But if fuch 
Procefs go forth againft a Lord 
to appear before the Juftices of 
the Common-Pleas, or the Barons 
of the Exchequer, and he com- 
eth upon the fame, he fhall not have the benefit 
of the Statute ; for he doth not come unto the 
King; and the words of the Statute are, Veniens 
ad nos ; And all the Procefs which are made out 
of the Chancery and King’s- 
Bench, are, Quod fit coram no- 
bis; and fo are the Procefs out 
of the Star-Chamber +. 

Alfo Lords which come to vifit the new King 
after the Death of his Father (though not fent 
for) fhall have the fame Privi- 
lege *. And fo that this Statute 
is a Warrant dormant to fuch 
Lords; which alfo is to be underftood as well of 
their returning homeward, as of their coming to 
the King. And note, that this Statute doth ex- 
tend to give Licence to kill or hunt in the King’s

THE Statute of Weftminfler 2. cap. 39. faith, 
If the Sheriff return that he cannot execute the 
King’s Precept propter refiftentiam alicujus mag- 
natis ; if it be true, he fhall punth the refifters 
by Imprifonment, from whence they fhall not be 
delivered without the King’s fpecial Command- 
ment: For none can be privileg’d againft the 
King. 

In 11 Hen. IV. 15, in homine replegiando, 
againft Dame Spencer a Peer of the Realm, (wiz. 
a Baronefs born) a Capias was granted, becaufe 
it was an high injury to the Perfon whom the 
eloigned, and in fome other Cafes of great con- 
tempt a Capias may be Awarded againft a Peer. 

An Abbot, which was a Lord of the Parlia- 
ment, was impleaded, and he did pray Privilege 
to appear by an Attorney : and by the Rule of 
the Court he could not, becaufe the Statute is 
general, and againft it, but by a fpecial Writ out 
of Chancery he might; and fo in cafe where he 
doth pray to be received. For if a Lord of the 
Parliament, holding Lands of another in Fee- 
fimple, doth forbear and withhold to do, and pay 
his Service to his Landlord, and that by the 
Space of two Years; whereupon he bringeth a 


Writ of Ceffinent (which is his Remedy given by 
I Law) 
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Law) thereby to recover the Inheritance of the 
Land: But the faid Lord, for the faving of Te- 
nancy, being minded to pay all the Arrearages be- 
fore Judgment given againft him (as by the Law 
he ought to do) in this Cafe he muft come in pro- 
per Perfon, and not by an Attorney. 

If a Nobleman beindiéted, and cannot be found, 
Procefs of Outlawry thall be awarded againft him 
per legem terra, and he fhall be outlawed per 
judicium Coronatorum (a), but he fhall be tried 
per judicium parium fuorum when he appeals and 
pleads to iffue (4). 

Ifany Lord did depart this Realm as Ambafla- 
dor and otherwife, by the King’s Licence, or 
without Licence, and do not return at the King’s 
Command, or at the King’s Writ, upon his Privy 
Signet, the King may feize his Goods and Chat- 
tels. 

Ifa Lord, arrefted upon a Supplicavie for the 
Peace, do refufe to obey the Arreft, and make 
Refcous, and the Sheriff do return the Refcous 6 
upon fuch return fhall iffue an Attachment againit 
the faid Lord for his Contempt, to take his Body; 
and this is a way to obtain the Peace againft an 
Lord of the Parliament ; whereas the Party could 
not have an Attachment againft him, if the Sub 
pena had been duly ferved, and peaceably accept- 
ed of, although the faid Lord had not appeared 
thereupon. 

All Lords are compellable to take the Oath 
mentioned in the Statute of the 7th of King Fames, 
chap. 4. And fee the Statute of the 7¢b of King 
Fames, chap. 6, who have Authority to minifter 
the fuid Oath unto them. 

If a Baron that holdeth by Baron Tenure, have 
his abfence excufed by Effoyn, he which cafteth 
his Effoyn or Excufe, ought to find Surety that 
the faid Effoyn is true, But in cafe of common 
Perfons, it fhill reft upon the Credit and Integrity

And whereas the Amercements fhould be of- 
fered per pares, the Ufe is to refer them to the 
Barons of the Exchequer. 

When a Peer of the Realm is Arraigned in any 
Appeal of Felony, he hall not have that privi- 
lege to be tried by his Peers (as in cafe of Indi@- 
ment) but muft undergo the ordinary Trial of 
Twelve Men. 

Alfo in cafe of Indi&ment, the Defendant 
(though a Peer) may not challenge any of his 
‘Triers (c): And the Judgment to be given againft 
any Lord of Parliament in cafes of F elony or Trea- 
fon fhall be no other, than according to the ufual 
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their Execution (through ‘the fpecial Gracé and 
Favour of the King) is Beheading, 

By Attainder of Felony or Treafon is corrupti- 
on of Blood, fo that their Children may not be 
Heirs unto them, nor toany othet Anceftor, And 
if he were a Noblemani before, he is by the At- 
tainder made Ignoble, not only himfelf, but all 
his Children ; having regard unto the Nobility 
which they had by their Birth. And this Cor 
tuption is fo ftrong and high, that ic cantridt be 
falved by the King’s Pardon, or otherwife than by 
Authority of Parliament. 

But here is to be obferved, That Nobility is not 
athing fubftantial, but meerly accidental 5 for it 
may be prefent or abfent, without corruption of 
the Subject whereof it doth depend ; for experi- 
ence fheweth, That the paffing of honourable Ti- 
tles are reftrained by exorbitant Crimes, when as 
Nature in the mean while cannot be thruft aways 
Wherefore, though the Lawyers do call Extin« 
guifhment of Nobility, which happeneth by fuch 

‘ hainous Offences committed by corruption of 
Blood: Neverthelefs they ufé not this manner of 
phrafe, as though Nobility were naturally and 
effentially in the Honour of Blood, more than any 
other hereditary Faculty ; but becaufe the right 
of Inheritance ‘(which is by degrees of communi- 
cation of Blood directed) is by that means deter- 
mined ; and alfo in regard of the hatred and de- 
teftation of the Crime, it is called corruption of 
Blood. 

And here 4 Queftion may arife, Whether by 
Attainder of the Father the Blood be fo corrupted, 
that the Son fhall alfo be barred his Mothers In. 
heritance, who hath not tran erefled, or nto ? 

They that maintain the Affirmative, fay, That 
forafmuch as none can be procreated or ingeidred 
according to the courfe of Nature, but of a Fa- 
ther and Mother, and muft have in him two 
Bloods, vix. the Fathers and Mothers 3 therefore 
the Law alfo faith, Thofe Bloods commixt in the 
Perfon of a Man in lawful Marriage, do confti- 
tute and make him an Heir; and that none can 
be Heir unto any, unlefs he hath both Bloods in 
him to whom he doth convey himfelf to be Heir. 
And therefore the Heir of the half Blood thall 
not inherit, becaufe he doth want one of the 
Bloods which fhould make him inheritable. And 
upon this reafon, Britan. chap. 5. faith, Tf a 
Man be attainted of Felony by Fudement, the 
Heirs ingendved after the Attainder are precluded 

from all manner of fucceffion in the Heritage, as 
well of the part of the Mother as of the Father 3 
for ex leprofo parente, leprofus generatur filius,

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And when the Father is attainted of Treafon or 
Felony, the Blood, in refpect whereof’ he is Inhe- 
vitable, being corrupted, the fame hath but half 
his Blood, that is, the Blood of bis Mother in him 
without corruption. And with this doth agree 
Braéton, lib. 3. cap. 13. Non valebit felonis ge- 
neratio, nec ad bereditatem paternam, nec mater- 
nam fi autem ante felonium generationem fecerit, 
talis generatio fuccedit in hareditatem patris vel 
matris, aqua non fuerit felonia perpetrate. Be- 
caufe at the time of his Birth he had two lawful 
Bloods commixt in him, which could not be cor- 
rupted by the Attainder fubfequent, but only as 
unto that Party who did offend. : 

But on the Negative part it is faid, That the 
Law is not fo penal again{t the innacent Child, as 
to prejudice him touching his Mothers Inheritance, 
who alfo did not offend, or contrariwife, efpeci- 
ally in cafe where the Mother was feized of an 
Eftate in Feefimple, either in Lands or Iene- 
ments, or Title of Honour. And this was the 
cafe (if I benot miftaken) of Philip late Karl of 
Arundel, notwithftanding the Attainder of Thomas 
Duke of Norfolk his Father ; for he had that Karl- 
dom in right of his Mother. 

But they do agree, That if the Lands or Tene- 
ments, or a Title of Honour, be given to a Man, 
and to his Wife in tail who hath Iffue: The Fa- 
ther is attainted of Treafon, and executed, though 
this Forfeiture of the Hufband fhall be no barr to 
the Wife concerning her Intereft by Survivorfhip 5 
yet their Iffue is barred by the Statute 26 Hen. 8. 
cap.13. and his Blood corrupted : For in that 
cafe the Heir muft neceflarily make himfelf Heir, 
as well of the Body of the one as of the other. 
And yet the Words of the Statute 32 Hen. 8. 
cap. 28, are, That no Fine, Feoffment, or other 
A& or Aéts hereafter to be made, or fuffered by 
the Hufband only of any Mannors, Lands, Tene- 
ments, or Hereditaments, being the Inheritance 
or Freehold of his Wife, during the Coverture be- 
tween them, fhallin any wife be, or make any 
difcontinuance, or be prejudicial to the faid Wife, 
or to her Heirs, or to fuch as fhall- have Right, 
Title, or Intereft to the fame by the death of fuch 
Wife or Wives; but the fame Wife or her Heirs, 
and fuch other to whom fuch right fhall apper- 
tain after her deceafe, fhall or may then lawfully 
enter into all fuch Mannors, Lands, Tenements, 
and Hereditaments according to their Rights and 
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Titles therein. For their is Adverfity taken and 
agreed for Law between a difcontinuance which 
doth imply a Wrong, and lawful Baron which 
doth imply a Right: And therefore if Land be 
given to the Hufband, and the Wife, and to the 
Heirs of their Bodies begotten, and the Hufband 
levies a Fine with Proclamation, or do commit 
High Treafon, and dieth, and the Wife before or 
after Entry dicth, the Iffue is barred, and the 
Comifee for the King hath right unto the Lands, 
becaufe the Iffue cannot claim as Heir unto both. 
And with this doth agree Dyer 351. 6. adjudged, 
vide 5 Hen. VIL. 32. Cott’s Afize, Coke’s eighth 
part, 27. where it is refolved, That the Statute 
32 Hen. VIII. doth extend only unto Difconti- 
nuances, although the A& hath general Words, 
or be prejudicial to the Wife or her Heirs, Gc. 
but the Conclufion, if jhe fhall lawfully enter, Gc. 
according to their Right and Title therein, which 
they cannot do when they be barred, and have no 
Right, Title, and Intereft. And this Statute doth 
give advantage unto the Wife, @c. fo long as the 
hath right ; bur it doth not extend to take away 
a future barr. Although the Statute doth give 
Entry without limitation of any Time 5 neverthe- 
lefs the Entry muft attend upon the Right: And 
therefore if the Wife be feized in Feefimple, and 
her Hufband levy a Fine with Proclamation unto 
another, and dieth, now the Wife may enter by 
force of the Statute ; for as yet that Fine is not 
any barr unto her, but her Right doth remain, 
which fhe may continue by Entry ; but if fhe do 
furceafe her time, and the five Years do pafs with- 
out Entry, @c. now by force of the Fine with 
Proclamation, and five Years paft after the death 
of her Hufband, fhe is barred of her Right, and 
by confequence fhe cannot enter. And the Sta- 
tute doth {peak of Fine only, and not of Fine 
with Proclamation. If there be Father and Son, 
and the Father be feized of Lands holden én Capite, 
or otherwife by Knight’s Service, the King doth 
create the Son Duke, Earl, or other Degree of 
Nobility, and afterwards the Father dicth, his 
Son being within the Age of One and twenty 
Years, he fhall be no Ward; but if the King had 
made him Knight in the life of his Father, he 
fhould not have been in Ward after the death of 
his Father, neither for the Lands defcended, nor 
for his Marriage, though he be within Age. 
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S HER E are alfo other Lords 
in Reputation and Appellation, 
who: neverthelefs are not de 
) jure, neither can they enjoy 
QS the Privileges of thofe of the 
3 Nobility that are Lords of the 
39 IS GH A. Parliament. 

The Son and Heir of a Duke, during his Fa- 
ther’s life, is only in courtefie of Speech and Ho- 
nour called an Karl 5 and the eldeft Son of a Mar- 
quifS or an Earl, a Lord: But not fo in legal 
Proceedings, or in the King’s Courts of Judica- 
ture. But the King may at his pleafure create 
them in the life of their Anceftors into any De- 
gree of Lords of the Parliament. And according 
to the German Cuftom, all the younger Sons of 
Dukes and Marquifles are called Lords, but by 
courtefie only, which Title defcends not to their 
Heirs, 

A’Duke, or other of the Nobility of a F oreign 
Nation, doth come into this Land by the King’s 
fafe Condué, in which faid Letters of fafe 
Condué& he is named a Duke according to his 
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Creation, yet thatAppellation maketh him not a 
Duke, @c. to fue, or be fued by that Name 
within this Realm, but is only fo by Reputation, 

But if the King of Denmark, or other Sove- 
reign King comeinto Englend under fafe Condué, 
he, during his abode here, ought to be ftyled by 
the Name of King, and to retain his Honour, al. 
though not his Regal Command and Power. And 
in this cafe may be obferved by the way, That 
no Sovereign King may enter into this Realm 
without Licence, though he be ina League, 

All the younger Sons of the Kings of England 
are of the Nobility of England, and Fatls by 
their Birth without any other Creation, 

And if an Englifh Man be created Earl of the 
Empire, or fome other Title of Honour by the 
Emperor or other Monarch, he thall not bear 
that Dignity in England, but is only an Earl in 
Reputation, 

A Lord or Peer of Scotland or Ireland is not of 
the Nobility or Peerage of England in all Courts 
of Juftice, although he is commonly reputed a 
Lord, and hath Privilege asa Peer. 
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ay] L THOUGH Lam not of the 
| Opinion of fome that vainly de- 
rive the Order of Knighthood 
from St. Michael: the Archan- 
| gel, whom they term the pr7- 
mier Chevalier 3 yet I may fay 
that it is near as ancient as Va- 
Jour and Heroick Vertue, and may derive its Ori- 
ginal from Troy, which bred many Noble and 
Renowned Knights ; amongft which were Heéfor, 
Troilus, Aineas, and Antenor. So among the 
Greckanwere Agamemnon, Menelaus, Peleus, 
Hercules, Diomedes, Telamon, Uhffes, and feve- 
ral others, whofe Military and Heroick A&s pur- 
chafed unto them a never dying Fame, And the 
Romans took fo great care for the cherifhing and 
advancement of Heroick and Military Vertue and 
Honour, that they erected and dedicated Templesto | 
Vertueand Honour ; and from the Infancy of their 
Military Glory they inftituted a Society of Knights, 
which confifted of a fele% Number. And fome 
there are that plead to have aes take its 
rife from Romulus - For, fay they, that Romulus 
having fettled his Government in Rome, part- 
ly for Security, and partly for Magnifi- 
cence, erected or inrolled three Bands or ‘Cen- 
turics of Knighthood or Horfmen ; the firft 
he called Romene from his own'Name ; the fe- 
cond Titience from Titus Tacitus, and by the 
third Luceriz, whereof mention is made by Livy. , 
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And this Inrollment confifted of Three hundred 
ftout and perfonable Men, chofen out of the 
chiefeft Families, and were to attend him as his 
Life-guard, both in Peace and War, and were 
called Celeres, or Equites from their perfonal 
Valour and dexterity in Martial Affairs. 

And to add to the Honour of Knighthood, the 
Romans oft-times made the Knights Judges for 
the management of their Civil Affairs, yet conti- 
nued they of the Equeftrian Order. 

The Romans called their Knights Milites, or 
Miles, and Equites, or Equites Aurati , the Ita- 
lians and Spaniards, Cavalieri, the French, Che- 
valiers , and the Englifh, Knights. 

The Addition of $7 is attributed to the Names 
of all Knights, as Sir John, Sir Thomas, and the 
like. And to Baronets the faid Addition of Sir is 
granted unto them by a peculiar Claufe in their 
Patents of Creation, although they are not dub- 
bed Knights. 

No Man is born a Knight of any Title or De- 
gree whatfoever, but made fo; either before a 
Battel, to encourage him to adventure his Life ; 
or after the Fight, as an Advancement to Honour 
for their valiantA@s. Andalthough Knighthood, 
according to its firft Inftitution, was only a Mili- 
tary Honour 5 5 yet of latter Days, it hath been 
frequently feen, that meritorious Perfons in Civil 


| Affairs have this Degree of Honour conferred up- 


on them. Nor are Kings, Princes, or Potentates 
at 


Of KnicutxHoop in General, 


at any time limited or confined their beftowing 
this Dignity, being at all times free to beftow it 
on whomfoever they fhall in their Princely Fa- 
your think worthy to be advanced to the faid Ho- 
nour, either for their Merit, Birth, or Eftate. 

The Enfigns or Ornaments belonging to Knight- 
hood are many, each Country or Kingdom having 
thofe peculiar to it felf: I fhall name fome of the 
chief. 

To the Knights of the Equeftrian Order amongft 
the ancient Romans was given a Horfe, ora Gold 
Ring. The Germans gave the Badge of the Shield 
and Launce. The French anciently gave alfo the 
Shield and Launce, (as Fevin notes) but fince 
they ufed the Equeftrian Target. 

Another Knightly Ornament is the Military 
Belt, firft made of Leather, which afterwards 
came to be richly adorned with Gold and precious 
Stones; and to this Belt was added a Sword. 
Other Ornaments were gilt or golden Spurs, and 
golden Collars of SS. But thefe have been for a 
Jong time laid afide , and inftead thereof is only 
ufed Dubbing with a naked Sword to Knights 
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Batchelors, which I fhall {peak of when I treat of 
Knights Batchelors. 

Many have been, and yet are, the Degrees and 
Otder of Knighthood in Chriftendom, each King- 
dom having fome appropriated to themfelves: 
Which though many of them are now extin& ; 
yet I fhall touch upon them, as I find them Re- 
corded by Sir Wiliam Segar in his Volume of 
Honour Military and Civil, and by Elias Afbmole, 
Efq; in his incomparable Volume of the Order of 
the Garter, to which I refer the Curious Reader 
for his further fatisfaction. And of thefe Degrees 
or Orders I fhall firft treat ‘of thofe ufed amoneft 
us, beginning with that of the moft Noble Order 
of the Garter; next with the Knights Bannerets 3 
then with Baronets, this being their proper place 
according to precedency, although fomething im- 
proper, as not being of any degree of Knighthood ; 
next with Knights of the Bath; then with Knights 
Batchelors ; and fo conclude with thofe Degrees 
of Knighthood in Foreign Kingdoms and Coun- 
tries. 
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T was the Cuftome and Policy 
of puiflant Princes in all Ages 
to invite and fecure to them- 
felves Perfons of Renown, and 
fuch Heroick Spirits were en- 
couraged with Remarks of Ho- 
nour, (viz. eminent Privileges 
of Place, different Habits, and additional Titles) 
to diftinguifh them from the Vulgar, befides 
other opulent Rewards : And amongft thofe Per- 
fons, the more eminent or excellent of merit were 
placed in a Superior Orb, that their Glory might 
be the more fplended to the World. _ Such were 
King David’s mighty Men, the Satrape of Per- 
fia; the Orders Military amongft the Romans, 
and the many Inftitutions of Knighthood in Chri- 
ftendome: But of all Orders purely Military now 
extant, I muft prefer this of St. George, which 
we call the Garter; not only becaufe it is our 
own Nation, or that none are commonly ad- 
mitted but Peers, but for the Excellency of it 
felf. 


Firft, for its Antiquity; Secondly, for its glo- 
rious Inftitution by that Renowned King Edward ; 
And Thirdly, for the many Emperors, Kings, 
and Princes that have been admitted into the faid 
Fraternity. 

Firft, I find it agreeable to all Hiftories, that 
twas inftituted by King Edward the Third, Anne 
1350. which was fifty Years before the Initituting 
the French Order of St. Michael by Lewis the 
Eleventh, Two hundred twenty nine Years be- 
fore Henry the Third devifed the new Order of 
the Holy Ghoft; full Eighty Years before the 
Order of the Golden Fleece was inftituted by Phi- 
lip, the Good of Burgundy ; One hundred and 
ninety Years before King ‘ames the Fifth refined 
the Order of St. Andrew in Scotland ; and about 
Two hundred and nine Years before the Kings of 
Denmark begun the Order of the Elephant ; 
which gives it clearly the pre-eminence before 
other Orders in point of Antiquity. 

For the Occafion of the priftine Inftitution you 
muft know, King Edward the Third having en- 
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gaged himfelf in a War with France (for the ob- 
taining of that Crown which defcended on him in 
right of his Mother) thought fit to allure to his 
Party all fuch Gallant Spirits as were Friends to 
Bellona, and to that end erected a round Table in 
the Caftle of Windfor in imitation of King Ar- 
thur’s at Winchefter, where they were exercifed 
at Tilts and Tournaments, and Royally enter- 
tained with magnificent Feafts and other Princely 
Favours to engage them unto him. But Philip of 
Vallois, who was in actual pofleflion of the Crown 
of France, countermined him by erecting a like 
Table in his own Court, whereby he drew away 
many from King Edward, fo that being difap- 
pointed in that Project, and yet proving Vidtori- 
ous in his Arms againit France and Scotland, at 
his Return he rewarded the moft eminent of thofe 
Heroick Knights that had born the brunt of the 


Day, and perfevered in their Loyalty, with this 
Noble Order, which confifted of Six and twenty, 
of which himfelf was one ; being all Perfons of 
choice Endowments, of great renown in Chivalry, 
and fuch as fhould be bound by Oath and Ho- 
nour to adhere unto him. And upon the. death 
of any one of them, the place was to be fupplied 
by another, elected by the King and _his Succef- 
fors, who are Sovereigns of the faid Order, with 
the confent of the Fraternity ; but now the Ele- 
tion is at the entire pleafure of the King. 

There are many Articles confirmed unto them, 
to which all that are enftalled Subferibe, befides 
the forementioned Oath, viz. that whilft they 
fhall be Fellows of the Order they will defend 
the Honour, Quarrels, Rights and Lordfhips of 
the Sovereign ; that they will endeavour to pre- 
ferve the Honour of the faid Order, and all the 
Statutes made for the fame, without Fraud or 
Covin, Quinam perjurati. 

It is “alfo ae. moft Honourable, there 
having been more Emperors, Kings, and Foreign 
Princes of this one Order, than of ail others ina 
manner in the World ; which Honour is obtain- 
ed by keeping precifely to the primitive Number, 
never exceeding Six and twenty 5 whereas all 
others of this kind have been fo frankly commu- 
nicated unto all Pretenders, that at laft they loft 
their Luftre and Efteem in the World. Of this 
Order there hath been no lefs than eight Empe- 
rors, feven Kings of Portugal, two Kings of Scors 
before the Union, five Kings of Denmark, three 
of Naples, one of Poland, and two of Sweden, be- 
fides many Foreign Sovereign Princes of Italy, 
Germany, Ge. he Order and Inftitution being 
Honourable, and by many Learned Pens fuffici- 
ently cleared from the Envy of Froyfart, and other 
French Men ; as alfo from the Folly of Polydore 
Virgil, who favours the Romantick Story of the 
fair Countefs of Salisbury, who being a dancing 
with the faid King Edward, \et fall her Garter, 
which the King took up and tied about his Leg ; 
at which the Queen being jealous, he gave this 
Motto, Honi foit qui mal y penfe, that is, Evil 
be to him that Evil thinks, 
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The Patron of this Order is St. George, a Man 
of great Renown for Chivalry ; he ifuffered Mar- 
tyrdom at Lydda under Dioclefian, faith Mr. 
Selden; fuppofed by Dr. Helyn to have been 
martyred at Nicomedia, the principal Seat then of 
the Eaftern Empire ; and by others at Diofprilia 
or Lyddea in Paleftine, where he is faid to be in- 
tered; whofe Fame was fo great in the World, 
that many Temples and Monafteries were dedi- 
cated to him in the Eaftern Countries, from whence 
his Efteem came into England, who celebrated to 
his Memory the Three and twentieth of April 
with the reft of the Univerfal Church: But how 
long he has been honoured as Patron and Prote@or 
of England is difputable; Mr. Selden concludes 
before the Conqueft; And *tis no marvel (faith 
he) that fo warlike a People fhould make choice of 
fuch a Soldier-Saint, known by the particular 
Name of Tropheophorus, of greater Eminensy in 
both the Eaftern and Weftern Churches than any 


other Soldier-Saint. To this Tutelary Saint or 
Patron of Martial Men King Edward commends 
himfelf and his Companions, called The Knights 
of St. George: And having both beautified and 
enlarged his Caftle at Windfor to be the Royal 
Seat of this Order, he caufed a folemn Proclaina- 
tion to be made in France, Spain, +c. to invite 
all Military Spirits to attend thofe Tilts and Tour- 
naments which were intended to be kept, not on- 
ly on St. George’s Day then next enfuing, which 
was defigned for the Day of Inftitution, but for 
fifteen Days before, and as many after; and that 
the Memory of St. George might be {till conti- 
nued, he gave them fora part of their daily Ha- 
bit the Image of St. George encountring with the 
Dragon or Devil, inchafed with Pearls and pre- 
cious Stones, appendant to a blue Ribon, conti- 
nually to be worn about their Necks, 

As for the Habit of this Order, befides the 
George and Ribon before mentioned, and a Gar- 
ter enamelled with Gold, Pearl, and precious 
Stones, with theMotto, Honi foit qui mal y penfa 
embroydered upon it, which is faftned about the 
left Leg with a Buckle of Gold, from whence 
they were called Knights of the Garter, and with- 
out thefe two Ornaments none of thefé Knights 
are to appear in publique. ‘There alfo properly 
belonging to this Order a Caffock of crimfon Vel- 
vet, lined with white Sarfnet, on the left Shoul- 
der, whereof is an Efcocheon of St. George em- 
broidered with a Garter, within the Motto: The 
Efcocheon is, Argent, a Crofs, Gules. But thefe 
to be worn only upon St. George’s Day, and 
when it fhall pleafe the Sovereign to celebrate the 
Ceremonies of the Inftallations. To each Knight 
belongs a Collar of the Order made of pure Gold, 
weighing thirty Ounces of Tray weight, com- 
pofed of Garters and Rofes, enamelled with Rofes 
red and white ; and fince the coming of King 
Fames, there hath been an intermixture of Thi- 
ftles5 the Image of St. George enriched with pre- 
cious Stones appendant to it, to be worn over all 
the Robes at St. George’s Feaft, and over theit 
ordinary Cloaks, upon all fuch Days on which 

the 
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the Sovereign is bound by Statute to make Of 
ferings. Alfo befides thefe Robes and Ornaments 
appointed by the Founder, it was ordered by King 
Charles the Firft, That all Knights fhould ordi- 
narily wear upon their Cloaks or Coats, on the 
left Side, a Star of Silver imbroidery, with the 
Efcocheon of St. George within the Garter, Oc. 
in the Center of it. But the Habit doth more 
lively appear by the Pourtraiture reprefenting the 
Habit of the faid Order. 

In fome of thefe Habiliments thefe Knights are 
attired in publick, as the diverfity of the Occafi 
on requireth ; but always in their ftatelieft Robes 
and richeft Collars when the Solemnities of the 
Order are to be performed, that is, the celebrat- 
ing of St. George’s Feaft, and inthe A& of their 
Inftallations, in the Free Chappel of St. Gzorge, 
built within the Verge and Limits of the Caftle, 
at the Foundation whereof was appointed a Dean, 
Prebends, and poor Gentlemen eftablifhed, to be 
maintained with Stipends, bythe Name of Knights 
(or poor Knights ) of Windfor,who have provided for 
them Robes of Cloath according to them of their 
Order, who are to pray for the Order. Concern- 
ing the Ceremony of Inftallation you are to know, 
that every Knight is bound to  faften an Efcoche- 
on of their Arms on a Plate of Metal on their fe- 
veral Stalls, with an Infcription of their Names, 
Titles, and Honour, which they remove as they 
are advanced in order higher. And in this Order 
they alfo advance their Banners, Swords and Hel- 
mets, which are continually over their Stalls dur- 
ing their being of that Order, that Plate of their 
Arms being left unto the Stall in which they laft 
fate; the Hatchment taken down to make room 
for fuch as fucceed unto the deceafed or higher 
removed Knights, touching which they are placed 
according to the Seniority of their Creations, and 
not according to their Dignities and Titles of Ho- 
nour ; fo that fometimes a Knight Batchelor hath 
place before an Earl or Duke ; as not long fince 
Sir Henry Lea Knight, Keeper of the Armory, 
had precedency of the Duke of Lenox, befides 
Earls and Barons : Only in honour to Strangers 
who are Sovereign Princes, or Sons or Brothers 
to fuch, it is permitted by the Rule of Order that 
they take place according to the Quality of thefe 
Perfons ; but this by a late Indulgence. Anci- 
ently if a King crowned came in place of a Knight 
Batchelor, he fate there without any difference ; 
but this Alteration was made, as ‘tis fuppofed, 
by King Henry the Seventh, in reference to Fo- 
reign Princes; the reft continue in their Stalls 
where firft feated; fo that the Sovereign referved 
to themfelves the Power once in their Lives (fo 
faith the Statute) to make a general tranflation of 
all the Stalls, except of Emperors and Foreign 
Princes, which Order continues to this Day. 

Much may be faid in honour of this Noble Or- 
der: But it being fo well and accurately treated 
of by that great Antiquary Elias Ajbmole Eq; in 
alarge Volume in Folio lately publithed by him, 
entituled The Inflitution, Laws, and Ceremonies 
of the moft Noble Order of the Garter, that no- 
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thing more can be faid thereof, which he hath 
illuttrated with great variety of ufeful and orna- 
mental Sculptures ; I fhail therefore conclude by 
fetting down the Heads of the feveral Chapters 
and Sections by him fo learnedly treated of, re- 
commending to the Reader the faid Volume as a 
Work fit to adorn and enrich the Libraries of the 
moft Curious.

g bo HIS Degree of Knighthood, called 
4 by fome Equites Vexilarii, or Che- 
& valiers ¢ Banier, is a moft ancient 
& Order, having been ufed in Eng- 


ey land ever fince King Edward the 

Firft; and hath been always con- 
ferred on moft deferving Perfons for their fignal 
Valour, ‘as I fhall anon take occafion to {peak of. 

*Tis the Judgment of fome Antiquaries, that 
thefe Bannerets were once ufed asa part of the 
three States of the Realm; and that it was the 
Cuftom of Kings heretofore to fummon by Writ 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, with fuch 
other worthy Perfons of this Order as they thought 
fit to confult about the Publick Affairs of the 
Kingdom 5 which Perfons thus affembled were 
then called a Parliament. And that thofe Ban- 
nerets often ferving their King and Country, in 
procefs of time obtained the Name of Barons, and 
were admitted into the Peerage, and had their 
Titles affixed to them and their Heirs. And this 
was the Ufuage and Cuftome of the Saxon Kings 
to confult their Affairs without the Ele@ion of 
the Commons, as both Erbelved and Edwin did. 
But whether this be a Truth, or only Opinion, I 
leave to others to difpute, 

Certain it is, they always retained fome En- 
figns of Honour equal to the Nobility, being al- 
lowed to bear their Arms with Supporters, which 
is denied to all others under ‘the Degree of a Ba- 
ron: Alfo they take place before all Vifcounts 
and Barons younger Sons 5 as alfo before all Ba- 
ronets, and were of fuch efteem, that divers 
Knights Batchelors and Efquires have ferved un- 
der them. 

This Order in France was Hereditary, but 
with us only for life to the meritorious Perfon 5

yet efteemed a Glory and Honour to their Fami- 
ly. The Ceremony of their Creation is moft No- 
ble: The Ring (or his General, which is very 
tare) at the head of his Army (drawn up into 
Battalia after a Vidtory) under the Royal Standard 
difplayed, attended with all the Field Officers and 
Nobles of the Court, receives the Knight led be- 
tween two renowned Knights or valiant Men at 
Armes, having his Pennon or Guydon of Arms in 
his Hand ;. and before them the Heralds, who pro- 
claim his valiant Atchievements, for which he 
deferves to be made a Knight Banneret, and to 
difplay his Banner in the Field ; then the King 
(or General) fays unto him, Advances toy Ban- 
nerét, and caufeth the point of his Pennon to be 
rent of "and the new Knight havine the Trum- 
pets before him founding, the Nobles and Off- 
cers accompanying him, is remitted to his Tent, 
where they are nobly entertained, 

To this degree of Knighthood doth belong pe- 
culiar Robes and other Ornaments at their Crea- 
tion. 

A Banneret thus made may bear his Banner 
difplayed in an Army Royal, and fet his Arms 
thereon with Supporters, as may the Nobles, 

Of this Order there is at préfent none extant 5 
and the laft I read of was Sir fobn Smith, made 
fo after Edghill fight (for refcuing. the King’s 
Standard from the Rebelsin that Battel) who was 
afterwards flain in his faid Majefty’s ‘Service at 
Alresford in Hantfbire. 

To this degree of Honour Sir William de Ie 
More (Anceftor to the Mores of More-ball and 
Bank-Hallin Lancafbire, Efg;) was advanced by 
Edward the black Prince for his eminent Service 
done at the Battel of Poiffiers in Franee, 
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Jd s HE loweft degree of Honour 
that is Hereditary, is this of Ba- 
ronets, which was inftituted by 
§ King Yames in the ninth Year 
of his Reign, duno1611. They 
Ss are created by Patent under the 
w= Great Seal, a Form of which 1 
fall few fet down, which are generally all of 
one Form ; viz. to a Man and the Heirs Males 
of his Body lawfully begotten ; yet fometimes the 
Honour is otherwife entailed for want of Iffue 
Male. And the Proeme or Argument of the 
faid Patent being for the propagating a Plantation 
in the Province of Ul/fer in Ireland, to which the 
aid of thefe Knights were ordained, or for the 
maintenance of Thirty Soldiers each of them in 
Ireland for three Years, after the rate of eight 
Pence fterling per diem, which at firft was payed 
into the Exchequer at a Lump, upon the pafling 
their Patents ; which with the Fees. of Honour 
due to Officers, amounted to above One thoufand 
Pounds a Man. 

Their Titles are to defcend as aforefaid ; and 
they have precedency before all Knights, except 
thofe of the Garter, Bannerets and Privy Coun- 
cellors: They are ftyled Baronets in all Writs, 
Commiffions, ec. and the addition of Sir is at- 
tributed unto them, as the Title of Lady is to 
their Wives. 

They are to take place according to the priority 
of the Date of their Patents, and no Honour is to 
be created between Hironets and Barons. 

At the firft inftituting of this Order King James 
engaged that they fhould not exceed Two hun- 


dred in Number, and after the faid Number 
fhould be compleated, if any for want of an 
Heir Male fhould be extin@, there fhould never 
any more be created in their roi om, but that the 
Title thould diminith to the Honour of them -re= 
maining, But afterwards a Commiffion was or- 
dained to fill up the vacant Places, who had In- 
ftructions alfo enacted, by which the Commiffio- 
ners were impowered to treat with others that dev 
fired to be admitted into the faid Dignity, which 
is now allowed without limiration , yet with this 
Provifo, that they be of good Reputation, and de- 
fcended of a Grandfather at leaft by the Father's 
fide that bare Arms, and have alfo a certain Year- 
ly Revenue of One thoufand Pounds per Annum 
de claro. 

It is alfo ordained that they and their Defcen- 
dants, viz. their eldeft Sons, attaining the full 
Age of One and twenty Years, may receive Knight- 
hood ; and that they fhall ina Canton, or in an 
Efcocheon (which they pleafe}) bear the Arms of 
Ulfter, viz. ina Field, Argent, a Sinifter Hand 
couped at the Wrift, Gules. In the King’s Army 
Royal they have place i in the grofs near the King’s 
Standard, and are allowed fome peculiar Solem- 
nities for their Funerals. 

Since the firft Creation of Baronets in Eng- 
land, there hath been feveral made after the like 
manner in Ireland; as alfo the Knights of Nova 
Scotia in the Weft-Indies iby King James upon 
the like Defign, that is, for planting that Country 
by the Scotch Colonies, and the Degrees likewife 
made Hereditary.

quire you to take fuch courfe as may make known 
Abroad both Our purpofe, and the Authority given 
unto you, That by the more publick Notice thereof, 
thofe Perfons who are difpofed to advance fo good 
@Work, may in time underftand where and to 
whom to addrefs themfelves for the fame, For 
which purpofe We require you to appoint fome cer- 
tain Place and Times for their Accefs : Which We 
think fitte/? to be at the Council Chamber at White- 
hall, upon Wednefdays and Fridays in the After- 
noon, where you foall make known to them ( as 
they come) that thofe who defire to be admitted 
into the Dignity of Baronets, muft maintain the 
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Number of Thirty Foot Soldiers in Treland, for 
three Years, after the rate of eight Pence fterling 
Money of England by the Day, And the Wages of 
one whole Year to be paid into Our Receipt, upon 
the paffing of the Patent. 

Provided always, that you proceed with none, 
except it fhall appear unto you upon good Proof; 
that they are Men for Quality, ftate of Living, 
and good Reputation, worthy of the fame; And 
that they are at the leaft defcended of a Grand- 
father by the Father's fide that bare Arms, and 
have alfo of certain yearly revenue in Lands of 
inheritance of poffeffion, One thoufand Pounds 
per Annum de claro; or Lands of the old Rent, 
as good (in Accompt_) as One thoufand Pounds 
per Annum of improved Rents, or at the leaft 
two parts in three parts to be divided of Lands, 
to the faidValues in poffeffion, and the other third 
part in reverfion, expedant upon one Life only, 
holding by Dower or in Foynture.

Next, becaufe there is nothing of Honour, or 
Value, which is known to be fought or defired (be 
the Motives never fo good.) but may receive Scan- 
dal from fome, who ( wanting the fame good Af- 
feétion to the Publick.) or being in other confide- 
rations incapable, can be contented out of Envy 
to thofe that are fo preferred, to caft Afperfions 
and Imputations upen them , As if they came by 
this Dignity for any other confideration, but that 
which concerneth this fo publick and memorable a 
Work, you {hall take Order, That the Party who 
fall receive this Dignity, may take bis Oath, that 
neither be (nor any for bim) bath direétly or 
indire&lly given any more for attaining the Degree, 
or any Precedency in it, than that which is necef- 
fary for the maintenance of the Number of Soldi- 
diers, in fuch fort as aforefaid, faving the Char- 
ges of paljing his Patent. 

And becaufe We are not Ignorant, that in the 
diftribution of all Honours, moft Men will be defi- 
rous to attain to fo bigh a place as they may, in 
the Fudement whereof (being matier of dignity ) 
there cannot be too great Caution ufed to avoid the 
interruption that private partialities may breed in 
So worthy a Competition.

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NIGHTS of the Bath (fo cal- 
led from Part of the Ceremony 
Z| at their Creation) are commonly 

3) made at the Coronation of a King 
or Queen, at the Creation of a 
Prince, .or of a Duke of the Blood Royal. 
Thus at the Creation of Hemy Prince of 
Wales, and Charles Duke of York, the fecond 
Son of King Famer, Knights of the Bath were 
made; and at the Coronation of our late 
dread Sovereign King Charles the Second, 68 
were made ; whofe Names you will find in 
the enfuing Catalogue. 

This Order was firft ereGed (faith Froyfard) 
in Anno 1399. by King Hemy the Fourth, 
who, to add to the Luftre of his Coronation, 
created 46 Knights of the Bath; and Mr. Scl- 
den thinks them more ancient: But that great 
Antiquary Elias Ajbmole Eq; is of the Opi- 
nion that the faid King did not conftitute, but 
rather reftore, the ancient Manner.of making 
Knights; for formerly Knights Batchelors 
were created by Ecclefiafticks with the like 
Ceremonies; and being thus brought again 
into ufe, and made peculiar to the Degree of 
Knights of the Bath, they have ever fince 
continued: And the better to maintain this 
his Opinion, faith, That they have neither 
Laws nor Statutes affigned them; neither 
are they to wear their Robes, but upon the 
‘Time or Solemnity for which they were crea- 
ted, (except the red Ribon, which they are 
allowed always to wear crofs their left Shoul- 
der; ) and upon any Vacancy their Number 
(which is uncertain) is not fupplied.

They are created with much noble Cere- 
monies, and have had Princes and the Prime 
of the Nobility of their Fellowfhip. The 
particulars Manner of their Creation is men- 
tioned by many Authors, but moft exaétly 
defcribed, afd illuftrated with Figures of all 
the Ceremonies, by the learned Hand of 
William Dugdale Efg; Norroy King at Arms, 
in his Defcription of Warwickfbire ; to which 
laborious Piece I refer the curious Reader, 
borrowing from him, and fome others, this 
fmall Abftrad of theit Ceremonies. 

When one is to be made a Knight of this 
Order, at his coming to Court he is honour- 
ably received by the Chief Officers and Nobles 
of the Court, and hath two Efquires appoin- 
ted to wait upon him, who convey him to 
the Chamber without more feeing him that 
day, where he is to be entertained with 
Mufick; then a Bath is to be prepared by 
the Barber, who is to trim him; and the 
King being informed that he is ready for the 
Bath, he is by the moft grave Knights there 
prefent inftruéted in the Orders and Fees of 
Chivalry, the Mufick playing at his Cham- 
ber-door; then they hearing the Mufick, thall 
undrefS. him, and put him naked into the 
Bath, ‘and. the Mutick ceafing, fome one of 
the Knights fhall fay, Be this an honourable 
Bath unto you.: Then thall he be conveyed to 
his Bed, which fhall be plain, and without 
Curtains; and fo foon as he is dry, they fhall 
help to drefs him, putting over his inward 
Garment a Ruffet Robe with long Sleeves, 
and a Hood like unto that of an Hermit f

and without the Bath, with his Collar about | 


his Neck, for his Fees: Then fhall he be con- 
dugted to the Chappel with Mufick, where 
being entred, the Knights and Efquires fhall 
be entertained with Wine and Spices for 
their Favours done unto him: Then they take 
their Leaves of him, and he and his two Ef 
quires and a Prieft perform a Vigil till al- 
moft Day, with Prayers and Offerings, be- 
feeching God and his bleffed Mother to 
make him worthy of that Dignity: And be- 
ing. eonfeffed, he dhall, with one ef the Go- 


vernors, hold a Taper till the reading of 


the Gofpel; and then he fhall give it to 
one of the Efquires to hold till the Gofpel 
is ended; and at the Elevation of the Hoft, 
one of the Governors fhall take the Hood 
from the Efquire; and after deliyer it again 
till the Gofpel im principio, and’ at the Be- 
ginning take the Hood again, and give him 
the Taper again in his Hand, having a Penny 
ready near the Candleftick, at the Words 
Verbum caro factum eft, the Efquire kneeling, 
fhall offer the Taper to the Honour of God, 
and a Penny to the Honour of the Perfon 
that makes him a Knight. This Ceremony 
being ended, he fhall be conduéted to his 
Chamber for fome Repofe until the King’s 
Pleafure, is known; and then he is drefled 
and attended into the Hall, which is ready 
for his Reception, being girded witha Gir- 
dle of White Leather without Buckles, ha- 
ving a Coif on his Head, Mantles of Silk 
over a Kirtle of red Tartarin, tied with a 
Lace of white Silk, with a pair of white 
Gloves hanging at the ends of the Lace; and 
this Attire is the Chandler’s Fees. - Then he 
is conducted by the Knights on Horsback to 
the. King’s Hall, with his Sword, and his Spurs 
hanging at the Pomel of the Sword, being 
carried before him; and the Marfhal and 
Uthers meeting him, do defire hin to alight; 
the Marfhal fhall take his Horfe for his Fee :

And being brought to the high and fecond 
| Table, with his Sword being held upright 
| before him, the King coming into the Hall, 
| doth ask for the Sword and Spurs, which the 
Chamberlain fhall take and thew the King, 
who takes the right Spur, and delivers it to 
the moft Noble Perfon there, withing him to 
put it on the Efquire; which being done, a 
Knight puts on the left Spur; then the King 
taking the. Sword, which he girts about him, 
| and) putting his Arms about his Neck, faith, 
Be thou a good Knight, and after kiffeth him ; 
| then he is conduéted to the Chappel,and kneel- 
ing, with his right Hand lying on the high Al- 
| tar, he promifeth to maintain the Rites of

hood, (whith-God forbid) I shall hack your Spurs 
from your Heels. Then he is conduéted again 
into. the Hall, where he {hall fic at Table 
with the Knights; and being rifen, and retired 
into his Chamber, his Attire is taken off, and 
again clothed with a blue Robe, having on his 
left Shoulder a Lace of white Silk hanging, to 
be worn upon all his Garments from that day 
forwards, till he have gained fome Honour and 
Renown for fome Feats of Arms, or fome 
Prince or Lady of Quality cut chat Lace from 
his, Shoulder. » After Dinner the Knights mutt 
come to the Knight, and conduét. him into 
the King’s Prefence, to return him Thanks for 
| thefe Honours, and fo takes his Leave of the 
| King; and. the..Governors craving his Par- 
don for any Milcarriage, and claiming their 
Fees according to the Cuftom of the Court, 
alfo, take their Leaves of the Knight. I fhall

KNIGHTHOOD, 


According to the LAWS of Enetanp. 
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@vae|HE particular Kinds of ‘Services 
by which Lands of Inheritance 
are diftinguifhed, are ‘two, viz, 
| Knights of Service, and’ Knights 
4 of Soccage. 

And in ancient Time Tenure’ by- Knights 
Service was called Regale Servitium, becaule it 
was done to and for the King and'Realin, and 
Forinfecum Servitium, as appeareth in the rg 
Edw. 2. Avowry 224. 26. Aff. p. 66. 9 Hen. 
4.19. Coke's feventh Part, 8. a. Calvin's Cafe: 
Becaufe they who hold by Efcuage’ ought to 
do. and perform: their Services Gut of ‘the 
Realm, Litt. 35. @% ideo Forinfecum divi poteft 
Sit qua, @& capitur foris, & huyjufinodis fervitia 
perfoluuntur ratione Tenementorum, CG now Rev 
fonarum, : 

And as Knights-Service-Land requireth the 
Service of the Tenant in Warfare and'Battel 
Abroad, fo Soccage-Tenute commandeth the 
Attendance at the Plough; the one by Man- 
hood, defending the King, er his Lord’s Life 
and Perfon; the other by Induftry, maintaining 
with Rents, Corn, and Victuals, his Eftate-and 
Family. 

For Kings did thus order their own Lands 
and Tenements: One Part they kept and'de= 
tained in their own Hands, and in them ftate- 
ly Houles and Caftles were erected, and made 
for their Habitations, and Defence of their Per 
fons, and of the Realm: Alfo Forefts and Parks 


were there made for their Majefties Recrea- 
tion: One other Part thereof was given to the 
Nobles, and others of their Chivalry, referving 
Tenure by: Knights Service: The third Part: 
was beftowed upon Men of meaner Condition 
and Quality, with Reférvation of Soccage-Te- 
nure. And in this Manner the Dukes and 
Nobles amongft thei Menials and Followers 
diffipated a great Part of their Lands, viz. to 
their Gentlemen of Quality to hold by Knights 
Setvice, ‘and to others of:meaner Condition by 
Soccage-Tenure. 

Gervatius Tilbucienfis, a learned Man that 
flourifhed in the Days of King Henry the: Se- 
cond, in his Dialogue of the Obfetvations of 
the Exchequer, hath in Effeé as. followetli: 
Until the Time of Henry the Firft (faith:hé ) 
the Kings ufed not to receive Money of ‘their 
Lands, but Victuals for the Provifion’of their 
Houfe ; and towards the Payment of ‘their Sole 
diers Wages, and for fuch like Charges, Mo- 
ney was raifed out of the Cities and Caftles 
in whicli Husbandry was not exercifed: But at 
the length, when the Kings being in Parts be- 
yond:the Seas, needed ready Money for and 
towards the Furniture of their Wars, and the 
Subjects and Farmers complained they were 
grievoufly troubled by Carriage of Viduals in- 
to fundry Parts of the Realm far diftant from 
their Habitations, the Kings diregted Commit 


| fions to certain difcreet Perfons, who having 
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Regard to thofe Vitals, fhould reduce them 
into reafonable Sums of Money, the levying 
of which they appointed to the Sheriff, taking 
Order witbal that he fhould pay them at the 
Scale or Beam, that is to fay, that he fhould 
pay fix Pence over and above every Pound 
Weight of Money, becaufé he thought that 
the Money would wax fo much the worfe for 
the wearing 

And it was anciently ordained, That all 
Knights Fees fhould comé unto the eldeft Son 
by Succeflion of Heritage, whereby he fucceed- 
ing his Anceftor in the whole’ Inheritance, 
might be the better able to maintain War a- 
gainft the King’s Enemies, or his Lords; and 
that the Soccage of Freehold be partable be- 
tween the Male Children, to enable them to 
encreafe into many Families for the better en- 
creafe of Husbandry. 

But as nothing is more unconftant than the 
Eftates we have in Lands and Livings, even fo 
Jong fince thefe Tenures have been fo indiffe- 
rently mixt and ‘corifounded in the Hands of 
each Sort, that there is not now any Note of 
Difference to be gathered by them.” Lambert 
Peranb. of Kent, vo. Et quia tale fervitinm 
forinfecum non femper manet (ub eadem quantitate, 
fed quandoque’ preftatur ad plus, quandoqune ad 
minus ; ideo eo quantitate Regalis fervitii, & qta- 
litate fiat mentio in charta, ut tenéns certum tene- 
ve polit, quid & quantum perfokvere teneatur. 

And therefore the Certainty of the Law in 
this Cafe is, That he that holdeth by a whole 
and entire Knight’s Fee muft ferve the King, or 
his other Lord, forty Days in the Wars, well 
and fufficiently arrayed and furnifhed at all 
Points; and by twenty Days if he hold by a 
Moiety of a Knight’s Fee; ‘and fo proportion- 
able. 

And in the Seventh of Edw. 3. 246. it was 
demurred in Judgment, Whether forty Days 
fhall be 2ccounted from the firft Day that the 
King did firft enter into Scotland; but it feem- 
eth that the Days dhall be accounted from the 
firft Day that the King doth enter into’ Stot- 
land, becaufe the Service is to be done out of 
the Realm. 

And they that hold per Regale Servitiuim, are 
not to perform that Service, unlefs the King 
do alfo go himfelf into the Wars in proper Per- 
fon, by the Opinion of Sir William Earle Chief 
Juftice of the Common Pleas, Trium Sept. Edw. 
3. 246. but vide 3 Hen. 6. tit. Protection 2. in 
which Cafe it was obferved, That feeing the 
Protector (who was Provex) went, the fame 
was adjudg’d a Voyage Royal. 

Alfo before the Statute de quia emptores ter 
varum, which was made decino ottavo Eda, r. 
the King or other Lord had! given Lands to a 
Knight to hold’ of him by Setvice and Chival- 
ry (cil.) to go with the King, or with his 
Lord, when the King doth make a Voyage 
Royal to fubdue his Enemies, by forty Days 
well and conveniently arrayed for the War. 
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In this Cafe the Law hath fuch regard to the 
Dignity of Knighthood, that he may find an 
able Perfon to go forhim, and the Kiight is 
not compelled by his Tenure to go in Perfon 
as otdinary Soldiers, who are hired or retained 
by Preft-money or Wages. 

There hath been many and varying Opinions 
of the Contraries of a Knight’s Fee, as you 
may read in Coke's ninth Part 122, and theie it 
is proved, that Antiquity hath thought tht 
Twenty Pounds in Land was fafficient to main- 
tain the Degree of Knighthood ; as it doth ap- 
pear in the ancient Treatife De modo tenndi 
Parliamentim tempore Regis Edwardi, filii Reais 
Etheldved; which alfo' doth concur with the 
A& of Parliament Anno primo Edw. 2. de mi- 
itibis: By which Aéct of Parliament Cenfis mi- 
litis, the Eftate of a Knight, was meafured by 
the Value of Twenty Pounds Land per Aunuiit, 
and riot by any certain Content of Acres. And 
with this doth agree the Statute of Weftminfter, 
cap. 35.G Fitz. Nat. Brev. 82. where Twenty 
Pounds Land per Annim in Soccage is put in 
Equipage with a Knight’s Fee. And this is 
the moft teafopable Eftimation; for one Acre 
may be more worth in Value than many 
others, 

And it is to be obferved, That the Relief 
of a Knight, and of all Superiors that’ be No= 
ble, is the fourth Part of their Revenue by the 
Year ; as of a Knight five Pounds, and fo of the 
reft. 

And becaufe this Tenure doth concern Ser- 
vice in War, the Tenants are therefore called 
Milites Militia: For tho’ the Word doth pro- 
perly fignify a Soldier, yet Antiquity hath ap- 
propriated that Name to the chiefeft of Mili- 
tary Profeffion. In our Law they are ftyled 
Milites, and never Equites; yet fo, that Miles 
is taken for the felf fame that Chivalry is. 
Bratton, fol. 79. maketh mention of Rode 
Knights, that is to fay, ferving Horfemen, who 
held their Lands with Condition that they 
fhould ferve their Lords om Horfeback. And 
fo by cutting off a Piece of a Name (as our 
Delight is to fpeak thort )’ this Name Knight re- 
maineth with us; for Armiger, cil. the Elquire, 
which isa Degree under the Knight, was in 
the Military Service to ferve on Foot. 

Note, He that holdeth by a whole Knight’s 
Fee, miuft be with the King Forty Days, well 
and compleatly arrayed for the Wat, which is 
to be underftood to fervé on Horfeback. Aind 
in all Nations the Name of this Dignity is ta- 
ken of Horfes;. for the Italians call them Cave- 
lev’; the Frenchmen, Ohivaleris ; the Germans, 
Regters; our Britons, Murgeebe, all ridirig ; 
and in’ Latin we call them Equites awrati; for 
at their Creations, befides the Sword and Gir- 
dle, gilt Spurs were added for more Ornaments 
And when a Knight doth commit any Offence 
for which he is by the Law to fuffer Death; 
the Ufe hath been in the Beginning of his Pu 
nifhment to degrade and deprivé him publick- 

ly 


ly of his Honour of Knighthood (for it is but 
with Life feas‘d, or taken away, Mill: 81.) by 
ungirding his Military Girdle, by taking away 
his Sword, and broken, his Spurs cut off with 
an Hatchet, his Gauntlets pluckt from him, 
and the Efcutcheons of bis Arms reverfed. 

And. in the Statute made 24 Hen. 8. cap. 13. 
entitled, Ax Ac for Reformation of Apparel, 
it was permitted for Knights to wear a Collar 
of Gold, named the Collar of SS. 

And altho’ this Dignity of Knighthood had 
its Original, and was given to Men of War and 
Prowels; yet in all Succeffions of Ages, and in 
all Nations, the fame alfo is beftowed upon 
Men of Peace by the Sovereign Power to de- 
ferving Perfons, whereby. the Service of the 
Commonwealth at Home is made equal with 
that Abroad: For as Tully faith uly, Parvi 
[unt arma foris nifi eft confilium domi. But Ex- 
perience, the faithfulleft Counfellor and beft 
Miftrefs, hath made it manifeft both in this 
modern Age, as well as in that of Tully’s, that 
the Camp hath bred more eminent Statefmen, 
and happily as good Politicians, as the long 
Robe: Perhaps for this Reafon, one aims 
chiefly at Glory and Honour, which eafily at- 
traéts Admirers and Favourers; the other at 
Riches and indire&t Negotiations, which begets 
Envy and private Enemies. 

He that receiveth the Dignity of a Knight 
kneeleth down, and then the King flightly fmi- 
teth him upon his Shoulder, and faith unto 
him. thefe Words in French, Sois Chivaler au 
nome de Dien; and afterwards faith moreover, 
Avance Chivaltr. See the Book of Titles of 
Honour due to the Earl Marfhal for the ma- 
king of Knights, 176. For a Knight is not made 
by Letters Patents, or by the King’s Writ, as 
thofe of higher Dignity, but by the Sword ; 
for this Honour is fuppofed to be given on the 
fudden, and therefore is commonly done by 
the Sword, altho’ the King may by his Letters 
Patents create a Knight. 

Earls in ancient Times had a Power of 
Knighting ; but now neither may the Prince, 
or any other of the Nobility, make a Knight, 
but only the King, or Lieutenant General by 
his Commiffion. No Man is born a Knight, 
as he may be to Titles of Honour by Patent ; 
but a Knight may be made affoon as a Child is 
baptiz’d, except Knights Bannerets. Note the 
printed Book of Titles of Honour, fol. 218, 
313. the firft Knight. With us in England 
there -are divers Sorts of Knights, whereof 
Cambden 171. and Mills, do write at large: But 
amongft the Romans there was but one Order 
of them, and they were next in Degree unto 
the Senators. And they who fimply, without 
any Addition, be called Knights, howfoever 
they are in Order ranked Jaft, yet by Inftitu- 
tion they are firft, and of greateft Antiquity ; 
and the other Orders are but late Attributes, 
according to the feveral Inventions of particu- 
lar Princes, And I do not remember that in 
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our Books of Law I have read any Thing con- 
cerning the Order of Knights with Addition, 
viz. Knights of the Honourable Order of the 
Garter, Knights Bannerets, and Knights of the 
Bath. But in the Statute 12 Hen, 8. cap. 13. 
it is enacted, That every Knight of the Gar- 
ter may have three Chaplains, whereof every 
one may purchafe Licence or Difpenfation, and 
receive, have, and keep two Benefices with 
Cure of Souls: But they of this Order which 
Inow treat of, are called Knights of the Spur; 
or Knight Batchelors. 

Between Doétors of the Civil. Law and 
Knights hath ever been Queftion for Preceden- 
cy, fince either of them hath been in Credit in 
the Commonwealth; as may appear both by 
the Comparifon that Tully maketh between 
Lucius, Mai a Knight of Kome, and Publivs 
Sulpitws, a Lawyer, either of them ftanding 
for Confulfhip, in his eloquent Oration made 
for Murena ; and many Difputes of Bardal and 
Bardus, arguing the Cafe Pro and Con; which 
though it be difputable in foreign Parts, yet 
here in England it is without Controverfy, 
and the Precedency thereof is undoubtedly 
the Knights. But if they be both of equal De- 
gree of Knighthood, then it goeth by Seniority. 
The Opinion of fome Men lately hath been, 
That Knights Lieutenants (that is to fay) fuch 
Knights as either have been Ambaffadors in fo- 
reign Parts, or Judges within the Realm, may 
and ought to have, during their Lives, Prece- 
dency above Men of their own Rank ater their 
Offices expire; and ub Fudice his eff, not de- 
termined by Judgment. But admitting it fo 
to be, by way of Argument in that Cafe; yet 
the Heralds do deny that Privilege to the 
Lord Mayor and Aldermen of London, or Ju- 
ftices of the Peace, who have their limited Ju- 
rifdiétion of Magiftracy confined them: But the 
former are generally Magiftrates throughout 
the Realm, and their Employment concerneth 
the whole Commonwealth; and having the 
publick Juftice and Honour of the whole Eftate 
committed unto them, do more meritorioufly 
draw from thence a great Refpe& of Honour, 
according to the Generality of their Admini- 
ftration and Employments, which an inferiour 
and more confined Magiftrate cannot have. 

The Name of a Knight is a Name of Digni- 
ty, and a Degree, as is the Name of Duke, 
Earl, @c. and in all Aétions he hall be ftyled 
Knight ; otherwife the Writ fhall abate. 

A Knight muft alfo be named by both his 
Chriftian, and Surnames, as Sir A. B. Knight. 
But thofe Degrees honourable that are made 
by Patent, miay be named only by their Chri- 
ftian Names, and by their Title of Honour, as 
Gilbert Ear] of Shrewsbury; and that for two 
Caufes: Firft, becaufe of their folemn Crea= 


| tions, ( nomen dicitur a no[cendo; ). Secondly, 


There is but one Part of that Title of Honour 
within England, and therefore it is certain 
what Perfon he is; but otherwife of Knights, 

as 
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as it is certainly known in the 8 Edw. 4. 24. a. 
And Prifot, Chief Juftice, faith, in the 32 
Hen. 6.26.6. That if an Efquire be made a 
Knight, he lofeth his Name of Efquire; ¢but 
though a Knight be made a Nobleman, or of 
any higher Degree, he doth ftill retain the 
Name of Knight, and fo ought to be ftyled in 
all Writs. 

Alfo if a Man do recover in an Aétion by the 
Name of Fobn Stiles, Efg; and afterwards be 
made a Knight, he muft fue his Scire Facias by 
the Name of Knight. 

And this Name fhall not die with him; for 
if they were bound in an Obligation by the 
Name of Gentlemen or Efquires, and after- 
wards one is made a Knight, and dieth, the 
Plaintiff in the Action to be brought againft 
his Executors, muft name him Knight, other- 
wife the Writ {hall abate. 

Ifa Grant be made to H. D. Kniglit, when 
he is not a Knight, it is a void Grant; but if 
jt be a Peofiment with Livery, the Livery ma- 
keth it good. If the Plaintiff or Demandant 
do in his Writ name the Defendant or Tenant 
Efquire when he is a Knight, the Writ fhall not 
only abate, but alfo the Plaintiff may not have 
another Writ by Journeys Accompt. 

But by the Statute made 1 Edw. 6. cap. 7: 
it is amongft other Things enacted, That albe- 
it any Perfon or Perfons, being Juftices of AC 
fize, Juftices of Goal:delivery, or Juftices of 
the Peace, within any of the King’s Dominions, 
or by any other of the King’s Commiffions 
whatfoever, fhall have the Fortune to be made 
or created Duke, Archbifhop, Marquifs, Earl, 
Vifcount, Bilhcp, Baron, Knight, Juftice of 
the one Bench, or of the other, Serjeant at: 
Law, or Sheriff, yet that notwithftanding he 
and they fhall remain Juftices and Commiffie- 
ners, and have full Power and Authority to 
execute the fame in like Manner and Form as 
he or they might or ought to have done before 
the fame. By the Statute of 1 Hen. 5. cap.5. 
it is enacted as followeth: That every Wuxit, 
Original of Aétions Perfonal, Appeals, and In- 
di@ments, and in which an Exigit fhall be a- 
warded to the Namies of the Defendants, in 
fuch Writs, Original, Appeals, and Indi@rnents 
fhall be made the Additions of their /éftate, 
Degrees, ec. And a little after it is provided, 
That if the faid Writs of Aétions Perfonal be 
not according to the Record and Deed, by 
the Surplufage of the Additions aforefaid, that 
for this Caufe they are not. 

ohm Stiles, Gent. is bound by Obligation 
to one W7. B. the Obligor is afterwards made 
Knight, the Bond is forfeited; W. B. by his 
Attorney draweth a Note or Title for an Ori- 
ginal, according to the Defendant’s Degree, 
although it varies from the Original Specialty, 
as it ought to be made by the Statute: But 
the Curfitor miftaking, did make the Original 
only according to fuch Addition as was {peci- 


fied in the Obligation, omitting his Degree or 
Dignity, and the Entry of the Capias alias @ 
pluris was according to the faid Original; but 
in the Exigit and Proclamation, and Entry of 
it, the Defendant was named according to his 
Degree of Dignity: Upon a Writ of Error af 
ter a Judgment, Doubt was, If this might be 
amended in ahother Cotirt than where the Ori- 
ginal was made ; and at the laft it was relolved 
by all the Court, That the Record fhould be 
amended by the Curfitor, and made according 
to the Note and Title delivered unto him by 
the Attorney. 

It appeareth in our Books of Law, that the 
higheft and loweft Dignities are univerfal; for 
as if a King of a foreign Nation come into Eng- 
land by his Majefty’s Leave, (as it ought to 
be) in this Cafe he {hall fue and be fued by 
the Name of a King; fo fhall a Knight fue or 
be fued by the Name of a Knight, wherefoever 
he received that Degree of Honour: But o- 
therwife it is as if a Duke, Marquifs, Earl, of 
other Title of Honour given by any foreign 
King or Emperor, yea, although the King by 
his Letters Patents of fafe Condué do name 
him Duke, or by what other foreign Title of 
Dignity he hath; for Experience teacheth that 
Kings joyned in League together by a certain, 
mutual (as it were a natural) Power of Mo- 
narchs, (according to the Law of Nations) 
have admitted oné anothers Servants, Subjects, 
and Ambaflzdors graced with thé Title of 
Knighthood. Therefore though a Knight re- 
ceive his Dignity of a foreign Prince, he is fo 
to be ftiled in all Legal Proceedings within 
England. — And Kings were wont to fend their 
Sons unto their Neighbour Princes to receive 
Knighthood at their Hands, thinking that it 
was more honourable to take Arms of fome o- 
ther, left Affection might feem to prevent 
Judgment, when the Father gave them that 
Honour. Thus our King Henry the Second 
fent unto David King of Scots, and Malcombe 
King of Scotr unto our Henry the Second, and 
our Edward the Firft unto the King of Gafiile, 
to take of them Military Arms: For thefe 
Terms and Phrafes they ufed in that Age for 
the Creation of a Knight, 

And Knights in all foreign Countries have 


ever Place and Precedency according to, their 
Seniority of being Khighted, which Privilege 
is denied to Noblemen; for be they never io 
ancient, in foreign Countries they fhall go be- 
low, as Puifnes. The Degree of Knighthood 
is not only a Dignity and Honour to the Party, 
(for fo it is termed in Brook’s Title Additions 
44.) but an Honour to the Kingdom: And 
therefore it hath been an aticient Prerogative 
of the Kings of this Realm, at their Pleafure 
to compel Men of Worth to take upon them 
that Degree upon Payment of a Fine. But we 
fee by Experience in thefe Days, that none are 
compelled thereunto, and that is the Reafon, 

wherefore 
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wherefore, if the Plaintiff be Knighted, having 
the Writ, it fhall abate, becaufe he hath chan- 
ged his Name, and that by his own A@. 

And for that Caufe alfo, by the Common 
Law, not only the King, but every Lord of a 
Manor, ought to have of every of his Tenants 
a reafonable Aid to make his eldeft Son a 
Knight: And all Lands are fubjeé to thefe 
Aids, except only ancient Demefne, and grand 
and petty Serjeanty-Tenures, as the Law hath 
been anciently delivered: And in So. Shelden 
131. where alfo it is faid, one that wrote a lit- 
tle after the Statute of Weftminfter the firft, al- 
lows as a good Bar to the Avowry, for the 
Tenant to plead that the Father himfelf is no 
Knight ; fo that one not Knighted cannot claim 
this Aid of his Tenants. Britay. cap. de prices 
de Avers. 

And it was at the Liberty of the Lord to 
make more or lefs of his Tenants by the Com- 
mon Law in this Cafe; but by the Statute of 
Weftminfter the firkt, Chap. 35. itis put in con- 
trary, vz. forafmuch as before this Time rea- 
fonable Aid to make ones Son Knight, or to 
marty his Daughter, was never put in certain, 
nor how much fhould be taken, nor at what 
Time, whereby fome levied unreafonable Aid, 
and more often than feemed neceflary, where- 
by the People were fore grieved: It is pro- 
vided that from henceforth, of a whole Knight's 
Fee, there be taken but twenty Shillings ; and 
of twenty Pounds in Land holden in Soccage, 
twenty Shillings; and of more, more; and of 
lefs, lefs; after that Rate. And that none 
fhall levy fuch Aid to make his Son a Knight, 
until his Son be of fifteen Years old; nor to 
marry his Daughter until fhe be of the Age of 
feven Years: And of that there {hall be men- 
tion made in the King’s Writs formed. on the 
fame, when any Will demand it. 

- And if it happen that the Father, after he 
hath levied fuch Aid of his Tenants, die be- 
fore he hath married his Daughter, the Execu- 
tors of the Father fhall be bound tothe Daugh- 
ter for fo much as the Father received for the 
Aid. And if the Fathes’s Goods be not fuffi- 
cient, his Heir fhall be charged therewith unto 
the Daughter. And this Aid is fo incident, 
that altho’ the Lord do confirm unto the 
Tenant to hold by Fealty and certain Rent, 
and releafe unto him all other Services and De- 
mands, yet fhall he have the Aid to make his 
eldeft Sona Knight. But the King was not 
bound by the Statute aforementioned, becaufe 
the King was not named in the Statute: There- 
fore by the Statute 25 Edw. 3- Cap. 11. the 
King’s Aid were brought to a like Value. 

The Intention of the Law is, That an Heir, 
until the Age of one and twenty Years, is not 
able to do Knights Service. But fuch a Pre- 
fumption of Law doth give Place to a udg- 
ment of Proof to the contrary, (as Bracfon faith) 
Stabitur pre{umptioni, donec probetur in contrari- 
um. And therefore when the King, who is 
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the Sovereign Judge of all Chivalry, hath dub- 
bed him a Knight, he by this hath adjudged 
him able to do him Knights Service, and all 
Men are concluded to fay the contrary to it: 
And. therefore fuch an Heir being made a 
Knight, either in the Life-Time of his Father, 
or afterwards during his Minority, {hall be 
out of Ward and Cuftody both for his Land, 
and Body, and Marriage, by the Award of the 
ancient Common Law. By Reafon alfo that 
the Honour of Knighthood is fo great, that it 
is not to be holden under by any; yet if the 
King do create fuch an Heir within Age a 
Duke, Marquefs, Earl, Vifcount, or Baron, 
by this he fhall not be out of Ward and Cu- 
ftody both for bis Land and Body. And there- 
fore it is propounded by the Statute of Magna 
Charta, cap. 3. Ita tamen quod fi ipfe, dum in- 
fra atatem fuevit, fiat miles, nibilominus terra 
remaneat in Cuftodia Dominorum fuorum. So 
that although fuch an Heir within Age be 
made Knight, and thereby to this Purpofe is 
efteemed as of full Age, yet the Land Shall 
remain in Cuftody of the Lord, till his Age 
of one and twenty Years, by the Purview of 
the faid Ad. 

Queftion. If the Son and Heir of the Te- 
nant of the King by Knights Service, @c. be 
made Knight in Paris by the French King, 
whether he fhall be out of Wardbhip after the 
Death of his Father, or.no? For thereby he is 
a Knight in England: Coke's feventh Part, b. 
2 Edw. 4. fol. tamen vide in Coke's fixth Parts 
74. b. mention is only made of Knights made 
by the King himfelf, or by his Lieutenant. in 
Ireland. But when the King doth make an 
Fleir apparent within Age of a Tenant by 
Knights Service, a Knight in the Life of his 
Anceftor, and after. the Death of his Anceftor, 
the faid Heir being within Age, fhall in this 
Cafe be out of Ward, and fhall pay no Value 
for his Marriage, neither {hall the Lord have 
the Cuftody of the Land; for in that Gate; 
by the making of him Knight in the Life of 
his Anceftor, he is made of full Age; fo that 
when his Anceftor dieth, no Intereft, either in 
the Body, or in the Land, {hall inveft in the 
Lord ; but the Knight may tender his Livery 
as if he were of full Age: And in that Cafe 
the King dhall have primier Seifin, as if he had 
been one and twenty Years of Age at the Time 
of the Death of his Anceftor, and not other- 
wile. For the Statute of Magna Charta doth 
not extend unto it; for the Purview of it 
doth extend only when the Heir in Ward (in- 
fra etatem) is made Knight, then remanet ter- 
ra in Cuftodia, ec. 

But when the Heir is made Knight in the 
Life of his Anceftor, then the Cuftody can- 
not remain, which never had any Inception or 
Effence, 

' Alfo when the Heir, after the Death of his 
Anceftor, within Age is made Knight, if after 
Tender made to him he within Age do mar- 
ry 
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ry elfewhere, yet he fhall not pay the Forfei- 
ture of his Marriage ; for by the making him 
Knight he is out of Ward and Cuftody of his 
Lord, for then he ought to be fu Furis, and 
may imploy himfelfin Feats of Arms for De- 
fence of the Realm, @¢. and therefore may 
not be within the Cuftody of another; and 
none fhall pay any Forfeiture, but when after 


any Refulal he doth marry himfelf, during the’ 


Time when he is under the Cuftody and Keep- 
ing of his Lord: And this doth appear by the 
Statute of Merton, cap. 6. Si [¢ mariturierit fine 
licentia Domini fui, ey ct conferet maritagium 


(uum, &c. which Words cannot be underftood 
when he is out of Ward and Cuftody, no 


more than when he is married after the Age 
of one and twenty Years. Note hereby, That 
the King may prevent his Grantee, or other 
Lords, of the double Value by Knighthood: 
Yet in fuch Cafe, prefently after the Heir is 
made a Knight after the Death of his Anceftor, 
the Lord may have a Writ de valore mavitagit 
for the fingle. 

Alfo by the ancient Common Law of this 
Realm, if a Villain be made a Knighr, he is 
immediately infranchifed: And if a Ribald, or 
a Man of bafe Birth and Condition had ftruck 
a Knight, by the antient Law he fhould have 
loft his Hand wherewith he offended. 

But in France it was anciently adjudged, 
That when the Lord of a Villain had Knighted 
his Villain, being a Gentleman, he became free, 
and had his Honour lawfully; but if another 
Lord had Knighted him, nothing had been 
wrought by it, for none could manumit him 
but his Lord; and till Manumiffion or Knight- 
hood he had Civil Freedom for his Ground, 
but was not capable of it, except by the King 
only. 

It was enacted by Parliament in the fixth 
Year of the Reign of King ohn, in bec verba, 
Rex Vicecon. ¢. Sciatis quod confenfium eft cum 
affenfit Archiepifcoporum, Comitum, Baronum, ¢&% 
omniuin fidelim noftrorum Anglie quod novem 
Milites per totam Angliam invenient decuriam 
Militum bene paratorum aquis & armis ad de- 
fenfionem Regni noftri. 

There hath ever been, and ftill is, great 
Ufle of the Services of Knights even in Civil 
Affairs, and concerning Matters of Juftice: As 
in a Writ of Right, which is the higheft Writ 
in Law for trial of Titles touching the Inhe- 
ritance of Lands; the Tenant is at his Eleétion 
to have his Trial by great Affize, or elfe by 
Battel; if by the great Affize, the Writ De 
magna Affiza cligenda fhall be thus, viz. 

Rex Vicecomiti falutem, Gc. Summoncas per 
bonos {ummonitores quatuor legales Milites de Co- 
mitatn tuo, quod fint coram Fufticiariis noftris 
ad primam Affizam cum in partes illas venerint 
ad eligendum [uper facramentum fuum, 12 de 
militibus de vifun de N. qui melius |ciant & ve- 
lint dicere veritatem adfaciendam recognitionem 
magne affure inter A. petent. & B. tenent. de 


uno meljuagio cum pertinentiis in N. unde idem 
B. qui tenens eft pofuit fecum magnam Af]. no- 
fivam G petit vecognitionem fieri utrum eoruin 
habent jus in meffuagium pred. B. ae fit 
ibi auditurus illam electionem, ¢% habeas ibi no- 
mina pred. milit. ad hoc breve, Gc. And upon 
the Return of this Writ, thofe four Knights 
mutt appear gladiis cunéti, Dier. 79. fol. 103. 
If the Tenant make his EleGion by Battel, 
each Parties are to choofe their Champions, 
and the Court hall award the Battel, and the 
Champions fhall be at Mainprize, and {worn 
to perform the Battel at a certain Day in the 
Term; and idem dies hall be given to the 
Parties, at which Day and Place a Lift thall 
be made in an even and. plain Ground there 
quadrant, that is to fay, every Way fixty Foot 
{quare ; and the Place or Court for the Jufti- 
ces of the Common Pleas without, and upon 
the Lifts turnifhed with the fame’ Clothes 
which belong to their Court at Weftimninfter, 
and a Bar dhall be there made for the Serjeants 
at Law; and the Robes of the Juitices and 
Serjeants fhall be of Scarlet, with their Coifs 
on, as it was the thirteenth of Ez. and then 
was made Proclamation with three O Yer: 
And the Demandant firft was folemnly de- 
manded, and did not appear; whereupon the 
Manuperors of the Champion were demanded 
to bring forth the Champion of the Deman- 
dant, who came into the Place. apparelled 
with red Sandals upon his black Armour, bare 
Lege’d from the Knee downwards, and bare 
Headed, and bare Arms to the Elbows, being 
brought in by a Knight, namely Sir Serom 
Bowes, who carried a red Battoon of an Ell 
long tipped with Horn, and a Yeoman carry- 
ing the Target made of double Leather; and 
they were brought in at the North Side of the 
Lifts, and went about the Sides of the Lifts 
until they came to the midft of the Lifts, and 
then came towards the Bar, before the Jufti- 
ces, with three folemn Congies; and there 
was he made to ftand on the South Side of 
the Place, being the Right Side of the Court: 
And after that the other Champion was 
brought in in like Manner, at the South Side 
of the Lifts, with like Congies, by the Hands 
of Sir Henry Chequie, Kt. oc. and was placed 
on the North Side of the Bar, and two Ser- 
jeants, being of the Counfel of each Part, in 
the midft between them. This done, the De- 
mandant was folemly called again, and appea- 
red not, but made Default. Bowham, Ser- 
jeant for the Tenant, prayed the Court to 
Record the Nonfuit, quod factum fuit. And 
then Dyer Chief Juftice, reciting the Writ and 
Content, and Iffue joyned upon the Battel, 
and the other of the Champions to perform it, 
and the Prefiétion of this Day and Place, did 
give final Judgment againft the Demandant, 
and that the Tenant fhould have the Land to 
him, and to his Heirs for ever; and the De- 
mandant and his Pledges de profequendo im mi- 
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fericordia Regine: And afterwards folemin Pro- 
clamation was made that the Champions, and 
all others there prefent, ( which were by Efti- 
mation above four thoufand Perfons) might 


depart every Man in the Peace of God and |

Alfo if falfe Judgment be given in the 
County, which is the Sheriffs Court, then 
the Writ fhall be thus: Henricus, &c. Vice- 
comiti Lincoln. falutem. Si A. fecerit, cc. tum 
in pleno Comitatu tuo per breve nofiruin de recto 
inter Fobannem L. petentem, & Will. B. Tenen-

‘cord. illud habeas coram Fufticiariis Furis apud

Brev. itidem E. And thofe four muft be 
Knights indeed. Alfo the Juftices upon Con- 
fideration of the ufual Words in every Writ 
of Venire Facias, Coram, ec. Duodecim tun 
Milites quam alios liberos & legales homines, &c. 
fay, that thefe Words [tun Militer]) were not 
at the firft put into the Writ without Effea, 
Plowden 117.b. For it feemeth that in diebus 
illis, fome Knights were returned upon every 
Venive Facias. 

By the Statute of Magna Chayta, cap. 12. 
It is ordained, that Affizes of Novel Diffeifon 
and Mortdancefter fhould not be taken any 
where, but within the Counties where: they 
happen, by the Juftices of Affize, and the 
Knights of the Shire ; vide Weftininfter 2. cap. 
30. And by the feven and twentieth of Ed- 
ward the Firlt, cap. 30. de finibus levandis, a- 
mongft other Things it is enaéted, That for 
the Utility of the Realm, and the more af 
fured Confervation of the Peace, the Juftices 
affigned to take Affizes in all Shires, where 
they take Affizes, as it is ordained immediate- 
ly after the Affizes taken in the Shires, fhall 
remain both together if they be Lay; and if 
one of them be a Clerk, then one of the moft 
difcreet Knights of the Shire being affociated 
unto him that is a Lay-man, by our Writ fhall 
deliver the Gaols of the Shires, as well with- 
in the Liberties as without, of all manner of 
Prifoners, after the Form of the Gaol-Delive- 
ry of thofe Shires before Time ufed. 

Alfo in the Statute of Weftminfter 21. cap. 
38. de non ponendis in Affizis & Furatis, it ts 
provided, That the faid Statute fhall not ex 
tend to Grand Affizes, in which it behoveth 
many Times Knights to pafs, not Refident in 
the County, for the Scarcity of Knights, fo 
that they have Lands in the Shire. “And by 
the Law, Knights having Land may be re- 
turned upon Juries in ordinary Trials between 


F. E. queritur fal- 
bin codem, & Re- 
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Party and Party, as other Freeholders may be. 
And therefore in a Challenge to the Great Af 
fize under Edward the Third, one was chal- 
lenged pur ceo qu'il fait abaner; or as the A- 
bridgment hath it, a Baronet; but it was not 
allowed: And the Reafon is given, Car sil 
foit a Baner, & ne tient pos per Baronie il ferra 
en Vaffife. 

Of the double Parity of England, that is, of 
Barons, and all Dignities above them, being 
Peers of the Realm, and all other under them, 
are Peers amongft themfelves; for notwith- 
ftanding that Dignity of Knighthood, they are 
reckoned amongft the Commons. And we 


as Members of the Commonalty. Neverthe- 
lefs the Sheriff in his Difcretion will not im- 
| pannel Knights, but in fpecial and great Caufes: 
As in Cafes of Indiétments of a Peer of the 
Realm, they are to be enquired'and found by 
Knights and Efquires, though their Trial {hall 
be only by their Peers. And in 38 Hen. 8. 
Henry Howard Earl of Surrey, Son and Heir 
apparent of Thomas Duke of Norfolk, was at- 
tainted of High Treafon, and was tried alfo 
by Knights, Efquires, and Gentlemen, and not 
by Lords or Peers of the Realm, becaufe he 
was not of that Dignity by Creation. 

Since the Ufe of making every Earl’ firft a 
| Baron of fome Place, ( which began, as moft 
Writers treat, about. the Time of Henry the 
Eighth ) it hath been a Cuftom to ftyle their 
Heirs apparent Lords and Barons, with the 
Title of their Father’s Barony (when Vit 
counts, or Barons Heirs apparent are only. 
ftyled Efquires; ) but this is only a Piece of 
Civility, and of meer Fafhion; yet it is allow- 
ed of in Heraldry, with whom the Rule is, 
That the eldeft Son of every. one of a created 
Degree is as of the next Degree under him, 
which may be applied to Dukes, Earls, and 
the like: But in legal Proceedings they enjoy 
no fuch Matter, nor have by their being Heirs 
apparent any Prerogative of the greater No- 
bility. 

And in Cafe where a Peer of the Realm is 
Party Plaintiff or Defendant in any A@tion or 
Suit, if the Sheriff do not return one Knight 
at the leaft to be of the Jury, the faid Noble 
Perfon may challenge, and for that only Caufe 
quafh the whole Pannel. 

By the Statute of Carlifle, 15 Edw.2. it was 
enacted, That he who levied a Fine fhould ap- 
pear in proper Perfon, to the Intent that his 
Age, Idiocy, or other Defeét might be difco- 
verd by the Judges. Neverthelefs upon Im- 
potency, whereby he cannot come in Court, 
two, ‘or one of the Juftices, by the Confent 
of the reft of the Juftices, fhall go unto him 
and take his Recognizance ; and if but one of 
them go, he dhall take a Knight with him, 
| and {hall certify it in the Bench of Record, to 
the Intent that all Things incident to the Fine 
be examined by them, and then the Fine neces 
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be levied. But after this good Statute,,a 
worfe Cuftom and Ufe hath,come: in Place: 
For by a Dedinus poteftatem out of Chancery to 
one Knight, and to a Juftice of the Peace of 
the County in fuch Cafes, is procured and: di- 
reéted to a Knight and two others, who per- 
haps be neither Knights nor Juftices, but per- 
haps Men of {mall Eftimation, and unto two 
or three of them, without faying Quorum the 
Knight fhall be one; and two of them with- 
out the Knight have taken the Recognizance 
of the Fine, ibid. 101. 6. But great Prejudice 
this Practice of omitting the interpofing of the 
ufual Service of Knights in this Behalf hath 
been to many, and fcandalous to the Law of 
the Land, they fometimes taking Recogni- 
zances of a Fine from a Feme Covert, as if 
fhe were fole, and many Times acknowledged 
by Juftices. Ifa Tenant do lay an Effoin de 
morbo lecti, he may have a Writ out of the 
Chancery to warrant it, by which it thall be 
commanded to four Knights to view him; 
and if they fee him fick, then they are to 
give him Day, to the End of a Year anda 
Day. Note the Regifter, fol.177.b. Quod Co- 
ronator non clegaiur nifi fit Miles in, @&c. juxta 
formam Statuti Weftm. 1. cap. 10. 

It isa received Opinion, that Knights are 
excufed from Attendance at Leets, and Byit- 
ton 29. Cy 36. is cited to prove it. And bya 
large Underftanding of the Intent and Mean- 
ing of the Statute of Marlbridge, cap. 10. For 
the ancient Common Law had fuch Refpeé& 
to the Degree of Knighthood, that they, nor 
their eldeft Sons, were compelled to find 
Pledges in the Leet or Law-days; for the 
Statute of Marlbridge aforefaid was not Intro- 
Auctiva nove Legis, for it was before the Con- 
queft. And the Common Law is not by this 
Statute.abridged. And by the Book called, 
The Mirror of Fuftice, mentioned in the Pre- 
face to Coke’s ninth Part, it is {aid that Knights 
are excepted: And fo it appears that the Pra- 
ctice was as well before, as immediately af- 
ter the making of that Statute of Marlbridge ; 
and Interpretatio Practica is a principal Way and 
Form of Interpretation of Laws. The Lord 
Chancellor’s Speech, in the Cafe of Poftnati, 
fol. 58. And in Divinity, Praxis fanétorum eft 
Taterpretatio Praceptorum, ibid.66. But a Knight, 
and all Superiors and Inferiors, are bound by 
Law to attend the County or Sheriffs Court 
wherein he dwelleth, and at his Peril to take 
Notice of the Proceedings thereof: For if a 
Man be outlawed of'Felony at a County Court, 
and one of the fame County not knowing of 
the Felony doth receive him, he is Accefiory. 
Alfo when the King doth fummon his Parlia- 
ment, Writs fhall be fent to the Sheriff to 
make Choice of Knights of every Shire in this 
Form: RexVicecom. N. Salutem, quia de avi- 
famento & alfen| noftri Concilii, pro quibufdam 
arduis G wrgentibus negotiis, nos, ftatum & de- 


fenfionem Kegni noftri Anglie, @% Ecclfie An-

Gc. c elettionem & partes 
fub figillo’tuo, ¢. fub figellis coruim qui electioni 
ili, interfuerunt nobis in Cancellaria.-noflra ad 
dictum diem @ locum certifices indilate. . See 
the Statute 23 Hen. 6. cap. 15. where amonett 
other Things it is enacted, That the Knights 
of the Shires for Parliament hereafter to be 
chofen, hall be notable Knights of the fame 
Counties for the which they fhall:be chofen, 
or elfe fuch notable Efquires or Gentlemen 
being of the fame Counties, as {hall be able 
to be Knights. 

Peers of the Realm are by Intendment of 
Law fofficient of Freehold ; and that is one of 
the Reafons wherefore no Capias or Exigit lieth 
againft, them for Debt or Trefpafs. 

But the Law hath not that Opinion of the 
Knights fufficiency of Freehold: For he may 
be a Knight without Land; therefore, and 
then he is not. to be returned of any Jury or 
Inqueft, howfoever he may be worthy and fuf- 
ficient to ferve the Commonwealth in Mar- 
fhal Affairs. The Wives-and Widows of 
Knights in legal Proceedings, and in Courts 
of Juftice, have not the Title of Lady, as the 
Wives or Widows of Noblemen have; yet 
by the Courtefy of England that Title is given 
them. 

And if in any. A@ion they be’ not called 
Ladies, for that Caufe the Writ fhall not a- 
bate for that Surplufage, becaufe Domina is 
general to Women, as Domini to Men. So 
where Women after fourteen Years of Age 
are called Doming for Ladies or Dames; and 
with us anciently marriageable Women were 
called Domine; and in our old Englifh Leets, 
Dames. 

Firlt; Doming is often ufedfor Women ge- 
nerally, as a fpecial Honour for that Sex;-be- 
ing not out of Fafhion at this Day; nor with 
the French; as alfo amongft the Jtalians, Do- 
mina for them is familiar. But if fhe be na- 
med Comiteffa or Baroneffa, whereas fhe is-no 
Countefs or Baronefs in Law; then without 
Queftion the naming of her. fo {hall abate the 
Writ. ; 

By the Statute of Magna Charta, cap. 21. 
Knights are freed from Cart-taking, that no 
Demefne Cart of them fhall be taken. 

By the Statute 1 Facobi, cap. 27. it feemeth 
that Knights Sons may keep Greyhounds, and 
Setting-Dogs, and Nets to take Pheafants and 
Partridges in, though they cannot expend ten 
Pounds per Annum, nor be worth two hun- 
dred Pounds; for by the exprefs Words of 
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the Statute, all the Sons of Knights are ex-” 
cepted. 
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Baronet cannot claim the Privilege that 
Knights have from Cart-taking by Mag- 
na Charta 23. : 

A Baronet’s Son cannot keep a Greyhound, 
@c. becaufe he is not within the Statute of 
1 Fac..27. unlefs he hath ten Pounds per An- 
num, tamen quere. See the faid Statute, and 
Statute 22 @& 23 Car. 2. Quvere whether the 
Baronets Addition doth abate any A@tiion. If 
one be Knighted in the Life-Time of his Fa- 
ther, it frees him from Wardfhip ; but contra 
of a Baronet. Knights are excufed from At- 
tendance at Leets, which Baronets are not. 

Note, That by the Statute 12 Car. 2. cap. 
24. the Court of Wards, Tenures in Capite, 
Liveries, Oufter le mames, and other Depen- 
dance upon the Court, is taken away; and 
then was repéaled ithe Statute 32 Hen. 8. cap. 
6. 33 Car. 22. ing 

A Knight Batchelor is a Title (as before no- 
ted) borrowed from Horfemanthip, and there- 
fore ought to be reprefented by the Effigies of 
a Captain of a Troop of Horfe. 

T thall here fet down the Manner of ma- 
King Knights about the Year of Chrift 500, 
near which Time King Arthur reigned in Eng- 
land, as: Lfind it in Sir William Segar’s Book 
of Honour Military and Civil, page 53. where 
he faith, That a Prince being minded to make 
a Knight, commanded a Stage or Scaffold to 
be ereéted in fome Cathedral Church in his 
Kingdom, or fome {pacious Place near unto it, 
to which ‘Place the Géntleman was brought 
to receive that Honour; and being come, was 
forthwith placed on a Silver Chair, adorned 
with green Silk. Then it was demanded of 
him if he were of a healthy Bodys ‘and able to 
undergo the Travel required in’a Soldier; al- 
fo whether he were a Man of honeft Conver- 
fation, and what credible Witneffes he could 
produce to affirm the fame. Then the Bifhop 
or Chief Prelate of the Church took the Bi- 
ble, and holding it open before the Knight in 
Prefence of the King and all others, fpake thefe 
Words: Sir, you that defire to receive the Order 
of Knighthood, {wear before God, and by this Ho- 
ly Book, that you (hall not fight againft this migh- 
ty and excellent Prince that now boftoweth the 
Order of Knighthood upon you, unle[s you fhall be 
commanded [0 to do tn the Service of your own 
King; for in that Cafe, having firft -yielded up 
the Collar, Device, and-other Enfigns of Honour 
now. recetved, it {hall be lawful for you to ferve 
againft him, without Reproach or Offence to all 
other Champions in Arms. 


you fhall incur Infamy, and being taken in War, 


Shall be. fubjeét to the Pains of Death: You fpall 
alfo fexear with all your Force and Powéy to 
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maintain and defend all Ladies, Gentlewomen, 
Widows, Orphans, and diftreffed Women; anid 
yout fall foun no Adventure of your Perfon in. any 
War wherein you foall happen to be. 


My Author further faith, That this Oath be- 
ing taken, two of the Chief Lords led him to 
the King, who prefently drew forth his Sword, 
and laid it upon his Head, faying, God and St. 
George (or what other Saint the King pleafeth 
to name) make thee a good Knight. Then came 
to the Knight feven Noble Ladies attired in 
white, and begirt a Sword unto his Side ; 
which being done, four Honourable Knights 
put on his Spurs. Thefe Ceremonies being 
paft, the Queen took him by the Right Arm, 
and a DutchefS by the left, and led him to 2 
tich Seat placed on an Afcent, where they feat- 
ed him, the King fitting on his Right Hand, 
and the Queen on his Left; then the Lords 
and Ladies alfo {ate down upon other Seats 
three Defcents under the King: And being all 
thus feated, they were entertained with a de= 
licate Banquet or Collation, and fo the Cere- 
mony ended. 


Of Degrading of Knights. 


[fence of Knights is not very cuftoma= 
ry, Examples being feldom found, it be 
ing ufed only for great and notable Fads and 
Offences againft Loyalty and Honotir; as ab- 
{centing themfelves diihonourably from theit 
King’s Service ; for leaving their Colours, and 
flying to the Enemy; for betraying Caftles, 
Forts, and the like heinous Crimes. 

The Manner of Degrading a Knight hath 
been/as followeth: When a Knight had beén 
found thus difloyal or corrupt, he was to be 
apprehended, and armed Cap-a-pe, as if he 
Was going to the Wars, was to be placed up- 
on a high Scaffold made for that Purpofe in 
the Church; and after the Prieft had fung 
fome Funeral Pfalms, as are ufed at Burials, 
as though he hadi been dead, firft they take off 
his Helmet, to thew his Face, and fo by De- 
gtees his whole Armour: Then the Heralds 
proclaiming him a difloyal Mifcreant, with 
many other Ceremonies to declare him Igno- 
ble, he was thrown down the Stage with a 
Rope; and this was done about the Time of 
King Arthur, as is affirmed by Mills, fol. 84. 

Alfo about the Degrading of Knights thefe 
Things have alfo been uf€d; as the reverfing 
their Coat of Arms ; by feizing of their Equi- 
page (exceptone Horfe) we qi dignitate factus 
oft Eques cogatur pedes incedere; by cutting of 
the Spurs from their Heels, and by taking a. 
way their Sword and breaking it. But of late 
the Marfhal Law is ufually put in Execution, 
both in our Civil Wars, as in France, and elfe- 
where; that is, to difpatch fuch traiterous Per- 
fons by a File of Mufquetiers. 
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31H E Founder of this ancient Or- 
der of Knighthood was Arthur 
King of the Britons, who reigned 
about the Year of Chrift 516, 
——~ whofe Valour was fo great and 
admirable, that many now living do believe 
the fame rather fabulous than real. This No-" 
ble King having, as Sir William Segar noteth, 
driven out of England the Saxons, conquered . 
Norway, Scotland, and the greateft Part of 
France, (where at Paris he was crowned) and 
returning Home, lived in fuch great Renown, 
that many Princes and worthy Knights came 
from. all Parts to his Court to give Evidence 
of their Valour in the Exercife of Arms. Up- 
on this he ereéted a Fraternity of Knights, 
which confifted (as fome fay) of four and 
twenty; others, a greater Number; amongft 
whom he himfelf was Chief: And for the a- 
voiding of Controyerfies for taking Place when 
they met together, he caufed a Round Table 
to be made, from whence they took their 
Name; which faid Table (if you will believe 
the Inhabitants of Winchefter) hangs up in their 
Caftle, where they ufed to meet; and the 
Time of their Meeting was at Whitfontide. 
Into this Society none were admitted, whe- | 
ther Britons or Strangers, but fuch as did | 
make fufficient Proof of their Prowefs and 
Dexterity in Arms, and fuch as were renown- 


ed for their Virtue and Valour. 


The Articles which they vowed to keep 
were, To be always well armed, both for 
Horfe or Foot Service, either by Land or Sea; 
and to be always ready to aflail Tyrants and 
Oppreflors; to proteé: and defend Widows, 
Maidens, and Children; and to relieve ali 
that are in Neceflity: To maintain the Chri« 
ftian Faith, contribute their Aid to Holy 
Church, and to proteé Pilgrims: To advance 
Honour, and fupprefs Vice: To bury Soldiers 
that wanted Sepulchres: To ranfom Captives, 
deliver Prifonérs, and adminifter to the Cure 
of wounded Soldiers, hurt in the Service of 
their Country: To Record all Noble Enter- 
ptizes, to the End that the Fame thereof may 
ever live to their Honour, and the Renown of 
the Noble Order. 

That upon any Complaint made to the King 
of Injury or Oppreffion, one of thefe Knights, 
whom the King fhould appoint, was to Re: 
venge the fame. If any foreign Knight came 
to Court, with defire to thew his Prowefs, 
thefe Knights ought to be ready in Arms to 
anfwer him. If any Lady, Gentlewoman, or 
other opprefled or injured Perfon; did prefent 
a Petition declaring thé fame, whether the In- 
jury was done here or beyond Sea, he or fhe 
fhould be gracioufly heard, and without De- 
lay one‘or more Knights fhould be fent to 
make Revenge: And that evety Knight, for 
the Advancement of Chivalry, fhould be rea- 

dy 
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dy to inform young Lords and Gentlemen in 
the Orders and Exercifes of Arms. 

For what I can find, there was no Robe or 
Habit prefcribed unto thefe Knights; nor can 
I find with what Ceremony they were made ; 
neither what Officers did belong unto the faid 
Order, except a Regifter to Record all their 
Noble Enterprizes. 

Not to pafs over this Noble Arthur, give 
me Leave to repeat what I find mentioned of 
him by Sir William Segar in the faid Chapter. 
This valiant Prince not confining himfelf to 
the narrow Limits of his own Kingdom, left 
the Government, thereof to the Management 
of bis Coufin Mordred, and began his Journey, 
or rather Conqueft, (for in all Places he found 
Fortune to Favour him.) And after his ma- 
ny Vidtories gained of the Sascons, Scots, Nor- 
wegians, Romans, Saracens, and French, in the 
End, being laden with Honour, he returned 
into England, but found Mordred a Traitor, 
as ufurping the Government, and obftruéting 
his Landing: But all that he could do was in 
vain; for being landed, he fled to London, 
but the Citizens refufing to give him En- 
trance, he went into Cornwall, where King 
Avibur gave him Battel, which proved unfor- 
tunate to them both, for Mordred was flain 
by King Arthur, who was alfo defperately 
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wounded; and after this Wound (as fome fay) 
he was never found alive or dead, which made 
the Poets to feign that he was taken up into 
the Firmament, and there remaineth a Star a- 
mongft the Nine Worthies: Which Fancy is 
founded upon the Prophefy of old Merlin, 
which was his Counfel, and efteemed as a Pro- 
phet; who for many Years before affirmed, 
That King Arthur, after a certain Time, fhould 
refufcitate and come unto Carlion, to reftore 
the Round Table. He wrote this Epitaph : 


Hit jacet Arturus, Rex quondam, Rexque fu- 
turus. 


According to Andrew Favin, there was an 
Order of Knighthood called Knights of St. Tho- 
mas, which was inftituted by King Richard the 
Firft, after the Surprifal of the City of Avon, 
and confifted of all Exglifhmen. Their Patron 
was St. Thomas Becket; their Garment was 
white ; and their Enfign wasa red Crofs char- 
ged in the midft with a white Efcallop. But 
A. Mendo believeth that thefe Knights were 
rather fome of thofe which joined themfelves 
with the Knights Hofpitallers, for that they 
wore the fame Habit, followed the fame Rule, 
and ,obferved the fame Cuftoms as’ did the 
Knights of St. Fohn of Acon. 
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Or of St. ANDREW in 


SCOTLAND. 


UNGUS, King of the Pitts, 
the Night before the Battel that 
was fought betwixt him and A- 
ee thelfian King of England, faw in 

the Sky a bright Crofs in Fafhion 
of that whereon St. Andrew fuffered Mar- 
tyrdom; and the Day proving fuccefsful unto 
Hungus, in Memorial of the {aid Apparition, 
which did prefage fo happy an Omen, the 
Piéts and Scots have ever fince bore in their En- 
figns and Banners the Figure of the faid Crofs, 
which-is in Fafhion of a Saltier. 

And from hence ’tis believed that this Or- 
der took its Rife, which was about the Year 
of our Lord 810. For King Hungus and Achains 
(Confederates againft Athalfian) went bare- 
footed (in a devout Way) to the Kirk of St. 
Andrew, to return Thanks to God and his A- 
poftles for their Vidtory; vowing for themfelves 
and their Pofterity, ever to ufe the faid Crofs 
in their Enfigns in any warlike Expedition. 

The principal Enfign of this Order is a gol- 
den Collar compofed of Thiftles, intermixed 
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with Annulets of Gold, to which hangs the 
Figure of St. Andrew with his Crofs, and this 
Epigraph, Nemo me impune laceffit. But for 
their common Enfignithey wore.a green Rib- 
bon; 'to which hung a golden Thiftle crown’d 
with an Imperial Crown, within a Circle of 
Gold, with the faid Epigraph. 

Their Grand Meeting was Annually on St. 
Andrews Day, in the Church of the Town fo 
called ; and during the Solemnity of the Feaft, 
thefe Knights (which were in Number thirteen, 
in Allufion to our Saviour and the-twelve A- 
poftles) were richly apparelled, and in’ their 
Parliament Robes, having embroidered on their 
Left Shoulders St. Andrew's Crofs within a 
blue Rundle, and in the Center of the faid Crofs 
was a Crown compofed of golden Flower de lis. 

Having thus treated of the feveral Degrees 
of Knighthood which are or have been ufed a-

Knights of the Holy Sepulchre in Jerufalem. 


=|HIS Order of Knighthood is held 
/,{ to be the moft ancient of all thofe 
Orders that took their Beginning 
in the Holy Land ; and is faid to 
be inftituted about the Time that 
the Temple of erufalem was regained from 
the Saracens, which was-in Anno 1099. 

Some. Authors fay, That Philip King of 
France was the firft Inftituter of this Order; 
but Favin faith, That it was Baldwin the firft 
King of Ferufalem, who made the regular Ca- 
nons (which then refided in 2 Convent near 
adjoining to the faid Sepulchre) Knights of 
the faid Order, whofe chief Duty was to guard 
the Holy Sepulchre; to relieve and protec 
Pilgrims ; ty ght againft the Saracens and In- 
fidels; and to hear Mafs every Day. The 
Armorial Enfign belonging unto them was 
two red Crofies united into one. 

When the Chriftians were expelled the Ho- 
ly Land, thefe Knights fettled themfelves at 
Perugia in Italy: But by the Bulls of Pope In- 
nocent the Eighth, Ayo 1484, they, and all 
their Goods, were annexed and joined to the 
Knights Hofpitallers, then refiding at Rhodes. 


Knights Hofpitallers of St. 
John Baptift 7 Jerufa- 
lem, call’'d Knights of the 
Rhodes, zow of Malta. 


Omewhat before the Chriftians took the 
.) City of Ferufalem from the Saracens, . cer- 
tain Chriftian Merchants of Naples, who tra- 
ded to thefe Parts, obtained Leave from the 
Caliph of Egypt (who had then the Govern- 
ment thereof) to dwell near the Sepulchre 
of Chrift, and to ere a {mall Houfe for the 
Entertainment of themfelves and Pilgrims, and 
called it The Hofpital of Chriftians; together 
with a {mall Oratory dedicated to the Bleffed 
Virgin Mary. After that the Number of 
Chriftians increafing, they built another Houfe 
for Women, and dedicated it to St. Mary 
Magdalen; and at length they built a more 
large Houfe, which they dedicated to St. Fobn 
Baptift, the others being too fmall for the En- 
| tertainment of Strangers that thither came for 
Devotion, 
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Devotion, and here they entertained and cu- 
red the difeafed amongft them. And for their 
Religion, Charity, and Hofpitality, they be- 
gin to become eminent; and having took St. 
John Baptift for their Patron, they obtained 
the Title or Name of Brethren Hofpitallers of 
St. John Baptift of Jerufalem: Then received 
they the regular Habit of black, with a white 
Crofs on the Garment near their Left Shoul- 
der, and vowed Obedience, Poverty, and 
Chattity. 

This Order is faid to be firft inftituted in 
Anno 1099, by one Gerard of the Province of 
Tholoufe, 2 Man of a holy Life, and had large 
Privileges conferred upon them by King Bald- 
win the firft, who created them Knights, and 
permitted them to ufe Arms, and to fight a- 
gainft the Saracens and Infidels for the De- 
fence of the Chriftian Faith, and to be Guar- 
dians of the Holy Sepulchre. At this Time 
they acknowledged their Obedience to the 
Patriarch of Ferufalem; but growing in Wealth, 
they obtained the Favour of the Pope to be 
abfolved from their Obedience, and was by 
Pope Adrian the fourth received under the 
Proteétion of the Papal See. 

Gerard being dead, they cleéted one Rai- 
mond for their Reétor or Great Mafter, to 
whom Authority was given that he fhould go- 
vern and command all Knights of this Order 
wherefoever difperfed.. This Gerard, after he 
had digefted and: enlarged their Laws and In- 
Rtitutions, divided that whole Body into three 
Clafles; to wit, Knights, Ecclefiafticks, and 
Servants: And fince which Time the fucceed- 
ing Great Mafters have much added to their 
Privileges and Dignities; and his Title is now 
The Illuftrious Prince of Malta and Goza. 

Saladine having made himfelf Mafter of Fe- 
rufalem, thefe Knights retired to the City of 
Acres, which being alfo taken, they feized up- 
on the Ifle of Rhodes, where they continued 
as Mafters, until forced thence by Solyman the 
Great in Auno 1522. After which they be- 
took themfelves to the Ifle of Malta, which 
with Tripoli and Goza were granted to them 
by the Emperor Charles the fifth, Anno 1530, 
and the fame Year was confirmed to them 
by Pope Clement the feventh: And in this Ifle 
they yet continue, and are as a Bulwark to 
that Part of Chriftendom. 


Knights Templars. 


ess the Year 1118, Hugo de Paganes, 
Godfrey de St. Omer, with feven other 
Gentlemen, out of Devotion went into the 
Holy Land, where they determined to ereé, 
and enter into a Brotherhood ; and being come 
to Ferufalem, they confulted what they fhould 
do (though to the Hazard of their Lives) 
that thould be a Service acceptable to God, 
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atid Praife-worthy of Men: And being infor- 
med that in the Town of Zaffo there refided 
many Thieves that uled to rob the Pilgrims 
that reforted to the Holy Sepulchre, they re- 
folved to make the Paflage niore free by de- 
ftroying or difperfing thefe Robbers. And for 
the Encouragement of thefe Gentlemen in fo 
good an Undertaking, the King affigned them 
Lodgings in his Palace adjoining to Solsion’s 
Temple, from which Place they were called 
Knights Templars. 

And the King and Patriarch finding their 
Aétions very fuccefsful, furnifhed them with 
many neceflary Provifions: And although their 
charitable Service made them acceptable unto 
all, yet for the firft nine Years they were in 
fo great a Strait, that they were forced to 
take the Charity of well-difpofed People ; 
however there reforted unto them many Chri- 
ftians, fo that their Number was much encrea- 
fed. And there being all this while no Habic 
or Order affigned them, Pope Honoris, at the 
Requeft of Stephen Patriarch of Ferufalem, pre- 
{cribed unto them an Order of Life, whereby 
they were to wear a white Garment; and 
Pope Eugenius added thereto a red Crofs; and 
in the Prefence of the faid Patriarch they made 
their Vows of Obedience, Poverty, and Cha- 
ftity, and to live under the Rule of regular 
Canons of St. Auguftine. Being thus entred 
into an Order, they elected an Head or Great 
Mafter; and in Procefs of Time, through the 
daily Increafe of their Number, and their fa- 
mous Enterprizes, not only for fecuring the 
Paflages, but alfo for waging War both by Sea 
and Land againft the Infidels, they became 
highly favoured of the Chriftian Princes, who 
afligned to them great Revenues to be {pent 
in God’s Service ; and in Procefs of Time they 
became exceeding wealthy and powerful, {fo 
that they grew proud, and withdrew them- 
felves from the Obedience of the Patriarch of 
Ferufalem, and joined with the Pope. But in 
the End they found not the Favour from the 
Pope as they expected ; for by him, or through 
his Confent, upon fome infamous Crimes 
charged againft them, their Lands and Pofle- 
fions were feized upon, and otherways difpo- 
fed of, their Order {uppreffed, and they them- 
felves imprifoned, condemned, and cruelly ex- 
ecuted; but according to the Opinion of ma- 
ny Authors, they were unjuftly accufed by 
Subornation of Witnefles, meerly to gain their 
Revenues, which, according to Dr. Heylin, were 
exceeding great, having no lefs than fixteen 
thoufand Lordfhips in Exrope. 


Knights of St. Lazarus. 


HIS Order at the firft Inftitutionm was 
only a Brotherhood of Retigious Monks, 

and became an Order of Knighthood in or 
Hh about 
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Partie 


about the Time of St. Bajil, being firft inftitu- | 


ted upon a moft charitable Account, to wit, 
to take Care of Perfons infeed with the Le- 
profy, (which was a Difeafe very frequent in 


the Eaftern Parts) by Reafon of which: they | 


were feparated from the Society of Men; and 
had affigned to them a famous Hofpital in Fe- 
rufalem, called St. Lazarus, for the Reception 
of Lepers. 


And through the Incurfion of the Saracens | 


and Barbarians in thefe Parts, this Order was 
(as it were) extinguifhed ; but when the La- 
tin Princes joined together in a Holy League 
to expel thern the Holy Land, thefe Religious 
Men entred into 2 Martial Difcipline, and per- 
formed great Service,’ infomuch that they 
gained great Fame and Efteem of Baldwin the 
fecond King of Ferufalem, in whofe Time this 
Order much flourifhed under the Government 
of a Great Mafter: And about’ the Year 1150, 
they made their Vows of Obedience, Poverty, 
and Chaftity, before William Patriarch of Fe- 
rufalem, and fubmitted thenifelyes to the Or- 
det of St. Benediét. They alfo conftituted {e- 
veral Orders to be obferved amongft them; 
vig. to wear a green Crofs; and that all, be- 
fore they entred into this Knighthood, fhould 
prove themfelves born in Wedlock of Chriftian 
Parents, and to be a Gentleman by the Fa- 
ther’s and Mother’s Side; alfo to be of an un- 
blameable Life and Converfation, and to per- 
form daily certain Religious Ceremonies. 


Knights of Se. Bats. 


Hefe Knights were founded under the 
Rule of St. Bafil, and were alfo called 
Knights of St. Mary. Their Garment: was 
Sky-colour, with a gold Crofs, which they 
wore before their Breait, having in the midft 
thereof the Pi@ure of St. Bajil, their Patron, 


and were Officers and Servants to the Kings 
of Armenia. 


| Kuights of St. Katharine at 
Mount Sinai. 


HE Reafon of the Inftitution’ of thefe 

Knights (which was about the Year of 
Chrift 1063.) was to guard and defend the Se- 
pulchre of St. Katharine their Patron, (whofe 
Body is faid to be buried in Mount Stzai, near 
to which Place a Monaftery was ereéted and 
dedicated to her Name) to fecure the Paf- 
fage for Travellers. who came thither for. De- 
votion fake, and to entertain them during 
their Abode. 

They lived under: the Rule of St. Bafil the 
Great, vowed Obedience to the Abbot of 
this Monaftery, and, wore a white Garment. 
But when the Turks became Matters of thefe 
Parts, this Order of Knighthood fuffered very 
much; notwithftanding,; fome Remains of the 
Order doth yet continue. 


Kuights of the Martyrs in 
Paleftine. 


Hefe Knights followed the Rule of St. 
Bafil, and wore on their Garments a 
red Crofs,. in the midft whereof (within a 
Circle) were theFigures of Cofias and Damia- 
nus, their Saints and Patrons, who were mar= 
tyred. 
Their Hofpital or Place of Abode bore the 
Name of their Saints; where they exercifed 
| all Aéts of Charity to fick Strangers and Peo- 
ple in Neceffity ; to redeem Captives taken by 
the Saracens, and to bury the Dead. 
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SPAIN. 


Kuights of the Oak im Navartr. 


| HE Inhabitants of the Kingdom 
of Navarr being almoft over-run 
by the Moors, \ notwithftanding 
A) their great Army raifed to oppofe 
= them, for that they wanted an 
experienced General to command them; at 
length one Don Garcia Xtmenes (who had be- 
took himfelf to a religious and folitary Life) 
was perfwaded to take upon him that Com- 
mand, which was about the Year of Chrift 
722. And as he was marching out of ithe Ci- 
ty to fight the Moors, there appeared to him 
from the Top of an Oaken Tree the Sign of 
the Crofs, which was adored by an innume- 
rable Quantity of Angels. . In this Battel he 
gained fo fignal a Victory, that the People e- 
leéted him their King; and fhortly after he 
inftituted this Order of Knighthood, invefted 
therewith the Nobles, and Perfons of Renown 
in his Kingdom, whom he obliged to defend 
the Chriftian Faith, and to own Obedience to 


him and his Succeffors, Kings of Navarr. The 
Habit that he affigned them was a white Gar- 
ment, having thereon a plain red Crofs fet on 
the Top of.an Oaken Tree in its Verdure. 


Knights of the Lilly in 
Navarr. 


RACIUS King of Navarr, the fisth of 
that Name, lying in a languithing and 

fick Condition, fent to St. Saviour de Lyra, 
and other Places of Devotion, to the End 
that Prayers might be made for his Recovery: 
In which Time in the City of Naiera ( where 
he kept ufually. his Court) there was found 
the Image of our Virgin Mary ifluing out of 
a Lilly, holding her Son betwixt her Arms, 
and fuddenly after (if you will believe the 
Hh 2 Story) 
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Story) the King not only recovered his Health, 
but divers other Miracles were done on difea- 
fed People in that Place; and in Honour 
whereof the King (in Anno 1048) ereGed 
this Order, which confifted of eight and thirty, 
of which himfelf was Sovereign, as wete his 
Succeffors to be afterhim. The Badge which 
thefe Knights daily wore on their Breafts was 
a Lilly embroidered in Silver; and on Feftival 
Days they wore a double Chain of Gold in- 
terlaced with Letters M. after the Manner of 
a Gothifh Letter, with an enamelled Lilly in 
an Oval Medal hanging at it; and their Habit 
was white. 


Knights of the Band. 


oF HIS Order was firft ere&ed by Alphonfo 
King of Spain, in Anno 1368, and for 
this Reafon: The King confidering that he had 
many Enemies to deal with, for his better Se- 
curity, thought it convenient to inftitute an 
Order of Knights, making himfelf Mafter there- 
of, which he did a little before his Coronation 
in the City of Burgos, in great Solemnity; the 
whole Night being {pent in the Monaftery of 
St. Mary Royal in Watching and Prayer; and 
the Day following, after Mafs, they were in- 
vefted with a ted Ribbond of about three In- 
ches broad, which went crofs their left Shoul- 
ders, like our Knights of the Bath, being the 
Badge from whence thefe Knights took their 
Name. Their Articles are at large fet down 
by Sir William Segar, which being too many 
to repeat, are here omitted. 


Kuights of the Dove inCattile. 


4 ; HIS Order, according to Favin, was 

firft inftituted by Fob the firt King of 
Caftile, about the Year 1379, in the City of 
Segovia. The Collar of this Order was com- 
pofed of Pieces which reprefented the Figure 
of the Sun in his Glory, to which hung a gol- 
den Dove enamelled white, and encircled 
with Rays: But the King dying the fame Year, 
and before it was well received, it became of 
no great Efteem. 


Ordo de la Scama in Cattile. 


J OHN the fecond King of Cuflil, for the 
J ftirring up his Nobles to affift him in his 
Wars againft the Moors, in Avno 1420, did 
ere& this Order, which took fo good Effea, 
that in a fhort Time the Moors were fubdued. 
Their Enfign, according to Fof: Micheli, was 
a Crofs compofed of Scales of Fifhes, from 


which it feemeth to have took its Name; for 
Scama in the Spanifh fignifies the Scale of a 
Fh, Thefe Knights were obliged to fight 
againft the Moors, to accompany the King in 
the Wars, and to die in the Defence of the 
Chriftian Religion. Their Rules and Statutes 
for their Government were ordained by the 
faid King, upon whofe Death this Order loft 
much of its Splendor. 


Kauights of the Lilly in. 
Aragon. 


HIS Order was ere&ted by Ferdinand 

King of Aragon, in Anno 1493, and de- 
dicated to the Honour of the blefied Virgin, 
in Token of a fignal Victory which this King 
obtained againft the Moors. The Collar was 
compofed of Bough-pots fill’d with white 
Lillies, interlaced with Griffons. 


Knights of Mount-joy. 


[HIS Order was firft inftituted in the 
Holy Land, for the {ecuring thefe Parts 
againft the Moors and Saracens, and lay in 
Garifon in aCaftel built on the Point of a 
Mountain near Jerufalem : And after the Lofs 
of the Holy Land, thefe Knights retired into 
Spain, and performed good Service againft the 
Moors; but in Procefs of Time this Order fell 
to decay, and were incorporated into, the Or- 
der of Calatrava. Their Habit was a red fhore 
Mantle; and on their Breafts they wore a 
white Star with five Rays. They obferved 
the Rule of St. Benedié; which“ afterwards 
was changed to that of St. Auguftine, and 
vowed Poverty, Chaftity, and Obedience. 


Knights of Acon, or Acres. 


es the City of Acon thefe Knights refided; 
where they fed all Duties of ‘Charity ‘to 
Pilgrims that went to the Holy Land. They 
affumed the Exercife of Arms in Imitation of 
the Knights Hofpitallers: They followed the 
Rule of St. Auguftine, and wore a black Gar- 
ment, whereon was a white Crofs Pattee ; but 
Fol: Micheli Marquez faith it was a red 'Crof& ; 
and in the midft thereof ftood the Figures of 
St. Fobn and St. Thomas. 

After the City of-Acon was taken, ‘they re- 
moved into Spain, where they flourifhed, re- 
ceiving great Favour from “Alphon{us the Aftro- 
loger, King of Cujfile; but after his Death by 
little and little they decayed, and in the End 
were united to the Knights Hofpicallers. ~ 

Knights,

Knights of St. James in 
Galicia. 


4 eek Order of Knighthood (called by 
the Spaniards, Cavalieri di San Fago) is 
of great Efteem amongft them; and was firft 
ereed upon this Occafion: When the Arabi- 
ans had almoft fubdued the Country, the re- 
mainder of the Spanifb People refuling to live 
under the Obedience of fo barbarous a Nation, 
retired unto the Mountains of Affuria, where 
they fettled a Government; and after their 
Abode there fome few Years certain Nobles, 
or Gentlemen of great Quality, (to the Num- 
ber of thirteen) upon a ferious Confultation 


to regain their Country, refolved to enter in- | 


to a Fraternity, and to begin a War againft 
the Moors and Barbarians. The Enfign which 
they wore was a red Crofs in Form of a Sword, 
with an Efcallop Shell on it, in Imitation of 
the Badge of the Pilgrims that go to Feru/a- 
lem to the Sepulchre of St. ames the Apoftle. 
They elected one their Chief Governor, who 
was called Great Mafter, who with the thir- 
teen other Knights had Power to choofe, or 
remove, any Knight at their Difcretion; and to 
make Statutes and Orders for the well Go- 
vernment of the faid Society at their Day of 
Meeting (which is Annually) on the Feaft- 
Day of All-Saints in great State, having large 
Revenues to {upport their Grandure ; this Or- 
der being efteemed the chiefeft in Spain. 


Knights of St. Saviour in 
Aragon. 


D ON Alpbonfo, for his better enabling to 
force the Moors out of Aragon (about 
the Year of our Lord 1118) did ered this Or- 
der, electing a certain Number, which he 
chofe out of thofe Spanifh and French Nobles, 
that aflifted him in his Wars againft the Moors; 
which Honour engaged them to purfue the 
War againft them the more vigoroufly. The 
Moors being fubdued, King Alphon{o eftablifh- 
ed thefe Knights in the Place of the Knights 
Templars in Montreal, and had a Rule of li- 
ving fomewhat comformable unto them, (fave 
only to marry) and were obliged to fupport 
and defend the Holy Church, and Chriftian 
Faith againft the Moors. Their Habit was 
a white Mantle, and on their Breaft they 
wore 2 red Crofs. But when the Moors were 
expelled (being the chief End for which they 
were inftituted ) thefe Knights were laid afide, 
or at leaftwife not regarded, and their Reve- 
nues joined to the Crown. 
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Knights of St. Julian de Pe- 
reyro, or of Alcantara. 


fe oe Knights take their Name from the 
Place of their Inftitution, viz. the City 
of Alcantara. in Caftiglia (feated on the Tago ) 
where they had a ftately Church, and were 
richly endowed: They had many Privileges 
and Orders obferved amongft them ; their Ha- 
bit was a black Garment, having on the Breaft 
a green Crofs; and their firft Great Mafter 
was Ferdinando the fecond, King of Leon and 
Galicia, about the Year of our Lord 1176. 


Knights of Calatrava in 
Caftile. 


HIS ancient Order was firft inftituted’ 

by Don Sanchio the third, King of Toledo, 
about the Year of Chrift 1158, and took its 
Name from the Caftle Calatrava, which is a 
Frontier both of Toledo and Caftile; which 
Place the Moors took upon their Viétory they 
obtained againft Don Rodrigro King of Spain, 
in Auno 714, but after above four hundred 
Years continuance they were forced thence, 
and the Place given to the Knights Templars 
by Don Alphonfo Emperor of Spain, to be main- 
tained as a Garifon againft the Incurfion of 
the Moors ; but they not being able to main- 
tain and defend it, withdrew. their Garifon ; 
upon which, left the Moors fhould become 
Mafters of it again, the King by his Charter 
gave the faid Caftle and Village to one Dox 
Raymund, formerly a Knight of great Fame, 
and then Abbot of St. Mary de Fitero, who 
fortified it, and began the faid Order of Knight- 
hood, which flourifhed very. much, and be- 
came exceeding Powerful, fo that the Moors 
durft not make any further Atcempt. Fhe 
Habit that they wore was a black Garment, 
with a red Crofs. on their Breaft, and had 
many great Privileges, and as great Poffeffions 
in divers Places of Spaim. 


Knights of Truxillo, or 
Trugillo. 


a HIS Order took its Appellation from the 
City of Trugillo, feated in Effremadura 
in Spain; but as for the Time of its Inftitution 
Writers are filent in; but certain it is, they 
were in Being in the Year of our Lord 1227, 


, | for one Don Arias Perez Dallego, then Mafter 


of 
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of the Order, took this City from the Moors, 
and there fettled a Brotherhood of Knights 
and Priefts, who lived after the Manner of a 
Convent, but what was their Badge or Habit, 


and what Orders were obferved amongft them, 
is alfo not certainly known. 


Knights of our Lady, and of 
St. George of Montefa in 
Valencia. 


“Hefe Knights took their Rife from the Dit 
+4 {olution of the Knights Templars in Va- 
lencia, and were inftituted by ames the fe- 
cond, King of Aragon and Valencia, in Anno | 
1317, for the better Defence of his Kingdoms | 
againft the Inroads of the Moors; but were | 
fubjeét to thofe of Calatrava before {poken of. | 
The Place affigned them for their Abode was | 
at Montefa, where they had a College built 
and dedicated to St. George by the Pope, at | 
the Inftance of the King. The Statutes of| 
the Order are the fame as thofe of Calatrava ; | 
they vowed Conjugal Chaftity; their Habit | 
was white, with a plain red Crofs; and their 
firft Matter was Guilielnus de Evil, a valiant 
Soldier. 


Knights of St. Mary de Mer- 
ced in Aragon, 


JA MES the firft, King: of Aragon, altho’ 
J for his Conquefts againft the Moors was 
furnamed the Invincible; yet had he the ill 
Fate to_be a Prifoner to Simon Earl of Mont- 
fort in France, where he fuffered. many Trou- 
bles, and indured great Hardfhip, which made | 
him throughly fenfible of the Miferies the 
Chriftians ,indured under the Tyranny of the ! 
Moors. Whereupon he made a Vow to the | 
Blefled Virgin Mary, that when he was freed 
from his Captivity, he-would endeavour the 
Redemption of the Captive Chriftians: And | 
being fet at Liberty, he heaped up great Sums | 
to be imployed accordingly ; and by the Ad- | 
vice of Raymond de Penafort his Confeffor, a 
Dominican Friar, and Pedro Nolafco a Noble 
Cavalier, he founded an Order of Knights in 
Barcelona, called La Neuva Merced, {fo na- 


‘Pans. 


med by the Blefled Virgin, who in a Vifion ap- 
peared at one and the {ame Time in one Night 
to the King, to Rayitond, and Nolefco, giving 
this Order its Name, and dire@ing them in 
the whole Inftitution, becaufe of the great 
Good which the Chriftian Captives fhould re- 
ceive by this Means. 

This Order was founded in Anno 1218, and 
their Feaft-day for the celebrating the fame, 
was Annually on St. Lanrence the Martyr in 
Auguft. « Their Habit was a Coat ahd Scapu- 
lar of ordinary white Cloth} and garnithed 
with Ribbons and Cordons, wherewith they 
faftened it about’ their Neck; and from the 
upper Part thereof was a Cap that covered 
half their Head, but the Monks wore their 
Coats and Scapulars much longer than the 
Knights,“ “Thefe Knights profefled Conjugal 
Chaftity, “and Obedience to their Superiors. 
The firft General or Mafter was Pedyo Nolafco, 
who was fent into the Kingdom of Valencia to 
redeem Captives; which Journey proved fo 
fuccefsful, that in the Space of ‘fix Years he 
ranfomed no lefs than four hundred ; ‘nor ceafe 
they’ to fend Abroad their Agents to Algicr, 
Fer, ‘and other Places for Redemption of 
Chriftian Captives. And'being an Order thus 
charitable, great Sums of Money are Annual- 
ly colleéted and put into their Hands for that 
Ufe ; and few die (of any Account) in Spain, 
but bequeath a Legacy to this Order, info- 
much that they have great Revenues. 


Knights of the Rotary in 
Toledo. 


T HE Country of Toledo being grievoufly 
opprefled by the Moors, Roderick Arch- 
bifhop thereof, affembled together the Nobles 
and Chiefs of the City, and told them of the 
great Neceflity to give their Affiftance for the 
Detfenceof the Country, and the Extirpation 
of the Moors, which they readily imbraced, 
and many of the Nobles entered into this Or- 
der ; which was inftituted for the Defence of 
the Catholick Religion, to fight againft the 
Moors, .and to fay continually a Rofary of the 
Blefled Lady. They were of the Dominican 
Order, and their Enfign was the Figure of our 
Lady of the Rofary upon a Crofs fory, quar- 
terly Argent and Sable,

Kuights of the Golden Fleece, cated Toizon d'Or. 


Se] HIS Order of Knighthood was in- 
flituted by Philip Duke of Bur- 
gundy, and Earl of Flanders, in 
Ann 1429, being moved thereto 

F with devout Zeal to undertake 
the Conqueft of the Holy Land: The Patron 
of this Order was St. Andrew : The Sovereign, 
he to whom the Dukedom of Burgundy doth 
lawfully defcend. The Number of thefe 
Knights at the firft Ele@ion were four and 
twenty befides the Sovereign; all of Noble 
Blood ; which were afterwards much increafed 
by the Emperor Charles the fifth. 

Ther Habit a Caffock of crimfon Velvet, 
and over it a Mantle of the fame, lined with 
white, which openeth on the Right Side, and 
is turned upon the Left over the Shoulder, 
embroidered round about with a Border of 
Flames, Fufils, and Fleeces; and a Hood of 
crimfon Velvet on theit Heads. The Collar 
is of Gold wrought of Flames and Fufils, 
with the Toizon or Figure of a Golden Fleece 
which ‘Fafon won at Colchos, or as fome fup- 
pole, Gideon's Fleece, which fignifies Fidelity 
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roa ia owe a a 


or Juftice uncorrupted: And this Collar or 
Toizon they are obliged upon a Penalty al- 
ways to wear, not to make any Alterations ; 
and to fell or exchange it is deemed moft 
unlawful. 

The Sovereign hath in himfelf Authority 
abfolutely to give and beftow this Honour, 
when and to whom he pleafeth: And whofo- 
ever entereth into the faid Dignity, muft firft 
renounce all other Orders of Knighthood ; ne- 
verthelefs all Emperors, Kings, and Dukes, are 
excepted, unto whom it is difpenced that they 
may wear the Enfigns of this Order, if they be 
the Chief of their own Order. Thefe, with 
other Statutes and Ordinances, the Knights are 
fworn to obferve and keep. The Day of their 
Affembly was firft on St. Andrew’s Day, which 
fince was changed to the fecond of May, and 
that but once in three Years, unlefs the So: 
vereign otherwife pleafeth. 

To this Order doth belong four principal 
Officers, viz. a Chancellor, a Treafurer, a 
eee and a King at Arms, called Toizon

Knights @ Avis. 


N the Year of our Lord Don 
Alphonfo: Henriquez; firft King of 
Portugal, gained from the Moors 
the City of Evora; and for the 
fortifying and fecuring of this Ga- 
rifon, he fent thither feveral brave Comman- 
ders, who took upon them the Title of 
Knights of St. Mary of Evora, who not long 
after were called Knights a’ Avis from a Caftle 
of that Name, feated on the Frontiers of Por- 
tugal, which the King gave to Ferdinando de 
Yannes, Mafter of Evora, to which Caftle he 
and his Brethren removed from Evora. The 
Badge of this Order is a green Crofs flory, like 
thofe of Calatrava. They took upon them 
the Rule of St. Benediét; and none were to 
be admitted into this Order, but fuch as 
were Gentlemen by the Father’s and Mother’s 
Side two Defcents. 


Knights of the Wing of St. 
Michael. 
ON Alphonfo Henriquez, King of Portu- 


gal, being forely oppreffed by Albara 
the Moor, King of Savi, for the freeing his 


Country; raifed an Army ; and before he gave 
them Battel, commanded all his Soldiers to 
pray to their particular Saints for happy De- 
liverance ; and the King offered up his Prayers 
to St. Michael the Archangel, being the Saint 
he was much devoted unto. When the Ar- 
mies were engaged, St. Michael (as the Sto- 
ty goes) appeared on the King’s Right Side, 
and fought againft the Moors, who were rout- 
ed, and loft the Day. And in Commemora- 
tion of this great Victory, at/his Return Home, 
(which was in the Year of our Lord II7I, Of 
thereabouts). he inftituted this Order of Knight- 
hood, who for their Badge had a red Sword 
crofs'\d with Flowers de lis, and this Motto, 
Quis ut Deus. Thefle Knights (before their 
growing out of Ue) were of the Ciffertian 
Order, followed the Rule of St. Benediét ; and 
by their Obligation: were to fecure the Borders 
of the Countries againit the Incurfions of the 
Moors, to defend the Chriftian Religion, and 
to fuccour the Widows and Fatherle(s, 


Knights of St. James. 


HE Portugal: being till oppreffed by the 
Moors, the King Don Denys the fixth, out 

of his great Affection to relieve his People, 
did in the Year of our Lord 1310 inftitute this 
Order, and by the Affiftance of thefe i 
(which 
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(which were ViGorious in divers Battels) at 
length he quitted his Kingdom of them; for 
which fignal Service they had many Privileges 
‘conferred upon them by the King, which 
caufed them much to flourifh. They profefs 
Conjugal Chaftity, Hofpitality, and Obedience: 
Their Enfign is a red Sword, like that of St. 
Fames in Galicia: Their Habit is white; and 
none are to be admitted until they have proved 
their Gentility by Blood. 


Knights of Chrift. 


ees Knights Templars being diffolved, 
and their Eftates confifcated, Don Denys 
King of Portugal, fent to Pope ohn the two 
and twentieth, to defire that an Order of 


Knights might be inftituted in Caftro Marin, 
which was a Frontier Town of the Enemy, 
and very commodious for the building a Fort 
for the refifting the neighbouring Moors, which 
did much annoy his Kingdom ; which Requeft 
feemed fo reafonable, that the Pope (in Az- 
no 1319) inftituted this Order, commanding 
that they fhould obferve the Ciflertian Order, 
and enjoy the fame Privileges and Indulgen- 
cies formerly granted to their Great Mafter 
and Knights; that they fhould take the Oath 
of Fidelity; that all the Poffeffions in the 
Kingdom of Portugal formerly belonging to 
the Knights Templars fhould belong to thefe 
Knights, who were obliged to make War a- 
gainft the neighbouring Moors. Their Habit 
was black, with a Crofs Pattee, Gules, char- 
ged with another of Argent, which they wore 
on their Breatts, 
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InFRANCE. 


Knights of Fefus Chrift. 


tase HIS Order of Knighthood was in- 
[ ftituted in duno 1206, by St. Do- 
minick, chiefly to fight againft the 
| Albigenfes or Hereticks, and pte- 
* {cribed to them a white Habit, 
with a Crofs flory, quarterly Sable and Ar. 
gent, to be worn upon their Breafts; and that 
they thould ele& a Mafter; and this Order 
was approved of by Pope Innocent the third in 
Anno 1215. They profefled Obedience and 
Conjugal Chaftity. When their Bufinefs was 
ended for which they were inftituted, they 
Jaid away their Arms, and wholly devoted 
themfelves to a religious Life, and admitted 
into their Society Widows and Virgins.

Knights of the Paffion of 
Fefus Chrift. 


fi: HIS Order was inftituted by Charles King 

of France, and Richard the fecond, King 
of England, for the Re-conqueft of the Holy 
Land, the Overthrow of the Enemies of 
Chrift, and the Advancement of the Catholic 
Faith amongtt the Eaftern People. 


In the chief Convent of the Holy Chivalry, 
(which was to be beautified with ftately Stru- 
Cures, as Palaces, a Caftle, a Church, and to 
be richly endowed, and in common amoneft 
them, that they might the better follow the 
Exercife of their Arms, and other Duties) all 
Things: of publick Concernment were to be 
heard and debated in the Prefence of the King 
by five fufficient Counfels. The two principak 
Officers of the Chivalry were, firft the Grand 
Jufticiary, who had the Difpofal of all chief 
Offices and Places, and to whom belonged the 
Judgment of all Criminal Affairs; and next 
the Grand Bailiff, who was to adminifter both 
Civil and Criminal Juftice; befides feveral o- 
ther Officers of a lower Degree, as the Poteftate, 
the Senator of the General Chapter, the ten 
Executors of Juftice, and the Charitable Com- 
miffaries, Ge. And for their better living ac- 
cording to the Rules of Order, they were to 
vow Obedience, Poverty, and Conjugal Cha- 
ftity. 

The Habits which thefe Knights were ap- 
pointed to wear, was a Civil coloured Cloth 
Coat, which fhould reach down half way their 
Legs, which was to be girt about them with a 
Girdle of Silk or Leather about two Fingers 
broad, a red Cap, and over the faid Coat a 
Mantle of white Cloth or Stuff, with a red 
Crofs of Cloth or Serge about two Fingers 
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broad, which was on the Breaft from the Top 
to-the Bottom, and {fo round the Waitt. 

‘The Number of thefe Knights were to be 
about one thoufand ; and each Knight was to 
have his Efquire armed ae all Points, with 
three Varlets; one to carry his Helmet and 
Launce, another to carry his Mail, and a third 
to lead his Sumpter; and in Time of Peace 
two or three Horfes and Servants, according as 
the Ability of the Chivalry would allow. But 
although this Order was ereéied upon fo good 
a Defign, yet no great Progrefs was made 
therein, for it died almoft in its Birth, 


Knights of the Blefed Virgin 
Mary of Mount Carmel. 


ING Henry the fourth being defirous to 

bave a new Order of Knighthood, made 
his Application to Pope Paul the fifth, who 
in Auno 1608 confirmed this Order, and pre- 
{cribed divers Things (according to the Defire 
of the King) neceflary to the Inftitution ; and 
further ordained Penfions to the Great Mafter 
and Knights, out of certain Ecclefiaftical Be- 
nefices in feveral Places in France. Upon this 
the Commandaries and Hofpitals of St. Laza- 
rus in France were difpofed of for the Main- 
tenance of thefe new erected Knights; and 


thofe Knights of St. Lazares that remained in | 


the faid Kingdom were joined unto thefe. 

Thefe Knights by their Inftitution are to be 
choice Gentlemen of France; whofe Duty is 
to attend the King’s Perfon upon any Expedi- 
tion of War; they alfo are to fight againft the 
Enemies of the Roman Church; and they vow 
Obedience and Chaftity. 

This Order confifts of. one hundred: Their 
Feaft is celebrated Annually on the fixteenth 
of Fuly. The Badge of their Order is a Crofs 
of eight Points, of a tawny or violet Colour, 
with a white Border, fewed on the left Side of 
their Cloaks, and the Figure of the Virgin Ma- 
7y of Mount Carmel placed in the midft within 
a Rundle, encircled with Rays of Gold, all 
wrought in curious Imbroidery. They alfo 
wear about their Necks, in a tawny Ribbon, 
the like Crofs of Gold enamelled. 


Knights of St. Michael. 


HIS. Order was eredted by Lewis the e- 
leventh in Ano 1469, whereinto himfelf, 
with others the moft principal Peers of his 
Kingdom of Frame, did enter. And the Rea- 
fon that did occafion the King to erect this Or- 
der, was in Memory of an Apparition of St. 


Michael upon the Bridge of Orleans, when | 


Order belongeth a Treafurer, Chancellor, 


that City was befieged by the Eng. 
whith Time (as Hiftories relate) lived a cer- 
tain Maiden called Foan, of fo rare a Wit and 
Valour in Arms, that fhe was reputed more 
than a mortal Creature, leading an Army her- 
felf in the Field againft the Englifh for which 
good Service, when the Englifh had vanquifh- 
ed her Army, and took her Prifoner, they in 
Revenge caufed her to be butnt for a Witch in 
the Market-place of Orleans, in which Place 
is fince erected a Conduit to her Memory. 
This Order is ornified with a great Collar, 
whereto hangeth the Figure of St. Michael. 
The Sovereign. of this Order is the French 
King and his Succeflors. The Number of 
thefe Knights at firft were fix and thirty, which 
of late Years is much encreafed, which doth 
much eclipfe its Luftre. The Place of their 
general Aflembly was at the Church on Mount 
St. Michael, every Michaclhnas Day. To this 
lor, Re- 
gifter, and a Herald, named Monfanmickacle. 
Their Habit, ‘as now ufed, is as followeth ; 
firft, Doublet, Hofe, Shoes, Scabard, with the 
Band of his Cap and Feather all white, his Sar- 
coat Cloath of Silver, with the Sleeves on; 0- 
ver that a Mantle alfo of Cloath of Silver, tied 
over the Right Shoulder, and turned up over 
the Left, and bordered about with a rich Em- 
broidery of Cockles and Knots; and over all 
the Collar of St. Michael. 


Knights of St. Efprit, or of 
the Holy Ghoft. 


Spetaee Order was inftituted by Henry the 
third of France in Anno 1578, in Honour 
of Whitfunday, on which Day, at aa Affembl 
of Eftates General of Poland, together with 
thofe for the Dutchy of Lithuania, he was e- 
leGed King of Poland; and afterwards upon 
the fame Day and Feaft he was called and ac- 
cepted of for their King. 

The Number of Perfons contained in this 
Order is {aid to be one hundred, betides the 
Sovereign, which is always to be the King: In 
which faid Number are comprehended four 
Cardinals, five Prelates, the Chancellor, Pro- 
voft, Mafter of the Ceremonies, Great ‘Trea- 
furer, and Scribe, who are called Comman- 
ders. 

Their Grand Feaft is Annually celebrated 
the firft of January in the Church of the Aa- 
guftine Friars in Paris; but if the King cannot 
be there prefent, then it is to be celebrated 
where he fhall perfonally be, and in the great- 
eft Church, there being divers Ceremonies 
to be obferved by them in the Celebration 
thereof, which are fet down by Sir William 
Segar, pag. 88. 


Tia Their 
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Their Robe is like that of St. Michael, only 
of black Velvet embroidered all about with 
Gold and Silver of Flower e lis, and Knots of 
Gold, between fundry Ciphers of: Silver and 
Flames of Gold feamed ; alfo garnifhed with 
a Mantle of green Cloath of Silver, wrought 
over with the fame Manner of Embroidery, 
and both lined with Orange-coloured Satten : 
Their Hofe and Doublet is white; their Bo- 
nets black, with white Plumes: Their great 
Mantle they wear turned up over the Left 
Shoulder, and open on the Right: And over 
all the Collar wrought of the fame Embroi- 
dery-Work, on which hangeth a Crofs with 
the Figure of a Dove in the Center thereof. 

Note, That thefe five Orders, viz. that of 
the Garter in England, that of the Toizon in 
Flanders, that of St. Michael in France, that of 
the Anunciation_ in Savoy, (yet to treat of ) 
and this of St. Efprit, are reputed moft lio- 
nourable ; and in Token of their excelling all 
other Degrees of Knighthood, are adorned 
with great Collars. 


Knights of the Order of the 
Genet. 


E HIS Order (by Favin) is efteemed the 
firft in France, which was inftituted about 
the Year of our Lord 726, by Charles Martel 
high Steward of France,: in Memory of that 
Famous Battel fought near Tours, where about 
three hundred eighty five thoufand Saracens 
and Moors, together with their General Abdi- 
vamo, were flain; and the faid Charles, to, re- 
ward thofe that valiantly behaved themfelves 
in the faid Battel, erected this Order of Knight- 
hood, which confifted of fixteen, to whom he 
gave Collars of Gold made of a triple Chain, 
interwoven with enamelled red Rofes, at the 
End whereof hung a Genet of Gold enamelled 
black and red upon a Bank of Flowers fairly 
enamelled. Aubertus Meraus faith thefe Knights 
have other Enfigns belonging unto them; as a 
Ring after the Manner of the Romans, and 
certain Habits for the Body. 

The Reafon why this Order was fo called, 
was from a great many neat thaped Horfes cal- 
led Genets, of which a great Part of the Foun- 
ders Chivalry was faid to confit: But others 
fay it took its Name from the great Store of 
Genet Furs taken amongft the Spoils of the 
Victory. But this Order is now extin@. 


Kughts of the Crown Royal 
among ft the Frizons. 


HIS Order was ereéted by Charles the 
Great, Son of King Pepin, in Anno 802, 


for the rewarding and honouring thofe amongft 
the Frizons that had valiantly behaved them- 
felves in his Army againft the ancient Saxons 
or Lombards, and to encourage others to Aéts 
of Heroick Vertue. 

This Order took its Name from its Enfign, 
viz. an Imperial Crown, which thefe Knights 
ufed to wear upon their Breatts. They were 
invefted with a military Belt and a Box on 
the Ear. 


Knights of our Lady of the 
Star. 


HIS Order was inftituted by King Ro- 

bert in Anno 1022, in Honour to the Vir- 
gin Mary, but was of no long Continuance, 
being difcontinued by King Charles the feventh, 
for that it was grown fo common by the ad- 
mitting into the Order Perfons of no Merit. 
Their Habit was Mantles of white Damask, 
lined with light Carnation Damask, with Sur- 
coats of the fame; and on the Left Side of 
the Breaft of the {aid Garments was embroi- 
dered a Star of Gold; and on their Collar, 
which was much like that of the Order of the 
Genet, did hang the Figure of a Star. The 
Ceremony of this Order was on the Nativity, 
of the Bleffed Virgin, who was their Patro- 
nefs; and the Place where it was kept, was 
at the Houfe of St. Ocwen, near St. Denis, in 
the faid Kingdom of France. 


Kmghts of the Thiftle of 
Bourbon. 


HIS Order was inftituted on New-year’s- 

day 1370, by Lewis the fecond, Duke 
of Bourbon, for the corroborating his Power 
and Intereft for the Aid of Charles Duke of 
Orleans, and of his two Brothers Philip and 
Fokn, again the Faction of the Houle of Bur- 
Suny. The fet Number of thefe Knights were 
fix and twenty, of which himfelf and his Suc 
ceflors, Dukes of Bourbon, were Chief. 

Their Habit was 2 Mantle of Sky-coloured 
Damask, lined with red Satten, with broad 
Welts of Gold embroidered on the Collar. 
The Bonnet was of green Velvet, with a Taffel 
of Gold and crimfon Silk hanging on the Band : 
Their great Collar was of Gold; wrought and 
enamelled with green; at the Bottom where- 
of, in an Oval, hung the Figure of their Pa- 
tronefs the Blefled Virgin; as alfo the Head 
of a Thiftle enamelled green and white. And 
thefe Knights were obliged daily to wear a 
Girdle or Belt of watchet Velvet embroidered 
with Gold, in the midft of which was wrought 
the Word E/perance,

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Knights of the Porcupine. 


‘ I ‘HIS Order was inftituted by Monfieur 

L Lewis of France, Duke of Orleans, in 
Aino 1393, for the further honouring the Bap- 
tifm of his eldeft Son Charles, which he had by 
Valentina, Daughter to Foln Galeas Duke of 
Milan: And he made Choice of this Device 
of the Porcupine, with thé Words Cominus 
Eminus for his Epigraph; which intimated as 
well fomething of Revenge, which he bore to 
his inveterate Enemy Fobx Duke of Burgundy, 
as the great Hopes he had of this Child. Of 
this Order were four and twenty befides the 
Founder: Their Habits were Surcoats of vio- 
let Velvet, over which were Mantles of wat- 
chet Velvet lined with Carnation Satten ; and 
their Collar was formed of Gold Chains, 
whereto hung the Figure of a Porcupine of 
Gold upon a Hillock of Grafs and Flowers 
enamelled. 


Knights of the Croiffant of 
Anjou. 

R E NE Duke of Anjou, King of Ferufalem 

and Sicily, inftituted this Order in the Ci- 

ty of Anjou in Anno 1464, in Honour of God, 
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the Support of the Church, and Exaleation of 
Knighthood: Their Patron was Se. Maurice, 
himfelf and his Succeflors were Chiefs. Their 
Enfign; which they wore on the Right Side of 
their Mantle, which was crimfon Velvet, was 
a golden Crefcent, whereon was the Word Lox 
enamelled ; ind to this Crefcent was fattened 
| as many finall Pieces of Gold fafhioned like 
| Columes, and enamelled red, as the Knights 
had beefy prefent in Battels and Siegesé 


Lhe Order of the Ermine in 


Bretagne. 
T 


HIS Order was inftituted in Anno 1450, 

by Frantis thé firlt, Duke of Bretagne, 
| in Memory of his Grandfather Fobn, Surnamed 
| the Conqueror; and confifted of five and twen- 
ty, of which himfelf was the Chief, The 
Habit by him. appointed them was a Mantle 
of white Damask lined with Carnation, with 
a Mantlet of the fame. The great Collar 
was of Gold, compofed of Ears of Corn in 
Saltier, and at the End thereof hung the Ey- 
mine, or Mus Ponticus, patling over a Turf of 
Grafs; at the Edge of which was this Epi- 
graph, Amavie. But this Order expired when 
thé Dukedom of Bretagne became annexed to 
the Crown of France, a 
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Knights of St. Mary the 
Glorious. 


N the Life of Pope Urban, when 
| fc) there was great War amongft the 

i Italian Princes, which was about 
\ the Year of our Lord 1233, there 

: were certain rich Gentlemen of 
Modena and Bolognia, who being fearful of the 
Troubles, and to be exempt from the publick 
Charges, moved the Pope to permit them to 
live in Contemplation, and to erect a new 
Religious Order of Knighthood; which for a 
Sum of Money they obtained. Their Habit 
was a white Caflock, and a Mantle of a ruffet 
Colour; and for their Badge they wore a pur- 
ple Crofs Pattee on their Breafts. They are 
commonly called Cavaleri de Madona; and 
becaufe they had no Monafteries, but dwelt 
at their own Houfes with their Wives and 


Children at Eafe and Plenty, they were term- } 


ed Fratres Gaudentes. They were obliged to 
fight againft Infidels, and to protect Widows 
and Orphans. 


Knights of the Holy Ghoft in 
Saxia at Rome. 
HE chief Seat of thefe Knights is the 


ftately Hofpital of the Holy Ghoft, foun- 
ded by Pope Innocent the third, abeut the Year 


of our Lord 1198. Before their Admittance 
they are obliged to. bring Certificate of their 
Gentility: They profefs Obedience, Chaftity, 
and Poverty: They live under the Rule of St. 
Auguftine, and have a Mafter: Their Enfign is 
a white Patriarchal Crofs, with twelve Points, 
fewed on their Breaft, and on the Left Side of 
their black Mantle. The Revenue belonging 
| to this Hofpital is 24000 Ducats daily, with 
| which they do Works of great Charity; as 
| nurfing and educating of expofed Children; the 
| curing of Difeafes; relieving the Poor, and En- 
| tertainment of Strangers for three Days. 


The Conftantinian Angelick 

Knights of St. George, 
| which was formerly in 
| Greece. 


| 
ai HIS ancient Order of Knighthood is faid 

to take its Beginning from Conflantine the 
Great, for that he faw by an Angel from Hea- 
| ven a Crofs with this Infcription, In hoc figno 
| vinces; and the Patern of the faid Crofs pre- 
{ented to his View in the Sky he caufed to be 
made of Gold and precious Stones, and to be 
carried before his Army inftead of their golden 
Standard formerly ufed: And this Crols was 
| alfo to be engraven upon the Armour of his 
| Legionary Soldiers. And for the further Ado- 
| vation of the Crofs, after his Triumphal En- 
fi trance 


{ 
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trance into Rome.upon his ViGory over Max- 
entiws, he ereéted many Crofles with Infcrip- 
tions: And in the sprincipal Part of the City 
he caufed his Statue to be fet up, holding a 
Banner of the Crof with an Infcription. 

Their Enfign was a Collar of Gold, to which 
was faftened a Crofs of the fame Form, and 
thereunto the Figure of St. George. 

Of this Order Conflantine eleG&ed fifty of the 
Nobleft Perfons in his Empire, to whom he 
gave the Standard of the Labarum, and like- 
wife a Collar of Gold; and conttituted feve- 
ral Laws to be obferved by the {aid Fraterni- 
ty, which were confirmed by Pope Leo the 
firft, who affigned to them the Rule of St. 
Bafil, Anno Dom. 456, which faid Order hath 
been fince confirmed by divers fucceeding 
Popes and Emperors. 

The Great Matters of this Order have now 
their Convent at Brianno, near the City of Ve-

Charges, moved the Pope to permit them to | 
live in Contemplation, and to erect a new | 
Religious Order of Knighthood; which for a | 
Sum of Money they obtained. Their Habit 
was a white Caffock, and a Mantle of a ruffet 
Colour; and for their Badge they wore a pur- 
ple Crofs Pattee on their Breafts. They are 
commonly called Cavaleri de Madona; and 
becaufe they had no Monafteries, but dwelt 
at their own Houfes with their Wives and } 
Children at Eafe and Plenty, they were term- 
ed Fratres Gaudentes. They were obliged to 
fight againft Infidels, and to protect Widows | 
and Orphans.

Knights of the Holy Ghoft in 
Saxia at Rome. 


HE chief Seat of thefe Knights is the | 
ftately Hofpital of the Holy Ghoft, foun- | 


ded by Pope Innocent the third, about the Year 


of our Lord 1198. Before their Admittance 
they are obliged to. bring Certificate of their 
Gentility: They profefs Obedience, Chaftity, 
and Poverty: They live under the Rule of St. 
Augujtine, ‘and have a Mafter: Their Enfign is 
a white Patriarchal Crofs, with twelve Points, 
fewed on their Breaft, and on the Left Side of 
their black Mantle. The Revenue belonging 
to this Hofpital is 24000 Ducats daily, with 
which they do Works of great Charity; as 
nurfing and educating of expofed Children ; the 
curing of Difeafes; relieving the Poor, and En- 
tertainment of Strangers for three Days. 


The Conftantinian Angelick 
Knights of St. George, 
avhich was formerly in 
Greece. 


HIS ancient Order of Knighthood is faid 

to take its Beginning from Conftantine the 
Great, for that he faw by an Angel from Hea- 
ven a Crofs with this Infcription, In hoc figno 
wvinces; and the Patern of the faid Crofs pre- 
{ented to his Vicw in the Sky he caufed to be 
made of Gold and precious Stones, and to be 
carried before his Army inftead of their golden 


| Standard formerly ufed: And this Crois was 


alfo to be engraven upon the Armour of his 
Legionary Soldiers. And for the further Ado- 
ration of the Crofs, after his Triumphal En- 

5 trance 
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trance into Rome.upon his Vi@ory over Max- 
entius, he ereéted many Croffes ‘with Infcrip- 
tions: And in the principal Part of the City 
he caufed his Statue to be fet up, holding a 
Banner of the Crofs with an Infcription. 

Their Enfign was a Collar of Gold, to which 
was faftened a Crofs of the fame Form, and 
thereunto the Figure of St. George. 

OF this Order Conftantine eleéted fifty of the 
Nobleft Perfons in ‘his Empire, to whom he 
gave the Standard of the Labarum, and like- 
wife a Collar of Gold; and conftituted feve- 
ral Laws to be obferved by the faid Fraterni- 
ty, which were confirmed by Pope Leo the 
firft, who affigned to them the Rule of St. 
Bafil, Anno Dom. 456, which faid Order hath 
been fince confirmed by divers fucceeding 
Popes and Emperors. 

The Great Mafters of this Order have now 
their Convent at Brianno, near the City of Ve- 
nice, and live in great Grandure, being Perfons 
of Eminency, are fubje& to no Prince ; have 
the Power of coining Money, reftoring of 
Honours, giving Degrees with the Title of 
Doétors, creating of Poet Laureats, legitima- 
ting of Baftards; and are privileged to fit at 
the Table with the Pope.

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Knights of Fefus at Rome. 


HIS Order was inftituted in Anno 1320, 
by Pope John the two and twentieth, 
at Avignon in France, and much enlarged by 
Pope Paul the fifth. Theit Badge is a plain 
red Crofs, within a Crofs Pattee, Gold, which 
hangs on a gold Chain. And this Order was 
chiefly ereéted for the honouring of fome of 
the Nobles and Perfons of Quality in his Ter- 
ritories. 


Knights de la Calza in 
Venice. 


f ‘HIS Order was inftituted about the 
Year 1400, in Honour of the Inaugura- 
tion of Duke Michele Stelo, and confifted of a 
Society of Noblemen and Gentlemen, who 
entered into a Society, and eleéted a Perfon 
of Eminence for their Chief; and afterwards 
the faid Order was confirmed, and Privileges 
granted uhto them. 

On folemn Days their Habit was a crimfon 
Senator’s Veft; and their Enfign was a Sun on 
a Shield, which they ufed as well for their 
Seal, as painted on their Banners. 


Knights of, St. Mark in 
Venice. 


4 | ‘HE Ceremony in creating thefe Knights 
* is much the fame as the Knights Bat- 
chelors, being dubbed with the Sword, and 
their Title a bare Mark of Honour only: They 
are not governed by Laws or Statutes; they 
have no Revenue, nor are they under any par- 
ticular Obligation by Vow, as thofe of other 
Orders are. This Honour is conferred as weil 
by the Duke of Venice, as by the Senate, up- 
on Perfons of eminent Quality, and on fuch 
as have merited well of this Commonwealth, 
which puts the greater Efteem thereon. 

Their Badge of Honour, wherewith they are 
adorned, is a gold Chain, which hangs over 
their Shoulders, to which depends a Medal ; 
on the one Side of which is the Emblem of 
St. Mark, viz. a Lion with Wings, holding in 
his Right Paw a drawn Sword, and in his Left 
an open Book with this Motto, Pax 1ibi Mar- 
ce Evangelifia meus. And upon removing the 
Body of St. Mark from Alexandria in Egypt 
(where he was buried) to this City, which 
was in the Year 828. This Saint hath been 
taken for their titular Angel and Guardian ; 
and his Pi@ure was anciently painted upon 
their Enfigns and Banners.

Knights of St. George at 
Genoa. 


HIS Order was inftituted by Frederick 

the third, Emperor of Germany, and de- 
dicated to the Honour of St. George their ti- 
tular Saint and Patron. Their Enfign is a 
plain Crofs, Gules, which is faftened to a gold 
Chain, and wore about their Necks. 


Knights of the Order of the 
precious Blood of our Savi- 


our Fefus Chrift at Mantua. 


N Mantua ’tis reported that there is kept 

fome of the Blood of our Saviour, :with a 
Piece of the Spunge in which he received the . 
Vinegar and Gall; by which Reliques (as they 
fay) great Miracles are wrought: And in Ho- 
nour of which Blood, as alfo for. the Defence 
and Propagation of the Chriftian Religion, and 
for the more Noble Confummation of the Nup- 
tial of Francifco, eldeft Son to Vicentio de Gon- 
zaga, fourth Duke of Mantua, this Order was 
inftituted about the Year 1608, and confifted 
of twenty Knights, of which the Great Mafter 
was one, who was the faid Duke and Founder, 
thereof. 

Their Collar is compofed of Ovals of Gold; 
fome the Length one way, and fome another; 
in one of which were thefe Words,Domine 
probifli, and in the other Flames of Fire flafh- 
t.a Crucible or Melting-pot full of 
(Gold; and at the fame hanged ano-

Knights of St. Stephen at 
Florence. 


OSMO Duke of Florence and Stenna; 
a having fettled his Government, and li- 
ving ina peaceable Eftate, in Anno 1561, ere- 
Ged this Order, calling thofe that entered into 
the faid Society Cavalieri de fan Stefano. Their 
Statutes by him conftituted are much the fame 
with thofe of the Order of Malta; only thefe 
have the Liberty to marry. 

Their Enfign is a red Crofs bordered about 
with Gold: Their chief Place of Refidence is 
at 
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at\Pi/a, where they have a Church, anda 
Place of Refidence: built them by the Duke, 
as being near to the Haven, which receiveth 
the Gallies wherein thefe Knights fhould ferve 
for the checking the Inroads of the Turkith 
Pirates. : 


The Duke himfelf, and his Succeffors, is 
Great Mafter of this Order, under whom are 
divers other Officers of Reputation. Their 
Habit is a long Mantle of white Camblet, and 
on the Left Part of the Breaft a Crofs of crim- 
fon Satten, bordered with Gold; and on Fe- 
ftival Days they wear a Ribbon about their 
Necks. 


Knights of the Knot in 
Naples. 


EWTS King of Hungary being refolved to 
revenge the Death of his Brother Andrew, 
whom Foam Queen of Naples, Wife of the faid 
Andre@, had caufed to be ftrangled, under- 
took an Expedition into Italy, and much har- 
rafled her Kingdom; but after a three Years 
War, in Anno 1351, they came to an Agree- 
ment, and fhortly after (with the Confent of 
Pope Clement the fixth) the Queen and Lewis 
Prince of Tarentum were crowned King and 
Queen of that Kingdom: And in Commemio- 
ration of fo happy a Union, the Prince infti- 
tuted this Order, into which were enrolled 
feventy of the Nobleit Lords in Naples, toge- 
ther with fome Strangers. 


Their Habit appointed them was a white 
Garment; and their Enfign was a Knot inter~ 
mixed with Gold. But this Order expired 
foon after the Death of the Founder. 


Knights of the Argonauts of 
St. Nicholas iv Naples. 


T HIS Order was inftituted in Anno 1382, 
by Charles the third, King of Naples, for 
the Advancement of Navigation, whicli was 
much wanting amongft the Neopolitans; but o- 
thers fay it was eredted for the preferving of 
Amity amongft the Nobles, who were the Per- 
fons that were invefted with the faid Honour. 
Their Enfign appointed them_by the faid King 
was a Ship toffed in a Storm, with this Motto, 
Non credo tempori. Their Habit was a white 
Garment; and their great Feaft was held in 
the Convent of that ftately Church built by 
St. Nicholas Bifhop of Smyrna. But by Reafon 
of the King’s not fettling a Revenue thereon, 
upon his Death it became difufed. 


Knights of the Ermin in 
Naples. © 


F ERDINAND the firft, King of Naples, 
having ended the War which he had againft 
Fobn of Lorain Duke of Calabria; his Brother 
in Law Marinus Marcianus, Duke of Seffa, and 
Prince of Rofiano, had raifed a Confederacy a- 
gainft him, and intended to kill him when they 
were together, by which Means the Kingdom 
might be transferred to the Duke of Calabria: 
But this Plot being difcovered, and the Duke 
apprehended, inftead of caufing him to be ex- 
ecuted, the King elected him one of this Or- 
der, and alfo admitted thereunto all the No- 
bles of his Kingdom. The Collar, with which 
they were invefted, was of Gold intermixed 
with Mud or Dirt, to which hung an Ermin,’ 
with this Motto, Malo mori quam fedavi. 
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Knights of the Annunciation. 


beNcovesre| HIS Order was inftituted in the 
Year 1362, by Amedeo the fixth, 
Earl of Savoy, furnamed Il Verde, 
in Memory of Amedeo the firft Earl 
thereof, who having valoroufly de- 
fended the Ifle of Rhodes againft the Turks, 
won thofe Arms which are now born by the 
Dukes of Savoy, viz. Gules, a Crofs Argent. 
The Collar belonging to this Order is of Gold, 
on which are thefe Letters engraven, F. E. 
R. T. which fignify Fortitudo ejus Rhodum te- 
auit; and to this Collar hangeth a Tablet, 
wherein is the Figure of the Annunciation, 
which is their daily Badge which they wear 
about their Shoulders. 

This Order at fitft confifted of fiifteen, of 
which the Founder was the Sovereign ; which 
Number was afterwards enlarged. The Church 
where the Ceremonies were obferved, and 
the Chapters held by the Sovereign and the 
Knights, was firft at Pierre Chaffle, which af- 
terwards removed to Montmcillar, and thence 
to the Hermitage of Camaldule, feated upon the 
Mountain ‘of Turin. 

Their Habit is now a purple Mantle feed- 
ed with Rofes and Flames in Embroidery of 
Gold and Silver, bordered with the Symbals 
of the Order, fringed with Gold, and lined 


with Cloath of Silver, and tiffued blue; un- 
der which, inftead of a Surcoat, is worn a 
white Satin Suit embroidered with Silk, and 
the Breeches like Troufes half Way their 
Thighs. 

Ia the faid Church were entertained fif- 
teen Priefts, who were to fay fifteen Mafles 
daily to the Honour of the fifteen Joys of the 
Bleffed Virgin, to the Soul’s Health’ of him, 
his Predeceffors, and all who have been, were, 
or fhould hereafter be Knights of this Order. 

Amongft the Orders by them obferved, e- 
very Knight at his Death was to give to the 
Maintenance of the Church one hundred Flo- 
vis, which was to be paid to the Prior for 
the Time being. ‘That at the Death of any 
of the Knights, the reft fhould aflemble them- 
felves to bury the Dead in an honourable Or- 
der, and every Knight to wear a white Gown; 
and fo make his Offering; each bringing with 
him four Wax Torches weighing cne hundred 
Pounds, and afterwards for nine Days to Ap- 
parel themfelves in Mourning: And that eve- 
ty Knight at his Burial fhould give unto the 
Church a Collar, a Banner, his Armour, and 
Coat of Arms; all which to be offered at 
the Day of Entertainment at the Church in 
Memory of the Deceafed. 
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Knights of St. Maurice. 


MADIS the eighth Duke of Savoy, 

with ten of his Court Knights, retired 
themfelves to the Defart of Ripaille, near the 
Lake of Geneva, where they led a Solitary 
and Hermetical Life. And in the Year 1434, 
as well to honour St. Maurice the titular Saint 
and Patron of Savoy, as of his Launce or 
Sword and Ring, which as a Pledge of Do- 
minion are delivered to them with great So- 
lemnity at their Inauguration: This Order was 
inftituted, and was made fubje@ to the Rule 
of St. Auguftine. The Habit affigned, them 
was an Afh-colour or grey Gown and Cha- 
peron, with Sleeves faced. with red Chambet ; 
alfo a Veft of the fame girded about them 
with a golden Girdle, and on the Breaft of 
the Mantle a white Crofs Pommette of Cloth 
or Taffaty. 

About nine Years after (the Papal See be- 
ing void by the Depofition of Pope Eugenius 
the fourth )* this Duke for his devout Life 
was eleéted Pope, which, with much Perfwa- 
fions he accepted of: But he had not been 
in it above nine Years, but he refigned the 
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Chair to Pope Nicholas the fourth, and retired 
again to a Solitary Life at Kipaille, where he 
ended his Days in Anno 1451, and_was inter- 
red in the Cathedral of Laufanna. 


Knights of St. Maurice and 
St. Lazarus. 


Hefe two Orders were erected by Eima- 

nuel Philibert, Duke of Savoy, in Anno 
1572, andat the Requeft of the faid Duke 
were confirmed and united into one Order 
by Pope Gregory the thirteenth, who conftitu- 
ted the faid Duke and his Succeffors Dukes of 
Savoy Grand Mafters thereof, obliging them 
to fet out two Gallies for the Service of the 
Papal See againft the Turki/h Pirates. 

Their Enfign is a green Crofs of St. Laza- 
ris, charged with a white Crofs of St. Mau- 
rice, which they wear either tied to a gold 
Chain or a Ribbon. Their Habit is a Gown 
of ctimfon Tabby, with a long Train, wide 
Sleeves, and edged about with white Taffaty, 
anda Cordon with a Taflel of white-and greeti 
fixt to the Collar thereof. 
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Called, KNIGHTS of the Bear. 


HE Emperor Frederick the fecond 
going in Pilgrimage to the Abbey 
of St. Gall in Anno 1213, gave 
gteat Privileges in Acknowledg- 
ment of their Affiftance in pulling 
down the Emperor Otho, and eftablifhing him- 
felf, and erecting this Order of Knighthood, 
(which he conferred on feveral Noblemen ) 
which Annually met at the Abbey of St. 
Gall on the fixteenth of Oéfober, where all 
new Knights were to receive the Order from 
the Abbot, the Patron thereof; on which Day 
fuch as were to be admitted into the Fraterni- 


ty, were girded with a Military Belt, (the 
Sword being firft confecrated at the Altar ) 
and adorned with the Collar of the Order. 

But this Order took the Title of the Bear in 
Memory of St. Urfus of the Theban Legion, 
who was martyred before the Temple of the 
Sun at Soleurre in Switzerland. 

Unto this Order the Founder gave a Collar 
and a Chain of Gold, to which hung the Fi- 
gure of a golden Bear mounted on an Hillock, 
enamelled with black. 

But when this Country became a Common- 
wealth, this Order was laid afide. 
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Knights of the Tutonick Order of Pruffia. 


HE firft Inftitutor of this Order 

was a wealthy Gentleman of Ger- 

= many, who dwelt at Ferufalem af- 

ter it was taken by the Chriftians, 

“ together with divers other Men 

of his Country; and being exceeding rich, 
kept an hofpitable Houfe, relieving all Paffen- 
gers and Pilgrims that travelled to Ferufalem, 
infomuch that his Houfe became (as it were ) 
an Hofpital: At length he built near unto his 
Roule a fair Church, which he dedicated to 
our Lady; and many Chriftians reforting thi- 
ther, as well out of Devotion, as to vifit the 
Sick, they refolved to ere@ a Fraternity ; and 
having chofen a Great Mafter for their Gover- 
nor, (which was about the Year of our Lord 
1190) they imitated the Knights Templars in 
their Military Employments, and the Knights 
Hoipitallers in their A@s of Piety and Cha- 
rity; and inftituted feyeral Orders to be ob- 
ferved amongft them, ‘being much the fame 


with thofe of the Knights Hofpitallers and 
Templars, which were afterwards confirmed 
by Pope Celeftine the third: But their Habit 
was a white Mantle, and on the Breaft there= 
of for their Enfign they wore a black Crofs 
voided with a Crofs Potence, 

The Holy Land being retaken’ from the 
Chriftians by the Saracens, thefe Knights re- 
turned into Germany, where they had not con 
tinued long, ere they went to the Emperor 
Frederick the {econd, and acquainted him that 
the People of Praffia (who were barbarous 
Idolaters) ufed Incurfions upon the Confines 
of Saxony, and befought the Emperor’s Leave 
to make War upon'them at their own Char. 
ges, but with this Condition, that whetfoe- 
ver they took fhould be theirs for the Mainte- 
nance of the faid Order ; which Requett being 
fo reafonable, was immediately granted them, 
and confirmed under his Seal: And being 


thus encouraged, forthwith took up Arms, 


In 
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in which they were fo fortunate, that ina 
fhort Time they not only fubduded all that 
Province, but alfo pafled the River Viftula, 
and conquered other People, who became 
their Tributaries, and received the Chriftian 
Faith. 

Thefe Knights thus increafing in Riches and 
Territories, they built divers Churches and 
Gathedral- Temples, where refided Bifhops, 
who were enjoyned to wear the Habit of the 
Order. And near unto the River Viftula was 
a great Oak, where (in Anno 1340) they 
builtethe fir’ Caftle and Town, which after- 
wards took the Name of Mareenburgh, or 


Burgo,di St. Maria, where is now the chief 


Church belonging to this Order, to which be- 
longeth fo great Riches, that thefe Knights, 
for Men and Money, might compare with di- 
vers Princes: But about the Year 1525, Alber- 
ins Brandenburgh being Great Mafter, he re- 
nounced this Order, and became Feudatory to 
Sigifmond the firft, King of Poland, who raifed 
Pruffia into a Dukedom, and this Albertus was 
made firft Duke. thereof. But fome. ofthe 
Knights did afterwards éleét a new Great Ma- 
fier, and fettled-in. Germanys but the Order is 
now of fmall Luftre. 


Knights of St. Gereom. 


HIS Order received its firft Inftitution 

by Frederick Barboroffa the Emperor, 

which confifted only of German Gentlemen. 

Their Habit was a white Gown, whereon they 

wore a black Patriarchal Crofs fet on a green 

Hillock ; and they followed the Rule of St. 
Auguftine. 


Knights of St. George in 
Auttria and Carinthia. 


ra 4 HIS Order was erecied (in Ammo 1470) 

by Frederick the third, Emperor of Ger- 
many, principally for the guarding the Fron- 
tiers of Germany, Aujftria, Carinthia, Stiria, and 
Hungary, againft the Incurfions of the Turks, 
who before much harrafled thefe Parts: But 
{ince the Inftitution of thefe Knights they have 
received great Checks. 

Their Enfign is St. George’s Crofs, which 
they wear on their Garment, which is white. 
They profefs Conjugal Chaftity, and, Obe- 
dience to their Great, Matter, w nofe Seat and 
Refidence was the Caftle of Mildjtad. in the 
Dukedom of Carinthia, where there was found- 
ed a Cathedral Church of Canons under the 
Rule of St. Auguftine; and for their Protector 
they have, or had, the Emperors.

Knights of St. Michael the 
Archangel. 


HIS Order was inftituted (in Avno 

1618) by Charles Gonzaga Duke of 
Mantua and Nevers, together with the Con- 
trivance of his Brother Adolph Count of Al- 
tham, and John Baptift Petrignan Sfortia, chief 
ly to eftablifh Peace and Concord between 
Chriftian Princes and their Subjeéts, and to 
yeleafe and”redeem Captives. The Year fol- 
lowing this Ofder was received at Viens 
fundry Princes’ of divers Countries ; an 
Auno 16245" it was confirmed by Pope Urban 
the eighth. 

Their Habit was a white Mantle, over 
which they wore a fhorter of blue Silk, with 
Buskins alfo of blue, and a black filk Cap: 
About their Necks on a blue Ribbon hung a 
gold Crofs of eight Points, enamelled blue ; 
on the one Side thereof was the Figure of the 
Virgin, Mary with our Sayiour in her Arms; 
and_on the other the Figure of St. Michael 
treading the Dragon under his Feet: And on 
the Left Side of their white Mantles was a 
Crofs embroidered with blue Silk and Gold, 
in the midft whereof was the Figure of the 
Blefled Virgin with Chrift in her Left Arm, 
and ‘a Scepter in her Right Hand, crowned. 
with twelve Stars, furrounded with Rays of 
the Sua, and a Crefcent under her Feet ; all 
which was encircled with the Cord of St. 
Francis ; and the four Angels of the Crofs caft 
forth each of them a golden Flame. 

But fome Differences arifing amongft the 
Founders of this Order, was the Caufe of its 
fo fudden Diffolution. 


Knights of «St. Anthony im 
Hiainolc. 


HIS Order, was inftituted, (in Anno 

1382). by Abert of Bavaria, Earl of 
Hainolt, Zealand, and Holland, upon his Ex- 
pedition againft. the Turks and Moors... Their 
Enfign was a golden Collar, after the Fathion 
ofa Hermit’s Girdle, to which hung a Walk- 
ing-Staff, and a little golden Bell. 


Knights of the Tufin Order im 
Bohemia or Auftria. 


i i ‘HIS Order (as tis faid) was inftitu: 
ted by the Archdukes of Ax/iria, for the 
engaging their Subjects to expel the Turks and 


i 
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Hereticks out of their Territories, which, for 
about two hundred Years, had there feated 
themfelves; which coft the Dukes an excef- 
five Charge to maintain a War againft them, 
and to no great Purpofe. But thefe Knights 
having by Grant for their Support what they 
gained from them, gave them fo great En- 
couragement, that in a few Years the whole 
Province was almoft cleared of them by them. 

Their Habit was a ‘red, and their Enfign 
was a plain green Crofs. 


Knights of St. Hubert iz 
Gulick or Juliers. 


‘ae HIS Order was inftituted in Arno 1473, 
4 by Gerard Duke of Gulick and Berg, or 


Germany. 


Fuliers and Mount, in Honour of St. Hubert 
Bifhop of Liege, who died in the Year of our 
Lord 727. As to their Habit and Enfign, I

which they wore the Enfign of their Order, 
which was the Figure of an Elephant, on whofe 
Side, within a Rundle; was reprefented a 
Crown of Thorns with three bloody Nails. 

Inftead of their golden Collar formerly worn 
by them, they now wear about them a blue 
Ribbon, to which hangs an Elephant enamel- 
led white, and beautified with five large Di- 
amonds fet in the midft. 

On the Day of the Coronation of the Kings 
of Denmark this Order hath been commonly 
conferred upon the Nobles and moft deferying 
Senators of his Kingdom. -

Knights of Chrift, or of the 
Sword-bearers in Livonia. 


HIS Order was inftituted by Al- 
bert Bifhop of Livonia, about the 
Year of our Lord 1200, for the 
¥] Propagation of the Chriftian Re- 
: ligion in thofe Parts, ‘in Imitation 
of the Knights Tewtonicks in Prujfia, to which 
Order they were united about the Year 1237, 
and fubmitted themfelves to their Rule and 
Habit ; by whofe Affiftance they fubdued the 
Idolatrous Livonians, and brought them to 
embrace the Chriftian Faith. But in the Year 
156r, Gothard de Ketler, then Great Mafter 
in the Caftle of Riga, furrendred to the Ufe 
of Sigifmond the fecond, King of Poland, fur- 
named Augujtus, all the Lands belonging to 
this Order; together with the Seal of the Or- 


der, his Crofs, the Keys of the City and Ca- 
ftle of Riga, the Charters and Grants of the 
feveral Popes and Emperors which concerned 
the fame; the Privilege of Coynage, and all 
other Matters concerning the fame ;. upon 
which the faid Great Mafter received back 
from the faid King’s Commiffioners the Duke- 
dom of Courland, to be enjoyed by him and 
his Heirs for ever ; upon which this Order be= 
came extinguifhed. 


Knights .of the white Eagle. 

HIS Order was erected by Ladiflaus 
T the fifth, King of Poland, for the Bee 
honouring the Marriage of his Son -Cafimire 
the Great with’ Anne Daughter of Gerdimir 


Duke of Lithuania, in Anno 1325, and for 
their Enfign had a white Eagle crowned, 
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Order of the Dracon. 
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HIS Order was inftituted in the 
+ Year 1418, by Sigifinund the Em- 
| peror, farnamed the Glorious, for 
; the Defence of the Chriftian Re- 
* ligion, and the fuppreffing the 
Schifmaticks and Hereticks, which he had been 
victorious over in many Battels. 

The Enfign, which they daily wore, was a 
green Crofs flory; on Feftival Days they wore 
a {carlet Cloak, and on their Mantle of green 
Silk a double gold Chain, or a green Ribbon, 
to which hung the Figure of a Dragon, dead, 
with broken Wings, and enamelled with va- 
riety of Colours. But although this Order 
was of high Efteem for a Time, yet it almoft 
expired with the Death of the Founders. 


Knights of the Order of the 
Sword in Cyprus. 


UY of Lufignan {oon after his Poffef 
fion (as King) of the Ifle of Gprus, 


L1 


which he had bought of Richard the firft; 
King of England, for one hundred thoufand 
Crowns of Gold, in Arno 1195, ereéted 
this Order in Commemoration of fo good 
and fortunate a Plantation for fifteen thou- 
fand Perfons, which he had brought thither 
with him. 


The Collar of this Order was compofed 
of round Cordons of white Silk woven in 
Love-knots, and interlaced with the Let- 
ters S. and R. To this Collar hung an Oval 
of Gold, wherein was enamelled a Sword, 
the Blade Silver, and the Hilt Gold, ahd 
about the Oval, was this Motto, Securitas 
Regui. 


This Honour of Knighthood the fuid King 
(who was Great Matter ) conferred on his 
Brother Amaury Conftable of Ferufalem and 
Gprus, and on three hundred Barons which 
he had created_in this his new Kingdom: 
But when the Turks became Mafters of the 
Ifle, this Order ceafed.

Saint ANTHONY 
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%e|BOUT the Year of our Lord 
370, Fobn Emperor of Athiopia 
(vulgarly called Prefter Fohn ) e- 
rected into a Religious Order of 

—— Knighthood certain Monks, who 
lived an auftere and folitary Life in the Defert, 
after the Example of St. Anthony the Hermit, 
and Patron of this Empire, and beftowed upon 
thefe Knights great Revenues and many Pri- 
vileges. And thus being inftituted, they re- 
ceived the Rule of St. Bafil, fubmitted to his 
Conftitutions, wore a black Garment, and for 
their Enfign a blue Crofs in Form of the Let- 
teriEs 

Their chief Seat was in the Ifle of Meroe, 
where the Abbots both Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral refided; but in many other Parts of AEthi- 
opia they have or had great Store of Mona- 
fieries and Convents, with about two Millions 
of yearly Revenue. 

Thefe Knights vow to defend the Chriftian 
Religion; to yield Obedience to their Supe- 
riors; to obferve Conjugal Chaftity; not to 
marty, Or receive any other Holy Orders with- 
out Licence firft obtained from the Abbot; 
to guard the Confines of the Empire; and to 
go to War when and where they are com- 
manded. ;

Into this Order the eldeft Sons of Noble- 
men or Gentlemen cannot be admitted, but 
the fecond Sons may: And if a Man of any 
Degree whatfoever (except a Phyfician) have 
three Sons, he is bound to enter one of them 
into this Order. 


Knights of the Burgundian 
Crofs in Tunis. 


M ULLEASSES King of Tunis, who 
s was driven out of his Kingdom by Bar- 
baroffa, that noted Pirate, was again (in Anno 
1535) reftored thereunto by the Affiftance of 
Charles the fifth, Emperor of Germany, and King 
of Spain. And being defirous to gain the Love 
of all thofe that had ferved in that War, did 
(as a Reward ) confer this Honour of Knight- 
hood upon all thofe Commanders that valiant- 
ly behaved themfelves in his Service. The 
Enfign that he affigned them was the Bargun- 
dian Crofs, to which was added a Steel ftri- 
King Sparks of Fire out of Flint, with this In- 
{eription, BARBARIA; which third Badge 
hung to a Collar of Gold. 
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2|ER SONS that perform’d valiant 
Aéts in War were by the Mexicans 
advanced to Honour, and had fun- 
| dry Privileges granted them; in- 

fomuch that their chief Nobility 
{prang from the Camp. And Montezuma was 
fo high a Favourer of Knighthood, that he or- 
dained divers Orders, which he diftinguithed 
by feveral Enfigns, 

The principal Degree of thefe Knights were 
thofe that had the Crown of their-Hair tied 
with a {mall red Ribbon, with a rich Plume 
of Feathers, from which bung fo many Bran- 
ches and Rolls ‘of Feathers upon their Shoul- 
ders, as they had performed worthy Exploits 
in War. And thefe were termed Eagle Knights, 
of which Order the King was the Supream. 

The Order of the Knights of the Lions and 
Tigers were the moft valiant in War, and al- 
ways bore with them their Badges and Armo- 
tial Enfigns, and went to the War (as did the 
Eagle Knights) armed Cap-a-pee. 

The Order of the Grey Knights had their 
Hair cut round about their Ears, were not fo 
much honoured as the former, and when they 
went to Wars, were armed but to the Middle. 

All thefe Degrees of Knights had their Ap- 
partments in the King’s Palace, which were 
diftinguithed by their feveral Enfiens: And a- 
mongft the honourable Privileges that they en- 
joyed, they might carry Gold and Silver, wear 


rich Cotton, and Shoes after their Fafhion, and 
ufe painted and guilt Veffels; all which were 
prohibited the common People. 

The Order of Knighthood of the Blood 
Royal in Peru was of great Efteem for their 
approved Valour; for before they could be ad- 
mitted into the faid Degree, their Manhood 
was fufficiently tried ; as in managing the Dart, 
Lance, and other Military Exercifes; alfo in 
Leaping, Wreftling, Running, Shooting, ¢c. 
in all which if they were not very expert, 
they were thought unworthy to receive {o 
great an Honour: But being tound worthy to 
be admitted, divers Ceremonies were ufed 
at their Creation; as putting on them fine 
Shoes and Breeches; boring of Holes in their 
Ears ; giving them an Axe; and adorning their 
Heads with Flowers, ¢c. all which was for- 
bidden the common People. 

And the Peruvian Lords at their folemn 
Feafts at Cufco ufed to dedicate their Children 
to Honour, adorning them with Enfigns, ma- 
king Holes in their Ears, and anointing their 
Faces with Blood, in Token that they thould 
be true Knights to the Ingu 

The Knights of Ginaloa, which is a Ptovince 
near New Mexico, were created by giving 
them a Bow, and ordering them to encoun- 
ter a Lion, or fome other Savage Beaft, which 
if they flew, they were received into Favour 
and Honour, 
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LTHOU GH by the Civil Law 
there be no Gentlemen of Title 
(under Knights, but all the reft 
went under the Name of People ; 
yet with us there are in this Rank 
which have Names of Preheminence, whereby 
they are in Degree above the reft, as Efquires 
and Gentlemen, all which give Enfigns of 
Coats of Arms, and thereby are diftinguith- 
ed from the meaner People; in which Refpecé 


Bartoll’s Tract de Enfignes calleth them Noble: | 


But yet of weak Nobility; for it hath no fur- 
ther Prerogative in it, than it makes them 
differ from the bafer Sort of People. 

Of thefe two Sorts of Gentlemen with us, 
the Efquire hath the Priority. But it feemeth 
if an Efquire be named Gentleman, or a Gen- 
tleman called an Efquire, it is no Offence or 
Fault in Legal Proceedings. 

Efquire feemeth by the common Name we 
give him in Latin, to have his Original either 
for that he carried the Armour of the King, 
Duke, or other great Perfonage ; as we read 
not only in Scripture, as Sal and Sfonathan 
had their Armour-bearers; but in Poets and 
other prophane Stories, we find that Troclus 
was Avhilles’s Armour-bearer, and Chytas Alex- 
ander’s the Great; whereupon fome write, 
that he whom we call Armger in Latin is a 
Footman, that with a Spear, Shield, or Head- 
piece, followeth an armed Knight in Battel; or 
rather, as fome others fuppofe, it is the Foot- 
man armed in the Field: But how/foever the 
Words be taken, this is fure, That thofe Men 
were of good Accompt in the Old Time, as

thofe that won themfelves Credit out of War; 
and fo their Eftimation remaineth in their Po- 
fterity.. And as thofe were in Times before, 
{o are thefe which are in our Days, as defcend- 
ing for the moft Part from their worthy An- 
ceftors: And our Books of Common Law 
doth diftinguifh them thus, vz. 

Knighthood is a Dignity, but Efquires and 
Gentlemen are but Names of Worfhip: And 
Brooks in the Abridgment of that Cafe, Title 
Nofinan de Dignitie, 33, faith, To be a Knight 
| eff gradus; but to be an Efquire or Gentleman eft 
| flatus; for Gradus continet flatus in [e, & non é 
contraria, Concerning the Word Worthipful, 
| read in the printed Book of Titles of Honour 
the firft Part, fol. 124, @& fequentia. 

In Times paft every Knight had two of thefe 
waiting upon him, who carried his Murrion 
and: Shield; and as infeparable Companions, 
' they ftuck clofe to, him; becaufe of the faid 
| Knight their Lord, they held certain Lands in 
| Efcuage, like as the Knight himfelf did of the 
King by Knights Service. 

The Beginning of giving Arms in Europe 
amongft Chriftians is fuppofed from the Holy 
Wars; for the Turks paint them not: And fo 
with us about Henry the third’s Time they be- 
came here more firmly eftablifhed: And when 
the Prince enobled any, he ufually gave them 
the Particular of his Bearing in Blazon. SFobn 
Selden in his Preface, fol. 5, where you may al- 
fo fee an Example in King Richard the fecond. 

But now there are five diftin& Sorts of 
Efquires obferved ; and thofe that have been 
| already {poken of are now in no Requeft. Of 
thefe

thefe Sorts’the Principal at this Day are the 
_ eldeft Sons of Vifcounts and Lords; next are 


all Noblemens younger Sons; then. are ac-_ 


counted thofe that are fele& Efquires for the 
King’s Body ; the next are Knights eldeft Sons 
fucceffively; in a fourth Rank are reckoned 
thofe. unto whom the King “himfelf together 
with the Title giveth, Arms, or createth 
E{quires by putting about their Necks a filver 
Collar of SS, and in former Times upon their 
Heels a Pair of white filvered Spurs, where~ 
upon at this Day in the Weftern Part of the 
Kingdom they be called White-fpurs, for di- 
ftinétion from Knights who were wont to wear 
gilt Spurs; and to the firft begotten Sons only 
of thefe doth this Title belong. In the fifth 
and laft Place be thofe that have any Superior 
publick Office in the Kingdom; as High She- 
riffs, Jultices of the Peace, cc. or ferve the 
King in any Worthipful Calling. At the Co- 
ronation of Kings and Queens Knights of the 
Bath are made, Men:of Worth and Honoura- 
ble Blood, to the End that their Majefties 
may be accompanied in their own Honours, 
evety of which Knights having two Gentlemen 
to attend them in:that Ceremony, who are 
-ever after (by that Service) enabled to be 
Efquires during their Lives. 

But the Name of Efquire in ancient Time 
was a Name of Charge and Office, and firft crept 
in amongft other Titles of Dignity and Wot- 
fhip ({o far as ever I could obferve ) in the 
Reign of King Richard the fecond; vide Sir 
Thomas Smith de Republica Anglorum, fol. 26, 
where he faith, That the Efquire is no diftinét 
Order of the Commonwealth. ; 

A Serjeant of the King’s Kitchin may bear 
the Name and Addition of Cook or Efquire, 
according ‘to the Opinion of Newton: But 
Senne faith, Such Officers of bis Majefty’s Houf- 
hold would be much grieved if they fhould be 
named by their Trade or Office. Peradventure 
in that Cafe the Writ may be good, becaufe 
of the Statute, wz. 1 Hen. 5. chap. 5.. For 
the Statute is, That he fhould be named of 
the Town, Degree, State, Condition, or My- 
ftery ; and when he was named Cook, he ob- 
ferved the Statute, for he hath named him by 


his own Name of Myftery; and yet he may 


be in that Cafe an Efquire, and a Cook. 

Ifa Man be an Efquire or Gentleman on- 
ly by Office, and lofeth the fame, he lofeth al- 
fo that Title of Gentility. 2 

Note, That an Efquire or Gentleman is but 
an Addition to fatisfy the faid Statute; but 
Names of Dignity are Parcel of the Name. 
And <hereupon if a Pracipe quod reddat be 
againft Sohn a Stiles Yeoman, and Recovery

13. amongft 
other Things it is enacted, that the Brethren 
and Sous born in Wedlock of every Knight, 
being Spiritual Men, may every of them pur- 
chafe’ Licenfe or Difpenfation, and receive, 
take and keep two Parfonages, ox Benefices 
with Cure of Souls. 

The Son or Sons of any Knight, and Heir 
apparent of an Efquire is privileged to keep 
Greyhounds, Setting-Dog:, or Nets to take Phea- 
fants or Partridges, though he cannot defpend 
ten pounds in his own Right, or in his Wife’s 
Right of Eftate of Inheritance, or of the: Va- 
lue of thirty Pounds of Effate for Life. 

By the precedent Difcourfe of Knights Bat- 
chelors we underftand, that all Perfons by the 
Common Law are compellable to take the 
Degree of Knighthood, or to fine, if they are 
pofleft of fuch an Eftate as the King and his 
Council fhall judge fit to maintain that Port 
in their Country. And this Annual Revenue 
deemed fit for that Dignity, and the Fines im- 
pofed upon fuch as refuled, we find in our 
Hiftories and Statutes to vary with the Times; 
and, certainly the beft Efquires, or at leaft 
none under the Reputation of Gentlemen 
were compelled, although ’twas at the King’s 
Pleafure: And therefore 1 Edw. 2. Stat. de 
Militibus, the Parliament (faith Sanderfon) 
more for Eafe of the Subje@, than Profit of 
the King, limited it to fuch as had twenty 
Pounds per Annum and better; and afterwards 
’twas raifed to thirty Pounds, (and a plentiful 
Revenue in thofe Times, when a Dowry of 
three thoufand Pounds per Annum to a Queen 
was deemed a great Impoverifhment to-the 
Crown and Kingdom:) But the Eaft and 
Weftern Part of the World being laid open to 
the Merchants, Money began to be more com- 
mon, and by Confequence Land to its Value ; 
fo that in the Reign of King Charles the firft 
forty Pounds per Annum being the Rate fet for 
fuch as ought to be made Knights, orto fines 
many Farmers, Leafeholders, ‘Merchants, Inn- 
holders, and others were called in, whereby a< 
bove av hundred thowfand! Pounds: was brought 

inte 
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into the Exchequer : Notwithftanding which 
divers. Perfons made Friends, and took the 
Degree of Knighthood, which occafion’d the 


Extinguifhment:of the ancient Tax; for ma- men, 
‘ny Efquires by Birth, Wealth, and Education, 


who bore thg chiefeft Offices of Honour and 
Truft in thé Commonwealth, difdained to 
floop or give Place to thofe new dubbed 
Knights, countenanced the Complaints of the 
Common People againft the Law itfelf as a 
Grievance, ahd prevailed fo far in the follow- 
ing Parliament, to get it repeal’d, as you may 
fee 17 Car. cap. 20..Since which Time the Dif. 
ference between the Degree ‘of Knighthood, 
and Dignity of an Efquire, confifts only in Ti- 
tle, a double Rate in the Pole Tax, and Prio- 
rity of Place, which (as I before noted ) is 
often flighted; unlefs he be fufficiently quali- 
fied by Birth, Parts, or other generous Accom- 
plifhments ; or are Knights of the Field, who 
are never abridged of their merited Honour, 
being acquired according to the original Infti- 
tution of that Degree amongft all Nations. 
And we fee our Parliament Men, our She- 
riffs, Juftices of the Peace, and the Honoura-

Election. By the Statute 23 Hen, 6. cap. 15. 
the Knights’ of the Shires {hall be notable 
Knights, or elfe notable Efquires of Gentle- 
born in the fame Countries for which 
they are chofen. See the Statute for the Preé- 
fervation of the Game 22 and 23 Car. 2. by 
which, and many other -Statutes, they are 
equally privileged with Knights and other Per- 
fons of higher Degree. - To reprefent therefore 
an Efquire, as now defined, is no eafy Task; 
but according to the ancient Rule, J take him 
for a Foot Commander. 

The Atchievement ofan Efquire differs from 
the Knight Batchelor’s only in the Helmet, as 
you may here obferve. I ‘fhall alfo give you 
other Examples of Efquires, and amongft the ° 
reft the Atchievement of my Honoured Friend 
Robert Logan (vulgarly written Login) Son and 
Heir to ‘ohn Logan, Lord of the Mannor of 
Idbury in Oxfordfhire, who was of the ancient 
Houle of Keflaliidge in Scotland, unfortunately 
tuined for their Loyalty to Mary Queen of Scots: 
He fucceeded his Father at Idbury, was High She-

Sasson (Man) as if you would fay 
a Man well born: And under this Name are 
all comprized, that are aboye Yeomen and 
Artificers; fo that Nobles are truly called 
Gentlemen. By the Courfe and Cuftom of 
England, Nobility is either Major or Minor. 
Major contains all Titles and Degrees from 
Knighthood upwards. Minor all from Barons 
downwards, : 

Gentlemen have their Beginning either of 
Blood, as that they are born of Worthipful 


Parents; or that they have done fomething 
worthy in Peace or War, whereby they de> 
ferve to bear Arms, and to be accounted Gen- 
tlemen. But in thefe Days he is a Gentle+ 
man, who is commonly fo taken. And who- 
foever ftudieth the Laws of this Realm, who 
ftudieth in the Univerfity, who profefleth Li- 
beral Sciences, and, to be fhort, who can live 
without Manual Labour, and will bear the 
Port, Charge, and Countenance.of a Gentle- 
man, he fhall be called Mafter, and fhall be 
taken for a’ Gentleman; for true it is with us, 
tanti evis aliis, quanti tibi fueris: And if Need 
be, a King at. Arms fhall grant him a Patent 
for a new Coat; if that there is none that of 
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Right doth appertain unto him from his An- 
ceftors; and if fo, confirm that upon him. 
But fome Men make a Queftion, Whether 
this Manner of making Gentlemen is to be al- 
lowed of or no? And it may feem that it is 
not amifs; for firft, the Prince lofeth nothing 
by it, ashe fhould do if it were in France; 
for the Yeoman or Husbandman is no mote. 
fubje& to Tale or Tax in England than the 
Gentleman: But on the other Side, in every 
Payment to the King the Gentleman is more 
charged, which he beareth with Content; and 
in atiy Shew, Mufter, or other ‘particular 
Charge of thé Town of County where he 
dwelleth, he is at a greater Expence for the 
Prefervation of his Honour: And for the out- 
ward Shew, in all Refpeéts he deports himfelf 
like a Gentleman: And if he be called to the 
Wars, whatloever it coft him, he muft appear 
well accoutred, have his Attendance, and 
fhew a more manly Courage and Tokens of 
a generous Education, by which Means he 
fhall purchafe a greater Fame. For as touch- 
ing the Policy and Government of the Com- 
monwealth, it is not thofe’ that have to do 
with it, which will magnify themfelves, and 
go above their Eftates, but they that are ap- 
pointed Magiftrates, ec. are Perfons tried and 
well known. See Sir Thomas Smith Repub. 
Angl. Chap. Of Efquires and Gentlemen. In the 
five and twentieth of Queen Elizabeth the Cafe 
was, That whereas it is required by this Sta- 
.tute of the firt of Henry the fifth, Chap. 5. 
That in every Writ, Original Procefs, Gc. in 
which any Exigit hall be awarded, that Ad- 
ditions fhould be given unto the Defendant 
of their Eftate and Degree, gc. And the Cafe 
was; That one. was a Yeoman by his Birth, 
and yet commonly called and reputed a Gen- 
tleman; and yet it was adjudged, That a Writ 
might be brought againft him with the Addi- 
tion of Gentleman, for fo much as the Inten- 
tion of the Aétion is to have fuch a Name 

_ given by which he may be known: This is 
{ufficient to. fatisfy the Law, and the A& of 
Seah for Nomen dicitur, quia Notitiam 
facit. 


But if a Gentleman be fued by Addition of | 


Husbandman, he may fay he is a Gentleman, 
and demand Judgment of the Writ without 
faying (and not Husbandman; ) for a Gentle- 
man may be a Husbandman, but he hall be 
fued by his Addition moft worthy: For a Gen- 
tleman of what Eftate foever he be, although 
he go to Plough and common Labour for his 
Maintenance, yet he isa Gentleman, and thall 
not be named in legal Proceedings Yeoman, 
Husbandman,’ or Labourer, 

If a Gentleman be bound an Apprentice to 
a Merchant, or other Trade, he hath not 
thereby loft his Degree of Gentility. 

But if a Recovery be had againft a Gentle- 
man by the Name of a Yeoman, in which 
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Cafe no AGion is neceffary, then it is no Ey- 
ror: So if any Deed or Obligation be made to 
him by the Name of Yeoman. 

If a Capias go againft A. B. Yeoman, and if 
the Sheriff take A. B. Gentleman, an A@ion 
of falfe Imprifonment lyeth againft the Sheriff : 
But if A. B. Yeoman be indi@ed, and JA. B. 
Gentleman be produced, being the fame Man 
intended, it is good. 

If a Man be a Gentleman by Office only, 
and lofeth the fame, then doth he alfo lole 
his Gentility. 

By the Statute 5 Eliz. cap. 4. intituled, Ay 
Aét touching Orders for Artificers, Labourers, 
Servants of Husbandry, and Apprentices, amongft 
other Things it is declared, That a Gentie- 
man born, ¢c. fhall not be compelled to ferve 
in Husbandry. If any Falcon be loft, and is 
found, it fhall be brought to the Sheriff, who 
muft make Proclamation, and if the Owner 
come not within four Months, then if the 
Finder be a fimple Man, the Sheriff may keep 
the Hawk, making Agreement wich him that 
took it: But if he bea Gentleman, and of 
Eftate to have and keep a Falcon, then the 
Sheriff ought to deliver-to him the faid Fal- 
con, taking of him reafonable Cofts for the 
Time that he had him in Cuftody. 

A Commiffion is made to take Children in- 
to Cathedral Churches, gc. one in anothers 
Places, where Children are inftrn@ed to fing 


for the furnifhing of the King’s Chapel : Thefe 
general Words, by Conftruétion of Law} have 
a reafonable Intendment, viz. That fuch Chil- 
dren, who be brought up and.taught to fing 
to get their Living by it, thofe may be taken 
for the King’s Service in his Chappel, and it 
fhall be a good Preferment to them; but the 
Sons of Gentlemen, or any other that are 
taught to fing for their Ornament or Recréa- 
tion, and not merely for their Livelihoods, . 
may not be taken againft their Wills, or the 
Confent of their Parents and: Friends? And 
fo it was refolved by the two Chief Juftices, 
and_all the Court of Star-Chamber, ano 43 
Eliz. in the Cafe of one Evans, who had by 
Colour of fuch Letters Patents taken the Son 
of one Clifton a Gentleman of Quality in Nor- 
folk, who was taught to fing for his Recrea- 
tion; ‘which Evan; for the fame Offence was 
grievoufly punithed. 

And to the End it may withal appear, what 
Degrees of Nobility and Gentry were in the 
Realm before the coming of the Normans, and 
by what Merits Men might afcend, and be 
promoted to the fame, 1 will here fet down 
the Copy of an Englifh or Saxon Antiquity, 
which you may read in Lambert’s Perambula- 
tion of Kent, fol. 364, and Enelithed thus: 

It was fometimes in the Evglifh Laws, That 
the People and Laws were in Reputation, 
and then were the wifeft of the People wor- 


fhip-worthy each in his Degree, Earl and 


Chutle, 
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Churle, Theyne and Undertheyne. And if a 
Churle fo thrived, that he had fully five Hides 
of Land of his own, a Church and a Kitchen; 
a Bellhoufe and a Gate, a Seat and a feveral 
Office in the King’s Hall, then was he thence- 
forth the Theynes Right Worthy: And if a 
Thyne fo thrived, that he ferved the King on 
his Journey, rode in his Houfhold, if he then 
had a Theyne which him followed, who to 
the King’s Expeétation five Hides had, and in 
the King’s Palace his Lord ferved, and, thrice 
with his Errand had gone to the King, he 
might afterwards with his Fore-oath his Lord’s 
Part play at any Need; and of a Theyne that 
he became an Earl, then was thenceforth an 
Earl Right Worthy. And if a Merchant-mah 
Jo thrived, that he pafled over the wide Sea 
thrice of his own Craft, he was thenceforth 
the Theynes Right Worthy. And if a Scho- 
lar fo thrived, through Learning, that he had 
Degree and ferved Chrift, he was thenceforth 
of Dignity and Peace fo much worthy, as 
thereunto belonged, unlefs he forfeit, fo that 
he the Ufe of his Degree remit. 

It is obferved, That the Saxons out of all 
thofe Trades of Life which be converfant in 
Gain, admit to the Eftate of Gentry fuch on- 
ly, asencreafed by honeft Husbandry or plen- 
tiful Merchandize. Of the firft of which Cicero 
affrmeth, that there is nothing meeter for a 
freeborn Man, nor no Men fitter to make bra- 
ver Soldiers: And of the other, that ’tis Prize- 
worthy alfo, if at the Length, being fatisfied 
with Gain, as it hath often come from the Sea 
to the Haven, fo it changeth from the Haven 
into Lands and Poffeffions. And therefore 
whereas Gervafius Tilburienfis in his Obferva- 
tions of the Exchequer, accounted it an abufing 
of a Gentleman to occupy publicum mercimo- 
nium, common buying and felling; it ought 
to be referred to the other two Parts of Mer- 
chandize, that is to a Negotiation, which is 
retailing and keeping of an open Shop, and 
to a Funétion, which is to exercife Mercery, 
or as fome call it, to play the Chapman, and 
not to Navigation, which (as you fee) is the 
only laudable Part of all buying and felling. 

And again, whereas by the Statute of Mag- 
na Charta, cap. 6. and Merton, cap. 7. it was 
a Difcouragement for a Ward in Chivalry, 
which in old Time was as much as to fay a 
Gentleman, to be married to the Daughter of 
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a Burgefs; I think that it ought to be reftrain- 


jed to fuch only as profeffed Handycrafts, or 


thofe bafer Arts ‘of buying and ‘felling to get 
their Living by. But to hew how much the 
Cafe is now altered for the Honour of Tradef- 
men, it may be remembred, that Henry the 
Eighth thought it no Difparagement to him, 
when he quitted his Queen, to take Anne the 
Daughter of Thomas Bullen, fometime Mayor 
of London, to his Wife. 

The Statute of Weftininfter 2. cap. 1. which 
was-made in the thirteenth of King Edward 
the Firft, was procured efpecially at the Defire 
of Gentlemen, for the Prefervation of their 
Lands and Hereditaments, together with their 
Surnames anid Families; and. therefore one 
calieth this. Statute Gentilitium. municipale ; 
and the Lawyers call it Fus Taliatum G Ta- 
labile. 

The Children only of Gentlemen were 
wont to be admitted into the Inns of Court, 
and thereby it came to pafs, that thete was 
fearce any Man found (in former ‘Ages) with- 
in the Realm skilful and cunning in the Law, 
except he were a Gentleman born, and came 
of a good Houle ; for they, more than any o- 
ther, have a fpecial Care of their Nobility, 
and to the Prefervation of their Honour and 
Fame: For in thefe Inns of Court are (or at 
leaftwife fhould be) Virtues ftudied, and Vi- 
ces exiled; fo that for the Endowment of Vir- 
tue, and Abandoning of Vice, Knights and 
Barons, with other States and Noblemen of 
the Realm, place their Children in thofe Inns, 
though they defire not to have them learned 
in the Laws, nor to have them liye by the 
Pratice thereof, but only upon their Parents 
Allowance: 

You have heard how cheap Gentility is pur- 
chafed by the Common Law: But if you look 
more ftriGly unto the Perfection thereof, you 
will find it more Honourable; for Gentlemen 
well defcended and qualified, have always 
been of fuch Repute in England, that none of 
the higher Nobility, no nor the King himfelf, 
have thought. it any Difparagement to make 
them their Companions. Therefore I ‘hall 
fet down the Privileges due unto them, ac- 
cording to the Laws of Honour, asI find them 
collected out of Sir Fohn Ferne, Sir William 
Segar, Mr. Carter in his Analyfis of Honour, 
and other good Authors: Which isas follows. 
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1. (RESeG RO honore fuftinendo; If a Churle 


or Peafant do detraé& from the 
‘| Honour of Gentleman, he hath 
a Remedy in Law, actione in- 
juriarum ; but if by one Gentle- 
man to another, the Combat was anciently al- 
lowed. | 

2. In equal Crimes a Gentleman {hall be 
punifhable with more Favour than the Churle, 
provided the Crime be not Herefy, Treafon, 
or exceflive Contumacy. 

3- The many Obfervances and Ceremonial 
Relpedts, that a Gentleman is and ought to be 
honoured with by the Churle or Ungentle. 

4. In giving Evidence, the Teftimony of a 
Gentleman is more authentick than a Clown’s. 

5. In Eleétion of Magiftrates and Officers 
by Vote, the Suffrage of a Gentleman fhould 
take Place of an ignoble Perfon. 

6. A Gentleman fhould be excufed from 
bafe Services, Impofitions, and Duties, both 
Real and Perfonal. 

7- AGentleman condemned to Death ought 
not to be hanged, but beheaded, and his Ex- 
amination taken without Torture. 

8. To take down the Coat-Armour of any 
Gentleman, to deface his Monument, or offer 
Violence to any Enfign of the deceafed Noble, 
is as to lay Buffets on the Face of him if alive, 
and Punifhment is due accordingly. 

9. A Clown may not challenge a Gentle- 
man to Combat, quia conditiones impares. 

Many other are the Privileges due to Gen- 
tlemen, which I forbear to repeat, referring 
the Reader to the Books before cited.

| For the Prote@ion and Defence of this Civil 
| Dignity they have three Laws: The firft, Sus 
Agnitionis, the Right or Law of Defcent for 

| the Kindred of the Father’s Side : The fecond, 

| Fus Stirpi, for the’ Family in general: The 
third, ‘fus Gentilitatis, a Law-for the -Defcent 
in Noble Families, which Tully efteemed moft 
excellent; by which Law a Gentleman of 
Blood and Coat-Armour perfeétly poffeffing 
Virtue was only privileged. 

To make that Perfeétion in Blood, a Lineal 
Defcent from Atavus, Proavus, Avus, and Pa- 
ter, on the Father’s Side was required ; and as 
much on his Mother’s Line; then he is not 
only a Gentleman of perfeét Blood, but of his 
Anceftors too. The Negle& of which Laws 
hath introduced other Sorts of Gentlemen, 
viz. Men that affume that Dignity, but are 
neither fo by Blood nor Coat-Armour ; which 
Style only hurries them to an unruly Pride, 
which indeed is but rude and falfe Honour, 
termed by Sir Fobn Ferne, Apocripbate, and de- 


Gentlemen wovine, non re, faith he, are the 
Students of Law, Grooms of his Majefty’s Pa- 
lace, Sons of Churles made Priefts or Canons, 
ec. or fuch as have received Degrees in Schools, 
| or born Office in the City, by which they are 
ftyled Gentlemen, yet have they no Right to 
Coat-Armour by Reafon thereof. 

As to the Student of the Law, Sir F. Ferne 
allows him the beft Affurance of his Title of 
Gentleman of all thefe irregular Gentlemen, 
.as he terms them, becaufe he is named in 

| fome Aéts of Parliament;. yet (he faith) he 
is 


[Gent of all Privilege of Gentility. Thefe 
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is alfo debarred of all Honour and Privi- 
lege by the Law of Arms. 

And anciently none were admitted into the 
Inns of Court (as before noted) but fuch as 
were Gentlemen of Blood, be their Merits 
never {o great: Nor were the Church Digni- 
ties and Preferments beftowed indifferently 
amongft the Vulgar. The Jews confined their 
Priefthood to a Family ; but Feroboam debated 
it in his Kingdom, by preferring the bafeft of 
his People to the beft of Duties. The Kuffians 
and fome other Nations admit none to the 
Study of the Law but Gentlemens younger 
Sons. The decayed Families in France are 
fupported and receive new Life from the 
Court, Camp, Law, and Ecclefiaftical Pre- 
ferments; take the moft folemn and ferious, 
who contemn the World; if fuch are wanting 


to fillup their Vacancies, the ingenioufer Sort 
of the Plebeans are admitted : By which Means 
their Church and State is in Efteem and Re- 
rverence, being filled moft commonly with the 
beft Blood and Nobleft by Birth amongft them; 
whereas with us every Clown, that can {pare 
but Money to bring up his Son for any of taofe 
Studies, bereaves the Gentry of thofe Benef- 
ces, and.robs them of their Support; which 
grand Abufe is the Caufe of the general Cor- 
ruption in the State Civil and Ecclefiaftick ; 
whereas were this Preferment made peculiar 
to the Gentry, they would ftand more upon 
their Honour, and live without being a Bur- 
then to their Relations. re 

The Atchievement of a Gentleman hath no 
| Difference with that of an Efquire, both their 
| Helmets being clofe and fideways.

on Word Zemen, which fignifies 
Common) who have fome Lands 
of their own to live upon: For 
a Carn of Land, or a Plough Land, was in 
ancient Time of the yearly Value of five No- 
bles, and this was the Living of a Stokeman 
or Yeoman: And in our Law they are called 
Legales Homines, a Word familiar in Writs and 
Inquefts. And by divers Statutes it hath been 
enacted, That none ‘hall pafs in any Inquetft 
unlefs they had forty Shillings Freehold in 
yearly Revenue, which maketh (if the moft 
Value were taken to the Proportion of Monies) 
above fixteen Pounds of current Money at this 
prefent: And by the Statute of 27 Eliz. ch. 6. 
every Juror muft have forty Pounds Lands. 
In the End of the Statute made 23 Hen. 6. 
chap. 15. concerning the Eleétion of Knights 
for the Parliament, it is ordered and exprefly 
provided, That no Man {hall be fuch Knight, 
which ftandeth in the Degree of a Yeoman. 

It appeareth in. Lambert’s Perambulation of 
Kent, 367. that this Saxon Word Telphioneman 
was given to the Theyne or Gentleman, be- 
caufe his Life was valued at one thoufand two 
hundred Shillings; and in thofe Days the Lives 
of all Men were rated at certain Sums of Mo- 
ney: To the Churle or Yeoman, becaufe the 
Price of his Head was taxed at two hundred 
Shillings. Which Things, if it were not ex- 
prefly fet forth in fundry old Laws yet extant, 
might well enough be found in the Etymolo- 
gy of the Words themfelves, the one called a 
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JHE Yeomen or Common People, | Twelve hundred Man, and the other a Twyhind 
| for fo are they called of the Sax- | fora Man of two hundred. And in this Eftate 


they pleafed themfelves, infomuch that a Man 
might (and alfo now may ) find fundry Yeo- 
men, though otherwife comparable for Wealth 
with many of the Gentile Sort, that will not 
yet for that change their Condition, nor detire 
to be apparelled with the Title of Gentry. 

By the,Common Law it may appear in 
1 Edw. 2. de Militibus, and 7 Hen. 6. 15. a. 
Men that had Lands to the Value of twenty 
Pounds per Annum, were compellable at the 
King’s Pleafure to take upon them the Order 
of Knighthood; and upon Summons there came 
a Yeoman who might expend a hundred Marks 
per Annum, and the Court was in Doubt how 
they might put him off; and at laft he was wa- 
ved, becaufe he came the fecond Day. 

By this Sort of Men the Trial of Caufes in 
the Country proceedeth ordinarily; for of them 
there are greater Number in Exgland than in 
any other Place, and they alfo of a more plen- 
tiful Livelihood; and therefore it cometh to 
pafs, that Men of this Country are more apt 
and fit to difcern in doubtful Cafes and Caufes 
of great Examination and Trial, than are Men 
wholly given-to moil in the Ground, to whom 
that Rural Exercife engendreth Rudenefs of 
Wit and Mind. And many Franklins and Yeo- 
men there are fo near adjoining, as you may 
make a Jury without Difficulty; for there be 
many of them, that are able: to expend one 
or two hundred Pounds per Annui. 

As in the ancient Time the Senators of Rome 
were elected ’a Cenfu; and as with us in con- 

ferring 
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ferring of Nobility, Refpec is had to their Re- 
venues, by which their Dignity and Nobility 
may be fupported and maintained. So the 
Wifdom of this Realm hath of ancient Time 
provided, that none fhall pafs upon Juries for 
the Trial of any Matter Real or Perfonal, or 
upon any criminal Caufe, but fuch as befides 


their Moveables have Lands for Eftate of Life | 


at the leaft to a competent Value, left for 
Need or Poverty fuch Jurors might eafily be 
corrupted or fuborned. 

And in all Cafes and Caufes the Law hath 
conceived a better. Opinion of thofe that have 
Lands and Tenements, or otherwife are of 
Worth in moveable Goods, that fuch will 
commit or omit nothing, that may any Way 
be prejudicial to their Eftimation, or which 
may endanger their Eftates, than it hath of 
sArtificers, Retailers, Labourers, or fuch like; 
of whom Tully faith, Nibil proficiuntur, nifi ad 
modum mentiuntur. . And by divers Statutes 
certain Immunities are given 'to Men of Qua- 
lity, which are denied to the vulgar Sort of 
People: Read hereof amongft other, 1 Fac. 
Cap. 1276 

By the Statute of 2 Hev. 4. cap. 27. amongft 
other Things it is ena@ed, That no Yeoman 
fhould take or wear any Livery of any Lord 
upon Pain of Imprifonment, and to make Fine 
at the King’s Will and Pleafure. 

Thefe Yeomen were Famous in our Fore- 
fathers Days for Archery and Manhood; our 
Infantry, which fo often conquered the French, 
and repulfed the Stots, were compofed of them, 
as are our Militia at prefent, who through 
Want of Ufe and good Difcipline are much 
degenerated from their Anceftors Valour and 
Hardinefs. 
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As the Nobility, Gentry, and Clergy, have 
certain Privileges peculiar to themfelves; {6 
have the Commonalty of England beyond the 
Subjeéts of other Monarchs. 

No Freeman of England ought to be impri- 
foned, outed of his Poffeffion, difleifed of his 
Freehold, without Order of Law and juft 
Caufe thewed. 

To him that is imprifoned may not be de- 
nied a Habeas Corpus, if it be defired; and if no 
juft Caufe be alledged,. and the fame be return- 
ed upon a Habeas Corpus, the Prifonet is to be 
fet at Liberty. By Magna Charta, 9 Hen. 3. no 
Soldier can be quartered in any Houfe except 
Inns, and other publick. Vidualling-Houfes, in 
Time of Peace, without the Owners Confent, 
by the Petition of Right, 3 Car.1. No Taxes, 
Loans, or Benevolences, can be impofed but 
by AG of Parliament, idem. 

The Yeomanry are not to be preft to ferve 
as a Soldier in the Wars, unlefs bound by Te- 
nure, which is now abolifhed: Nor are the 
Trained Bands compelled to march out of the 
Kingdom, or be tranf{ported beyond Sea, other- 
wife than by the Law of the Kingdom ought 
to be done: Nor is any one to be compelled to 
bear his own Arms, finding one fufficient Man 
qualified according to the A@ aforemention’d. 

No Freeman is to be tried but by his Equals, 
not condemned but by the Laws of the Land. 
Thefe and many other Freedoms make them 
moft happy, did they but know it; and fhould 
oblige them to their Allegiance to their Prince, 
under whofe Power and Government them 
felves, their Rights and Privileges are prefer- 
ved, and quietly enjoyed: Yet fuch is the In- - 
conftancy of Mens Nature, not to be contented 
with the Blifs they enjoy.

ith Large Additions. 
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LL Chronolegers and Antiquaries| ‘ 
do agree, That in the Infancy of }¢ 
the Worlds Creation, Men had no 
Habitation other than Woods, 
Groves, bufhy Thickets, Caves, 

and Concavities in Rocks and fandy Grounds, |‘ 

to fhelter themfelves from the Wind and |< 

Weather; which Places they fenced about |‘ 

with Sticks, Heaps of Stones, or the like, to 

preferve them from ravenous Beafts, which 
otherwife would annoy them. Then by de- 
grees (as the World increafed, and Inconve- 
nience being the Mother of Invention) they 
made themfelves {mall Hutts; from Hutts 
they came to build Houfes, and to co-habit 
in Hamlets or Villages, and from thence 
fprang up Towns, Cities, Caftles, and for- 
tified Places. Then the Inhabitants of one 

City or Place waged War againft thofe of 

another, and the Victorious enlarged their 

Territories, and made the other their Tributa- 

ries; and thus increafing in Number of Inha- 

bitants, formed to themfelves a Civil Govern- 
ment; and growing in Riches, fome ftudied 
one Art, and fome another, fome addi&ted 
themfelves to Traffick, whilft others imploy- 
ed their time in martial Affairs. And what 
are Cities in thefe our Days, but the Nurfery, 

Habitation, and’ Receptacle of worthy, in- 
genious, wealthy, and munificent brave 
Men; which made Charles the Fifth much 
to glory that he was a Citizen of Ghent. And 
Henry the Great, in anfwer toa Letter of the 
King of Spain, wherein he declared his many 
Titles, ftiled himfelf only Heary King , of 

France, and Burgefs of Pars. 
¢ Since then that Cities are of fuch Renown, 

and the Inhabitants thereof fo fignal in Coat- 

Armour, as having fuch a Mixture and Afi- 
nity with the Gentry, it will be neceffary, 
that'in this Treatife we take notice of our 
Cities and chief Towns corporate (being 
Places of fuch Concern to the Nation) as to 
their Privileges, Governments, Courts of Ju- 
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dicature, Magiftrates; their Armorial Bad-|° 
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ges belonging, as well to the faid Cities and 
Towns, as to their feveral incorporated Com- 


¢ panies in Londoa: And firlt with London. 


“LONDON, the Metropolis, Miftrefs 
and Bravery of all Exg/and, the King’s Cham- 
ber and Epitomy of the whole Kingdom, of 
fo Antiquity and Fame in other Coun-

© tries, thar it wanteth no Man’s Commenda- 


tion. Asto its Rife, various are the Opini- 
ons of Writers. Ptolumy, Tacitus, and Anto- 
ninus cali her Londinium, or Longidinium ; 
others, Aagufta, Troja nova, or Troynovant : 
others, Caer-Lad, and others Dinas Belin. Tt 
is feated no lefs pleafantly than commodioufly 
on the Banks of the Thames, which in its ha- 
fty (but not rapid) Courfe towards the Sea 
faluteth its Walls, and payeth irs Duty to her. 
dividing it into two (but unequal) Parts, 
which are again joined together by a moft 
ftately Stone-Bridge, fuftained by nineteen 
great Arches; and fo furnifhed with Houfes 
that it feemeth rather a Street than a Bridge. 
And beyond the faid Bridge, the Thames with 
a deep and fafe Channel, gives Entertainment 
to Ships of very confiderable Burthen, which 
daily bring in their rich Ladings from the 
known Parts of the trading World. And if we 
confider its great Riches and Traffick with 
other Nations; its Jurifdi€tion and Bounds 
being about twelve or fifteen Miles in Cir. 
cuit; its Populowfnefs and Strength in Men 
and Ammunition both for Sea and Land Ser- 
vice; its well Government, both Civil and 
Ecclefiaftical; the Civility, Ingenuity, and 
Experience of its Inhabitants in Letters, 
Arts, Sciences, Manufactures, and martial 
Affairs; its ftately Buildings, both publick 
and private; as the Palaces of his Majeity, 
Whitehall, St. James's, and Somerfet-Hoafe ; 
the feveral Houles of the Nobility; its Courts 
of Judicature, and Houfes of Parliament ; its 
Collegiate and other Churches for Divine Ser- 
vice; its Inns of Court and Chancery. its 
Royal Exchange buils by Sir Thomas Grefham 
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its Cuftom-Houfe; its Tower, which con- 
tains a Palace, a Prifon, Mint, Armory, 
Wardrobe, and Artillery; its Gzéld-Hall, 
where the Lord Mayor and Court of Alder- 
men meet about the Concerns of the City, 
and where their Courts of Judicature are 
kept; its Halls for the feveral Companies , 
its Colleges and Free-Schools; its Hofpitals 
and Alms-Houtes; its Theatres, Tennis- 
Courts, and Places of Recreation; and its 
great Plenty of all Sorts of Provifion, which 
its Shambles and Markets are ftored with; 
it may be defervedly ftyled The Miftre/s of 
the World. 


‘Its GOVERNMENT. 


‘ This famous City, when under the Go- 
vernment of the Britains, Romans, and Saxons, 
was deftroyed by the Daves: but Alfred, 
King of the We/t-Saxons, having reduced the 
whole Land to one Monarchy, repaired and 
repeopled it, and committed the Cuftody 
thereof to his Son-in law <Alhered, Earl of 
Mercia, after whofe Deceafe it returned to 
King Edward, furnamed the Elder, who had 
it governed under him by Port-Graves, or 
Porz-Reves, which in divers Records are ftyled 
Vicecomites, Vifcounts, or Sheriffs. In the 
firft of King Richard J. the Citizens obtained 
to be governed by two Bailiffs or Sheriffs, 
and afterwards obtained to have a Mayor for 
their principal Magiftrate, the firft of which 
was Henry Fitz-Alwyz a Draper, who was 
conftituted, and fo continued four and twen- 
ty Years. 

‘ The City within the Walls and Freedom 
thereof is divided into fix and twenty Wards, 
and the Government thereof committed to 
the Care of as many grave Citizens of good 
Repute and Quality, which are Aldermen, 
each of which hath the Overfeeing of his 
refpetive Ward. And befides thefe Alder- 
men, there are two Sheriffs which are annu 
ally chofen, as alfo.a Lord Mayor, who ac- 
cording to his Degree and Seniority of being 
Alderman after Sheriff, is by the Confent of 
the Citizens (that is, the Liverymen of each 
Company) yearly eleted; and thefe are clo 
thed in Scarlet Gowns, and wear Gold Chains; 
and as Coadjutors, every Alderman hath bis 
Deputy of the Ward, as alfo Common Coun- 
cil-men. 

* This City by its Charter hath ample and 
large Privileges and Immunities granted un- 
toit, which hath been confirmed and enlarged 
by moft of our Kings and Queens: as, the 
making of A&ts and Ordinances for the Re- 
gulation and better Government of the feve. 
ral Incorporated Companies, and the Mem- 
bers thereof, fo as they are not repugnant to 
the Law of the Nation, and a Detriment to the 
King; They have alfo the Power of keeping 
of Courts, holding Pleas, Affizes, and Goal- 
Delivery ; with the Punifhment of Offenders 
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by Fine, Imprifonment, or Death, as Occa- 
fion requireth, The Citizens are not con- 
firained to go out of the faid City to War, 
without an emergent Occafion to fupprefs a 
foreign Invafion; they may pafs Toll-free 
throughout all England ; they have a common 
Seal, and armorial Enfigns of Honour ; and 
for Recreation have Free-warren or Liberty 
to hunt about the faid City; with many other 
Immunities too tedious to fer down. 


“COURTS appropriate to the City. 


‘ The Haftings is a Court of great Antiquit 
and Concern, being to ae the Rite 
Laws, Franchifes, Cuftoms, and Dignities of 
the faid City, and is kept by the Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen every Tue/day. ; 

‘ The Court of Requefts or Confcience, the 
Judges whereof are fome of the Common- 
Council-men, who are monthly chofen by the 
Lord Mayor and Aldermen, and fit twice 
every Week to hear and determine all Mat- 
ters brought before them (betwixt Freemen) 
where the jult Debt or Damage doth not ex- 
ceed Forty Shillings; for the Proof of which 
the Plaintiff’s Oath is fufficient for them to 
award the Defendant to pay the fame, either 
by prefent (or weekly) Payment, as the faid 
Judges fhall think fits which Sentence can- 
not be avoided, for it is to be prefum’d, that 
no Man (efpecially of fome Repute, which is 
to be confidered of) will forfwear himfel£ 
guts {mall a Sum of Money. 

‘ The Lord Mayors Court, being an ancj 
Court of Record, held every Tuelday and 
Tharfday by the Mayor and Aldermen, and 
is to redrefs and corre&t the Errors and De- 
faults which happen in the Government of 
the City ; and indeed taketh Cognizance of 
all Matters which concern the City for Re- 
ceipts and Payments of Money, the granting 
Leafes, purchaling of Lands, building and 
repairing of Houfes, and the like, and ap- 
pairing their feveral Officers to look after the 
ame. 

* The two Sheriffs Courts, one for each Com. 
pte, is on Wednefdays and. Fridays for Fr 

for Woodjtreet Compter, and on Thunder ie 
Saturdays for the Poultry Compter; and each 
Court hath its Judge, which is a Lawyer of 
good Repute, for the Hearing and Tryal of 
all A@ions brought before them; but if the 
Aétion brought be above 5 /. ir may be by 
the Defendant removed to a higher Court. 
And to thefe Courts belong four Counfellours, 
eight Attorneys, belides Secondaries, Clerks, 
Keepers of the Compters, fixteen Sergeants and 
their Yeomen, with other Sub-Officers. 
“The Court of Orphans, which meddleth 
with the Eftates of deceafed Citizens, to pro- 
vide for the Orphans until they come to Age, 
and to fee that an equal Divifion of the Eftate 
be made, the City being their Guardians.

* The Coart of Common Council, much refem- 
© bling the High Court of Parliament, confifting 
of the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen, 
which may be termed the Higher Houfe, and 
the Common-Council the Lower Houfe; and 
thefe make and conftitute Laws and Aéts as 
aforefaid, which are binding to the Inha- 
bitants. 

* The Coart of the Chamberlain for the Bind- 
ing and making Free Apprentices, and for the 
reforming Grievances betwixt the Mafter and 
the Apprentice ; and this is an Office of great 
Truft, and of fuch Power, that no Appren- 
tice (if not fworn by him) can fet up and 
open Shop; and thofe that difobey his Sum- 
mons, he hath Power to imprifon or fine. 
This Office is at prefent committed to the 
Care of Sir George Ladlam, Kt. a Perfon eve- 
ry way fit for fo great a Truft. 

“ The Courts of the Coroner and Efcheater, 
which doth belong to the Lord Mayor. 

* The Court of Policies and Affurances for Mer- 
chants. 

* The Court of Halmote, which is kept by 
“ the Mafter, Wardens, and Court of A ffiftants 
of every Company generally every Month. 
© The Court of Wardmote, or Wardmote Ingueft 
for the whole City, being divided into fix and 
twenty Wards, every Ward having fuch an 
Inqueft, confifting of about twelve or fixteen 
of the Inhabitants thereof, who meet at eve- 
ty Chriftmafs Time, and enquire after the Dif. 
orders and Abufes of Tradefmen in their 
Weights, Meafures, and the like; and ac. 
cording to their Mifdemeanours they make 
their Prefentments. 

‘ The Seffions of Oyer and Terminer, and 
Goal-Delivery of Newgate for the City of 
London and County of Middlefex, holden eve- 
ry Month at “fa/tice- Hall in the Old-Baily for 
the Tryal of Felons, the Lord Mayor being 
chief Judge, and hath Power of Reprieving. 
“ The Court for the.Confervation of the Wa- 
ter, and Rivers of Thames and Medway. 
“The Court of the Tower, held within the 
* Verge of the City before the Steward by 
“ Prefcription, of Debt, Trefpafs, and other 
* AGions. 

“ There is no Magiftrate in Europe that liveth 
in greater State, and hath more Power than 
the Lord Mayor of this City, which is evi- 
dent by the noble Entertainment given to 
Strangers, and by his great Attendance both 
at home and abroad: For befides the Abun- 
dance of inferior Officers, he hath his Sword- 
Bearer, Common Hunt, Common Cryer, 
and four Water Bailiffs, which by their Pla- 
ces are Efquires; then the Coroner, three 
Sergeant-Carvers, three Sergeants of the 
Chamber, a Sergeant of the Channel, four 
Yeomen of the Water-fide, the Under-Wa- 
ter-Bailiff, two Yeomen of the Chamber, 
with divers others. 

‘ The publick Officers belonging to this Ci- 
ty are the two Sheriffs, the Recorder, the 
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Chamberlain, the Common Sergeant, the 
Town Clerk, and the Remembrancer, who 
by their Places are Efquires, 
‘ The Sheriffs (who are Perfons of Repute 
and Ability) are annually by the Commons 
(that is the Livery-men of each Company) in 
Formality chofen on Mid/ummer- Day; and the 
Day after Michaelmas the Lord Mayor and 
Aldermen go with them to the Exchequer= 
Chamber at Weftminfter, where they are pre- 
fented and {worn, and the two old Sheriffs 
alfo {worn to their Accounts, 
“ On Simon and “fude’s Day, the old Lord 
Mayor, being attended with the Aldermen 
and Sheriffs in their Formalities, go to the 
Haftings Court, where the Lord Mayor ele& 
taketh his Oath, and receiveth from the 
Chamberlain, the Scepter, the Keys of the 
Common Seal, and the Seal of the Mayor- 
alty, and from the Sword-Bearer the Sword, 
all which, according to Cuftom, he deliver- 
eth to them again. On the Day following in 
the Morning, the old Lord Mayor, with the 
Aldermen and Sheriffs, attend the Mayor 
ele& from his Houfe to Guild-Hall, from 
whence in their Formalities they go to the 
Vintrey, and take Barge to Weftminfter, being 
attended by the Liverymen of divers of the 
Companies in their Barges, which are be- 
decked with Banners, Pennons, and Stream- 
ers of their Arms, @c. which with their Mu- 
fick makes a pleafing Shew. Being come to 
Weftminfter-Hall, having faluted the Judges, 
they go up to the Exchequer Bar, where the 
Lord Mayor taketh his Oath, and after fome 
ufual Ceremonies in the Hall, and at the Ab- 
bey in feeing the Tombs, they return to 
their Barges, and are rowed back to London, 
and being landed, go to the Guwild-Hall in 
great Pomp, where a moft ftately Dinner is 
prepared, as well for the Lord Mayor, Al- 
dermen, Sheriffs, and the feveral Companies, 
as for the Nobility, Judges, and Gentry that 
are invited to the {aid Feaft, which oft-times 
is graced with the Royal Prefence of their 
Majefties the King and Queen, and the Duke 
of York, &c. The Ceremony of the Day 
being ended, the Lord Mayor is attended to 
his Houfe, where he liveth in great Grandeur 
during his Mayoralty, looking after the Af. 
fairs of the City, to whofe fatherly Care the 
Government thereof is committed. 
‘ Thefe, with other Ceremonies in the elect. 
ing and fwearing the Lord Mayor and She- 
riffs, being largely treated of in Stow’s Surve y 
and Howel’s Londinenfis, I forbear to fpeak fur- 
ther of them here, but thither refer the Reader. 


‘ Having thus in brief treated of the Go- 
vernment of the City, wich ics Immuni- 
ties, Privileges, Courts of Judicature, ce. in 
general, in che next Place we will treat of 
each particular Incorporated Company, as 
Stems thereof. And firft of the feveral 
Companies of Merchants, next of the

© Soldiers in their Faétories, and to man out 
© Ships-of War for their further Security, for 
© War offenfive as well as defenfive, as Occa- 
© fon requireth; alfo the ufing of a Seal, and 
« the bearing of a Coat of Arms, v7z. 
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Azure, three Ships under 
Sail Or, each Sail garnifhed 
with a Crofs of England; 
on a Chief Or, between 
two Rofes proper, an Ad- 
ditament out of the Arms 
of England, quatterly, A- 
zure and Gules, in the firft 
and laft a Flower de Lis 
Or, and in the fecond and 


third a Lion Pa@ant, Gardant, of the fame. 


© This Company is managed by a joint Stock, 
¢ which makes them potent, eminent, and rich, 
< and is found feveral ways to be very advan- 
« tageous to the Kingdom; as, in their build- 
« ing of Ships, in the employing and maintain- 
© ing of Thoufands, not only in their Ships, but 
«in their Plantations and Faétories, as at Sarar,

be‘feen) and all the Kings of Exgland fuccef- 
fively. It continu’d a Place ofgreat Account 
till 1176, (the 22d of Aen. 11.) at which Time 
it was utterly deftroyed by the Incutfion of 
the Scots under Wiliam their King, “as ap- 
peats from a Stone°in the School“Garden- 
Honufe: “And it fhould feem ‘then,’ ih 
of its Loyalty and'Sufferings, ‘this King’ took 
Compaffion upon it, and (in all'Probabiliry) 
built their Churchdedicated'to S; Larbrences and 
for'theit Arms gave them his own Coat, with 
an honorary Diftinétion, ‘Gules; three Lions 
paflant gardant' in Pale: crowned, Or, ‘with 
this Infcription on’'their Seals, Syeittum 
Communirsatis BuRGir DE APPitsy }° and

are all miftaken in this, ‘That thefe two Places

a For the Baftards bearing of Arms there is no 


Queftion. But of what.Kind foever they be, they 
cannot by the Laws of England bear any Arms: For 
no Man can inherit: Things annexed to the Blood, 
but. fuch. as are interefted in the. Blood, which 
Baftards are not: For they are not any Man’s Chil- 
dren, but Filij Populi & concept ex probibito Coitu. 
Yet Cuftom following, the Example of Nations, doth 
by Courtefy of the Law of Arms caft upon them 
fome Preheminence, to. beradorned with the Enfigns 
of his reputed Father, if he carry his Father’s Name ; 
if not, but that he be invefted with his Mother’s 
Name (though the World take Notice of his reputed 
Father) yet. fall he have nothing to do with his 
‘Arms, unlefs he affumeth the Name of his Father, 
and then {hall he bear the Arms with a Baftard Dif- 
ference, jaccording. to. his Difference of Baftardy 5 
whereof there are 12 Kinds as follow ; 


1..He that is born of unmartied Parties that ne- 
ver after married. 
2. He that is born of a Father married and a 
Woman unmarried. 
3. Of a Father married, but having no lawful 
Children. 
. Of a married Father, but hath Children.

12. He that is born of unmarried Perfons which 
after marry ; being Baftards in our Law though 
not in the Civil. 
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All which in bearing of Arms muft obferve their 
peculiar Differences, well known (or at the leaft ought 
to well be known) to the Heralds; altho’ I fuppofe few 
or none of us know it: For thefe are Arcana Im- 

erij Heraldorum, and muft be kept as Secret as the 
Ceremonies of the Eleufinian Goddefs, or Cabala of the 
Jews, the divulging of which and fuch like Matters 


with. the printed Books of Atms. and Armoty 
(which fhould be lock’d within the Walls of the 
Heralds Office, and not publifh’d to the Cenfure of 
each Man) maketh evety Man as cunning as -thein- 
felves, and bringeth the Herald’s Place into fimall 
Gredit. For I find (1 will only give Inftance of my 
felf) that I am of lefs Efteem, fince I came into 
that Office, than I was before. For. I feel the Of- 
fice hath fomewhat difgrac’d me; infomuch that ‘now 
by the lewd Demeanours of fome, the Name of He- 
rald is become odious, and will fall to the Ground 
If your Lordfhip (whofe Honourable Mind and paine 
ful Endeavour do tye all the Heralds to acknowledgé 
them your new framed, ot at. leaft revived Crea- 
tures) do not put to your helping Hands, and-con- 
tinue the Credit of the Office, and of fuch Officers 
as.fhall deferve well. 

b Arms. cannot be alienated.as. long as any of 
the Family is living; that is, fo long as any of the 
Male Line hath Being; for the Males are only of 
the Line and Family of Agnation, and sot the Fe4 
males; thefe being called Sorores, quafi feorfins naray 
and as it were born out of the right way and line, 
So that the Stirps Agnationis, which is the Male,:is 
different from Stirps Cognationis, which is the Line 
Feminine, as Vhave hitherto conceiv’dit. And theres 
fore fo long as any of the Male Line is living 5 (for 
they have all Intereft in the Arms as they have in 
the Blood) None can Sell the Arms of his Pantilys 
For as Caffaneus fays in his TraGate of Arms.)

the Cafe of the Lord Deincourt, in the Time of Edm

a this point there be divers Opinions repugnant 
each ito other, whereof one is, that of the Reverend 
Herald of our Age Robert Glover Somerfer, who in 
his Book de Differentijs Armorum faith, that She dur: 
ing her own Life hall bear her Hather’s Coat quar- 
ter’d with her Mothet’s. ; 
hoe Cafu. quo Quis virts Nobilis filiam G haredem Useo~ 
rem duxerit, G ta €4 unicam fufceperit filiam, Mater- 
ni Cenfus  Hareditatis heredem futurains & per aliam 
Uxorem genuerit filium Paterne Heareditatis heredem's

But. faving Correétion, [ cannot as yet be induced 
to permit the Daughter during her. Life to bear her 
Father’s and Mother’s Arms quarter’d 5 Becaufe quar- 
tering denoteth a fettled Inheritance of the Arms of 
both thofe Houfes in that Perfon that beareth them 
fo quarter’d ; which cannot be in her, becaufe the 
Brother muft carry the Arms of the Father from her. 
Befides fhe in that doth Wrong to the Heir Male 
in the Father’s Arms, becaufe it wholly belongs to 
him. Wherefore for my part I rather incline to the 
Opinion of Others, and among others to Gerhard 
Leigh, who in his Accidence of Armory doth write, 
That if fhe will needs carry her Father’s Coat (to 
thew from whence fhe is defcended) fhe muft carry 
it in the Chief of her Arms, as he there fets down 
the Example. But however fhe may bear the Coat 
of her Father during Life, either quarter’d with her 
own, as Somerfer has faid 5 or in Chief of her own, 
as Leigh hath; or in Canton, as. others hold, (and 
that not improbably :) Yet they. all agree that her 
Iffue can have no Ways to do with the Arms of the 
Grandfather, but only with the Arms of the Grand- 
mother : And therefore the Lord Adarque/s cannot by 
any Opinion bear the Arms of Howard iti any what.

c Thefe Men being called. by divers Names were 
Men of great Efteem in former Ages, being fome- 
times named but by fome part of their Fun@tion, 
But now in this Word Herald (which fignifies the 
old Lord or Mafter, ¢ and is called in Latin Vetera- 
nus of his Years and Experience) are contained all 
the other Names and Fun@ions which do exprefs

Fardere faciendo in denouncing Wars or making Peace. 
He is called Nuncius Regis, becaufe of one Part of his- 
Office which is to go on the Kings Meflage, fo that he 
which -in the Szxozs Time went on the King’s Mef- 
fage, was the fame that our now Herald is, and held 
the fame ‘place of a great Perfon. He is called Gz- 
duceator of one Part of his Office, which is. to deal 
in Matters of Peace, and\ therefore hath his Caduceus 
or white Staff (omitted now as many other. things 
in his Creation.) The Difference of which Fecialis 
@ Caduceator is fet down by Francifeus Philelphus 
Lib. Epift. Anno Dom. 142. in this Sort. Vis 
[cire quid interfit inter Feciales & Caduceatores? Feciales 
eos fuilfe apud prifeos, qui certa Furis folemnitate Bellum 
hoftibus indicebant ; & Caduceatores fe Pacis Legatos, 
dittos a Caduceo quem Manu Seftabant. Which Cadn- 
geus Apollo gave to Mercury the Herald of the Gods to 
bear when he went on their Meflage. Herald is alfo 
called Praco, becaufe he is to dénounce his Lord’s Pro- 
Clamation ‘and Meflages, the Praifes of valiant’ Men 
in Peace. And therefore in Blazon of the Arms of 
any he mult blaze them to the Honour and Praife of 
the Bearer; fince Aeraldus (as one writeth) ¢ ‘Prace 
Firtutum non Vicoriarum Hominum. And yet*find 
the Name Heraldus in Lutia no ancienter than efzeas 
Sylvius, and no Mention is made de Rey des Heraz, 
But I fuppofe I thal find the Officer, though hot the 
Name, in the Time of Henry 3d, if I miftake it 
not. 

What their Place, Credit and Worth have been in 
former Ages (when Honour was refpected more than 
now) is declared ia the Honourable Ceremonies at 
their Creation. For the fame ought to be by the 
Prince only (or by Commiffion efpecial from ‘him to 
that Purpofe) ; for fo had the Jaft Duke of Norfolk al- 
ways a Warrant from Queen Elizabeth. And upon 
fome Feftival Days. The Order whereof Gerhard 
Leigh fets down in this Sort. 

© The Prince then asketh the Herald, whether he 
be a Gentleman of Blood or of fecond Coat Ar- 
mour. If he be not; the King endoweth hin with 
Lands or Fees, and afligneth to‘him and to his Heirs 
congruent Arms. Then like as the Meffenger is 
brought in by the Herald of the Province, fo isthe 
Purfivant brought in by the Eldeft Herald, who at 
the Commandment of ‘the Prince doth all the So- 
lemnities ; as to turn the Coat of Arms, fetting the 
Maunches thereof on the Arms of the faid Purfivant, 
and putting about his Neck a Collar of §. S. the one 
S. being Argent, the other Sable, and when he is 
named the Prince himfelf taketh the Cup from the 
Herald, which Cupis al gilt; and poureth the Wa- 
ter and Wine upon the Head of the faid Purfivant ; 
creating him by the Name of Our Herald; f and 
the King, when the Oath is adminiftred, giveth the 
fame Cup to the new Herald; of whofe Creation 
fpeaketh alfo Upton: For the Kings of Heralds the 
Collar ought to be one §. of Gold, and one other 
of Silver ; and fo thall your Lordthip find in all their 
Monuments where they are buried, that their Pictures 
are adorned with fuch Collars; as appeareth alfo in 
the funeral Obfequies of William Aukflowe Clarencieux, 
whereof I find this remembred in Writing at that 
Time fet down. 

Memorandum Anno Domini 1476, the 7th of AMay 
was the Buneral of William Aukflowe, otherwife cal- 
led Clarenciewx King of Arms, who was Right wor- 
fhipful after his Degree. His Crown offer’d by & Jre- 
fand King of Arms, his own Coat by Windfor He- 
tald, his Collar by Fawlcon Herald; the King’s 
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Coat remaining always upon the Herfe, And when 
Mafs was done, his Wife ordained a Right Wor- 
fhipful Diauer, where were all the Officers of Arms, 
with their Wives that would come, and divers Ci- 
tizens. 

For the Cup there needs no further Proof than 
the Records of the. King’s Houfe, where, 1 have 
feen it fet down, although I now remember not in 
what Place, that the Herald had his Cup given un- 
to him. : Sita: 

In fuch eftimation were the'Heralds in Times paft, 
in the Reign of Hen. 5. and Hen. 6. that Purfevants 
might be created Knights, And _ therefore Upton 
de militari Officio Lib.

1 1. That the Heralds might create laferiour Of- 
ficers; as, Lyon King of Arms of Scotland. doth at 
this Day make his Inferiour Officers. 

2. That he be at all Tornements, Tilts, @c, And 
therefore (as 1 note in other Cutoms) they ought 
to have whatfoever of their Furniture falleth from 
any of them that Torney, But now will not they 
which begin to Torney pay their Fees, but further 
bring with them fo many Servants and. Pages into 
the Tilt, that they take the Herald’s Fees of what- 
foever falleth from their Mafters, with opprobrious 
Speech to the Heralds againft all Reafon, Orders 
and Cuftoms. For. why fhould Men ferve, if they 


may not have their Due of their Service? Next in 
this Place I obferve, that the Heralds were (and 
ought to be) at all Marriages of the Nobility, (where- 
unto now they are never called) becaufe they ought 
to have the Garment of the Bride; and thus being 
gelded of their due Fees, they cannot maintain the 
Port of their Calling, or that the now Garter fhould 
equal the Garter of Hen. 5. his Time; when Garter 
entertain’d the Emperour Sigd/mond at his Houfe in 
Kentifb Town. , For Reparation thereof fome have 
in'fome Sort fought to relieve them. And therefore 
K. Edw. 6. ™did by his Letters Patents free them,of 
all Subfidies, Taxes, Watches, and other Charges of 
Service. And King Rich, 3. (if my Memory. deceive 
me not.) gave them Cold Arbor Houfe; ™ which 
I cannot fee how, when, or why. they. parted from 
it... Queen Adary (I take it) made them, or at leaft 
confirm’d them a Corporation by the Help and Pro- 
curement of your Honourable Brother the Duke. of 
Norfolk, who alfo.procured them Derby Houfe, which 
they hold at this Day, And Queen Ez. gave,them 
Privileges which 1 haye feen in Print, fubfcribed per 
privatum Sigillum, Much more 1 could fay for the 
Heralds, but I fhall be too tedious, and therefore 
defire Your Lordfhip once more to look oyer the 
Plot of the Defaults of the Herald’s. Office, which 
I gave before to Your Lordfhip, digefted into a Brief 
or Table, 


If Heralds, my Lord, might truly have Fees of 
eyery, one which gave them Fees. in Times ~pait, 
they: might live in, reafonable. Sort, and keep their 
Eftate anfwerable to their Place.. But now (whe- 
ther it be our own Default, or the, overmuch Par- 
cimony. of others, or Fault of the Heavens finceby 
their Revolutions Things decay when they have been 
at the highelt, 1 know not) the Heralds are not 
efteemed, every one, withdraws his Favour from

tothem. And therefore hoping Your Lordfhip will 
repair this ruined State of ours, 1 will fet down 
what belonged unto us in the Time of King) Rich.

Befides 1 find it Regiftred in’ one other’ Book of 
Heralds then living, that in Anno Dom. 1477. which 
was about the 17th of Edw. 4. The King made ma- 
ny Knights of the Bath, at the Marriage of his Son 
Richard Duke of York to Anne Daughter and fole Heir 
to Foln Mowbray Duke of Norfolk, which not 'coun- 
celled to their moft Honour, denied a great Part of 
the Duties (of old Prefidents) giveh to their OF. 
ficers of Arms, and referred them to the Lord Cham- 
berlain, ®' who well underftanding of ancient noble 
Cuftoms, went and fhewed it to the King, and to 
the Duke of Gloucefter Conftable of England, ¢ which 
is Judge of every Officer of Arms, who went in 
his own Perfon, and commanded Wiliam Griffith, one 
of the Marfhals of the King’s Hall, to charge every 
Man of the aforefaid Company (being under their 
Jurifdiaion) to pay their Duties ‘to the Officers of 
Arms, @c. Thus far that Note.

cutcheons or Shields, which belong, and only ap- 
pertain to Gentlemen beating Arms, and to none 
other. 

Tem, ® He fhall make diligent Search if any 
bear Arms without Authority or good Right, and 
finding {uch (altho’ they be true Blazon’) he fhall 
prohibit them, 

iThe faid King of Arms in his Provincé hath 
full Power and Authority by the King to give’ Con- 
firmation to all Noblemen and Gentlemen ignorant 
of their Arms; for the which lie ought to have his 
Fee belonging thereto. 
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k He hath Authority to give Arms and Crefts to 
Perfons of Ability, deferving well of the Prince 
and Commonwealth, by reafon of Office, Autho- 
rity, Wifdom, Learning, good Manners, and fober 
Government. They to have fuch Grants by Pa- 
tent under the Seal of the Office of the King of 
Arms, and to pay therefore the Fees accuftomed. 

Item, 1 No Gentleman, or other, may ereé& or fet 
up in any Church at Funerals, either Banners, Stah- 
dards, Coats of Arms, Helms, Crefts, Swords, or 
any other Hatchments, without the Licence of the 
{aid King of Arms of the Province: or by Allow- 
ance of, or Permiffion of his Marfhal or Deputy : 
Becanfe the Arms of the noble Eftate deceafed, the 
Day of his Death, the Place of his Burial, his Mar- 
riage and Iffues ought to be taken and recorded in 
the Office of that King. 

m Further, No Gentlemen ought to bear their 
Differences in Atmory; otherwife than the Of- 
fice of Armory requireth:. And when younger 
Brethren do marry, erect and eftablifh new Houfes, 
and accordingly to bear their Arms with fuch Di- 
ftin@tion and Differences that may be known from 
their elder Families, out of which they are def 
cended ; the King of Arms of the Province is to 
be confulted withal, and fuch Differences: of Hou- 
fes are to be affigned and eftablithed by his Privity 
and Confent, that fo he may advife them to the 
beft, and keep Record thereof; otherwife Gentle- 
men may hurt themfelves by. taking fuch a Di 
rence as fhall prejudice the chief Houfe from whence 
they are defcended. 

n The King of Arms of the Province is to have 
an efpecial Regard, that no Man bear Arms by his 
Mother, be fhe never fo good a Gentlewoman, or 
never fo great an Inheretrix, unlefs he bear Arms 
alfo by his Father’s Stock and Living properly be- 
longing to his Surname ; Quia apud jus in Anglia, 
Partus nom fequitur ventrem 

o Likewife-he is to fee that no Gentleman, def- 
cended of a noble Race, and bearing Arms, do al- 
ter or change thofe Arms, without his Knowledge, 
Allowance or Confent. If any doufe the Arms 
of others, or fuch as they onght not, and will 
not be reftrained, he is under a certain Pain. And 
at a certain Day to warn each Offender to appear 
before the Earl-Marfhal, or his Deputy, before 
whom the fame is to be order’d and reftrain’d. 

p Arms appointed for Bifhops onght not to def- 
cend to their Children, for they are not within the 
Compafs of the Law of Arms, which only takes 
Notice of Bifhops as Officers of the Church, and 
not as Military Men, or Perfons to be employed in 
Office or Affairs of Laymen, tho’ fome of ’em 
have beeh very great Soldiers. For both Canons 
and Examples do forbid the fame, fince in tempo- 
ral Adtions. in Time, paft it was alledg’d againft 
them. For it was objected to Aubert Walter, Arch- 
bifhop of Canterbury, being Chief Juftice and Chan- 
cellor in the Time of King Sohw, that he inter- 
meddled in Lay Caufes, and dealt in Blood. As 
alfo the fame was laid againft other Clergymen for 
having of Offices in the Exchequer and the King’s 
Houfe,when fome of them were Clerks of the Kitch- 
in, fome Treafurets of the Houfhold, ec. Yea; fo 
much did our Anceftors derogate from the Arms 
of the Bifhops ; as that the Bifhops which were in- 
terefted in the Arms of their Anceftors,. might not

And that it was not be- 
fore the Time of * Bartolws the Lawyer, in the Go- 
vernment of Charles the [Vth Emperor, permitted 
to Gown-men (or as the French termeth them of 
the long Robe ; for under’that Name were learned 
Men, Clergymen, and others comprehended ) to 
bear Armories. Or elfe why fhould that great Law- 
yer Bartolus argue the Matter, whether ic were 
convenient that he fhould take Arms (the peculiar 
Reward and Honour of Military Service in antient 
Time) or whether he fhould refufe them at the 
Emperot’s hands? For if it had been then ufed that 
the long Robe fhould have enjoy’d the Honout of 
Arms, Bartow would never have doubted thereof. 
But fince it was not then accuflomed, he made 
Queftion whether he fhould take thofe Arms .or 
not ; but in the end concluded that the FaG@ of the 
Prince was neither to be difputed nor rejected, and 
therefore was willing to aflume the Arms the Em- 
peror had given him. 

4 Altho’ the Marfhal in times paft was but the 
Conftable’s Deputy, yet was he Affiftant to the 
Conftable in all Judgment. For “by his Advice 
moftly, and fometime with his, and with the teft 
of the Court Military, the Conitable gave Sentence. 
Yet was he alfo to hear, and in fome Sort to de- 
termine Caufes, efpecially in the Abfence of the 
Conftable; which thofe Marfhals more often, and 
with more Authority exercifed fince the ‘13th of 
Hen. VL in which Edward Stafford (or Bohun) 
the laft Conftable of England was beheaded. Since 
that time there hath not been any more Conftables, 
whereby the Marfhal hath. always after fupply’d 
the Place of Conftable, and fentenced all Military 
Matters: Then if the Marfhal does the Conftable’s 
Office, he hath the fame Priviledge the Conftable 
had. And if the Conftable might imprifon then 
(as I think will be well prov’d) the Marfhal may 
do the fame, fupplying the Conftable’s Office : 
And by Confequence, all fuch Deputy =Marthal 
Commiffioners, as have Authority from the Prince, 
to fupply the Marfhal’s Office, during the Interim 
or Vacancy of an Earl-Marfhal. Moreover, if they 
fhould not have Authority to imprifon, in vain were 
it then to determine any thing. For if the Parties 
condemned will not obey, and they have no Power 
to compel them thereto, which in the end muft be 
only by Imprifonment, in vain it is for them (as I 
faid )'to decree any thing. But becaufe their Judg- 
ments fhould be eftablith’d, and the Offenders com- 
pell’d to perform fuch Law, there was allowed to 
the Marfhal his Prifon, which to this Day is called 
the Marfbalfea. A. Thing fuperfluous and meer fri- 
volous, that they fhall have a Prifon and nat com- 
mit Offenders to it: But that Prifon was not ap- 
pointed to them in vain. Por which caufe it feems 
eth to me, that the now Marfhal’s Deputies: have 
Fus incarcerandi; and: if any of your Lordthips 
fhould commit one Offender to that Prifon, I would 
gladly learn what Remedy he hath, either by J 
AGion of falfe Imprifonment, or otherwife; fince |

The Marfhal hath Power of Imprifonment. 
{The Conftable and Marfhal have a Law by, themfelves, ; 
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no Man, I think, will bail him without your Con- 
fents, or any other Judge of Habeaz Corpus enlarge 
him, And then, foolery and needlefs it were for 
him to fue an Adtion of falfe Imprifonment againft 
thofe that fhall commit. And therefore I fee not 
bur that he may remain in Prifon ftill, upon Com: 
mandment of the Marfhal or Marthal’s Deputy, or 
upon Judgment in the Marhai’s Court, which in a 
Book Cafe ' of the 13th of Hen. IV. is faid to be all 
one with the Conftable’s Court; which alfo is to 
be gather’d out of another Book-Cafe in Law Books 
of 37 of Hen, VI. where one brings an A@ion at 
the Common Law, of Affault and Menacing. The 
Defendant pleaded that the Plaintiff did incutiri 2 
Capite; and that if the Plaintiff would charge the 
Defendant with Treafon, as he did, he faid to the 
Plaintiff, that he would defend him by his Body 
during the Life of one of them; which was the 
fame Menacing ; whereupon it was faid, that fuch 
Aion for appealing of Treafon, or calling Tray- 
tor, lieth not at the Common Law. Bur to ufe

Whereby it appeareth that all the four Juftices 
agreed, that the Conftable and Marfhal had a Law 
by themfelves, whereof the Common Law doth 
take notice, as well as it doth of the Ecclefiaftical 
Law, being a Law of itfelf from the Common. 
Then if they have a Law by themfelves (and 
the Marfhal, as I gather out of thefe Cafes, is as 
fat interefted therein as the Conftable, becaufe the 
Common Law here, in this Cafe, and in all other 
Places, calleth it the Conftable and Marthal’s 
Conrt, {till joining them together, as it were, in 
equal Power) it muft needs follow, that they ought 
to have Means to execute the Judgments of that 
Law, which cannot in the End be by any other 
Courfe but by Reftraint and Imprifonment, being 
the laft Coercion that can be ufed, as we fee in the 
Contemners and Refifters of the Common Law. 
Which further affirmeth, that ‘Things of War done 
out of the Realm fhall be determined by the Con- 
{lable and Marfhal. Where I alfo obferve, that the 
Marfhal is always joined with the Conftable, as I 
before touched, and as appears alfo in a Book Cafe 
of 48 Edw. III. fo. 3..° And Stamford in his Pleas of 
the Crown, fo. 65. Asis alfo proved in 13 Hen. 1V. 
fo.13. Where it is deliver’d, that 2 Woman fhall 
have an Appeal in the Conftable and Marfhal’s 
Court of the Death of her Husband flain in Scotland. 
And ' Littleton puts the like Cafe, that if the King 
make’a Voyage into Scotland, and Efcuage 4 be af- 
fefs’d in Parliament, if the Lord diftrain his Te- 
nant, that holdeth by Knight’s Service, of one en« 
tire Fee fo affefled, and the Tenant plead and aver 
that he was with the King in Scotland by 40. Days, 
it fhall be tried by the Certificate of the Marfhal 
(of the Hofte of the King ) in writing under his Seal-s 
which fhall be fent to the Juftices.. But by this 
Marfhal of the Hoft is always intended the Mar- 
fhal of England, who is to ferve in thofe Wars, 
which is called the Marfhal of the Armies; as I 
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can upon fome Study {ufficiently prove by Re- 
cord. 

I hope your Lordfhip will not be offended that 
I pefter you with rhapfodical Things ; and there- 
fore prefuming of the fame, I will fet down what 
Heralds I have obferv’d to be in feveral Princes 
Times by feveral Names. In which your Lordfhip 
may behold the flourifhing State of that Degree, 
when it is furnifhed with Kings, Heralds, and Pur- 
fuivants of the Prince; and Heralds and Purfui- 
vants of divers Noblemen: For they had alfo He- 
ralds and Purfuivants who went with the King’s 
Heralds to the Chapel before their Lords, who at- 
tended on the King. Of which Noblemen’s He- 
ralds, fome of them dealt in Arms, and gave Au- 
thority to bear ont Differences which they bear. 
Befides, I fhall thew therein the firft Inftitution of 
fome Heralds, which I think fhall not be diftaftful 
to your Lordfhip to read. 

In the Beginning of Edw. 11. Andrew Windfore 
Norroy, befides thefe Heralds of his Children 3 Cla- 
renceaur, belonging to the Duke of Clarence; Lan- 
cafter, belonging to the Duke of that Name, who 
when the Honfe of Lancafter obtain’d the Crown, 
was a King of Heralds; which fo continu’d, until 
the Houfe of York got the Garland, and brought 
him back to an Herald. Gloucefter, the Herald of 
that Duke. 

Windfore, whom the King created upon this Oc- 
cafion ; as hath Bertrande Argentre in his Hiftory 
of Little Britain, Hen, V. cap. 46. Afcer the Battel 
of Aurage, in the Year 1364, which fell in the 
38 Edw. Vil. in which Charles le Blois was flain, 
and Fob Mountford (affifted by the King) had the 
ViGory through the Englih ; the News whereof 
was brought to King Edward; whereupon (to nfe 
Bertrand’s Words) Le Roy d’ Angleterre eftoit a Dou-

in England but he: The Earles Mar- 
fhall have fometimes been the King’s 
Lientenant-General in Marthal Affairs; and by their 
Office of Marfhalfhip have had Power and Autho- 
rity to hear, and determine judicially of Queftions, 
Doubts, and Differences betwixt Parties concerning 
Honour and Arms; atid to that end the Earl Mar- 
fhal holdeth a Court of Judicature, called the Earl 
Marfhal’s Court; As when Arms are ufurped and 
unjuftly borne, the Earl hath Power to difclaim the 
fame, and to punifh the Parties that fhall falfely af 
fume and take upon them the Armories of another, 
by the Name and Title of a Gentleman, when 
they are not fo to be approved. “ 


Il. The Earl-Marfhal hath Power alfo, by fpe- 
cial Commiffion under ‘the Great Seal of England, 
over the College of the Heralds, prohibiting the 
Provincial Kings of Arms to give and grant any 
new Coats of Arms without his Lordthip’s Confent 
thereunto ; his Lordfhip eftablifheth Orders amongft 
the Heralds, for their better Rule and Govern- 
ment, and any Doubt or Queftion, which they 
cannot decide amongft themfelves, they refer that 
to the Arbitriment and Judgment of the Earl- 
Marfhal. 


TIL. His Lordfhip giveth them their folemn Crea- 
tions according to their Degrees, viz. Kings of 
Arms, Heralds, and Purfuivants. 


IV. The Earl keepeth his Court-Marfhal either at 
Wefiminfer, in the painted Chamber adjoining to

the Parliament-Houfe, or in his own Honfe, where 
in the gteat Hall he hath a large Table or Stage 
four fquare, built with Rails thereabout, and Ben-

XII, In time of War with this golden Staff he 
marfhallech and ordereth Battels in the Field, and 
hath the leading of the Van-Guard, and in the 
time of Peace he beareth it ufually at his Pleafure: 
But efpecially on Feftival Days ia the Court, and in So- 
Jemn and Royal Proceedings before the King, and taketh 
his Place with the Lord Great Chamberlain, or the Con- 
fable next before the Sword. 


XII. The Eatl-Marfhal. is placed by A& of 
Parliament, 31 Hen. VIII. next after the Lord 
Great Chamberlain and the Conftable, and before 
the Lord High Admiral and the Lord Steward, and 
Lord Chamberlain of the King’s Houfe. 


XIV. At the Coronation of the King the Earl- 
Martfhal hath the ordering of the Abbey of Weftmin- 
fier, and feeth the Regalities and Robes. of King 
‘Edward the Confeflor to be in a Readinefs; there 
the folemnizing is to be holden, and to that end 
fendeth to the Office of the Robes, Jewel-Honfe 
and Ward-Robe to make the Preparations. 


XV. He appointeth the Building of the Scaf- 
fold whereon the King is to be crowned, and gi- 
veth Order to the Gentlemen-Uthers for the cove- 
ting and furnifhing thereof with Hangings, Chairs, 
"Traverfes, Carpets, and Cufhions, dc. efpecially 
the Seige Royal wherein the King is to be crowned. 


XVL At which time the Earl-Marfhal is one of 
thofe that doth all the neareft Offices to the King’s 
Perfon; as to help to lead him, and to fupport his 
Majefty in his Chair, putting his Hand with others 
of the Nobility to fet the Crown on his Majelty’s 


all others of the Nobility in their feveral Degrees 
and Eftates, being all invefted in their Robes of 
Eftate, wearing their Coronets when ‘they do their 
Homage. } 


XVII. The Earl-Marthal appointeth what Num- 
ber of Knights of the Bath are to be made at the 
Coronation of the King, and maketh Ele@tion of 
them forth of the Nobility, or of the worthieft 
Knights Sons and Heirs; and directeth by Letters 
in the King’s Name unto them to appear by a 
Day, for the Provifion of feveral Habits and other 


| Things neceflary. The Day being come,’ the Earl- 


Marfhal, with the Lord Chamberlain of the Hou- 
fhold, give them their Oath, after they are all 
bathed, and are in their Hermit’s Habit; and af- 
ter they have feafted and re-vefted themfelves in 
other Habits, they ride to the Court with their 
Efquires ; the Earl-Marfhal prefents them to the

XVIII. OF every Knight of the Bath the Earl- 
Marfhal receiveth a Fee in Money, wiz. five Pounds 
for the Horfe the Knight rideth upon, and a Mark 
for the Horfe’s Futniture. 


XTX. At the Creation of any great Eftate; as 
Duke, or Marquefs, or Earl, the Harl-Marfhal 
ought t6 have the Furniture of the faid Eftate, or 
Compofition for the fame; as alfo by antient Cu- 
ftom he hath had the like, of Archbifhops, Bifhops, 
and Abbots at their Confecrations. 


XX. At the funeral Obfeqnies of Kings, Queens, 
and Princes, the Earl-Marfhal is a chief Commif- 
fionet appointed with the Lord Treafurer, the 
Lord Chamberlain, and others of the Loids of the 
King’s Council, to give Orders to the Ward-Robe 
for the Diftribution of Black for Mourners, for the 
furnifhing the Hearfe with Velvets, Palls of Cloth 
of Gold, Efcutcheons, Banners, and Hatchments ; 
giving Charge to the Officers of Arms to give 
their Attendance, and to fee all Things royally 
and princely performed. 


XXI. At Combats, Barriers, Tournaments, and 
Jufts royal, the Earl-Marfhal is the chiefeft Officer, 
to fee thofe Matters and A@ions of Honour and 
Arms accomplifhed; there alfo he hath the Ap- 
pointment of the Judges; and riding with his Tip- 
ftaves round about the Lift, or Tilt, ordereth every 
thing at his Command, at which time the Knight- 
Marfhal is but his Attendant. 


XXII. Touching Duels and private Quarrels 
between Gentlemen, growing upon difgraceful 
Words, Blows, or Challenges, the Earl-Marfhal 
hath Power and Authority to flay and commit the 
Perfons; confining of them, and taking of fuffi- 
cient Bonds for their good abeating and. forth- 
coming ; compelling the Offenders to make Satis- 
faGion to the Parties injured, according to the Form 
and Advice of a Book publifhed in Print to that 
Effet, by the Appointment of our late Sovereign

| Garter’s * Oath relates only to Services to be 
perform’d within the Order, and is taken in Chap- 
ter before the Sovereign and Knights Companions, 
at his Admittance into the Office. But he takes no 
Oath before the Earl-Marfhal, when created King 
of Arms; he being regulated by the Laws of the 
Order, the Sovereign’s Pleafure, and confequently 
their Officer, and not fubjeé to the Earl-Marfhal’s 
Authority ; nor as Garter (but as King of Arms) 
intermeddles with any thing under it. 


‘ A King of Arms his Oath is peculiarly fram’d 
to his Employments in the Office of Arms, and 
diftin@ from Garter’s ; and taken before the Earl- 
Marfhal, or his Deputy at his Creation, under 
whofe Jurifdi@ion he alfo is, wiz. fo far as the Earl- 
Marfhal his Power, Rules, and Orders extend.

But they reach not within the Order of the Garter, 
nor as King of Arms can he aé there. 

The Office of Garter hath been acknowledged 
by the Officers of Arms to be a diftin@® Office 
from King of Arms, as appears by their Reply 
to Sir William Dethick’s Anfwer, 14 March, Anno 
1601. who was charg’d with embezelling Books 
out of the Office of Arms, in thefs Words 

“ * It is known his Father was poor in Books, 
** but only fuch as concern’d his Office of Garter 
“(not the Office of Arms) and are hereditary 
* to the fame. 

So alfo where the Lords Commiffioners for the 
Office of Earl-Marfhal obtain’d from King Fames 
an Annuity of 2004. per Annum, to the {aid Sir 
William Dethick, ' in refpe& of the Surrender of 
his Parent, and relinquifhing the Office of Garter 
to Sir William Segar. 

That * Garter is an Office of the Order, appears 
from the Statutes. Stem, There be ordain’d five 
Officers appertaining to the faid Order, viz, Pre- 
late, Chancellor, Regifter, King of Arms named 
Garter, and an Ufher at Arms, named the Black 
Rod. 

The fame Officers (and no other ) are enume- 
rated in the Conftitutions made for the + Officers of 
the Order, and particularly belonging thereunto, 
and Garter one of their Number. 

Here in exprefs Text, Garter is faid to be an 
Officer appertaining to the Order, not to the Earl- 
Marfhal; and confequently not to his, but to the 
Sovereign’s Nomination. ; 

The three || Officers, viz. Regifter, Garter Rex 
‘Armorum, and Black-Rod, are under the Proteétion 
of the Sovereign; and if any Injury be done. them 
by Subjeds or Foreigners, they {ubmitting their 
Caufe to the Judgment of the Sovereign Jand 
Knights Companions,they fhall be bound to receive 
them and do them Juftice, and if the adverfe Party 
will not fubmit, they fhall be bound to take part 
with, and favour the Officer. 

Tt will be objected that the Earl-Marfhal ought 
to nominate Garter, becaufe the King hath given 
him Power in his Patent for that Office under the 
Great Seal, to nominate Officers in thefe Words 
” Una cum omnibus © fingulis Dignitatibus praceden- 
tits, &c. Officiis © Nomiuationibus Officiariorum, &c. 
eidem Officio Comitis Marefcalli Angliz, qualitercunque, 
five quomodocunque fpeCantibus, aut de jure per-inentibus, 


Refp. 1. By thefe Words it is evident that the 
Power of Nomination is granted to the Earl- 
Marfhal, of fuch Officers as belong to the Of 
fice of Earl-Marfhal only. ‘But Garter (as Gar- 
ter) is an Officer belonging to, and under the 
Jurifdi&ion of the Sovereign and Knights of 
the Garter, and wholly independent to the Earl- 
Marfhal, until he be created King of Arms, and 
then dependent of him only in relation to that 
Office. But admit Garter were within his Jurif- 
di@ion, the Signification of thefe Words ® Nomina- 
tiones Officiariorum in the Latin Letters Patent, are 
explain’d in all the Englijh Commiffions to be, 
to recommend, or tocommend the Names of meet 
and skilful Perfons to the King ; which isno more 
than prefenting of Names by the Earl-Marthal to 
the King, for him to make Choice of, but not to 
limit or reftrain his Royal Power and Prerogative, 
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that he may not retufe fuch Perfons as thall be fo 
recommended to him. And when this is done, nei- 
ther the Earl-Marfhal nor his Deputy can create 
Garter a King of Arms, without a Particular Com- 
miffion or Warrant, fign’d with the King’s Hand, 
and to him direéted. 


Il. Admit alfo that the Power of Nomination 
of Garter had been by particular Name granted 
to the Earl-Marfhal by the aforefaid Letters Pa- 
tents, yet, they paffing under the Great Seal, it 
can have no Effect within, or upon the Rules and 
Statutes of the Order, or upon any Officer relating 
thereto. For fo was it averr’d in the Bifhop of 
Salisbury’; Cafe, Anno 12. Car.1, And fince that 
time ( fome Years before the Earl-Marfhal’s Patent 
was granted) in? two Chapters of the Order, the 
Great Sealor other Seal is. accounted ineffe@ual, 
and over-ruled in Vindication of the Honour and 
Privileges of the moft noble Order of the Garter. 
And f{eeing the**Réftraint is now thus put upon the 
Great Seal, Garter henceforward ought to have his 
Patent for the Office of Garter under the Seal of 
the Order only ; and that other for his Penfion as 
King of Arms under the Great Seal; for he needs 
no Great Seal to make him King’ of Arms, that 
Dignity he receives by Creation. 

Nor did any Officer of Arms’ receive any Be- 
nefit or Profit in the Office of Arms, till he had 
taken his Oath and‘had his Creation; which being 
paft, he had immediate Title to his Fees, tho’ he 
have no Patent; of which there ate many In- 
ftances. 


IfJ. It appears before, that the Sovereign, with 
Confent of the Knights of the Order, inftitnted 
the Office of Garter; and that Garter hath been 
always {worn *in Chapter, and received his Habit, 
Badge, Privilege, and Penfion from the Sovereign ; 
which being fo, his Succeflors ought undoubtedly 
to nominate upon a Vacancy, unlefs a Relinquifh- 
ment of this Privilege be produced from the {fame 
Authority that ere&ted the Office ; for it will not 
be enough; for the Earl-Marfhal to fhew that his 
Predeceflors have nominated Garter to be princi- 
pal King of Arms; but he muft thew that they 
fir! nominated him Garter. 


IV.-If Garter had been hetetofore accounted 
the Earl-Marfhal’s Officer, it would fomewhere 
appear that his | Predeceffors had made Rules and 
Orders for Garter. to walk by, touching his Em- 
ployments within the Order (becanfe they have 
frequently done that, as he is King of Arms, and 
a Member of the Heralds College.) But neither 
does Garter execute any part of his Office as Gar- 
ter within the College of Arms; nor as he is 
King of Atms doth he any thing within the Order. 

And ‘here may be noted, that’ the King’s De- 
claration 15 June, 1673. for afferting the Earl- 
Marfhal’s Jurifdi@ion in many enumerated Particu- 
lars, extends to Officers and Things within the 
Office of Earl-Marfhal only, and particularly to 
Garter as King of Arms, and not otherwife. And 
the Earl-Marthal his: Order, 17 Yune, 1673. for 
Garter’s bringing his Books, Rolls and Papers, in- 
to the Office of Arms, relates only to {uch 
wherein he is concern’d as King of Arms, and

ever fince his Inftitution the Office of King) of 
Arms hath always follow’d ef Courfe, and hi- 
therto nevér disjoin’d nor {eparated ; why may not 
the Sovereign, after he hath chofen a Perfon to the 
Office of Garter, impofe upon the Earl-Marfhal 
to recommend him King of Arms? This will be 
no ftrange thing if it be confider’d, that the Of- 
fice of King of Arms was at fick annexed. to 
Garter, and that by: the Sovereign and Knights 
Companions: And alfo that it is a declar’d Preto- 
gative belonging ‘to the Sovereign within the Or- 
der, that he can, and doth impofe ‘ upon the 
Knights Companions Nomination of fuch foreign 
Kings and Princes to his Election, as he’ fhall 
pleafe. Eto 

Befides, the Order of the Garter is in the Na- 
ture of a diftin Sovereignty‘ govern’d by Laws 
and Affemblies of its own, and wholly independent 
from other Laws: And that the King, as Sove- 
reign, in Matters and. Things relating’ thereunto, 
hath fole and abfolute Power in altering, changing, 
and ‘ explaining; himfelf being the fupreme Law 
and Interpreter thereof, and confequently no Grant 
can prefcribe or bound the Sovereign, who hath 
the * Regulation of the whole as his undoubted Pri- 
vilege. 

It may be further objected, that Garter hath 
been always chofen from among the Officers, and 
therefore he that is not an Officer there, ought not 
to be admitted Garter. 

That Garter hath been always fo chofen is de- 
ny’d ; for fobe Smert, fecond Garter, was no OF 
ficer ii the College of Arms, before he obtain’d 
the Office of Garter. And Sir Tho. * Wriothe/ley was 


neither King of Arms, nor Herald, nor Purfuivant’ 


pertaining to the King (only Purfuivant to: the 
Prince, which was next to no Officer) before he 
was made Garter. 

But it follows not, that becaufe the Sovereign 
hath for the moft part been pleas’d to chufe his 
Garter out of the Society, that therefore he is of 
Neceffity oblig’d ftill to do’ fo, in Cafe he hath 
greater inducing Reafons to the contrary. 

King Hen.V. (Garter’s Founder) faith exprefsly 
that Garter fhall be ’ Sovereign of the Office of 
Arms. And King Hen. VIII. That he fhall be 
2 chicf of the Officers of Arms. But no where it 
is faid that he fhall be chofen from among that So- 
ciety; for the Office of Garter is not fix’d upon 
the Officers of Arms; but the Office of King of 
Arms is annex’d unto that of Garter. But if the 
King were oblig’d to chufe Garter from among the 
Officers of Arms, it were but making:him (whom 
he intends for Garter) a Purfuivant over Night, 
and chufing him to be Garter the next Morn- 
ing. 

Befides, Garter’s Qualifications are there: fet 
down; to be a Gentleman of Blood, and of Arms, 
and of clear Reputation, * which if any one want, 
(if he be an Officer of Arms) the Law of the 
Order doth abfolutely prohibit his Ele&ion. 

Wherefore, if another Perfon be as knowing in 
the Ceremonies of the Order, and qualified for the 
Employment as the Statutes require, what can hin- 
der but that the Sovereign may nominate him 
thereto, if he pleafe?

Provincial ** Kings of Arms-at this Day are only 
two, Clarencieux and MNorroy ; Clarencieux was ot- 
dain’d by King Edw. IV. For he obtaining the 
Dukedom of Clarence, by the Death of George his 
Brother, who was fecretly murther’d in the Tower 
of London, made the Herald which properly be- 
long’d to the Duke of Clarence, a King of Arms, 
and -call’d°him Clarentius, or Clarencienx. But Sir 
Hemy Spelman thinks it an Office of greater Anti- 
quity. The JurifdiGion of this Office extends 
through the Realm on the South fide of Trent; as 
that of Norroy doth on the North fide, whence he 
is call’d Norroy, or King of the Northern Parts ff.

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There have been many Remonftrances between 
Garter and thefe provincial Kings concerning their 
particular Prerogatives: In which each Party has 
been fo partial in his own Canfe, that it is no eafy 
matter to fay what was each King’s Right. Gar- 
rer was for granting and confirming Arms, whilft 
Clarencieux and Norroy infifted upon it as’ their Pri- 
vilege only; with many other Things too tedious 
to name. But thefe Matters have been fince re- 
gulated by the Earl-Marfhal, who has fo ordain’d, 
That co all new Grants, Garter fhall firft fign and 
feal; and then the King of that Province in which 
the Receiver lives, and both have their Fees. But 
either Clarencieux or Norvoy may give a Confitma- 
tion, without being compell’d to have Gartet’s 
Affiltance.

Heralds, though by their Place created Efquires 
(which is as much as a King of Arms is by his} 
were ever Gentlemen of a Iefs Account than thofe 
Kings of Arms. Their adjun& Titles fhew that 
anciently they attended on Noble Perfonages, Peers 
of the Realm in Martial Expeditions, @c. But tho” 
as fuch they had divers Privileges, yet had they 
not fuch as pertained to the Kings of Arms, or 
Hetalds of the Sovereign. At this time, and for 
many Years, the Heralds chief Fun@ion is to 
affift with the Kings of Arms in performing the 
Ceremonies of all Coronations, publick Inftalla- 
tions, Proceffions, Creations, Feflivals, Funerals, 
and other Solemnities ; at all which they muft be 
habited in their refpeGtive Ornaments of Dignity 
and Office, as you may more clearly perceive in 
the following Orders, viz.

HERE AS before this Time, the 

* Earls-Marfhalsof England havenot 

only had the nomination and pla- 

cing of all the Kings, Heralds, ard 
Purfuivants of Arms into their feveral Offices, but 
alfo further Authority by Vertue of the faid Office 
of Earl-Marfhal, to, make Orders and Statutes to 
be obferved and kept by the faid feveral Officers 
of Arms, as the faid Earl-Marfhals fhall think more 
meet and convenient ; not only binding them to ob- 
ferve their Daties to their Prince and Country, ac- 
cording to their feveral Oaths taken at what ‘Time 
as they were created and made Officets of Arms, 
but alfo further to enjoin them to fuch Otders to 
be obferved and kept amongft themfelves, as every 
one of them may do their Duties one to another, 
according tohis Place and Ancientry in the faid Of- 
fice of Arms. Wherefore upon divers and fundry 
good Confiderations, and for the taking away of 
fundry Abufes and Difcords; which are and do dai- 
ly increafe amongft the faid Officers of Arms, and 
for the better increafe of Learning and Knowledge, 
to be henceforth had and continued in the faid OF 
fice of Arms, and to the Intent that they thereby 
may be the more able to ferve well in their Voca- 
tion and Calling in the Times of Peace and War ; 
It is therefore order’d and decreed by the High and 
Mighty Prince Thomas Duke of Norfolk, now Earl- 
Marfhal of England, That thefe Orders and Sta- 
tutes “hereafter following fhall be inviolably kept 
and obferved by the faid Kings, Heralds, and Pur- 
{uivants of Avms, in every Claufe, Article, and Sen- 
tence, according to the true Content and Meaning 
of the fame. 


I. It is ordered and decreed by the faid Earl- 
Marfhal, That the Houfe commonly call’d Darby- 
Houje in London, and now the College of Heralds, 
fhall be feverally divided amongft the Kings, He- 
ralds, and Purfuivants of Arms, in fuch Sort as they 
themfelves fhall agree npon in their Chapter by. the 
moft Voices. Provided always, that the lower 
Room in the faid Houfe, lying on the South Side of 
the Gate (wherein at prefent the Records of the 
Office of Arms do remain) fhail fo ftill continue as 
a Library or Office for the fafe Cuftody. and Pre- 
fervation of the faid Records. 


TI. rem, [|It is order’d and decreed by the {aid Earl- 
Marfhal, That all fuch Records, Rolls, Books and 
Pedigrees, as at this Prefent are remaining in the 
faid Library, or hereafter are to be brought to the 
fame, fhall fo. ftill remain as. Records of the faid 
Office ; not to be taken thence by any of the faid 
Officers of Arms, nor any one of them, without the 
Confent and Affent ofthe Three Kings of Arms for 
the Time. being, ot Two of them at the leaft, 
whereof Garter to be one. Provided alfo, that at 


«what. Time as either Clayencieux or Norroy, or their 


Deputies for the Time being, fhall make his or.their 


Vifitations according to their Oaths taken at theit 
Creations ; it fhall'be lawful fot any of them to take 
forth of ‘the faid Library fuch of the fame Books 
and Records as fhall be needful and neceflary for 
their faid’ Vifitations. Provided always, that the 
faid Kings of Atms {hall be bound to bring again 
into the faid Office'of Arms immediately after his 
or their faid Vifitations all the fame Books, as alfo 
the Gatherings of their faid Vifitations, 


TIT. Stem,” {t It is further order’d and decreed b 
the faid Eatl-Marfhal, ‘That for a more certain et 
and true keeping of the Records in the faid Library 
andOffice of Arms, no Perfon fhall have any Entry 
ot Recourfe into the faid Office or Library, without 
one Officer of Arms to be there prefent with him. 
But that for the avoiding of all Inconveniencies that 
may otherwife happen, certain of the Company of the 
Office fhall continually give Attendance in the faid 
Office or Library by the Month, in this Manner, viz. 
The eldeftHerald and Purfuivant fhall begin to attend 
within the faid Office orLibrary from the firtt Day of 
the Month, and there continué at convenient Times 
till the laft Day of the fame Month inclufive; which 
ended, the’ fecond Herald and next Purfuivant thall 
begin to attend likewife for the next Month; and 
fo the Refidue to follow in Order and Ancientry, 
until that they have all gone through ; and then they 
to begin again, and fo to continue the fame Order 
for ever. And furthermore, the faid’ Heralds and 
Parfuivants, that fo fhall give Attendance, fhall alfo 
do their Diligence in the Abfence of the Kings of 
Arms, to anfwer all {uch as fhall have to do in the 
Office any otherwife. «Provided always, that they 
fo attending fhall not deliver out of the faid Library, 
or Office} or otherwife, any Arms, Crefts, or Pedi- 
grees; or otherwife enter into any Book of Record 
any Arms, Crefts, or Pedigrees ; or alter any Re- 
cord without the Confent of the three Kings of 
Arms, or of one of themat the leaft. And all {uch 
Sums of Money as fhall arife, grow, and be obtained, 
inthe faid Library or Office, by‘way of Search, 
Pedigree, or fuch like, fhall be put into a common 
Cheft; and at the End of every Month thall bedivi- 
ded and diftributed in like Manner‘as the Prince’s 
Largeffes are at this prefent, and wont'to be. Pro- 
vided always, that there fhall be no’ Pedigree fet 
forth, or'made in the Office, nor without the Office, 
without the Confent of the three Kings of Arms 
jointly together ; or two of themat theleaft, where- 
of Garter to be one. The Profits thereof to be di- 
vided as followeth. Provided always, that it fhall 
be lawful for the two Kings of Arms Clarencieux 
and Norvoy, or either of them, in their Vifitations, 
to make or fet forth in Paper only, fuch Matches of 
Defcents of any Gentlemen as they fhall take Notes 
of in their Vifitations ; fo that to the fame Def- 
cents, they, norany of them fhall not fub{cribe their 
Names. And if any of the faid Officers do at any 
Time ‘hereafter make, or fet forth any Pedigree of

Arms, as by Chapter they fhall agree.

Defcent, to any Perfon or Perfons, contrary to the 
Meaning and Intent hereof, Then it is agreed by 
the faid Earl-Marfhal, that he, ot they fo doing, 
{hall lofe’all the Profic and Dividend that may rife 
unto him or them by Vertue of the fame Office. 
It is therefore further agreed, that he that fhall tra- 
vail to fet forth any Defcent, in fuch Order as is a- 
forefaid, fhall have in Confideration of his Pains, 
his double Part thereof, according to his Degree 
in the faid Office. 


IV. Item, *It is order’d and decreed by the faid 
Earl-Marfhal, that Garter fhall be reputed and taken 
as the Chief and Principal King of Arms; and that 
he fhall have the chief Preheminence, Place, and 

Voice before all other Officers of Arms in all their 
‘Chapters and Aflemblies ; the proclaiming of the 
Queen’s Majefty’s Style, and. alfo all othet Styles 
ot Honour ; the bearing of Letters Patents at the 
Creations of all Noblemen, and their Gowns that 
they wear before their Creations 5 his Place with 
the Judges in all. Jults, Triumphs, and Tourna- 
ments Royal, as the other Kings of Arms have; 
the Certificates of the Eleétions and Deaths of all 
Knights of the Honourable Order of the Garter, 
and their Gowns at their Inftallations + And alfo, 
the placing of the Lords in Parliament and all other 
‘Affemblics of Honour, with all Fees thereunto be- 
longing. And further it is order'd, that. Garter, 
Clavencieux, and Norroy, ot any of them, according 
tothe ancient Order amongit the Officers of Arms, 
fhall have the only fummoning and calling of Chap- 
ters, to be holden by the faid Officers of Arms at 
the College aforefaid. And that_no Chapter fhall 
be hereafter holden by the faid Officers of Arms, 
except there be prefent at the faid Chapter the 
three Kings of Arms, if fo many of them be living, 
and four Heralds; to the Intent that no Matter 
may be there ended without the Affent and Con- 
fent of eight Voices, whereof the Voice of every 
King of Arms fhall be accounted and taken for two 
Voices, accotding to the laudable Cuftom of an- 
cient Time ufed in the faid Office of Arms. Pro- 
vided always, that it fhall not be lawful for the faid 
Officers of Arms, in any of their Chapters aforefaid, 
to make any Ordinance, Article, or Decree which 
fhall be contrary or not agreeable with any part of 
thefe Orders herein {pecified. 


V. Item, \\ It is order’d and decreed by the faid 
Earl-Marfhal, That for the better Increafe of Learn- 
ing and Knowledge to be henceforth had and con- 
tinued in the faid Office of Arms, and Fellows of 
the fame ; and tothe Intent that they thereby may 
be more able to ferve well in their Vocation in 
Times both of Peace and War: Itis therefore de- 
cteed, that the three Kings of Arms, as Occafion 
fhall ferve, fhall hold and keep a Chapter for the 
only debating and difcuffing of fuch Doubts, Que- 
ftions, and Controverfies, as by Poffibilty may rife 
and grow, not only upon the Bearing, Ufing, Pail- 
ing or Quartering of any Arms or Enfigns of Ho- 
nour, or upon the Defcents or Pedigree of any No- 
ble or Gentle Perfonages ; but alfo of the right 
Ufage and Ceremonies to be obferved at Corona- 
tions, Creations, Funerals, and all other fuch like 
Solemnities and Affemblies of Honour and Worthi- 


nefs: And of the Laws, Ordinances, and Orders. 


of the Field ; and of the {ummoning of Towns and 
Holds; the taking, ufing, and ranfoming of Prifo- 
nets: As alfo, of their doing of Meffages, or giving 
of Defiances; as of their Behaviours and Demea- 
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nours in the proclaiming or uttering of any Thing 
that may be given them in Charge to declare, ur- 
ter, pronounce or do to any foreign Potentate. As 
alfo the receiving, entertaining, placing and Service 


of Ambafladors, or any other foreign Eftate; and 
generally of all other Things appertaining to their 
Office. In which Chapter this Order fhall be 
ufed and kept. 


VI. That every Purfuivant and Herald of Arms, 
(beginning with the youngelt of the faid Office, and 
fo proceeding in dne Order, at one Chapter a Pur- 
fnivant and at the next a Herald) fhall after the 
Officers of Arms affembled and fet in their Places, 
ftanding before them put forth three Cafes or Que- 
ftions, which by Poffibility may chance to happen 
upon any of the aforefaid Matters. And after the 
Cafes or Queftions fo propounded, and by them 
heard and well underftood ; the Kings of Arms fhall 
choofe and appoint, whether of the three Cafes 
they will have argued atid debated in that Chapter. 
Whereupon the faid Herald or Purfuivant that put- 
teth the {aid Cafes fhall firft of all plainly and di- 
ftin@ly declare what he thinketh thereof, and what 
Reafons and Authorities have moved him tobe of 
that Mind and Opinion. And then every Purfui- 
vant, Herald, and King of Arms, (beginning at the 
youngeft, and fo proceeding in due Order) fhall 
in like fort declare what their Opinions are in the 
(ame Cafe; to the Intent that being thus exercifed 
byConference and Confultations amongft themfelves, 
they may, as good Officers, be the more able and 
ready to do their Duties and Service to their Prince 
and Country ; upon Pain that every of the Officers 
of Arms making Default of fuch Meetings, Affem- 
blies, for Exercife of Learning, and not being lawfully 
letted by the Prince’s Service or other Caufe reafo- 
nable, fhall forfeit fuch Summs of Money as fhall be 
thought meet in their faid Chapter. 


VII. Item, **It is alfo order’d and decreed by the 
faid Earl-Marfhal, That Clarencienx andNirroy with- 
in their feveral Provinces fhall have the difpofing 
and ordering of all Combats, fighting in Lifts, 
bearing of Banners, crying of Jufts and Prizes, and 
their Places with the Judges in all Jufts, Triumphs, 
and Tournaments, with all Fees and Comthodities 
thereunto belonging ; faving and referving to the 
other Officers of Arms fuch accuftomed Fees and 
Droids as heretofore they had and enjoy’d. 


VIII. item, tt Ic is alfo order’dand decreed by the 
faidEarl-Marfhal, That Sir Gilbert Dethick, Kt. other- 
wife called Garter Principal King of Arms, fhall 
have the ordering, marfhalling, and fetting forth of 
the Burials of all fuch Noble and Honourable Per- 
fonages, as now ate, or at any Time hereafter 
fhall be, of the Honourable Order of the Garter, 
and their Wives ; in fuch fort as his Predeceffors in 
the Office of Garter have heretofore had and en- 
joyed. And that he fhall further have the Burials 
of all the Nobles, being Peers of this Realm, and 
of the High Court of Parliament and their Wives ; 
with thé two Archbifhops of Canterbury and York, 
and the Bifhop of Wiuchefter only. A's ‘alfo the 
ordering and fetting forth of the Burials of the 
Heirs Apparent of all Dukes, Marquefies, Earls, 
and their Wives. And it is further order’d, thac 
he the faid Garter fhall take to ferve with him at 
the Funerals of the aforefaid Noble and Honourable 
Perfonages, firlt Clarenciewx and then Norroy, Kings 
of Arms; and fo fucceffively one after another, the 


+ Gareer, Clarencienx and Norroy, or any one of them may. call a Chapter. 


‘And for Increafe and Exercife of Learning, 
tt The Burials appropriate and incident to Garter. 
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Heralds and Purfuivants of Arms in Order, accor- 


ding to their Ancientry and Degree in Office. And 
fo ro begin again. 


IX. Item, * It is alfo order’d and decreed by the 


{aid Earl-Marfhal, that Clarenciewx and Norroy thall 
within their feveral Provinces have the only or- 
dering, marfhalling and fetting forth of the Funerals 


of all other Gentleand Noble Perfonages, viz. that 


is to fay all Eltates from a Baron downwards (ex- 
cept Knights of the Order, and their Wives) with- 
out the Lett or Interruption of any other Officers 
of Arms. And the faid Clarencierx and Norroy 
fhall take to fetve with them at the faid Funerals 
(as Occafion fhall ferve, and as the Place fhall re- 
quire) other the Heralds and Parfuivants of Arms 
fucceflively, one after another in order, according 
to their Ancientry and Degree in Office. Itis alfo 
order’d, that Norroy King of Arms fhall have a 
Turn at the Funerals in the Province of Clarencieux 
among the faid Heralds and Purfuivants,as the eld- 
eft Herald. It is moreover order’d and decreed 
by the faid Earl-Marfhal, that if it hall fortune any 
of the Kings of Arms to be in the Prince’s Service, 
jn Vifitation, or Sicknefs, or otherwife abfent ; that 
then one of the faid Kings of Arms to be the o- 
ther’s Deputy, as tho’ he himfelf were there pre- 
fent. And further it is order’d and decreed, that 
if it fortune any of the faid Heralds or Purfuivants 
to be vifited with Sicknefs, that then it fhall be 
lawful for every of them in Time of Sicknefs to af- 
fign his Deputy to ferve forhim at any {uch Fu- 
neral ; which Deputy fhall be accountable to him 
of all Droiés and Commodities, received or had 
for any fuch Funerals. Provided alfo, that the faid 
Deputy fo ferving, fhall be allowed his reafonable 
Charges of him then being fick; any Thing in thefe 
Articles to the contrary notwithftanding. Provi- 
ded always, that at what Time as any-of the 
faid Heralds or Purfuivants fhall ferve at any of the 
Funerals aforefaid, the King of Arms not being pre- 
fent thereat, the faid Heralds or Purfuivants fo fer- 
ving, {hall within one Month next after the Funeral, 
pay to the Kings of Arms to whom it fhall appet- 
tain, fuch ordinary Fees as at this prefent are ufed, 
or heretofore have been accuftomed. 


X. Item, + It is alfo order’d and decreed by the 
faid Earl-Marfhal, That every King of Arms, He- 
rald, and Purfuivant that fhall ferve at any Funeral, 
as is aforefaid, fhall bring into the Library or OF 
fice of Arms a true and certain Certificate, under 
the Hands of the Executors and Mourners that fhall 
be prefent at the faid Funeral, containing the Day 
of the Death, the Place of the Burial of the Perfon 
fo deceafed; and alfo, to whom he or fhe mar- 
ried ; what Iflue they had, what Years they were 
of at the Time of the faid Burial, and to whom they

Vifitations which are perform’d by the Provin- 
cial Kings of Arms, @c. are in the Nature of the Cir- 
cuits of our Judges. For as thefe take the King- 
dom round for the Adminftration of Juftice, at fuch 
and {uch particular Times, fo do thofe,. and.there 
inquire into all Matters concerning Nobility and 
Gentility ; fach as Arms, Crefts, Pedigrees, Titles, 
or Defignations, Wc. taking ftill as they go Cog- 
nizance of all, and degrading Interlopers and Up- 
ftarts. The Time allotted for thefe Vifitations was 
once in about thirty Years, becaufe then it is fup- 
pos’d every one might readily bring Proofs. without 
too much Trouble to either the King of Arms or 
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himfelf; it being a ‘Time within Memory, whereas 
much longer Time would exceed Memory, and | 
might endanger other Evidences being loft. The 
Rea(on urg’d by our Kings of Arms for not conti- 
nuing this excellent Cuftom (as 1’m inform’d) is 
from the continued Difturbances of the State, which 
has employ’d, either in Services Abroad, or at leaft 
from theit Seats’ very many of our Gentry. Yet 
methinks thefe refident being fo numerous above 
the reft, I could with that they had been taken ; 
for Vifitations are never in Parliament fitting. 

But tho’ thefe Provincial Kings have Power f{pe- 
ctificd in their Patents, not only to grant Arms, Gc. 
but to enjoy all the Power, Prerogative, Fees and 
Privileges of their Predeceflors, whereby they fhould 
feem authoriz’d to make Vifitations, to demolifh un- 
warrantable Monuments at their Pleafure ; yet have 
they always a fpecial Commiffion for vifiting their 
Province, as you will fee by that of Mr. Dugdale, 
Noiroy, now. following.

The King of Arms, upon a Vifitation, is al- 
lowed to take with him out of the Office fuch 
Books, and prior Vifitations, as concern or relate 
to the Counties he intends to vifit, which always 
lie open before him, whenever he fits to do Bufinels ; 
and generally contain fair Pedigrees of fuch Gentry 
as have been refident any confiderable time in the 
County. By this means neither have much Trou- 
ble; one, two, or at the moft three Defcents be- 
‘ing often fufficient to clear a Title ; which Def- 
cents may be juftified by the Church Regifter.

be a Shield divided tranfverfe into 4,6, or more e- 
qual Parts, and confifting of two or more Tin@ures 
interchangeably difpofed. Nore, that with us in En-

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gland, the Number of Pieces is alwayseven; and by 


that means it is, that we underftand when a Field 
is divided Bar-ways, or when it is charged with 
Bars. But the French, and other Nations are not fo 
nice in thefe Points, they as often fay Barty of 7 or

Barry-Bendy 4 by this we underftand a Shield, e 
qually divided into four, fix, ‘or more equal Parts by 
Lines drawn tranfverfe, and diagonal, interchange- 
ably varying the Tinctures of which it confifts. The 
Ancients, as Mr. Gibbon obferves of the Book of 
St. Albans, would blazon thus, Arma Barrata Benda- 
ria ex aloo & rubeo. But 1 fhould think it much 
more intelligible, thus, Scutum in fex partes & tranj- 
verfe & oblique de Argento & colore rubeo (viciffim con- 
tra pofito) divifum. 

Bande,_—a French Term, the fame with our Bend. 

Bandé——as our Bendy; 

Banderole, Petite Enfeigne, a {mall Banner or Ban- 
ner Roll, as we fay. 


Barry - Pily; this is Mr. 
Guillim’s Method of expref- 
fing this Form of Bearing : 
Gerrard Leigh is worfe in his 
Barry-Bendy, Bara calls it 
Pointes en face, and names 
the Number of Pieces. Se- 
goine, a Learned Frenchman, 
has Parti Emanchée, fo hath 
Monfieur Baron, who ren- 
ders it in Latin, by Runci- 
natus, Cufpidatas, or Cufpida- 
3 tim mutio infettus. Mr. Gib- 
bon in his Introduttio ad Latinam blazoniam, . Some- 
thing after Bara’s Opinion, holds them to be Piles 
in Fefs, counter-placed, and accordingly blazons the 
Arms of the Landas, Quine (ex argento) pontis pila 
tranfuerfe, totidémg; ¢ minio, viciffim contra pofite, to- 
tum Clypeum tranfeuntes, or inftead of Pontis’ Pile, he 
tells us we may fay, Cufpides tranfuerfe. He adds to- 
tum Clypeum tranfeuntes, to diftinguifh it from Party 
per Pale, dancetté: And if 1 may give my’ Opinion, 
Party per Pale dancetté, throughout, is a Concife way, 
and full as expreflive as any, The French fay, E- 
manché @ Argent G de Gueuls of fo many Pieces, 

Bafe, the Bottom of the Shield. 

In Bafe, denotes the Pofition of any thing pla- 
ced in the Bottom of the Shield. The Latin in ima 
parte, as Chiffletins in Auftria vetws, in imo in Sicilia, 

Baton or, Battoon, is a. French Word fignifying a 
Staff or Cudgell, ’tis generally ufed as a Mark of 
Baftardy. The Ancients ufed to exprefs it in Latin 
by the Words Figura and Baculws. Mr. Gibbon is for 
the Diminutive Bacillus, which he’ thinks exadly an- 
fwers to the French Baton. Vredws ufes the Word 
Veétis which the aforefaid Author thinks with the 
AdjunGion of obliques might do better for a Bend 5 
but if the Bend. fignifies the Shoulder-belt, [think 
it very improper there alfo. 

Becqué, a French Word fignifying beaked. When 
the Beak and Legs of any predable Fowl are of a 
different Tinéture fromthe Body, we fay Beaked and 
Membred of fuch Tin@ure. Baron renders it in La- 
tin, Roffratus & Tibiatus. Chiffletins has Rojtro & Cru- 
ribus in Carniola and Germania; Vredus the fame in 
Polognia, Pomerania, and Brandenbergh, 


A Bend; La Bande-inFrench, 
is one of the nine Honoura- 
ble Ordinaries, containing a 
third Part of the Field when 
charged, and a Fifth when 
plain. . The Ancients ex- 
prefled it in Latig by Benda. 
Cambden has Area tranfuerfa 
and Areolatranfverfa, which 
Latter being a Diminutive, 
fhould rather fuit the Bend- 
t let. But Mr. Gibbow juftly 
objects againft the Word, which, fignifying the 
whole Floor of any Thing, is much more proper 
for the Field than any Charge, and in that Senfe, as 
he obferves, Chiffletivs oftentimes ufeth it, as alfo 
doth Vredus: befides the Adjective, as he further ob- 
ferves, had been better obliqua than tranfverfa, as 
better denoting its Location.  Chiffletivs exprefleth 
it fometimes by Balthews, and fo doth Vredus, which 
agrees exactly with its Defcription in La Trophée a 
Armes Heraldiques, (viz.) La Bande reprefente le Bau- 
drier, the Bend reprefents the Baudrick, or Shoulder- 
Belt, which Peacham more fully ,defcribes to the 
fame Effet. Learned Camden indeed will have the 
Fefs to be the Balthens militaris, and the Truth is, 
as Mr. Gibbon obferves, they may both be termed 
Baltheus, fo they be diftinguifhed with proper Adjes 
Gives, as the Former, by the Adjun@ion of - obii- 
quus or humeralis, the Latter by tranfverfus or lums 
bars. Chiffletins wfeth alfo Tenia diagonalis for a Cotife 
which Adje@ive Gibbon thinks renders it fo proper 
an Expreffion, that he keeps the Word Tenia (as 
doth Baron in his L’ Art Heraldique) entirely difap- 
proving of Fa/cia, which is ufed by Vredus, unlefs 
there be adjoined the AdjeCtive, obliqua or diagonalis,|

A BendeSinifter, differs from.

Bezants or Befants, by thefe we underftand. cer- 
tain round and flat Pieces of Bullion, without Im- 
prefs being fuppofed.to’ be the Money of old-Bizan, 
tium, now Conftantinople, whence they have that 
Name. Monfieur Baron renders'them in Latin, Bi 
Zantins nummus, but Sir George Mackenzie from ‘Chaj- 
faneus, and other Authors calls them Befante, the 
French fay Befants » with us they are always faid_to 
be of Gold, but Foreigners have them of Silver alfo; 

Billets, in French; Billetted; Thele Guillim would per- 
{wade us to be Biter douxs but \Trefor Heraldique 
fays. moft Authors take them for Bricks. And ac- 
cording] 
raldry, tells us, that many Englifh Families fettled 
in’ France bear them toidenote their Extration from

Gibbon from Vre- 
dus and Chiffletins calls it Car-

Cercld,—a French Term, in Latin rendred by Bas 
ron, Diadematus. 


Chappeau, is the common 
French Word for a Cap or 
Hat; but here it is taken 
for an ancient Cap of Dig- 
nity worn by ‘Dukes, be- 
ing Scarlet coloured Vel- 
vet on the Outfide, and lin’d with a Fur; of late 
frequently to be met.ahove an Helmet, inflead of a 
Wreath under Gentlemens Crefts But formerly they 
were rarely to be found the Right of ptivate Fa- 
milies, among whom they became fo frequent toge- 
ther with Ducal. Coronets by the Grants of Rebert 
Cook, Eg; Clarencieux, and others fince him 5 but by 
his in particular. 

Chaperonne, An old French Word, fignifying an 
Hood ; whence by way of Figure called Metonymia 
Subjetti, it is become the Name of thofe fittle 
Shields containing Deaths Heads, and other Fu- 
neral Devices, placed upon the Foreheads of the 
Horcfes that draw Hearfes at pompous Funerals, 
vulgarly now called, by Corruption, Chaperoons or 
Shafferoons, becaufe thefe Devices were anciently fafte 
ned’ to the Chaperonnes thofe Horfes ufed to wear 
with their other Coverings of Eftate, juft as Arms 
are become the Name to the ancient Devices paint- 
ed upon Arms, that is Shields, ec, 

Chaperonné, that is, Hooded. Monfieur Baron. ren- 
ders it in Latin, Calyptratus. I have given you one 
Inftance in a French Coat, of bearing a Chief after this 
manner, in the Difplay, whither [refer you 

Chapournet, a little Hood ufed by Guilim errone- 
oufly in the Coat above-mentioned,to be in his Difplay. 

Charge , by the Charge of a Shield, we underftand 
the Imprefs or Figures therein contained. In Latin 
it may be Jmpreffus or figura. 

Super-charge ; by this Heralds exprefs one Figure 
charged® or born upon another, as a Rofe upon a 
Lyon, a Lyon upon an Ordinary, or the like, In 
Latin it. is figura [uper, vel in figuraim pofita. 

Charged, a Shield carrying fome Imprefs or Figure 
is faid' to be charged therewith. Chiffletius and Vre- 
dus ule the Adjectives Tmpreffus and Exaratus in maq 
ny places, Vredus ufeth alfo Onu us, and Chiffletis, 
Adpiétus, but makes it applicable indeed to the thing 
born, not to the Field, ‘and then Infcriptus, which he 
ufeth in both Senfes. Monfieur Baron hath Tmpreffi 
and ferens. Camden hath Scutum Ornatum , and as 
Mr..Gibbon obferves, you may alfo fay Scutum Infiga 
nitumy feu decoratum. The French fay, chargé. 

Checquy or Checquer Bearing. The Ancients faith 
Gibbon, wed Scaccatum, which fhould rather be Scae- 
ciatum, as Peacham has it; but Teffellatum, nied by 
Petra Sanka, adds my Author, is. a much. better 
Word.

The 
French faith Gibbon would blazon fuch a Coat as 
Afbton, viz. per Cheyron Sable and Argent, D’ Ar- 
gent chappé vefin, alias mantelé de Sable, beginning 
below, and in their Latine, Scutum argenteum ex ni- 
gro palliatum, alias manteliatum. \ do not remember 
to have met any fuch Partition my felf, I have fuch 
a Goat which | found to be blazou’d, De Sable a 
la point D’ Argent, making the Bottom a Charge, 
which Baron reckons among the Pieces Honorables. 

Cheveronel, is_a Diminutive of the Chevron, con- 
taining one half, fome as Leigh make this the fame 
as the Couple-Clofe, others fay, the latter is one 
half of the former. Gibbon makes no Difference, 
calling them both in Latin, Tigillum or Cantherio- 
tum. 

Cheverony, (in French, Chevronné,) fignifies a Shield 
laid out into feveral equal Partitions, Ghevron-wife. 
Baron exprefleth it by Cantheriatus of fo many Pie- 
ces ; and Gibbon for Cheverony of fix Gules and Ar- 
gent, has Sea: tigna miniata invicem & argentea , OF 
thus, Clypeum in fenas equales coccineas viciffim & ar- 
genteas (pro tignorum modo) delineatum partes. 

A Chief, in French, un Chef, a Word fignifying an 
Head, as that is the Head of the Shield ; ’tisone of 
the nine Ordinaries, and contains a third Part -of 
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the Field. The Ancients ufed Capur Scuti , but as 
Gibbon obferves, the Subftantive Summum is a better 
Word. ; 

In Chief, by this we underftand any thing born in 
the chief Part, or Top of a Scutcheon. The Anci- 
ents ufed in Capite, but in Summo, is better, | think. 

Cimier, is a French Term, rarely or never ufed by 
us, and rendred in Latin by Monfieur Baron, Acceffio 
Scuti coronaria. i 

Claricords, Vide Refts. 

Claring, isa Term by which French Heralds ex- 
prefs a Collar of Bells round the Neck of any Beaft,c*c. 
Vache clarinée @ Azure. We fhould fay a Cow, 
gorged with a Collar of Bells Azure. Monfieur 
Baron uleth Cymbalatus & Claviculatus. . 

Clarions, Vide Refts. 

Cleché, is a French Term, fignifying any Ordinary 
pierced throughout, that is, when the whole Figure 
is fo perforated, as that. the chief Subftance is loft, 
and nothing vifible but the very Edges. “Baron has 
Foratus ; the Book of St. Albans, Gc. perforatus, either 
of which, with the Addition of ad extrema, or ex 
tremitates, is very expreffive, but without methinks 
they are not, efpecially in Crofles, @c. which ad- 
mit of various Forms of Perforation. 

Chofe,This isa Term borrowed from the French 
Word Clos, which fignifies any thing clofed or in- 
clofed, and by us ufed to exprefs the clofe bearing 
of fuch Birds Wings as are generally addiéted to 
Flight, as an Bagle, Falcon, or Swallow, Gc. clofe. 
But we do not fay thus of the Peacock, Dunghil- 
Cock, ec. whofe Action it generally is, that being 
underftood in Latin; it may be rendred, Falco alis 
depofitis, dimiffis, contrattis, Gc. It is ufed alfo for 
Horfe-Barnacles, or Bits, when they are not ex- 
tended (as they are ufually carried) as a Barnacle 
clofe, Paftomis claufa five contratta, and for the bear- 
ing of an Helmet, with the Vizor dowu, Galea claufay 
or a Clofe Helmet. : 

Clofet,: The diminutive, or half of the Bar. 

Colour, This the Ancients ufed to exprefs by the 
Word Tinture, in Latin Tinttura, but of late the 
Word Color has been more frequent. 

Combatant, that is to fay fighting, in common French, 
in Latin, pugnantes, and ufed when any two Figures 
are reprefented in fuch an AGion. 


Componé, alias Gobony. Chif~ 
fletius in Burgundy for a Bor- 
dure, componé (which is the 
Figure annexed) hath Lim- 
bus ex argento & Coccino ana 
gularibus compofitus. Vredus 
follows him; but Mr. Gib- 
bon thinks it is better to fay 
Duttu Simplici, vel fingularé. 
é talibus coloribus teffellatum, 
or quadrangulatum, or as 
Chiffletius. in. Carniola - fays, 
Teffelarum argenti G mini 

duttu areolatum. Monfieur Baron hath Compofitus, and 
Gibbon doth not find fault with it, but. that he doth 
not think angularibus, when joined therewith, fuffi- 
ciently expreflive.

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French, or as wevoften fay 
Counter-compony, is, when 
the Figure is compounded 
of two Panes, as the Cut;

Conter-changed, or (as moft commonly written) 
Counter-changed, denotes when any Field and Charge 
are divided or parted by any Line or Lines of Parti- 
tion, confifting all interchangeably of the fame 
Tin@ures. The Book of St. Albans ufeth (faith Gib- 
bon) De dittis coloribus tran{mutatum, and as he ob- 
ferves, we may fay, Ex cifderw coloribus viciffim com- 
mautatum, which AdjeGtive Camden alfo ufeth in the 
Arms of Alfreton ; and thus he gives us the Arms of 
Calvert, Sex palos aureos & atros cum Baltheo humerali, 
in totidem Teffellas (¢ dittis coloribus fubalternatim com- 
mutatis) fubdivifo, i.e, Paly of Six Or and Sable a 
Bend couaterchanged. But as it is Paly of fix, not fix 
Pales, I fhould rather approve of Scatum de argento 
& atro ad modum Pali in [éx partes divifum G orna-. 
tum cum Baltheo humerali, in toridem Teffellas (¢ dittis 
coloribus fubalternatins commutatis) fubdivifo. 


Contrebande, this is entire- 
ly a French Term, and ufed 
by them to exprefs, what 
we call Bendy ‘of fix per 
Bend finifter counter-chang- 
ed. Baron gives us the 
Coat of Gontin, viz. Contre- 
bandé de Sable & d’ Argent de 
guatorze pieces, that is of 
fourteen Pieces, counting 
the feveral Area’s or Panes 
into which the Shield is di- 

vided, a Method never to be met with in our Practice. 


Contrebarre, by Baron, Con- 
travittatus , the fame aS our 
Bendy Sinifter per Bend 
countefchanged , as in the 
Coat of Melec, viz. Contre- 
barré d’ Azur @ @Or de qua- 
torze pieces. 


ConrPecartelé, in Latin, Contraquadripartitus, and 
with us Counterquartered, or quarterly quartered, as 
¥ take it, that is, when any one of the Grand Quar- 
ters confifts quarterly of two or more Coats. 


Contrechevronne, in Latin, 
contracantheriatus,  fignifies 
a Shield, as we fay, Chevron- 
ny, and parted by fome 
Line of Partition, but to 
fay what Line (having ne- 
ver met with the Bearing to 
my remembrance) lamata 
lofs, unlefs it fhould be as 
in this annexed Figure, for 
fo he gives his Cortrebande ;

Contreface , by Monfieur

of Panes into which the 
Field is divided, as in the 
Coat of Furou, (ct forth in 
the fame Author, vz.

Contrevairé, This Sort of 
Fur I never met with among 
Englifo Writers, but the 
French have it as in the 
Coat of Du Bois, fet forth 
by Monfieur. Baron. 


A Cotice or Cotife, is the fourth part of the Bend, 
and with us féldom if ever born but in Couples,with 
a Bend between them, whence I fuppofe they might 
have received that Name from the French Word 
Cofte, which fignifies a Side, they being as it were 
born upon the Side of the Bend. Chifflerius, Baron, and 
others, render it in Latin, Teniola, that is, a little 
Bend or Bendlet as we fay; for the French do not 
allow fo many Dimiintives to their Pieces honorables 
as we. 

Cotice, This may at firft Sight feem to be what 
we term Coticed, butit is not; being the French Me- 
thod of exprefling any Scutcheon divided Bendways 
into many equal Parts, as in the Coat of Avois, which

Cotoye 5 This is the French 
Method of expreffing what 
we underftand by cottifed ;

fided, doth very well here 
for the Bend. Monfieur Ba- 
ron renders it in Latin, Utro- 
que latere accinttus. But this 
Blazon wou’d not fuit the 
Cuftom of England, which 
fay only Cottifed, that is, 
fided, as they mean, or a 
Bend between two Cottifes,

along; “tis underftood of a Beaft, when fo born in 
Arms. Monfieur Baron renders it Facens; But 
Mr. Gibbon more properly ufeth Accubans atd Cu- 
ANS 
cs Coupe, by this is meant one of the honourable 
Lines of Partition among the French, viz. the fame 
as our Party per Fefs, and: reprefents, as they tell 
tis, a Cut overttiwart the Shield received in Battle. 
Monfieur Baron ufeth Sectum, or tranfverfé or hori. 
zontaliter bipartitum. 

Couped, is as much as to fay Cut, and is ufed to 
exprefs when the Head or any other Limb of an 
Animal is cut off from the Trunk, and not forcibly 
erafed or torn therefrom when the fame appears 
jagged, ec. Couped is ufed alfo to denote firch 
Crofles, Bars, Bends, Chevrons, &c. as do not touch 
the Sides of the Shield, but feem as it were to be 
cut therefrom. Mr. Gibbow ufeth & Latere Scuti dife 
junttum, and Chiffletius has, Oram feuti minime per- 
tingens, Site. 

Counterpaffant, by this we underftand two Bealts, 
palling the contrary way to each other. ; 

Counterfaliant, when two are leaping different ways 
from each other. js 

Counter-tripping, as Counterpaflant, 
Deer, who are faid to trip. 

A Couple-clofe is fo termed, I fuppofe, from 
its enclofing by Couples the Chevron, as it is moft 
frequently carried, in Latin it may be Tigillum or 
Canthertolus. Vide Cheveronel, which fome take to 
be the fame. " 

Courant, is a French Word fignifying Running or 
Pofting forwards, in which Senfe we ufe it, Currens 
will ferve in Latiz Blazon. 

Couronné, Crowned, in Latin, Coronatus, Redimi- 
tus. 

Coufu, in Latin, Sutus, or adfutus that is fewed, 
being a Term we have taken from the French, to 
exprefs any Ordinary as Chief, Bordure, &c. that 
we find born of Metal with Metal, or Colour with 
Colour; becaufe itis a Rule, that Metal cannot be 
carried upon Metal, nor Coloursmpon Colour, but is 
underftood to be fewed to, not carried upon the 
Field, 

Crenele, the French Term for imbattiled, frequent- 
ly ufed by usalfo. See Imbattiled, 

A Crefcent, is that fort of half Moon, that hath 
its Horns turned upward; wherefore the French 
term it Croiffant montant. Chiffletius hath Lunula and 
Luna Cornuta, neither of which fafficiently difference 
it from the Increfcent, Decrefcent, or Grefcent re- 


applied only to 


verfed. Mr. Gibbon exprefles the Pofture of its Hora: 
as Lunula cornibus furfum verfis, when reverfed, he 
has Cornibus deorfum verfis; and for an Increfcens 
or Decrefcent, Lunula, with the Word increfcens i 
decrefcens. 

Crefte or Créte, is a French Word, fignifying 2 
Cap, or Comb, a Plume of Feathers upon the Head, 
or the like; in this Senfe do we ufe it, thereby 
underftanding thofe Devices with which Soldiers 
were wont to ornament the Tops of their Helmets, 
and render themfelves terrible in Fight. Mfinfhew 
in his DiGionary tells us it is Crifta: Conus Galea, 
which as Gibbon obferves, he takes out of Virgil, 
Lib. Il, 

A Gofi; the common Latin Word is Crux, and 
fot a Crofslet or little Crofs, Crucicula According to 
Vredus, or Cruse minuta as in Chiffletius. But this is 
to be underftood of a Crofélet or little Crofs, when it 
is not Croffed at the Extremities, which we term 
ufually a Crofs Croflet, for then fhould you ufe the 
Adjective cruciata, or recruciata. In French a Crofs 
is written Croix. 

Crofsmays or in Croft; by this we underftand the 
Pofition of fuch Figures, whofe Location feems to 
forma kind of a Crofs. Ghiffletius and Vredus have 
in OF ad modum cructs collocata, 

Cry de Guerre, or the Cry of War, is any Sen- 
tence become a general Cry throughout an Army, 
Upon its approach to Battle, with which the Affiil. 
ants animate their Friends, and ftrive to difcourage 
their Enemies. The Scots who have been much ac- 
cuftomed to this, term them Slughorns, or the 
Cry of War, but why Slughora, lamto feck. The 
Latins, according to Monfieur Baron, have Alalag- 
mus gentilitius, 
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Ancette, by the French Danché or Dentelé in 
Latin, Deuticulatus, Serratus, Runcinatus, @c. is 
a larger fort of Indenting. See Indented, 

Debruifed, a Term peculiar to the Englifh, by 
which we would intimate the grievous Reftraint 
of any Animal who is debarred its natural Free- 
dom by any of the Ordinaries being laid over it. 

A Delf: This Mr. Gibbon fetches from an “old 
World Delve, which fignifies to dig, and takes it to 
be a {quare Turf, or Clod of Earth, cut up by a 
Spade. He approves beft of Delves, and fo blazons 
them in the Coat pertaining to the Family of Del- 
ves. He thinks they may be properly writ, Glebas 
feu Cefpites, longulé (feu oblongé) quadratos, 

A Delf-Tenne, that is, a Delf of a Tawny Colour, 
which fome of our Heralds would perfwade us is 
the Rebatement, or Badge of Difgrace for him that 
revoketh his Challenge, But of thefe Whimfies I 
have already fpoken fafficient. 

Demi, or Demy, in French fignifies half, and thus 
we ufe it as demi or half-Lion. Camden has Leo di- 
midiatus. Vredus has dimidius, and adds abs fummo 
diruptus, to fignify an halving per Pale. 

Dexter, a Latin Word, fignifying the Right, be- 
ing oppofed to Sinifter, which is the Left. 

Device, a French Word, fignifying fome witty 
Conceit. pointing out fome more hidden Myftery. 
Monfieur Barox calls it Verbum Scutarium. 

Diamond, the hardeft and moft valuable of all the 
precious Stones, ’tis of a blackifh Caft ; wherefore 
fome of our fanciful Heralds have ufed the Word 
Diamond to exprefs the Colour Black, ‘among the 
Atchievements of Peerage, as though the Majeity of 
a Prince was leffened, to be told, that his Robe was 
Purple or Scarlet, or that his Shoes were black, or as 
though they really ceafed to be Velvet, Leather, or 
the like, by being upon him, 

Diapré, 
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Diapré, that is diapered, or acertain dividing of 
the Field in Panes, like Fret-work, and filling the 
fame with Variety of Figures. Baron renders it va- 
riatus, which alone is infufficient, for thofe feveral 
Things of which it is variated, ought to be exprefled. 

Differences, are certain Addittaments to Coat Ar- 
mour, whereby fomething is added or altered, to 
fhew Juniority, or a Removal from the principal 
Houfe ; in Latin, Diminutiones feu Difcernicula Armo- 
rum, The French call them Brifures. See Brifure. 

Diminution, a Leflening by the Addition of Diffe- 
rences, Cc. 

Difplayed, is underftood with regard to the thing 
fpoken of, as a Difplay of Heraldry, the Title of 
Guilliim’s Work. But Difplay here meant, refpects 
the Pofition of the Eagle’s Body, or the Body of 
another Bird, fo expanded as is our Spread-Eagle 
or Eagle difplay’d. Chiffletius, Camden, and others, 
ule Expanfus. Vide Eployé. 

Dormant, the Participle of Dormir, which in French 
fignifies to fleep, or take a Nap. We thus exprefs 
any Creature fceping in Latin, Dormiens. 

Doublings, We underftand by thefe the Doublings 
or Linings of Robes or Mantles of Eftate, or of 
ghe Mantlingsin Atchievements. 

Dragonné, a Term which the.French ufe in their 
Bigenerous Serpents, to exprefs. fuch, whofe hinder 
Part partakes of the Dragon, and efpecially when of 
a different Tin@ure from the reft of the Body. 

Dragon’s-Head, a Planet by which fome whimfical 
Perfons blazon the Colour Tenne or. Tawny, in the 
Arms of Princes. 

Dragon’s-Tail, another Planet, ufed for the Colour 
Murray. 

Drap de Banniere des navires, or Maritime Banner, 
Pannus vexillaris nauticus. 

Drapeau; an Enfign or Standard : Vewxillum. 

Duke, the higheft Title of Englifh Peerage, next 
to the Prince of Wales; in Latin, Dux a Ducendo, 
from the Great Commands Dukes antiently had. 
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N Earl, the third Degree of Englifh Peerage, 
A being above a Vifcount, and below a Marqueis ; 
in Latin, Comes. 

Ecartelé; See quarterly.

Emancht, Vide Manche. ‘ 

Emaux-de'TEcu, Scuti metalla & Colores, the Metal

Enaluron, is a Term Guillim makes ufe of to ex- 
prefs'a Bordure charged with Birds, as with an Ena- 
juron of Martlets, ec. But Adackenzie juftly con- 
demns it, faying, it proceeded from. Ignorance of 
the French Tongue. Ex aluron, fignifying in Orle, 
or Form ofa Bordure, and is applicable as well to the 
bearing any thing in that Form, but better omitted 
at all times.’ ; me: \ 

An Endorfe, is an Ordinary, containing the eighth 
Part of a Pale. M 

Endorfed, the Corruption of indorfed, erroneoufly 
ufed for addorfed, which fignifies Things born Back 
to Back, indorfed being fomething added upon the 
Back of another. See Addorfed.

Engrailed, is a Term de- 
rived from the Freach Word 
Graifle or Grefle, which fig- 
nifies any thing ftruck with 
Hail, which the Rdges of 
this Bend feem to refems 
ble, like to the Edges of the 
tender Leaf, which is. of- 
ten a fufferer thereby. It 
is rendred by the French, 
and moft Foreigners in La- 
tin, Striatws, and thus! will 
blazon the Coat of Ratcliff, In feuto argenteo gerit 
teniang atram diagonalem ffriatam. But it were better 
to fay on both Sides, feeing it is not every where 
fo written. Some have ufed Ingradatam. 

Emé, is a French Word, and fignifies any thing 
grafted or ingrafted; ’tis ufed by Foreign Heralds 
to exprefs a Method of Marfhalling, more frequent- 
ly to be found abroad. I do not remember that I 
have met with one Inftance of this Practice with us 
till now, which is the fourth grand Quarter of his 
Majefties Royal Enfign, whofe Blazon I thus give 5 
Brunfiick and Lunenburgh, impaled with antient Sax- 
ony, enté en pointe, that is, grafted in Point or in 
form of that Ordinary. The French call it La Pointe, 
which refembles in fome meafure the lower part of 
our Party per Chevron. But we have not fuch an 
Ordinary in our Practice. Mr. Baron calls this enté 
infits. : 

Entoyer or Entoire, am unaccountable Term like 
Enaluron, and ufed by fome to exprefs a Bordure, 
charged entirely with things without Lite. 1fuppofe 
Entire might at firft give Birth to this Term 5 how- 
ever, let that be as it will, in no place but thishas 
it been ufed, ‘and by none here of our moft learned. 

Enurny, another of thofe Terms apply’d to Bor- 
dures charged with Beafts. : 

Environné, isa Term the French ufe, when a Lyon 
or other Figure is environed or encompaffed round 
with other things, and fay environné with fo many 
Bezants, &c. in Orle, or whatfoever other Form 
their Pofition may refemble. Mr. Baron ufeth Seprus 
to the fame End. 

Eploye- ——Aigle eployé, isan Eagledifplayed ; fome 
French Heralds have exptefled this by Biceps, but 
Monfieur Baron juftly condemneth them, and ufeth 
expanfis alis, knowing that it regards the Adtion of 
the Creature, not its having two Heads, which has 
been alfo a miftaken Notion of fome of our Wri- 
ters, who would have an Eagle difplayed, to be al- 
ways an Eagle with two Heads; and therefore 
Mr. Gibbon from the Lord De PEfpinoy, in his Re- 
cherches of the Nobility of Flanders, mentions Aigle 
Sengle c doubles, and from Favine, Aigle fimple & 
Aigle & fuele teffe, which, as he adds, is worthy of 
Remark. 

Equipe, the French Word, from whence our equip? 
ped, uled generally to exprefs a Knight armed at'all 
Points, Mr Baron has inftruttus. You may fay ad 
Bellum paratus. : 

Equipolé, Mr. Baron renders it in Latin, Alveolis als 
ternatis defcriptus. 

Erafed or Eraced this Term fignifies any thing 
torn or plucked off from the Part to which Nature - 
fixed it, and as Gibbon obferves,’-in {mall Creatures 
as Birds, Ermines and the like, it may be Jatiniz’d 
Diftrattus or Avulfus, But in Lyons and other Beafts 
where a more forcible Pull is required, you muft 
deferibe it by Lacer or Laceratus, which well expref 
feth jagged, and Baron has extirpatus; but Old He- 
ralds ufed Irrafus; and fome a little more refined, 
Erafus, but that, as Gibbon obferves, muft rather fig- 
nify coupy, ifthere be fuch a Word, feeing that no- 
thing cuts fmoother than a Razor. B Er- 
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Ermine, is fappofed by fome to be the Tails of the 
Armenian Weafel or Rat, which being Black at the 
End, and the reft of pure White, compofes a {carce 
and excellent Fur, fit for the Habits of Princes. 
Yet Writers do not agree in this Point, for fome 
will have the Fur to confift of the whole Skins and 
Tails, and others are for fetching this little Creature 
out of the Kingdom of Pontws, each blazoning fui- 
table to his Opinion, Mr. Gibbon, after fpeaking of 
others, blazons the Coat of Whetnall, viz. Vert, a 
Bend Ermine; gerentis in Clypeo viridi Baltheum hume- 
ralem muris armenii vellere impreffum; and then anon, 
as leading to the Opinion that the Tails only are 
ufed, he finds fault with Vellere, and advifeth us 
rather to follow the Frexch, who call them A4ouche- 
tures d’Hermines, that is, Ermine Spots; And fo to 
fay Muris Armenii (feu Pontici) maculis refperfum, fi- 
ve interftinttum, to which Afackenzie alfo enclines. 

. But above all, the Englifh are the moft extrava- 
gant, we have found a particular Name for it, ac- 
cording as it appears in Colour, which Cuftom, the 

French and other Nations juftly explode, viz. 

Ermines, by this we would have you underftand 
the Field to be Black, and the Spots White, as if 
the Number, whether fingular or plural, would 
inftru& the Tin@ure. The French fay, Contre-Her- 
mines, or De Sable Semé ad’ Hermines a? Argent, which 
is fignificant. 

Ermunites, The proper Signification of which Word 
muft be little Ermines, as it is a Diminutive; but 
you muft underftand, if you can, that this figni- 
fies quite another thing, viz: a white Field pow- 
dered as before, with Black, but then every fuch 
Spot hath a little Red Hair on each. 

Erminois, 1 will not venture to account for this 
Word, but know that it fignifies a Yellow | Field 
powdered with Black; for which the French fay, D? 
Or femée d’Hermines de Sable. And | would ask the 
moft ftrenuous of my Countrymen, if their Method, 
as it is intelligible, is not preferable ;\ and how in 
Cafe of Need, they would write to be underftood 
in another Country or Language as we underftand 
them?

An Efcutcheon or. Efcotcheon, is as‘much as to fay, 
a Shield, it being ufed here from the French, VEcu, 
or the Latin Word Scutum, which fignifies the Shield 

orBuckler, and is derived from the Greek, Zxvrocy Cori~ 
um or Pellis,; becaufe thofe ancient Shields were ‘co- 
vered with the Hides of Beafts, 

An Efcutcheon of Pretentce:—is that Efcutcheon 
in which a Man carries the'Coat of: his Wife, being 
an Heirefs, and having Iffue by her. Tis placed 
with us, as a Note of fuch Fortune, fur fe tout (as 
the French fay) that is over all (but they bear it 
not always on that Account) or over the Coat of 
the Husband, who thereby fhews forth his Preten- 
fions to her Lands. In Latin it may be rendted 
thus, after having blazon’d the Atchievement of the 
Husband (viz.) ©& in parma Gc, (jure ejus indican= 
te Gc.) And I think, if fuper -rotuna pafita, or fuper- 
pofita was annexed, *twould be better, becaufe: we in 
England only underftand the Bearing of an Heirefs in 
that manner ; nay, I do not: fee why that Right 
fhould not be particulariz’d as to the Lands of his 
Wife 5 becaufe as I have jut now mentioned, that 
Form of Bearing among Foreigners doth not denote 
her to be an Heirefs, and him to have Iffte by her 
a5 aproning to aur PraGice it doth, though with ug 
the abovementione Blazon wo :

Efquir ¢--—According to Bratton, and other learn- 
ed Authors, was anciently a Name of Service in re~ 
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gard of their Attendance on the Bodies of great No- 
bles or Peers, whofe Arms they -carried. Whence 
in Latin they were ftiled Armigeri, or Bearers of Arms, 
but not of the Arms of their own Families as hath 
been erroneoufly conceived by fome, but the Shields 
or Weapons of their Over-Lords as Learned Camden 
terms them. However thefe Armigeri were general. 
ly, if not always, Gentlemen of Blood ; and as it 
was, and will be ever thonght an Honour to ferve, 
in fuch gallant Enterprifes, fach great Perfons ; fo 
hath procefs of Time made that the Title of a Dig- 
nity betwixt that of a Gentleman, and a Knight.” 
Effoile, is a French Word, fignifying a Star. seg 
Mullet, and there you will find the Difference, Gc. 
Expanded or Expanfed, See Difplay’d, it fignify-

A Fer de Moline, AMilpina 
de, Inkmoline, or Inke de Mo- 
line, fignify all the fame 
thing, viz. the Iron of a 
Mill.

bon, fometimes term it Anille, 
and fomietimes Fer de Afpu2 
tin, and hold it, according 
to Segoiug that learned Ad- 
vocate in his Trefor Heral-

Pun Moulin, that is, that 
piece of Iron that upholdeth the moving Mill, where« 
fore we may:term itin Latin, Ferrum molendinarium:

A Feffe,—— is one of our 
nine honourable Ordinaries, 
containing always a third 
Part of the Field, as in the 
Figure annexed. | Tis taken 
for the Middle Belt, which 
fome term Gingulum honoris, 
on which Account fome call 
it Baltheus, which might do 
with the Adje&ive: tranfver- 
‘ Jus, but not otherwife, be- 

; caufe of the Bend before 
fpoken of. But Ghiffehius, Vredus, Camden, Baron, 
Minfoew, and Mackenzie, ute Fafcias quod fignificat 
Vinculum per mediam partem cingens tranfuerfe, Cam-~ 
den‘indeed ufeth Area and Areola, and Vredus hath 
Zona, but thefe would fuit better the Field, if any 
thing, and are very improper here. 

Fefs-ways, or in Feffé, Mr. Gibbon hath Fafciatin, 
& in loco Fafcie, or Ordinatim ad Modum Fafcie, which 
two laft I think are very expreflive; we underftand 
thereby feveral things born after the manner of a 
Fefs, that is, in a tranfverfe Pofition, } 

Party per Fefs; by this we underftand any Shield 
dimidiated tranfverfe. The Antients faith Mr. Gib- 
bon ufed partitum ex tranfoerfo. But he advifeth us 

to 
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to the Adverb tranfuerst, as tranfverse feftum or bi- 1 ot flory in Arms, refpect only the French Lilly or 
partitum, alfo the Adverb Fafciatim; or elfe Ad Die | Fleur de lis, 


ametrum bipartitum. The French ufe only Parti, which 
denotes the manner of Partition only to themfelves, 
therefore not to be followed. 

The Fefs Point, by this we underftand the exa& 
Middle of the Shield. ‘ j 

The Field, in an Efeutcheon, is underftood ‘to be 
the whole Surface of the Shield, or the Continent, 
and fo called (1 fappofe) because it contained thofe 
Atchievements which anciently were acquired in the 
Field. The Ancients latinized it by Campus. Vre- 
dus indeed has fometimes Area, Alveum, & Solum, 
which laft Gibbon thinks to be the proper Word for 
the Ground Work of any Painting or Enibroide- 
ty. However, of latter Years, Blazons in Latin 
have not exprefled Bearings fo frequently ina Field, 
as in a Shield, @c. “Whence the Words Scztum, 
Parma, Clypeus, @c. have been of moft frequent 
Ute. 

Fiche, A French Word, fignifying our Fitchy, See 
Fitchy. 

A File of three or more Labels. See Label. 

A Fillet, is an Ordinary, which, according to Guil- 
lim, contains the fourth Part of aChief. 

Fimbriated, by this we underftand an Ordinary, ec. 
having a narrow Bordure or Hem of another Tin- 
Gure, in Latin Fimbriatus, and in French, Frange, that 
is, edg’d or fring’d. 

Fitchy or Fitche, this Word Mackenzie thinks we 
have corruptly taken from the French Word Fiché, 
which fignifies any thing fix’d, being derived, as I 
fuppofe, from the Latin Word Figo, to fix or faften. 
We ufe it chiefly in Crofles, when their lower Parts 
are made to pitch in the Ground, on which Account 
fome old Blazons have picheé, and when the Points 
have been double, double-picheé. Vredus calls fuch 
Form Spiculatus, as Crus in imo Spiculata. Some have 
ufed Figitanus, and figitivus, as the Book of St. -Al- 
bans, both of which Mr. Gibbon difapproves, efpeci- 
ally the Latter, and rather recommends figibilis, or 
figenda, as a Crofs, &c. fixable, or to be faltned. 


Flanch, Flanque, Or Flafque : 
Leigh would make thefe two 
diftin& and Subordinate Or- 
dinaries, but Mr. Gibbon very 
judicioufly accounts them 
both One, and properly writ- 
ten Flanque, and that the 
laft is no Word in Heraldry, 
and the firft but a Corruption. 
Un Flanc, being a Side in 
French, which this Ordinary 
is as it were tothe Shield ; 
therefore my Author terms it in Latin, Latus or 
Latufculum, and (from its Form) adds the Epithet 
Gibbofum. He thinks alfo we may call it Segmentum 
gibbofum, or Orbiculi Segmentum 5 it being the Seg- 
ment of a circular Superficies. They are ever born 
double. ‘ 

Flanqué, that is flanck’d. By this the French ex- 
prefS our Party per Saltire. Baron renders it in Latin, 
In decuffim feu decuffaré quadrifidus oY quadripartitus, 
It may be alfo decuffarus, or quadripartitus ad modum 
litere X. And accordingly the halians fay, In forma 
della littera X. See Party per Saltire. : 

Fleury, Flory, Fleurty, Floretty, all which as Gibbon 
dbferves, amount but to Flowered, and are but 
corrupt Expreffions to the fameend, though fome 
will have it they fignify different ways of Flowering. 
The Frrech ufe Florence, and their Countryman 
Mr. Baron has Liliatus, which Gibbon alfo ufeth out of 
Camden, Vredus, Gc. Chiffletius hath indeed foliatus, 
which is not fo proper, becaufé all Things flowered 


Formé or Forty, See the Crofs Patee. 


A Fret_—is fo termed 
as ] conjeQure, becanfe the 
Pieces of which it is com- 
pofed, feem to fret each 
other, by their alternate 
Superpofition. Some have 
termed this a true Lover’s 
Knot: Some othersHarring- 
ton’s Knot, _ becaufé it is 
their Arms, and Nodo firmo 
their AZotto. This Blazon 
might ferve for their Coat, 
to thofé who know the 
Bearing,’ which it in no Cafe explains, therefore muft 
not be ufed. | Mr. Gibbon is for calling it Heraldorum 
Nodus Amatorius, or Heraldicus veri amoris Nodus. 
But no one can by this tell the Form of Heralds 
True Lovers Knot; therefore 1 muft beg Leave to 
tell him his following Blazon, which he gives for 
thofe who diflent from his Opinion, is much bets 
ter (viz.) Retis unicam maculam & duas Taniolas ob- 
liquas (dextram fcilicet & finiftram) cuntta finaul pra 
veri amoris nodo intertexta, which as he faith is Ma- 
thematical enough. The Ancients ufed Frettum 
fimplex, which is barbarous Latin, 

Fretty—=in) French, Fretee, is of fix eight or 
more Pieces. The Ancients were wont to fay 
Arma frettata of fo many Pieces, Vredus hath 
Clathris fouto fuperpittis ; and fome inftead of Clathris, 
Cancels; fome ufe the Adje@ives Calthrarus and 
Cancellatus, among whom is Monfieur Baron, But ¥ 
am rather of Mr. Gibbon’s Opinion, who blazons 
fuch a Bearing by Bacilis, as hereafter; for Arms 
laticed, which the French term Treille, have their 
Pieces paffing all over, and nail’d in the Joints; 
whereas thefe Baftons or Batons pafs interchangeably 
one over and under another ; fo that laying afide 
both Clathrus and Cancellus, he blazons the Coat of 
the Lord Willoughby of Parham, viz. Azure fretty of 
eight Pieces: Or, thus. Geffar Scurum caruleum, 
ottonis bacillis aureis impreffum obliquis (quatuor dex= 
tris, totidemque finiftris) qui. alius fuper alium (vi- 
ciffim & fubter) fubalternatim interponuntur. Mr.Guile 
lim derives the Term Fretty from the French Word 
Retz, which fignifies a Net, which if fo, Re- 
ticulatum would bea very proper Word, as in the 
Coat of the Ancient Lords Etchingham of Suffex, viz. 
Azuré Fretty of fix Argent. Parmam caruleam tribus, 
ex argento, taniolis dextris, totidemaque finiftris Reticulatum. 
Buc in this Variety of Opinions, I fhall leave every 
one to his own Way, recommending only this, that 
he takes that Care in his Blazon, fo to defcribe 
a Form, as that a Draught may be made there- 
rom. 

Furche, See the Crofs Furche. 

A Furr in Heraldry is underftood to be, either 
Ermine or Vaire, which are. oftentimes carried in- 
ftead of Metal or Colour in the Arms of Gentle- 
men. ‘The Linings or Doublings of Mantlings in 
Atchievements are underftood tobe of Furr, whe- 
ther powdered or plain. 

A Fufil, The Ancients ufed Fufillus, Obaffaneus calls’ 
it Fufa, and Peacham, Fufus, which Word Mr. Gib- 
bon very much approves, the fame being a Spindle, 
which is what we underftand by the Fufil, and which 
when born of a Rhomboidal Form, is fuppofed to 
have the Yarn upon it, though when fmaller, ’tis a 
Fufil fimply. 

Fufilly, by this Word we underftand any Thing en- 
tirely full, as it were of Fufils. Guillim out of Upton has 
Fuffillatum, but Gibbon is rather for Fufis inter ftinttum or

Contre-compone, which fee, 

A Gore, is one of the whimfical Rebatements, and 
fignifies, according to Guillim, a Coward ; ’tis a Fi- 
gure confifting of two arched Lines drawn one from 
the Sinifter Chief, and the other from the Sinifter 
Bafe, both meeting in an acute Angle, in the Middle 
or Fefs-point. 

Guirony——See Gyrony. 

Gules, by this we underftand the Colour Red. Afac- 
kenzie thinks it might come from the Hebrew Word 
Gule, which fignifies a Rofe, which Flower is gene- 
rally Red, or elfe from Gulude, a Piece of Red 
Cloth. ’Tis in Latin, Ruber, Gc. and known in 
Etching by perpendicular Lines. 

Gufft, is one of the whimfical Abatements of 
Honour, for a Perfon who is either Lafcivious, Ef- 
feminate, or a Sot, or all; being formed by a Line 
drawn from the dexter or finifter chief Points, 
and falling down perpendicularly to the extream 

ake. 
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Gutty 5 by this we under- 
ftand any thing full of 
Drops, Guttis refperfum o¢ 
imbricum, according to Gibe 
bon; at which time we fhou’d 
name the Colour of thofe 
Drops, as for inftance, 
Seftat parmam argenteam gut 
tis atris refperfam. There 
is an Englih Author faith 
Gibbon, {0 finical, that he 
will have red Drops to be 
Gutté de Sang, or Drops of Blood; thofe that are 
black, Gutté de Poix (of Pitch ;) if white Gusrd de 
@Eau (of Water ;) and if blue, Gurte de Larmes, that 
is, Drops of Tears,. But the French and other Na- 
tions know not thefe Novelties ; but fay Guttd of 
fuch or fuch Colours. : 

Guzes,—by thefe we underftand Roundles bora 
of the Sanguine or Murrey Colour. But this alf 
is another Whim of the Englifh, who give different 
Names to each Roundle, as they differ in Tin@ure; 
the French and other Nations, faying torteaux de 
Murrey, @c. always naming the Colour of which 
they confift. 


Gyrony oY Guirony, or Girone 
Or Gironné, as the French fay, 
fignify the fame, our Bx- 
preflion being but theirs 
corrupted. The Word Giron 
in French fignifies the Lap; 
for fuppofe one fitting (the 
Knees pofited fomewhat aq 
funder) imagining alfo a 
traverfe Line, from one Knee 
to the other, the fame with 
the two Thighs, makes a 
Giron, The Ancients ufed to term fuch Bearings 
Arma contra conata, of fo many Pieces. And thus 
doth Fern, Mackenzie, and others, But Gibbon thinks 
the Word fomething barbarous, and advifeth us ra- 
ther to the Subftantive Conus, whence the other is 
coined, faying, Scutum Segmentis duodenis in conorum 
modum, ex auro viciffim G& cyano, interftinttum 5. or 
elfe Scutum conis duodenis, aureis viciffim G caruleis 
interftinttum, for Gironny of 12 Or and Azure 5 
But rather than all, he chufeth the Word Cuneatus, 
from Cuneus, a Wedge, of which Form a Giron is, 
faying, Scutum Segmentis denis, ex auro viciffim & cy= 
ano, cuneatum ; for Gironnéd of ten Or and Azures 
Sometimes where the Girons are formed dire@ly by 
the feveral Lines of Partition, he deferibes them 
by thofe Lines, in all which, the Reader is left to 
his own Humour.

Abergion, is a little Coat of Mail, or only Sleeves 
and Gorget of Mail, 

Hauriant, a Term ufed to exprefs any Fifh ere@= 
ed upright, being taken from Alauriens, pifcis haurée 
ens halitum, or pifcis anhelans eretbus. 

Hleaulme, the French Word for an Helmet. 

An Herald, is an Officer of Arms, termed by the 
French, Herault, quai Herus Altus. But Verftegan 
brings it from the Teutonick Words Here, exercitury 
and Healt, Pugil magnanimus, as though they took 
Name from being Champions of an Army. Their 
Bufinefs was to declare War, or proclaim Peace, and 
to execute Marlhal Meflages, Gc. The Romans cal- 
led them Caduceatores @ Feciales a Fadere faciendo, Of 
the great Efteem, @c. in which they were held, 
fee my Tra& of their Power, ec. Their Office now 
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fis to Marfhall all Royal and. Noble Cavalcades and 
Ceremonies at Coronations, Inftallations, Creati- 
ons, Gc. to record and blazon the Arms of the 
Nobility and Gentry, and to regulate any Abu- 
fes relating to their Ufe, cc. 

Heraldry,in Latin, Ars Heraldica; in French, L’ Art 
heraldique, or the Heralds Art, being a Science 
confifting in the Knowledge of thofe Royal. Cere- 
monies, Arms, ec. 

The Honour Point is as it were the Neck of the 
Scutcheon, between the Fefs or Middle, and the 
Chief Point; it is termed the Honour Point in re- 
gard it frequently contains Augmentations of Ho- 
nour, as the Neck of a Man frequently fupports 
the Ornaments of a Honourable Eftate or Dignity. 

An Humet, See a Bar. 

Hlumetty, See Couped. 

Hunters Horns (ov Bugle Hornes) are of two Sorts, 
femicircular and ftraight; the firft are termed in 
Latin, Litui or Buccine incurve, and are frequent in 
Arms; the other Buccine porretta, and fcarce to be 
met with in Coat Armour. When the Baudrick or 
Belt is of another Colour, it is mentioned ; as Buccinam 
incurvam caruleam cefto appenfam rubro im parma 
aurea, that is Or, an Hunters Horn Azure, ftrung 
Gules. 

Hurts or Huerts; thefe fome Heralds take to, be 
Bruifes, others think them Hurtle-berries, being lit- 
tle blue Roundles, which the French, ‘and other Fo- 
reigners term Torteauxes d'Azure, ‘and, which’ 
would have an Eye to in any Tranflation,into La- 
tin, faying Tortelle Cerulee, Gc. We in England 
only, diftinguifh the faid Roundles by different Names 
according to their Tinctures.

Effient, is a Term which fome Heralds ufe to ex- 
J prefs a Lyon, or any other Figure, born ja- 
cent, or as it were over all, havinga Chief or other 
Ordinary under fome part of it; it is alfo ufed to 
exprefs the bearing of Fleurs de Lis through Leo- 
pard’s Faces, as in the Coat of A“orley, in the Dif 
play. But whence, or why, they have fuch a Term, 
I am to feek. 

Imbatteled or Crenelle, which latter is the French 
Word, and derived from Crea, which fignifies a 
Notch. The old Word among Heralds, was Ker- 
nellatum. But Vredus ufeth Pirnatus, fo doth Baron, 
Mackenzie, and Gibbon, who blazons the Coat of 
Boile, Earl of Burlington, Clypeum (argento & coccino, 
dextrorfus obliquo, & pinnato) bipartitum; Or thus, 
Oblique dextrorsits, argento & coccino in Pinnorum mo- 
dum junttim bipartitum : Or, as you may fay, Loricis 
operato ; Party per Bend crenellé Argent & Gules. 

Imborduring , by this Guillim would intimate any 
Field bordured with the fame Tindture. 

Impaling, is properly the halving or dimidiating 
any thing by a perpendicular Line ; in Heraldry ’tis 
ufed to exprefs the Manner of Marfhalling the Arms 
of Man and Wife, which anciently was done in 
that manner ; that is, the dexter half of the Man’s 
Coat was joined with the finifter half of the Wo- 
man’s; but of later Years, the two Coats compleat, 
are joined together, yet retain the fame Term, and 
are faid to be impal’d. ; 

Increfcent, See Crefcent. 
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Indented : Liber Saniti Al- 
bani hath Indentatus, Vredus 
Dentatus (fo hath Skinner) 
Denticulatus, which is ufed 
alfo by Baron, Mackenzie, &C. 
and much approved by Gib- 


bon. 
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Indorfed, by this we underftand any thing born 
back to back ; but I think Addorfed a much better 
Expreffion, the other fignifying fomething upon the 
Back of another. The Book of St. Albans hath ad 
invicem terga vertentes, which word invicem, Gibbon 
doth not approve, as-it fignifies rather fomething 
done by Courfe than any fixed Pofition, recom- 
mending us rather to Vredus, who ufeth obverfis 
tergis (in the Ablative Cafe, Abfolute) and Terga 
obver is. 

Inefcutcheon, is a {mall Scutcheon, born within the 
Shield, and one of the Ordinaries according .to 
Guillim. 


Ingrailed, is the Form of the 
Line here drawn, and is called: 
by Spelman, imbricatus, arrdin 
the Book of St. Albans, ingraa 
datus, both of which are con- 
demned “by Gibbon, who ad- 
heres rather to Guillim’s in 
grediatus, becaufe the Points 
feem to enter into the Field. 
Yet he doth not think that 
fufficiently expreflive of: it 
felf, feeing the fame might 
be faid of Inveck’d. Therefore he blazons Colepeps 
per’s Coat Argent, a Bend engrailed, Gules 5 Baltheum 
Humeralem fanguineum, utringue ingrediatum in parma 
Argentea, id eft, per totam utramque oram in Semilu- 
nulas delineatam. \f a Crofs be engrailed, he terms 
it Crucem ingrediatam, hoc eft, ad oras, in Semilunulas 
delineatam. But the French, who take it to reprefent 
any thing ftruck, and notched by. Hail, ufe Striarus, 
as doth Mackenzie and others. See Engrailed: 


Tnvecked, is actording to 
the Example, and more fre- 
quent in France than among 
us. They term it Canel¢, that 
is, furrowed... The Book of 
St. Albans hath Inveétus, and 
fo hath Guilim, who brings. 
the Term from inveho. But 
Gibbon as before, in ingredia- 
tus, thinks it not fufficiently 
expreflive, unlefs we come in, 
with an id eff Gibbis, or lineis 
gibbofis, infra Claufum, for aChief; and vartis gibbis, 
or variis lineis gibbofis utring operatum, for the Ex 
ample. What is one way on the upper Side, being 
the contrary on the Other, you cannot ule Linea 
arcuata or Convexa. If a Crofs be Inveck’d, he ex- 
prefleth it, Grucem invettam; hoc eft (ad oras) gibbis 
(feu gibbofis lineis) operatam vel delineatam, 

Muant, corruptly (as 1 fuppofe) ufed from the 
French, Ifant, the Meaning of which, is iffuing or 
coming forth, which alfo is the dire Signification 
of the Word Naifflant. Yet Heralds difpute their 
Significations when ufed as Terms in Heraldry ; 
Some being of Opinion, that when a Lyon isterm- 
ed {ffuant, he fhews but his Head, the Top of his 
Tail, 
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Tail, and the Ends of his Fore-Legs; whereas 
Naiffant is generally underftood to be the upper half 
of the Lyon ; wherefore to avoid confounding thefe 
‘Terms, as Mr. Gibbon obferves, we fhould exprefs 
what part of the Lyon appears, and fay either a 
demy-Lyon, a8 Leo dimidiatus emergens, or Leo emer- 
gens ad humeros, ad lumbos, Ge. & Caudam, OY ex- 
tremamq; caudam monftrans. The Words nafcens, ex- 
euns, &c. are as good. 

Fumelles, See a Bar gemell. Shay We 

Fipiter, one of the Seven Planets, ufed by fome 
whimfical Heralds, to exprefs the Colour Blue, when 
born by Princes ot Free-Eftates.

Bratton calls them Rad-cnichts Gallant bound by 
Tenure, with their Servants and Dependants to at- 
tend their Sovereigns in his Wars, whence -anci- 
ently it was a Name of Service 5 in Latiz, they are 
{tiled Afilites, Equites, Equites aurei, Gc. but fee 
Logan’s Analogia, herewith bound. j 

Knight Banneret, A Dignity almoft forgotten in En- 
gland, but formerly of great Account, being “obtained 
for Service in the Field, they preceed Knights Batche- 
lors. See the Analogia Honorum. h ee, 

Knight and Baronet, is an Hereditary Dignity, as 
much as to fay, little Barons, they preceed Knights 
of the Bath, and Knights Batchelors. See the Ana- 
logia. 
© Knight-Batchelors, i. e. Knights fimply, being the 
Jowett, but moft ancient Order. See the Analogia, 

Knights of the Bath, is another Dignity, almoft wore 
out, they preceed Knights-Batchelors, but give place 
to Baronets. See the Aralogia. i 

Knights of the Garter, is the Sovereign Order of 
Knighthood in Englund, firft Inftituted ‘by King Ed- 
ward Ml. See the Analogia, 
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LABEL: Authors differ concerning what 
A this really is, wherefore we need not wonder 
it hath met with various Names. Camden has Lem- 
nifcus Quintuplex, triplex, quadruples, Ge. Vredus 
has Lensnifeatus, tribus palis lemuifcatum, G quatuor 
vacerris lemnifcatum,  Chiffletius ufeth’ Limbus tripes, 
Veredus Limbus quinquepartitum;, and Lambella quin- 
que partium ; which laft Word is a Barbarifm, and 
the other more proper for a Bordure. Vredus hath 
alfo Fafciola trifida, (in Capite;) to diftinguifh it from 
a Fefs of three Pieces. But Gibbon approves beft of 
Fafciola tripliciter lenmifcata, or quadrupliciter, &c. 

Labels, the Ribband that hangs down froma Mi- 
tre or Coronet. 

Lambrequin, the point of a Label, or Label of a 
File, Lambrequins Penna feu Lemnifci, as Baron. 

Langued, See before in Armed, in French Lampafft, 
or Langue. 

Leopards-Heads (rather to be termed Faces) Chiffles 
tius hath Pardorum Roftra, _but a Roftrum, ftrictly 
fpeaking, is applicable to Birds. Mr. Gibbon ufeth 
Ora Leopardorum, for which he appeals to Camden. 
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A Lozenge, or Lozange, 28 
the French fay, the -Anci- 
nts exprefled by Lozangia, 
a barbarous Word. Chifflets=. 
tins, Fern, Gc. have ufed Te/ ° 
fera and Teffella, Ge. Baron 
hath Plinthium, which figni- 
fies a Tile; he hath alfo 
Rhombus oxigonius which is 
very expreflive, and appro- 
ved by Mr. Gibbon, together 
with its diminutive Rhombutus, 
ufed by learned Camden, and to which he feems 
moft enclined, as by his Blazon of the Coat of Ayde 
viz. in Scuto caruleo, Tignum -aureum inter tres Rhom~ 
bulos ejufdem coloris interpofitum. Axure, a Chevron 
between three Lozenges Or. It differs from the Fu- 
fil, in that it is more upon the Square. See Lo- 
zenges in the Difplay. ;

A Manch, which the French, 
by reafon of the Old Fafhion, 
call Manche mal tailleé, or a 
Sleeve ill cut out; we may 
very properly term it Manica 
antique forma. 


A Mantle, fach as Arms are ufually adorned with; 
may be termed Afantelium or. pallium, according to 
Gibbon; but that methinks fhould regard the Cloak 
Mantle, and not our foliage Work now in ufe, 
which Afackenzie tells us, was never intended to re- 
prefent a Covering to the Bearer or his Shield, but 
only to his Helmet, and carried to fhew the Varie- 
ty of its jagged Cuts fuftained in Battle, which was 
in fome meafure of their Form, by the fluttering 
of the Wind. See my Difcourfe of Mantlesin Guile 
lim’s Difplay. ; 

A Marquefs, a Title of Englifh and Scotch Peerage, 
next toa Duke. See the Avalogia. 

Mars, the Name of one of the Planets; in He- 
raldry ’tis by fome ufed to exprefs the Colour Gules, 
or Red, in the Armes of Princes and free Eftates. 

Marfhal, is derived from the German Words, Mar, 
an Horfe, and Scalch a Ruler, and fignifies a Mafter 
of Horfe, according to that Etymology. With us 
now we have feveral confiderable Officers fo defigned, 
particularly the Barl Marfhal of England, whofe Of- 
fice, @c, fee in my Trad to that End herewith 
bound up. 

‘Marfhalling, in Heraldry, is underftood to be the 
regular. ranging or difpofing of diverfe Coats in 
One Shield, to denote Marriages, Defcent, Allian- 
ces, Hc. in Latin, Cumulatio Armorum. A Mart- 
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A Martlet, in Latin, Merula, according to Vredus, 
is alittle fwift Bird, that ufed to build in Caftles and 
high Turrets ;’tis painted without Feet, and is what 
we term the Martinet, fo frequent to be feen in our 
Suburbs, under the Cornifhes of our Houfes, whofe 
Feet are fo fhort, as very feldom to be feen, and 
their Wings fo long, that, fkould they pitch upon a 
Level, they would not be able to rife; wherefore 
they alight not, but on Places aloft, that they may 
take Flight again, by throwing themfelves off. 

A Mafele, in French, Macle,was written by the Anci- 
ents, Mafeula, but Legonius,Le Trophed d’ Armes, Baron, 
Mackenzie, and indeed moft late Authors ufe Afacula, 
in that they are faid to reprefent Spots in certainBlints 
about Rofes by fome, and by others the Math of a Net. 
You may alfo term them Afscule Retium or Caffium, 
or Rhombulos evacuatos. 

Maffoned, which fignifies the Setting or Joining of 
Stones in a Building, by the French, Adaffonné, and 
in Latin, Lapidum juntluris fufcis, according to Chif- 
fitius. But Baron ufeth only Glutinatus. 

Meirre, See Counterpotent, 

Membré, being the French Word for Membred or 
Legg’d, as we fay, isin Latin, Tibiatus, See Beak’d 
and Membred. 

Mercury, the leaft of the Seven Planets, is by 
fome ufed to exprefs the Colour Purpure, in the 
Arms of Sovereign Princes. 

Mefie, See triangled, 

A Milrind, See Fer de Moline. 

Moline, See Crofs Moline. 

Mooted, by this we underftand any Tree \that is 
eradicated or torn up by the Roots, In Latin, E- 
radicatw. 

.Montant, by this the French exprefs any Animal 
iying upon its Back, with its Belly upwards care- 
JefSly. In Latin, Refupinus.\ 

Morné, a French Word for any thing born lame 
or imperfe&-' In Latin ik is rendred by Baron 
Mutilus. e 

A Motto, is an Italian Word, fignifying Verbum, 
that is, that Word or Saying which Gentlemen 
carry in a Scroll under (generally and fometimes 
over) their Arms. Camden renders it in Latin by 
Inferiptio, Some will have it Epigraphe. But there is 
nothing better than the two Former, and Diftum. 
Of thefe Motto’s, fome allude to the Name of the 
Bearer, others to the Bearings, and fome to nei- 
ther; containing only fome fhort Sentence, either 
Divine, or Heroick, juft as the Devifer was dif- 
pofed. ; : 4 

A Mound, is the Sign of Imperial Authority; be- 
ing a Ball or Globe, encircled, and having a Crofs 
on the Top, frequently to be met with in the~Pi- 
Gures of Princes. ee | \ 
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A Mullet. AN French Av- 
thors, a Gibbon and Mac- 
kenzie, take this for/ the Row- 
el of a\Sptr, which Adlette 
fignifies jn their / Language, 
, and’ they*affirm ‘it muft be 
always pierced, which dif. 
ferenceth it from”a Star, that 
is “never fo. Our Englifh, 
are fome of them for having 
it a Meteor, or falling Star, 
making other Diftin@ions 
betwixt them and Eftoiles or Stars, which I’ omit. 
Rotula calearis is Latin for’ a Rowel of a Spur, and 
Minfhew fays, that the Greeks calla Rowel, gczelcx@-y 
which is Stellula: If fo, as Gibbow obferves, | then is 
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Stellula calcaris, a moft pro- 
per Expreffion ; and my 
Author is for differencing 
the Mullet from the Eftoil, 
by expreffing the waved 
Form of a Star’s Rays, with 
us, and the Plainnefs of the 
Points of a Mullet.

N Ogrefs, a Term which Heralds (only in 
A England) give to Roundles that are Black, the 
French, and other Foreigners, fay Torteauxes de Sable, 
and Tortelle atre, may do well in Latin, 

Ombré, is fhadowed in French, in Latin Inumbratus: 
See Adumbration. ; : 

Ondé,'is waved or wavy in French. See Undy. 

Onglé, that is Ungulatus, or as we fay armed, 
when the Claws or Tallons of, any rapacious Creae 
ture are of different Tinétures from their Bodies; 
in Latin I fhould blazon them, as having Talons of 
fuch a Colour, much rather than to fay Armed, as 
it is more generally underftdod. 

Or, is the Term by which we exprefs the Metal 
Gold, which the Word in French fignifies, "tis known 
in Etching by little Pricks or Points. . 

An Ordinary, is any one of thofe Figures which 
by their Ordinary and frequent Ufe are become pro- 
per to the Science, fuch as Pales, Bends, ec. whence 
*tis that they are termed honourable Ordinaries: 

Oreillé, in Latin, Auritus. : 

Orenge, Thus fome have termed thofe Roundles 
that are tenne, fuppofing them to be Oranges. 
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An Orle, in vulgar French 
fignifies a Selvidge or Welt. 
The Ancients ufed Orula, 
which is fomething barbarous. 
Vredus and Camden have Lim- 
bus, with the Addition of 
Duplex for the double Orle 
or Teffure. The Book of 
St. Albans hath Trattus fim- 
plex, and Upton Trattum tri- 
plicatum , But Mr. Gibbon 
thinks , that if to Limbu 
(which fignifies a Bordure) we added a Latere 
Scuti disjunttws, to fhew that (as in the Figure) it 
doth not touch the Extremities of the Shield, it 
would be better, as it would alfo to add to Traitus, 
Scutum totum ‘interne pracingens, denoting thereby, 
that this Trace goes round the Shield in the inner 
Side, and thus he blazons 

In Orle, that is, feveral things born Orle ways, or 
in form of an Orle. Chiffletivs ufeth ad oran pofitus, 
which Gibbon approves, and -ufeth alfo. 

Over All, thus we term any Figure which is born 
over another ob{curing Part thereof, together with 
part of the Field.. The French term this kind of 
Bearing Brochant fur le tout. The Latins, according to 
Veredus, In totam Areain protenfum 5 Toti fuperinduttum, 
and Omnibus impofitum @ fuperimpofitum. 
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A Pale, isin Heraldry one 
of the nine honourable Or- 
dinaries, containing a third 
Part of the Field, as in the 
Cut. Chiffletis, Vredus, Pea- 
cham, and others, ufe Palus, 
and Vredus hath alfo Vacerra. 


A Pall or Crofs-Pall. 

A Pallet, is as much as to fay, a {mall Pale, it 
containing but one half thereof, In Latin, Palus mi- 
nuts.

midiated by a perpendicular Line. Chiffletius and 
Vredus hath abs fummo bipartitum, The latter, hath 
alfo’ ad perpendiculum bipartitum, and the Book of 
St. Albans, partitum Secundum Longun.

In'Pale, by this we underftand Things born one 
above another, in form of a Pale. The Ancients 
were wont to fay, palata 5 tres Coronas palatas,as in the 
Book of St. Albans, But Gibbon recommends us to 
In palum collocatas, or palari ordine difpofitas. Vide 
One above another under the Letter, U. 
_ Paly or Pale, asthe French fay, is when the Shield 
is divided into four or more equal Parts by per- 
pendicular Lines, and for which the Ancients ufed 
Scutum palatum. But Mr. Gibbon from Vredus advi- 
feth us to Palus fextuplex aureus G coccineus, or Sex 
palos aureos & coccineos. Paly of fix Or, and Gules. 
Baron has Palis exaratus. 

_Paly Bendy, is when the Scutcheon is divided by 
Lines perpendicular and diagonal from the dexter 
chief Point. It may be tranflated after the manner 
of Barry Bendy, cc, whether turn, 
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Pannes, is the Term by which the French under- 
ftand Furrs, and their Countryman Baron renders it 
in Latin, Pelles. From this Word AMackenzie conje- 
Qures did proceed our whimfical Pean. ; 

Papelloné, in Latin, Papillionatus. 

Parti, this is the French Method of expreffing 
Party per Pale. Baron renders it fimply Partitus, fome- 
times in Palum vel perpendiculariter diffettus, which is 
much better, becaufe it denotes the manner of Par- 
tition. 

Paffant, by this we underftand a Lyon, or any 
other Creature, pafling along in a gradual Pace. 
Chiffletius and Vredus ule Gradiens G incedens, fo al- 
fo doth Baron and Gibbon. 

Pafsé, en Sautoir, by this the French exprefs any 
thing born in Saltire. See in Saltire. Baron Latini- 
zeth it by Decuffatus, or Decuffim trajettus, which in 
my Opinion is better. 

Peany is to be underftood asa Sort of Ermine 
where the Ground is Black, and the Powderings 
Yellow. The French fay, de Sable Hermines d'Or, 
and I fuppofe our Pean may be introduced through 
Ignorance, from Des Pannes, which Name the French 
give to Burrs in general. 

Pearl, is one of the precious Stones. In Heraldry, 
fome whimfical Heralds have blazoned Silver in the 
Bearings of Peers, from a Duke to a Baron, and 
no lower. , 

Pellets, the fame as Ogreffes. See Ogrefles. 

Perforated, See pierced. 

Pertranfient, is a paffing or ftriking through. In 
Lavin, pertranfiens. a 

Pery,.is a French Term, Latiniz’d by Baron, In 
medio pofitus Or Situs. 


A Pheow, is a kind of Mif 
file Inftrument, or Dart, with 
a Barbed Head, which Head 
is frequently born in Coat 
Armours, and termed a Phe= 
on’s Head by us; the Figure 
is in the Cut.. The French 
call it Fer de.dard, and. ac- 
cordingly Ferrum Faculi is a 
proper Expreffion in Latin, 
as Portat, in Scuto aureo ferrum 
Faculi cyaneum acie (vel Cuf- 
pide) deorfum pofita; i... Or, a Pheon’s Head Point 
downwards, Azure. 

Pierced, is when any Ordinary, &c. is born pier- 
ced. The Book of St. Albans hath Perforatus; but fee 
more under the Title of a Crofs quarterly pierced. 


A Pile, is an Ordinary as 
in the Cut, and taken for 
thofe Piles on which Bridges, 
@c. are built. The Anci- 
ents ufed Pila fimply, But 
Gibbon is for Pila pontis. The 
French according to Favine, 
(when he blazons the Arms 
of Sir ohn Chandois) fay D’ar= 
gent a us pieu (ceftoit un 
pal) aguisé de gueuls, Which 
Word Pieu feems to be de- 
rived from Pied, a Foot, which if fo, well may it 
be thought pes pontis.... The Jtalians and Spaniards term 
them Cu/pides. 

Pily Bendy or Bendy Pily, confifts of Piles placed 
Bend-ways, and extending from one fide of the 
Scutcheon to the other, as in the Draught, which 
Gibbon Latinizeth thus, Pilas pontis obliquas (incerto

A Plate, is a Silver Roundle, or Piece of Bullion, 
without Intpref$:, Foreigners..render it in Latin, 
Befante Angenti, according to the old way, or Wum- 
mi Bizantit Argenteus; 1 -reprefenting the Silver 
Coin of Bizantium, or Conjtantinople, aS It 18 NOW 
called. i : 

A Point, is an Ordinary, fomething like to a Pile, 
and rifing out of the Bafe. The French reckon it 
among their twelve honourable Pieces, and call it, 
according to Baron, Cufpis. : : 

In Point ; thas we fay when Swords, Piles, cc. 
are fo bora, as that their Points refemble the end 
or point of a Pile. Mr. Gibbon in the Arms of Hollis, 
late Barl of Clare, has duabus (pontis) pilis, oblique 
pofitis, & fere in imo cocuntibus, that is two Piles in 
Point. 

The Points of @ Star, with us are taken to repre- 
fent its Rays, and therefore Radii, as Vredus ufeth, 
is a proper Expreflion. 

Point Champain or Point Champion Tenne, Point Dex- 
ter parted Tenne, Plain Point fanguine, and Point in 
Point fanguine, are all whimfical Abatements of 
Honour, as Leigh and Guilim would make you 
believe. 

The Points of an Efcutcheon are the feweral dif- 
ferent Parts of an Bfcutcheon, denoting the Local 
Pofition of any Figure; as in the dexter and finifter 
Chief Point, Fefs, Bafe, oc. 

Pometté or Pometty. See a Crofs Pommetté. 

Potent. See Crofs Potent. 

Potent Counterpetent. See Conter or Contre-po- 
tent. 

Powdering, is the Strewing or Filling up a Field 
irregularly with any {mall Figures, as Ermine Spots, 
and their-like. In Latin, repletus. 

A Prince——is one that governs a State, or the el- 
deft Son of fuch-an One, ftri€tly {peaking , but we 
now-adays ftile our Dukes the High and Mighty 
Prince, @c. in Latin, Princeps. 

Proper —-W hen any Animal Vegetable, ec. is born 
in Coat Armour, of its natural Hue or Tincture, we 
term fach thing to be born proper, that is, of its 
proper Colour. In Latin, Color nativus, Ot naturalis. 
Vredus hath the former. 

Purflew, is a Term by which fome fancy to ex- 
prefs a Bordure, or other Furr. 

Purfiled ot Purfled, is any thing traced out, or 
sketched, in fhort; in Heraldry it is underftood to be 
what the Arms-Painters term the fetting off of any 
thing ; that is, thofe hatching Strokes with which 
they particularize the Form of any , Figure they 
fhail have rubb’d in with a flat Colour; for fuch, for 
want of better Judgement, has been the toocommon 
Method of Painting among thofe of that Profeffion, 
who are much. amended of late Years, at which, it 
feems, fome are difpleafed, who will have every 
thing ancient, to be Orthodox. Heralds fay a 
Lyon Gules, or the like, purfiled. Sable, Or , or 
the like ; but this too is almoft out of Doors now ; 
and if it were quite, it were no matter. 1 never met 
it in-any Foreign Author of Note. 

Purpure ot Pourpre, as the French fay, is the Co- 
Jour Purple. In Latin, purpureus color. 

A Purfuivant, is the loweft Order of, Officers of 
Arms in the College, and may be termed Atten- 
dants on the Heralds, when they marfhal_publick 
Ceremonies, ec. In Latin Gibbon defigns himfelf 
Servulus Armorum of foch a Title, as quem a Mantelio 
dicunt caruleo, that is Blue-mantle Purfuivant at 
Arms, which may ferye as a Rule for the other 
Defignations.

Gibbon Quadripartité which is better Latin; but the 
Blazon he gives prefently after, viz. Scuruem in qua- 
tuor partes, lineis, ad) crucis modum, duttis, fettum, is 
more expreflive, though more prolix. 

Quartering 3 by quartering, is underftood the Mar- 
fhalling divers Coats in feparate Area’s or Quarters 
in one Shield, for which fee my Account of Mar- 
fhalling in the Difplay. The Latins call Quarter- 
ings, Camulationes Armorum. 

Queité, in French, fignifies a Tail, and is ufed to 
exprefs a Lyon with two Tails, as queiie furché, Caudi- 
bus duabus in Latin, or a Forked Tail.

Rampant, is the Participle of Ramper, which in 
French fignifies to creep, wherefore Chiffletivs hath for 
it Prorepens, but Segoing, a learned French Gentle- 
man, takes it rather for a Corruption from the La- 
tin Word Rapiens, which im French is Raviffant, and 
accordingly Bara pag.99, hath Rampant or Raviffant 5 
and the Book of St. Albans, Leonem rapacem. Yet 
Camden, in reference to the Action, hath only ere- 
éus, which Mr. Gibbon alfo follows, as doth Monfieur 
Baron, who hath alfo infiliens, by thefé making a di- 
ftin@ion betwixt Rampant and Raviffant, which Lat- 
ter he terms IJrruens feu Rapiens. 

Rangé, is a French Term, by which they under- 
ftand ranged or placed, as fo many Martlets, ce. 
placed in Saltire, Bend, or the like. Baron hath Ore 
dinatus in Latin, which is a very good Word. 

A Rebatement, is the fame as Abatement. 
Abatement.
